8 By faith 
he t/riwapheth over his mtamies. 

To the chief Musician on Neginoth **upon 
Sheminith, A PBalm of David. 

0 *LORD, rebuke me not in 
thine anger, neither chasten 
me in thy hot displeasure. 

2 ** Have mercy upon me, O Lord ; 
for I am weak : O Lord, ® heal me ; 
for my bones are vexed. 

8 My soul is also sore vexed : but 
thou, O Lord, ^how long ? 

4 Return, O Lord, deliver my soul : 
oh save me for thy mercies’ sake. 

5 ® For in death there is no remem- 
brance of thee: in the grave who 
shall give thee thanks ? 

6 I am weary with my groaning; 
®all the night make I my bed to 
swim ; I water my couch with my 
tears. 

7 ^Mine eye is consumed because 
of grief; it waxeth old because of 
all mine enemies. 

8 « Depart from me, all ye work- 
ers of iniquity ; for the Lord hath 
heard the voice of my weeping. 

9 The Lord hath heard my sup- 
plication ; the Lord will receive my 
prayer. 

10 Let all mine enemies be asham- 
ed and sore vexed : let them return 
and be ashamed suddenly. 

PSALM VII. 

1 David prayeth against the malice of his ene- 
mies, professing his innocmcy. 10 By faith 
he seeth his defence, a/nd the destruction of 
his enemies. 

• Shiggaion of David, which he sang unto the 
Lord, * concerning tlie ‘words of Cush the 
Beigamite. 

O LORD my God, in Riee do I 
put my trust: ‘save me from 
all them that persecute me, and 
deliver me : 

2 ^ Lest he tear my soul like a lion, 
“rending it in pieces, while fAcre is 
®none to deliver. 

8 0 Lord my God, '*if I have 
done this ; if there be “iniquity in 


4 If I have rewarded evil unto 
him that was at peace with me; 
(yea, ^I have delivered him that 
without cause is mine enemy :) 

5 Let the enemy persecute my 
soul, and take it; yea, let him 
tread down my life upon the earth, 
and lay mine honour in the dust. 
Selah. 

6 Arise, O Lord, in thine anger, 
«lift up thyself because of the rage 
of mine enemies : and awake for 
me to the judgment that thou hast 
commanded. 

7 So shall the congregation of the 
people compass thee about: for 
their sakes therefore return thou on 
high. 

8 The Lord shall judge the peo- 
ple: judge me, O Lord, ‘accord- 
ing to my righteousness, and ac- 
cording to mine integrity that is 
in me. 

9 Oh let the wickedness of the 
wicked come to an end; but es- 
tablish the just: ’‘for the right- 
eous God trieth the hearts and 
reins. 

10 ®My defence is of God, which 
savetli the ‘ upright in heart. 

11 -’God judgeth the righteous, 
and God is angry with the wicked 
every day. 

12 If he turn not, he will “whet 
his sword; he hath bent his bow, 
and made it ready. 

18 He hath also prepared for him 
the instruments of death; “he or- 
daineth his arrows against the per- 
secutors. 

14 “Behold, he travaileth with ini- 
quity, and hath conceived mischief, 
and brought forth falsehood. 

15 ^He made a pit, and digged it, 
Pand is fallen into the ditch which 
he made. 

16 ’ His mischief shall return upon 
his own head, and his violent deal- 
ing shall come down upon his own 
pate. 

17 I will praise the Lord accord- 
ing to his righteousness: and will 
sing praise to the name of the Lord 
most high.

11 Sing praises to the Lord, which 
dwelletn m Zion: ’‘declare among 
the pe^le his doings. 

12 ’Wnen he maketh inquisition 
for blood, he remembereth them: 
he forgetteth not the cry of the

1 David complaineth to €rod of the outmge 
of the wicked. 12 He prayeth for remedy. 
16 Heprqfesaeth 1m confidenee. 

W HY standest thou afar off, O 
Lord ? why hidest thou thy- 
self in times of trouble ? 

2 *The wicked in his pride doth 
persecute the poor: “let them be 
taken in the devices that they have 
imagined. 

8 For the wicked ^ boasteth of his 
® heart’s desire, and ®*blesseth the 
covetous, whom the Lord abhor- 
reth. 

4 The wicked, through the pride 
of his countenance, ‘‘will not seek 
after God: ®God is not in all his 
® thoughts. 

5 His ways are always grievous ; 
Hhy judgments are far above out 
of his si^t : as for all his enemies, 
*he puffeth at them. 

6 ’*He hath said in his heart, I 
shall not be moved: ‘for I shall 
“never he in adversity. 

7 '‘His mouth is full of cursing 
and ’’ deceit and fraud : ' under his 
tongue is mischief “and “vanity. 

8 He sitteth in^ the lurking places 
of the villages : "in the secret places 
doth he murder the innocent : ® his 
eyes ®are privily set against the 
poor. 

9 ‘’He lieth in wait “secretly as a 
lion in his den : he lieth in wait to 
catch the poor: he doth catch the 

E oor, when he draweth him into 
is net. 

10 “He croucheth, and humbleth 
himself, that the poor may fidl * by 
his strong ones. 

11 He ha^ said in his heart, God 
hath forgotten : ^he hideth his face ; 
he will never see it. 


12 Arise, O Lord ; O God, ‘ lift up 
thine hand : foiget not the “humble. 

18 Wherefore doth the wicked 
contemn God ? he hath said in his 
heart. Thou wilt not require it 

14 Thou hast seen it; for thou 
beholdest mischief and spite, to 
requite it with thy hand : tne poor 
““committeth himself unto thee; 
‘thou art the helper of the father- 
less. 

15 "Break thou the arm of the 
wicked and the evil man : seek out 
his wickedness till thou find none. 

16 “The Lord is King for ever 
and ever : the heathen are perished 
out of his land. 

17 Lord, thou hast heard the de- 
sire of the humble : thou wilt pre- 
pare their heart, thou wilt cause j 
thine ear to hear : 

18 To *judge the fatherless and 
the oppressed, that the man of the 
earth may no more “oppress.

To the chief Musician, A Psalm of David 

•TN the Lord put I my trust : 

jL ' how say ye to my soul, Flee 
as a bird to your mountain ? 

2 For, lo, "the wicked bend their 
bow, ''they make ready their ar- 
row upon the string, that they 
may “privily shoot at the upright 
in heart. 

3 "If the foundations be destroyed, 
what can the righteous do ? 

4 *The Lord is in his holy temple, 
the Lord’s « throne is in heaven: 
'‘his ej^es behold, his eyelids try, 
the children of men. 

5 The Lord ' trieth the righteous : 
but the wicked and him that loveth 
violence his soul hateth. 

6 '‘Upon the wicked he shall rain

0 In my distress I called upon the 
Lord, and cried unto my God : he 
heard my voice out of his temple, 
and my cry came before him, even 
into his ears. 

7 ‘Then the earth shook and trem- 
bled; the foundations also of the 
hills moved and were shaken, be- 
cause he was wroth. 

8 There went up a smoke ®out 
of his nostrils, and flire out of his 
mouth devoured ; coals were kin- 
dled it.

23 He ^weakened my strength in 
the way ; he shortened my days. 

24 *I said, O my God, take me 
not away in the midst of my days: 
^ thy years are tliroughout all gene- 
rations. 

25 * Of old hast thou laid the foun- 
dation of the earth : and the hea- 
vens are the work of thy hands. 

26 '"They shall perish, but "thou 
shalt * endure : yea, all of them shall 
wax old like a garment ; as a vesture 
shalt thou change them, and they 
shall be changed : 

27 But "thou art the same, and 
thy years shall have no end. 

28 ‘’The children of thy servants 
shall continue, and their seed shall 
be established before thee.

A Psalm of David. 

B less "the lord, O my soul: 

and all that is within me, bless 
his holy name. 

2 Bless the Lord, O my soul, and 
forget not all his benefits : 

8 ’’Who forgiveth all thine ini- 
quities; who "liealeth all thy dis- 
eases ; 

4 Who ‘'redeemeth thy life from 
destruction ; " who crowneth thee 
with lovingkindness and tender 
mercies ; 

5 Who satisfieth thy mouth with 
good things; so that ^thy youth is 
renewed like the eagle’s. 

6 *The Lord executeth righteous- 
ness and judgment for all that are 
oppressed. 

7 He made known his ways unto

11 '"For ^as the heaven is high 
above the earth, so great is his 
mercy toward them that fear him. 

12 As far as the east is from the 
west, so far hath he "removed our 
transgressions from us. 

13 "Like as a father pitieth his 
children, so the Lord pitieth them 
that fear him. 

14 For he knoweth our frame ; Phe 
remembereth that we are dust. 

15 As for man, 'his days are as 
grass : " as a flower of the field, so 
he flourisheth. 

16 For the wind passeth over it, 
and Mt is gone; and ‘the place 
thereof shall know it no more. 

17 But the mercy of the Lord is 
from everlasting to everlasting upon 
them that fear him, and his right- 
eousness "unto children’s children; 

18 *To such as keep his covenant, 
and to those that remember his 
commandments to do them. 

19 The Lord hath prepared his 
^throne in the heavens; and "his 
kingdom ruleth over all. 

20 "Bless the Lord, ye his angels, 
®that excel in strength, that '’do 
his commandments, hearkening un- 
to the voice of his word. 

21 Bless ye the Lord, all ye "his 
hosts ; '' ye ministers of his, that do 
his pleasure.

8 ‘’Who layeth the beams of his 
chambers in the waters : ‘‘who 
maketh the clouds his chariot : 
®who walketh upon the wings of 
the wind : 

4 ’’Who maketh his angels spirits ; 
‘ his ministers a flaming fire : 

5 ® '• Who laid the foundations of 
the earth, that it should not be re- 
moved for ever. 

6 ‘Thou coveredst it with the deep 
as ivith a garment ; the waters stood 
above the mountains. 

7 “At tliy rebuke they fled ; at the 
voice of thy thunder they hasted 
away. 

8 ““They go up by the mountains ; 
they go down by the valleys unto 
‘’the place which thou hast founded 
for them. 

9 pThou hast set a bound that they 
may not pass over; ‘‘that they turn 
not again to cover the earth. 

10 ^He sendeth the springs into 
the valleys, which ®run among the 
hills. 

11 They give drink to every beast 
of the fielu : the wild asses ®'quench 
their thirst. 

12 By them shall the fowls of the 
heaven have their habitation, ivhich, 
'^sing among the hranches. 

18 ’^He watereth the hills from his 
chambers : “ the earth is satisfied 
with Hhe fruit of thy works. 

14 "He causeth the grass to grow 
for the cattle, and herb for the 
service of man : that he may bring 
forth *food out of the earth ; 

15 And ^wine that maketh glad 
the heart of man, and “oil to make 
his face to shine, and bread which 
strengtheneth man’s heart. 

16 The trees of the Lord are full 
of sap; the cedars of Lebanon, 
‘which he hath planted ; 

17 Where the birds make their 


nests : «« for the stork, the fir trees 
are her house. 

18 The high hills are a refuge for 
the wild goats ; and the rocks for 
‘the conies. 

19 ’’He appointed the moon for 
seasons : the sun "knoweth his going 
down.

82 He looketh on the earth, and it 
"trembleth: ‘’he toucheth the hills, 
and they smoke. 

88 Pl will sing unto the Lord as 
long as I live: I will sing praise 
to my God while I have my being. 

84 My meditation of him’ shall be 
sweet : I will be glad in the Lord. 
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85 Let ’the sinners be consumed 
out of the earth, and let the wicked 
be no more. Bless thou the Lord, 

0 my soul. Praise ye the Lord.

3 Glory ye in his holy name : let 
the heart of them rejoice that seek 
the Lord. 

4 Seek the Lord, and his strength: 
‘‘seek his face evermore. 

5 'Kemember his marvellous works 
that he hath done; his wonders, 
and the judgments of his mouth ; 

6 O ye seed of Abraham his ser- 
vant, ye children of Jacob his cho- 
sen. 

7 He is the Lord our God: Hiis 
judgments are in all the earth. 

8 He hath » remembered his co- 
venant for ever, the word which he 
commanded to a thousand genera- 
tions. 

9 ** Which covenant he made with 
Abraham, and his oath unto Isaac ; 

10 And confirmed the same unto 
Jacob for a law, and to Israel for 
an everlasting covenant : 

11 Saying, ‘tJnto thee will I give 
the land of Canaan, ®the lot of your 
inheritance : 

12 •'When they were hut a few 
men in number ; yea, very few, ‘and 
strangers in it. 

18 When they went from one na- 
tion to another, from one kingdom 
to another people ; 

14 “He suffered no man to do 
them wrong : yea, “ he reproved 
kings for their sakes ; 


15 Saying, Touch not mine anoint- 
ed, and do my prophets no hann. 

16 Moreover “he called for a fa- 
mine upon the land : he brake the 
whole p staff of bread. 

17 ’He sent a man before them, 
even Joseph, who / was sold for a 
servant : 

18 “Whose feet they^.hlirt with fet- 
I ters : ®he was laid in iroh : 

19 Until the time that his word 
came : ‘the word of the Lord tried 
him. 

20 “The king sent and loosed him ; 
eimi the ruler of the people, and let 
him go free. 

21 '‘He made him lord of his house, 
and ruler of all his ® substance : 

22 To bind his princes at his 
pleasure; and teach his senators 
wisdom. 

23 y Israel also came into Egypt; 
and Jacob sojourned "in the land 
of Ham. 

24 And “he increased his people 
greatly ; and made them stronger 
than their enemies. 

25 ‘’He turned their heart to hate 
his people, to deal subtilly with his 
servants. 

26 “He sent Moses his servant; 
and Aaron ‘‘whom he had chosen. 

27 “They shewed ‘his signs among 
them, ^and wonders in the land of 
Ham. 

28 «He sent darkness, and made it 
dark ; and **they rebelled not against 
his word. 

29 ‘He turned their waters into 
blood, and slew their fish. 

80 ‘‘Their land brought forth frogs 
in abundance, in the chambers of 
their kings. 

81 ‘He spake, and there came 
divers sorts of flies, and lice in all 
their coasts. 

32 '"®He gave them hail for rain, 
and flaming fire in their land. 

83 “He smote their vines also and 
their fig trees ; andi|i»rake the trees 
of their coasts. 

84 “He spake, and the locusts 
came, and caterpillers, and that 
without lAimber, 
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85 And did eat up all the herbs in 
their land, and devoured the fruit 
of their ground. 

86 He smote also all the firstborn 
in their land, '’the chief of all their 
strength. 

87 ""He brought them forth also 
with silver and gold : and there was 
not one feeble person among their 
tribes. 

88 *E^pt was glad when they 
departed: for the fear of them fell 
upon them. 

89 ‘ He spread a cloud for a cover- 
ing; and fire to give light in the 
night. 

40 “ The people asked, and he 
brought quails, and * satisfied them 
with the bread of heaven. 

41 ^He opened the rock, and the 
waters guslied out ; they ran in the 
dry places like a river. 

42 For he remembered *his holy 
promise, and Abraham his servant. 

48 And he brought forth his peo- 
ple with joy, and his chosen with 
^gladness: 

44 “And gave them the lands of 
the heathen : and they inherited the 
labour of the people ; 

45 ’’That they might observe his 
statutes, and keep his laws. ^Praise 
ye the Lord.

they waited not for his counsel : 

14 “^But ’lusted exceedingly in the 
wilderness, and tempted God in the 
desert. 

15 “And he gave them their re- 
quest ; but ’ sent leanness into their 
soul. 

16 " They envied Moses also in the 
camp, and Aaron the saint of the 
Lord. 

17 ’‘The earth opened and swal- 
lowed up Dathan, and covered the 
company of Abiram. 

18 ’‘And a fire was kindled in their 
company ; the flame burned up the 
wicked. 

19 “They made a calf in Horeb, 
and worshipped the molten image. 

20 Thus “they changed their ^ory 
into the similitude of an ox that 
eateth grass. 

21 Tliey •• foreat Gk)d their saviour, 
which had mine great tilings in 

Egypt;

28 Therefore he said that he would 
destroy them, had not Moses his 
chosen ® stood before him in the 
breach, to turn away his wrath, 
lest he should destroy them. 

24 Yea, they despised ^®the pleasant 
land, they « believed not his word : 

25 '• But murmured in their tents, 
and hearkened not unto the voice 
of the Loud. 

26 ‘Therefore he ‘‘lifted up his 
hand against them, to overthrow 
them in the wilderness : 

27 ’“To overthrow their seed also 
among the nations, and to scatter 
them in the lands. 

28 "’They joined themselves also 
unto Baal-peor, and ate the sacri- 
fices of the dead. 

29 Thus they provoked him to 
anger with their inventions : and 
the plague brake in upon them. 

30 "Then stood up Phinehas, and 
executed judgment : and so the 
plague was stayed. 

81 And that was counted unto I 
him "for righteousness unto all ge- 
nerations for evermore. 

82 pThey angered him also at the 
waters of strife, '•so that it w^ent 
ill with Moses for their sakes : 

83 "Because they provoked his 
spirit, so that he spake unadvisedly 
with his lips. 

34 “They did not destroy the na- 
tions, ‘concerning whom the Lord 
commanded them : 

85 "But were mingled among the 
heathen, and learned their works. 

30 And '‘they served their idols: 
’'which were a snare unto them. 

37 Yea, “they sacrificed their sons 
and their daughters unto * devils, 

38 And shed innocent blood, even 
the blood of their sons and of their 
daughters, whom they sacrificed 
unto the idols of Canaan : and ‘’the 
land was polluted with blood. 

89 Thus were they "defiled with 
their own works, and ‘‘went a whor- 
ing with their own inventions. 


40 Therefore • was the wrath of the 
Lord kindled against his people, 
insomuch that he abhorred ^his own 
inheritance. 

41 And ‘'he gave them into the 
I hand of the heathen ; and they that 

hated them ruled over them. 

42 Their enemies also oppressed 
them, and they were brought into 
subjection under their hand. 

43 ‘‘Many times did he deliver 
them ; but they provoked him with 
their counsel, and were “brought 
low for their iniquity. 

44 Nevertheless he regarded their 
affliction, when ‘ he heard their 
cry : 

45 ‘‘And he remembered for them 
his covenant, and ' repented “ ac- 
cording to the multitude of his 
mercies. 

46 "He made them also to be 
pitied of all those that carried them 
captives. 

47 " Save us, O Lord our God, and 
gather us from among the heathen, 
to give thanks unto tny holy name, 
and to triumph in thy praise. 

48 p Blessed he the Lord God of 
Israel from everlasting to everlast- 
ing : and let all the people say. 
Amen. ® Praise ye the Lord.

15 The heart of the prudent get- 
teth knowledge ; and the ear of the 
wise seeketh knowledge. 

16 ’A loan’s gift maketh room for 
him, and bringeth him before great 
men.

17 He that loveth “pleasure shall 
he a poor man : he that loveth wine 
and oil shall not be rich. 

18 "The wicked shall he a ransom 
for the righteous, and the trans- 
gressor for the upright. 

19 ° It is better to dwell “in the 
wilderness, than with a contentious 
and an angry woman. 

20 p There Is treasure to be desired 
and oil in the dwelling of the wise ; 
but a foolish man spendeth it up. 

21 •'He that followeth after righ- 
teousness and mercy findeth life, 
righteousness, and honour. 

22 wise man scaleth the city of 
the mighty, and casteth down the 
strength of the confidence thereof. 

23 " Whoso keepeth his mouth and 
his tongue keepeth his soul from 
troubles. 

■ 24 Proud and haughty scomer is 
his name, who dealeth *in proud

25 ‘The desire of the slothful kill- 
eth him; for his hands refuse to 
labour. 

26 He coveteth greedily all the 
day long : but the “righteous giveth 
and spareth not 

27 *The sacrifice of the wicked 
is abomination: how much more, 
when he bringeth it 'with a wicked 
mind? 

28 y ® A false witness shall perish : 
but the man that heareth speaketh 
constantly. 

29 A wicked man hardeneth his 
fa<» : but as for the upright, he 
' directeth his way. 

80 • There is no wisdom nor un- 


derstanding nor counsel against the 
Lord. 

81 “The horse is prepared against 
the dav of battle : but * safety is of 


the day of battle 
the Lord. 


CHAPTER XXII. 

A '■GOOD name is rather to be 
chosen than great riches, and 
“loving favour rather than silver 
and gold. 

2 ’’The rich and poor meet toge- 
ther: 'the Lord is the maker of 
them all. 

3 •’A prudent man foreseeth the 
evil, and hidcth himself: but the 
simple pass on, and are punished. 

4 "‘By humility and the fear of 
the Lord are riches, and honour, 
and life. 

5 Thorns and snares are in the 
way of the froward : ® he that doth 
keep his soul shall be far from them. 

6 Train up a child ®in the way 
he should go : and when he is old, 
he will not depart from it. 

7 ’The rich ruleth over the poor, 
and the borrower is servant ^ to the 
lender. 

8 ’‘He that soweth iniquity shall 
reap vanity : “ and the rod of his 
anger shall fail. 

9 ’®He that hath a bountiful eye 
shall be blessed; for he giveth of 
his bread to the poor. 

10 Cast out the scorner, and con- 
tention shall go out ; yea, strife and 
reproach shall cease. 

11 "He that loveth pureness of 
heart, “/or the grace of his lips the 
king shall he his friend. 

12 The eyes of the Lord preserve 
knowledge, and he overthroweth 
“ the words of the transgressor. 

13 "The slothful man saith. There 
is a lion without, I shall be slain in 
the streets. 

14 pThe mouth of strange women 
is a deep pit : ^ he that is abhorred 
of the Lord shall fall therein.

17 Bow down thine ear, and hear 
the words of the wise, and apply 
thine heart unto iny knowledge. 

18 For It is a pleasant thing if 
thou keep them ^ within thee ; they 
shall withal be fitted in thy lips. 

19 That thy trust may be in the 
Lord, 1 have made known to thee 
this day, ^ even to thee. 

20 Have not I written to thee 
"excellent things in counsels and 
knowledge, 

21 ‘That I might make thee know 
the certainty of the words of truth ; 
“ that thou miglitest answer the 
words of trutli ‘to them that send 
unto thee ? 

22 * Rob not the poor, because he 
is poor : y neither oppress the afflict- 
ed in the gate : 

28 * For the Lord will plead their 
cause, and spoil the soul of those 
that spoiled them. 

24 Make no friendship with an 
angry man ; and with a furious man 
thou shalt not go : 

25 Lest thou learn his ways, and 
get a snare to thy soul. 

26 “Be not thou one of them that 
strike hands, or of them that are 
sureties for debts. 

27 If thou hast nothing to pay, 
why should he take away thy bed 
from under thee ? 

28 ® Remove not the ancient ® land- 
mark, which thy fathers have set. 

29 Seest thou a man diligent in 
his business ? he shall stand before 
kings; he shall not stand before 
® mean men. 

CHAPTER XXIII. 

W HEN thou sittest to eat with 
a ruler, consider diligently 
what is before thee : 

2 And put a knife to thy throat, 
if thou he a man given to appe- 
tite. 

8 Be not desirous of his dainties : 
for they are deceitful meat. 


4 “Labour not to be rich: ® cease 
from thine own wisdom. 

5 “Wilt thou set thine eyes upon 
that which is not? for riches cer- 
tainly make themselves wings ; they 
fly away as an eagle toward heaven. 

6 “ Eat thou not the bread of him 
that hath ‘‘an evil eye, neither de- 
sire thou his dainty meats : 

7 For as he thinketh in his heart, 
so is he : Eat and drink, ® saith he to 
thee ; but his heart is not with thee. 

8 The morsel which thou hast eaten 
shalt thou vomit up, and lose thy 
sweet words. 

9 ‘Speak not in the ears of a fool : 
for he will despise the wisdom of 
thy words. 

10 ‘-'Remove not the old ’‘land- 
mark ; and enter not into the fields 
of the fatherless : 

11 '* For their redeemer is mighty ; 
he shall plead their cause with thee. 

12 Apply thine heart unto instruc- 
tion, and thine ears to the words 
of knowledge. 

13 ‘Withhold not correction from 
the child : for if thou beatest him 
with the rod, he shall not die. 

14 Thou shalt beat him with the 
rod, and shalt deliver his soul from 
hell. 

15 My son, * if thine heart be wise, 
my heart shall rejoice, ‘ even mine. 

16 Yea, my reins shall rejoice,', 
when thy lips speak right things. 

17 "‘Let not mine heart envy sin- 
ners : but " be thou in the fear of the 
Lord all the day long. 

18 "For surely there is an ®end; 
and thine expectation shall not be 
cut off. 

19 Hear thou, my son, and be 
wise, and p guide thine heart in the 
way. 

20 I Be not among winebibbers; 
among riotous eaters ® of flesh : 

21 For the drunkard and the glut- 
ton shall come to poverty : and 
" drowsiness shall clothe a man with 
rags. 

22 " Hearken unto thy father that 
begat thee, and despise not thy 
mother when she is old.

27 * For a whore is a deep ditch ; 
and a strange woman is a narrow 
pit. 

28 ^She also lieth in wait *as for 
a prey, and incrcaseth the trans- 
gressors among men. 

29 ^Who hath woe ? who hath sor- 
row? who hath contentions? who 
hath babbling? who hath wounds 
without cause ? who “ hath redness 
of eyes ? 

30 ‘’They that tarry long at the 
wine ; they that go to seek ® mixed 
wine. 

81 Look not thou upon the wine 
when it is red, when it giveth his 
colour in the cup, when it moveth 
itself aright. 

82 At the last it biteth like a ser- 
pent, and stingeth like ^ an adder. 

38 Thine eyes shall behold strange 
women, and thine heart shall utter 
perverse things. 

84 Yea, thou shalt be as he that 
lieth down * in the midst of the sea, 
or as he that lieth upon the top of 
a mast. 

35 ‘‘They have stricken me, shalt 
thou say, and I was not sick ; they 
have beaten me, and “"I felt it not : 
^when shall I awake ? I will seek it 
yet again. 

CHAPTER XXIV. 

B e not thou " envious against evil 
men, ‘’neither desire to be with 
them. 

2 ®For their heart studieth destruc- 
tion, and their lips talk of mischief. 

8 Through wisdom is an house 
builded ; and by understanding it 
is established : 


4 And by knowledge shall the 
chambers be filled with all precious 
and pleasant riches. 

5 ‘‘A wise man strong; yea, 
a man of knowledge Mnereasetb 
strength. 

6 "For by wise counsel thou shalt 
make thy war : and in multitude of 
counsellors there is safety. 

7 ^Wisdom is too high for a fool : 
he openeth not his mouth in the 
gate. 

8 He that '’'deviseth to do evil shall 
be called a mischievous person. 

9 The thought of foolishness is sin : 
and the scorner is an abomination 
to men. 

10 If thou faint in the day of ad- 
versity, thy strength is * small. 

11 *’if thou forbear to deliver them 
that are drawn unto death, and those 
that are ready to be slain ; 

12 If thou sayest. Behold, we knew 
it not ; doth not ‘ he that pondereth 
the heart consider it? and he that 
keepeth thy soul, doth not he know 
it ? and shall not he render to every 
man '' according to his works ? 

18 My son, ‘eat thou honey, be- 
cause it is good; and the honey- 
comb, ivhich is sweet Ho thy taste : 

14 "‘So shall the knowledge of wis- 
dom he unto thy soul : when thou 
hast found it, "then there shall be 
a reward, and thy expectation shall 
not be cut off’. 

15 "Lay not wait, O wicked man, 
against the dwelling of the right- 
eous ; spoil not his resting place : 

16 PFor a just man falleth seven 
times, and riseth up again : “but the 
wicked shall fall into mischief. 

17 Rejoice not when thine enemy 
falleth, and let not thine heart be 
glad when he stumbleth : 

18 Lest the Lord see it, and “it 
displease him, and he turn away 
his wrath from him. 

19 "’^Fret not thyself because of 
evil 7nen, neither be thou envious 
at the wicked ; 

20 For ‘there shall be no reward 
to the evil man; "the ® candle of the 
wicked shall be put out. 
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»> Dout 29. 29. 
Korn. 11. 33. 


21 My son, *fear thou the Lord 
and the king : and meddle not with 
“them that are given to change : 

22 For their calamity shall rise 
suddenly; and who kiioweth the 
ruin of them both ? 

28 These things also belong to the 
wise, ft is not good to have re- 
spect of persons in Judgment. 

24 ’‘He that saith unto the wicked, 
Thou art righteous; him shall the 
people curse, nations shall abhor 
him : 

25 But to them that rebuke him 
shall be delight, and “a good bless- 
ing shall come upon them. 

20 Every man shall kiss his lips 
that giveth a right answer. 

27 “Prepare thy work without, and 
make it fit for thyself in the field ; 
and afterwards build thine house. 

28 •’Be not a witness against thy 
neighbour without cause ; and de- 
ceive not with thy lips. 

29 “Say not, T will do so to him 
as he hath done to me : I will ren- 
der to the man according to his 
work. 

80 I went by the field of the slotli- 
ful, and by the vineyard of the man 
void of undei*standing ; 

31 And, lo, ‘‘it was all grown over 
with thorns, and nettles had covered 
the face thereof, and the stone wall 
thereof was broken down. 

32 Then I saw, and “considered it 
well : I looked upon it, and received 
instruction. 

88 '^Yet a little sleep, a little slum- 
ber, a little folding of the hands to 
sleep : 

84 So shall thy poverty come «« 
one that travelleth ; ami thy want 
as "an armed man. 

CHAPTER XXV. 

1 Ohservatiom about kings, 8 a/nd abowt a/void- 
ing causes of quarrels, and sundry ca/uses 
thereof. 

•fTIHESE are also proverbs of 
X Solomon, which the men of 
Hezekiah king of Judah copied 
out. 

2 ^It is the glory of God to conceal 


a thing ; but the honour of kings 
is Ho search out a matter. 

8 The heaven for height, and the 
earth for depth, and the heart of 
kings unsearchable. 

4 °Take away the dross from the 
silver, and there shall come forth a 
vessel for tlie finer. 

5 ® Take away the wicked from be- 
fore the king, and ^his throne shall 
be established in righteousness. 

6 "Put not forth thyself in the 
presence of the king, and stand not 
111 the place of great men : 

7 For better it is that it be said 
unto thee, Come up hither; than 
that thou shouldest be put lower 
in the presence of the prince whom 
thine eyes have seen. 

8 ‘'Go not forth hastily to strive, 
lest thou know not what to do in 
the end thereof, when thy neigh- 
bour hath put thee to shame. 

9 ‘ Debate thy cause with thy 
neighbour himself; and '‘discover 
not a secret to another : 

10 Lest he that heareth it put 
thee to shame, and thine infamy 
turn not away. 

11 ‘‘A word “fitly spoken is like 
apples of gold in pictures of silver. 

12 As an earring of gold, and an 
ornament of fine gold, so is a wise 
reprover upon an obedient ear. 

13 ‘As tiie cold of snow in the 
time of harvest, so is a faithful 
messenger to them that send him : 
for he refresheth the soul of his 
masters. 

14 "‘Whoso boasteth himself "of 
a false gift is like “ clouds and wind 
without rain. 

15 " By long forbearing is a prince 
persuaded, and a soft tongue break- 
eth the bone. 

16 ‘‘ Hast thou found honey ? eat 
so much as is sufficient for thee, 
lest thou be filled therewith, and 
vomit it. 

17 ‘‘Withdraw thy foot from thy 
neighbour’s house ; lest he be "weary 
oft] liee, and so hate thee. 

18 ‘‘A man that beareth false wit- 
ness against his neighbour is a 
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maul, and a sword, and a sharp 
arrow. 

19 Confidence in an unfaithful man 
in time of trouble is like a broken 
tooth, and a foot out of joint. 

20 J 8 he that taketh away a 
garment in cold weather, and as 
vinegar upon nitre, so is he that 
^singeth songs to an heavy heart. 

21 "If thine enemy be hungry, give 
him bread to eat ; and if he be 
thirsty, give him water to drink : 

22 For thou shalt heap coals of 
fire upon his head, ‘and the Lord 
shall reward tliee. 

2 g u 2 rpjjg north wind driveth away 
rain : so doth an angry countenance 
’‘a backbiting tongue. 

24 ^It is better to dwell in the 
corner of the housetop, than with 
a brawling woman and in a wide 
house. 

25 As cold waters to a thirsty 
soul, so is good news from a far 
country. 

26 A righteous man falling down 
before the wicked is as a troubled 
fountain, and a corrupt spring. 

27 ’'It is not good to eat much 
honey : so for men ^ to search their 
own glory is not glory. 

28 He that hath no rule over his 
own spirit is like a city that is 
broken down, and without walls. 

CHAPTER XXVI. 

1 Observations about, fools, 13 abo^a sluggards, 
17 atul about contentious busybodies. 

A S snow in summer, “and as rain 
. in harvest, so honour is not 
seemly for a fool. 

2 As the bird by wandering, as 
the swallow by flying, so Hhe curse 
causeless shall not come. 

8 “A whip for the horse, a bridle 
for the ass, and a rod for the fool’s 
back. 

4 Answer not a fool according to 
his folly, lest thou also be like unto 
him. j 

5 ‘‘Answer a fool according to !his 
folly, lest he be wise in ^his own 
conceit. 

6 He that sendeth a message by 


the hand of a fool cutteth off’ the 
feet, and drinketh “damage. 

7 The legs of the lame “are not 
equal : so ^ a parable in the mouth 
of fools. 

8 *Afi he that bindeth a stone in 
a sling, so is he that giveth honour 
to a fool. 

9 As a thorn gocth up into the 
hand of a drunkard, so a parable 
in the mouth of fools. 

10 ®Tlie great God that formed all 
things both reward eth the fool, and 
rewardeth transgressors. 

11 *As a dog retiimeth to his 
vomit, ^ so a fool ‘’rctumeth to his 
folly. 

12 ''Seest thou a man wise in his 
own conceit ? there is more hope of 
a fool than of him. 

1.3 ‘•The slothful man saith. There 
is a lion in the way; a lion is in 
the streets. 

14 As the door turneth upon his 
hinges, so doth the slothful upon 
his bed. 

15 ‘The slothful hideth his hand 
in his bosom; ’'it grieveth him to 
bring it again to his mouth. 

16 The sluggard is wiser in his 
own conceit than seven men that 
can render a reason. 

17 He that passeth by, and ®med- 
dleth with strife helonging not to 
him, is like one that taketh a dog 
by the ears. 

18 As a mad man who casteth 
“firebrands, arrows, and death, 

19 So is the man that deceiveth 
his neighbour, and saith, ‘‘Am not 
I in sport ? 

20 “Where no w^ood is, there the 
fire goeth out : so 'where there is no 
“ talebearer, the strife * ceaseth. 

21 coals are to buniing coals, 
and wood to fire ; so w a conten- 
tious man to kindle strife. 

22 "The words of a talebearer are 
as wounds, and they go down into 
the ® innermost parts of the belly. 

28 Burning lips and a wicked heart 
are like a potsherd covered with 
silver dross. 

24 He that hateth “dissembleth 
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with his lips, and layeth up deceit 
within him ; 

25 “When he ^speaketh fair, be- 
lieve him not: for there are seven 
abominations in his heart 

26 Whose Miatred is covered by 
deceit, his wickedness shall be 
shewed before the whole congre- 
gation. 

27 pWIioso diggeth a pit shall fall 
therein : and he that rolleth a stone, 
it will return upon him. 

28 A lying tongue hateth those that 
are afflicted by it; and a flattering 
mouth worketh ruin. 

CHAPTER XXVII. 

1 ObmriuUiom of self love, 5 of true love, ll of 
care to avoid offences, 23 and, of the Jutnse- 
hold care. 

B oast “not thyself of Ho mor- 
row ; for thou knowest not 
what a day may bring forth. 

2 ''Let anotlier man praise thee, and 
not thine own mouth ; a stranger, 
and not thine own lips. 

8 A stone is "heavy, and the sand 
weighty ; but a fool’s wrath is hea- 
vier than them both. 

4 "Wrath is cruel, and anger is 
outrageous ; but “ who is able to 
stand before ^envy? 

5 ^Open rebuke is better than 
secret love. 

6 “Faithful are the wounds of a 
friend ; but the kisses of an enemy 
are " deceitful. 

7 The full soul "loatheth an honey- 
comb; but Ho the hungry soul 
every bitter thing is sweet. 

8 As a bird that wandereth from 
her nest, so is a man that wander- 
eth fi*om his place. 

9 Ointment and perfume rejoice 
the heart: so doth the sweetness 
of a man’s friend ®by hearty coun- 
sel. 

10 Tliine own friend, and thy fa- 
tlier’s friend, forsake not ; neither 
go into thy brother’s house in the 
day of thy calamity : for better 
is a neighbour that is near than a 
brother far off. 

11 ''My son, be wise, and make 


my heart glad, 'that I may answer 
him that reproacheth me. 

12 ''A prudent man foreseeth the 
evil, and hideth himself; but the 
simple pass on, and are punished. 

13 'Take his gannent that is surety 
for a stranger, and take a pledge of 
him for a strange woman. 

14 He that blesseth his friend with 
a loud voice, rising early in the 
morning, it shall be counted a curse 
to him. 

I.** “A continual dropping In a very 
rainy day and a contentious woman 
are alike. 

16 Whosoever hideth her hideth 
the wind, and the ointment of his 
right hand, which bewrayeth itself 

17 Iron sharpeneth iron ; so a man 
sharjieneth the countenance of his 
friend. 

18 "Whoso keepeth the fig tree 
shall eat the fruit thereof: so he 
that waiteth on his master shall be 
honoured. 

19 As in water face answereth to 
face, so the heart of man to man. 

20 "Hell and destruction are “never 
full ; so 1' the eyes of man are never 
satisfied. 

21 '^As the fining pot for silver, 
and the furnace for gold ; so a 
man to his praise. 

22 "Though thou shouldest bray a 
fool in a mortar among wheat with 
a pestle, yet will not his foolishness 
depart from him. 

23 Be thou diligent to know the 
state of thy flocks, and Hook well 
to thy herds. 

24 For Hiches are not for ever: 
and doth the crown endure "to every 
generation ? 

25 "The hay appeareth, and the 
tender grass sheweth itself, and 
herbs of the mountains are ga- 
thered. 

26 The lambs are for thy clothing, I 
and the goats are the price of the 
field. 

27 And thou shalt have goats’ milk 
enough for fhy food, for the food of 
thy pousehold, and/or the "main- 
tenance for thy maidens. 
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2 ’’When the righteous are *in 
authority, the people rejoice : but 
when the wicked beareth rule, “ the 
people mourn. 

8 Whoso loveth wisdom rejoiceth 
his father : ® but he that keepeth 
company with harlots spendeth his 
substance. 

4 The king by judgment esta- 
blisheth the laud: but *he that 
receiveth gifts overthroweth it. 

5 A man that flattereth his neigh- 
bour spreadeth a net for his feet. 

G In the transgression of an evil 
man there is a snare : but the righ- 
teous doth sing and rejoice. 

7 ^The righteous considereth the 
cause of the poor: hut the wicked 
regardeth not to know it. 

8 ^ Scornful men * bring a city into 
a snare : but wise men ‘‘ turn away 
wmth. 

9 If & wise man contendeth with 
a foolish man, ’whether he rage or 
laugh, there is no rest. 

10 ® The bloodthirsty hate the up- 
right: but the just seek his soul. | 

11 A ’fool uttereth all his mind: j 
but a wise man keepeth it in till 
afterwards. 

12 If a ruler hearken to lies, all 
his servants are wicked. 

13 The poor and ^ the deceitful 
man "‘meet together: "the Lord 
lighteneth both their eyes. 

14 "The king that ^ faithfully judg- 
eth the poor, his throne shall be 
established for ever. 

15 ‘‘The rod and reproof give wis- 
dom : but a child left to himself 
bringeth his mother to shame. 

16 When the wicked are multi- | 
plied, transgression increaseth : "but 
the righteous shall see their fall. 

17 ‘Correct thy son, and he shall 
give thee rest; yea, he shall give 
delight unto thy soul. 

18 "Where there is no vision, the 
people perish : but * he that keep- 
eth the law, happy is he. 

19 A servant will not be corrected 
by words : for though he under- 
stand he will not answer. 

20 Seest thou a man tlbot is hasty 


* in his words ? ^ there is more hope 
of a fool than of him. 

21 He that delicately bringeth 
up his servant from a child ^all 
have him become his son at the 
length. 

22 *An angry man stirreth up 
strife, and a furious man aboundetn 
in transgression. 

28 “A man’s pride shall bring him 
low : but honour shall uphold the 
humble in spirit. 

24 Whoso is partner with a thief 
hateth his own soul : ’’ he heareth 
cursing, and bewrayeth it not. 

25 "The fear of man bringeth a 
snare : but whoso putteth his trust 
in the Lord ^ shall be safe. 

26 Many seek * the ruler’s favour ; 
but every man’s judgment cometh 
from the Lord. 

27 An unjust man is an abomi- 
nation to the just: and he that is 
upright in the way is abomination 
to the wicked.

32 If thou hast done foolishly in 
lifting up thyself, or if thou hast 
thought evil, '^lay thine hand upon 
thy mouth. 

83 Surely the churning of milk 
bringeth forth butter, and the wring- 
ing of the nose bringeth forth blood : 
so the forcing of wrath bringeth 
forth strife.

T he words * of the Preacher, the 
son of David, king in Jerusa- 
lem. 

2 ’’Vanity of vanities, saith the 
Preacher, vanity of vanities ; “ all is 
vanity. 

8 ‘’'^lat profit hath a man of all 
his labour which he taketh under 
the sun ? 

4 One generation passeth away, 
and another generation cometh: "but 
the earth abideth for ever. 

5 ^The sun also ariseth, and the 
sun goeth down, and ®hasteth to 
his place where he arose. 

6 «The wind goeth toward the 
south, and tumeth about unto the 
north ; it whirleth about continually, 
and the wind retumeth again ac- 
cording to his circuits. 

7 ’’All the rivers run into the sea ; 
yet the sea is not full; unto the 
place from whence the rivers come, 
thither the^. ® return again. 

8 All things are full of labour; 
man cannot utter it: ’the eye is 
not satisfied with seeing, nor the 
ear filled with hearing. 

9 •'The thing that hath been, it 
18 that which shall be; and that 
which is done is that which shall 
be done : and there is no new thing 
under the sun. 

10 Is there any thii^ whereof it 
may be said, See, this is new? it 


hath been already of old time, 
which was before us. 

11 There is no remembrance of 
former things; neither shall there 
be any remembrance of things that 
are to come with those that shall 
come after. 

12 H 'I the Preacher was king over 
Israel in Jerusalem. 

18 And I gave my heart to seek 
and search out by wisdom con- 
cerning all things that are done 
under heaven : “ this sore travail 
hath God given to the sons of man 
®to be exercised therewith. 

14 1 have seen all the works that are 
done under the sun ; and, behold, 
all is vanity and vexation of spirit. 

15 ^That which is crooked cannot 
be made straight: and Hhat which 
is wanting cannot be numbered. 

16 I communed with mine own 
heart, saying, Lo, I am come to 
great estate, and have gotten ° more 
wisdom than all they that have 
been before me in Jerusalem : yea, 
my heart '‘had great experience of 
wisdom and knowledge. 

17 PAnd I gave my heart to know 
wisdom, and to know madness and 
folly : I perceived that this also is 
vexation of spirit. 

18 For ‘•in much wisdom is much 
grief : and he that increaseth know- 
ledge increaseth sorrow.

2 ” I said of laughter. It is mad : 
and of mirth, What doeth it ? 

8 •'I sought in mine heart ® to, give 
myself unto wine, yet acquainting 
mine heart with wisdom ; and to 
lay hold on folly, till I might see 
what was that good for the sons of 
men, which they should do under 
the heaven ®all the days of their 
life. 

4 I made me great works ; I build- 
ed me houses; I planted me vine- 
yards : 

5 I made me gardens and orchards, 
and I planted trees in them of all 
kind of fruits : 

6 I made me pools of water, to 
water therewith the wood that 
bringeth forth trees : 

7 I got me servants and maidens, 
and had ^servants born in my house ; 
also I had great possessions of great 
and small cattle above all that were 
in Jerusalem before me : 

8 ®I gathered me also silver and 
gold, and the peculiar treasure of 
kings and of the provinces : I gat 
me men singers and women sing- 
ers, and the delights of the sons 
of men, as ® musical instruments, 
and that of all sorts. 

9 So was great, and increased 
more than all that were before me 
in Jerusalem : also my wisdom re- 
mained with me. 

10 And whatsoever mine eyes 
desired I kept not from them, I 
withheld not my heart from any 
joy ; for my heart rejoiced in all my 
labour : and ^this was my portion of 
all im labour. 

11 Then I looked on all the works 
that my hands had wrought, and 
on the labour that I had laboured 
to do : and, behold, all teas ’’ vanity 
and vexation of spirit, and there was 
no profit under the sun. 

12 H And I turned myself to be- 
hold wisdom, 'and madness, and 
folly : for what can the man rfo that 


cometh after the king? ^even that 
which hath been already done. 

18 Then I saw Hhat wisdom ex- 
celleth folly, as far as light excel- 
leth darkness. 

14 '‘The wise man’s eyes are in 
his head; but the fool walketh in 
darkness : and I myself perceived 
also that 'one event happeneth to 
them all. 

15 Then said I in my heart. As it 
happeneth to the fool, so it ^hap- 
penetli even to me; and why was 
I then more wise ? Then I said in 
my heart, that this also is vanity. 

10 For there is no remembrance 
of the wise more than of the fool 
for ever; seeing that which now is 
in the (lays to come shall all be 
forgotten. And how dieth the wise 
man ? as the fool. 

17 Therefore I hated life ; because 
the work that is vsTOUght under the 
sun is grievous unto me : for all is 
vanity and vexation of spirit.

This also is vanity and vexation of 
spirit.

2 A time * to be bom, and ^ a time 
to die ; a time to plant, and a time 
to pluck up that vmich is planted ; 

8 A time to kill, and a time to 
heal; a time to break down, and 
a time to build up ; 

4 A time to weep, and a time to 
laugh ; a time to mourn, and a time 
to dance ; 

5 A time to cast away stones, and 
a time to gather stones together; 
a time to embrace, and “ a time ®to 
refmin from embracing ; 

G A time to “get, and a time to 
lose ; a time to keep, and a time 
to cast away ; 

7 A time to rend, and a time to 
sew; •’a time to keep silence, and 
a time to speak ; 

8 A time to love, and a time to 
®hate; a time of war, and a time 
of peace. 

9 ^What profit hath he that 
worketh in that wherein he labour- 
eth? 

10 * I have seen the travail, which 
God hath given to the sons of men 
to be exercised in it. 

11 He hath made every thing 
beautiful in his time : also ne hath 


set the world in their heart, so that 
’'no man can find out the work that 
God maketh from the beginning to 
the end. 

12 ‘I know that there is no good 
in them, but for a man to rejoice, 
and to do good in his life. 

13 And also ’'that every man should 
eat and drink, and enjoy the good 
of all his labour, it is the gift of 
God. 

14 I know that, whatsoever God 
doeth, it shall be for ever : ’ nothing 
can be put to it, nor any thing 
taken from it: and God doeth it, 
that men should fear before him. 

15 That which hath been is now ; 
and that which is to be hath al-. 
ready been ; and God requireth 
“that which is past. 

16 H And moreover “ I saw under 
the sun the place of judgment, 
that wickedness was there ; and 
the place of righteousness, that ini- 
quity teas there. 

17 1 said in mine heart, “God shall 
judge the righteous and the wicked : 
for there is •'a time there for every 
purpose and for eveiy work. 

18 I said in mine heart concerning 
the estate of the sons of men, “ that 
God might manifest them, and that 
they might see that they themselves 
are beasts. 

19 ‘‘For that which befalleth the 
sons of men befalleth beasts ; even 
one thing befalleth them : as the 
one dieth, so dieth the other; yea, 
they have all one breath; so that 
a man hath no preeminence above 
a beast : for all is vanity. 

20 All go unto one place ; *■ all are 
of the dust, and all turn to dust 
again. 

21 "Who knoweth the spirit *of 
man that “goeth upward, and the 
spirit of the beast that goeth down- 
ward to the earth ? 

22 * Wherefore I perceive that 
there is nothing better, than that 
a man should rejoice in his own 
works ; for " that is his portion : 
"for who shall brin^ him to see 
what shall be after him ? 
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' Gen. 3. 19. 
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Vanity by oppression, dbc. 
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CHAPTER IV. 

1 Vcmity is increased unto mm by oppression, 

4 Iry envy, 6 by idleness, 7 by covdousness, 

9 by solitariness, 13 b]/ tmlfidness. 

O I returned, and considered all 
^ the “oppressions that are done 
under the sun : and behold the tears 
of such as were oppressed, and they 
had no comforter ; and on the ® side 
of their oppressors there was power ; 
but they had no comforter. 

2 ‘’Wherefore I pmised the dead 
which are already dead more than 
the living which are yet alive. 

8 “Yea, better is he than both 
they, which hath not yet been, 
who hath not seen the evil work 
that is done under the sun. 

4 If Again, I considered all travail, 
and ’eveiy right work, that ^for this 
a man is envied of his neighbour. 
Tliis is also vanity and vexation of 
spirit. 

5 ‘‘The fool foldeth his hands to- 
gether, and eateth his own flesh. 

6 “Better is an handful with quiet- 
ness, than both the hands full with 
travail and vexation of spirit. 

7 If Then I returned, and I saw 
vanity under the sun. 

8 There is one alone, and there is 
not a second ; yea, he hath neither 
child nor brother: yet is there no 
end of all his labour ; neither is his 
^eye satisfied with riches; « neither 
saitJi he. For whom do I labour, and 
bereave my soul of good? This is 
also vanity, yea, it is a sore travail. 

9 If Two are better than one ; be- 
cause they have a good reward for 
their labour. 

10 For if they fall, the one * will 
lift up his fellow : but woe to him 
that is alone when he falleth ; for he 
hath not another to help him up. 

11 Again, if two l.j together, then 
they have heat : but how can one 
be warm alone ? 

12 And if one prevail against him, 
two shall withstand him ; and a 
threefold cord is not quickly broken. 

18 II Better is a poor and a wise 
child than an old and foolish king, 
®who will no more be admonished. 


14 For out of prison he cometh to 
reign ; whereas also Ae that is bom 
in his kingdom becometh poor. 

15 1 considered all the living which 
walk under the sun, with the se- 
cond child that shall stand up in 
his stead. 

16 There is no end of all the peo- 
ple, even of all that have been before 
them: they also that come after 
shall not rejoice in him. Surely 
this also is vanity and vexation of 
spirit. 

CHAPTER V. 

1 Vanities in dimne mriHcc, 8 in murmuring 
against 0 }>f>rcMwn, 9 and in richer. 18 Jmj 
in rkim is the gift, of God. 

K eep “thy foot when thou goest 
. to the house of God, and be 
more ready to hear, ‘’than to give 
the sacrifice of fools : for they con- 
sider not that they do evil. 

2 Be not rash with thy mouth, and 
let not thine heart be hasty to ut- 
ter any ^ thing before God : for God 
is in heaven, and thou upon earth : 
therefore let thy words “be few. 

3 For a dream cometh through 
the multitude of business ; and ^a 
fool’s voice is known by multitude 
of words. 

4 “When thou vowest a vow unto 
God, defer not to pay it; for he 
hath no pleasure in fools : ^pay that 
which thou hast vowed. 

5 ^'Better is it that thou shouldest 
not vow, than that thou shouldest 
vow and not pay. 

6 Suffer not thy mouth to cause 
thy flesh to sin; ‘‘neither say thou 
before the angel, that it was an 
error : wherefore should God be 
angry at thy voice, and destroy the 
work of thine hands ? 

7 For in the multitude of dreams 
and many words there are also divers 
vanities : but ‘ fear thou God. 

8 H If thou seest the oppression 
of the poor, and violent perverting 
of judginent and justice in a pro- 
vince, marvel not ®at the matter; 
for ‘Ae that is higher than the high- 
est regardeth ; and there be higher 
than they. 
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The vanity of riches. 


ECCLESIASTES, VI. 


Of children, and old age. 
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9 IT Moreover the profit of the earth 
is for all : the king himself is served 
by the field. 

10 He that loveth silver shall not 
be satisfied with silver ; nor he that 
lovetli abundance with increase : this 
is also vanity. 

11 When goods increase, they are 
increased that eat them : and what 
good is there to the owners thereof, 
saving the beholding of them with 
their eyes ? 

12 The sleep of a labouring man 
is sweet, whether he eat little or 
much : but the abundance of the 
rich will not suffer him to sleep. 

13 “There is a sore evil which 
I have seen under the sun, namely, 
riches kept for the owners thereof 
to their hurt. 

14 But those riches perish by evil 
travail : and he begetteth a son, and 
there is nothing in his hand. 

15 “As he came forth of his mo- 
ther’s womb, naked shall he return 
to go as he came, and shall take 
nothing of his labour, which he 
may carry away in his hand. 

16 And this also is a sore evil, 
that in all points as he came, so 
shall he go : and " what profit hath 
he p that hath laboured for the 
wind ? 

17 All his days also “he eateth 
in darkness, and he hath much 
sorrow and wrath with his sick- 
ness. 

18 H Behold that which I have 
seen: ^^it is good and comely /or 
one to eat and to drink, and to 
enjoy the good of all his labour 
that he taketh under the sun ®all 
the days of his life, which God 
giveth him : * for it is his portion. 

19 * Every man also to whom God 

hath given riches and wealth, and 
hath given him power to eat there- 
of, and to take his portion, and to 
rejoice in his labour; this is the 
gift of God. • 

20 * For he shall not much remem- 
ber the days of his life; because 
God answereth him in the ioy of 
his heart. 


CHAPTER VI. 

1 The vanity of rwhee wUhmU use. 3 Of chil- 
dren, 6 and old age unt-hout riches. 9 The 

vanity of sight and watulering desires. 11 

The cottdusion of vanities. 

“ rpHERE is an evil which I have 

X seen under the sun, and it is 
common among men : 

2 A man to whom God hath given 
riches, wealth, and honour, '' so that 
he wanteth nothing for his soul of 
all that he desireth, “ yet God giveth 
him not power to eat thereof, but 
a stranger eateth it: this is vanity, 
and it is an evil disease. 

3 H If a man beget an hundred 
children, and live many years, so 
that the days of his years be many, i 
and his soul be not filled with I 
good, and “^also that he have no 
burial ;. I say, that “ an untimely 
birth is better than he. 

4 For he cometh in with vanity, 
and departeth in darkness, and his 
name shall be covered with dark- 
ness. 

5 Moreover he hath not seen the 
sun, nor known any thing: this 
hath more rest than the other. 

6 IT Yea, though he live a thou- 
sand years twice told, yet hath he 
seen no good : do not all go to one ' 
place ? 

7 ‘^All the labour of man is for his 
mouth, and yet the * appetite is not 
filled. 

8 For what hath the wise more 
than the fool ? what hath the poor, 
that knoweth to walk before the 
living ? 

9 H Better is the sight of the eyes 
’ than the wandering of the desire : 
this is .also vanity and vexation of 
spirit. 

10 That which hath been is named 
already, and it is known that it 
is man: •’'neither may he contend 
with him that is mightier than he. 

11 IT Seeing there be many tilings 
that increase vanity, what is man 
the better ? 

12 For who knoweth what is good 
for man in this life, ‘all the days 
of his vain life which he spendeth 
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as •'a shadow? for ‘who can tell a 
man what shall be after him under 
the sun ? 

CHAPTER VII. 

1 Remedies against vanity are, a good name, 
2 mortification, 7 'patimce, 11 ivisdom. 23 
The difficidty of wisdom. 

A “GOOD name is better than 
precious ointment ; and the 
day of death than the day of one’s 
birth. 

2 ^ It is better to go to the house 
of mourning, than to go to the 
house of feasting: for that is the 
end of all men ; and the living will 
lay it to his heart. 

8 ® Sorrow is better than laughter : 
’’for by the sadness of the counte- 
nance the heart is made better. 

4 The heart of the wise is, in the 
house of mourning; but the heart 
of fools is in the house of mirth. 

.5 °Jt is better to hear the rebuke 
of the wise, than for a man to hear 
the song of fools. 

6 ^ For as the ® crackling of thorns 
under a pot, so is the laughter of 
the fool : this also is vanity. 

7 If Surely oppression maketh a 
wise man mad ; ® and a gift destroy- 
eth the heart. 

8 Better is the end of a thing than 
the beginning thereof: and Hhe 
patient in spirit is better than the 
proud in spirit. 

9 •'Be not hasty in thy spirit to 
be angry: for anger resteth in the 
bosom of fools. 

10 Say not thou. What is the cause 
that the former days were better 
than these ? for thou dost not en- 
quire * wisely concerning this. 

11 II Wisdom is “good with an in- 
heritance : and by it there is profit 
** to them that see the sun. 

12 For wisdom is a “defence, and 
money is a defence : but the excel- 
lency of knowledge is, that wisdom 
giveth life to them that have it. 

18 Consider the work of God : for 
‘who can make that straight, which 
he hath made crooked ? 

14 '‘In the day of prosperity be 


joyful, but in the day of adversity 
consider: God also hath “set the 
one over against the other, to the 
end that man should find nothing 
after him. 

15 All things have I seen in the 
days of my vanity : ‘ there is a just 
man that perisheth in his righ- 
teousness, and there is a wicked 
man that prolongeth his life in his 
wickedness. 

16 “ Be not righteous over much ; 
” neither make thyself over wise : 
why shouldest thou “destroy thy- 
self? 

17 Be not over much wicked, nei- 
ther be thou foolish : “ why should- 
est thou die * before thy time ? 

1% It is good that thou shouldest 
take hold of this; yea, also from 
this withdraw not thine hand : for 
he that feareth God shall come 
forth of them all. 

19 ^ Wisdom strengtheneth the wise 
more than ten mighty men which 
are in tlie city. 

20 ‘‘For there is not a just man 
upon earth, that doeth good, and 
sinneth not. 

21 Also “take no heed unto all 
words that are spoken; lest thou 
hear thy servant curse thee : 

22 For oftentimes also thine own 
heart knoweth that thou thyself 
likewise hast cursed others. 

2.3 H All this have I proved by 
wisdom : I said, I will be wise ; 
but it was far from me. 

24 ®That which is far off*, and ‘ex- 
ceeding deep, who can find it out ? 

25 ®“ I applied mine heart to know, 
and to search, and to seek out wis- 
dom, and the reason of things, and 
to know the wickedness of folly, 
even of foolishness and madness : 

26 “And I find more bitter than 
death the woman, whose heart is 
snares and nets, and her hands as 
bands: ^ whoso pleaseth God shall 
escape from her; but the sinner 
shall be taken by her. 

27 Behold, this have I found, saith 

the preacher, * counting one by one, 

to find out the account : 
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Kings are to he respected. ECCLESIASTES, VIII. Ood's work is unsearchable.

28 Which yet my soul seeketh, 
but I find not : * one man among a 
thousand have I found ; but a wo- 
man among all those have I not 
found. 

29 Lo, this only have I found, 
“that God hath made man upright; 
but '’they have sought out many 
inventions. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

1 Kbign are greiUly to he respected, 6 
divhw proiyidence. is to he ohserved, 12 It 
is better with the godly in adversity, than 
with the wiched in prosperity. 16 The work 
of God is unsearchable, 

W HO is as the wise man .? and 
who knoweth the interpre- 
tation of a thing? “a man’s wis- 
dom maketh his face to shine, and 
‘"’the boldness of his face shall be 
changed. 

2 I counsel thee to keep the king’s 
commandment, ®and that in regard 
of the oath of God. 

8 ^Be not hasty to go out of his 
sight: stand not in an evil thing; 
for he docth whatsoever pleaseth 
him. 

4 Where the word of a king is, 
there is power: and ®who may say 
unto him. What doest thou ? 

5 Whoso keepeth the command- 
ment ^ shall feel no evil thing : and 
a wise man’s heart discemeth both 
time and judgment. 

6 H Because '^to every puri)ose there 
is time and judgment, therefore the 
miseiy of man is great upon him. 

7 "For he knoweth not that which 
shall be: for who can tell him 
* when it shall be ? 

8 There is no man that hath 
power ' over the spirit to retain the 
spirit ; neither hath he power in the 
day of death : and there is no ® dis- 
charge in fAaf war; neither shall 
wickedness deliver those that are 
given to it. 

9 All this have I seen, and ap- 
plied my heart unto every work 
that is done under the sun : there is 
a time wherein one man ruleth over 
another to his own hurt. 


10 And so I saw the wicked bu- 
ried, who had come and gone from 
the place of the holy, and they were 
forgotten in the city where they 
had so done : this is also vanity. 

11 '‘Because sentence against an 
evil work is not executed speedily, 
therefore the heart of the sons of 
men is fully set in them to do evil. 

12 U 'Though a sinner do evil an 
hundred times, and his days be 
prolonged, yet surely I know that 
“it shall be well with them that 
fear God, which fear before him : 

13 But it shall not be well with 
the wicked, neither shall he prolong 
his days, which are as a snadow ; 
because he feareth not before God. 

14 There is a vanity which is done 
upon the earth ; that there be just 
men, unto whom it "happeneth ac- 
cording to the work of the wicked ; 
again, there be wicked men, to 
whom it happeneth according to 
the work of the righteous : I said 
that this also is vanity. 

1.5 ‘’Then I commended mirth, be- 
cause a man hath no better thing 
under the sun, than to eat, and to 
drink, and to be merry : for that 
shall abide with him of his labour 
the days of his life, which God 
giveth him under the sun. 

10 H When I applied mine heart 
to know wisdom, and to see the 
business that is done upon the 
earth : (for also there is that neither 
day nor night seeth sleep with his 
eyes :) 

17 Then I beheld all the work of 
God, that ‘’a man cannot find out 
the work that is done under the 
sun : because though a man labour 
to seek it out, yet he shall not find 
it ; yea farther ; though a wise man 
think to know it, ‘‘yet shall he not 
be able to find it. 
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1 Like things happen to good and had. 4 There 
is a necessity gf death unto men. 7 Comfort 
is all tJteir portion in this life. 11 God’s 
providence mdeth over ail. 13 Wisdom is 
better than strength. 
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Like things happen 
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F or all this * I considered in iny 
heart even to declare all this, 
‘that the righteous, and the wise, 
and their works, are in the hand 
of God : no man knoweth either 
love or hatred hy all that is before 
them. 

2 ’’All things come alike to all : 
there is one event to the righteous, 
and to the wicked ; to the good and 
to the clean, and to the unclean; 
to him that sacrificeth, and to him 
tliat sacrificeth not : as is the good, 
so is the sinner ; and he that swear- 
eth, as he that feareth an oath. 

8 This is an evil among all things 
that are done under the sun, that 
there is one event unto all : yea, 
also the heart of the sons of men 
is full of evil, and madness is in 
their heart while they live, and 
after that they go to the dead. 

4 IF For to him that is joined to 
all the living there is hope : for 
a living dog is better than a dead 
lion. 

5 For the living know that they 
shall die : but ® the dead know not 
any thing, neither have they any 
more a reward ; for *’ the memory of 
them is forgotten. 

6 Also their love, and their hatred, 
and their envy, is now perished ; 
neither have tney any more a por- 
tion for ever in any thing that is 
done under the sun. 

7 IF Go thy way, ®eat thy bread 
with joy, and drink thy wine with 
a merry heart; for God now ac- 
cepteth thy works. 

8 Let thy garments be always 
white; and let thy head lack no 
ointment. 

9 ®Live joyfully with the wife 
whom thou lovest all the days of 
the life of thy vanity, which he 
hath given thee under the sun, all 
the days of thy vanity : ^for that 
is thy portion in this life, and in 
thy labour which thou takest under 
the sun. 

10 Whatsoever thy hand findeth 
to do, do it with thy might; for 
there is no work, nor device, nor 


knowledge, nor wisdom, in the grave, 
whither thou goest. 

11 IF I returned, «and saw under 
the sun, that the race is not to the 
swift, nor the battle to the strong, 
neither yet bread to the wise, nor 
yet riches to men of understanding, 
nor yet favour to men of skill ; but 
time and chance happeneth to them 
all. 

12 For ’’man also knoweth not his 
time: as the fishes that are taken 
in an evil net, and as the birds 
that are caught in the snare ; so 
are the sons of men ’snared in an 
evil time, when it falleth suddenly 
upon them. 

18 IF This wisdom have I seen also 
under the sun, and it seemed great 
unto me : 

14 ^ There was a little city, and 
few men within it ; and there came 
a gi-eat king against it, and be- 
sieged it, and built great bulwarks 
against it : 

15 Now there was found in it a 
poor wise man, and he by his wis- 
dom delivered the city ; yet no man 
remembered that same poor man. 

IG 'Then said I, Wisdom is better 
than strength : nevertheless “ the 
poor man’s wisdom is despised, and 
his words are not heard. 

17 The words of wise men are 
heard in quiet more than the cry 
of him that ruleth among fools. 

18 " Wisdom is better than weapons 
of war : but " one sinner destroyeth 
much good. 

’ CHAPTER X. 

1 Ohm’vatwm of wisdom and folly : \Q of riot, 

IH slothfulwM, 19 and motmy. 20 Men’s 

tlmitjMs of kings mtyM to he reverent. 

D ead ® flies cause the ointment 
of the apothecary to send forth 
a stinking savour: so doth a little 
folly him that is in reputation for 
wisdom and honour. 

2 A wise man’s heart is at his 
right hand; but a fool’s heart at 
his left. 

8 Yea also, when he that is a fool 
walketh by the way, *his wisdom 
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qf death.

13 The fear 
of Cod is the chief antidote^ <f vanUy. 

R emember “now thy Creator 
in the days of tliy youth, 
while the evil days come not, nor 
the years draw nigh, ’’when thou 
shalt say, I have no pleasure in 
them ; 

2 While the sun, or the light, or 
the moon, or the stars, be not dark- 
ened, nor the clouds return after 
the rain : 

3 In the day when the keepers 
of the house shall tremble, and the 
strong men shall bow themselves, 
and ^thc grinders cease because 
they ai’e few, and those that look 
out of the windows be darkened, 

4 And the doors shall be shut in 
the streets, when the sound of the 
grinding is low, and he shall rise 
up at the voice of the bird, and all 
“the daughters of musick shall be 
brought low ; 

5 Also tvhen they shall be afraid 
of that lekich is high, and fears 
shall he in the way, and the al- 
mond tree shall flourish, and the 
grasshopper shall be a burden, and 


desire shall fail : because man goeth 
to his long home, and ® the mourn- 
ers go about the streets : 

6 Or ever the silver cord be loosed, 
or the golden bowl be broken, or 
the pitcher be broken at the foun- 
tain, or the wheel broken at the 
cistern. 

7 '^Thcn shall the dust return to 
the earth as it was : « and the spirit 
shall return unto God ‘‘who gave it. 

8 H ‘Vanity of vanities, saith the 
preacher ; all is vanity. 

9 And ® moreover, because the 
jireacher was wise, he still taught 
the people knowledge ; yea, he gave 
good heed, and sought out, and^ set 
in order many proverbs. 

10 The preacher sought to find out 
^ acceptable words : and that lohich 
VMS written teas upright, even words 
of truth. 

11 The words of the wise are as 
goads, and as nails fastened by the 
masters of assemblies, which are 
given from one shepherd. 

12 And further, by these, my son, 
be admonished : of making many 
books there is no end ; and ’ mucli 
* study is a weariness of the flesh. 

13 II “Let us hear the conclusion of 
the whole matter: "‘Fear God, and 
keep his commandments : for this 
is the whole duty of man. 

14 For "God shall bring every 
work into judgment, with every 
secret thing, whether it he good, or 
whether it be evil.

8 And the daughter of Zion is left 
‘as a cottage in a vineyard, as a 
lodge in a garden of cucumbers, 

as a besieged city. 

9 “Except the Lord of hosts had 
left unto us a very small remnant, 
we should have been as “Sodom, 
and we should have been like unto 
Gomorrah. 

10 IT Hear the word of the Lord, 
ye rulers ^ of Sodom ; give ear unto 
the law of our God, ye people of 
Gomorrah. 

11 To what purpose is the multi- 

tude of your I sacrifices unto me ? 
saith the Lord : I am full of the 
burnt oflcrings of rams, and the fat 
of fed beasts ; and I delight not in 
the blood of bullocks, or of lambs, 
or of *he goats. | 

12 When ye come ^'"to appear be- 
fore me, wiio hath required this at 
your hand, to tread my courts ? 

13 Bring no more " vain oblations ; 
incense is an abomination unto me ; 
the new moons and sabbaths, ‘the 
calling of assemblies, I cannot away 
with; it is ^iniquity, even the solemn 
meeting. 

14 Your "new moons and your 
“appointed feasts my soul hateth: 
they are a trouble unto me; ^1 am 
weary to bear them. 

15 And “when ye spread forth your 
hands, I will hide mine eyes from 
you: "yea, when ye “make many 
pmyers, I will not hear : your hands 
are full of blood.

18 Come now, and Het us reason 
together, saith the Lord : though 
your sins be as scarlet, 'they shall 
ne as white as snow; though they 
be red like crimson, they imall be 
as wool.

24 Therefore saith the Lord, the 
Lord of hosts, the mighty One of 
Israel, Ah, ’’I will ease me of mine 
adversaries, and avenge me of mine 
enemies : 

25 II And I will turn my hand 
upon thee, and ® ** purely purge 
away thy dross, and take away all 
thy tin : 

26 And I will restore thy judges 
'as at the first, and thy counsellors 
as at tlie beginning : afterward 
" thou shalt be calleo. The city of 
righteousness, the faithful city. 

27 Zion shall be redeemed with 
judgment, and ^her converts with 
righteousness. 

28 II And the ‘ ® destruction of the 
transgressors and of the sinners 
shall he together, and they that for- 
sake the Lord shall be consumed. 

29 For they sliall be ashamed of 
"the oaks which ye have desired, 

* and ye shall be confounded for tbe 
gardens that ye have chosen. 


80 For ye shall be as an oak whose 
leaf fadeth, and as a garden that 
hatii no water.

2 And "it shall come to pass ''in 
the last days, ''that the mountain 
of the Lord’s house shall be ^es- 
tablished in the top of the moun- 
tains, and shall be exalted above 
the hills ; ''and all nations shall flow 
unto it. 

8 And many people shall go and 
say, "Come ye, and let us go up 
to the mountain of the Lord, to 
the house of the God of Jacob ; 
and he will teach us of his ways, 
and we will walk in his paths : 
^for out of Zion shall go forth the 
law, and the word of the Lord from 
Jerusalem. 

4 And he shall judge among the 
nations, and shall rebuke many 
people : and ^they shall beat their 
swords into plowshares, and their 
spears into * pruninghooks : nation 
shall not lift up sword a^inst na- 
tion, '■ neither shall they learn war 
any more. 

5 0 house of Jacob, come ye, and 
let us 'walk in the light of the 
Lord. 

0 II Tlierefore thou hast forsaken 
thy people the house of Jaeob, be- 
cause they be replenished ®'‘from the 
east, and 'are soothsayers like the 
Philistines, '"and they ’please them- 
selves in the children of strangers. 

7 "Their land also is full of silver 
and gold, neither is there any end 
of their treasures ; their land is also 
full of horses, neither is there any 
end of their chariots :

1*0 H •’Enter into the rock, and 
hide thee in the dust, for fear of 
the Loud, and for the glory of his 
majesty. 

11 The ’lofty looks of man shall 
be humbled, and the haughtiness 
of men shall be bowed down, and 
the Loud alone shall be exalted in 
that day. 

12 For the day of the Lord of 
hosts slmll he upon every one that 
is proud and lofty, and upon every 
one that is lifted up ; and he shall 
be brought low : 

13 And upon all “the cedars of 
Lebanon, that are high and lifted 
up, and upon all the oaks of Ba- 
shan, 

14 And ‘upon all the high moun- 
tains, and upon all the hills that 
are lifted up, 

15 And upon every high tower, 
and upon every fenced wall, 

16 "And upon all the ships of 
Tarshish, and upon all “pleasant 
pictures. 

17 * And the loftiness of man shall 
be bowed down, and the haughti- 
ness of men shall be made Tow: 
and the Lord alone shall be ex- 
alted ^ in that day. 

18 And Hhe idols he shall utterly 
abolish. 

19 And they shall go into the 
‘holes of the rocks, and into the 
caves of Hhe earth, "for fear of 
the Lord, and for the glory of his 
majesty, when he ariseth *’to shake 
terribly the earth. 

20 "In that day a man shall cast 
®his idols of silver, and his idols 
of gold, « which they made each one 
for himself to worship, to the moles 
and to the bats ; 

21 ‘‘To go into the clefts of the 
rocks, and into the tops of the 
ragged rocks, 'for fear of the Lord, 


and for the glory of his majesty, 
when he ariseth to shake terribly 
the earth. 

22 ^ Cease ye from man, whose 
“breath is in his nostrils : for where- 
in is he to be accounted of? 

CHAPTER III. 

I The great confmion which eometh hy mn. 

9 The imjjudewy of the people. 12 The 
oirpressum and cxwetmmiesH of the rulers. 

10 The judgments which shall be for tJie. 
pride of tlte women. 

F or, behold, the Lord, the Lord 
of liosts, "doth take away from 
Jerusalem and from .Tudah ’’the 
stay and the staff, the whole stay 
of bread, and the whole stay of 
water, 

2 "The mighty man, and the man 
of war, the judge, and the prophet, 
and the prudent, and the ancient, 

3 The captain of fifty, and “the 
honourable man, and the coun- 
sellor, and the cunning artificer, 
and the '‘eloouent orator. 

4 And I will give “’children to he 
their princes, and babes shall rule 
over them. 

5 And the people shall be op- 
pressed, every one by another, and 
every one by his neighbour: the 
child shall behave himself proudly 
against the ancient, and the base 
against the honourable. 

6 When a man shall take hold of 
his brother of the house of his fa- 
ther, saying, Tliou hast clothing, 
be tliou our ruler, and let this ruin 
he under thy hand : 

7 In that day shall he * swear, 
saying, I will not be an ® healer; 
for in my house is neither bread 
nor clothing : make me not a ruler 
of the pe(^e. 

8 For “Jerusalem is ruined, and 
Judah is fallen: because their tongue 
and their doings are against the 
Lord, to provoke the eyes of his 
glory. 

9 H The shew of their countenance 
doth witness against them ; and 
they declare their sin as ^ Sodom, 
they hide it not. Woe unto their 
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The oppression of the rulers.

10 Say ye to the righteous, *that 
it shall he well toith him: '“for they 
shall eat the fruit of their doings. 

11 Woe unto the wicked I Ht shall 
he ill with him: for the reward of 
his hands shall be ® given him. 

12 H As for my people, ^ children 
are their oppressors, and women 
rule over them. O my people, 
*®they which lead thee cause thee 
to err, and Mestroy the way of thy 
paths. 

18 The Lord standeth up “to plead, 
and standeth to judge the people. 

14 The Lord will enter into judg- 
ment with the ancients of his peo- 
ple, and the princes thereof : for ye 
have ® eaten up " the vineyard ; the 
spoil of the poor is in your houses. 

15 What mean ye that ye "beat 
my people to pieces, and grind the 
faces of the poor? saith the Lord 
God of hosts. 

16 II Moreover the Lord saith, 
Because the daughters of Zion are 
haughty, and walk with stretched 
forth necks and ® wanton eyes, walk- 
ing and ’^mincing as they go, and 
making a tinkling with their feet : 

17 Therefore the Lord will smite 
with Pa scab the crown of the 
head of the daughters of Zion, and 
the Lord will "''discover their secret 
parts. 

18 In that day the Lord will take 
away the bravery of their tinkling 
ornaments about their feet, and their 
"cauls, and their '"round tires like 
the moon, 

19 The "chains, and the bracelets, 
and the " mufflers, 

20 The bonnets, and the ornaments 
of the legs, and the headbands, and 
the * tablets, and the earrings, 

21 The rings, and nose jewels, 

22 The changeable suits of apparel, 
and the mantles, and the wimples, 
and the crisping pins, 

28 The glasses, and the fine linen, 
and the hoods, and the vails. 

24 And it shall come to pass, that 
instead of sweet smell there shall 


be stink ; and instead of a girdle a 
rent; and instead of well set hair 
* baldness ; and instead of a sto- 
macher a girding of sackcloth ; and 
burning instead of beauty. 

25 Thy men shall fall by the sword, 
and thy "mighty in the war. 

26 ‘And her gates shall lament a'hd 
mourn ; and she being " * desolate 
" shall sit upon the ground. 

CHAPTER IV. 

In the extremity of evils, Christ’s Tangdom shall 
he a sanctiiary. 

A nd “in that day seven women 
. shall take hold of one man, 
saying. We will ’'eat our own bread, 
and wear our own apparel : only 
"let us be called by thy name, “to 
take away " our reproach. 

2 In that day shall ^ the branch of 
the Lord be ^beautiful and glori- 
ous, and the fruit of the earth slmll 
he excellent and comely " for them 
that are escaped of Israel. 

8 And it shall come to pass, that 
he that is left in Zion, and he that 
remaineth in Jerusalem, "shall be 
called holy, even every ono that is 
^written "among the living in Jeru- 
salem : 

4 When «the Lord shall have wash- 
ed away the filth of the daughters 
of Zion, and shall have purged the 
blood of Jerusalem from the midst 
thereof by the spirit of judgment, 
and by the spirit of burning. 

5 And the Lord will create upon 
every dwelling place of mount Zion, 
and upon her assemblies, ’‘a cloud 
and smoke by day, and ’the shining 
of a. flaming fire by night : for " upon 
all the glory shall he " a defence, 

6 And there shall be a tabernacle 
for a shadow in the daytime from 
the heat, and '‘for a place of refuge, 
and for a covert from storm and 
from rain. 

CHAPTER V. 

1 Under the. parable of a vine/yard God exeuseth 
his severe judgment. 8 His judgments upon 
covOofusness, 11 upon lasciviousness, 13 upon 
impiety, 20 cmd upon injustice. 26 The exe- 
eiitioners <f God’s judgments. 
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Oo^8 jildynmnta upon covetomness^ ISAIAH, V. 
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N ow will I sing to my well- 
beloved a song of my beloved 
touching “his vineyard. My well- 
beloved hath a vineyard in ®a veiy 
fruitful hill : 

2 And he ^fenced it, and gathered 
out the stones thereof, and planted 
it with the choicest vine, and built 
a tower in the midst of it, and also 
*made a winepress therein : and he 
looked that it should bring forth 
grapes, and it brought forth wild 
grapes. 

8 And now, O inhabitants of Je- 
rusalem, and men of Judah, “judge, 
I pray you, betwixt me and my 
vineyard. 

4 What could have been done more 
to my vineyard, that I have not 
done in it ? wherefore, when I look- 
ed that it should bring forth grapes, 
brought it forth wild grapes ? 

5 And now go to ; I will tell you 
what I will do to my vineyard: ‘'I 
will take away the hedge thereof, 
and it shall be eaten up ; and break 
down the wall thereof, and it shall 
be ® trodden down : 

6 And, I will lay it waste : it shall 
not be pruned, nor digged; but 
there shall come up briers and 
thorns: I will also command the 
clouds that they rain no rain upon 
it. 

7 For the vineyard of the Lord of 
hosts i» the house of Israel, and the 
men of ,J udah ® his pleasant plant : 
and he looked for Judgment, but 
behold ’^oppression; for righteous- 
ness, but behold a cry. 

8 If Woe unto them that join “house 
to house, timt lay field to field, till 
tMre he no place, that Hhey may 
be placed alone in the midst of the 
earth I 

9 ^”10 mine ears said the Lord 
of hosts, *Of a truth many houses 
shall be desolate, even great and 
fair, without inhabitant. 

10 Yea, ten acres of vineyard shall 
yield one ^bath, and the seed of an 
nomer shall yield an ephah. 

11 Y ’‘Woe unto them that rise 
up early in the morning, that they 


may follow strong drink ; that con- 
tinue until night, till wine * inflame 
them ! 

12 And ’the harp, and the viol, 
the tabret, and pipe, and wine, 
are in their feasts: but ’‘they re- 
gard not the work of the Lord, 
neither consider the operation of 
his hands. 

18 II ' Therefore my people are gone 
into captivity, “because they have 
no knowledge: and ® their honour- 
able men are famished, and their 
multitude dried up with thirst. 

14 Therefore hell hath enlarged 
herself, and opened her mouth with- 
out measure : and their glory, and 
their multitude, and their pomp, 
and he that rejoiceth, shall descend 
into it. 

15 And "the mean man shall be 
brought down, and the mighty man 
shall be humbled, and the eyes of 
the lofty shall be humbled : 

16 But the Lord of hosts shall 
be exalted in judgment, and ^®God 
that is holy shall be sanctified in 
righteousness. 

17 Then shall the lambs feed after 
their manner, and the waste places 
of " the fat ones shall strangers cat. 

18 Woe unto them that draw ini- 
quity with cords of vanity, and sin 
as it were with a cart rope : 

19 ’’That say, Let him make speed, 
and hasten his work, that we may 
sec it: and let the counsel of the 
Holy One of Israel draw nigh and 
come, that we may know it ! 

20 If Woe unto tlicni “that call evil 
good, and good evil ; that put dark- 
ness for light, and light for dark- 
ness ; that put bitter for sweet, and 
sweet for bitter ! 

21 Woe unto them that are ’wise 
in their own «‘yes, and prudent Mn 
their own sigh I ! 

22 ’'V/oe unto them that are mighty 
to drink wine, and men of strength 
to mingle strong drink : 

28 M^ieh "justify the wicked for 
reward, and take away the right- 
eousness of the righteous from 
him! 
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Isaiah's vision

of God's glory. 
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24 Therefore *as *the fire devour- 
etb the stubble, and the flame con- 
sumeth the chaff, so " their root shall 
be as rottenness, and their blossom 
shall go up as dust: because they 
have cast away the law of the Lord 
of hosts, and de.wised the word of 
the Holy One of Israel. 

25 * Therefore is the anger of the 
Lord kindled against his people, 
and he hath stretched forth his 
hand against them, and hath smit- 
ten them : and ^ the hills did trem- 
ble, and their carcases ivere ®tom 
in the midst of the streets. *For 
all this his anger is not turned 
away, but his hand is stretched out 
still. 

i 20 IF ‘And he will lift up an ensi^ 
to the nations from far, and will 
'’hiss unto them from “the end of 
the earth : and, behold, *' they shall 
come with speed swiftly : 

27 None shall be weary nor stum- 
ble among them ; none shall slum- 
ber nor sleep; neither “shall the 
girdle of their loins be loosed, nor 
the latchet of their shoes be broken : 

28 ^Whose arrows are sharp, and 
all their bows bent, their liorses’ 
hoofs shall be counted like flint, 
and their wheels like a whirlwind : 

29 Their roaring shall he like a 
lion, they shall roar like young 
lions: yea, they shall roar, and lay 
hold of the prey, and shall carry 
it away safe, and none shall de- 
liver it 

80 And in that day they shall roar 
against them like the roaring of 
the sea : and if one * look unto the 
land, behold darkness and * sorrow, 
®and the light is darkened in the 
heavens thereof 

CHAPTER VI. 

1 Isaiah, in a vision of the Lord in his glory, 

5 being terrified, is eoi nnmdfor his message. 

9 He shetreth the ohstivorii of the people v/nto 

thdr desolaiioti. 13 A rumiaid slt-iu he saved. 

I N the year that ‘hing tJisziah 
died I ‘‘saw also ihc Lord sit- 
ting upon a throne, high and lifted 
up, and *his train filled tln^ teniple. 


I 2 Above it stood the seraphirns: 
I each one had six wings ; with twfiiii 
1 he covered his face, and “with twain 
he covered his feet, and with twain 
he did fly. 

8 And “one cried unto another, 
and said, '‘Holy, holy, holy, is the 
Lord of hosts : ® ® the whole earth 
is full of his glory. 

4 And the posts of the Moor moved 
at the voice of him that cried, and 
^the house was filled with smoke. 

5 IF "Then said I, Woe is me I for 
I am ® undone; because I am a 
man of unclean lips, and I dwell 
in the midst of a people of un- 
clean lips : for mine eyes have seen 
the King, the Lord of hosts. 

6 Then flew one of the seraphirns 
unto me, "having a live coal in his 
hand, which he had taken with the 
tongs from off •* the altar : 

7 And he ''‘laid it upon my mouth, 
and said, Lo, this hath touched thy 
lips ; and thine iniquity is taken 
away, and thy sin purged. 

8 Xlso I heard the voice of the 
Lord, saying. Whom shall I send, 
and who will go for '' us ? Then said 
I, "Here am I ; send me. 

9 H And he said. Go, and tell this 
people, 'Hear ye "“indeed, but un- 
derstand not; and see ye "indeed, 
but jierceive not. 

10 Make ’"the heart of this people 
fat, and make their ears heavy, and 
shut their eyes ; " lest they see with 
their eyes, and hear with their eara, 
and understand with their heart, 
and convert, and be healed. 

11 Then said I, Lord, how long? 
And he answered, “Until the cities 
be wasted without inhabitant, and 
the houses without man, and the 
land be ^ utterly desolate, 

12 ’’And the Lord have removed 
men far away, and there he a great 
forsaking in the midst of the land. 

18 IF But yet in it shall he a tenth, 
"and it shall return, and shall be 
eaten : as a teil tree, and as an oak, 
whose "substance is in them, when 
they cast their leaves: so ^the holy 
seed shall he the substance thereof. 
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Ahaz is comforted hy Isaiah. 
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CHAPTER VII. 

1 Ahas, being troubled with fea/r of Itezin and 
Pekah, is contorted hy Isaiah. 10 Ahm, 
having liberty to choose a sign, and rif using 
it, lujJth, for a sign, Christ prommd. 17 His 
judgmmt is proplussied to cotne. f 1 / Assyria. 

A nd it came to poss in the days 
. of ‘Ahaz the son of Jotham, 
the son of Uzziah, king of Judah, 
t?iat Rezin the king of Syria, and 
Pekah the son of Kemaliah, king 
of Israel, went up toward Jerusa- 
lem to war against it, but could not 
prevail against it. 

2 And it was told the house of 
David, saying, Syria ®is confederate 
with Ephraim. And his heart was 
moved, and the heart of his people, 
as the trees of the wood are moved 
with the wind. 

8 Then said the Lord unto Isaiah, 
Go forth Tiow to meet Ahaz, thou, 
and “ Shear-jashub thy son, at the 
end of the ® conduit of the upper 
pool in the * highway of the fuller’s 
field ; 

4 And say unto him. Take heed, 
and be quiet ; fear not, ® neither be 
faintliearted for the two tails of 
these smoking firebrands, for the 
fierce anger of Rezin with Syria, 
and of the son of Remaliah. 

5 Because Syria, Ephraim, and the 
son of Remaliah, have taken evil 
counsel against thee, saying, 

6 Let us go up against Judah, and 
*vex it, and let us make a breach 
therein for us, and set a king in the 
midst of it, even the son of Tabeal : 

7 Thus saith the Lord God, ‘‘It 
shall not stand, neither shall it 
come to pass. 

8 "For the head of Syria is Damas- 
cus, and the head of Damascus is 
Rezin; and witliin threescore and 
five years shall Ephraim be broken, 
Uhat it be not a people. 

9 And the head of Ephraim is 
Samaiia, and the head of Samaria 
is Remaliah’s son. ^®If ye will not 
believe, surely ye shall not be es- 
tablished. 

10 IF ® Moreover the Lord spake 
again unto Ahaz, saying. 


[ 11 *Ask thee a sign of the Lord 
thy God; *ask it either in the 
depth, or in the height above. 

12 But Ahaz said, I will not ask, 
neither will I tempt the Lord. 

18 And he said. Hear ye now, O 
house of David ; Is it & small thing 
for you to weary men, but will ye 
weaiy my God also ? 

14 Therefore the Lord himself shall | 
give you a sign ; ** Behold, a virgin 
shall conceive, and bear ‘ a son, and 

® shall call his name •'Immanuel. 

15 Butter and honey shall he eat, 
that he may know to refuse the 
evil, and choose the good. 

16 ‘For before the child shall know 
to refuse the evil, and choose the 
good, the land that thou abhorrest 
shall be forsaken of “both her kings. 

17 11 "The Lord shall bring upon 
thee, and upon thy people, and 
upon thy father’s house, days that 
have not come, from the day that 
" Ephi’aiin departed from Judah ; 
even the king of Assyria. 

18 And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that the Lord p shall hiss 
for the fly that is in the uttermost 
part of the rivers of Egypt, and 
for the bee that is in the land of 
Assyria. 

19 And they shall come, and shall 
rest all of them in the desolate 
valleys, and in ‘‘the holes of the 
rocks, and upon all thorns, and 
upon all ^bushes. 

20 In the same day shall the Lord 
shave with a razor that is hired, 
namely, by them beyond the river, 
by the king of Assyria, the head, 
and the hair of the feet : and it 
shall also consume the beard. 

21 And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that a man shall nourish 
a young cow, and two sheep ; 

22 And it shall come to pass, for 
the abundance of milk that they 
shall give he shall eat butter: for 
butter and honey shall every one 
eat that is left ® in the land. 

28 And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that every place shall be, 
where there were a mousand vines 
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The spoiling of Syria. 
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Comfort to them that fear God. 
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at a thousand silverlings, Mt shall 
even be for briers and thorns. 

24 With arrows and with bows 
shall men come thither; because 
all the land shall become briers and 
thorns. 

25 And on all hills that shall be 
digged with the mattock, there 
shall not come thither the fear of 
briers and thorns ; but it shall be 
for the sending forth of oxen, and 
for the treading of lesser cattle.

E en concerning ‘‘Maher-shalal-hash- 
az. 

2 And I took unto me faithful 
witnesses to record, Uriah the 

S riest, and Zechariah the son of 
eberechiah. 

8 And I ’went unto the prophetess ; 
and she conceived, and bare a son. 
Then said the Loud to me, Call his 
name Maher-shalal-hash-baz. 

4 ®For before the child shall have 
knowledge to cry. My father, and 
my mother, ^ the riches of Damas- 
cus and the S{)oil of Samaria shall 
be taken away before the king of 
Assyria. 

5 i[ The Lord spake also unto me 
again, saying, 

6 Forasmuch as this people re- 
fuseth the waters of ®Shiloah that 

f o softly, and rejoice Hn Rezin and 
temaliah’s son ; 

7 Now therefore, behold, the Lord 
bringeth up upon them the waters 
of the river, strong and many, even 
*the king of Assyria, and all his 
glory : and he shall come up over 
all his channels, and go over all 
his banks : 

8 And he shall pass through 
Judah; he shall overflow and go 


over, •‘he shall reach even to the 
neck ; and * the stretching out of 
his. wings shall fill the breadth of 
thy u'ud, O Tmmanuel. 

9 IT .is^oi'iate yourselves, O ye 
people, ’and ye shall be broken in 
pieces : and give ear, all ye of far 
countrii'N ; gird yourselves, and ye 
shall bv broken in pieces; gird 
yourselvo, jind yc shall be broken 
in pieces. 

10 'Take counsel together, and it 
shall come to nought ; speak the 
word, and it shall not stand : " for 
God is with us. 

11 IT For the Lord spake thus to 
me ‘‘with a strong hand, and in- 
structed me that I should not walk 
in the way of this people, saying, 

12 Say ye not, A confederacy, to 
all them to whom "this people shall 
say, A confederacy ; ’• neither fear 
ye their fear, nor be afraid. 

13 '‘Sanctify the Lord of hosts 
himself; and '"let him be your fear, 
and let him be your dread. 

14 And " he shall be for a sanctuary; 
but for ‘ a stone of stumbling and for 
a rock of offence to both the houses 
of Ismel, for a gin and for a snare 
to the inhabitants of Jerusalem. 

1.5 And many among them shall 
''stumble, and fall, and be broken, 
and be snared, and be taken. 

16 Bind up the testimony, seal the 
law among my disciples. 

17 And I will wait upon the Lord, 
that " hideth his face mom the house 
of .Jacob, and I ^will look for him. 

18 * Behold, I and the children 
whom the Lord hath given me 
'"are for signs and for wonders in 
Israel from the Lord of hosts, 
which dwelleth in mount Zion. 

19 IT And when they shall say unto 
you, ' Seek unto them that have 
familiar spirits, and unto wizards 
® that peep, and that mutter : should 
not a people seek unto their God? 
for the living ^to the dead ? 

20 "To the law and to the testi- 
mony: if they speak not according 
to this word, it is because ^ there is 
* no light in them. 
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21 And they shall pass through it, 
hardly bestead and nungry ; and it 
shall come to pass, that when they 
shall be hungry, they shall fret 
themselves, and * curse their king 
and their God, and look upward. 

22 And ^they shall look unto the 
earth ; and behold trouble and dark- 
ness, ’ dimness of anguish ; and they 
shall he driven to darkness. 

CHAPTER IX. 

1 Wluitjoy shall he in the midst of afflictioTiis^ 
hy the kingdom and birth of Christ 8 The 
judgments upon Israel for their pride, 13 
for their hypocrisy, 18 and for their im- 
penitency. 

N evertheless nhe dimness 

shall not he such as was in 
her vexation, when at the ’’first he 
lightly afflicted the land of Zebu- 
lun and the land of Xaphtali, and 
“afterward did more grievously af- 
flict her hy the way of the sea, 
beyond Jordan, in Galilee *of the 
, nations. 

- 2 The people that walked in dark- 
ness have seen a great light: they 
that dwell in the land of the shadow 
of death, upon them hath the light 
shined. 

8 Thou hast multiplied the nation, 
and ® not increased the joy : they joy 
before thee according to the joy in 
harvest, and as men rejoice “when 
they divide the spoil. 

4 * For thou hast broken the yoke 
of his burden, and Hhe staff’ of his 
shoulder, the rod of his oppressor, 
as in the day of * Midian. 

5 ® For every battle of the warrior 
is with confused noise, and garments 
rolled in blood ; ’’ « but this shall be 
with burning and ^ fuel of fire. 

6 ’For unto us a child is bom, unto 
us a son is mven : and ’ the govern- 
ment shall be upon his shoulder: 
and his name shall be called “ Won- 
derful, Counsellor, " The mi^ty 
God, The everlasting Father, “The 
Prince of Peace. 

7 Of the increase of his government 
and peace ^ there shall oe no end, 
upon the throne of David, and upon 


his kingdom, to order it, and to 
establish it with judgment and with 
justice from henceforth even for 
ever. The ’zeal of the Loud of 
hosts will perform this. 

8 U The Lord sent a word into Ja- 
cob, and it hath lighted upon Israel. 
^ 9 And all the people shall know, 
evert Ephraim and the inhabitant 
of Samaria, that say in the pride 
and stoutness of heart, 

10 The bricks are fallen down, but 
we will build with hewn stones : the 
sycomores are cut down, but we 
will change them into cedars. 

11 Therefore the Lord shall set 
up the adversaries of Rezin against 
him, and ®join his enemies toge- 
ther; 

12 Tlie Syrians before, and the 
Philistines behind ; and they shall 
devour Israel '‘with open mouth. 

For all this his anger is not turned 
away, but his hand is stretched out 
still 

18 IT For " the people turneth not 
unto him that smiteth them, neither 
do they seek the Lord of hosts. 

14 Therefore the Lord will cut off 
from Israel head and tail, branch 
and rush, ’ in one day. 

15 The ancient and honourable, he 
is the head; and the prophet that 
teacheth lies, he is the tail. 

16 For "Hhe leaders of this peo- 
ple cause them to err; and ^they that 
are led of them are “ destroyea. 

17 Therefore the Lord * shall have 
no ioy in their young men, neither 
shall have mercy on their father- 
less and widows : ^ for eveiy one 
is an hypocrite and an evildoer, 
and every mouth speaketh ^ folly. 
* For all this his anger is not turn- 
ed away, but his hand is stretched 
out still. 

18 IT For wickedness ‘burneth as 
the fire: it shall devour the briers 
and thorns, and shall kindle in the 
thickets of the forest, and they 
shall mount up like the lifting up 
of smoke. 

19 Through the wrath of the Lord 
of hosts is ’’the land darkened, and 
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the people shall be as the *fiiel 
of the fire : ® no man shall spare his 
brother. 

20 And he shall * snatch on the 
right hand, and be hungry ; and he 
shall eat on the left hand, and they 
shall not be satisfied : ® they shall 
eat every man the flesh of his own 
arm : 

21 Manasseh, Ephraim; and Eph- 
raim, Manasseh : and th^ together 
shall be against Judah. ^For all this 
his anger is not turned away, but 
his hand is stretched out still. 

CHAPTER X. 

1 Tibc vjoe qf t/i/rants. 5 Amfrm^ the rod of 
hyporrifjee^ for hhi pride shall he hrolcen. 20 
A remnafU of Israel shall he saved. 24 Isra^ 
is comforted vyith promise of deliveremee from 
Assyria. 

W OE unto them that ‘decree 
unrighteous decrees, and 
‘that write grievousness which they 
have prescribed ; 

2 To turn aside the needy from 
judgment, and to take away the 
right from the poor of my people, 
that widows may be their prey, and 
that they may rob the fatherless ! 

8 And *’what will ye do in “the 
day of visitation, and in the deso- 
lation tohich shall come from far? 
to whom will ye flee for help ? and 
where will ye leave your glory ? 

4 Without me they shall bow down 
under the prisoners, and they shall 
fall under the slain. ‘‘For all this 
his anger is not turned away, but 
. his hand is stretched out still. 

5 IT ® O “Assyrian, ® the rod of mine 
anger, ’'and the staflT in their hand 
is mine indignation. 

6 I will send him a^inst ^an hy- 
pocritical nation, and against the 
people of my wrath will I 'give 
him a charge, to take the spoil, 
and to take the prey, and ® to tread 
them down like the mire of the 
streets. 

7 ‘‘Howbeit he meaneth not so, 
neither doth his heart think so; 
but it is in his heart to destroy 
and cut off nations not a few. 


8 ‘For he saith. Are not my princes 
altogether kings ? 

9 Is not ‘‘Calno ‘as Oarchemish? 
is not Hamath as Arpad? is not 
Samaria “ as Damascus ? 

10 As my hand hath found the 
kingdoms of the idols, and whose 
graven images did excel them of 
Jerusalem and of Samaria ; 

11 Shall I not, as I have done 
unto Samaria and her idols, so do 
to Jerusalem and her idols ? 

12 Wherefore it shall come to pass, 
timt when the Lord hath performed 
his whole work “upon mount Zion 
and on Jerusalem, °I will * punish 
the fruit of the stout heart of the 
king of Assyria, and the glory of 
his high looks. 

13 •'For he saith. By the strength 
of my hand I have done it, and 
by my wisdom ; for I am prudent : 
and I have removed the bounds 
of the people, and have robbed 
their treasures, and I have put 
down the inhabitants Mike a va- 
liant man : 

14 And ‘•my hand hath found as 
a nest the riches of the people :

T he ‘burden of Babylon, which 
Isaiah the son of Araoz did see. 
2 ‘’ Lift ye up a banner “ upon the 
high mountain, exalt the voice unto 
them, shake the hand, that they 
may go into the gates of the nobles. 

8 I have commanded my sanctified 
ones, I have also called ® my mighty 
ones for mine anger, even tnem that 
^rejoice in my highness. 

4 The noise of a multitude in the 
mountains, Mike as of a CTeat peo- 
ple; a tumultuous noise of the king- 
doms of nations gathered together : 
the Lord of hosts mustereth the 
host of the battle. 
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Ood threateneth Babylon. 
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Her utter desolation. 
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5 They come from a far country, 
from the end of heaven, even the 
Lord, and the weapons of his indig- 
nation, to destroy the whole land. 

6 IT Howl ye ; * for the day of the 
Lord is at hand ; ** it shall come as 
a destruction from the Almighty. 

7 Therefore shall all hands *be 
faint, and every man’s heart shall 
melt: 

8 And they shall be afraid : ‘ pangs 
and sorrows shall take hold of 
them ; they shall be in pain as a 
woman that travaileth : they shall 
®be amazed *one at another; their 
faces shall he as ® flames. 

9 Behold, •‘the day of the Lord 
cometh, cruel both with wrath and 
fierce anger, to lay the land de- 
solate : and he shall destroy ‘ the 
sinners thereof out of it. 

10 For the stars of heaven and 
the constellations thereof shall not 
give their light : the sun shall be 
“darkened in his going forth, and 
the moon shall not cause her light 
to shine. 

11 And I will punish the world 
for their evil, and the wicked for 
their iniquity; "and I will cause 
the arrogancy of the proud to cease, 
and will lay low the naughtiness of 
the terrible. 

12 I will make a man more pre- 
cious than fine gold; even a man 
than the golden wedge of Ophir. 

18 "Therefore I will shake the 
heavens, and the earth shall remove 
out of her place, in the wrath of 
the Lord of hosts, and in p the day 
of his fierce anger. 

14 And it shall be as the chased 
roe, and as a sheep that no man 
taketh up: Hhey shall every man 
turn to his own people, and flee 
every one into his own land. 

15 Every one that is found shall 
be thrust through; and every one 
that is joined unto them shall fall 
by the sword. 

16 Their children also shall be 
'dashed to pieces before their eyes ; 
their houses shall be spoiled, and 
their wives ravished. 


17 “Behold, I will stir up the 
Medes against them, which shall 
not regard silver; and as for gold, 
they s&ill not delight in it. 

18 Their bows also shall dash the 
young men to pieces ; and they 
shall have no pity on the fruit of 
the womb ; their eye shall not spare 
children. 

19 H ‘And Babylon, the glory of 
kingdoms, the beauty of the Chal- 
dees’ excellency, shall be *as when 
God overthrew " Sodom and Go- 
morrah. 

20 *It shall never be inhabited, 
neither shall it be dwelt in from 
generation to generation : neither 
shall the Arabian pitch tent there ; 

i neither shall the shepherds make 
their fold there. 

21 ^ But ^ wild beasts of the desert 
shall lie there ; and their houses 
shall be full of ‘ doleful creatures ; 
and '’’“owls shall dwell there, and 
satyrs shall dance there. 

22 And ^the wild beasts of the 
islands shall cry in their ® desolate 
houses, and dragons in their plea- 
sant palaces : * and her time is near 
to come, and her days shall not be 
prolonged.

6 He who smote the people in 
wrath with *a continual stroke, he 
that ruled the nations in anger, is 
persecuted, and none hindereth. 

7 The whole earth is at rest, 
and is (luiet : they break forth into 
singing. 

8 ‘Yea, the fir trees rejoice at thee, 
and the cedars of Lebanon, saying, 
Since thou art laid down, no feller 
is come up against us. 

9 '‘®Hell from beneath is moved 
for thee to meet thee at thy coming : 
it stirreth up the dead for thee, even 
all the ® chief ones of the earth ; it 
hath raised up from their thrones 
all the kings of the nations. 

10 All they shall speak and say 
unto thee. Art thou also become 
weak as we V ai*t thou become like 
unto us V 

11 Thy pomp is brought down to 
the gmve, and the noise of thy 
viols : the wonn is spread under 
thee, and the worms cover thee. 

12 ‘ How art thou ftillcn from

18 For thou hast said in thine 
heart, ” I will ascend into heaven, 
" I will exalt my throne above the 
stars of Hod : 1 will sit also upon 
the mount of the congregation, “in 
Uie sides of the north : 

14 I will ascend above the heights 
of the clouds ; p I will be like the 
most High. 

15 Yet thou “shalt be brought 
down to hell, to the sides of the 
pit.

9 For the waters of Dimon shall be 
full of blood : for I will bring ®more 
upon Dimon, 'lions upon him that 
escapeth of Moab, and upon the 
remnant of the land.

5 ^And th^ shall be afraid and 
ashamed of Ethiopia their expecta- 
tion, and of Egypt their gloir. 

6 And the inhabitant of this ^isle 
shall say in that day. Behold, such 
is our expectation, whither we flee 
for help to be delivered from the 
king of Assyria : and how shall we 
escape ? 

CHAPTER XXI.

2 A ® grievous vision is declared 
unto me; '’the treacherous dealer 
dealeth treacherously, and the 
spoiler spoileth. ® Go up, O Elam : 
besiege, O Media; all the sighing 
thereof have I made to cease. 

8 Therefore ^are my loins filled 
with pain : ® pangs have taken hold 
upon me, as the pangs of a woman 
that travaileth : I was bowed down 
at the hearing of it ; I was dismay- 
ed at the seeing of it. 

4 "My heart panted, fearfulness 
affrighted me: Hhe night of my 
pleasure hath he Uumed into fear 
unto me. 

5 « Prepare the table, watch in the 
watchtower, eat, drink : arise, ye 
princes, and anoint the shield. 

6 For thus hath the Lord said 
unto me, Gk), set a watchman, let 
him declare what he seeth. 

7 '‘And he saw a chariot vMh a 
I couple of horsemen, a chariot of 


asses, and a chariot of camels ; and 
he hearkened diligently with much 
heed : 

8 And ® he cried, A lion : My lord, 
I stand continually upon the 'watch- 
tower in the daytime, and I am set 
in my ward ‘whole nights : 

9 And, behold, here cometh a cha- 
riot of men, with a couple of horse- 
men. And he answered and said, 
‘‘Babylon is fallen, is fallen; and 
'all the graven images of her gods 
he hath broken unto the ground. 

10 “ O my threshing, and the 
‘corn of my floor: that which I 
have heard of the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel, have I declared 
unto you. 

11 II "The burden of Dumah. He 
calleth to me out of Seir, Watch- 
man, what of the night? Watch- 
man, what of the night ? 

12 The watchman said, The morn- 
ing cometh, and also the night: if 
ye will enquire, enquire ye : return, 
come. 

13 II ° Tlie burden upon Arabia. 
In the forest in Arabia shall ye 
lodge, O ye travelling companies 

of Dedanim. 

14 The inhabitants of the land of 
Tema "brought water to him that 
was thirsty, they prevented with 
their bread him that fled. 

15 For they fled "'^from the swords, 
from the drawn sword, and from 
the bent bow, and from the griev- 
ousness of war. 

16 For thus hath the Lord said 
unto me. Within a year, according 
to the years of an hireling, and afi 
the glory of '^Kedar shall fail : 

17 And the residue of the number 
of " archers, the mighty men of the 
children of Kedar, shall be dimi- 
nished : for the Lord God of Israel 
hath spoken it. 

CHAPTER XXII.

T he burden of the valley of 
vision. What aileth thee now, 
that thou art wholly gone up to 
the housetops ? 

2 Thou that art full of stirs, a 
tumultuous city, “a Joyous city: 
thy slain men are not slain with 
the sword, nor dead in battle. 

8 All thy rulers are tied together, 
they arc bound M)y the archers: 
all that are found in thee are bound 
together, ivkich have fled from far. 

4 Therefore said I, Look away 
from me; ’’"‘I will weep bitterly, 
labour not to comfort me, because 
of the spoiling of the daughter of 
my people. 

5 ' For it is a day of trouble, and 
of treading down, and of perplexity 
‘‘by the Lord God of hosts in the 
valley of vision, breaking down the 
walls, and of crying to the moun- 
tains. 

6 “And Elam bare the quiver with 
chariots of men amJ horsemen, and 
^ Kir * uncovered the shield. 

7 And it shall come to pass, that 
® thy choicest valleys shall be full of 
chariots, and the horsemen shall set 
themselves in array ®at the gate. 

8 IF And he discovered the cover- 
ing of Judah, and thou didst look 
in that day to the aniiour ‘'of the 
house of the forest. 

9 ’•Ye have seen also the breaches 
of the city of David, that they arc 
many: and ye gathered together 
the waters of the lower pool. 

10 And ye have numbered the 
houses of Jerusalem, and the houses 
have ye broken down to fortify the 
wall. 

11 ’Ye made also a ditch between 
the two walls for the water of the 
old pool: but ye have not looked 
unto *• the maker thereof, neither 
had respect unto him that fashioned 
it long ago. 

12 And in that day did the Lord 
God of hosts ’call to weeping, and 
to mourning, and ”• to baldness, and 
to girding with sackcloth : 

18 And behold joy and gladness, 
slaying oxen, and killing sheep. 


eating flesh, and drinking wine: 
” let us eat and drink ; for to mor- 
row we shall die. 

14 “And it was revealed in mine 
ears by the Lord of hosts. Surely 
this iniquity ^ shall not be purged 
from you till ye die, saith the Lord 
God of hosts. 

1.5 H Thus saith the Lord God of 
hosts. Go, get thee unto this trea- 
surer, even unto ‘‘Shebna, •'which is 
over the house, and say, 

10 What hast thou here ? and 
whom hast thou here, that thou 
hast hewed thee out a sepulchre 
here, as he * that heweth him out 
a sepulchre on high, and that 
graveth an habitation for himself 
in a rock ? 

17 Behold, ®the Lord will cany 
thee away with ^a mighty capti- 
vity, ‘ and will surely cover thee. 

18 He will surely violently turn 
and toss thee like a ball into a 
'’large country: there shalt thou 
die, and there the chariots of thy 
glory shall he the shame of thy 
lord’s house. 

19 And I will drive thee from thy 
station, and from thy state shall he 
pull thee down. 

20 H And it shall come to pass in 
tliiit day, that I will call my servant 
•* jCiliakim the son of Hilkiah : 

21 And I will clothe him with thy 
robe, and strengthen him with thy 
giixlle, and I will commit thy go- 
vernment into his hand : and he 
shall be a father to the inhabitants 
of Jerusalem, and to the house of 
Judah. 

22 And the key of the house of 
David will I lay upon his shoulder ; 
so he shall •‘open, and none shall 
shut; and he shall shut, and none 
shall open. 

23 And I will fasten him as 
nail in a sure place ; and he shall 
be for a glorious throne to his fa- 
ther’s house. 

24 And they shall hang upon him 
all the glory of his father’s house, 
the offspring and the issue, all 
vessels of small quantity, from the 
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vessels of cups, even to all the 
® vessels of flagons. 

25 In that day, saith the Lord of 
hosts, shall the naif that is fastened 
in the sure place be removed, and 
be cut down, and fall ; and the bur- 
den that was upon it shall be^ cut 
ofi* : for the Lord hath spoken it. 

CHAPTER XXIII. 

1 The miserable overthrow of Tyre. 17 Tlteir 
unhappy return. 

T he ■‘burden of Tyre. Howl, ye 
ships of Tarshish ; for it is laid 
waste, so that there is no house, no 
entering in ; from the land of Chit- 
tim it is revealed to them. 

2 Be ® still, ye inhabitants of the 
isle; thou whom the merchants of 
Zidon, that pass over the sea, have 
replenished. 

8 And by gre'it waters the seed 
of Sihor, the harvest of the river, 
is her revenue ; and ^ she is a mart 
of nations. 

4 Be thou ashamed, O Zidon : for 
the sea hath spoken, even the 
strength of the sea, saying, I tm- 
vail not, nor bring forth children, 
neither do I nouri^i up young men, 
nor bring up virgins. 

5 ‘‘As at the report concerning 
Egypt, so shall they be sorely paiiiff^ 
at the report of Tyre. 

6 Pass ye over to Tarshish ; howl, 
ye inhabitants of the isle. 

7 Is this your ‘’joyous city^ whose 
antiquity is of ancient days? her 
own feet shall carry her ^afar off 
to s^um. 

8 Who hath taken this counsel 
a^inst Tyre, Hhe crowning city^ 
whose merchants are princes, whose 
traffickers are the honourable of the 
earth? 

^ 9 The Lord of hosts hath purposed 
it, ‘'to stain the pride of all glory, 
and to bring into contempt aU the 
honourable of the earth. 

, 10 Pass through thy land as a 
river, O daughter of Tarshish ; there 
is no more * strength. 

11 He stretched out his hand over 
the sea, he shook the kingdoms: 


the Lord hath given a command- 
ment ‘against ‘the merchant city^ 
to destroy the ^strong holds there- 
of. 

12 And he said, Thou shalt no 
more rejoice, O thou oppressed vir- 
gin, daughter of Zidon : arise, pass 
over to Chittim ; there also shalt 
thou have no rest. 

18 Behold the land of the Chal- 
deans ; this people was not, till the 
Assyrian founded it for ‘ them that 
dwell in the wilderness : they set up 
the towers thereof, they raised up 
the palaces thereof ; ana he brought 
it to ruin. 

14 *■ Howl, ye ships of Tai*shish : 
for your strength is laid waste. 
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for your stren^h is laid waste. 

15 And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that Tyre shall be for- 
gotten seventy years, according to 
the days of one king : after the end 
of seventy years ® shall Tyre sing as 
an harlot. 

1C Take an harp, go about the 
city, thou harlot that hast been 
foigotten ; make sweet melody, sing 
many songs, that thou mayest be 
remembered. 

17 II And it shall come to pass 
after the end of seventy years, that 
the Lord will visit Tyre, and she 
shall turn to her hire, and 'shall 
commit fornication with all the 
kingdoms of the world upon the 
face of the earth. 

18 And her merchandise and her 
hire "'shall be holiness to the Lord: 
it shall not be treasured nor laid 
up; for her merchandise shall be 
for them that dwell before the Lord, 
to eat sufficiently, and for ® durable 
clothing. 

CHAPTER XXIV. 

1 The doleful judgments of God upon the land. 

13 A remnant shall joyfully praise him. 10 

God in his judgments shall advance his Mng- 

dom. 

B ehold, the Lord maketh 
the earth empty, and maketh 
it waste, and ’^tumeth it upside 
down, and scattereth abroad the 
inhabitants thereof 
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2 And it shall be, as with the peo- ; 
pie, so with the * * priest ; as with 
the servant, so with his master ; 
as with the maid, so with her mis- 
tress ; ’’ as with the buyer, so with 
the seller; as with the lender, so 
with the borrower; as with the 
taker of usury, so with the giver 
of usury to him. 

8 The land shall be utterly emptied, 
and utterly spoiled: for the Lord 
hath spoken this word. 

4 The earth moumeth and fadeth 
away, the world languisheth and 
fadeth away, *the haughty people 
of the earth do languish. 

5 ®The earth also is defiled under 
the inhabitants thereof ; because 
they have transgressed the laws, 
changed the ordinance, broken the 
everlasting covenant. 

6 Therefore hath ‘‘the curse de- 
voured the earth, and they that 
dwell therein are desolate ; there- 
fore the inliabitants of the earth 
are burned, and few men left. 

7 ®The new wine mourneth, the 
vine languisheth, all the merry- 
hearted do sigh. 

8 The mirth ^of tabrets ceaseth, 
the noise of them that rejoice end- 
eth, the joy of the harp ceaseth. 

9 They shall not drink wine with 
a song ; strong drink shall be bitter 
to them that drink it. 

10 The city of confusion is broken 
down : every house is shut up, that 
no man may come in. 

11 There is a crying for wine in 
the streets ; all jo^ is darkened, the 
mirth of the land is gone. 

12 In the city is left desolation, 
and the gate is smitten with de- 
struction. 

18 % When thus it shall be in the 
midst of the land among the people, 

^ there shall be as the shaking of an 
olive tree, ondas the gleaning grapes 
when the vintage is done. 

14 They shall lift up their voice, 
they shall sing for the majes^ of 
the Lord, they shall cry aloud 
from the sea. 

15 Wherefore glorify ye the Lord 


in the ‘fires, even ‘‘the name of the 
Lord God of Israel in the isles of 
the sea. 

16 IT From the ’uttermost part of 
the earth have we heard songs, even 
glory to the righteous. But I said, 
°My leanness, my leanness, woe 
unto me! ‘the treacherous dealers 
have dealt treacherously; yea, the 
treacherous dealers have dealt very 
treacherously. 

17 '‘Fear, and the pit, and the 
snare, are upon thee, O inhabitant 
of the earth. 

18 And it shall come to pass, that 
he who fleeth from the noise of the 
fear shall fall into the pit; and he 
that cometh up out of the midst of 
the pit shall be taken in the snare : 
for ' the windows from on high are 
open, and ^ the foundations of the 
earth do shake. 

19 "The earth is utterly broken 
down, the earth is clean dissolved, 
the earth is moved exceedingly. 

20 The earth shall "reel to and 
fro like a drunkard, and shall be 
removed like a cottage ; and the 
transgression thereof shall be heavy 
upon it; and it shall fall, and not 
rise again. 

21 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that the Lord shall “punish 
the host of the high ones that are 
on high, Pand the kings of the 
earth upon the earth. 

22 And they shall be gathered to- 
gether, *08 prisoners are gathered 
in the ^pit, and shall be shut up 
in the prison, and after many days 
shall they be ’ visited. 

28 Then the ^ moon shall be con- 
founded, and the sun ashamed, 
when the Lord of hosts shall ■■ reign 
in "mount Zion, and in Jerusalem, 
and ® before his ancients gloriously. 

CHAPTER XXV. 

1 The prophet, premeth Chd, for Ms judgments, 

C for his saving henejUs, 9 and for his vic- 

toriom salvation. 

O LORD, thou art my God; *I 
will exalt thee, I will praise 
thy name ; ‘‘for thou hast done won- 
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derful things ; * thy counsels of old 
are faithfulness avm truth. 

2 For thou hast made of a city an 
heap ; of a defenced city a ruin : a 
palace of strangers to be no city ; it 
shall never be built. 

8 Therefore shall the stoong peo- 
ple “glorifj^ thee, the city of the 
terrible nations shall fear thee. 

4 For thou hast been a strength to 
the poor, a strength to the needy 
in his distress, '^a refuge from the 
storm, a shadow from the heat, 
when the blast of the terrible ones 
is as a storm against the wall. 

5 Thou shalt bring down the noise 
of strangers, as the heat in a dry 
place; even the heat with the sha- 
dow of a cloud : the branch of the 
terrible ones shall be brought low. 

6 IF And in « this mountain shall 
^ the Loud of hosts make unto ‘ all 
people a feast of fat things, a feast 
of wines on the lees, of fat things 
full of marrow, of wines on the lees 
well refined. 

7 And he will * destroy in this 
mountain the face of the covering 
“ cast over all people, and the vaU 
that is spread over all nations. 

8 He will ’ swallow up death in vic- 
tory ; and the Lord God will ™ wipe 
away tears from off all faces; and 
the rebuke of his people shall he 
take away from off all the earth : 
for the Lord hatli spoken it. 

9 IF And it shall be said in that 
day, Lo, this is our God ; ” we have 
waited for him, and he will save us : 
this is the Lord; we have waited 
for him, "we will be glad and rejoice 
in his salvation. 

10 For in this mountain shall the 
hand of the Lord rest, and Moab 
shall be * trodden down under him, 
even as straw is ® trodden down for 
the dunghill. 

11 And he shall spread forth his 
hands in the midst of them, as he 
that swimmeth spreadeth forth his 
hands to swim : and he shall bring 
doim their pride together with the 
spoils of their hands. 

12 And the ^ fortress of the high 


fort of thy walls shall he bring 
down, lay low, and bring to the 
ground, even to the dust. 

CHAPTER XXVI. 

1 A song iwMing to confidence in God, 5 for 
his judgments, 12 and for his favour to his 
people. 2U An exhortation to wait on God. 

I N ‘that day shall this song be 
sung in the land of Judah ; We 
have a strong city; ‘'salvation will 
God appoint for walls and bul- 
warks. 

2 "Open ye the gates, that the 
righteous nation which keepeth the 
* truth may enter in. 

3 Thou wilt keep him in ® perfect 
peace, whose * mind is stayed on 
thee : because he trusteth in thee. 

4 Trust ye in the Lord for ever: 
‘•for in the Lord JEHOVAH is 
® everlasting strength : 

5 f For he bringeth down them 
that dwell on high ; " the lofty city, 
he layeth it low ; he layeth it low, 
even to the ground ; he bringeth it 
even to the dust. 

6 The foot shall tread it down, even 
the feet of the poor, and the steps 
of the needy. 

7 The way of the just is upright- 
ness : ^ thou, most upright, dost 
weigh the path of the just. 

8 Yea, ^ in the way of thy judg- 
ments, O Lord, have we waited 
for thee ; the desire of our soul is 
to thy name, and to the remem- 
brance of thee. 

9 ‘‘With my soul have I desired 
thee in the night; vea, with my 
spirit within me will I seek thee 
early : for when thy judgments are 
in the earth, the inhabitants of the 
world will learn righteousness. 

10 ‘Let favour be shewed to the 
wicked, yet will he not learn right- 
eousness : in ‘‘ the land of upright- 
ness will he deal unjustly, and will 
not behold the majesty of the Lord. 

11 Lord, when my hand is lifted 
up, ‘ they will not see : but they 
snail see, and be ashamed for their 
envy ® at the people ; yea, the fire of 
thine enemies shall devour them. 
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12 IF Lord, thou wilt ordain peace 
for us : for thou also hast wrought 
all our works ® in us. 

18 O Lord our God, other lords 
beside thee have had dominion over 
us : hut by thee only will we make 
mention of thy name. 

14 They are dead, they shall not 
live ; they are tleceasCd, they shall 
not rise ; therefore hast thou visited 
and destroyed them, and made all 
their memory to perish. 

15 Thou hast increased the nation, 

0 Lord, thou hast increased the 
nation : thou art glorified : thou 
hadst removed it far unto all the 
ends of the earth. 

10 Lord, "in trouble have they 
visited thee, they poured out a 
’prayer lohcM thy chastening was 
upon them. 

17 Like as "a woman with child, 
that dmweth near the time of her 
delivery, is in pain, and crieth out 
in her pangs ; so have we been in 
thy sight, O Lord. 

18 We have been with child, we 
have been in pain, we have as it 
were brought forth wind ; we have 
not wrought any deliverance in the 
earth ; neither have ^ the inhabit- 
ants of the world fallen. 

19 ‘‘Thy dead nien shall live, to- 
gether tvith my dead body shall 
they arise. Awake and sing, ye 
that dwell in dust: for thy dew is 
as the dew of herbs, and the earth 
shall cast out the dead. 

20 IF Come, my people, * enter thou 
into thy chambers, and shut thy 
doors about thee : hide thyself as 
it were ‘for a little moment, until 
the indignation be overpast. 

21 For, behold, the Lord " cometh 
out of his place to punish the in- 
habitants of the earth for their 
iniquity: the earth also shall dis- 
close her ‘blood, and shall no more 
cover her slain. 

CHAPTER XXVII. 

1 The care of God over his vineyard. 7 iSTw

I X that day the Lord with his 
sore and great and strong sword 
shall punish leviathan the * piercing 
serpent, * even leviathan that crook- 
ed serpent; and he shall slay ’’the 
dragon that is in the sea. 

2 In that day ®sinjj ye unto her, 
‘’A vineyard of red wine. 

8 “I the Lord do keep it ; I will wa- 
ter it cveiy moment : lest any hurt 
it, I will keep it night and day. 

4 Fury is not in me : who would 
set Hhe briers and thorns against 
me ill battle ? I would ’go through 
them, I would burn them together. 

5 Or let him take hold “of my 
strength, that he may ’'make peace 
with me ; and he shall make peace 
with me. 

6 He shall cause them that come 
of Jacob ’to take root: Ismel shall 
blossom and bud, and fill the face 
of the world with fruit. 

7 IF Hath he smitten him, ‘ as he 
smote those that smote him ? or is 
he slain according to the slaughter 
of them that are slain by him ? 

8 '‘In measure, ’when it shooteth 
forth, thou wilt debate with it: ®'he 
stayeth his rough wind in the day 
of the east wind. 

9 By this therefore shall the ini- 
quity of Jacob be purged ; and this 
is all the fmit to take away his sin ; 
when he maketh all the stones of 
the altar as chalkstones that are 
beaten in sunder, the groves and 
images shall not stand up. 

10 Yet the defenced city shall he 
desolate, and the habitation for- 
saken, and left like a wilderness : 

there shall the calf feed, and there 
shall he lie down, and consume the 
bmnehes thereof 

11 When the boughs thereof are 
withered, they shall be broken off: 
the women come, and set them on 
fire: for "it is a people of no un- 
derstanding: therefore he that made 
them will not have mercy on them, 
and ‘’he that formed them will shew 
them no favour. 

12 IF And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that the Lord shall beat 
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off from the channel of the river 
unto the stream of E^pt, and ye 
shall be gathered one by one, O ye 
children of Israel. 

18 ^And it shall come to pass in 
that day, '^that the great trumpet 
shall be blown, and they shall come 
which were ready to perish in the 
land of Assyria, and the outcasts in 
the land of Eg 3 ^t, and shall wor- 
ship the Lori> in the holy mount 
at Jerusalem.

W OE to “the crown of pride, to 
the drunkards of Ephraim, 
whose ’’glorious beauty is a fading 
flower, which are on the head of 
the fat valleys of them that are 
^ overcome with wine ! 

2 Behold, the Lord hath a mighty 
and strong one, ' which as a tempest 
of hail and a destroying storm, as a 
flood of mighty waters overflowing, 
shall cast uown to the earth wim 
the hand. 

3 ‘’The crown of pride, the drunk- 
ards of Ephraim, shall be trodden 
under feet : 

4 And "the glorious beauty, which 
is on the head of the fat valley, 
shall be a fading flower, and as 
the hasty fruit before the summer ; 
which when he that looketh upon 
it seeth, while it is yet in his hand 
he * eateth it up. 

5 H In that day shall the Lord of 
hosts be for a crown of gloiy, and 
for a diadem of beauty, unto the 
residue of his people, 

6 And for a spirit of judgment to 
him that sitteth in judgment, and 
for strength to them that turn the 
battle to the gate. 

7 H Butthevalso^ave erred through 
wine, and through strong drink cu’e 


out of the way ; «the priest and the 
prophet have erred through strong 
drink, they are swallowed up of 
wine, they are out of the way 
through strong drink ; they err in 
vision, they stumble 'm judgment. 

8 For all tables are full of vomit 
and filthiness, so that there is no 
place clean. 

9 H ’’Whom shall he teach know- 
ledge ? and whom shall he make to 
understand ^ doctrine ? them that 
are weaned from the milk, and 
drawn from the breasts. 

10 For precept ” must he upon pre- 
cept, precept upon precept; line 
upon line, line upon line ; here a 
little, and there a little : 

11 For with ^‘stammering lips and 
another tongue ®will he speak to 
this people. 

12 To whom he said. This is the rest 
wherewith ye may cause the weary 
to rest ; and this is the refreshing : 
yet they would not hear. 

13 But the word of the Lord was 
unto them precept upon precept, 

f )recept upon precept ; line upon 
ine, line upon line ; here a little, 
and there a little ; that they might 

t o, and fall backward, and be bro- 
cn, and snared, and taken. 

14 H Wlierefore hear the word of 
the Lord, ye scornful men, that 
rule this people which is in Jeru- 
salem. 

15 Because ye have said. We have 
made a covenant with death, and 
with hell are we at agreement ; 
when the oveiHowing scourge shall 
pass through, it shall not come unto 
us : ’‘ for we have made lies our re- 
fuge, and under falsehood have we 
hid ourselves ; 

16 IF Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God, Behold, I lay in Zion for a 
foundation ’a stone, a tried stone, 
a precious corner stone^ a sure foun- 
dation : he that believeth shall not 
make haste. 

17 .ludgment also will I lay to 
the line, and righteousness to the 
plummet : and the hail shall sweep 
away “the refuge of lies, and the 
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waters shall overflow the hiding 
place. 

18 IF And your covenant with death 
shall be disannulled, and your agree- 
ment with hell shall not stand; when 
the overflowing scourge shall pass 
through, then ye shall be * trodden 
down oy it. 

19 From the time that it goeth 
forth it shall take you : for morning 
by morning shall it pass over, by 
day and by night; and it shall be 
a vexation only ^to understand the 
report. 

20 For the bed is shorter than 
that a man can stretch himself on 
it : and the covering narrower than 
that he can wrap himself in it 

21 For the Lord shall rise up as 
in mount “Perazim, he shall be 
wroth as in the valley of " Gibeon, 
that he may do his work, •' his 
strange work ; and bring to pass 
his act, his strange act. 

22 Now therefore be ye not mock- 
ers, lest your bands be made strong: 
for I have heard from the Lord God 
of hosts '• a con8umi)tion, even de- 
termined upon the whole earth. 

28 H Give ye ear, and hear my voice ; 
hearken, and hear my speech. 

24 Doth the plowman plow all day 
to sow? doth he open and break 
the clods of his ground ? 

25 When he hath made plain the 
face thereof, doth he not cast abroad 
the fitches, and scatter the cummin, 
and cast in Hhe principal wheat 
and the appointed barley and the 
® rie in their “ place ? 

26 ’^For his God doth instruct him 
to discretion, and doth teach him. 

27 For the fitches are not threshed 
with a threshing instrument, nei- 
ther is a cart wneel turned about 
upon the cummin; but the fitches 
are beaten out with a staff, and tlie 
cummin with a rod. 

28 Bread com is bruised ; because 
he will not ever be threshing it, 
nor break it with the wheel of his 
cart, nor bruise it with Ids horse- 
men. 

29 This also cometh forth from the 


Lord of hosts, which is wonderful 
in counsel, and excellent in work- 

CHAPTER XXIX.

18 A promise of sanctification to the 
godly. 

TT/'OE ““to Ariel, to Ariel, ®the 
Vt city ^ where David dwelt I 
add ye year to year ; let them * kill 
sacrifices. 

2 Yet I will distress Ariel, and 
there shall be heaviness and sorrow: 
and it shall be unto me as Ariel. 

8 And I will camp against thee 
round about, and will lay siege 
against thee with a mount, and I 
will raise forts against thee. 

4 And thou shalt be brought down, 
and shalt speak out of the ground, 
and thy speech shall be low out of 
the dust, and thy voice shall be, as 
of one that hath a familiar spirit, 
®out of the ground, and thy speech 
shall ® whisper out of the dust. 

5 Moreover the multitude of thy 
^strangers shall be like small dust, 
and the multitude of the terrible 
ones shall he ®as chaff that passeth 
away : yea, it shall be ^at an instant 
suddenly. 

0 ^ Thou shalt be visited of the 
Lord of hosts with thunder, and 
with earthquake, and great noise, 
with storm and temj)est, and the 
flame of devouring fire. 

7 IT •‘And the multitude of all the 
nations that fieht against Ariel, 
even all that fight against her and 
her munition, and that distress her, 
shall be ‘as a dream of a night 
vision. 

8 ‘‘It shall even be as when an 
hungry man dreameth, and, behold, 
he eateth ; but he awaketh, and his 
soul is empty : or as when a thirsty 
man dreameth, and, behold, he 
drinketh ; but he awaketh, and, be- 
hold, Ite is faint, and his soul hath 
appetite : so shall the multitude of 
all the nations be, that fight against 
mount Zion. 
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9 ^ Stay yourselves, and wonder ; 
•cry ye out, and ciy: ‘they are 
drunken, “but not with wine they 
stagger, but not with strong drink. 

10 For " the Lord hath poured out 
upon you the spirit of deep sleep, 
and hath ° closed your eyes : tlie 
prophets and your ® rulers, ^ the 
seers hath he covered. 

11 And the vision of all is become 
unto you as the words of a ^book 
^that is sealed, which men deliver 
to one that is learned, saying. Bead 
this, I pray thee : and he saith, I 
cannot ; for it is sealed : 

12 And the book is delivered to 
him that is not learned, saying, 
Bead this, I pray thee : and he 
saith, I am not learned. 

18 II Wherefore the Lord said, 
" Forasmuch as this people draw 
near me with their mouth, and with 
their lips do honour me, but have 
removed their heart far from me, 
and their fear toward me is taught 
by ‘ the precept of men : 

14 "Therefore, behold, ®I will pro- 
ceed to do a marvellous work among 
this people, even a marvellous work 
and a wonder : * for the wisdom of 
their wise men shall perish, and the 
understanding of their prudent men 
shall be hid. 

1.5 y Woe unto them that seek deep 
to hide their counsel from the Lord, 
and their works are in the dark, 
and "they say, Who seeth us? and 
who knoweth us ? 

16 Surely your turning of things 
upside down shall be esteemed as 
the potter’s clay : for shall the "work 
say of him that made it. He made 
me not ? or shall the thing framed 
say of him that framed it, He had 
no understanding ? 

17 Is it not yet a very little while, 
and '’Lebanon shall be turned into 
a fruitful field, and the fruitful field 
shall be esteemed as a forest ? 

18 H And ®in that day shall the 
deaf hear the words of the book, 
and the eyes of the blind shall see 
out of obscurity, and out of dark- 
ness. 
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19 ‘‘The meek also ‘shall increase i 
their joy in the Lord, and "the 
poor among men shall rejoice in 
the Holy One of Israel. 

20 For the terrible one is brought 
to nought, and ^the scorner is con- 
sumed, and all that « watch for ini- 
quity are cut off : 

21 That make a man an offender 
for a word, and ‘‘lay a snare for 
him that reproveth in the gate, and 
turn aside the just 'for a thing of 
nought. 

22 Therefore thus saith the Lord, 

'‘who redeemed Abraham, concern- 
ing the house of Jacob, Jacob shall 
not now be ashamed, neither shall 
his face now wax pale. 

23 But when he seeth his children, j 
'the work of mine hands, in the 
midst of him, they shall sanctify 
my name, and sanctify the Holy 
One of Jacob, and shall fear the 
God of Israel. 

24 They also “that erred in spirit 
® shall come to understanding, and I 
they that murmured shall learn 
doctrine.

8 "Therefore shall the strength of , 

Pharaoh be your shame, and the ' ’ 
trust in the shadow of i^pt your 
confusion.

5 sThev were all ashamed of a *Jor. 2 . 36 .

6 ‘‘The burden of the beasts of 
the south : into the land of trouble 
and anguish, from whence come the 
young and old lion, ‘the viper and 
fieiy flying serpent, they will carry 
their riches upon the shoulders of 
young asses, and their treasures 
upon the bunches of camels, to a 
people that shall not profit them. 

7 ‘‘For the Egyptians shall help in 
vain, and to no purpose : therefore 
have I cried ® concerning this, ‘ Their 
stren^h is to sit still. 

8 IT Now go, "‘write it before them 
ill a table, and note it in a book, 
that it may be for '' the time to come 
for ever and ever ; 

9 That " this is a rebellious people, 
lying children, children that will not 
near the law of the Lord : 

10 "Which say to the seers, See 
not ; and to the prophets. Prophesy 


not unto us right things, ** speak 
unto us smooth things, propliesy 
deceits : 

11 Get you out of the way, tuni 
aside out of the path, cause the 
Holy One of Israel to cease from 
before us. 

12 Wherefore thus saith the Holy 
One of Israel, Because ye despise 
this word, and trust in ^oppression 
and perverseness, and stay thereon : 

13 Therefore this iniquity shall be 
to you ’as a breach ready to fall, 
swelling out in a high wall, whose 
breaking ^cometh suddenly at an 
instant. 

14 And “he shall break it as the 
I breaking of ® the potters’ vessel that 

is broken in pieces ; he shall not 
spare : so that there shall not be 
found in the bursting of it a sherd 
to take fire from the hearth, or to 
take water withal out of the pit. 

15 For thus saith the Lord God, 
the Holy One of Israel ; * In return- 
ing and rest shall ye be saved ; in 
quietness and in confidence shall be 
your strength : "and ye would not. 

16 But ye said. No ; for we will 
flee upon horses ; therefore shall ye 


flee : and. We will ride upon the 
swift ; therefore shall they tnat pur- 
sue you be swift. 

17 * One thousand shall flee at the 
rebuke of one ; at the rebuke of five 
shall ye flee: till ye be left as ®a 
beacon upon the top of a mountain, 
and as an ensign on an hill. 

18 H And therefore will the Lord 
wait, that he may be gracious unto 
you, and therefore wul he be ex- 
alted, that he may have mercy upon 
you : for the Lord is a God of judg- 
incnt : ^ blessed are all they that 
wait for him. 

19 For the people “shall dwell in 
Zion at Jerusalem : thou shalt weep 
no more : he will be very gracious 
unto thee at the voice of thy cry; 
when he shall hear it, he will an- 
swer thee. 

20 And though the Lord give you 
“the bread of adversity, and the 
water of “affliction, yet shall not 
•“thy teachers be removed into a 
corner any more, but thine eyes 
shall see thy teachers : 

21 And thine ears shall hear a 
word behind thee, saying. This is 
the way, walk ye in it, when ,ye 
"turn to the right hand, and when 
ye turn to the left. 

22 ^Ye shall defile also the cover- 
ing of * thy graven images of silver, 
and the ornament of thy molten 
images of gold : thou shalt ® cast 
them away as a menstruous cloth ; 
"thou shalt say unto it. Get thee 
hence. 

23 ^Then shall he give the rain of 
thy seed, that thou shalt sow the 
ground withal ; and bread of the 
increase of the earth, and it shall 
be fat and plenteous : in that day 
shall thy cattle feed in large pas- 
tures. 

24 The oxen likewise and the 
young asses that ear the ground 
shall eat * ^ clean provender, which 
hath Imen winnowed with the shovel 
and with the fan. 

25 And there shall be 'upon every ■ 
high mountain, and upon every i 
* high hill, rivers and streams of 
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waters in the day of the great 
slaughter, when the towers fall. 

26 Moreover ‘‘the light of the moon 
shall be as the light of the sun, and 
the light of the sun shall be seven- 
fold, as the light of seven days, in 
the day that me Lord bindeth up 
the breach of his people, and heal- 
eth the stroke of their wound. 

27 IT Behold, the name of the Lord 
cometh from far, burning with his 
anger, ®and the burden thereof is 
® heavy : his lips are full of indig- 
nation, and his tongue as a devour- 
ing fire : 

28 And ‘his breath, as an over- 
flowing stream, ‘‘shall reach to the 
midst of the neck, to sift the na- 
tions with the sieve of vanity : and 
there shall he ‘ a bridle in the jaws 
of the people, causing them to err. 

29 Ye shall have a song, as in 
the night '^when a holy solemnity 
is kept ; and gladness of heart, as 
when one goeth with a pipe to come 
into “ the mountain of the Lord, to 
the * mighty One of Israel. 

80 "And the Lord shall cause ® his 
glorious voice to be heard, and shall 
shew the lighting down of his arm, 
with the indignation of his anger, 
and mth the flame of a devouring 
fire, with scattering, and tempest, 
p and hailstones. 

81 For “through the voice of the 
Lord shall the Assyrian be beaten 
down, '‘whieh smote with a rod. 

82 And “ in every place where the 

E 'ounded staft* shall pass, which the 
oRD shall ^lay upon him, it shall 
be with tabrets and harps : and in 
battles of ” shaking wiU he fight 
*with it. 

88 ‘ForTophet is ordained ®of old; 
yea, for the king it is prepared ; he 
hath made it deep and large : the 
pile thereof is fire and much wood ; 
the breath of the Lord, like a stream 
of brimstone, doth kindle it. 

CHAPTER XXXI. 

1 The prophet iheweth the ewreed folly in trust- 
ing to Egypt, and forsaking of CM. 6 He 
eadhorMh, to eowoermon. 8 He shewefh the 
fall of Assyria. 


W OE to them ‘that go down 
to Egypt for help ; and stay 
on horses, and trust in chariots, be- 
cause they are many ; and in horse- 
men, because they are very strong ; 
but they look not unto the Holy 
One of Israel, “neither seek the 
Lord I 

2 Yet he also is wise, and will bring 
evil, and ‘‘will not “call back his 
words : but will arise against the 
house of the evildoers, and against 
the help of them that work ini- 
j ^'lity. 

I 8 Now the Egyptians are “men, 
j and not God; and their horses flesh, 
and not spirit. When the Lord 
shall stretch out his hand, both he 
that helpeth shall fall, and he that 
is liolpen shall fall down, and they 
all shall fail together. 

4 For thus hath the Lord spoken 
unto me, ^ Like as the lion and the 
young lion roaring on his prey, 
when a multitude of shepherds is 
called forth against him, he will not 
be afmid of their voice, nor abase 
himself for the ® noise of them : * so 
shall the Lord of hosts come down 
to fight for mount Zion, and for the 
hill thereof. 

5 ‘‘As birds flying, so will the Lord 
of hosts defend J erusalem ; ‘ de- 
fending also he will deliver it; and 
passi^ over he will jireserve it 
6 IT Turn ye unto him from whom 
the children of Israel have ‘‘ deeply 
revolted. 

7 For in that day every man shall 
‘cast away his idols of silver, and 
^his idols of gold, which your own 
hands have made unto you for “ a 
sin. 

8 H Then shall the Assyrian “fall 
with the sword, not of a mighty 
man ; and the sword, not of a mean 
man, shall devour him : but he shall 
flee ®from the sword, and his young 
men shall be ° ' discomfited. 

9 And “*he shall pass over to ®his 
strong hold for fear, and his princes 
shall be afraid of the ensign, saith 
the Lord, whose fire is in Zion, and . 
his fiimace in Jerusalem. 
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CHAPTER XXXII. 

1 The hlcMingfi of Chri8t’$ Jdngdom. 9 Desokt- 
Hmt is foreshemi. 16 RestorcUion is promised 
to sacceed. 

B ehold, *a king shall reign in 
righteousness, and princes shall 
rule in judgment. 

2 And a man shall be as an hiding 
place from the wind, and a covert 
from the tempest ; as rivers of water 
in a dry place, as the shadow of a 
® great rock in a weary land. 

3 And ' the eyes of them that see 
shall not be dim, and the ears of 
them that hear shall hearken. 

4 The heart also of the ‘‘rash 
shall understand knowledge, and 
the tongue of the stammerers shall 
be ready to speak * plainly. 

5 The vile person shall be no more 
called liberal, nor the churl said to 
he bountiful. 

6 For the vile person will speak 
villany, and his heart will work 
iniquity, to practise hypocrisy, and 
to utter error against the Loud, to 
make empty the soul of the hungry, 
and he will cause the drink of the 
thirsty to fail. 

7 The instruments also of the 
churl are evil: he deviseth wicked 
devices to destroy the poor with 
lying words, even ®when the needy 
speaketh right. 

8 But tlie libeml deviseth liberal 
things; and by liberal things shall 
he “stand. 

9 H Rise up, ye women “that are 
at ease ; hear my voice, ye care- 
less daughters ; give ear unto my 
speech. 

10 ^Many days and years shall ye 
be troubled, ye careless women : for 
the vintage shall fail, the gathering 
shall not come. 

11 Tremble, ye women that are at 
ease ; be troubled, ye careless ones : 
strip you, and make you bare, and 
gird sackcloth upon your loins. 

12 They shall lament for the teats, 
for ® the pleasant fiel^, for the fruit- 
ful vine. 

18 *Upon the land of my people 


shall come up thorns and briers; 
®yea, upon all the houses of joy in 
Hhe joyous city : 

14 ‘^Because the palaces shall be 
forsaken ; the multitude of the city 
shall be left ; the “ forts and towers 
shall be for dens for ever, a joy of 
wild asses, a pasture of flocks ; 

15 Until ‘‘the spirit be poured upon 
us from on high, and ‘the wilderness 
be a fruitful field, and the fruitful 
field be counted for a forest. 

16 Then judgment shall dwell in 
the wilderness, and righteousness 
remain in the fruitful field. 

17 *'And the work of righteousness 
shall be peace; and the effect of 
righteousness quietness and assur- 
ance for ever. 

18 And my people shall dwell in 
a peaceable habitation, and in sure 
dwellings, and in quiet resting 
places ; 

19 ‘When it shall hail, coming 
down ” on the forest ; * and the city 
shall be low in a low place. 

20 Blessed are ye that sow beside 
all waters, that send forth thither 
the feet of " the ox and the ass. 

CHAPTER XXXIII. 

1 God’s judgments against the enemies of the 
ehwrch. 13 The privileges of the godly. 

W OE to thee * that spoilest, and 
thou wast not spoiled ; and 
dealest treacherously, and they dealt 
not treacherously with thee I ‘‘ when 
thou shalt cease to spoil, thou shalt 
be spoiled ; and when thou shalt 
make an end to deal treacherously, 
they shall deal treacherously with 
thee. 

2 O Lord, be gracious unto us ; 
® we have waited for thee : be thou 
their arm every morning, our salva- 
tion also in the time of double. 

8 At the noise of the tumult the 
people fled ; at the lifting up of thy- 
self the nations were scattered. 

4 And your spoil shall be gathered 
like the gathering of the caterpiller : 
as the running to and fro of locusts 
shall he run upon them. 

5 “The Lord is exalted; for he 
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dwelleth on high : he hath filled 
Zion with judgment and righteous- 
ness. 

6 And wisdom and knowledge shall 
be the stability of thy times, and 
strength of • salvation : the fear of 
the Lord is his treasure. 

7 Behold, their ® valiant ones shall 
cry without : * the ambassadors of 
peace shall weep bitterly. 

8 ^The highways lie waste, the 
wayfaring man ceaseth : * he hath 
broken the covenant, he hath de- 
spised the cities, he regardeth no 
man. 

9 ‘‘The earth moumeth and lan- 
guisheth : Lebanon is ashamed and 
^hewn down : Sharon is like a wil- 
derness; and Bashan and Carmel 
shake off their fruits. 

10 ‘Now will I rise, saith the Lord; 
now will I be exalted; now will I 
lift up myself. 

11 ‘‘Ye shall conceive chaff, ye shall 
bring forth stubble : your breath, ae 
fire, shall devour you. 

12 And the people shall be as the 

burnings of lime : thorns cut up 

shall they be burned in the fire. 

18 IF Hear, ”ye that are far off, 
what I have done ; and, ye that are 
near, acknowledge my might. 

14 The sinners in Zion are afraid ; 
fearfulness hath surprised the hy- 
pocrites. Who among us shall 
dwell with the devouring fire ? who 
among us shall dwell wuh everlast- 
ing burnings ? 

15 He that "walketh 'righteously, 
and speaketh 'uprightly; he that 
despiseth the gain of '^oppressions, 
that shaketh ms hands from hold- 
ing of bribes, that stoppeth his ears 
from hearing of 'blood, and “shut- 
teth his eyes from seeing evil ; 

16 He shall dwell on * high ; his 
place of defence shall he the muni- 
tions of rocks : bread shall be given 
him ; his waters shall he sure. 

17 Thine eyes shall see the king in 
his beauty: they shall behold *the 
land that is very far off. 

18 Thine heart shall meditate ter- 
ror. ** Where is the scribe ? where 


is the 'receiver? where is he that 
counted the towers ? 

19 ‘‘Thou shalt not see a fierce 
people, 'a people of a deeper speech 
than thou canst perceive ; of a 
' stammering tongue, that thou canst 
not understand. 

20 “Look upon Zion, the city of 
our solemnities: thine eyes shall 
see ‘Jerusalem a quiet habitation, a 
tabernacle that shall not be taken 
down; "not one of “the stakes there- 
of shall ever be removed, neither 
shall any of the cords thereof be 
broken. 

21 But there the glorious Lord 
unll he unto us a place * of broad 
rivei*s and streams; wherein shall 
go no galley with oars, neither shall 
gallant ship pass thereby. 

22 For the Lord is our judge, the 
Lord is our ^ ' lawgiver, * the Lord 
is our king ; he will save us. 

28 ® Thy tacklings are loosed ; they 
could not well strengthen their mast, 
they could not spread the sail : then 
is the prey of a great spoil divided ; 
the lame take the prey. 

24 And tlie inhabitant shall not 
say, I am sick : " the people that 
dwell therein shall he forgiven their 
iniquity. 

CHAPTER XXXIV. 

1 The judgments tcheremith God revengeth his 

church. 11 T)m desolation of httr enemies. 

16 The certainty of the prophecy. 

•/^OME near, ye nations, to hear; 

and hearken, ye people: ‘‘let 
the earth hear, and ^all that is 
therein; the world, and all things 
that come forth of it. 

2 For the indignation of the Lord 
is upon all nations, and his fury 
upon all their armies: he hath ut- 
terly destroyed them, he hath deli- 
vered them to the slaughter. 

8 Their slain also shall be cast out, 
and "their stink shall come up out 
of their carcases, and the mountains 
shall be melted with their blood. 

4 And ^ all the host of heaven shall 
be dissolved, and the heavens shall 
be "rolled together as a scroll : ^and 
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all their host shall fall down, as the 
leaf falleth off from the vine, and as 
a « falling from the fig tree. 

5 For ’“my sword shall be bathed 
in heaven : behold, it ’ shall come 
down upon Idumea, and upon the 
people of my curse, to judgment. 

6 The sword of the Lord is filled 
with blood, it is made fat with fat- 
ness, and with the blood of lambs 
and goats, with the fat of the kid- 
neys of rams : for the Lord hath 
a sacrifice in Bozrah, and a great 
slaughter in the land of Idumea.

8 For it is the day of the Lord’s

9 “And the streams thereof shall 
be turned into pitch, and the dust 
thereof into brimstone, and the land 
thereof shall become burning pitch. 

10 It shall not be quenched night 
nor daj^; “the smoke thereof shall 
go up for ever : " from generation to 
generation it shall lie waste ; none 
shall pass through it for ever and 
ever.

9 IT *0 Zion, that bringest good 
tidings, get thee up into the high 
mountain ; *0 Jerusalem, that bring- 
est good tidings, lift up thy voice' 
with strength ; lift it up, be not 
afraid ; say unto the cities of Judah, 
Behold your God 1 

10 Behold, the Lord God will come 
‘with strong hand, and ‘his arm 
shall rule for him : behold, ^ his 
reward is with him, and “his work 
before him. 

11 He shall ‘feed his flock like a 
shepherd : he shall gather the lambs 
with his arm, and carry them in his 
bosom, and shall gently lead those 
“ that are with young. 

12 IT "‘Who hath measured the wa- 
ters in the hollow of his hand, and 
meted out heaven with the span, 
and comprehended the dust of the 
earth in ^a measure, and weighed 
the mountains in scales, and the 
hills in a balance ? 

13 "Who hath directed tlie Spirit 
of the Lord, or heing *his counsel- 
lor hath taught him ? 

14 With whom took he counsel, 
and who “instructed him, and taught 
him in the path of judgment, and 
taught him knowledge, and shew- 
ed to him the way of “ understand- 
ing? 

15 Behold, the nations are as a 
drop of a bucket, and are counted 
as the small dust of the balance : 
behold, he taketh up the isles as a 
very little thing. 

16 And Lebanon is not sufiicient 
to burn, nor the beasts thereof suf- 
ficient for a burnt offering. 

17 All nations before him are as 
" nothing ; and they are counted 
to him less than nothing, and va- 
nity. 

18 IT To whom then will ye ’liken 
God ? or what likeness will ye com- 
pare unto him ? 

19 ’"The workman melteth a graven 
image, and the goldsmith spreadeth 
it over with gold, and casteth silver 
chains. 

20 He that ^is so impoverished that 
he hath no oblation chooseth a tree 


that will not rot; he seeketh uhto 
him a cunning workman “to pre- 

E are a graven image, that shall not 
e moved. 

21 * Have ye not known ? have ye 
not heard ? hath it not been told 
you from the beginning? have ye 
not understood from the founda- 
tions of the earth ? 

22 ^It is he that sitteth upon the 
circle of the earth, and the inha- 
bitants thereof are as grasshoppers ; 
that " strctcheth out the heavens as 
a curtain, and spreadeth them out 
as a tent to dwell in : 

23 That bringeth the “princes to 
nothing; he niaketh the judges of 
the earth as vanity. 

24 Yea, they shall not be planted ; 
yea, they shall not be sown : yea, 
their stock shall not take root in 
the cai*th : and he shall also blow 
upon them, and they shall wither, 
and the whirlwind shall take them 
away as stubble. 

25 ^ To whom then will ye liken 
me, or shall I be equal? saith the 
Holy One. 

26 Lift up your eyes on high, 
and behold who hath created these 
things, that bringeth out their host 
by number: “he calleth them all by 
names by the greatness of his might, 
for that he is strong in power ; not 
one faileth. 

27 Why sayest thou, O Jacob, and 
speakest, O Israel, My way is hid 
from the Lord, and my judgment 
is passed over from my God ? 

28 H Hast thou not known ? hast 
thou not heard, that the everlasting 
God, the Lord, the Creator of the 
ends of the earth, fainteth not, nei- 
ther is weary? 'there is no search- 
ing of his understanding. 

29 He giveth power to the faint; 
and to them that have no might he 
increaseth strength. 

80 Even the youths shall faint and 
be weary, and the young men shall 
utterly fall ; 

81 But they that wait upon the 
Lord ‘‘shall “renew their strength;

mercies to the churchy 10 about his promiseSy 

21 mud about the vanity of idols, 

“T^EEP silence before me, O 

JtV islands ; and let the iieople 
renew tlmr strength : let them 
come near ; then let them speak : 
let us come near together to judg- 
ment. 

2 Who raised up *the righteous 
man •’from the cast, called him to 
his foot, “gave the nations before 
him, and made him rule over kings ? 
he gave them as the dust to his 
sword, and as driven stubble to 
his bow. 

8 He pursued them, and passed 
^ safely ; even by the way that he 
had not gone with his feet. 

4 ’•Who hath wrought and done 
it, calling the generations from the 
beginning? I the Lord, the “first, 
and with the last ; I am he. 

5 The isles saw it, and feared ; the 
ends of the earth were afraid, drew 
near, and came. 

6 •They helped every one his 
neighbour; and every one said to 
his brother, ^Be of good courage. 

7 ®So the carpenter encouraged the 
® goldsmith, and he that smootheth 
with the hammer •'him that smote 
the anvil, ^saying, It is ready for 
the sodering: and he fastened it 
with nails, ^'that it should not be 
moved. 

, 8 But thou, Israel, art my servant, 
Jacob whom I have ’chosen, the 
seed of Abraham my ^ friend. 

9 Thou whom I have taken from 
the ends of the earth, and called 
thee from the chief men thereof, 
and said unto thee, Thou art my 
servant; I have chosen thee, and 
not cast thee away. 

10 H ‘Fear thou not; “for I am 
with thee : be not dismayed ; for 
I am thy God : I will stren^hen 
thee ; yea, I will help thee ; yea, 


I will uphold thee with the right 
hand of my righteousness. 

11 Behold, all they that were in- 
censed against thee shall be "a- 
shamed and confounded : they shall 
be as nothing ; and “ they that strive 
with thee shall perish. 

12 Thou shalt seek them, and shalt 
not find them, even ^ them that con- 
tended with thee : * they that war 
against tliee shall be as nothing, 
and as a thing of nought 

13 For I the Lord thy God will 
hold tliy right hand, saying unto 
thee, " Fear not ; I will help thee. 

14 Fear not, thou worm Jacob, and 
ye men of Israel ; I will help thee, 
saith the Lord, and thy redeemer, 
the Holy One of Israel. 

15 Behold, Pl will make thee a 
new sharp threshing instrument 
having “ teeth : thou shalt thresh 
the mountains, and beat them small, 
and slialt make the hills as chaff. 

16 Thou shalt '>fan them, and the 
wind shall carry them away, and 
the whirlwind shall scatter them: 
and thou shalt rejoice in the Lord, 
and ''shalt glory in the Holy One 
of Israel. 

17 When the poor and needy seek 
water, and there is none, and their 
tongue faileth for thirst, I the Lord 
will hear them, I the God of Ismel 
will not forsake them. 

18 I will open “ rivei*s in high 
places, and fountains in the midst 
of the valleys : I will make the ‘wil- 
derness a pool of water, and the 
dry land springs of water. 

19 I will plant in the wilderness 
the cedar, tiie shittah tree, and the 
myrtle, and the oil tree; I will set 
in the desert the fir tree, and the 
pine, and the box tree together : 

20 "That they may see, and know, 
and consider, and understand to- 
gether, that the hand of the Lord 
hath done this, and the Holy One 
of Israel hath created it. 

21 '^Produce your cause, saith the 
Lord ; bring forth your strong rea- 
sons, saith the King of Jacob. 

22 *Let them hrivrg them forth, and 
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shew us what shall happen : let 
them shew the former things, what 
they be, that wc may ® consider 
them, and know the latter end of 
them; or declare us things for to 
come. 

23 ^Shew the things that are to 
come hereafter, that we may know 
that ye are gods : yea, * do good, or 
do evil, that we may be dismayed, 
and behold it together. 

24 Behold, “ye are ® of nothing, and 
your work * of nought : an abomina- 
tion is he that chooseth you. 

2.'> I have niised up one from the 
north, and he shall come : from the 
rising of the sun shall he call upon 
my name : ' and he shall come upon 
princes as upon morter, and as the 
potter treadeth clay. 

26 ^Wlio hath declared from the 
beginning, that we may know ? and 
beforetime, that we may say. He is 
righteous? yea, there is none that 
sheweth, yea, there is none that 
declareth, yea, there is none that 
heareth your words. 

27 'The first ^ shall say to Zion, 
Behold, behold them : and I will 
give to Jerusalem one that bringeth 
good tidings. 

28 6 For I beheld, and there was no 
man ; even among them, and there 
was no counsellor, that, when I 
asked of them, could ® answer a 
word. 

29 '‘Behold, they are all vanity; 
their works are nothing : their 
molten images are wind and con- 
fusion. 

CHAPTER XLII.

A n exhortation to praise God for his gospel. 

17 He repi'oveth the people of incredulity. 

B ehold “my servant, whom I 
uphold; mine elect, in whom 
my soul ‘‘ delighteth ; *1 have put 
my spirit upon him : he shall bnng 
forth judgment to the Gentiles. 

2 He shall not cry, nor lift up, nor 
cause his voice to be heard m tibe 
street. 


8 A bruised reed shall he not 
break, and the “smoking flax shall 
he not ®(|uench : he shall bring forth 
judgment unto truth. 

4 He shall not fail nor be * discou- 
raged, till he have set judgment 
in the earth : ^ and the isles shall 
wait for his law. 

5 H Thus saith God the Lord, 
“he that created the heavens,, and 
stretched them out ; ^he that spread 
forth the earth, and that which 
cometh out of it ; » he that giveth 
breath unto the people upon it, and 
spirit to them that walk therein : 

6 '* 1 the Lord have called thee in 
righteousness, and will hold thine 
hand, and will keep thee, ' and give 
thee for a covenant of the people, 
for ‘‘a light of the Gentiles ; 

7 'To open the blind eyes, to 
“bring out the prisoners from the 
prison, a?flfe|bem that sit in “dark- 
ness out ooR prison house. 

8 I the Lord : that is my 
namdp and my “glory will I not 
give fo another, neither my praise 
to gmven images. 

9 ^hold, the former things are 
come to pass, and new things do I 
declare : before they spring forth I 
tell you of them. 

10 •’Sing unto the Lord a new 
song, and his praise from the end 
of the earth, ‘‘ye that go down to 
the sea, and "all that is therein ; the 
isles, and the inhabitants thereof 

11 Let the wilderness and the 
cities thereof lift up their voice, the 
villages that Kedar doth inhabit : 
let the inhabitants of the rock sing, 
let them shout from the top of the^ 
mountains. 

12 Let them give glory unto the 
Lord, and declare his praise in the 
islands. 

13 The Lord shall go forth as a 
mighty man, he shall stir up jealousy 
like a man of war: he shall cry, 
"yea, roar; he shall “prevail against 
his enemies. 

14 I have long time holden my 
peace ; I have been still, and re- 
frained myself: rntw will I cry like 
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The people reproved. 
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a trayailing woman ; 1 will destroy 
and * devour at once. 

15 I will make waste mountains 
and hiUs, and dry ii[j all their 
herbs ; and I will make the rivers 
islands, and I will dry up the 
pools. 

16 And I will brinjj the blind by 
a way that they kiiev' not; I will 
lead them in paths that they have 
not known: I will make darkness 
light before them, and crooked 
things ® straight. These things will 
I do unto them, and not forsake 
them. 

17 II They shall be 'turned back, 
they shall be greatly ashamed, that 
trust in graven images, that say to 
the molten images, Ye are our gods. 

18 Hear, ye deaf; and look, ye 
blind, that ye may see. 

19 ‘Who ie blind, but my servant ? 

or deaf, as my mes|MH||i’ that 1 
sent? who is blind that is 
perfect, and blind as the Lord’s 
servant ? k % 

20 Seeing many things, "but thou 
observest not ; opening the ears, but 
he heareth not. 

21 The Lord is well pleased for 
his righteousness’ sake ; he will 
magnify the law, and make *it ho- 
nourable. 

22 But this is a people robbed and 
spoiled ; ® they are all of them snared 
in holes, and they are hid in prison 
houses: they are for a prey, and 
none delivereth; for *a spoil, and 
none saith. Restore. 

28 Who among you will give ear 
to this ? who will hearken and hear 
’’ for the time to come ? 

24 Who gave Jacob for a spoil, 
and Israel to the robbers ? did not 
the Lord, he against whom we 
have sinned? for they would not 
walk in his ways, neither were 
they obedient unto his law. 

25 Therefore he hath poured upon 
him the fuiy of his anger, and the 
sfyength of battle : * ana it hath set 
him on fire round about, ^^yet he 
knew not; and it burned him, yet 
I he laid it not to heart. 


CHAPTER XLIII. 

1 Hie Lord eondorleth the church unth his pro- 
mises. 8 He appealeth to the people for wit- 
ness of his omaiipoteney. 14 He foreteUeth 
tJiem the destruction of Babylon, 18 and his 
loondetful ddiveranee of Ids people. 22 He 
rquroveth the people as inexcusable. 

B ut now thus saith the Lord 
"that created thee, O Jacob, 
and he that formed thee, O Israel, 
Fear not: "for I have redeemed 
thee, ‘‘I have called thee by thy 
name ; thou art mine. 

2 ® When thou passest through the 
waters, ^I toill he with thee; and 
through the rivers, they shall not 
overflow thee : when thou * walkest 
through the fire, thou shalt not be 
burned ; neither shall the flame 
kindle upon thee. 

8 For I am the Lord thy God, the 
Holy One of Israel, thy Saviour : I 
gave Egypt for thy ransom, Ethiopia 
and Seba for thee. 

4 Since thou wast precious in my 
sight, thou hast been honourable, 
and I have loved thee : therefore 
will I give men for thee, and people 
for thy ® life. 

5 ' Fear not : for I am with thee : 
I will bring thy seed from the east, 
and gather thee from the west ; 

6 I will say to the north. Give up ; 
and to the south. Keep not back: 
bring my sons from far, and my 
daughters from the ends of the 
earth ; 

7 £^ven every one that is ’‘called by 
my name : for ’ I have created him 
for my glory, I have formed him ; 
yea, I have made him. 

8 H " Bring forth the blind people 
that have eyes, and the deaf that 
have ears. 

9 Let all the nations be gather- 
ed together, and let the people be 
assembled: vho among them can 
declare tlii.s, and shew us former 
things ? lei ihem bring forth their 
witnesses, tJiat they may be justi- 
fied : or 111 them hear, and say. It 
is truth. 

10 Ye are my witnesses, saith the 
liORD, and my servant whom I 
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6 Thus saith the Lord the King of 
Israel, ® and his redeemer the Lord 
of hosts ; am the first, and I am 
the last ; and beside me there is no 
God. 

7 And *who, as I, shall call, and 
shall declare it, and set it in order 
for me, since I appointed the ancient 
people? and the things that are 
coming, and shall come, let them 
shew unto them. 

8 Fear ye not, neither be afraid : 
’’have not I told thee from that 
time, and have declared it ? ‘ yfe are 
even my witnesses. Is there a God 
beside me ? yea, ^ there is no ® God ; 
I know not any. 

9 H ' They that make a graven image 
are all of them vanity; and their 
® delectable things shall not profit; 
and they are their own witnesses ; 
“ they see not, nor know ; that they 
may be ashamed. 

10 Who hath formed a god, or 
molten a graven image “ tIuU is pro- 
fitable for nothing ? 

11 Behold, all his fellows shall be 
® ashamed : and the workmen, they 
are of men : let them all be gather- 
ed together, let them stand up ; yet 
they shall fear, and they shall be 
ashamed together. 

12 ' The smith ^with the tongs 
both worketh in the coals, and 
fashioneth it with hammers, and 
worketh it with the strength of his 
arms: yea, he is hungry, and his 
strength faileth: he drinketh no 
water, and is faint. 

18 The carpenter stretcheth out his 
rule ; he marketh it out with a line ; 
he fitteth it with planes, and he 
marketh it out with the compass, 
and maketh it after the figure of 
a man, according to the beauty of 
a man ; that it may remain in the 
house. 

14 He heweth him down cedars, 
and taketh the cypress and the oak, 
which he ® stren^heneth for him- 
self among the trees of the forest : 
he planteth an ash, and the rain 
doth nourish it. 

15 Then shall it be for a man to 


bum : for he will take thereof, and 
warm himself; yea, he kindleth it, 
and baketh bread ; yea, he maketh 
a god, and worshippeth it ; he mak- 
eth it a graven image, and faileth 
down thereto. 

16 He burneth part thereof in the 
fire; with part thereof he eateth 
flesh; he roasteth roast, and is sa- 
tisfied: yea, he warmeth himself, 
and saith, Aha, I am warm, I have 
seen the fire : 

17 And the residue thereof he 
maketh a god, even his ^aven 
image : he faileth down unto it, and 
worshippeth it, and prayeth unto 
it, and saith. Deliver me; for thou 
art my god. 

18 ** They have not known nor un- 
derstood : for he hath ® shut their 
eyes, that they cannot see ; and 
tiieir hearts, that tliey cannot un- 
derstand. 

19 And none ® “ considereth in his 
heart, neitlier is there knowledge 
nor understanding to say, I have 
burned part of it in the fire ; yea, 
also I have baked bread upon the 
coals thereof; I have roasted flesh, 
and eaten it : and shall I make the 
residue thereof an abomination ? 
shall I fall down to ^the stock of 
a tree ? 

20 He feedeth on ashes : * a de- 
ceived heart hath turned him aside, 
that he cannot deliver his soul, nor 
say, Is there not a lie in my right 
hand ? 

21 H Remember these, O Jacob and 
Israel ; for " thou art my servant : I 
have formed thee; thou art my' 
servant: O Israel, thou shalt not 
be forgotten of me. 

22 * I have blotted out, as a thick 
cloud, thy transgressions, and, as a 
cloud, thy sins: return unto me; 
for y I have redeemed thee. 

28 “Sing, 0 ye heavens; for the 
Lord hath done it : shout, ye lower 
parts of the earth : break forth into 
singing, ye mountains, 0 forest, and 
every tree therein: for the Lord 
hath redeemed Jacob, and glorified 
himself in Israel. 
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24 Thus saith the Lord, *thy re- 
deemer, and '’he that formed thee 
from the womb, I am the Lord that 
maketh all things ; " that stretcheth 
forth the heaven.s alone ; that spread- 
eth abroad the eartli by myself ; 

25 That friistrateth the tokens * of 
the liars, and maketh diviners mad ; 
that turneth wise men backward, 
'and maketh their knowledge fool- 
ish; 

26 *That confirmeth the word of 
his servant, and performeth the 
counsel of his messengers ; that saith 
to Jerusalem, Thou shalt be inha- 
bited ; and to the cities of Judah, 
Ye shall be built, and I will raise 
up the “decayed places thereof: 

27 '' That saith to the deep. Be dry, 
and I will dry up thy rivers : 

28 That saith of Cyrus, He is my 
shepherd, and shall perform all my 

{ ileasure : even saying to Jerusa- 
em, 'Thou shalt be built; and to 
the temple. Thy foundation shall be 
laid. 

CHAPTER XLV.

T hus saith the Lord to his an- 
ointed, to Cyrus, whose “right 
hand I ®have holden, *’to subdue 
nations before him ; and I will loose 
the loins of kings, to open before 
him the two leaved gates ; and the 
gates shall not be shut ;

4 For 'Jacob my servant’s sake, 
and Israel mine elect, I have even 
called thee by thy name : I have 
sumamed thee, though thou hast 
'‘not known me. i 


5 IT I ‘am the Lord, and ^ there is 
none else, there is no God beside 
me: 'I drded thee, though thou 
hast not known me : 

6 ” That they may know from the 
rising of the sun, and from the west, 
that there is none beside me. I am 
the Lord, and there is none else. 

7 1 form the light, and create dark- 
ness: I make peace, and “create 
evil : I the Lord do all these things. 

8 "Drop down, ye heavens, from 
above, and let the skies pour down 
rigl Jeousness : let the earth open, 
and let them bring forth salvation, 
and let righteousness spring up to- 
gether ; I the Lord have created it. 

9 Woe unto him that striveth with 
his Maker ! Let the potsherd strive 

with the potsherds of the earth. 
'’Shall the clay say to him that 
fashioiieth it, A^at makest thou ? 
or thy work. He hath no hands ? 

10 Woe unto him that saith unto 
his father. What begettest thou ? 
or to the woman. What hast thou 
brought forth ? 

11 Thus saith the Lord, the Holy 
One of Israel, and his Maker, Ask 
me of things to come concerning 

my sons, and concerning ’ the work 
of my hands command ye me. 

12 *I have made the earth, and 
"created man upon it: I, even my 
hands, have stretched out the hea- 
vens, and ’‘all their host have I 
commanded. 

13 y I have raised him up in right- 
eousness, and I will “direct all his 
ways: he shall “build my city, and 
he shall let go my captives, “not for 

E rice nor reward, saith the Lord of 
osts. 

14 Thus saith the Lord, The la- 
bour of Egypt, and merchandise of 
Ethiopia ana of the Sabeans, men 
of stature, shall come over unto 
thee, and they shall be thine : they 
shall come after thee; "in chains 
they shall come over, and they shall 
fall down unto thee, they shall 
make supplication unto thee, fay-

“who hath declared this from an- 
cient time? who hath told it from 
that time ? have not I the Lord ? 
Pand there is no God else beside 

! me ; a just God and a Saviour ; there 
is none beside me. 

22 ‘‘Look unto me, and be ye saved, 
all the ends of the earth : for I am 
God, and there is none else. 

28 ‘I have sworn by myself, the 
word is gone out of ray mouth in 
righteousness, and shall not return. 
That unto me every "knee shall 
bow, * every tongue shall swear. 

24 * Surely, shall one say, in the 
Lord have I "“righteousness and 
strength: even to him shall men 
come; and “all that are incensed 
against him shall be ashamed. 

25 ’'In the Lord shall all the seed 
of Israel be justified, and 'shall 
glory. 


CHAPTER XLVI.

2 Thc}^ stoop, they bow down to- 
gether; they could not deliver the 
burden, “but ® themselves are gone 
into captivity. 

3 H Hearken unto me, O house of 
Jacob, and all the remnant of the 
house of Israel, ^ which are borne 
by me from the belly, which are 
carried from the womb : 

4 And eium to your old age “ I am 
he; and et^en to hoar hairs ^will I 
carry you: I have made, and I will 
bear; even I will carry, and will 
deliver w>7/. 

5 IT “To whom will ye liken me, 
and make me equal, and compare 
me, that we may oe like ? 

6 '* They lavish gold out of the bag, 
and weigh silver in the balance, and 
hire a goldsmith ; and he maketh 
it a god : they fall down, yea, they 
worship. 

7 ‘They bear him upon the shoul- 
der, they carry him, and set him in 
his place, and he standeth ; from 
his place shall he not remove : yea, 
'^o'ne shall cry unto him, yet can he 
not answer, nor save him out of his 
trouble. 

8 Remember this, and shew your- 
selves men : ‘ bring it again to mind, 
O ye transgressors. 

9 ■" Remember the former things of 
old: for I am God, and ^ there is 
none else ; I am God, and there is 
none like me, 

10 “Declaring the end from the 
beginning, and from ancient times 
the things that are not yet done, 
saying, ^My counsel shall stand, 
and I will do all my pleasure : 

11 Calling a ravenous bird ’from 
the east, “the man ‘‘that executeth 
my counsel from a far country : yea.

2 'Take the millstones, and grind 
meal : uncover thy locks, make bare 
the leg, uncover the thigh, pass 
over the rivers. 

8 ‘‘Thy nakedness shall be un- 
covered, yea, thy shame shall be 
seen : ° I will take vengeance, and 
I will not meet thee as a man. 

4 As for ’ our redeemer, the Lord 
of hosts is his name, the Holy One 
of Israel. 

5 Sit thou •'silent, and get thee 
into darkness, O daughter of the 
Chaldeans : *' for thou shalt no more 
be called. The lady of kingdoms. 

6 II *1 was wroth with my people, 
‘‘I have polluted mine inheritance, 
and given them into thine hand : 
thou didst shew them no mercy ; 
’upon the ancient hast thou very 
heavily laid thy yoke. 

7 H And thou saidst, I shall be ” a 
lady for ever : so that thou didst not 
" lay these things to thy heart, ^ nei- 
ther didst remember the latter end 
of it. 

8 Therefore hear now this, thou that 
art mven to pleasures, that dwellest 
I car^essly, that sayest in thine heart, 
I am, and none else beside me ; ’ I 
shall not sit as a widow, neither 
shall I know the loss of children : 


9 But 'these two things shall come 
to thee *in a moment in one day, 
the loss of children, and widow- 
hood: they shall come upon thee 
in their perfection *for the multi- 
tude of thy sorceries, and for the 
great abundance of tliine enchant- 
ments. 

10 H For thou "hast trusted in 
thy wickedness: *thou hast said. 
None seeth me. Thy wisdom and 
thy knowledge, it hath “perverted 
thee ; ^ and mou hast said in thine 
heart, I am, and none else beside 
me. 

11 H Tlierefore shall evil come 
upon thee; thou shalt not know 
•'from whence it riseth: and mis- 
chief shall fall upon thee; thou 
shalt not be able to *put it off: 
and ‘desolation shall come upon 
thee suddenly, which thou shalt 
not know. 

12 Stand now with thine enchant- 
ments, and with the multitude of 
thy sorceries, wherein thou hast 
laboured from thy youth; if so be 
thou shalt be able to profit, if so 
be thou mayest prevail. 

13 “Thou art wearied in the multi- 
tude of thy counsels. Let now ’’ the 
® astrologers, the stargazers, ® the 
monthly prognosticators, stand up, 
and save thee from these things that 
shall come upon thee. 

14 B(‘hold, they shall be ®as stub- 
ble ; the fire shall bum them ; they 
shall not deliver Hhemselves from 
the power of the flame : there shall 
not oc a coal to warm at, nor fire to 
sit before it. 

15 Thus shall they be unto thee 
with whom thou hast laboured, even 
‘‘thy merchants, from thy youth: 
they shall wander every one to his 
quarter ; none shall save thee.

H ear ye this, O house of Jacob, 
which are called by the name 
of Israel, and * are come forth out of 
the waters of Judah, ‘’which swear 
by the name of the Lord, and make 
mention of the God of Israel, ""hut 
not in truth, nor in righteousness. 

2 For they call themselves ^ of the 
holy city, and ® stay themselves upon 
the God of Israel; The Lord of 
hosts is his name. 

8 I have declared the former 
things from the beginning ; and 
they went forth out of my mouth, 
and I shewed them; I did them 
suddenly, « and they came to pass. 

4 Because I knew that thou art 
® obstinate, and thy neck is an iron 
sinew, and thy brow brass ; 

5 ‘I have even from the beginning 
declared it to thee ; before it came 
to pass I shewed it thee : lest thou 
shouldest say. Mine idol hath done 
them, and my graven image, and 
my molten image, hath commanded 
them. 

6 Thou hast heard, see all this; 
and will not ye declare it ? I have 
shewed thee new things from this 
time, even hidden things, and thou 
didst not know them. 

7 They are created now, and not 
from the beginning ; even before the 
day when thou heardest them not ; 
lest thou shouldest say. Behold, I 
knew them. 

8 Yea, thou heardest not; yea, 
thou knewest not; yea, from that 
time that thine ear was not opened : 
for I knew that thou wouldest deal 
very treacherously, and wast called 
^ a transgressor from the womb. 

9 IF ‘ For my name’s sake “ will I 
defer mine anger, and for my praise 
will I refrain for thee, that I cut 
thee not off. 

10 Behold, “I have refined thee, 
but not ®with silver; I have chosen 
thee in the furnace of affliction. 

11 "For mine own sake, even for 
mine own sake, will I do it: for 
p how should my name be polluted ? 
and ’ I will not give my ^ory unto 
another. 


12 If Hearken unto me, O Jacob 
and Israel, my called ; *■ I am he ; I 
am the “ first, I also am the last. 

13 ‘Mine hand also hath laid the 
foundation of the earth, and ®my 
right hand hath spanned the hea- 
vens : when " I call unto them, they 
stand up together. 

14 *A11 ye, assemble youraelves, 
and hear ; which among them hath 
declared these things? ^The Lord 
hath loved him : *he will do his 
pleasure on Babylon, and his arm 
shall he on the Chaldeans. 

1.5 I, even I, have spoken ; yea, • I 
have called him : I have brought 
him, and he shall make bis way 
prosperous. 

16 IF Come ye near unto me, hear 
ye this; ‘’I have not spoken in 
secret from the beginning; from 
the time that it was, there am I : 
and now Hhe Lord God, and his 
Spirit, hath sent me. 

17 Thus saith ** the Lord, thy Re- 
deemer, the Holy One of Israel ; I 
am the Lord thy God which teach- 
eth thee to profit, ® which leadeth 
thee by the way that thou should- 
est go. 

18 that thou hadst hearkened 
to my commandments I « then had 
thy peace been as a river, and thy 
righteousness as the waves of the 
sea : 

19 ''Thy seed also had been as 
the sand, and the offspring of thy 
bowels like the gravel thereof; his 
name should not have been cut off 
nor destroyed from before me. 

20 IF ' Go ye forth of Babylon, flee 
ye from the Chaldeans, with a voice 
of singing declare ye, tell this, utter 
it even to the end of the earth ; say 
ye. The Lord hath ‘‘redeemed his 
servant Jacob. 

21 And they ‘ thirsted not when he 
led them through the deserts: he 
“caused the waters to flow out of 
the rock for them : he clave the 
rock also, and the waters gushed 
out.

11 And “of whom hast thou been 


afraid or feared, that thou hast lied, 
and hast not remembered me, nor 
laid it to thy heart ? “ have not 1 1 
held my peace even of old, and 
thou fearest me not? 

12 I will declare thy righteousness, 
and thy works ; for they shall not 
profit thee. 

13 H When thou criest, let thy com- 
panies deliver thee; but the wind 
shall carry them all away ; vanity 
shall take them : but he that putteth 
his trust in me shall possess the land, 
and shall inherit my holy mountain ; 

14 And shall say, *’ Cast ye up, cast 
ye up, prepare the way, take up 
the stumblingblock out of the way 
of my people. 

15 For thus saith the high and 
lofty One that inhabiteth eternity, 
’’whose name is Holy; '’I dwell in 
the high and holy place, ■■ with him 
also that is of a contrite and hum- 
ble spirit, “ to revive the spirit of the 
humlDle, and to revive the heart of 
the contrite ones. 

16 ’For I will not contend for ever, 
neither will I be always wroth : for 
the spirit should fail before me, and 
the souls " which I have made. 

17 For the iniquity of *his covetr 
ousness was I wroth, and smote 
him : ^ I hid me, and was wroth, 
*and he went on “frowardly in the 
way of his heart. 

18 I have seen his ways, and ‘will 
heal him : I will lead him also, and 
restore comforts unto him and to 
*’ his mourners. 

19 I create ® the fruit of the lips ; 
Peace, peace ^ to him that is far off, 
and to him that is near, saith the 
Lord ; and I will heal him. 

20 "But the wicked are like the 
troubled sea, when it cannot rest, 
whose waters cast up mire and dirt. 

21 ^ There is no peace, saith my 
God, to the wicked.

they ask of me the ordinances of 
justice ; they take delight in ap- 
proaching to God. 

8 II * Wherefore have we fasted, say 
they, and thou seest not ? wherefore 
have we ’’afflicted our soul, and 
thou takest no knowledge? Be- 
hold, in the day of your fast ye 
find pleasure, and exact all your 
“ * labours. 

4 “Behold, ye fast for strife and 
debate, and to smite with the fist of 
wickedness : ® ye shall not fast as ye 
do this day, to make your voice to 
be heard on high. 

5 Is it ‘’such a fast that I have 
chosen ? ® ® a day for a man to afflict 
his soul ? is it to bow down his head 
as a bulrush, and ^to spread sack- 
cloth and ashes under him? wilt 
thou call this a fast, and an ac- 
ceptable day to the Lord ? 

6 Is not this the fast tliat I have 
chosen ? to loose the bands of wick- 
edness, *to undo ^the heavy bur- 
dens, and ‘‘to let the ® oppressed 
go free, and that ye break every 
yoke ?

11 And the Lord shall ^ide thee 
continually, and satisfy thy soul in 
® drought, and make fat thy bones :

8 For ’’your hands are defiled with 
blood, and your fingers with ini- 
; your lips have spoken lies, 
your tongue nath muttered per- 
versem ss. 

4 Noru' ( alleth for justice, nor any 
pleadeUi iov truth : they trast in 
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vanity, and speak lies; “they con- 
ceive mischief, and bring forth ini- 
quity. 

5 They hatch * cockatrice’ eggs, 
and weave the spider’s web : he 
that eateth of their eggs dieth, and 
“ that which is crushed breaketh out 
into a viper. 

6 •'Their webs shall not become 
garments, neither shall they cover 
themselves witli their works : their 
works are works of iniquity, and 
the act of violence is in their 
hands. 

7 ® Their feet run to evil, and they 
make haste to shed innocent blood : 
their thoughts are thoughts of ini- 
quity ; wasting and * destruction are 
in their paths. 

8 The way of peace they know not ; 
and there is no ^judgment in their 
goings : Hhey have made them 
crooked paths : whosoever goeth 
therein shall not know peace. 

9 IF Therefore is judgment far from 
us, neither doth justice overtake us : 
«we wait for light, but behold ob- 
scurity ; for brightness, biU we walk 
in darkness. 

10 '“We grope for the wall like the 
blind, and we grope as if we had 
no eyes : we stumble at noon day 
as in the night ; we are in desolate 
places as dead men.

14 And jud^ent is turned away 
backward, and justice standeth afar I 
off* : for truth is fallen in the street, 
and equity cannot enter. 

15 Yea, truth faileth ; and he that 


departeth from evil "maketh him- 
self a prey : and the Lord saw it, 
and "it displeased him that there 
was no judgment. 

16 IF 'And he saw that there was 
no man, and “wondered that there 
was no intercessor : “ therefore his 
arm brought salvation unto him ; 
and his righteousness, it sustained 
him. 

17 " For he put on righteousness as 
a breastplate, and an helmet of sal- 
vation upon his head ; and he put 
on the garments of vengeance for 
clothing, and was clad with zeal as 
a cloke.

10 "I will greatlv rejoice in the 
Lord, my soul shall be joyful in my 
God ; for he hath clothed me with 
the garments of salvation, he hath 
covered me with the robe of right- 
eousness, ^as a bridegroom *deck- 
eth himself with ornaments, and as 
a bride adorneth herself with her 
jewels. 

11 For as the earth bringeth forth 
her bud, and as the garden causeth 
the things that are sown in it to 
spring forth ; so the Lord God will 
cause "righteousness and "praise to 
spring forth before all the nations.

18 ^The people of thy holiness have 
possessed it but a little while : ® our 
adversaries have trodden down thy 
sanctuary. 

19 We are thine: thou never bar- 
est rule over them ; * they were not 
called by thy name.

4 Then the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying,

belly I knew thee ; and before thou 
earnest forth out of the womb I

thee a prophet unto the nations. 

6 Then said I, ‘Ah, Lord God! 
behold, I cannot speak: for I am 
a child. 

7 IF But the Lord said unto me. 
Say not, I am a child: for thou 
shalt go to all that I shall send 
Ahee, and •‘whatsoever I command 
thee thou shalt speak. 

8 • Be not afraid of their faces : for 
“I am with thee to deliver thee, 
saith the Lord. 

9 Then the Lord put forth his 
hand, and " touched my mouth.

hold, I have "put my words in thy 
mouth. 

10 pSee, I have this day set thee 
over the nations and over the king- 
doms, to iroot out, and to pull down, 
and to destroy, and to throw down, 
to build, and to plant.

I see a rod of an almond tree.

^ a seething pot ; and the face there- 
of 18 “ toward the north. 

14 Tlien the Lord said unto me.

4 Hear ye the word of the Lord, 
O house of Jacob, and all the fami- 
lies of the house of Israel : 

5 U Thus saith the Lord, ^What 
iniquity have your fathers found in 
me, that they are gone far from me, 
‘'and have walked after vanity, and 
are become vain ? 

6 Neither said they. Where is the 
Lord that ** brought us up out of the 
land of Egypt, that led us through 
‘the wilderness, through a land of 
deserts and of pits, through a land 
of drought, ana of the ^adow of 
death, through a land that no man 
passed through, and where no man 
dwelt? 

7 And I brought you into * a plen- 
tiful country, to eat the fruit thereof 
and the goodness thereof; but when 
ye entered, ye ‘ defiled my land, and 
made mine heritage an abomination.

36 “Why gaddest thou about so 
much to change thy way? "thou 
also shalt be ashamed of Egypt, as 
thou wast ashamed of Assyria. 

37 Yea, thou shalt go forth from 
him, and p thine hands upon thine 
head : for the Lord hath rejected 
thy confidences, and thou shalt not 
prosper in them. 

CHAPTER III. 

1 GoeVa great imrey in Jndalis mle wlioredoni, 
() Judah id war He tJuin Israel , 12 The pro- 
mwes of the gosfyel to the pemitent, 20 Israel 
reproved, and eaUed hy God, rnaketh a solemn 
confession of thdr sim. 

T hey *say, if a man put away 
his wife, and she go from him, 
and become another man’s, “shall 
he return unto her again ? shall not 
that ’’ land be greatly polluted ? but 
tliou hast ‘’played the harlot with 
many lovers; ‘‘yet return again to 
me, saith the Lord. 

2 Lift up thine eyes unto ® the high 
places, and see wnere thou hast not 
been lien with. ^In the ways hast 
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thou sat for them, as the Arabian 
I in the wilderness ; * and thou hast 
polluted the land with thy whore- 
doms and with thy wickedness. 

8 Therefore the ’“showers have 
been withholden, and there hath 
been no latter min ; and thou hadst 
a ’whore’s forehead, thou refusedst 
to be ashamed. 

4 Wilt thou not from this time cry 
unto me. My father, tliou art ‘‘the 
guide of 'my youth V 

5 "‘Will he reserve his anger for 
ever ? will he keep it to the end *? 
Behold, thou hast spoken and done 
evil things as thou couldest. 

6 H The Lord said also unto me 
in the days of Josiah the king. Hast 
thou seen that which " backsliding 
Israel hath done ? she is ° gone up 
upon. every high mountain and un- 
der every green tree, and there hath 
played the harlot. 

7 ‘‘And I said after she had done 
all these things. Turn thou unto me. 
But she returned not. And her 
treacherous ‘•sister Judah saw it. 

8 And I saw, when 'for all the 
causes whereby backsliding Israel 
coinmitted adultery I had "put her 
away, and given her a bill of di- 
vorce ; ‘ yet her treacherous sister 
Judah feared not, but went and 
played the harlot also. 

9 And it came to pass through the 
“lightness of her whoredom, that 
she "defiled the land, and commit- 
ted adultery with * stones and with 
stocks. 

10 And yet for all this her trea- 
cherous sister Judah hath not turn- 
ed unto me •'with her whole heart, 
but ” feignedly, saith the Lord. 

11 And the Lord said unto me, 
‘The backsliding Israel hath justi- 
fied herself more than treacherous 
Judah. 

12 11 Go and proclaim these words 
toward ‘ the north, and say. Return, 
thou backsliding Israel, saith ^e 
Lord ; and I will not cause mine 
anger to fall upon you: for I am 
’“merciful, saith the Lord, and I 
I will not keep anger for ever. 


18 "Only acknowledge thine ini- 
quity, that thou hast transgressed 
against the Lord thy God, and 
hast ^scattered thy ways to the 
‘strangers ^ under every green tree, 
and ye have not obeyed my voice, 
saith the Lord. 

14 Turn, O backsliding children, 
saith the Lord; «for I am married 
unto you : and I will take j^^ou ’* one 
of a city, and two of a family, and I 
will briiig you to Zion : 

15 And I will give you ’pastors ac- 
cording to mine heart, which shall 
‘‘feed you with knowledge and un- 
derstaiiding. 

16 And it shall come to pass, when 
ye be multiplied and increased in 
the land, in those days, saith the 
Lord, they shall say no more, The 
ark of the covenant of the Lord : 

' neither shall it “ come to mind : 
neither shall they remember it ; 
neither shall they visit it; neither 
shall ^that be done any more. 

17 At that time they shall call Je- 
rusalem the throne of the Lord ; 
and all the nations shall be gathered 
unto it, to the name of the Lord, 
to Jerusalem : neither shall the^ 
"walk any more after the Mmagi- 
natioii of their evil heart. 

18 In those days ‘“the house of Ju- 
dah shall walk ''’with the house of 
Israel, and they shall come toge- 
ther out of the land of ’’the north 
to ‘‘the land that I have “given for 
an inheritance unto your fathers. 

19 But I said. How shall I put 
thee among the children, and give 
thee 'a ^pleasant land, “a goodly 
heritage of the hosts of nations ? 
and I said. Thou shalt call me, * My 
father ; and shalt not turn away 
"from me. 

20 If Surely as a wife treacherously 
departeth from her ® husband, so 
‘have ye dealt treacherously with 
me, O house of Israel, saith the 
Lord. 
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they have forgotten the Lord their 
God. 

22 * Return, ye backslidii]^ chil- 
dren, and ^ I will heal your back- 
slidings. Behold, we come unto 
thee ; for thou art the Lord our 
God. 

28 ‘Truly in vain is salvation Jwped 
for from the hills, and from the 
multitude of mountains : ‘ truly in 
the Lord our God is the salvation 
of Israel. 

24 ’’For shame hath devoured the 
labour of our fathers from our 
youth ; their flocks and their herds, 
their sons and their daughters. 

25 We lie down in our shame, and 
our confusion covcreth us : ' for we 
have sinned against the Lord our 
God, we and our fathers, from our 
youth even unto this day, and have 
not obeyed the voice of the Lord 
our God. 

CHAPTER IV. 

1 God cadleth Inrctel. by his promise. 3 He 
exhorteth Jmlaii, to npenhitmi by feoirfnl 
jmlyments. 19 A yriemus larnerUation for 
tJte nmeries of JtuMi. 

I F thou wilt return, O Israel, I 
saith the Lord, ‘return unto 
me : and if thou wilt put away 
thine abominations out of my sight, 
then shalt thou not remove. 

2 '^And thou shalt swear. The Lord 
liveth, “in truth, in judgment, and 
in righteousness ; ** and the nations 
shall bless themselves in him, and 
in him shall they “glory. 

8 II For thus saith the Lord to 
the men of Judah and Jerusalem, 

^ Break up your fallow ground, and 
« sow not among thorns. 

4 •'Circumcise yourselves to the 
Lord, and take away the foreskins 
of your heart, ye men of Judah and 
inhabitants of Jerusalem : lest my 
fury come forth like fire, and burn 
that none can quench it^ because of 
the evil of your doings. 

5 Declare ye in Judah, and pub- 
lish in Jerusalem ; and say, Blow ye 
the trumpet in the land ; ciy, gather j 
together, and say, ‘Assemble your- j 


selves, and let us go into the de- 
fenced cities. 

6 Set up the standard toward Zion : 

® retire, stay not : for I will bring 
evil from the •'north, and a great 
® destruction. 

7 ‘The lion is come up from his 
thicket, and "’the destrover of the 
Gentiles is on his way; he is gone 
forth from his place "to make thy 
land desolate ; and thy cities shall 
be laid waste, without an inhabit- 
ant. 

8 For this "gird you with sack- 
cloth, lament and howl ; for the 
fierce anger of the Lord is not 
turned back from us. 

9 And it shall come to pass at 
that day, saith the Lord, that the 
heart of the king shall perish, and 
the heart of the princes ; and the 
priests shall be astonished, and the 
prophets shall wonder. 

10 Then said I, Ah, Lord God ! 
p surely thou hast greatly deceived 
this people and Jerusalem, ‘’saying, 
Ye shall have peace ; whereas the 
sword reacheth unto the soul. 

11 At that time shall it be said to 
this people and to Jerusalem, ’^A 
dry wind of the high places in the 
wilderness toward the daughter of 
my people, not to fan, nor to cleanse, 

12 Mven ‘ a full wind from those 
places shall come unto me : now 
also "will I ^give sentence against 
them. 

18 Behold, he shall come up as 
clouds, and ‘his chariots shall he as 
a whirlwind : " his horses are swifter 
than eagles. Woe unto us ! for we 
are spoiled. 

14 O Jerusalem, ‘wash thine heart 
from wickedness, that thou mayest 
be saved. How long shall thy vain 
thoughts lodge within thee ? 

15 For a voice declareth ^from 
Dan, and publisheth atfiiction from 
mount Ephraim. 

IG Make ye mention to the nations ; 
behold, publish against Jerusalem, 
that watchers come ‘from a fari 
country, and give out their voice 
against the cities of Judah. I 
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17 ‘As keepers of a field, are they 
against her round about ; because 
she hath been rebellious against 
me, saith the Lord. 

18 *’Thy way and thy doings have 
procure<l these things unto thee ; 
this ie thy wickedness, because it 
is bitter, because it rcacheth unto 
thine heart. 

19 H My “ bowels, my bowels I I 
am pained at ® my veiy heart ; my 
heart maketh a noise in me ; I can- 
not hold my peace, because thou 
hast heard, O iny soul, the sound 
of the trumpet, the alarm of war. 

20 Destruction upon destruction 
is cried ; for the whole land is spoil- 

' ed : suddenly are ® my tents spoiled, 
and my curtains in a moment. 

21 How long shall I see the stand- 
ard, and hear the sound of the 
trumpet ? 

22 For my people is foolish, they 
have not known me ; they are sot- 
tish children, and they have none 
understanding : ^ they are wise to do 
evil, but to do good they have no 
knowledge. 

28 8 1 beheld the earth, and, lo, it 
was ‘‘without form, and void; and 
the heavens, and they had no light. 

24 ‘I beheld the mountains, and, 
lo, they trembled, and all the hills 
moved lightly. 

25 I beheld, and, lo, there was no 
man, and all the birds of the hea- 
vens were fled. 

26 I beheld, and, lo, the fruitful 
place was a wilderness, and all the 
cities thereof were broken down at 
the presence of the Lord, and by 
his fierce anger. 

27 For thus hath the Lord said. 
The whole land shall be desolate ; 
' yet will I not make a full end. 

28 For this "* shall the earth mourn, 
and “ the heavens above be black : 
because I have spoken it, I have 

S ased it, and "will not repent, 
er will I turn back from it. 

29 The whole city shall flee for 
the noise of the horsemen and bow- 
men ; they shall go into thickets, 
and climb up upon the rocks : every

city shall he forsaken, and not a 
man dwell therein. 

80 And when thou art imoiled, 
what wilt thou do? Though thou 
clothest thyself with crimson, though 
thou deckest thee with ornaments 

of gold, p though thou rentest thy ” 2 x 111 . 9 . 30 . 
*lace with painting, in vain shalt *iieh.eye$. 
thou make thyself fair; ^thy lovers " 011 . 22 . 20 , 22 . 
will despise thee, they will seek thy ^•*• 2 , 19 . 
life. 

81 For I have heard a voice as of a 
woman in tmvail, and the anguish 
as of her that bringeth forth her 
first child, the voice of the daughter 
of Zion, that bewaileth herself, that 
’^spreadeth her hands, saying, 

me now! for my soul is wearied 
because of murderers. 

CHAPTER V. 

1 The jwhpmnts of God upon the. JetP», for 
their perrerHeness, 7 for their adultery, 10 for 
their mpiety, 19 for their cmdempt of God, 

2~> and for tJmr great corruption in (lie civil 
date, :«) and ecclesiastical. 

R un yc to and fro through the 
streets of Jerusalem, and see 
now, and know, and seek in the 
broad places thereof, "if ye can "Ezok. 22.30. 
find a man, if there be any that "Gen. is. 23, 
executeth Judgment, that seeketh • p*-i 2 .i. 
the truth ; " and I will pardon it. ‘ Gen. is. 20. 

2 And though they say, "The *Tit. 1 . le. 
Lord liveth; surely they ^ swear J J 

falsely. 

8 O Lord, are not * thine eyes *2Chron.i6.9. 
upon the truth ? thou hast ** stricken " isai. 1 . o. 
them, but they have not sieved ; di.VM. 
thou hast consumed them, hut ‘they 


8 O Lord, are not * thine eyes 
upon the truth ? thou hast ** stricken 
them, but they have not sieved ; 
thou hast consumed them, ‘ they 
have refused to receive correction : 
they have made their faces harder 
than a rock; they have refused to 
return. 

4 Therefore I said, Surely these are 
poor ; they are foolish : for ^ they 
know not the way of the Lord, nor 
the jiid^ent of their God. 

5 1 will get me unto the great men, 
and will speak unto them ; for ‘ they 
have known the way of the Lord, 
and the judgment of their God : but 
these have altogether ® broken the 
yoke, and burst the bonds. 
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6 Wherefore "a, I’on out of the 
forest shall slay them, "««// u wolf 
of the * evenings shall spoil them, 
Pa leopard shall watch over their 
cities : every one that ^oeth out 
thence shall be torn in pieces : be- 
cause their transgressions are many, 
and their backslidings ® are in- 
creased. 

7 II How shall I pardon thee for 
this ? thy children have forsaken 
me, and ’sworn by them ^that are 
no gods : " when I had fed them to 
the full, they then committed adhl- 
tery, and assembled themselves by 
troops in the harlots’ houses. 

8 * They were as fed horses in the 
morning : every one " neighed after 
his neighbour’s wife. 

9 Shall I not visit for these things ? 
saith the Lord : ^ and shall not my 
soul be avenged on such a nation 
as this ? 

10 H ‘Go yc up upon her walls, 
and destroy; “but make not a full 
end : take away her battlements ; 
for they are not the Lord’s. 

11 For *’the house of Israel and 
the house of Judah have dealt very 
treacherously against me, saith the 
Lord. 

12 “They have belied the Lord, 
and said, ^It is not he ; neither shall 
evil come upon us ; ® neither shall 
we see sword nor famine : 

18 And the prophets shall become 
wind, and the word is not in them : 
thus shall it be done unto them. 

14 Wherefore thus saith the Lord 
God of hosts. Because ye speak 
this word, ^behold, I will make my 
words in thy mouth fire, and this 
people wood, and it shall devour 
them. 

15 Lo, I will bring a « nation upon 
you **from far, O house of Israel, 
saith the Lord : it is a mighty 
nation, it is an ancient nation, a 
nation whose language thou know- 
est not, neither understandest what 
they say. 

10 Their quiver m as an open se- 
pulchre, they are all mighty men. 

17 And they shall eat up thine 


‘harvest, and thy bread, which thy 
sons and thy daughters should eat : 
they shall eat up thy flocks and 
tliine herds : they shall eat up thy 
vines and thy fig trees: they shall 
impoverish thy fenced cities, where- 
in thou trustedst, with the sword. 

18 Nevertheless in those days, 
saith the Lord, I ‘‘will not make 
a full end with you. 

19 H And it shall come to pass, 
when ye shall say, ‘ Wherefore 
doeth the Lord our God all these 
things unto us ? then shalt thou 
answer them. Like as ye have "* for- 
saken me, and served strange gods 
in your land, so “shall ye serve 
strangers in a land that is not 
your’s. 

20 Declare this in the house of 
Jacob, and publish it in Judah, 
saying, 

21 Hear now this, O “ foolish peo- 
ple, and without ® understanding ; 
which have eyes, and see not ; 
which have ears, and hear not : 

22 p Fear ye not me ? saith the 
Lord: will ye not tremble at my 
presence, which have placed the 
sand for the ’bound of the sea by 
a perpetual decree, that it cannot 
pass it : and though the waves 
thereof toss themselves, yet can 
they not prevail ; though they roar, 
yet can they not pass over it ? 

28 But this people hath a revolt- 
ing and a rebellious heart; they 
are revolted and gone. 

24 Neither say they in their heart. 
Let us now fear the Lord our God, 
‘that giveth rain, both tlie ‘former 
and the latter, in his season: *he 
reserveth unto us the appointed 
weeks of the harvest. 

25 IT "Your iniquities have turned 
away these things^ and your sins 
have withholden good tilings from 
you. 

26 For among my people are found 
wicked men : ^ they * lay wait, as he 
that setteth snares ; they set a trap, 
they catch men. 

27 As a ‘cage is full of birds, 
so are their houses full of deceit: 
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9 '‘Will ye steal, murder, and com- 
mit adultery, and swear falsely, and 
bum incense unto Baal, and ‘walk 
after other cods whom ye know 
not ; 

10 “And come and stand before 
me in this house, ^ " which is called 
by my name, and say. We are de- 
livered to do all these abomina- 
tions ? 

11 Is •’this house, which is called 
by my name, become a ** den of 
robbers in your eyes ? Behold, even 
I have seen it, saith the Loud. 

12 But go ye now unto ‘•my place 
which teas in Shiloh, where 1 set 
my name at the first, and see * what 
I did to it for the wickedness of my 
people Israel. 

18 And now, because ye have done 
all these works, saith the Lord, 
and I spake unto you, ‘rising up 
early and speaking, but ye heard 
not ; and I “ called you, but ye an- 
swered not ; 

14 Therefore will I do unto this 
house, which is called by my name, 
wherein ye trust, and unto the 
place which I gave to you and to 
your fathers, as I have done to 
* Shiloh. 

15 And I will cast you out of my 
sight, •'as I have cast out all your 
brethren, 'even the whole seed of 
Ephraim. 

10 Therefore “pray not thou for 
this people, neither lift up cry nor 
prayer for them, neither make in- 
tercession to me : '* for I will not 
hear thee. 

17 IF Seest thou not what they do 
in the cities of Judah and in the 
streets of J emsalem ? 

18 “The children gather wood, and 
the fathers kindle the fire, and the 
women knead their dough, to make 
cakes to the ® queen of neaven, and 
to ‘‘pour out drink offerings unto 
other gods, that they may provoke 
me to anger. 

19 * Do they provoke me to anger ? 
saith the Lord : do they not pro- 
voke themselves to the confusion of 
their own faces ? 


20 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God; Behold, mine anger and my 
fury shall be poured out upon this 
place, upon man, and upon beast, 
and upon the trees of the field, 
and upon the fruit of the ground ; 
and it shall bum, and shall not be 
quenched. 

21 11 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel; ^Put your burnt 
offerings unto your sacrifices, and 
eat flesh. 

22 For I spake not unto your fa- 
thers, nor commanded them in the 
day that I brought them out of the 
land of Egypt, “concerning burnt 
offerings or sacrifices : 

23 But this thing commanded I 
them, saying, '’Obey my voice, and 
‘I will be your God, and ye shall 
be my people : and walk ye in all 
the ways tliat I have commanded 
you, that it may be well unto you. 

24 ‘‘But they hearkened not, nor 
inclined their ear, but ‘walked in 
the counsels and in the “imagina- 
tion of their evil heart, and * went 
backward, and not forward. 

2.'} Since the day that your fathers 
came forth out of the land of Egypt 
unto this day I have even “sent 
unto you all my servants the pro- 
jihcts, “daily rising up early and 
sending them: 

26 ’’Yet they hearkened not unto 
me, nor inclined their ear, but 
‘•hardened their neck: Uhey did 
worse than their fathers. 

27 Therefore “thou shalt speak all 
these words unto them ; but they 
will not hearken to thee : thou shalt 
also call unto them ; but they will 
not answer thee. 

28 But thou shalt say unto them. 
This w a nation that obeyeth not 
the voice of the Lord their God, 
‘ nor receiveth “ correction : “ tmth is 
perished, and is cut off from their 
mouth. 

29 IF * Cut off thine hair, O Jeru- 
salem, and cast it away, and take 
np a lamentation on high places ; 
for the Lord hath rejected and for- 
saken the generation of his wrath. 
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The e^nminatiom in Tophet 
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The calamities of the Jews. 
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80 For the children of Judah have 
done evil in my sight, saith the 
Lord: ^they have set their abo- 
minations in the house which is 
called by my name, to pollute it. 

81 And they have built the * high 
places of Tophet, which is in the 
valley of the son of Hiiinom, to 
“bum their sons and their daugh- 
ters in the fire ; *’ which I com- 
manded them not, neither *came it 
into my heart. 

82 IT Therefore, behold, ' the days 
come, saith the Lord, that it shall 
no more be called Tophet, nor the 
valley of the son of Hinnom, but 
the valley of slaughter : for they 
shall bury in Tophet, till there be 
no place. 

88 And the ® carcases of this peo- 
ple shall be meat for the fowls of 
the heaven, and for the beasts of 
the earth ; and none shall fray them 
away. 

84 Then will I cause to ^ cease from 
the cities of Judah, and from the 
streets of Jerusalem, the voice of 
mirth, and the voice of gladness, 
the voice of the bridegroom, and the 
voice of the bride: for *the land 
shall be desolate. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

1 calamity of the Jam, hath dead amd alive. 
4 He njihraidcth timr foolish and shameless 
impenltemy. 13 He sheweth their gricvmis 
judgment, 18 and bctmileth thdr desperate 
estate. 

A t that time, saith the Lord, 
they shall bring out the bones 
of the kings of Judah, and the 
bones of his princes, and the bones 
of the priests, and the bones of the 
prophets, and the bones of the in- 
habitants of Jerusalem, out of their 
graves : 

2 And they shall spread them be- 
fore the sun, and the moon, and 
all the host of heaven, whom they 
have loved, and whom they have 
served, and after whom they have 
walked, and whom they have 
sought, and “whom they have wor- 
shipped : they shall not be gather- 


ed, '’nor be buried; they shall be 
for ®dung upon the face of the 
earth. 

8 And death shall be chosen 
rather than life by all the residue 
of them that remain of this evil 
family, which remain in all the 
places whither I have driven them, 
saith the Lord of hosts. 

4 U Moreover thou shalt say unto 
them. Thus saith the Lord ; Shall 
they fall, and not arise ? shall he 
turn away, and not return ? 

5 Why then is this people of J eru- 
salem “slidden back by a perpetual 
backsliding? Hhey hold fast deceit, 
® they refuse to return. 

6 *‘l hearkened and heard, but 
they spake not aright : no man re- 
pented him of his wickedness, say- 
ing, What have I done ? every one 
turned to his course, as the liorse 
msheth into the battle. 

7 Yea, 'the stork in the heaven 
knoweth her appointed times; and 
^ the turtle and the ciune and the 
swallow observe the time of their 
coming ; but ' my people know not 
the iudginent of the Lord. 

8 llow do ye say. We are wise, 
"’and the law of the Lord is with 
us ? Lo, certainly ® in vain made 
he it ; the pen of the scribes is in 
vain. 

9 “'*The wise men are ashamed, 
they are dismayed and taken : lo, 
they have rejected the word of 
the Lord; and ^what wisdom is 
in them ? 

10 Therefore " will I give their 
wives unto others, and their- fields 
to them that shall iidierit them: 
for every one from the least even 
unto the greatest is given to ^ co- 
vetousness, from tlie prophet even 
unto the priest every one dealeth 
falsely 

11 For they have ’healed the 
hurt of the aaughter of my peo- 
ple slightly, saying, 'Peace, peace; 
when there is no peace. 

12 Were they “ashamed when they 
had committed abomination? na^, 
they were not at all ashamed, nei- 
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The Jetm' gr ievous judgment. 


JEREMIAH, IX. Their manifold sins lamented. 
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ther could they blush : therefore 
shall they fall among them that 
fall : in the time of their visitation 
they shall be cast down, saith the 
Lord. 

13 H “I will surely consume them, 
saith the Loud : there shall he no 
grapes ‘on the vine, nor figs on the 
" fig tree, and the leaf shall fade ; 
and the things that I have given 
them shall pass away from them. 

14 Why do we sit still? ’‘assem- 
ble yourselves, and let us enter into 
the defenced cities, and let us be 
silent there ; for the Lord our God 
hath put us to silence, and given 
us y water of ^gall to drink, be- 
cause we have sinned against the 
Lord. 

1.5 We * looked for peace, but no 
good came ; and for a time of health, 
and behold trouble ! 

16 Tlie snorting of his horses was 
heard from “ Dan : the whole land 
trembled at the sound of the neigh- 
ing of his ^ strong ones ; for they 
are come, and have devoured the 
land, and all that is in it ; the city, 
and those that dwell therein. 

17 For, behold, I will send ser- 
pents, cockatrices, among you, which 
will not he “ charmed, and they shall 
bite you, saith the Lord. 

18 n When I would comfort myself 
against sorrow, my heart is faint ® in 
me. 

19 Behold the voice of the ciy of 
the daughter of my people ® because 
of them that dwell in ^a far coun- 
tiy ; Is not the Lord in Zion ? is not 
her king in her ? Why have they 
“provoked me to anger with their 
graven images, and with stmiige 
vanities ? 

20 The harvest is past, the summer 
is ended, and we are not saved. 

21 ‘^For the hurt of the daughter 
of my people am I hurt ; I am 

black ; astonishment hath taken 
hold on me. 

22 Is there no balm in Gilead ; is 
there no physician there ? why then 
is not the health of the daughter 
of my people ^ recovered ? 


CHAPTER IX. 

1 Jeremiah lameMeth the Jews for thiiir mani- 
fold mts, 0 ami for their jvdgment 12 Dis- 
obedhmec is the cauAe of their hitter calamity. 
17 He exhorteth to mourn for their destruc- 
tion, 211 and to trust wot in themselves, hut 
in Gotl. 25 He threatmeth both Jews mid 
Gentiles. 

O H ^Hhat my head were waters, 
and mine eyes a fountain of 
tears, that I might weep day and 
night for the slain of the daughter 
of my peo|)le ! 

2 Oh that 1 had in the wilder- 
ness a lodging place of wayfaring 
men ; that 1 might leave my peo- 
ple, and go from them ! for they 
he all adulterers, an assembly of 
treacherous men. 

a And “they bend their tongues 
like their how for lies : but they are 
not valiant for the truth upon the 
eaitli ; for they proceed from evil to 
evil, and they ^know not me, saith 
the Loni). 

4 “ Take ye heed every one of his 
•‘neighbour, and trust ye not in any 
brother : for eveiy brother will ut- 
terly supplant, and every neighbour 
will ‘ walk with slanders. 

.5 And they will Meceive every 
one his neighbour, and will not 
speak the truth : they have taught 
their tongue to speak lies, and weary 
themselves to commit iniquity. 

0 Thine habitation is in the midst 
of deceit ; through deceit they re- 
fuse to know me, saith the Lord. 

7 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
of hosts, Behold, ® I will melt them, 
and try them ; ^ for how shall I do 
for the daughter of my people ? 

8 Their tongue is as an arrow 
shot out ; it speaketh ‘ deceit : one 
speaketh '‘peaceably to his neigh- 
bour with his mouth, but ®in heart 
he layeth "his wait. 

9 H 'Shall I not visit them for 
these things I saith the Lord : shall 
not my soul be avenged on such a 
nation as this ? 

10 For the mountains will I take 
up a weeping and wailing, and ® for 
the ^habitations of the wilderness 
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Sin the cause of their calamity. JEREMIAH, X. Both Jews and OentUee threatened.

I will make the cities of Judah * de- 
solate, without an inhabitant. 

12 If ‘‘Who is the wise man, that 
may understand this? and who is 
he to whom the mouth of the Lord 
hath spoken, that he may declare 
it, for what the land perisheth and 
is burned up like a wilderness, that 
none passetn through ? 

13 And the Lord saith. Because 
they have forsaken my law which 
I set before them, and have not 
obeyed my voice, neither walked 
therein ; 

14 But have walked after the 
° imagination of their own heart, 
and after Baalim, “which their fa- 
thers taught them : 

15 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
of hosts, the God of Israel ; Behold, 
I will ‘feed them, even this people, 
"with wonnwood, and give them 
water of gall to drink. 

IG I will “scatter them also among 
the heathen, whom neither they nor 
their fathers have known : ^ and I 
will send a sword after them, till I 
have consumed them. 

17 If Thus saith the Lord of 
hosts. Consider ye, and call for 
*the mourning women, that they 
may come; and send for cunning 
women, that they may come : 

18 And let them make haste, and 
take up a wailing for us, that * our 
eyes may run down with tears, and 
our eyelids gush out with waters, 

19 For a voice of wailing is heard 
out of Zion, How are we spoiled ! 
we are greatly confounded, because 
we have forsaken the land, because 
••our dwellings have cast us out. 

20 Yet hear the word of the Lord, 
O ye women, and let your ear re- 
ceive the word of his mouUi, and 
t^ch your daughters wailing, and 


every one her neighbour lamenta- 
tion. 

21 For death is come up into our 
windows, and is entered into our 
palaces, to cut off ‘'the children 
from without, and the young men 
from the streets. 

22 Speak, Thus saith the Lord, 
Even the carcases of men shall fall 
‘‘as dung upon the open field, and 
as the handful after the harvest- 
man, and none shall gather them. 

23 H Thus saith the Lord, ® Let not 
the wise man glory in his wisdom, 
neither let the mighty man glory 
in his might, let not tlie rich man 
glory in his riches : 

24 But 4et him that glorieth glo- 
ry in this, that he understandeth 
and kuoweth me, that I am the 
Lord which exercise lovingkind- 
ness, judgment, and righteousness, 
in the earth : ^ for in these things I 
delight, saith the Lord. 

25 H Behold, the days come, saith 
the Lord, that ‘‘I will ® punish all 
them which are circumcised with 
the uncircumcised ; 

26 Egypt, and Judah, and Edom, 
and the children of Ammon, and 
Moab, and all that are ®in the ‘ut- 
most corners, that dwell in the wil- 
derness : for all these nations are 
uncircumcised, and all the house 
of Israel are ^ uncircumcised in the 
heart. 
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1 The mieqnal comparison of God and idols. 
17 The 2 )roj}hct exhorteth to flee from the ca- 
lamity to eonm. 19 He lamejnMh the spoil 
of the tahemimle hy foolish pastors. 23 He 
maheth an hrumble supplication. 


29. 


H ear ye the word which the 
Lord spcaketh unto you, O 
house of Israel : 

2 Thus saith the Lord, " Learn not 
the way of the heathen, and be not 
dismayed at the signs of heaven ; 
for the heathen are dismayed at 
them. 

8 For the ‘ customs of the people 
are vain : for '* one cutteth a tree out 
of the forest, the work of the hands 
of the workman, with the ax. 
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The great disparity

between God and idols. 
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4 They deck it with silver and 
with gold ; they ' fasten it with nails 
and with hammers, that it move 
not. 

5 They are upright as the palm 
tree, '^but speak not: they must 
needs be “borne, because they can- 
not go. Be not afmid of them ; 
for ^they cannot do evil, neither 
also is it in them to do good. 

6 Forasmuch as there is none 
‘'like unto thee, O Loud; thou 
art great, and thy name is great 
in might. 

7 •‘Who would not fear thee, O 
King of nations ? for “ to thee doth 
it appertain : forasmuch as * among 
all the wise men of the nations, 
and in all their kingdoms, there is 
none like unto thee. 

8 But they are * altogether ^brutish 
and foolish : the stock is a doctrine 
of vanities. 

9 Silver spread into plates is 
brought from Tarshish, and ’gold 
from Uphaz, the work of the 
workman, and of the hands of the 
founder : blue and purple is their 
clothing : they are all the work 
of cunning ttien. 

10 But the Lord is the Hrue 
God, he is "the living God, and 
an ° everlasting king : at his wrath 
the earth shall tremble, and the na- 
tions shall not be able to abide his 
indignation. 

11 “Thus shall ye say unto them, 
•’The gods that have not made the 
heavens and the earth, e^^en ’they 
shall perish from the earth, and 
from under these heavens. 

12 He ■^hath made the earth by 
his power, he hath "established the 
world by his wisdom, and ‘hath 
stretchea out the heavens by his 
discretion. 

18 “When he uttereth his voice, 
there is a ^multitude of waters in 
the heavens, and *he causeth the 
vapours to ascend from the ends 
of the earth ; he maketh lightnings 
®with rain, and bringeth forth the 
wind out of his treasures. 

14 J'Eveiy man "is "brutish in Ms 


knowledge : “ every founder is con- 
founded by the graven image : ’’for 
his molten image is falsehood, and 
there is no breath in them. 

15 They are vanity, and the work 
of errors : in the time of their vi- 
sitation “ they shall perish. 

16 ‘’The portion of Jacob is not 
like them : for he is the former of 
all things; and “Israel is the rod 
of his inheritance : ^The Lord of 
hosts is his name. 

17 H « Gather up thy wares out 
of the land, O ® inhabitant of the 
fortress. 

18 For thus saith the Lord, Be- 
hold, 1 will ’’sling out the inhabit- 
ants of the land at this once, and 
will distress them, ’that they may 
find it so. 

19 II •‘Woe is me for my hurt I 
niy wound is grievous : but I said, 
‘I'ruly this is a grief, and “I must 
bear it. 

20 "My tabernacle is spoiled, and 
all my cords are broken : my chil- 
dren are gone forth of me, and they 
arc not : there is none to stretch 
forth my tent any more, and to set 
up my ciutains. 

21 For the pastors are become 
brutish, and have not sought the 
Lord : therefore they shall not pro- 
sper, and all their flocks shall be 
scattered. 

22 Behold, the noise of the bruit 
is come, and a great commotion out 
of the “north country, to make the 
cities of J udah desolate, and a p den 
of dragons. 

28 H O Lord, I know that the ’ way 
of man is not in himself ; it is not 
in man that walketh to direct his 
steps. j 

_ 24 O Lord, 'correct me, but with 
judgment; not in thine anger, lest 
thou ^ bring me to nothing. 

25 "Pour out thy fury upon the 
heathen ‘that know thee not, and 
upon the families that call not on 
tliy name : for they have eaten up 
Jacob, and^ “devoured him, and 
consumed him, and have made his 
habitation desolate. * 
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CHAPTER XI. 

1 Jeremiah proelaimeth God'8 covenant, 8 rc- 
huheth the Jews* disdbejfing thereof, 11 pro- 
phesieth ceils to come upon them, 18 and 
vpon the men qf AncUhotfi, for cmispiring to 
1M Jeremiah. 

T he word that came to Jere- 
miah from the Lord, saying, 

2 Hear ye the words of this cove- 
nant, and speak unto the men of 
.ludah, and to the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem ; 

8 And say thou unto them. Thus 
saith the Lord God of Israel ; “ Curs- 
ed he the man that obeyeth not the 
words of this covenant, 

4 Which I commanded your fa- 
thers in the day that I brought 
them forth out of the land of E- 
gypt, '’from the iron furnace, say- 
ing, “Obey my voice, and do them, 
according to all which I command 
you : so shall ye be my people, and 
I will be your God : 

5 That *1 may perform the oath 
which I have sworn unto your fa- 
thers, to give them a land flowing 
with milk and honey, as it is this 
day. Then answered I, and said, 
® So be it, O Lord. 

6 Then the Lord said unto me. 
Proclaim all these words in the 
cities of Judah, and in the streets 
of Jerusalem, saying, Hear ye the 
words of this covenant, “and do 
them. 

7 For I earnestly protested unto 
your fathers in the day that I 
brought them up out of the land 
of Egypt, even unto this day, ^rising 
early and protesting, saying. Obey 
my voice. 

8 «Yet they obeyed not, nor in- 
clined their ear, but ** walked every 
one in the ® imagination of their evil 
heart: therefore I will bring upon 
them all the words of this cove- 
nant, which I commanded them to 
do ; but they did them not. 

9 And the Lord said unto me, 
‘A conspiracy is found among the 
men of Judah, and among the in- 
habitants of Jerusalem. 

10 They are turned back to ^ the 


iniquities of their forefathers, which 
refused to hear my words ; and they 
went after other gods to serve them : 
the house of Israel and the house 
of Judah have broken my covenant 
which I made with their fathers. 

Ill] Therefore thus saith the Lord, 
Behold, I will bring evil upon them, 
which they shall not be able ®to 
escape ; and ‘ though they shall cry 
unto me, I will not hearken unto 
them. 

12 Then shall the cities of Judah 
and inhabitants of Jerusalem go, 
and cry unto the gods unto whom 
they ofler incense : but they shall 
not save them at all in the time of 
their '' trouble. 

18 For according to the number of 
thy "cities were thy gods, O Judah ; 
and according to the number of the 
streets of Jerusalem have ye set up 
altars to that ^shameful thing, even 
altars to burn incense unto Baal. 

14 Therefore "pmy not thou for 
this people, neither lift up a cry 
or prayer for them : for I will not 
hear them in the time that they 
cry unto me for their " trouble. 

is '’“What hath my beloved to do 
in mine house, seeing she hath 
** wrought lewdness with many, and 
the holy flesh is passed from thee ? 
^when thou doest evil, then thou 
® rejoicest. 

16 The Lord called thy name, *A 
green olive tree, fair, and of goodly 
fruit: with the noise of a great tu- 
mult he hath kindled fire upon it, 
and the branches of it are broken. 

17 For the Lord of hosts, "that 
planted thee, hath pronounced evil 
against thee, for the evil of the 
house of Israel and of the house 
of Judah, which they have done 
against themselves to provoke me 
to anger in offering incense unto 
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18 IF And the Lord hath given me 
knowledge of it, and I know it : then 
thou sheweast me their doings. 

19 But I was like a lamb or an 
ox that is brought to the slaugh- 
ter ; and 1 knew not that they had 
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devised devices against me, saying. 
Let us destroy *tlie tree with the 
fruit thereof, ^and let us cut him 
off from * the land of the living, that 
his name may be no more remem- 
bered. 

20 But, O Lokd of hosts, that 
judgest righteously, that “triest the 
reins and the heart, let me see thy 
vengeance on them ; for unto thee 
have I revealed my cause. 

21 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
of the men of Anathoth, ^ that seek 
thy life, saying, 'Prophesy not in 
the name of tlie Lord, that thou 
die not by our hand : 

22 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
of hosts. Behold, I will ^punish 
them : the young men shall die by 
the sword ; their sons and their 
daughters shall die by famine : 

28 And there shall be no remnant 
of them : for I will bring evil upon 
the men of Anathoth, even the year 
of their visitation. 

CHAPTER XII. 

I Jeremiah, eomplambuf of the takkeers pros- 
perity, hy faith seMh their mvin, 5 God 
admonisheth him of his hretlvt'en's treaehery 
Offaimt him, 7 mat Jamentedi his heritaye. 
14 He prommih to the penitmJt reiwni from 
capfmt/y, 

E IGHTEOUS ^ari thou, O Lord, 
when I plead with thee : yet 
* let me talk with thee of thy judg- 
ments : Wherefore doth the way 
of the wicked prosper? wherefore 
are all they happy that deal very 
treacherously ? 

2 Thou hast planted them, yea, 
they have taken root: ®they grow, 
yea, they bring forth fruit: ®thou 
art near in their mouth, and far 
from their reins. 

8 But thou, O Lord, ^knowest 
me : thou hast seen me, and * tried 
mine heart ® toward thee : pull them 
out like sheep for the slaughter, 
and prepare them for Hhe (my of 
slaimhter. 

4 How long shall ^^the land mourn, 
and the heros of eveiy field ivitiwrj 
‘‘for the wickedness of tliem that 


dwell therein ? ‘the beasts are con- 
sumed, and the birds ; because they 
said. He shall not see our last end. 

5 H If thou hast run with the foot- 
men, and they have wearied thee, 
then how canst thou contend with 
horses ? and if in the land of peace, 
whsre'm thou trustedst, they wearied 
thee, then how wilt thou do in ^ the 
swelling of Jordan ? 

6 For even ‘ thy brethren, and the 
house of thy father, even they have 
dealt treacherously with thee ; yea, 
® they ha ve called a multitude after 
thee: "‘believe them not, though 
they s})eak ® fair words unto thee. 

7 II 1 have forsaken mine house, 
I have left mine heritage; I have 
given Hhe dearly beloveci of my 
soul into the handf of her enemies. 

8 Mine heritage is unto me as a 
lion in the forest ; it “ “ crieth out 
against me : therefore have I hated 
it. 

9 Mine heritage is unto me as 
a ^speckled bird, the birds round 
about are against her ; come ye, 
assemble all the beasts of the field, 
® " conic to devour. 

10 Many 'pastors have destroyed 
•‘rny vineyard, they have ‘‘trodden 
my portion under foot, they have 
made iny “ pleasant portion a deso- 
late wilderness. 

11 They have made it desolate, 
ami heimj desolate Mt moumeth 
unto me; the whole land is made 
desolate, because *no man layeth 
it to heart. 

12 The spoilers are come upon all 
high places through the wilderness : 
for the sword of the Lord shall de- 
vour from the one end of the land 
even to the other end of the land : 
no flesh shall have peace. 

18 ‘They have sown wheat, but 
shall reap thorns : they have put 
themselves to pain, hut shall not 
profit : and ® they shall be ashamed 
of your revenues because of the 
fierce anger of the Lord. 

14 H Thus saith the Lord against 
all mine evil neighbours, that " touch 
the inheritance which I have (mused 
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my people Israel to inherit; Be- 
hold, I will * pluck them out of 
their land, and pluck out the house 
of Judah from among them. 

15 ^And it shall come to pass, 
after that I have plucked them out 
I will return, and have compas- 
sion on them, * and will bring them 
again, every man to his heritage, 
and every man to his land. 

16 And it shall come to pass, if 
they will diligently learn tlie ways 
of my people, ‘to swear by my 
name, The Lord liveth ; as they 
taught my people to swear by Baal ; 
then shall they be ‘'built in the 
midst of my people. 

17 But if tliey will not ‘obey, I 
will utterly pluck up and destroy 
that nation, saith the Lord. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

1 In tJui type o f a limn gi/rdle^ hidden at Eitr- 
phraten, God prefigureih tlw deMructimi of hin 
people. 12 Under the parable of the bottles 
filled^ with wine he foretelleih their drunken- 
ne88 in niwery. 15 He exhorteth to prevent 
their future jud(jrnent8. 22 He 8heweth tJurir 
abotninatiom are tlw came tlwreof 

T hus saith the Lord unto me. 
Go and get thee a linen girdle, 
and put it upon thy loins, and put 
it not ill water. 

2 So I got a girdle according to 
the word of the Lord, and put it 
on my loins. 

8 And the word of the Lord came 
unto me the second time, saying, 

4 Take the girdle that tliou hast 
got, which is upon thy loins, and 
arise, go to Euphrates, and hide it 
there in a hole of the rock. 

5 So I went, and hid it by Euphra- 
tes, as the Lord commanded me. 

6 And it came to pass after many 
days, that the Lord said unto me. 
Arise, go to Euphrates, and take 
the girdle from thence, which I 
commanded thee to hide there. 

7 Then I went to Euphrates, and 
digged, and took the girdle from 
the place where I had hid it ; and, 
behold, the girdle was miaiTed, it 
was profitable for nothing. 


8 Then the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

9 Thus saith the Lord, After this 
manner “will I mar the pride of 
Judah, and the great pride of Je- 
rusalem. 

10 This evil people, which refuse 
to hear my words, which ''walk in 
the “imagination of their heart, 
and walk after other gods, to serve 
them, and to worship them, shall 
even be as this girdle, which is 
good for nothing. 

11 For as the girdle cleaveth to 
the loins of a man, so have I caused 
to cleave unto me the whole house 
of Israel and the whole house of 
Judah, saith the Lord; that ‘they 
might be unto me for a people, 
and •‘for a name, and for a praise, 
and for a gloiy : but they would not 
hear. 

12 H Therefore thou shalt speak 
unto them this word ; Thus saith 
the Lord God of Israel, Every 
bottle shall be filled with wine : 
and they shall say unto thee. Do 
wc not certainly know that every 
bottle shall be tilled with wine ? 

1,8 Then shalt thou say unto them. 
Thus saith the Lord, Behold, I 
will fill all the inhabitants of this 
land, even the kings that sit upon 
David’s throne, and the priests, and 
the prophets, and all the inhabit- 
ants of .Jerusalem, ‘with drunken- 
ness. 

14 And ‘I will dash them "one a- 
gainst another, even the fathers and 
the sons together, saith the Lord : 
I will not pity, nor spare, nor have 
mercy, * but destroy them. 

15 ll Hear ye, and give ear ; be not 
proud : for the Lord hath spoken. 

16 «Give glory to the Lord your 
God, before he cause ‘‘darkness, 
and before your feet stumble upon 
the dark mountains, and, while ye 
‘look for light, he turn it into ‘‘the 
shadow of death, and make it gross 
darkness. 

17 But if ye will not hear it, my 
soul shall weep in secret places 
for your pride ; and ‘mine eye shall 
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weep sore, and run down with tears, 
because the Lord’s flock is carried 
away captive. 

18 Say unto ”*the king and to 
the queen, Humble yourselves, sit 
down : for your ® principalities shall 
come down, even the crown of your 
glory. 

lo Tlie cities of the south shall 
be shut up, and none shall open 
them: Judah shall be carried away 
captive all of it, it shall be wholly 
carried away captive. 

20 Lift up your eyes, and behold 
them " that come from the north : 
where is the flock that was given 
thee, thy beautiful flock ? 

21 What wilt thou say when he 
shall “ punish thee ? for thou hast 
taught them to he captains, and as 
chief over thee : shall not "sorrows 
take thee, as a woman in travail ? 

22 H And if thou say in thine heart, 
^Wherefore come these things up- 
on me ? For the greatness of thine 
iniquity are '•thy skirts discovered, 
ana thy heels * made bare. 

28 Can the Ethiopian change his 
skin, or the leopard his spots ? then 
may ye also do good, that are ® ac- 
customed to do evil. 

24 Therefore will I scatter them 
■^as the stubble that passeth away 
by tlie wind of the wilderness. 

25 "This is thy lot, the portion 
of thy measures from me, saith the 
Lord ; because thou hast forgotten 
me, and trusted in ‘falsehood. 

26 Therefore "will I discover thy 
skirts upon thy face, that thy shame 
may appear. 

27 I have seen thine adulteries, 
and thy *neighing8, the lewdness 
of thy whoredom, and thine abomi- 
nations •'on the hills in the fields. 
Woe unto thee, O Jerusalem! wilt 
thou not be made clean? “when 
shall it once he ? 

CHAPTER XIV. 

1 The griemm /amne 7 cameth Jeretmah to 
pray. 10 The herd tifill not be intreated/or 
ihe people. 13 hying prophets are no esccuse 
for them. 17 Jeremkih ie moved to eomplain 
for them. 


T he word of the Lord that 
came to Jeremiah concerning 
“the dearth. 

2 Judah moumeth, and "the gates 
thereof languish; they are ’’black 
unto the ground; and "the cry of 
Jerusalem is gone up. 

8 And their nobles have sent 
their little ones to the waters : 
they came to the pits, and found 
no water ; they returned with their 
vessels empty ; they were “ ashamed 
and confounded, "and covered their 
heads. 

4 Because the ground is chapt, 
for there was no rain in the earth, 
the ])lowmen were ashamed, they 
covered their heads. 

5 Yea, the hind also calved in the 
field, and forsook it, because there 
was no grass. 

0 And ‘the wild asses did stand in 
the high places, they snuffed up the 
wind like dragons; their eyes did 
fail, because there was no grass. 

7 H O Lord, though our iniqui- 
ties testify against us, do thou it 
® for thy name’s sake: for our back- 
slidings are many ; we have sinned 
against thee. 

8 *'0 the hope of Israel, the sa- 
viour thereof in time of trouble, 
why shoiildest thou be as a stranger 
in the land, and as a wayfaring 
man that tumeth aside to tarry for 
a night ? 

9 Why shouldest thou be as a man 
astonied, as a mighty man '^that 
cannot save? yet thou, O Loud, 
^art in the midst of us, and “we 
are called by thy name; leave us 
not. 

10 If Tims saith the Lord unto 
this people, ’Thus have they loved 
to wander, they have not refrain- 
ed their feet, therefore the Lord 
doth not accept them ; “ he will 
now remember their iniquity, and 
visit their sins. 

11 Then said the Lord unto me, 
“Pray not for this people for their 
good. 

12 "When they feat, I will not 
hear their cry; and 'when they 
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therefore will I stretch out my hand 
against thee, and destroy thee; "*I 
am weary with repenting. 

7 And I will fan them with a fan 
in the gates of the land; I will 
bereave them of ‘“children, I will 
destroy my people, since “they re- 
turn not from their ways. 

8 Their widows are increased to 
me above the sand of the seas : I 
have brought upon them ’against 
the mother of the young men a 
spoiler at noonday : I have caused 
him to fall upon it suddenly, and 
terrors upon the city.

saith the Lord. 

10 II ‘‘Woe is me, my mother, that 
thou hast borne me a man of strife 
and a man of contention to the 
whole earth ! I have neither lent 
on usury, nor men have lent to me 
on usury ; yet every one of them 
doth curse me. 

11 The Lord said. Verily it shall 
be well with thy remnant ; verily 
* I will cause the enemy to entreat 
thee tvell in the time of evil and in 
the time of affliction. 

12 Shall iron break the northern 
iron and the steel ? 

13 Thy substance and thy trea- 
sures will I give to the 'spoil with- 
out price, and that for all thy sins, 
even in all thy borders. 

14 And I will make thee to pass 
with thine enemies ‘into a land 
which thou knowest not : for a 
"fire is kindled in mine anger, which 
shall burn upon you. 

15 IT O Lord, * thou knowest : re- 
member me, and visit me, and ’'re- 
venge me of my persecutors ; take 

I me not away in thy longsuffering : 
know that *for thy sake I have 
suffered rebuke, 

16 Thy words were found, and I 
did "eat them; and ‘'thy word was 
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unto me the joy and rejoicing of 
mine heart : for ’I am called by thy 
name, O Lord God of hosts. ^ 

17 ®I sat not in the assembly of the 
mockers, nor rejoiced ; I sat alone ed upon me. 
because of thy hand : for thou hast 4 , c! * 
filled me nlth indignation. 

18 Why is my ‘‘pain perpetual, •‘ch.ao.is. 
and my wound incurable, which 
refuseth to be healed ? wilt thou 

be altogether unto me “as a liar, “^ch. i.is, 
and ^ as waters that ’ fail ? r g jg ^ 

19 II Therefore thus saith the Lord, » iieb. be mt 
«If thou return, then will I bring 
thee again, and thou shalt ‘‘stand vor. 1. 
before me: and if thou ‘take forth ' Ezok. 22 . 26 . 
the precious from the vile, thou 
shalt be as my mouth : let them re- 
turn unto thee ; but return not thou 
unto them. 

20 And I will make thee unto this 
people a fenced brasen wall : and “ ch. 1 . is. 
they shall fight against thee, but 

‘ they shall not prevail against thee : ’ ch. 20. 11, 12. 
for I am with thee to save thee and 
to deliver thee, saith the Lord. 

21 And I will deliver thee out of 
the hand of the wicked, and I will 
redeem thee out of the hand of the 
terrible.

6 Both the great and the small 
shall die in this land : they shall 
not be buried, ^neither shall men 
lament for them, nor «cut them- 
selves, nor ''make themselves bald 
for them : 

7 Neither shall men ^tear them- 
selves for them in mourning, to 
comfort them for the dead ; neither 
shall men give them the cup of con- 
solation to 'drink for their father 
or for their mother. 

8 Thou shalt not also go into the 
house of feasting, to sit with them 
to eat and to drink. 

9 For thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, the God of Israel; Behold, 
''I will cause to cease out of this 
jilace in your eyes, and in your 
dap, the voice of mirth, and the 
voice of gladness, the voice of the 
bridegroom, and the voice of the 
bride. 

10 IT And it shall come to pass, 
when thou shalt shew this people 
all these words, and they shall 
say unto thee, 'Wherefore hath the 
Lord pronounced all this great evil 
against us ? or what is our ini- 
quity? or what is our sin that we 
have committed against the Lord 
our God ? 

11 Then shalt thou say unto them, 
“Because your fathers have forsak- 
en me, saith the Lord, and have 
walked after other gods, and have 
served them, and have worshipped 
them, and have forsaken me, and 
have not kept my law ; 

12 And ye have done worse than 


your fathers; for, behold, "ye walk 
every one after the ^imagination 
of his evil heart, that they may not 
hearken unto me : 

18 p Therefore will I cast you out 
of this land ‘‘into a land that ye 
know not, neither ye nor your fa- 
thers ; and there shall ye serve 
other gods day and night ; where I 
will not shew you favour. 

14 H Therefore, behold, the ’^days 
come, saith the Lord, that it shall 
no more be said. The Lord liveth, 
that brought up the children of Is- 
rael out of the land of Egypt ; 

15 But, The Lord liveth, that 
brought up the children of Israel 
from tlie land of the north, and 
from all the lands whither he had 
driven them : and “I will bring them 
again into their land that I gave 
unto their fathers. 

16 H Behold, I will send for many 
‘fishers, saith the Lord, and they 
shall fish them ; and after will I send 
for many hunters, and they shall 
hunt them from every mountain, 
and from every hill, and out of the 
holes of the rocks. 

17 For mine "eyes are upon all 
their ways : they are not hid from 
my face, neither is their iniquity 
hid from mine eyes. 

18 And first 1 will recompense 
their iniquity and their sin * double ; 
because ^ they have defiled my land, 
they have filled mine inheritance 
with the carcases of their detestable 
and abominable things. 

19 O Lord, *my strength, and 
my fortress, and “my refuge in the 
day of affliction, the Gentiles shall 
come unto thee from the ends of! 
the earth, and shall say. Surely 
Our fathers have inherited lies, va- 
nity, and things wherein there is no 
profit. 

20 Shall a man make gods unto 
himself, and ' they are no gods ? 

21 Therefore, behold, I will this 
once cause them to know, I will 
cause them to know mine hand 
and my might ; and they shall know 
that ^my name «« *The Lord. 
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CHAPTER XVII. 

1 The, ca/ptimty of Jvdah for her sin. 5 Trust 
in man is ewrsed, 7 m God is blessed. 9 The 
deceitful heart cannot de/^eive God. 12 
salvat'iovi of God. 15 The prophet complain- 
eth of the mochers of his proph^ey. 19 He is 
sent to renew the covenant in hallowing the 
sabbath. 

T he sill of Judali is written with 
a "pen of iron, and with the 
“point of a diamond: it is ’’graven 
upon the table of their heart, and 
upon the horns of your altars ; 

2 Whilst their children remem- 
ber their altars and their “groves 
by the green trees upon the high 
lulls. 

8 O my mountain in the field, "*1 
will give thy substance and all thy 
treasures to the spoil, and thy high 
places for sin, throughout all thy 
borders. 

4 And thou, even Hhyself, shalt 
discontinue from thine heritage that 
I gave thee ; and I will cause thee 
to serve thine enemies in “the land 
which thou knowest not : for ^ye 
have kindled a fire in mine anger, 
which shall burn for ever. 

5 H Thus saith the Lord ; «Cui*sed 
be the man that trusteth in man, 
and maketh ’’flesh his arm, and 
M^hose heart departeth from the 
Lord. 

6 For he shall be ’like the heath 
in the desert, and '‘shall not see 
when good cometh; but shall in- 
habit the parched places in the 
wilderness, a salt land and not 
inhabited. 

7 "‘ Blessed is the man that trust- 
eth in the Lord, and whose hope 
the Lord is. 

8 For he shall be "as a tree plant- 
ed by the waters, and that spread- 
eth out her roots by the river, and 
shall not see when heat cometh, 
but her leaf shall be green; and 
shall not be careful in the year of 
* drought, neither shall cease from 
yieldiim fruit. 

9 IT ^^e heart is deceitful above 
all things^ and desperately wicked : 
who can know it ? 


10 I the Lord “search the heart, 
I try the reins, ^ even to give every 
man according to his ways, and ac- 
cording to the fruit of his doings. 

11 As the partridge “sitteth on 
eggs, and hatcheth them not; so 
he that getteth riches, and not by 
right, ’shall leave them in the midst 
of his days, and at his end shall be 
""a fool. 

12 H A glorious high throne from 
the bcgiiming is the place of our 
sanctuaiy. 

18 O Lord, ’the hope of Israel, ‘all 
that forsake thee shall be ashamed, 
and they that depart from me shall 
be "written in toe earth, because 
they have forsaken the Lord, the 
* fountain of living waters. 

14 Heal me, O Lord, and I shall 
be healed ; save me, and I shall be 
saved : for ^ thou art my praise. 

15 U Behold, they say unto me, 
"Where is the word of the Lord? 
let it come now. 

IG As for me, "I have not hasten- 
ed from being a pastor Ho follow 
thee : neither have I desired the 
woeful day ; thou knowest : that 
which came out of my lips was 
right before thee. 

17 Be not a terror unto me : ’’thou 
art my hope in the day of evil. 

18 “Let them be confounded toat 
persecute me, but ^let not me be 
confounded : let them be dismayed, 
but let not me be dismayed : bring 
upon them the day of evil, and 
^“destroy them with double de- 
struction. 

19 If Thus said the Lord unto me ; 
Go and stand in the gate of toe 
children of the people, whereby the 
kings of Judah come in, and by the 
which they go out, and in all the 
gates of Jerusalem ; 

20 And say unto them, ^Hear ye 
toe word of the Lord, ye kings of 
Judah, and all Judah, and all the 
mlmbitants of Jerusalem, that enter 
m by these gates : 

21 Thus saith toe Lord; 'Take 
heed to yourselves, and bear no 
burden on toe aabbato day, nor 
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bring it in by the gates of Jerusa- 
lem ; 

22 Neither carry forth a burden 
out of your houses on the sabbath 
day, neither do ye any work, but 
hallow ye the sabbath day, as I 
commanded your fathers. 

28 ‘But they obeyed not, neither 
inclined their ear, but made their 
neck stiff', that they might not hear, 
nor receive instruction. 

24 And it shall come to pass, if ye 
diligently hearken unto me, saith 
the Lord, to bring in no burden 
tlirough the gates of this city on 
the sabbath day, but hallow the 
sabbatli day, to do no work there- 
in; 

25 ^ Then shall there enter into the 
gates of this city kings and princes 
sitting upon the throne of David, 
riding in chariots and on horses, 
they, and their princes, the men 
of Judah, and the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem : and this city shall re- 
main for ever. 

26 And they shall come from the 
cities of Judah, and from ‘the places 
about Jerusalem, and from the land

8 Then I went down to the potter’s 
house, and, behold, he wrought a 
work on the 'wheels. 

4 And the vessel “that he made 
of clay was marred in the hand of 
the potter : so he ^ made it a^in 
another vessel, as seemed good to 
the potter to make it. 

5 Then the word of the Lord came 
to me, saying, 

6 O house of Israel, " cannot I do 
with you as this potter ? saith the 
Lord. Behold, ‘’as the clay is in 
the potter’s hand, so are ye in mine 
hand, O house of Israel. 

7 At irhat instant I shall speak 
concerning a nation, and concern- 
ing a kingdom, to "pluck up, and 
to pull down, and to destroy it ; 

8 ^ If that nation, against whom I 
have pronounced, turn from their 
evil, *1 will repent of the evil that 
I thought to do unto them. 

9 And at what instant I shall 
speak conceniing a nation, and 
concerning a kingdom, to build and 
to plant it; 

10 If it do evil in my sight, that 
it obey not my voice, then I will 
repent of the good, wherewith I 
said I would benefit them. 

11 H Now therefore go to, speak 
to the men of Judah, and to the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem, saying. 
Thus saith the Lord ; Behold, I 
frame evil against you, and devise 
a device against you : return ye 
now every one from his evil way, 
and make your ways and your do- 
ings good. 

12 And they said, « There is no 
hope : !>'it we will walk after our 
own df'vices, nnd we will every one 
do the hicfginuiion of his evil heart. 

18 TIicn-ro< e tlii>s saith the Lord ; 
•'Ask ye DOW among the heathen, 
who ha!l» Jieard such things: the 
virgin e.r Israel hath done ‘a very 
horrible thing. 

14 Will a leave ®the snow

15 Because my people hath forgot- 
ten '‘me, they have burned incense 
to 'vanity, and they have caused 
them to stumble in their ways from 
the “ancient paths, to walk in paths, 
in a way not cast up ; 

16 To make their land “desolate, 
and a perpetual “ hissing ; every one 
that passeth thereby shall be asto- 
nished, and wag his head. 

17 ‘‘I will scatter them ‘•as with 
an east wind before the enemy; 
will shew them the back, ana not 
the face, in the day of their ca- 
lamity. 

18 li Then said they, “Come, and 
let us devise devices a^inst Jere- 
miah ; ‘ for the law shall not perish 
from the priest, nor counsel from 
the wise, nor the word from the 
prophet. Come, and let us smite 
liim ^with the tongue, and let us not 
give heed to any of his words. 

19 Cive heed to me, O Lord, and 
hearken to the voice of them that 
contend with me. 

20 "Shall evil be recompensed for 
good ? for * they have digged a pit 
for my soul. Remember that I 
stood before thee to speak good for 
them, and to turn away thy wrath 
from them. 

21 Therefore ^deliver up their chil- 
dren to the famine, and ®pour out 
their blood by the force of the 
sword ; and let their wives be be- 
reaved of their children, and he wi- 
dows ; and let their men be put to 
death ; let their young men he slain 
by the sword in fjattle. 

22 Let a cry be heard from their 
houses, when thou shalt bring a 
troop suddenly upon them : for 
* they have digged a pit to take me, 
and hid snares for my feet. 

28 Yet, Loud, thou knowest all 
their counsel against me *to slay 
me: “forgive not their iniephty, 

1 neither blot out their sin from thy 
sight, but let them be overthrown 
before thee ; deal thus with them in 
the time of thine anger, f. s! . 


CHAPTER XIX. 

Under the type of breaking a potter’s vessd 
is foresJiewed the desolation of the Jews for 
their sins. 

T hus saith the Lord, Go and 
get a potter’s earthen bottle, 
and take of the ancients of the 
people, and of the ancients of the 
priests ; 

2 And go forth unto “the valley 
of the son of Hinnom, which is by 
the entiy of ^ the east gate, and pro- 
claim there the words that I shall 
tell thee, 

8 '’And say. Hear ye the word of 
the Loiid, O kings of J udah, and in- 
habitants of Jerusalem ; Thus saith 
the Lord of hosts, the God of Is- 
rael ; Behold, I will bring evil up- 
on this place, the which whosoever 
heareth, his ears shall ‘’tingle. 

4 Because they ‘'have forsaken 
me, and have estmnged this place, 
aiul have burned incense in it unto 
other gods, whom neither they nor 
their fathers have known, nor the 
kings of Judah, and have filled this 
place with " the blood of innocents ; 

'They have built also the high 
places of Baal, to burn their sons 
with fire for burnt ofiferings unto 
Baal, I' which I commanded not, 
nor spake it, neither came it into 
my mind : 

0 Therefore, behold, the days come, 
saith the Lord, that this place shall 
no more be called Tophet, nor The 
valley of the son of Hinnom, but 
The valley of slaughter. 

7 And I will make void the coun- 
sel of Judah and Jerusalem in this 
place ; ' and I will cause them to 
fall by the sword before their ene- 
mies, and by the hands of them 
that seek their lives : and their 
'‘carcases will I give to be meat for 
the fowls of the heaven, and for the 
beasts of the earth. 

8 A nd I will make this city ' deso- 
late, and an hissing ; every one that 
passeth thereby shall be astonished 
and hiss because of all the plagues 
thereof. 
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I 9 And I will cause them to eat the 
“flesh of their sons and the flesh of 
their daughters, and they shall eat 
every one the flesh of his friend in 
the siege and stmitness, wherewith 
their enemies, and they that seek 
! their lives, shall straiten them. 

10 “Then shalt thou break the 
bottle in the sight of the men that 
go with thee, 

11 And shalt say unto them. Thus 
saith the Lord of hosts ; Even so 
will I break this people and this 
city, as one breaketh a potter’s 
vessel, that cannot ® be made whole 
again : and they shall ^ bury them 
in Tophet, till there be no place to 
bury. 

12 Thus will I do unto this place, 
saith the Lord, and to the inhabit- 
ants thereof, and even make this 
city as Tophet : 

13 And the houses of Jerusalem, 
and the houses of the kings of Ju- 
dah, shall be defiled "Jas the place 
of Tophet, because of all the houses 
upon whose '' roofs they have burned 
incense unto all the host of heaven, 
and “have poured out drink offer- 
ings unto other gods. 

14 Then came Jeremiah from To- 

E het, whither the Lord had sent 
im to prophesy; and he stood in 
* the court of the Lord’s house ; and 
said to all the people, 

15 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel; Behold, I will 
bring upon this city and upon all 
her towns all the evil that I have 
pronounced against it, because "they 
have hardened their necks, that 
they might not hear my words. 

CHAPTER XX. 

1 Pmhwr, mMng Jeremiah, reedveth a new 
name, mid a fearful doom. 7 Jeremiah com- 
plaineth of contempt, 10 of treaehery, lAand 
of Me Hrth. 

N OW Pashur the son of " Immer 
the priest, who was also chief 
governor in the house of the Lord, 
heard that Jeremiah prophesied 
these things. 

2 Then Pashur smote Jer^uiah 


the prophet, and put him in the 
stocks that were in the high gate 
of Benjamin, which was by the 
house of the Lord. 

8 And it came to pass on the 
morrow, that Pashur brought forth 
Jeremiah out of the stocks. Then 
said Jeremiah unto him. The Lord 
hath not called thv name Pashur, 
but “ Magor-missabib. 

4 For thus saith the Lord, Be- 
hold, 1 will make thee a terror to 
thyself, and to all thy friends : and 
they shall fall by the sword of their 
enemies, and thine eyes shall be- 
hold it: and I will give all .Judah 
into the hand of the king of Baby- 
lon, and he shall carry them captive 
into Babylon, and shall slay them 
with the sword. 

5 Moreover I ‘’will deliver all the 
strength of this city, and all the 
labours thereof, and all the precious 
things thereof, and all the treasures 
of the kings of Judah will I give 
into the hand of their enemies, 
which shall spoil them, and take 
them, and carry them to Babylon. 

6 And thou, Pashur, and all that 
dwell in thine house shall go into 
captivity: and thou shalt come to 
Babylon, and there thou shalt die, 
and shalt be buried there, thou, 
and all thy friends, to whom thou 
hast “ propiiesied lies. 

7 H O Lord, thou hast deceived 
me, and 1 was deceived : ‘‘ thou art 
stronger than I, and hast prevailed : 

® I am in derision daily, every one 
raocketh me. 

8 For since I spake, I cried out, 

^ I cried violence and spoil ; because 
the word of the Lord was made 
a reproach unto me, and a derision, 
daily. 

9 Then I said, I will not make 
mention of him, nor speak any more 
in his name. But his word was in 
mine heart as a ® burning fire shut up 
in my bones, and I was weary with 
forbearing, and ^ I could not stay. 

10 II ‘For I beard the defaming of 
many, fear on every side. Report, 
say they^ and we * will report it. i 
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Jeremiah foretelleth a hard JEREMIAH, XXL 9iege and mieeroMe eaptivU\ 


r^isT familiars watched for my 

dr. eoa. halting, saying, Peradventure he 
' — ^ will be enticed, and we shall pre- 
vail against him, and we shall take 
our revenge on him. 

Loud is with me as a 
06.13,14. mighty terrible one: therefore my 
uko a. 53, persecutors shall stumble, and they 
j^ch. i. 8, 19 . shall not prevail : they shall be 
J?i’Gatly ashamed ; for they shall not 
“ch.5!3.4o. prosper: their "everlasting confu- 
sion shall never be forgotten. 

12 But, O Lord of hosts, that 
“ch. 11 . 20 . "triest the righteous, and seest the

18 Sing unto tlie Lord, praise ye

8 But, The Lord liveth, which 
brought up and which led the seed 
of the house of Israel out of the 
north country, 'and from all coun- 
tries whither I had driven them; 
and they shall dwell in their own 
land. 

9 H Mine heart within me is broken 
because of the prophets; “all my 
bones shake ; I am like a drunken 
man, and like a man whom wine 
hath overcome, because of the Lord, 
and because of the words of his 
holiness. 

10 For "the land is full of adul- 
terers; for "because of ® swearing 
the land moumeth; ^the pleasant 
places of the wilderness are dried 
up, and their -'course is evil, and 
their force is not right. 

11 For ‘'both prophet and priest 
are profane ; yea, ’’ in my house 
have I found their wickedness, saith 
the Lord. 

12 “Wherefore their way shall be 
unto them as slippery ways in the 
darkness : they shall be driven on, 
and fall therein: for I ‘will bring 
evil upon them, evoM the year of 
their visitation, saith the Lord. 

13 And I have seen * " folly in the 
prophets of Samaria; "they pro- 
phesied in Baal, and ’‘caused my 
people Israel to err. 

14 I have seen also in the pro- 
phets of Jerusalem “an horrible 
thing : ^ they commit adultery, and 
“walk in lies : they “strengthen also 
the hands of evildoers, that none 
doth return from his wickedness: 
they are all of them unto me as 
’’Sodom, and the inhabitants there- 
of as Gomorrah. 

15 Tlierefore thus saith the Lord 
of hosts concerning the prophets; 
Behold, I will feed them with 
"wormwood, and make them drink 
the water of gall : for from the pro- 
phets of Jerusalem is ’’ profaneness 
gone forth into all the land. 

16 Thus saith the Lord of hosts. 
Hearken not unto the words of the 
prophets that prophesy unto you ; 
they make you vain : ^ they speak a 


vision of their own heart, and not 
out of the mouth of the Lord. 

17 They say still unto them that 
despise me. The Lord hath said, 
"Ye shall have peace ; and they say 
unto every one that walketh after 
the ® imagination of his own heart, 
^No evil shall come upon you. 

18 For "who hath stood in the 
"counsel of the Lord, and hath 
perceived and heard his word ? who 
hath marked his word, and heard 
it? 

19 Behold, a '’whirlwind of the 
Lord is gone forth in fury, even 
a gi’ievous whirlwind : it shall fall 
grievously upon the head of the 
wicked, 

20 The ‘anger of the Lord shall 
not return, until he have executed, 
and till he have performed the 
thoughts of his heart : ^ in the latter 
days ye shall consider it perfectly. 

21 ' 1 have not sent these prophets, 
yet they ran : I have not spoken to 
them, yet they prophesied. 

22 But if tfiey had ’’’stood in my 
counsel, and had caused my peo- 
ple to hear my words, then they 
should have "turned them from 
their evil way, and from the evil 
of their doings. 

23 Am 1 a God at hand, saith tlie 
Lord, and not a God afar off? 

24 Can any ” hide himself in secret 
places that I shall not see him ? 
saith the Lord. ^ Do not I fill hea- 
ven and earth ? saith the Lord. 

25 I have heard what the pro- 
phets said, that prophesy lies in 
my name, saying, I have dreamed, 
I have dreamed. 

26 How long shall this be in the 
heart of the prophets that prophesy 
lies ? yea, they are prophets of the 
deceit of their own heart ; 

27 Which think to cause my peo- 
ple to forget my name by their 
dreams which they tell every man 
to his neighbour, their fathers 
have forgotten my name for Baal. 

28 The prophet * that hath a dream, 
let him tell a dream; and he that 
hath my word, let him speak my 
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Mockers of true prophets.

T he “Lord shewed me, and, be- 
hold, two baskets of figs were 
set before the temple of the Lord, 
after that Nebuchadrezzar ‘'king of 
Babylon had carried away captive 
‘Jeeoniah the son of Jehoiakim 
king of Judah, and the princes 
of Judah, with the carpenters and 
smiths, from Jerusalem, and had 
brought them to Babylon. 

2 One basket had very good figs, 
even like the figs that are first 
ripe : and the other basket had 
very naughty figs, which could not 
be eaten, * they were so bad. 

3 Then said the Lord unto me, 
What seest thou, Jeremiah? And 
1 said, Figs; the good figs, very 
good ; and the evil, very evil, that 
cannot be eaten, they are so evil. 

4 H Again the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 

5 Thus saith the Lord, the God 
of Israel; Like these good figs, 
so will I acknowledge ®them that 
are caiTied away captive of Judah, 
whom I have sent out of this place 
into the land of the Chaldeans for 
their good. 

6 For I will set mine eyes upon 
them for good, and ^I will bring 
them again to this land: and *I 
will build them, and not pull them 
down; and I will plant them, and 
not pluck them up. 

7 And I will give them 'an heart 
to know me, that I am the Lord : 
and they shall be 'my people, and 
I will be their God: for they shall 
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return unto me •‘with their whole 
heart. 

8 IF And as the evil •figs, which 
cannot be eaten, they are so evil ; 
surely thus saith the Lord, So will 
I give Zedekiah the king of Judah, 
and his princes, and the residue of 
Jerusalem, that remain in this land, 
and •‘them that dwell in the land 
of Egypt : 

9 And I will deliver them ®to ‘be 
removed into all the kingdoms of 
the earth for their hurt, be a 
reproach and a proverb, a taunt 
“and a curse, in all places whither 
I shall drive them. 

10 And I will send the sword, the 
famine, and the pestilence, among 
them, till they be consumed from 
off the land that I gave unto them 
and to their fathers.

T he word that came to Jere- 
miah concerning all the people 
of Judah “in the fourth year of 
Jehoiakim the son of Josiah ki ng 
of Judah, that loas the first year of 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon ; 

2 Tlie which Jeremiah the pro- 
phet spake unto all the people of 
Judah, and to all the inhabitants 
of Jerusalem, saying, 

8 •’From the thirteenth year of 
Josiah the son of Amon king of 
Judah, even unto this day, that is 
the three and twentieth year, the 
word of the Lord hath come unto 
me, and I have spoken unto you, 
rising early and speaking ; “ but ye 
have not hearkened. 

4 And the Lord hath sent unto 
you^ aH his servants the prophets, 
*• rising early and sending them ; 
but^ ye have not hearkened, nor 
inclined your ear to hear. 

6 They said, “Turn ye again now 
eveiy one from his evil way, and 


from the evil of your doings, and 
dwell in the land that the Lord 
hath given unto you and to your 
fathers for ever and ever : 

6 And go not after other gods to 
serve them, and to worship them, 
and provoke me not to anger with 
the works of your hands ; and I 
will do you no hurt. 

7 Yet ye have not hearkened unto 
me, saith the Lord ; that ye might 
•provoke me to anger with the 
works of your hands to your own 
hurt. 

8 II Therefore thus saith the Lord 
of hosts ; Because ye have not heard 
my words, 

9 Behold, I will send and take 
* all the families of the north, saith 
the Lord, and Nebuchadrezzar the 
king of Babylon, •'my servant, and 
will bring them against this land, 
and against the inhabitants there- 
of, and against all these nations 
round about, and will utterly de- 
stroy them, and •make them an 
astonishment, and an hissing, and 
perpetual desolations. 

10 Moreover *I will take from 
them the •‘voice of mirth, and the 
voice of gladness, the voice of the 
bridegroom, and the voice of the 
bride, ‘the sound of the millstones, 
and the light of the candle. 

11 And this whole land shall be 
a desolation, and an astonishment; 
and these nations shall serve the 
king of Babylon seventy years. 

12 H And it shall come to pass, 
“when * seventy years are accom- 

lished, that I will ® punish the 
ing of Babylon, and that nation, 
saith the Lord, for their iniquity, 
and the land of the Chaldeans, ” and 
will make it perpetual desolations. 

18 And I will bring upon that 
land all my words which I have 
pronounced against it, even all that 
IS written in this book, which Je- 
remiah hath prophesied against all 
the nations. 

14 "For many nations ^and great 
kings shall ’ serve themselves of 
them also: 'and 1 will recompense 
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them according to their deeds, and 
according to the works of their 
own hands. 

15 IT For thus saith the Lord God 
of Israel unto me ; Take the * wine 
cup of this fury at my hand, and 
cause all the nations, to whom I 
send thee, to drink it. 

16 And ‘they shall drink, and be 
moved, and be mad, because of the 
sword that I will send among them. 

17 Then took I the cup at the 
Lord’s hand, and made all the 
nations to drink, unto whom the 
Lord had sent me : 

18 T(f) ivit, .lerusalem, and the cities 
of .Tudah, and the kifigs thereof, and 
the i)rinces thereof, to make them 
“ a desolation, an astonishment, an 
hissing, and * a curse ; as it is this 
day; 

19 y Pharaoh king of Egypt, and 
his servants, and his princes, and 
all his people ; 

20 And all *the mingled people, 
and all the kings of “the land of 
Uz, ‘’and all the kings of the land 
of the Philistines, and Ashkelon, 
and Azzah, and Ekron, and “the 
remnant of Ashdod, 

21 ‘‘Edom, and “Moab, and the 
children of ^Ammon, 

22 And all the kings of sTyriis, 
and all the kings of Zidon, and 
the kings of the ‘‘isles which are 
beyond the ^ sea, 

28 ‘Dedan, and Tema, and Buz, 
and all '"‘that are in the utmost 
comers, 

24 And ‘‘all the kings of Arabia, 
and all tlie kings of the ‘ mingled 
people that dwell in the desert, 

25 And all the kings of Zimri, and 
all the kings of Elam, and all the 
kings of the Medes, 

26 "And all the kings of the north, 
far and near, one with another, and 
all the kingdoms of the world, which 
are upon the face of the earth : " and 
the king of Sheshach shall drink 
after them. 

27 Therefore thou shalt say unto 
them, Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel; ^ Drink ye, and 


“be dranken, and spue, and fall, and 
rise no more, because of the sword 
which I will send among you. 

28 And it shall be, if thev refuse 
to take the cup at thine hand to 
drink, then shalt thou say unto 
them. Thus saith the Lord of hosts ; 
Ye shall certainly dnnk. 

29 For, lo, 'I begin to bring evil 
on the city ““which is called by 
my name, and should ye be utterly 
unpunished? Ye shall not be un- 
punished : for ‘I will call for a sword 
upon all the inhabitants of the 
earth, saith the Lord of hosts. 

80 Therefore prophesy thou against 
them all these words, and say unto 
them. The Lord shall " roar from on 
high, and utter his voice from * his 
holy habitation; he shall mightily 
roar upon ^ his habitation ; he shall 
give ” a shout, as they that tread the 
grapes, against all the inhabitants 
of the earth. 

81 A noise shall come even to the 
ends of the earth; for the Lord 
hath “a controversy with the na- 
tions, he will plead with all flesh ; 
he will give them that are wicked 
to the sword, saith the Lord. 

82 Thus saith the Lord of hosts. 
Behold, evil shall go forth from na- 
tion to nation, and “a great whirl- 
wind shall be raised up from the 
coasts of the earth. 

33 ‘‘And the slain of the Lord 
shall be at that day from one end 
of the earth even unto the other 
end of the earth : they shall not be 
“lamented, ^neither gathered, nor 
buried ; they shall be dung upon 
the ground. 

34 H e H owl, ye shepherds, and cry ; 
and wallow yourselves in the ashes, 
ye principal of the flock: for ®the 
days of your slaughter and of your 
dispersions are accomplished; and 
ye shall fall like ^ a pleasant vessel. 

85 And ® the shepherds shall have 
no way to flee, nor the principal of 
the flock to escape. 

86 A voice of tne cry of the shep- 
herds, and an howling of the prin- 
cipal of the flock, shall he heard: 
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for the Lord hath spoiled their 
pasture. 

87 And the peaceable habitations 
are cut down because of the fierce 
anger of the Lord. 

88 He hath forsaken ’‘his covert, 
as the lion : for their land is ® deso- 
late because of the fierceness of the 
oppressor, and because of his fierce 
anger. 

CHAPTER XXVI. 

1 Jeremiah hy prtmwes and threatemings ex- 
liorteth to repentance, 8 He is ttwrefore ap- 
prehended, \{) mid arrmgfiied, 12 His apology, 
16 He is quit in judgnmnZ, hy the exa/mple of 
Micah, 20 and of Urijah, 24 and by the cadre 
of Akiliam, 

I N the beginning of the reign of 
Jehoiakim the son of Josiah 
king of Judah came this word from 
the Lord, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lord ; Stand 
in “the court of the Lord’s house, 
and speak unto all the cities of 
Judah, which come to worship in 
the Lord’s house, ’’all the words 
that I command thee to speak unto 
them ; ° diminish not a word : 

3 If so be they will hearken, and 
turn every man from his evil way, 
that I may “repent me of the evil, 
which I purpose to do unto them 
because of the evil of their doings. 

4 And thou shalt say unto them. 
Thus saith the Lord; ‘‘If ye will 
not hearken to me, to walk in my 
law, which I have set before you, 

5 To hearken to the words of my 
servants the prophets, « whom I sent 
unto you, both rising up early, 
and sending them, but ye have not 
hearkened ; 

6 Then will I make this house 
like ’'Shiloh, and will make this 
city ’a curse to all the nations of 
the earth. 

7 So the priests and the prophets 
and all the people heard Jeremiah 
speaking these words in the house 
of the Lord. 

8 f Now it came to pass, when 
Jeremiah had made an end of 
speaking all that the Lord had 


commanded him to speak unto all 
the people, that the priests and the 
prophets and all the people took 
him, saying. Thou shalt surely die. 

9 Why hast thou prophesied in 
the name of the Lord, saying. This 
house shall be like Shiloh, and 
this city shall be desolate without 
an inhabitant ? And all the people 
were gathered against Jeremiah in 
the house of the Lord. 

10 H When the princes of Judah 
heard these things, then they came 
up fi'om the king’s house unto the 
house of the Lord, and sat down 
® in the entry of the new gate of the 
Lord’s house. 

11 Then spake the priests and the 
prophets unto the princes and to 
all the people, saying, ^ This man 
is worthy to die ; for he hath 
prophesied against this city, as ye 
have heard with your ears. 

12 H Then spake Jeremiah unto 
all the princes and to all the peo- 
ple, saying, The Lord sent me to 
prophesy against this house and 
agtiinst this city all the words that 
ye have heard. 

18 Therefore now ’ amend your 
ways and your doings, and obey 
the voice of the Lord your God ; 
and the Lord will “repent him of 
the evil that he hatli pronounced 
against you. 

14 As for me, behold, “I am in 
your hand : do with me ^ as seem- 
eth good and meet unto you. 

15 But know ye for certain, that 
if ye put me to death, ye shall 
surely bring innocent blood upon 
yourselves, and upon this city, and 
upon the inhabitants thereof : for 
of a truth the Lord hath sent me 
unto you to speak all these words 
in your ears. 

16 H Then said the princes and all 
the people unto the priests and to 
the prophets ; This man is not wor- 
thy to die : for he hath spoken to us 
in the name of the Lord our God. 

17 “Then rose up certain of the 
elders of the land, and spake to all 
the assembly of the people, saying. 
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Jeremiah is acquitted. JEREMIAH, XXVII. He propJmieth the subjects 


18 p Micah the Morasthite prophe- 
^^ 7 10 ^ «ied in the days of Hezekiah king 
' — ^ of Judah, and spake to all the peo- 
•’Mic.i.i. pjg Judah, saying, Thus saith 
"Mic.3.12. the Lord of hosts; ‘'Zion shall be 

plowed like a field, and Jerusalem 
shall become heaps, and the moun- 
tain of tlie house as the high places 
of a forest. 

19 Did Hczekiab king of Judah 
and all Judah put him at all to 

' 2 Chron. 32 . death ? " did he not fear the Lord, 
the face bcsouglit Hlie LoRD, and the 
the Lord. Lord “repented him of the evil 
which he had pronounced against 
‘Acts 5. 39. tliem ? ‘Thus might we procure 
great evil against our souls. 

20 And there was also a man that 
prophesied in the name of the 
Lord, Urijah the son of Shemaiah 
of Kirjatli-jearim, who prophesied 
against this city and against this 
land according to all the words of 
Jeremiah : 

21 And when Jehoiakim the king, 
with all his mighty men, and all the 
princes, heard his words, the king 
sought to put him to death : but 
when Urijah heard it, he was afraid, 
and fled, and went into Egypt ; 

22 And Jehoiakim the king sent 
men into Egypt, namely, Elnathan 
the son of Achbor, and certain men 
with him into Egypt. 

dr. 609. 28 Aiid they fetched forth Urijah 

out of Egypt, and brought him un- 
to Jehoiakim the king; who slew 
him witli the sword, and cast his 
dead body into the graves of the 
“common people. j 

“ 2 Kin. 22 . 12 , 24 Nevertheless "the hand of Ahi- 

14. ch.39.14. i^am the son of Shaphan was with 
Jeremiah, that they should not give 
him into the hand of the people to 
put him to death.

‘‘and then many nations and OTeat kckkn! 
kings shall serve themselves of him. 

8 And it shall come to pass, that 
the nation and kingdom which will 
not serve the same Nebuchadnezzar 
the king of Babylon, and that will 
not put their neck under the yoke 
of the king of Babylon, that nation 
will 1 punish, saith the Lord, with 
the sword, and with the famine, and 
with the pestilence, until I have con- 
sumed them by his hand. 

9 Therefore hearken not ye to 
your prophets, nor to your diviners, 
nor to your ^ Reamers, nor to your 
enchanters, nor to your sorcerers, 
which speak unto you, saying. Ye 
shall not serve the king of Ba- 
bylon : 

10 ‘For they prophesy a lie unto ‘w.ii. 
you, to remove you far from your 
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land; and that I should drive you 
out, and ye should perish. 

11 But the nations that bring their 
neck under the yoke of the king of 
Babylon, and serve him, those will 
I let remain still in their own land, 
saith the Lord ; and they shall till 
it, and dwell therein. 

12 IT I spake also to “Zedekiah 
king of Judah according to all 
these words, saying. Bring your 
necks under the yoke of the king 
of Babylon, and serve him and his 
people, and live. 

18 "Why will ye die, thou and 
thy people, by the sword, by the 
famine, and by the pestilence, as 
the Lord hath spoken against the 
nation that will not serve the king 
of Babylon ? 

14 Therefore hearken not unto the 
words of the prophets that speak 
unto you, saying. Ye shall not serve 
the king of Babylon : for they pro- 
phesy ° a lie unto you. 

15 For I have not sent them, saith 
the Lord, yet they prophesy ®a lie 
in my name ; that I might drive 
you out, and that ye might perish, 
ye, and the prophets that prophesy 
unto you. 

16 Also I spake to the priests and 
to all this people, saying. Thus 
saith the Lord; Hearken not to 
the words of your prophets that 
prophesy unto you, saying. Behold, 
pthe vessels of the Lord’s house 
shall now shortly be brought again 
from Babylon : for they prophesy a 
lie unto you. 

17 Hearken not unto them ; serve 
the king of Babylon, and live : 
wherefore should this city be laid 
waste ? 

18 But if they he prophets, and 
if the word of the Lord be with 
them, let them now make interces- 
sion to the Lord of hosts, that the 
vessels which are left in the house 
of the Lord, and in the house of 
the king of Judah, and at Jerusa- 
lem, go not to Babylon. 

19 Tl For thus saith the Loud of 
hosts concerning the pillars, and 


concerning the sea, and concerning 
the bases, and concerning the resi- 
due of the vessels that remain in 
this city, 

20 Which Nebuchadnezzar king of 
Babylon took not, when he carried 
away ^captive Jeconiah the son of 
Jehoiakim king of Judah from Je- 
rusalem to Babylon, and all the 
nobles of Judah and J erusalem ; 

21 Yea, thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, the God of Israel, concern- 
ing tlie vessels that remain in the 
house of the Lord, and in the house 
of the king of Judah and of Je- 
rusalem ; 

22 They shall be * carried to Baby- 
lon, and there shall they be until 
the day that I * visit them, saith the 
Lord ; then " will I bring them up, 
and restore them to this place. 

CHAPTER XXVIII.

AND “it came to pass the same 
J\. year, in the beginning of the 
reign of Zedekiah king of Judah, 
in the fourth year, and in the fifth 
month, that Hananiah the son of 
Azur the prophet, which tvas of 
Gibeon, spake unto me in the 
house of the Lord, in the presence 
of the priests and of all the people, 
saying, 

2 Thus speaketh the Lord of 
hosts, the God of Israel, saying, I 
have broken ‘’the yoke of the king 
of Babylon. 

8 “Within *two lull years will I 
bring again into this place all the 
vessels of the Lord’s house, that 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon 
took away from this place, and 
carried them to Babylon : 

4 And I will bring again to this 
place Jeconiah the son of Jehoi- 
akim king of Judah, with all the 
^captives of Judah, that went into 
Babylon, saith tibie Lord : for I will 
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6 Take ye wives, and beget sons 
and daughters ; and take wives for 
your sons, and mve your daughters 
to husbands, that they may bear 
sons and daughters ; that ye may 
be increased there, and not dimi- 
nished. 

7 And seek the peace of the city 
whither I have caused you to be 
carried away captives, “and pray 
unto the Lord for it : for in the 
peace thereof shall ye have peace. 

8 H For thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, the God of Israel ; Let not 
your prophets and your diviners, 
that be in the midst of you, ^de- 
ceive you, neither hearken to your 
dreams which ye cause to be 
dreamed. 

9 ® For they prophesy ® falsely unto 
you in my name ; I have not sent 
them, saith the Lord. 

10 H For thus saith the Lord, That 
after ^seventy years be accomplish- 
ed at Babylon I will visit you, 
and perform my good word toward 
you, in causing you to return to 
this place. 

11 For I know the thoughts that I 
think toward you, saitli the Lord, 
thoughts of peace, and not of evil, 
to give you an ^expected end. 

12 Then shall ye ‘’'call upon me, 
and ye shall go and pray unto me, 
and 1 will hearken unto you. 

18 And ‘‘ye shall seek me, and 
find me, when ye shall search for 
me ‘ with all your heart. 

14 And *‘1 will be found of you, 
saith the Lord : and I will turn 
away your captivity, and ‘I will 
gatlier you from all the nations, 
and from all the places whither I 
have driven you, saith the Lord ; 
and I will bring you again into the 
place whence 1 caused you to be 
carried away captive. 

15 U Because ye have said, The 
Lord hath raised us up prophets 
in Babylon ; 

16 Know that thus saith the Lord 
of the king tliat sitteth upon the 
throne of David, and of all the 
people that dwelleth in this city. 


and of your brethren that are not 
gone forth with you into captivity ; 

17 Thus saith the Lord of hosts ; 
Behold, I will send upon them the 
"‘sword, the famine, and the pes- 
tilence, and will make them like 
"vile figs, that cannot be eaten, 
they are so evil. 

18 And I will persecute them with 
the sword, witn the famine, and 
with the pestilence, and “will de- 
liver them to be removed to all 
the kingdoms of the earth, ®to be 
Pa curse, and an astonishment, and 
an hissing, and a reproach, among 
all the nations whither I have 
driven them : 

19 Because they have not heark- 
ened to my words, saith the Lord, 
which ‘‘I sent unto them by my 
servants the prophets, rising up 
early and sending them; but ye 
would not hear, saith the Lord. j 

20 H Hear ye therefore the word 
of the Lord, all ye of the captivity, 
whom I have sent from Jerusalem 
to Babylon : 

21 Tlius saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel, of Ahab the son 
of Kolaiah, and of Zedekiah the 
son of Maaseiah, which prophesy 
a lie unto you in my name ; Be- 
hold, I will deliver them into the 
hand of Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon ; and he shall slay them 
before your eyes ; 

22 ’'And of them shall be taken 
up a curse by all tlie captivity of 
Judah which are in Babylon, say- 
ing, The Lord make thee like Ze- 
dekiah and like Ahab, " whom the 
king of Babylon roasted in the fire ; 

23 Because ‘they have committed 
villany in Israel, and have com- 
mitted adultery with their neigh- 
bours’ wives, and have spoken lying 
words in my name, which I have 
not commanded them ; even I know, 
and am a witness, saith the Lord. 

24 U Thus shalt thou also speak to 
Shemaiah the “Nehelamite, saying, 

25 Thus speaketh the Lord of 
hosts, the wd of Israel, saying. 
Because thou hast sent letters in 
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14 pAII thy lovers have forgotten 
thee ; they seek thee not ; for I 
have wounded thee with the wound 
’of an enemy, with the chastise- 
ment 'of a cruel one, for the mul- 
titude of thine iniquity ; * became 
thy sins were increased. 

15 Why ‘criest thou for thine af- 
fliction ? thy sorrow is incurable 
for the multitude of thine iniquity : 
because thy sins were increased, I 
have done these things unto thee. 

16 Therefore all mey that de- 
vour thee “ shall be devoured ; and 
all thine adverearies, eveiy one of 
them, shall go into captivity ; and 
they that spoil thee shall be a 
spoil, and all that prey upon thee 
will I give for a prey. 

17 'For I will restore health unto 
thee, and I will heal thee of thy 
wounds, saith the Lord ; because 
they called thee an Outcast, saying^ 
This is Zion, whom no man seek- 
eth after. 

18 IF Thus saith the Lord ; Be- 
hold, will bring again the cap- 
tivity of Jacob’s tents, and ‘have 
mercy on his dwellingplaces ; and 
the city shall be builded upon her 
own ®heap, and the palace shall 
remain after the manner thereof. 

19 And ‘out of tliem shall proceed 
thanksgiving and the voice of them 
that make merry : and I will mul- 
tiply them, and they shall not be 
few; I will also glorify them, and 
they shall not be small. 

20 Their children also shall be 
®as aforetime, and their congrega- 
tion shall be established before me, 
and I will punish all tliat oppress 
them. 

21 And their nobles shall be of 
themselves, ^ and their governor 
shall proceed from the midst of 
them ; and I will * cause him to 
draw near, and he shall approach 
unto me : for who is this that en- 
gaged his heart to approach unto 
me ? saith the Lord. 

22 And ye shall be 'my people, 
and I will be your God.

A t ‘ the same time, saith the 
Lord, ‘’will I be the God of 
all the families of Israel, and they 
shall be my people. 

2 Thus saith the Lord, The peo- 
ple which loere left of the sword 
found grace in the wilderness ; even 
Israel, when ®I went to cause him 
to rest. 

8 The Lord hath appeared *of 
old unto me, saying. Yea, ^I have 
loved thee with " an everlasting 
love: therefore “with lovingkind- 
ness have I ' drawn thee. 

4 Again ‘I will build thee, and 
thou shalt be built, O virgin of Is- 
mel: thou shalt again be adorned 
with thy ‘‘“tabrets, and shalt go 
forth in the dances of them that 
make merry. 

5 ‘Thou shalt yet plant vines up- 
on the mountains of Samaria: the 
planters shall plant, and shall 'eat 
them as common things. 

6 For there shall be a day, that 
the watchmen upon the mount 
Ephraim shall cij, ‘‘Arise ye, and 
let us go up to Zion unto the Lord 
our God. 

7 For thus saith the Lord ; ‘ Sing 
with gladness for Jacob, and shout 
among the chief of the nations : 
publish ye, praise ye, and say, O 
Lord, save thy people, the rem- 
nant of Israel. “ ch. s. 12 , is. 

8 Behold, I will bring them “from 3 . 

the north country, and "gather 41 . & 34 . 13 ; 
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them from the coasts of the earth, 
and with them the blind and the 
lame, the woman with child and 
her that travaileth with child toge- 
ther : a great company shall return 
thither. 

9 "Tliey shall come with weeping, 
and with “supplications will I lead 
them : I will cause them to walk J*by 
the rivers of waters in a stmight 
way, wherein they shall not stum- 
ble : for I am a father to Israel, 
and Eplimim is my ** firstborn. 

10 11 Hear the word of the Lord, 
O ye nations, and declare it in 
the isles afar off, and say. He that 
scattered Israel '^will gather him, 
and keep him, as a shepherd doth 
his flock. 

11 For "the Lord hath redeemed 
Jacob, and ransomed him ‘from the 
hand of him that was stronger than 
he. 

12 Therefore they shall come and 
sing in "the height of Zion, and 
shall flow together to *the good- 
ness of the Lord, for wheat, and 
for wine, and for oil, and for the 
young of the flock and of the herd :

15 U Thus saith the Lord ; "A 
voice was heard in ■'Ramah, lamen- 
tation, and bitter weeping ; Rahel 
weeping for her children refused to 
be comforted for her children, be- 
cause ® they were not. 

16 Thus saith the Lord; Refrain 
thy voice from weeping, and thine 
eyes from tears : for thy work shall 
be rewarded, saith the Lord ; and 
‘‘they shall come again from the 
land of the enemy. 


17 And there is hope in thine 
end, saith the Lord, that thy chil- 
dren shall come again to their own 
border. 

18 H I have surely heard Ephraim 
bemoaning himself thus ; Thou hast 
chastised me, and I was chastised, 
as a bullock unaccustomed to the 
yoke: "turn thou me, and I shall 
be turned ; for thou art the Lord 
my God. 

19 Surely ^ after that I was turn- 
ed, I repented ; and after that I 
was instructed, I smote upon my 
thigh : I was ashamed, yea, even 
confounded, because I did bear the 
reproach of my youth. 

20 Is Ephraim my dear son ? is 
he a pleasant child ? for since I 
spake against him, I do earnestly 
remember him still : * therefore my 
liowcls “ are troubled for him ; ‘‘I 
will surely have mercy upon him, 
saith the Lord. 

21 Set thee up waymarks, make 
thee high heaps : ‘ set thine heart 
toward the highway, even the way 
which thou wentest : turn again, 0 
virgin of Israel, turn again to these 
thy cities. 

22 II How long wilt thou ‘‘ go about, 
O thou ‘backsliding daughter? for 
the Lord hath created a new thing 
in the earth, A woman shall com- 
pass a man. 

23 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel ; As yet they 
shall use this speech in the land 
of Judah and in the cities thereof, 
when I shall bring again their cap- 
tivity; "‘The Lord bless thee, O 
habitation of justice, and "moun- 
tain of holiness. 

24 And there shall dwell in Judah 
itself, and “in all the cities there- 
of together, husbandmen, and they 
that go forth with flocks. 

25 For I have satiated the weary 
soul, and I have replenished every 
sorrowful soul. 

26 Upon this I awaked, and beheld ; 
and my sleep was sweet unto me.^ 

27 H Behold, the days come, saith 
the Lord, that ^I wiU sow the 
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house of Israel and the house of 
Judah with the seed of man, and 
with the seed of beast. 

28 And it shall come to pass, 
that like as I have ’watched over 
them, ’^to pluck up, and to break 
down, and to throw down, and to 
destroy, and to afflict ; so will I 
watch over them, "to build, and to 
plant, saith the Lord. 

29 ‘In those days they shall say 
no more. The fathers have eaten a 
sour grape, and the children’s teeth 
are set on edge. 

80 "But every one shall die for 
his own iniquity : eveiy man that 
eateth the sour gi’ape, his teeth 
shall be set on edge. 

81 H Behold, the * days come, saith 
the Lord, that I will make a new 
covenant with the house of Israel, 
and with the house of Judah : 

82 Not according to the covenant 
that I made with their fathers in 
the day that took them by the 
hand to bring them out of the land 
of Egypt ; whi(;h my covenant they 
brake, ‘‘although I was an husband 
unto them, saith the Lord ; 

88 "But this shall he the covenant 
that I will make with the house of 
Israel ; After those days, saith the 
Lord, "I will put my law in their 
inward parts, and write it in their 
hearts ; and will be their God, and 
they shall be my people. 

84 And they shall teach no more 
every man his neighbour, and every 
man his brother, saying. Know the 
Lord : for " they shall all know me, 
from the least of them unto the 
greatest of them, saith the Lord : 
for ‘‘I will forgive their iniquity, 
and I will remember their sin no 
more. 

85 IF Thus saith the Lord, ® which 
giveth the sun for a light by day, 
and the ordinances of the moon and 
of the stars for a light by night, 
which divideth '^the sea when the 
waves thereof roar; ®The Lord of 
hosts is his name : 

86 **If those ordinances depart 
from before me, saith the Lord, 
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then the seed of Israel also shall before 
cease from being a nation before 

me for ever. ' 

37 Thus saith the Lord ; * If hea- ‘ as- 22. 
ven above can be measured, and the 
foundations of the earth searched 
out beneath, I will also cast oft* all 
the seed of Israel for all that they 
have done, saith the Lord. 

88 IF Behold, the days come, saith 
the Lord, that the city shall be 
built to the Lord from the tower " ^eh. 3. 1. 
of Hananeel unto the gate of the • •• 
corner. 

39 And ‘the measuring line shall 
yet go forth over against it upon 
the hill Gareb, and shall compass 
about to Goath. 

40 And the whole valley of the 
dead bodies, and of the ashes, and 
all the fields unto the brook of 
Kidron, "‘unto the comer of the "’ 2 Chron. 23 . 
horse gate toward the east, ''shall N«h.3.28. 
he holy unto the Lord ; it shall not " •’‘*1 a. 17. 
be plucked up, nor thrown down 

any more for ever. 

CHAPTER XXXII.

26 God confirm- 
eth the captivity for their sins, 3G and pro- 
miseth a (jracious return. 

T he word that came to Jere- dr. 69 o. 

miah from the Lord "in the '‘2x111.25.1,2. 
tenth year of Zedekiah king of Ju- 
dah, which teas the eighteenth year 
of Nebuchadrezzar. 

2 For then the king of Babylon’s 
army besieged Jerusalem : and Je- 
remiah the prophet was shut up ’’ in a. 25. 
the court of the prison, which was & '3'7^'2i; & 
in the king of Judah’s house. 38. 6.& 39.14. 

8 For Zedekiah king of Judah 
had shut him up, saying. Where- 
fore dost thou prophesy, and say, 

Thus saith the Lord, “Behold, I “d». 34 . 2 . 
will give this city into the hand of 
the king of Babylon, and he shall 
take it ; 

4 And Zedekiah king of Judah 
^ shall not escape out of the hand 
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of the Chaldeans, but shall surely 
be delivered into the hand of the 
king of Babylon, and shall speak 
with him mouth to mouth, and his 
eyes shall behold his eyes ; 

5 And he shall lead Zedekiah to 
Babylon, and there shall he be 
" until I visit him, saith the Lord : 
'’though ye fight with the Chaldeans, 
ye shall not prosper. 

6 If And Jeremiah said. The word 
of the Lord came unto me, saying, 

7 Behold, Ilanameel the son of 
Shall um thine uncle shall come 
unto thee, saying. Buy thee my 
field that is in Anathoth : for the 

right of redemption is thine to 
buy it. 

8 So Hanameel mine uncle’s son 
came to me in the court of the 
prison according to the word of 
the Lord, and said unto me. Buy 
my field, I pray thee, that is in 
Anathoth, which is in the country 
of Benjamin : for the right of in- 
heritance is thine, and the re- 
demption is thine; buy it for thy- 
self. Then I knew that this was the 
word of the Lord. 

9 And I bought the field of Hana- 
meel my uncle’s son, that was in 
Anathoth, and '■ weighed him the 
money, even “seventeen shekels of 
silver. 

10 And I •‘subscribed the evidence, 
and sealed it, and took witnesses, 
and weighed him the money in the 
balances. 

11 So I took the evidence of the 
purchase, hath that which was seal- 
ed according to the law and custom, 
and that which was open : 

12 And I gave the evidence of the 
purchase unto ‘Baruch the son of 
Neriali, the son of Maaseiah, in the 
sight of Hanameel mine uncle’s son, 
and in the presence of the ‘‘witnesses 
that subscribed the book of the pur- 
chase, before all the Jews that sat 
in the court of the prison. 

18 If And I chained Baruch before 
them, saying, 

14 llius saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel ; Take these evi- 


dences, this evidence of the pur- 
chase, both which is sealed, and 
this evidence which is open; and 
put them in an earthen vessel, that 
they may continue many days. 

15 For thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, the God of Israel ; Houses 
and fields and vineyards ‘shall be 
possessed again in this land. 

16 H Now when I had delivered 
the evidence of the purchase unto 
BaiTich the son of Neriah, I prayed 
unto the Lord, saying, 

17 Ah Lord God I behold, “thou 
hast made the heaven and the earth 
by thy great power and stretched 
out arm, and “ there is nothing “ too 
hard for thee : 

18 Thou shewest “ lovingkindness 
unto thousands, and recompcnsest 
the iniquity of the fathers into the 
bosom of tneir children after them : 
the Great, ^the Mighty God, '’the 
Lord of hosts, is his name, 

19 'Great in counsel, and mighty 
in “work: for thine "eyes are open 
upon all the ways of the sons of 
men: ‘to give every one according 
to his ways, and according to the 
fniit of his doings : 

20 Which hast set signs and won- 
ders in the land of Egypt, even unto 
this day, and in Israel, and among 
other men ; and hast made thee “ a 
name, as at this day ; 

21 And ’‘hast brought forth thy 
people Israel out of the land of 
Egypt with signs, and with won- 
ders, and with a strong hand, and 
with a stretched out arm, and with 
great terror ; 

22 And hast given them this land, 
which thou didst swear to their 
fathers to give them, ’'a land flow- 
ing with milk and honey ; 

23 And they came in, and pos- 
sessed it ; but * they obeyed not 
thy voice, neither walked in thy 
law ; they have done nothing of all 
that thou commandedst them to do : 
therefore thou hast caused all this 
evil to come upon them : 

24 Behold the ‘mounts, they are 
come unto the city to take it; and 
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the city ‘is given Into the hand of 
the Chaldeans, that fight against it, 
because of ‘’the sword, and of the 
famine, and of the pestilence : and 
what thou hast spoken is come to 
pass ; and, behold, thou seest it. 

25 And thou hast said unto me, 

0 Lord God, Buy thee the field for 
money, and take witnesses ; * for 
®tlie city is given into the hand of 
the Chaldeans. 

26 IF Then came the word of the 
Lord unto Jeremiah, saying, 

27 Behold, I am the Lord, tlie 
** God of all flesh : * is there any 
thing too hard for me ? 

28 Therefore thus saith the Lord ; 
Behold, will give this city into 
the hand of the Chaldeans, and 
into the hand of Nebuchadrezzar 
king of Babylon, and he shall take 
it: 

29 And the Chaldeans, that fight 
against this city, shall come and 
«set fire on this city, and burn it 
with the houses, ‘‘upon whose roofs 
they have offered incense unto 
Baal, and poured out drink ofter- 
ings unto other gods, to provoke 
me to anger. 

80 For the children of Israel and 
the children of Judah ‘have only 
done evil before me from their 
youth : for the children of Israel 
have only provoked me to anger 
with the work of their hands, saith 
the Lord. 

81 For this city hath been to me 
as ^a provocation of mine anger and 
of my fury from the day that they 
built it even unto this day; ‘‘that 

1 should remove it from before my 
face, 

82 Because of all the evil of the 
children of Ismel and of the chil- 
dren of Judah, which they have 
done to provoke me to anger, 
‘they, their kings, tlieir princes, 
their priests, and their prophets, 
and the men of Judah, and the in- 
habitants of Jerusalem. 

88 And they have turned unto 
me the ‘.“back, and not the face: 
though I taught them, "rising up 


early and teaching them, yet they 
have not hearkened to receive in- 
struction. 

84 But they "set their abomina- 
tions in the house, which is called 
by my name, to defile it. 

85 And they built the high places 
of Baal, which are in the valley of 
the son of Hinnom, to ^ cause their 
sons and their daughters to pass 
through the fire unto ** Molech ; 

which I commanded them not, 
neither came it into my mind, that 
they should do this abomination, to 
cause Judah to sin. 

36 11 And now therefore thus saith 
the Lord, the God of Israel, con- 
cerning this city, whereof ye say, 
"It shall be delivered into the hand 
of the king of Babylon by the 
sword, and by the famine, and by 
the pestilence ; 

87 Behold, I will ‘gather them 
out of all countries, whither I have 
driven them in mine angei*, and in 
my fuiy, and in gi*eat wrath; and 
I will bring them again unto this 
place, and I will cause them "to 
dwell safely : 

38 And they shall be ’‘my people, 
and I will be their God : 

89 And I will ^give them one 
heart, and one way, that they may 
fear me ^for ever, for the good of 
them, and of their children after 
them : 

40 And *I will make an everlast- 
ing covenant with them, that I will 
not turn away ^from them, to do 
them good ; but *I will put my fear 
in their hearts, that they shall not 
depart from me. 

41 Yea, ‘’I will rejoice over them 
to do them good, and "I will plant 
them in this land ^assuredly with 
my whole heart and with my whole 
soul. 

42 For thus saith the Lord ; ‘‘Like 
as I have brought all this great 
evil upon this people, so will I 
bring upon them all the good that 
I have promised them. 

48 And "fields shall be bought in 
this land, ^whereof ye say, It is

44 Men shall bu)r fields for money, 
and subscribe evidences, and seal 
them, and take witnesses in «the 
land of Benjamin, and in the places 
about Jerusalem, and in the cities 
of Judah, and in the cities of the 
mountains, and in the cities of the 
valley, and in the cities of the south : 
for j; will cause their captivity to 
return, saith the Lord. 

CHAPTER XXXIII. 

l G<hI pronmeth to </«; captivity a graeiaus 
return, 9 a joyful state, 12 « settled goveru^ 
ment, 15 Christ the Branch of righteousness, 
17 a continuance, of kingdom and priesthood, 
20 and a stability of a blessed seed. 

M oreover the word of the 

Lord came unto Jeremiah 
the second time, while he was yet 
* shut up in the court of the prison, 
saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lord the '’maker 
thereof, the Lord that formed it, 
to establish it; "“the Lord is his 
name ; 

8 ‘'Call unto me, and I will an- 
swer thee, and show thee great and 
•’ mighty things, which thou knowest 
not. 

4 For thus saith the Lord, the God 
of Israel, concerning the houses of 
this city, and concerning the houses 
of the kings of Judah, which are 
thrown down by “the mounts, and 
by the sword ; 

5 '^They come to fight with the 
Chaldeans, but it is to fill them 
with the dead bodies of men, whom 
I have slain in mine anger and in 
my fury, and for all whose wicked- 
ness I have hid my face from this 
city. 

6 Behold, will bring it health 
and cure, and I will cure them, 
and will reveal unto them the abun- 
dance of peace and truth. 

T And •‘I will cause the captivity 
of J udah and the captivity of Israel 
to return, and will build them, ‘as 
at the first 


8 And I will '‘cleanse them from 
all their iniquity, whereby they 
have sinned against me ; and I will 
'pardon all their iniquities, where- 
by they have sinned, and whereby 
they have transgressed against me. 

9 IT “And it shall be to me a name 
of joy, a praise and an honour be- 
fore all the nations of the earth, 
which shall hear all the good that 
I do unto them: and they shall 
"fear and tremble for all the good- 
ness and for all the prosperity that 
I procure unto it. 

10 Thus saith the Lord ; Again 
there shall be heard in this place, 
“ which ye say shall he desolate 
without man and without beast, 
cimi in the cities of Judah, and in 
the streets of Jerusalem, that are 
desolate, without man, and without 
inhabitant, and without beast, 

11 The '’voice of joy, and the 
voice of gladness, the voice of the 
biidegroom, and the voice of the 
bride, the voice of them that shall 
say, ‘‘Praise the Lord of hosts : for 
the Lord is good; for his mercy 
endureth for ever : and of them that 
shall bring Hhe sacrifice of pmise 
into the house of the Lord. For 
"I will cause to return the capti- 
vity of the land, as at the first, saith 
the Lord. 

12 Thus saith the Lord of hosts ; 
‘Again in this place, which is de- 
solate without man and without 
beast, and in all the cities there- 
of, shall be an habitation of shep- 
herds causing their flocks to lie 
down. 

13 "In the cities of the mountains, 
in the cities of the vale, and in the 
cities of the south, and in the land 
of Benjamin, and in the places 
about Jerusalem, and in the cities 
of Judah, shall the flocks *pass 
agsiin under the hands of him that 
telleth them, saith the Lord. 

14 '’Behold, the days come, saith 
the Lord, that *I will perform that 
good thing which I have promised 
unto the house of Israel and to the 
house of Judah. 
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15 IT In those days, and at that 
time, will I cause the ‘Branch of 
righteousness to grow up unto Da- 
vid ; and he shall execute judgment 
and righteousness in the land. 

16 •‘In those days shall Judah be 
saved, and Jerusalem shall dwell 
safely : and this is the name where- 
with she shall be called, ®The Lord 
our righteousness. 

17 H For thus saith the Lord ; 
® David shall never “want a man 
to sit upon the throne of the house 
of Israel ; 

18 Neither shall the priests the 
Levites want a man before me to 
•• offer burnt offerings, and to kindle 
meat offerings, and to do sacrifice 
continually. 

19 H And the word of the Lord 
came unto Jeremiah, saying, 

20 Thus saith the Lord; “If ye 
can break my covenant of the day, 
and my covenant of the night, and 
that there should not be day and 
night in their season ; 

21 I'hen may also ^my covenant 
be broken with David my servant, 
that he should not have a son to 
reign upon his throne ; and with 
the Levites the priests, my minis- 
ters. 

22 As «the host of heaven cannot 
be numbered, neither the sand of 
the sea measured: so will I mul- 
tiply the seed of David my servant, 
and the Levites that minister unto 
me. 

28 Moreover the word of the Lord 
came to Jeremiah, saying, 

24 Considerest thou not what this 
people have spoken, saying, •‘The 
two families which the Lord hath 
chosen, he hath even cast them off? 
thus they have despised my peo- 
ple, that they should be no more a 
nation before them. 

25 Thus saith the Lord; If 'my 
covenant be not with day and night, 
and if I have not '' appointed the 
ordinances of heaven and earth ; 

26 'Then will I cast away the seed 
of Jacob, and David my servant, so 
that I will not take any of his seed 


to be rulers over the seed of Abra- 
ham, Isaac, and Jacob: for “I will 
cause their captivity to return, and 
have mercy on them. 

CHAPTER XXXIV. 

1 Jeremiah propheeieth the captivity of Zedekiah 
and the dty. 8 The princes and the people 
hamny dismissed their hondservants, contrary 
to the covenant of God, reasmme them. 12 Je- 
remiah, for their disobedience, giveth them and 
ZedeMah into the hands of their enemies. 

T he word which came unto Je- 
remiah from the Lord, ‘when 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon, 
and all his army, and ’’all the king- 
doms of the eaith ” of his dominion, 
and all the people, fought against 
Jerusalem, and against all the cities 
thereof, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lord, the God 
of Israel ; Go and speak to Zede- 
kiah king of Judah, and tell him, 
Thus saith the Lord; Behold, “I 
will give this city into the hand 
of the king of Babylon, and '•he 
shall burn it with fire : 

8 And “thou shalt not escape out 
of his hand, but shalt surely be 
taken, and delivered into his hand ; 
and thine eyes shall behold the 
eves of the king of Babylon, and 
®he shall speak with thee mouth 
to mouth, and thou shalt go to 
Babylon. 

4 Yet hear the word of the Lord, 
O Zedekiah king of Judah; Thus 
saith the Lord of thee. Thou shalt 
not die by the sword : 

5 But thou shalt die in peace : 
and with •the burnings of thy fa- 
thers, the former kings which were 
before thee, *so shall they bum 
odours for thee; and ‘‘they will la- 
ment thee, saying. Ah lord! for I 
have pronounced the word, saith 
the Lord. 

6 Then J eremiah the prophet spake 
all these words unto Zedekiah king 
of Judah in Jerusalem, 

7 When the king of Babylon’s 
army fought ngainst Jemsalem, 
and against all the cities of Judah 
that were left, against Lachish, and 
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a^inst Azekah : for ‘ these defenc- 
ed cities remained of the cities of 
Judah. 

8 H This is the word that came 
unto .Jeremiah from the Lord, after 
that the king Zedekiah had made a 
covenant with all the people which 
were at Jerusalem, to proclaim •‘li- 
berty unto them; 

9 •That every man should let his 
manservant, iind every man his 
maidservant, being an Hebrew or 
an Hebrewess, go free ; •“ that none 
should serve himself of them, to wit, 
of a .Jew his brother. 

10 Now when all the princes, and 
all the people, which nad entered 
into the covenant, heard tliat every 
one should let his manservant, and 
every one his maidservant, go free, 
that none should serve themselves 
of them any more, then they obey- 
ed, and let them go. 

11 But "afterward they turned, 
and caused the servants and the 
handmaids, whom they had let go 
free, to return, and brought them 
into subjection for servants and for 
handmaids. 

12 If Therefore the word of the 
Lord came to Jeremiah from the 
Lord, saying, 

13 Thus saith the Lord, the God 
of Israel ; I made a covenant with 
your fathers in the day that I 
brought them foiiJi out ot' the land 
of Egypt, out of the house of bond- 
men, saying, 

14 At the end of ® seven years let 
ye go every man his brother an 
Hebrew, wnich ® hatli been sold 
unto thee ; and when he hath seiz- 
ed thee six years, thou shalt let 
him go free from thee : but your 
fathers hearkened not unto me, 
neither inclined their ear. 

15 And ye were ’now turned, and 
had done right in my sight, in pro- 
claiming liberty eveiy man to his 
neighbour ; and ye had ** made a 
covenant before me •’in the house 
^ which is called by my name : 

16 But ye turned and "polluted 
my name, and caused every man 


his servant, and every man his 
handmaid, whom he had set at 
liberty at their pleasure, to return, 
and brought them into subjection, 
to be unto you for servants and for 
handmaids. 

17 Therefore thus saith the Lord ; 
Ye have not hearkened unto me, 
in proclaiming liberty, every one to 
his brother, and every man to his 
neighbour: "behold, I proclaim a 
liberty for you, saith the Lord, *to 
the sword, to the pestilence, and 
to the famine ; and 1 will make you 
’to be "removed into all the king- 
doms of the earth. 

18 And I will give the men that 
have transgressed my covenant, 
which have not perfoinied the 
words of the covenant which they 
had made before me, when * they 
cut the calf in tw^ain, and passed 
between the parts thereof, 

19 The princes of Judah, and the 
princes of Jerusalem, the eunuchs, 
and the priests, and all the people 
of the land, which passed between 
the parts of tlie calf ; 

20 I will even give them into the 
hand of their enemies, and into the 
hand of them that seek their life : 
and their ^dead bodies shall be for 
meat unto the fowls of the heaven, 
and to the beasts of the earth. 

21 And Zedekiah kin^ of Judah 
and his princes will I give into the 
hand of their enemies, and into the 
hand of them that seek their life, 
and into the hand of the king of 
Babylon’s army, "which are gone up 
from you. 

22 "Behold, I will command, saith 
the Lord, and cause them to re- 
turn to this city; and they shall 
light against it, '’and take it, and 
burn it with fire: and "I will make 
the cities of .Judah a desolation 
without an inhabitant. 

CHAPTER XXXV. 

1 By the obedimee of the Reeheibites, 12 Je- 

remioh eondenmetii the disobedience of the 

Jews. 18 God hlesseth the Bedudntes for 

their obedknee. 
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T he word which came unto Je- 
remiah- from the Lord in the 
days of Jehoiakim the son of Josiah 
kii^ of Judali, saying, 

2 Go unto the house of the “Re- 
chabites, and speak unto tliem, and 
bring them into the house of* the 
Lord, into one of the chambers, 
and give them wine to drink. 

3 Then I took Jaazaniah tlie son 
of Jeremiah, the son of Habazi- 
niali, and his brethren, and all his 
sons, and the whole house of the 
Rechabites ;

7 Neither shall ye build house, 
nor sow seed, nor plant vineyard, 
nor have ant/: but all your days ye 
shall dwell in tents ; "that ye may 
live many days in the land where 
ye be stmngers. 

8 Thus have we obeyed the voice 
of Jonadab the son of Rechab our 
father in all that he hath charged 
'US, to drink no wine all our days, 
we, our wives, our sons, nor our 
daughters ; 

9 Nor to build houses for us to 
dwell in : neither have we vine- 
yard, nor field, nor seed : 

10 But we have dwelt in tents, 
and have obeyed, and done accord- 
ing to all that Jonadab our father 
commanded us. 

11 But it came to pass, when 
Nebuchadrezzar king of !l^bylon 
came up into the ^d, that we 
said, €ome, and let us go to Je- 


rusalem for fear of the army of the 
Chaldeans, and for fear of the army 
of the Syrians : so we dwell at Je- 
rusalem. 

12 IF Tlien came the word of the 
Lord unto Jeremiah, saying, 

18 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel ; Go and tell the 
men of Judah and the inhabitants 
of Jerusalem, Will ye not receive 
instruction to hearken to my words? 
saith the Lord. 

14 The words of Jonadab the son 
of Rechab, that he commanded his 
sons not to drink wine, are per- 
formed ; for unto this day they 
drink none, but obey their father’s 
commandment : * notwithstanding I 
have spoken unto you, *' rising early 
and speaking ; but ye hearkened not 
unto me. 

15 ‘I have sent also unto you all 
my servants the prophets, rising 
up early and sending them, saying, 
'‘Return ye now every man from 
his evil way, and amend your do- 
ings, and go not after other gods 
to serve them, and ye shall dwell 
in the land which I have given 
to you and to your fathers : but 
ye nave not inclined your ear, nor 
hearkened unto me. 

IG Because the sons of Jonadab 
the son of Rechab have perfonned 
the commandment of their father, 
which he commanded them ; but 
this people hath not hearkened un- 
to me : 

17 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God of hosts, the God of Israel ; 
Behold, I will brinj^ upon Judah 
and upon all the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem all the evil that I have 
pronounced against them : 'because 
I have spoken unto them, but they 
have not heard ; and I have called 
unto them, but they have not an- 
swered. 

18 IF And Jeremiah said unto the 
house of the Rechabites, Thus saith 
the Lord of hosts, the God of Is- 
rael; Because ye have obeyed the 
comman<^ent of Jonadab your fa- 
ther, and kept all his precepts, and 
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done according unto all that he 
hath commanded you ; 

19 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
of hosts, the God of Israel; *Jo- 
nadab the son of Rechab shall not 
want a man to ® stand before me 
for ever.

®all the nations, from the day I 
spake unto thee, from the days of 
‘•Josiah, even unto this day. 

8 ®It may be that the house of 
Judah will hear all the evil which 
I purpose to do unto them ; that 
they may ^return every man from 
his evil way ; that I may forgive 
their iniquity and their sin. 

4 Then Jeremiah » called Baruch 
the son of Neriah : and •’Baruch 
wrote from the mouth of Jeremiah 
all the words of the Lord, which 
he had spoken unto him, upon a 
roll of a book. 

5 And Jeremiah commanded Ba- 
ruch, saying, I am' shut up ; I can- 
not go into die house of the Lord : 

6 Therefore go thou, and read in 
the roll, whiai thou hast written 
from my mouth, the words of the 
Lord in the ears of the people in 
the Lord’s house upon ‘the fast- 
ing day: and also thou shalt read 
them in the ears of all Judah that 
come out of their cities. 

7 ‘‘It may be ’they will present

8 And Baruch the son of Neriah 
did according to all that Jeremiah 
the prophet commanded him, read- 
ing m the book the words of the 
Lord in the Lord’s house.

siah king of Judah, in the ninth 
month, (hat they proclaimed a fast 

before the Lord to all the people 
in Jerusalem, and to all the people 
that came from the cities of Judah 
unto Jerusalem. 

10 Then read Baruch in the book 
the words of Jeremiah in the house 
of the Lord, in the chamber of 
Gemariah the son of Shaphan the 
scribe, in the higher court, at the 
“‘entry of the new gate of the 
Lord’s house, in the ears of all 
the people. 

11 H When Michaiah the son of 
Gemariah, the son of Shaphan, had 
heard out of the book all the words 
of the Lord, 

12 Then he went down into the 
king’s house, into the scribe’s cham- 
ber: and, lo, all the princes sat 
there, even Elishama the scribe, and 
Delaiah the son of Shemaiah, and

Rainah, when he had taken him 
being bound in ’’chains among all 
that were carried away captive of 
Jerusalem and Judah, which were 
carried away captive unto Babylon. 

2 And the captain of the guard 
took Jeremiah, and '’said unto him. 
The Lord thy God hath pronounced 
this evil upon this place. 

3 Now the Lord hath brought 
and done according as he hath said : 

“ because ye have sinned agiiinst 
the Lord, and have not obeyed his 
voice, therefore this thing is come 
upon you. 

4 And now, behold, I loose thee 
this day from the chains which | 
* were upon thine hand. •' If it seem 
^ood unto thee to come with me 
into Babylon, come ; and * I will 
look well unto thee : but if it seem 
ill unto thee to come with me in- 
to Babylon, forbear: behold, “all 
the land is before thee : whither it 
seemeth good and convenient for 
thee to go, thither go. 

5 Now while he was not yet gone 
back, he said. Go back also to Ge- 
daliah the son of Ahikam the son 
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that were with him, even with Ge- 
daliah, at Mizpah, and the Chal- 
deans that were found there, and 
the men of war. 

4 And it came to pass the second 
day after he had slam Gedaliah, and 
no man knew it, 

6 That there came certain from 
Shechem, from Shiloh, and from 
Samaria, even fourscore men, “hav- 
ing their beards shaven, and their 
clothes rent, and having cut them- 
selves, with offerings and incense 
in their hand, to bring them to ** the 
house of the Lord. 

6 And Ishmael the son of Ne- 
thaniah went forth from Mizpah to 
meet them, “weeping all along as 
he went: and it came to pass, as 
he met them, he said unto them. 
Come to Gedaliah the son of Ahi- 
kam. 

7 And it was so, when they came 
into the midst of the city, that 
Ishmael the son of Nethaniah slew 
them, and cast them into the midst 
of the pit, he, and the men that 
were with him. 

8 But ten men were found among 
them that said unto Ishmael, Slay 
us not: for we have treasures in 
the field, of wheat, and of barley, 
and of oil, and of honey. So he 
forbarc, and slew them not among 
their brethren. 

9 Now the pit wherein Ishmael 
had cast all the dead bodies of the 
men, whom he had slain because 
of Gedaliah, ims it 'which Asa the 
king had made for fear of Baasha 
king of Israel: and Ishmael the 
son of Nethaniah filled it with them 
that were slain. 

10 Then Ishmael carried away 
captive all the residue of the peo- 
ple that were in Mizpah, ^ even the 
king’s daughters, and all the peo- 
ple that remained in Mizpah, *whom 
Nebuzar-adan the captain of. the 
guard had committed to Gedaliah 
the son of Ahikam: and Ishmael 
the son of Nethaniah carried fhem 
8 -way captive, and departed to go 
over to ‘‘the Ammonites. 


11 IF But when Johanan the son , 
of Kareah, and all ‘the captains 

of the forces that were with him, ' — ' 

heard of all the evil tWt Ishmael 
the son of Nethaniah had done, 

12 Then they took all the men, 
and went to fight with Ishmael the 
son of Nethaniah, and found him 

by ‘'the great waters that are in * 2 Swn. 2. 13, 
Gibeon. 

18 Now it came to pass, that when 
all the people which tvere with 
Ishmael saw Johanan the son of 
Kareah, and all the captains of the 
forces tliat were with him, then they 
were glad. 

14 So all the people that Ish- 
mael had carried away captive from 
Mizpah cast about and returaed, 
and went unto .Johanan the son of 
Kareah. 

1.5 But Ishmael the son of Netha- 
niah escaped from .Johanan with 
eight men, and went to the Am- 
monites. 

16 Then took Johanan the son 
of Kareah, and all the captains of 
the forces that were with him, all 
the remnant of the people whom 
he had recovered from Ishmael the 
son of Nethaniah, from Mizpah, 
after that he had slain Gedaliah 
the son of Ahikam, even mighty 
men of war, and the wnmen, and 
the children, and the eunuchs, 
wdiom he had brought again from 
Gibeon : 

17 And they departed, and dwelt 

in the habitation of ‘Chimham, '28a1n.19.37, 
which is by Beth-lehem, to go to 
enter into ^^gypt, 

18 Because of the Chaldeans: for 
they were afraid of them, because 
Ishmael the son of Nethaniah had 
slain Gedaliah the son of Ahikam, 

“ whom the king of Babylon made “ ch. 40. 5. 
governor in the land. 

CHAPTER XLII. 

1 Johanan demrahJermddh to enquire of God, 
proinieinff obedience to his will. 7 Jeremiah 
assureth him 0 / sefety in Judea, 13 and de- 
struction in Egypt. 19 He reprorelh their 
hypocrisy, in requiring of the Lord that 
which they meant not 
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T hen all the captains of the 
forces, “and Johanan the son 
of Kareah, and Jezaniah the son of 
Hoshaiah, and all the people from 
the least even unto the greatest, 
came near, 

2 And said unto .Jeremiah the pro- 
phet, ®Let, we beseech thee, our 
supplication be accepted before 
thee, and •’pray for us unto the 
Loud thy God, even for all this 
remnant ; (for we are left hut ° a 
few of many, as thine eyes do be- 
hold us :) 

8 That the Lord thy God may 
shew us '•the way wherein we may 
walk, and the thing that we may 
do. 

4 Then .Jeremiah the prophet said 
unto them, I have heard you ; be- 
hold, I will pray unto the Lord 
your God according to your words ; 
and it shall come to pass, that 
“whatsoever thing the Lord shall 
answer you, I will declare it unto 
you; I will •keep nothing back 
from you. 

5 Then they said to Jeremiah, 

! ® The Lord be a true and faithful 
witness between us, if we do not 
even according to all things for the 
which the Lord thy God ^all send 
thee to us. 

0 Whether it be good, or whether 
it he evil, we will obey the voice of 
the Tjord our God, to whom we send 
thee ; •’ that it may be W'ell with us, 
when we obey the voice of the Lord 
our God. 

7 11 And it came to pass after ten 
days, that the woi’d of the Lord 
came unto .Jeremiah. 

8 Then called he .Johanan the son 
of Kareah, and all the captains of 
the forces which were with him, 
and all the people from the least 
even to the greatest, 

9 And said unto them, Thus saith 
the Lord, the God of Israel, unto 
whom ye sent me to present your 
supplication before him ; 

10 If ye will still abide in this 
land, then • will I build you, and 
not pull you down, and I will plant 


you, and not pluck you up : for I 
’‘repent me of the evil that I have 
done unto you. 

11 Be not afraid of the king of 
Babylon, of whom ye are afraid ; 
be not afraid of him, saith the 
Lord : ' for I am with you to save 
you, and to deliver you from his 
hand. 

12 And "'I will shew mercies un- 
to you, that he may have mercy 
upon you, and cause you to return 
to your own land. 

13 II But if “ye say, We will 
not dwell in this land, neither 
obey the voice of the Lord your 
God, 

14 Saying, No; but we will go 
into the land of Egypt, where we 
shall see no war, nor hear the 
sound of the trumpet, nor have 
hunger of bread ; and there will 
we dwell : 

1.5 And now therefore hear the 
word of the Lord, ye remnant of 
Judah ; Thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, the God of Israel ; If ye 
'wholly set ’’your faces to enter 
into Eg}'pt, and go to sojourn 
there ; 

16 Then it shall come to pass, that 
the sword, ‘‘which ye feared, shall 
overtake you there in the land of 
Egypt, and the famine, whereof ye 
were afraid, ® shall follow close af- 
ter you there in Egypt; and there 
ye shall die. 

17 ‘So shall it be with all the 
men that set their faces to go into 
Ep'pt to sojourn there; they shall 
die ‘by the sword, by the famine, 
and by the pestilence : and " none 
of them shall remain or escape 
from the evil that I will bring upon 
them. 

18 For thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, the God of Israel; As mine 
anger and my fury hath been ‘pour- 
ed forth upon the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem; so shall my fury be 
poured forth upon you, when ye 
shall enter into Egypt: and "ye 
shall ^ be an execration, and an 
astonishment, and a curse, and a 
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CHAPTER XLIV. 

1 Jermiiah expresseth the drjiolatmn of Jwlah 
for their idolatrj/. 11 He proj)he»hith their 
destruction, who commit idolatrif in Egypt. 
15 The obstinacy of the Jews. 20 Jeremiah 
threateneth them for the mine, 29 and for a 
sign prophesieth the destruction of Egypt. 

T he word that came to Jere- 
miah concerning^ all the Jews 
which dwell in the land of E^^ypt, 
which dwell at ‘Migdol, and at 
'’Tahpanhes, and at “Nopli, and in 
the country of Pathros, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel ; Ye have seen 
all the evil that I have brought 
upon Jerusalem, and upon all the 
cities of Judah ; and, behold, this 
day they are "^a desolation, and no 
man dwelleth therein, 

8 Because of their wickedness 
which they have committed to pro- 
voke me to anger, in that they 
went ® to l)urn incense, and to ^ serve 
other gods, whom they knew not, 
neither th^y, ye, nor your fathers. 

4 Howbeit •'I sent unto you all 
my servants the prophets, rising 
early and sending tftem, saying. 
Oh, do not this abominable thing 
that I hate. 

5 But they hearkened not, nor 
inclined their ear to turn from their 
wickedness, to burn no incense un- 
to other gods. 

6 Wherefore ‘‘my fury and mine 
anger was poured forth, and was 
kindled in the cities of Judah and 
in the streets of Jerusalem ; and 
they are wasted and desolate, as 
at this day. 

7 Therefore now thus saith the 
Lord, the God of hosts, the God of 
Israel ; Wlierefore commit ye this 
great evil ‘against your souls, to 
cut off* from you man and woman, 
child and suckling, *out of Judah, 
to leave you none to remain ; 

8 In that ye ‘‘provoke me unto 
wrath with the works of your 
hands, burning incense unto other 
gods in the land of Egypt, whither 
ye be gone to dwell, that ye might 
cut yourselves off*, and that ye 


might be ‘a curse and a mproach 
among all the nations of the earth ? 

9 Have ye forgotten the “wick- 
edness of your fathers, and the 
wickedness of the kings of Judah, 
and the wickedness of their wives, 
and your own wickedness, and the 
wickedness of your wives, which 
they have committed in the land 
of Judah, and in the streets of Je- 
rusalem ? 

10 They are not “humbled even 
unto this day, neither have they 

feared, nor walked in my law, nor 
in my statutes, that I set before you 
and before your fathers. 

11 H Therefore thus saith tlie Lord 
of hosts, the God of Israel; Be- 
hold, "I will set my face a^inst 
you for evil, and to cut off* all Ju- 
dah. 

12 And I will take the remnant 
of Judah, that have set their faces 
to go into the land of Egypt to 
sojourn there, and “they shall all 
be consumed, and fall in the land 
of Egypt; they shall even be con- 
sumed by the sword and by the 
famine : they shall die, from the 
least even iinto the greatest, by 
the sword and by the famine : and 
‘‘they shall be an execration, and 
an sistonishment, and a curse, and 
a reproach. 

18 iFor I will punish them that 
dwell in the land of Egypt, as I 
have punished Jerusalem, by the 
sword, by the famine, and by the 
pestilence : 

14 So that none of the remnant 
of Judah, which are gone into the 
land of Egypt to sojourn there, 
shall escape or remain, that they 
should return into the land of Ju- 
dah, to the which they * have a 
desire to return to dwell there ; for 

none shall return but such as shall 
escape. 

i.*! II Then all the men which knew 
that their wives had burned in- 
cense unto other gods, and all the 
women that stood by, a great mul- 
titude, even all the people that 
dwelt in the land of Egypt, in 
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Pathros, answered Jeremiah, say- 
ing, 

16 As for the word that thou hast 
spoken unto us in the name of the 
Lord, “we will not hearken unto 
thee. 

17 But we will certainly do ‘ what- 
' soever thing goeth forth out of our 

own mouth, to bum incense unto 
the ^“cjueen of heaven, and to pour 
out drink offerings unto her, as wc 
have done, we, and our fathers, our 
kings, and our princes, in the cities 
of Judah, and m the streets of Je- 
rusalem : for then had we plenty of 
® victuals, and were well, and saw 
no evil. 

18 But since we left off to bum 
incense to the queen of heaven, 
and to pour out drink oflerings un- 
to her, we have wanted all things, 
and have been consumed by the 
sword and by the famine. 

19 *And when we burned incense 
to the queen of heaven, and poured 
out drink oflerings unto her, did 
we make her cakes to worship her, 
and pour out drink oflerings unto 
her, without our ^ men ? 

20 IF Then Jeremiah said unto 
all the people, to the men, and to 
the women, and to all the people 
which had given him that answer, 
saying, 

21 The incense that ye burned in 
the cities of .Judah, and in the 
streets of Jerusalem, ye, and your 
fathers, your kings, and your 
princes, and the people of the 
land, did not the Lord remember 
them, and came it not into his 
mind ? 

22 So tliat the Lord could no 
longer bear, because of the evil of 
your doings, and because of the 
abominations which ye have com- 
mitted; therefore is your land ^a 
desolation, and an astonishment, 
and a curse, without an inhabitant, 
*as at this day. 

28 Because ye have burned in- 
cense, and because ye have sinned 

X inst the Lord, and have not 
yed the voice of the Lord, nor 


walked in his law, nor in his 
statutes, nor in his testimonies ; 
“ therefore this evil is happened 
unto you, as at this day. 

24 Moreover Jeremiah said unto 
all the people, and to all the wo- 
men, Hear the word of the Lord, 
all Judah ‘’that are in the land of 
Egypt : 

25 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel, saying ; ‘Ye and 
your wives have both spoken with 
your mouths, and fulfilled with 
your hand, saying. We will surely 
perform our vows that we have 
vowed, to burn incense to the 
queen of heaven, and to pour out 
drink offerings unto her : ye will 
surely accomplish your vows, and 
sui’cly perform your vows. 

26 Therefore hear ye the word of 
the Lord, all Judah that dwell in 
the land of Egypt; Behold, ‘‘I have 
sworn by my great name, saith the 
Lord, that * my name shall no more 
be named in the mouth of any man 
of Judah in all the land of Egypt, 
saying. The Lord God liveth. 

27 ^Behold, I will watch over 
them for evil, and not for good : 
and all the men of Judah that are 
in the land of Egypt ^ shall be con- 
sumed by the sword and by the 
famine, until there be an end of 
them. 

28 Yet •’a small number that es- 
cape the sword shall return out of 
the land of Egjqjt into the land 
of Judah, and all the remnant of 
Judah, that are gone into the land 
of Egypt to sojourn there, shall 
know whose ‘ words shall stand, 
“mine, or their’s. 

29 H And this shall he a sign un- 
to you, saith the Lord, that I will 
punish you in this place, that ye 
may know that my words shall 

surely stand against you for evil : 

80 Thus saith the Lord; Behold, 
‘I will give Pharaoh-hophra king 
of Egypt into the hand of his ene- 
mies, and into the hand of them 
that seek his life; as I gave ®Ze- 
dekiah king of Judah into the hand 
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of Nebuchadrezzar king of Baby- 
lon, his enemy, and that sought his 
life. 

CHAPTER XLV. 

1 Baruch hdng dismayed, A Jeremiah imtructr 
eth amd comforteth him, 

T he ‘word tliat Jeremiah the 
prophet spake unto Baruch the 
son of Neriah, when he had written 
these words in a book at the mouth 
of Jeremiah, in the fourth year of 
Jehoiakim the son of Josiah king 
of Judah, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lord, the God 
of Israel, unto thee, O Baruch ; 

8 Thou didst say. Woe is me now ! 
for the Lord hath added grief to 
my sorrow; I fainted in my sigh- 
ing, and I find no rest. 

4 IT Thus shalt thou say unto him. 
The Lord saith thus ; Behold, ’’ that 
which I have built will I break 
down, and that which I have plant- 
ed I will pluck up, even this whole 
land. 

5 And seekest thou great things 
for thyself ? seek them not : for, be- 
hold, “I will bring evil upon all 
flesh, saith the Lord : but thy life 
will I give unto thee ‘‘for a prey 
in all places whither thou goest. 

CHAPTER XLVI. 

1 Jeremiah propheMieth the oi^erthrow of Phor 
raA)1is army at Euphrates, 13 and the con- 
quest of Egyj}t by NeJruchadrezzar, 27 He 
comforteth Jacob in their chastisement 

T he word of the Lord which 
came to Jeremiah the prophet

2 Against Egypt, ’’ against the 
army of Pharaoh-necho king of 
which was by the river 
Euphrates in Carchemish, which 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon 
smote in the fourth year of Je- 
hoiakim the son of Josiah king of 
Judah. 

8 Order ye the buckler and shield, 
and draw near to battle. 

4 Harness the horses ; and get up, 
ye horsemen, and stand forth with 
ymir helmets; furbish the spears, 
and put on the brigandines. 


5 Wherefore have I seen them 

dismayed and turned away back? 
and their mighty ones are * beaten 
down, and are ®fled apace, and 
look not back : for ^ fear was round 
about, saith the Lord. j 

6 Let not the swift flee away, nor 
the mighty man escape ; they shall j 
® stumble, and fall toward the north 
by the river Euphrates. 

7 Who is this that cometh up 'as 
a flood, whose waters are moved as 
the rivers ? 

8 Egypt riseth up like a flood, and 
Ms waters are moved like the rivers ; 
and he saith, I will go up, and will 
cover the earth ; I will destroy the 
city and the inhabitants thereof. 

9 Come up, ye horses ; and rage, 
ye chariots ; and let the mighty j 
men come forth; ^the Ethiopians 
and ®the Libyans, that handle the 
shield ; and the Lydians, « that han- 
dle and bend the bow. 

10 For this is ‘‘the day of the Lord 
God of hosts, a day of vengeance, 
that he may avenge him of his 
adversaries: and ‘tlie sword shall 
devour, and it shall be satiate and 
made drunk with their blood: for 
tlic Lord God of hosts ‘‘hath a sa- 
crifice in the north country by the 
river Euphrates. 

11 ' Go up into Gilead, and take 
balm, "‘O virgin, the daughter of 
Egypt : in vain shalt thou use many 
medicines ; for * " thou shalt not be 
cured. 

12 The nations have heard of thy 
shame, and thy ciy hath filled the 
land : for the mighty man hath | 
stumbled against me mighty, and 
they are fallen both together. 

13 IT The word that the Lord 
spake to Jeremiah the primhet, 
how Nebuchadrezzar king or Ba- 
bylon should come and “ smite the 
land of Egypt. 

14 Declare ye in Egypt, and pub- 
lish in Migdol, and publish in Noph 
and in Tahpanhes : say ye, Stand 
fast, and prepare thee; for ‘‘the 
sword shall devour round about 
thee. 
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15 Why are thy valiant men swept 
away? they stood not, because the 
Lord did drive them, 

16 He “made many to fall, yea, 
’"one fell upon another: and they 
said. Arise, and let us go a^in to 
our own people, and to the land of 
our nativity, from the oppressing 
sword. 

17 They did cry there. Pharaoh 
king of E^pt is but a noise ; he 
hath passed the time appointed. 

18 As I live, saith the King, * whose 
name is the Lord of hosts. Surely 
as Tabor is among the mountains, 
and as Carmel by the sea, so shall 
he come. 

19 O ‘thou daughter dwelling in 
Egypt, ® furnish thyself "to go into 
captivity: for Noph shall be waste 
and desolate without an inhabitant. 

20 Egypt is like a very fair * heifer, 
but destruction cometh ; it conieth 

out of the north. 

21 Also her hired men are in the 
midst of her like ^ fatted bullocks ; 
for they also are turned back, and 
are fled away together : they did 
not stand, because * the day of their 
calamity was come upon them, and 
the time of their visitlition. 

22 * The voice thereof shall go like 
a serpent ; for they shall march with 
an army, and come against her with 
axes, as hewers of wood. 

28 They shall '■ cut down her forest, 
saith the Lord, though it cannot be 
searched ; because they are more 
than "the grasshoppers, and are in- 
numerable. 

24 The daughter of Egypt shall 
be confounded; she shall be deli- 
vered into the hand of ^ the people 
of the north, 

25 The Lord of hosts, the God of 
Israel, saith ; Behold, I will punish 
the multitude of ®No, and Pha- 
raoh, and Egypt, ^with their gods, 
and their kings ; even Pharaoh, and 
all them that trust in him : 

26 «And I will deliver them into 
the hand of those that seek their 
lives, and into the hand of Nebu- 
chadrezzar king of Babylon, and 


into the hand of his servants : and 
afterward it shall be inhabited, 
as in the days of old, saith the 
Lord. 

27 H ‘But fear not thou, O my ser- 
vant Jacob, and be not dismayed, 
O Ismel : for, behold, I will save 
thee from afar olF, and thy seed 
from the land of their captivity; 
and Jacob shall return, and be in 
rest and at ease, and none shall 
make him afmid. 

28 Fear thou not, O Jacob my 
servant, saith the Lord : for I am 
with thee ; for I will make a full 
end of all the nations whither I 
have driven thee : but I will not 
make '‘a full end of thee, but cor- 
rect thee in measure ; yet will I 
“ not leave thee wholly unpunished. 

CHAPTER XLVII. 

The dcMribction of tibe PkilisUnes. 

T he word of the Lord that 
came to Jeremiah the prophet 
" against the Philistines, ^ before that 
Pharaoh smote “ Gaza. 

2 Thus saith the Lord ; Behold, 
"waters rise up ‘‘out of the north, 
and shall bo an ovei*flowing flood, 
and shall ovei'flow the land, and 
* all that is therein ; the city, and 
them that dwell therein : then the 
men shall ciy, and all the inhabit- 
ants of the land shall howl. 

3 At the "noise of the stamping 
of the hoofs of his strong horses, 
at the rushing of his chariots, and 
at the rumbling of his wheels, the 
fathers shall not look back to their 
children for feebleness of hands ; 

4 Because of the day that cometh 
to spoil all the Philistines, and to 
cut off from 'Tyrus and Zidon 
every helper that remaineth : for 
the Lord will spoil the Philistines, 
*the remnant of ®the country of 
‘‘ Caphtor. 

5 ‘Baldness is come upon Gaza; 
‘‘Ashkelon is cut oft’ tcith the rem- 
nant of their valley : how long wilt 
thou ‘ cut thyself ? 

6 O tliou “sword of the Lord, 
how long will U be ere thou be 
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quiet ? ® put up thyself into thy scab- 
bard, rest, and be still. 

7 * How can it be quiet, seeing 
the Lord hath "given it a charge 
against Ashkelon, and against the 
sea shore? there hath he “appoint- 
ed it. 

CHAPTER XLVIII. 

1 Tltf. jmhjmut of Moab, 7 for tluAr pride, 11 
for tlmr serurity, 14 for their earned, eonfi- 
denec, 2(5 aud for their amtempt of God and 
Jm jmyde. 47 The re»torat ion of Moah. 

A gainst "Moab thus saith the 
. Lord of hosts, the God of Is- 
rael ; Woe unto ‘’Nebo ! for it is 
spoiled : " Kiriathaim is confounded 
and taken ; * Misgab is confounded 
and dismayed. 

2 '• There ehall he no more praise 
of Moab: in "Heshbon they have 
devised evil against it; come, aud 
let us cut it oft* from heing a nation. 
Also thou shalt ®be cut down, O 
Madmen ; the sword shall * pursue 
thee. 

3 ^A voice of crying shall he from 
Horonaiin, spoiling and great de- 
struction. 

4 Moab is destroyed; her little 
ones have caused a cry to be heard. 

5 »For in the going up of Luhith 
^ continual weeping shall go up ; 
for in the going down of Horo- 
naim the enemies have heard a cry 
of destruction. 

6 ‘‘Flee, save your lives, and be 
like “ the ‘ heath m the wilderness. 

7 H For because thou hast trusted 
in thy works and in thy treasures, 
thou shalt also be taken : and Che- 
mosh shall go forth into captivity 
with his ‘priests and his princes 
together. 

8 And “the spoiler shall come 
upon every city, and no city shall 
escape : the valley also shall perish, 
and the plain shall be destroyed, 
as the Lord hath spoken. 

9 "Give wings unto Moab, that 
it may flee and get away; for the 
cities thereof shall be desolate, 
without any to dwell therein. 

10 “Cursed he he that doeth the 


work of the Lord “deceitfully, and 
cursed he he that keepeth back his 
sword from blood. 

11 IT Moab hath been at ease from 
his youth, and he ^hath settled on 
his lees, and hath not been emptied 
from vessel to vessel, neither hath 
he gone into captivity: therefore 
his taste ^remained in him, and his 
scent is not changed. 

12 Therefore, Dehold, the days 
come, saith the Lord, that I will 
send unto him wanderers, that shall 
cause him to wander, and shall 
empty his vessels, and break their 
bottles. 

13 And Moab shall be ashamed 
of " Chemosh, as the house of Israel 
■^was ashamed of "Beth-el their con- 
fidence. 

14 IT How say ye, ‘We are mighty 
and strong men for the war ? 

i.*} "Moab is spoiled, and gone up 
out of her cities, and ^his chosen 
young men are *gone down to the 
slaughter, saith ^tlie King, whose 
name is the Lord of hosts. 

ir. The calamity of Moab is near 
to come, and his affliction hasteth 
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17 All ye that are about him, be- 
moan him ; and all ye that know 
his name, say, "How is the strong 
stafl' broken, and the beautiful rod ! 

18 "Thou daughter that dost in- 
habit ‘‘ Dibon, come down from thy 
glory, and sit in thirst ; for “ the 
spoiler of Moab shall come upon 
thee, and he shall destroy thy 
strong holds. 

19 O ® inhabitant of ^Aroer, “stand 
by the way, and espy ; ask him 
that fleeth, and her that escapeth, 
and say. What is done ? 

20 Moab is confounded ; for it 
is broken down: '^howl and cry; 
tell ye it in «Amon, that Moab is 
spoiled, 

21 And judgment is come upon 
^ the plain country ; upon Holon, 
and upon Jahazah, ana upon Me- 
phaath, 

22 And upon Dibon, and upon 
Nebo, and upon Beth-diblathaim, 
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28 And upon Kiriathaim, and up- 
on Beth-gamul, and upon Betn- 
meon, 

24 And upon ‘Kerioth, and upon 
Bozrah, and upon all the cities of 
the land of Moab, far or near. 

25 '‘The hom of Moab is cut off, 
and his 'arm is broken, saith the 
Lord. 

26 H ”* Make ye him drunken : for 
he magnified himself against the 
Lord : Moab also shall wallow in 
his vomit, and he also shall be in 
derision. 

27 For “was not Israel a derision 
unto thee? "was he found among 
thieves ? for since thou spakest of 
him, thou ® skippedst for joy. 

28 O ye that dwell in Moab, leave 
the cities, and ‘’dwell in the rock, 
and be like ‘‘the dove that maketh 
her nest in the sides of the hole’s 
mouth. 

29 We have heard the 'pride of 
Moab, (he is exceeding proud) his 
loftiness, and his arrogancy, and 
his pride, and the haughtiness of 
his heart. 

30 I know his wmth, saith the 
Lord; but it shall not he so; *“his 
lies shall not so effect it. 

81 Therefore ‘ will I howl for Moab, 
and I will cry out for all Moab; 
mine heart shall mourn for the men 
of Kir-heres. 

82 “ O vine of Sibmah, I will weep 
for thee with the weeping of Ja- 
zer: thy plants are gone over the 
sea, they reach even to the sea of 
Jazer : the spoiler is fallen upon 
thy summer fruits and upon thy 
vintage. 

88 And ’‘joy and gladness is taken 
from the plentiful field, and from 
the land of Moab ; and I have 
caused wine to fail from the wine- 
presses : none shall tread with 
shouting; their shouting shall he 
no shouting. 

84 yProm the cry of Heshbon even 
unto Elealeh, and even unto Jahaz, 
have they uttered their voice, * from 
Zoar even unto Horonaim, as an 
heifer of three years old: for the 


waters also of Nimrim shall be ® de- 
solate. 

85 Moreover I will cause to cease 
in Moab, saith the Lord, “him that 
oliereth in the high places, and 
him that bumeth incense to his 
gods. 

36 Therefore ’’mine heart shall 
sound for Moab like pipes, and 
mine heart shall sound like pipes 
for the men of Kir-heres : because 
"the riches that he hath gotten are 
perished. 

37 For ‘‘every head shall he bald, 
and every beard ^ clipped : upon all 
the hands shall he cuttings, and 
"upon the loins sackcloth. 

38 There shall he lamentation ge- 
nerally ui)on all the housetops of 
Moab, and in the streets thereof : 
for I have broken Moab like ‘^a 
vessel wherein is no pleasm'c, saith 
the Lord. 
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39 They shall liowl, saying. How 
is it broken down ! how hath Moab 
turned the * back with shame ! so 
shall Moab be a derision and a 
dismaying to all them about him. 

40 For thus saith the Lord ; Be- 
hold, ®he shall fly as an eagle, 
and shall ‘‘spread his wings over 
Moab. 

41 ‘ “ Keriotli is taken, and the 
strong holds arc surprised, and 
‘‘the mighty men’s hearts in Moab 
at that day shall be as the heart 
of a woman in her pangs. 

42 And Moab shall be destroyed 
‘from being a people, because he 
hath magnified himself against the 
Lord. 

43 “Fear, and the pit, and the 
snare, shall he upon thee, O inha- 
bitant of Moab, saith the Lord. 

44 He that fleeth from the fear 
shall fall into the pit; and he that 
getteth up out of the pit shall be 
taken in the snare : for "I will bring 
upon it, even upon Moab, the year 
or their visitation, saith the Lord. 

45 They that fled stood under the 
shadow of Heshbon because of the 
force : but a fire shall come forth 
out of Heshbon, and a flame from 
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the midst of Sihon, and shall de- 
vour the corner of Moab, and the 
crown of the head of the “tumul- 
tuous ones. 

46 ‘•Woe be unto thee, O Moab I 
the people of Chemosh perisheth : 
for thy sons are taken “captives, 
and thy dauj^hters captives. 

47 51 Yet will I bring again the 
captivity of Moab ’‘in the latter 
days, saith the Lord. Thus far is 
the judgment of Moab. 

CHAPTER XLIX. 

1 TJte jadijmmt of tiui Ammonites. G Their 
restoration. 7 The jndtjment of Edom^ 23 of 
Dammem, 23 of Kedar, 30 of Haiuyr, 34 a/nd 
of Elam. 39 The restoration of Elam. 

C oncerning ^nhe Ammon- 

itcs, thus saith the Lord ; Hath 
Israel no sons? hath he no heir? 
why then doth “their king inherit 
’’Oinl, and his people dwell in his 
cities ? 

2 Therefore, behold, the days come, 
saith the Lord, that I will cause 
an alarm of war to be heard in 
'Rabbah of the Ammonites; and it 
shall be a desolate heap, and her 
daughters shall be burned with 
fire : then shall Israel be heir unto 
them that were his heira, saith the 
Lord. 

8 Howl, O Heshbon, for Ai is 
spoiled : cry, ye daughters of Rab- 
bah, *' gird you with sackcloth ; 
lament, and run to and fro by the 
hedges; for “their king shall go 
into captivity, and his ® priests and 
his princes together. 

4 Wherefore gloriest thou in the 
valleys, ^thy flowing valley, O 
^backsliding daughter ? that trust- 
ed in hei* treasures, ^saying, Who 
shall come unto me ? 

5 Behold, I will bring a fear upon 
thee, saith the Lord God of hosts, 
from all those that be about thee; 
and ye shall be driven out eveir 
man right forth ; and none shall 
gather up him that wandereth. 

6 And afterward I will bring 
a^in the captivity of the children 
of Ammon, saith the Lord. 


7 IT ‘ Concerning Edom, thus saith 
the Lord of hosts ; wisdom no 
more in Teman ? * is counsel pe- 
rished from the prudent? is their 
wisdom vanished ? 

8 "Flee ye, “turn back, dwell 
deep, O inhabitants of " Dedan ; for 
I will bring the calamity of Esau 
upon him, the time that I will visit 
him. 

9 If "grapegatherers come to thee, 
would they not leave some glean- 
ing grapes? if thieves by night, 
they will destroy “till they have 
enough. 

10 •’ But I have made Esau bare, 
I have uncovered his secret places, 
and he shall not be able to hide 
himself : his seed is spoiled, and 
his brethren, and his neighbours, 
and ‘‘he is not. 

11 Leave thy fatherless children, 
I will preserve them alive ; and let 
thy widows trust in me. 

12 For thus saith the Lord ; Be- 
hold, ‘they whose judgment was 
not to drink of the cup have as- 
suredly drunken ; and art thou he 
that siiall altogether go unpunish- 
ed? thou shalt not go unpunished, 
but thou shalt surely drink of it 

13 For "I have swoni by myself, 
saith the Lord, that ‘Bozrah shall 
become a desolation, a reproach, 
a waste, and a curse ; and all the 
cities thereof shall be perpetual 
wastes, 

14 I have heard a "rumour from 
the Lord, and an ambassador is 
sent unto the heathen, saying^ Ga- 
ther ye together, and come against 
her, and rise up to the battle. 

15 For, lo, I will make thee small 
among the heathen, and despised 
among men. 

IG Thy terribleness hath deceived 
thee, ami the pride of tiiine heart, 
O thou that dwellest in the clefts 
of the rock, that boldest the height 
of the hill : * though thou should- 
est make thy ^nest as high as the 
eagle, “I will bring thee down from 
thence, saith the Lord. 

17 Also Edom shall be a desola- 
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tion : • every one that goeth by it 
shall be astonished, and shall hiss 
at all the plagues thereof. 

18 ‘’As in the overthrow of Sodom 
and Gomorrah and the neighbour 
cities thereof, saith the Lord, no 
man shall abide there, neither shall 
a son of man dwell in it. 

19 “Behold, he shall come up like 
a lion from ‘‘tlie swelling of Jordan 
against the habitation of the strong: 
but I will suddenly make him run 
away from her : and who is a chosen 
man, that I may appoint over her? 
for “ who is like me ? and who will 
* appoint me the time? and ^who 
is that shepherd that will stand be- 
fore me ? 

20 » Therefore hear the counsel 
of the Lord, that he hath taken 
against Edom ; and his purposes, 
that he hath purposed against the 
inhabitants of Teman : Surely the 
least of the flock shall draw them 
out : surely he shall make their 
habitations desolate with them. 

21 ‘'The earth is moved at the noise 
of their fall, at the cry the noise 
thereof was heard in the “Red sea. 

22 Behold, ‘he shall come up and 
fly as the eagle, and spread his 
wings over Bozrah : and at that 
day shall the heart of the mighty 
men of Edom be as the heart of a 
woman in her pangs. 

28 H ‘‘Concerning Damascus. Ha- 
math is confounded, and Arpad : for 
they have heard evil tidings : they 
are fainthearted; ^ there is sorrow 
®on the sea ; it cannot be quiet. 

24 Damascus is waxed feeble, and 
tumeth herself to flee, and fear hath 
seized on her: “anguish and sor- 
rows have taken her, as a woman in 
travail. 

25 How is " the city of praise not 
left, the city of my joy I 

26 ° Therefore her young men shall 
fall in her streets, and all the men 
of war shall be cut off* in that day, 
saith the Lord of hosts. 

27 And I will kindle a pfire in the 
wall of Damascus, and it shall con- 
sume the palaces of Ben-hadad. 


28 If ‘‘Concerning Kedar, and con- 
cerning the kingdoms of Hazor, 
which Nebuchadrezzar king of Ba- 
bylon shall smite, thus saith the 
Lord ; Arise ye, go up to Kedar, 
and spoil fhe men of the east. 

29 Their “tents and their flocks 
shall they take away : they shall 
take to themselves their curtains, 
and all their vessels, and their 
camels ; and they shall cry unto 
them, ‘Fear is on every side. 

30 If "Flee, “get you far off, dwell 
deep, O ye inhabitants of Hazor, 
saith the Lord ; for Nebuchadrez- 
zar king of Babylon hath taken 
counsel against you, and hath con- 
ceived a purpose against you. 

31 Arise, get you up unto ’‘the 
“wealthy nation, that dwclleth with- 
out care, saith the Lord, which 
have neither gates nor bars, which 
y dwell alone. 

32 And their camels shall be a 
booty, and the multitude of their 
cattle a spoil : and I will * scatter 
into all winds "them that are ^in 
the utmost corners ; and I will bring 
their calamity from all sides thereof 
saith the Lord. 

33 And Hazor ‘’shall be a dwell- 
ing for dragons, and a desolation 
for ever : ' there shall no man abide 
there, nor any son of man dwell 
in it. 

34 If The word of the Lord that 
came to Jeremiah the prophet a- 
gainst '‘Elam in the beginning of 
the reign of Zedekiah king of Ju- 
dah, saying, 

35 Thus saith the Lord of hosts ; 
Behold, I will break "the bow of 
Elam, the chief of their might. 

36 And upon Elam will I bring 
the four winds from the four quar- 
ters of heaven, and ^will scatter 
them toward all those winds ; and 
there shall be no nation whither 
the outcasts of Elam shall not 
come. 

87 For I will cause Elam to be 
dismayed before their enemies, and 
before them that seek their life : 
and I will bring evil upon them. 
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even my fierce anger, saith the 
Lord ; « and I will send the sword 
after them, till I have consumed 
them : 

88 And I will ‘‘set my throne in 
Elam, and will destroy from thence 
the king and the jirinccs, saith the 
Lord. 

89 IT But it shall come to pass 
‘in the latter days, that I will bring 
again the captivity of Elam, saith 
the Lord. 

CHAPTER L. 

1, 9, 21, 35 The judgment of Bahflon. 4, 17, 33 
TItc redemption of luritd. 

T he word that the Lord spake 
“against Babylon and against 
the land of the Chaldeans *by Je- 
remiah the prophet. 

2 Declare ye among the nations, 
and publish, and ^set up a stand- 
ard ; publish, and conceal not : say, 
Babylon is taken, '’Bel is confound- 
ed, Mcrodacli is broken in pieces; 
'her idols are confounded, her im- 
ages are broken in pieces. 

8 'Tor out of the north there com- 
eth up ®a, nation against her, which 
shall make her land desolate, and 
none shall dwell therein : they shall 
remove, they shall depart, both man 
and beast. 

4 If In those days, and in that 
time, saith the Lord, the children 
of Israel shall come, ‘'they and the 
children of Judah together, « going 
and weeping : they shall go, and 
seek the Lord their God. 

5 They shall ask the way to Zion 
with their faces thitherward, say- 
ing, Come, and let us join our- 
selves to the Lord in ‘ a peipetual 
covenant that shall not be mrgot- 
ten. 


6 My peonle hath been ‘‘lost sheep : 
their shepnerds have caused them 
to go astray, they have turned them 
away on ‘the mountains; they have 
gone from mountain to hill, they 
nave forgotten their * restingplace. 

7 All ttiat found them have “de- 
voured them; and "their adversa- 
ries said, "We offend not, because 


they have sinned against the Lord, 
Pthe habitation of justice, even the 
Lord, Hhe hope of their fathers. 

8 ^Remove out of the midst of 
Babylon, and go forth out of the 
land of the Chaldeans, and be as 
the he goats before the flocks. 

9 If "iVir, lo, I will raise and cause 
to come up against Babylon an as- 
sembly of great nations from the 
north country; and they shall ‘set 
themselves in array against her; 
from thence she shall be taken ; 
their arrows shall he as of a mighty 
® expert man ; " none shall return in 
vain. 

10 And Chaldea shall be a spoil ; 
“all that spoil her shall be satisfied, 
saith the Lord. 

n ’ Because ye were glad, be- 
cause ye rejoiced, O ye destroyers 
of mine heritage, because ye are 
grown "fat *as the heifer at grass, 
and " bellow as bulls ; 

12 Your mother shall be sore con- 
founded; she that bare you shall 
be ashamed ; behold, the hinder- 
most of the nations shall he a wil- 
derness, a dry land, and a desert. 

13 Because of the wrath of the 
Lord it shall not be inhabited, 
“but it shall be wholly desolate ; 
** every one that goeth by Babylon 
shall be astonished, and hiss at all 
her plagues. 

14 'Put yourselves in array against 
Babylon round about ; all ye ** that 
bend the bow, shoot at her, spare 
no arrows ; for she hath sinned 
against the Lord. 

1.5 Shout against her round about ; 
she hath 'given her hand ; her foun- 
dations are fallen, ^her walls are 
thrown down : for * it w the venge- 
ance of the Lord ; take vengeance 
upon her; ‘‘as she hath done, do 
unto her. 

16 Cut off the sower from Ba- 
bylon, and him that handleth the 
® sickle in the time of harvest ; for 
fear of the oppressing sword ‘they 
shall turn eveiy one to his people, 
and they shall flee every one to his 
own land. 
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17 H Israel w ‘'a scattered sheep; 
‘the lions have driven him away: 
first “the king of Assyria hath de- 
voured him; and last this “Nebu- 
chadrezzar king of Babylon hath 
broken his bones. 

18 Therefore thus saith the Lojid 
of hosts, the God of Israel ; Behold, 
I will punish the king of Babylon 
and his land, as I have punished 
the king of Assyria. 

19 “And I will bring Israel a^in 
to his habitation, and he shall feed 
on Carmel and Bashan, and his 
soul shall be satisfied upon mount 
Ephraim and Gilead. 

20 In those days, and in that time, 
saith the Loud, »’the iniquity of Is- 
rael shall be sought for, and there 
shall he none ; and the sins of Ju- 
dah, and they shall not be found: 
for I will pardon them ’whom I 
reserve. 

21 II Go up against the land ®of 
Merathaim, even against it, and 
against the inhabitants of '' ® Pekod : 
waste and utterly destroy after 
them, saith the Loud, and do "ac- 
cording to all that I have com- 
manded thee. 

22 ‘A sound of battle is in the 
land, and of great destruction. 

23 How is “the hammer of the 
whole earth cut asunder and bro- 
ken ! how is Babylon become a de- 
solation amon^ the nations 1 

24 I have laid a snare for thee, 
and thou art also taken, O Baby- 
lon, * and thou wast not aware : 
thou art found, and also caught^ 
because thou hast striven against 
the Loud. 

25 Tlie Lord hath opened his 
armoury, and hath brought forth 
nhe weapons of his indignation: 
for this IS the work of the Lord 
God of hosts in the land of the 
Chaldeans. 

26 Come against her ^from the ut- 
most border, open her storehouses : 
®cast her up as heaps, and destroy 
her utterly : let nothing of her be 
left. 

27 Slay all her ‘bullocks ; let them 


go down to the slaughter : woe un- 
to them ! for their day is come, the 
time of “ their visitation. 

28 The voice of them that flee and 
escape out of the land of Babylon, 
'’to declare in Zion the vengeance 
of the Lord our God, the vengeance 
of his temple. 

29 Call together the archers against 
Babylon : “ all ye that bend the bow, 
camp against it round about; let 
none thereof escape : recompense 
her according to her work ; accord- 
ing to all that she hath done, do 
unto her : ® for she hath been proud 
against the Lord, against the Holy 
One of Israel. 

30 Therefore shall her young men 
fall in the streets, and all her men 
of war shall be cut ofl* in that day, 
saith the Lord. 

31 Behold, I am against thee, O 
thou “ most proud, saith the Lord 
God of hosts : for •'thy day is 
come, the time that I will visit 
thee. 

32 And Hhe most proud shall 
stumhle and fall, and none shall 
raise him up : and I will kindle a 
Are in his cities, and it shall devour 
all round about him. 

83 H Thus saith the Lord of hosts ; 
The children of Israel and the 
children of .Judah ivere oppressed 
together : and all that took them 
captives held them fast ; they re- 
fused to let them go. 

34 ' Their Redeemer is strong ; 

^ the Lord of hosts is his name : 
he shall throughly plead their cause, 
that he may give rest to the land, 
and disquiet the inhabitants of Ba- 
bylon. 

35 H A sword is upon the Chal- 
deans, saith the Lord, and upon 
the inhabitants of Babylon, and 
‘upon her princes, and upon "’her 
wise men. 

86 A sword is "upon the liars; 
and they shall dote : a sword is 
upon her mighty men ; and they 
shall be dismaj^ed. 

87 A sword ts upon their horses, 
and upon their chariots, and upon 
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all "the mingled people that are in 
the midst of her ; and they^ shall 
become as women : a sword is up- 
on her treasures ; and they shall be 
robbed. 

88 drought is upon her waters ; 
and they shall be dried up: for it 
is the land of ’’graven images, and 
they are mad upon their idms. 

89 "Therefore the wild beasts of 
the desert with the wild beasts of 
the islands shall dwell there^ and 
the owls shall dwell therein : ‘ and 
it shall be no more inhabited for 
ever; neither shall it be dwelt in 
from generation to generation. 

40 "As God overthrew Sodom and 
Gomorrah and the neighbour cities 
thereof, saith the Lord ; so shall 
no man abide there, neither shall 
any son of man dwell therein. 

41 ’‘Behold, a people shall come 
from the north, and a great nation, 
and many kings shall be raised up 
from the coasts of the earth. 

42 ^They shall hold the bow and 
the lance : * they are cruel, and 
will not shew mercy : “ their voice 
shall roar like the sea, and they 
shall ride upon horses, every one 
put in array, like a man to the 
battle, against thee, O daughter of 
Babylon. 

43 The king of Babylon hath heard 
the report of them, and his hands 
waxed feeble: ‘’anguish took hold 
of him, and pangs as of a woman 
in travail. 

44 "Behold, he shall come up like 
a lion from the swelling of Jordan 
unto the habitation of the strong: 
but I will make them suddenly 
run away from her: and who is a 
chosen man, that I may appoint 
over her ? for who is like me ? and 
who will “appoint me the time ? 
and ^who is that shepherd that will 
stand before me ? 

45 Tlierefore hear ye * the counsel 
of the Lord, that he hath taken 
against Babvlon ; and his purposes, 
that he hath purposed aj^inst the 
land of the Cnalaeans : Surely the 
least of the flock shall draw them 


out : surely he shall make their ha- 
bitation desolate with them. 

46 ^At the noise of the taking of 
Babylon the earth is moved, and 
the cry is heard among the nations. 

CHAPTER LI. 

1 Tite severe judfimenU of God agavmt Babylon 
in retxnye of Jsrml. 69 Jetemiah delivereth 
the hook of this prophecy to Seraiah, to be 
cast into Euphrates, in token of the perpetual 
sinking of Babylon. 

T hus saith the Lord ; Behold, 

I will raise up against Baby- 
lon, and against them that dwell 
in the “midst of them that rise up *Heb./«Mr«. 
against me, “ a destroying wind ; * 2 Kin. 19 . 7 . 

2 And will send unto Babylon 
‘’fanners, that shall fan her, and •’ch. 16 . 7 . 
shall empty her land : *’ for in the “ ch. eo. u. 
day of trouble they shall be against 
her round about. 

3 Against him that bendeth ‘‘let the ■' ch. eo. 14 . 
archer bend his bow, and against 
him that lifteth himself up in his 
brigandine : and spare ye not her 

young men ; ® destroy ye utterly all 

her host. 

4 Thus the slain shall fall in the 
land of the Chaldeans, ^and they 
that are thrust through in her 
streets. 

5 For Israel hath not been forsak- 
en, nor Judah of his God, of the 
Lord of hosts ; though their land 
was filled with sin against the Holy 
One of Israel. 

6 “ Flee out of the midst of Ba- 
bylon, and deliver every man his 
soul : be not cut off in her iniquity ; 
for ‘’this 18 the time of the Lord’s 
vengeance ; ‘he will render unto her 
a recompcnce. 

7 ‘‘Babylon hath been a golden cup 
in the Lord’s hand, that made all 
the earth drunken : ‘ the nations 
have drunken of her wine ; there- 
fore the nations “are mad. 

8 Babylon is suddenly "fallen and 
destroyed : " howl for her ; ** take 
balm for her pain, if so be she may 
be healed. 

9 We would have healed Babylon, 
but she is not healed : forsake her, 
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and ’let us go every one into his 
own country : 'for her iudgment 
reacheth unto heaven, and is lifted 
up even to the skies. 

10 The Lord hath ‘brought forth 
our righteousness : come, and let 
us * declare in Zion the work of the 
Lord our God. 

11 "Make ’^bright the arrows ; ga- 
ther the shields : * the Lord hath 
raised up the spirit of the kings of 
the Medes: ^for his device is against 
Babylon, to destroy it; because it 
is 'the vengeance of the Lord, the 
vengeance of his temple. 

12 ‘ Set up the standard upon the 
walls of Babylon, make the watch 
strong, set up the watchmen, pre- 

E are the ® amibiishes : for the Lord 
ath both devised and done that 
which he spake against the inha- 
bitants of Babylon. 

18 ’’O thou that dwellest upon 
many waters, abundant in treasures, 
thine end is come, and the measure 
of thy covetousness. 

14 " The Lord of hosts hath sworn 
*by himself, saying, Surely I will 
fill thee with men, *’as with cater- 
pillers ; and they shall ® lift ® up a 
shout against thee. 

1.5 ''He hath made the earth by 
his power, he hath established the 
world by his wisdom, and «hath 
stretched out the heaven by his 
understanding. 

16 **When he uttereth his voice, 
there is a “multitude of waters in 
the heavens; and 'he causeth the 
vapours to ascend from the ends 
of the earth : he maketh lightnings 
with rain, and bringeth forth the 
wind out of his treasures. 

17 •'Every man Ms brutish by his 
knowledge; every founder is con- 
founded by the graven image : ' for 
his molten image is falsehood, and 
there is no breath in them. 

18 “They are vanity, the work of 
errors : in the time of their visita- 
tion they shall perish. 

19 "The portion of Jacob is not 
like them ; for he is the former of 
all things : and Israel is the rod of 


his inheritance ; the Lord of hosts 
is his name. 

20 "Thou art my battle ax and 
weapons of war : for * with thee 
will I break in pieces the nations, 
and with thee will I destroy king- 
doms ; 

21 And with thee will I break in 
pieces the horse and his rider ; and 
with thee will I break in pieces the 
chariot and his rider ; 

22 With thee also will I break in 
pieces man and woman; and with 
thee will I break in pieces ** old and 
young ; and with thee will I break 
in pieces the young man and the 
maid ; 

28 I will also break in pieces with 
thee the shepherd and his flock ; 
and with thee will I break in pieces 
the husbandman and his yoke of 
oxen; and with thee will I break 
in pieces captains and rulers. 

24 ’And I will render unto Ba- 
bylon and to all the inhabitants 
of Chaldea all their evil that they 
have done in Zion in your sight, 
saith the Lord. 

25 Behold, I am against thee, 
'O destroying mountain, saith the 
Lord, which destroy est all the 
earth : and I will stretch out mine 
hand upon thee, and roll thee down 
from the rocks, * and will make thee 
a burnt mountain. 

26 And they shall not take of 
thee a stone for a corner, nor a 
stone for foundations; ‘but thou 
shalt be ® desolate for ever, saith 
the Lord. 

27 "Set ye up a standard in the 
land, blow the tnimpet among 
the nations, 'prepare the nations 
against her, call together against 
her ^the kingdoms of Ararat, Min- 
ni, and Ashchenaz ; appoint a cap- 
tain against her; cause the horses 
to come up as the rough caterpil- 
lers. 

28 Prepare against her the nations 
with ' the kings of the Medes, the 
captains thereof, and all the rulers 
thereof, and all the land of his 
dominion. 
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® Or, shake 
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29 And the land shall tremble and 
sorrow : for every purpose of the 
Lord shall be performed against 
Babylon, “ to make the land of 
Babylon a desolation witliout an 
inhabitant. 

80 The mighty men of Babylon 
have forborn to fight, they have re- 
mained in t/ieir holds : their might 
hath failed; '’they became as wo- 
men : they have burned her dwell- 
ingplaces ; “ her bars are broken. 

81 ''One post shall run to meet 
another, and one messenger to meet 
another, to shew the king of Ba- 
bylon that his city is taken at one 
end, 

82 And that '’the passages are 
stopped, and the reeds they have 
burned with fire, and the men of 
war are affrighted. 

38 For thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel ; The daughter 
of Babylon is ‘^like a threshingfloor, 
« " it is time to thresh her : yet a 
little while, ''and the time of her 
harvest shall come. 

84 Nebuchadreiszar the king of 
Babylon hath ' devoured me, he 
hath crushed me, lie hath made me 
an empty vessel, he hath swallow- 
ed me up like a dragon, he hath 
filled his belly with my delicates, he 
hath cast me out. 

35 'The violence done to me and 
to my ^ flesh de upon Babylon, shall 
the " inhabitant of Zion say ; and 
my blood upon the inhabitants of 
Chaldea, shall J crusalem say. 

86 Therefore thus saith the Lord ; 
Behold, '‘I will plead thy cause, and 
take vengeance for thee ; ' and I 
will dry up her sea, and make her 
springs diy. 

87 '"And Babylon shall become 
heaps, a dwellingplace for dr^ons, 
“an astonishment, and an hissing, 
without an inhabitant. 

88 They shall roar together like 
lions : they shall "yell as lions’ 
whelps. 

89 In their heat I will make their 
feasts, and “I will make them 
drunken, that they may rejoice, 


and sleep a perpetual sleep, and 
not wake, saith the Lord. 

40 I will bring them down like 
lambs to the slaughter, like rams 
with he goats. 

41 How is p Sheshach taken ! and 
how is ‘‘the praise of the whole 
earth surprised ! how is Babylon 
become an astonishment among the 
nations ! 

42 'The sea is come up upon 
Babylon : she is covered with the 
multitude of the waves thereof. 

43 "Her cities are a desolation, a 
dry land, and a wilderness, a land 
wherein no man dwelleth, neitlier 
doth any son of man pass thereby. 

44 ‘And I will punish Bel in Ba- 
bylon, and I will bring forth out 
of his mouth that which he hath 
swallowed up : and the nations shall 
not flow together any more unto 
him : yea, “ the wall of Babylon 
sliall fall. 

45 "My people, go ye out of the 
midst of her, and deliver ye every 
man his soul from the fierce anger 
of the Lord. 

46 And ^lest your heart faint, and 
ye fear ^for the rumour that shall 
be heard in the land ; a rumour 
shall both come one year, and after 
that in another year shall come a 
rumour, and violence in the land, 
ruler against ruler. 

47 Therefore, behold, the days 
come, that *I will ®do judgment 
upon the graven images of Baby- 
lon; and her whole land shall be 
confounded, and all her slain shall 
fall in the midst of her. 

48 Then " the heaven and the earth, 
and all that is therein, shall sing 
for Babylon : '’for the spoilers shall 
come unto her from the north, saith 
the Lord. 

49 ■‘As Babylon hath caused the 
slain of Israel to fall, so at Baby- 
lon shall fall the slain of all ®the 
earth. 

50 “Ye that have escaped the 
sword, go away, stand not still : re- 
member the Lord afar off, and let 
Jerusalem come into your mmd. 
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51 are confounded, because 
we have heard reproach : shame 
hath covered our faces: for stran- 
gers are come into the sanctuaries 
of the Lord’s house. 

52 Wherefore, behold, the days 
come, saith the Lord, 'that I will 
do judgment upon her graven im- 
ages : and through all her land the 
wounded shall groan. 

53 Though Babylon should mount 
up to heaven, and though she should 
fortify the height of ner strength, 
yet from me shall spoilers come 
unto her, saith the Lord. 

54 sound of a cry cometh from 
Babylon, and great destruction from 
the land of the Chaldeans : 

55 Because the Lord hath spoiled 
Babylon, and destroyed out of her 
the great voice ; when her waves 
do roar like great waters, a noise of 
their voice is uttered : 

56 Because the spoiler is come 
upon her, even upon Babylon, and 
her mighty men are taken, every 
one of their bows is broken : ** for 
the Lord God of recompences shall 
surely requite. 

57 'And I will make drunk her 
princes, and her wise men, her 
captains, and her rulers, and her 
mighty men: and they shall sleep 
a perpetual sleep, and not wake, 
saith ‘‘the King, whose name is the 
Lord of hosts. 

58 Thus saith the Lord of hosts ; 
®‘The broad walls of Babylon shall 
be utterly “broken, and her high 
gates shall be burned with fire ; 
and “the people shall labour in 
vain, and the folk in the fire, and 
they shall be weary. 

59 H The word which Jeremiah the 
prophet commanded Seraiah the 
son of Neriah, the son of Maaseiah, 
when he went ‘with Zedekiah the 
king of Judah into Babylon in the 
fourth year of his reign. And this 
Seraiah was a “quiet prince. 

60 So Jeremiah wrote in a book 
all the evil that should come upon 
Babylon, even all these words that 
are written against Babylon. 


61 And Jeremiah said to Seraiah, 

When thou comest to Babylon, and 
shalt see, and shalt read all these 
words ; 

62 Then shalt thou say, O Lord, 
thou hast spoken against this place, 

to cut it off*, that “none shall re- "ch.60.3,39, 
main in it, neither man nor beast, 
but that it shall be “desolate for *nob. 

deedatiom. 


ever. 


63 And it shall be, when thou 
hast made an end of reading this 
book, ''that thou shalt bind a stone ” seo Rev. 
to it, and cast it into the midst of 
Euphrates : 

64 And thou shalt say, Tims shall 
Babylon sink, and shall not rise 
from the evil that I will bring upon 

her : ^and they shall be weary. Thus ’’ ® 8 - 

far are the words of Jeremiah. 

CHAPTER LII.

12 Nebuzar-adan 
burneth and spoUeth the dtp. 24 He car- 
rieth aimp the captives. 31 Evil-rmrodctch 
advanceth Jehmachin. 

Z EDEKIAH was “one and twen- soa. 

ty years old when he “began to 
reign, and he reigned eleven years 
in Jerusalem. And his mother’s 
name was Hamutal the daughter 
of Jeremmh of Libnah. 

2 And he did that which teas evil 
in the eyes of the Lord, according 
to all that Jehoiakim had done. 

3 For through the anger of the 
Lord it came to pass in Jerusalem 
and .Judah, till he had cast them 
out from his presence, that Zede- 
kiah rebelled against tlie king of 
Babylon. 

4 IT And it came to pass in the 
“ninth year of his reign, in the 
tenth month, in the tenth day of c{i. 39 . i. 
the month, that Nebuchadrezzar 2ech.8. 19. 
king of Babylon came, he and all 
his army, a^inst Jerusalem, and 
pitched against it, and built forts 
against it round about. 

5 So the city was besieged unto 
the eleventh year of king Zede- 
kiah. 
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6 And in the fourth month, in 
ninth day of the month, the famine 
was sore in the city, so that there 
was no bread for the people of the 
land. 

7 Then the city was broken up, 
and all the men of war fled, and 
went forth out of the city by night 
by the way of the gate between 
the two walls, which teas by the 
king’s garden ; ^now the Chaldeans 
were by the city round about :) 
and they went by the way of the 
plain. 

8 H But the aimy of the Chal- 
deans pursued after the king, and 
overtook Zedekiah in the plains 
of Jericho ; and all his army was 
scattered from him. 

9 ‘ Then they took the king, and 
carried him up unto the king of 
Babylon to Biblah in the land of 
Hamath ; where he gave judgment 
upon him. 

10 ‘‘And the king of Babylon slew 
the sons of Zedekiah before his 
eyes : he slew also all the princes 
of Judah in Biblah. 

11 Then he ^put out the eyes of 
Zedekiah ; and the king of Ba- 
bylon bound him in ® chains, and 
carried him to Babylon, and put 
him in ‘prison till the day of his 
death. 

12 H “Now in the fifth month, in 
the tenth day of the month, which 
was the nineteenth year of Nebu- 
chadrezzar king of Babylon, came 
Nebuzar-adan, ® “ captain of the 

f uard, which ^served the king of 
labylon, into Jerusalem, 

18 And burned the house of the 
Lord, and the king’s house ; and 
all the houses of Jerusalem, and 
all the houses of tlie great mew, 
burned he with fire : 

14 And all the army of the Chal- 
deans, that were with the captain 
of the guard, bmke down all the 
walls of Jerusalem round about 
15 ‘‘Then Nebuzar-adan the cap- 
tain of the guard carried away 
captive certain of the poor of the 
people, and the residue of the 


people that remained in the city, 
and those that fell away, that fell 
to the king of Babylon, and the rest 
of the multitude. 

16 But Nebuzar-adan the captain 
of the guard left certain of the poor 
of the land for vinedressers and for 
husbandmen. 

17 ‘Also the ‘‘pillars of brass that 
were in the house of the Lord, and 
the bases, and the brasen sea that 
was in the house of the Lord, the 
Chaldeans brake, and carried all 
the bmss of them to Babylon. 

18 'The caldrons also, and the 
‘‘shovels, and the snuffers, and the 
“ bowls, and the spoons, and all 
the vessels of brass wherewith they 
ministered, took they away. 

19 And the basons, and the ^fire- 
pans, and the bowls, and the cal- 
drons, and the candlesticks, and the 
spoons, and the cups ; that which 
was of gold in gold, and that which 
was of silver in silver, took the cap- 
tain of the guard away. 

20 The two pillars, one sea, and 
twelve brasen bulls that were un- 
der the bases, which king Solomon 
had made in the house of the Lord: 
"*Hhe brass of all these vessels was 
without weight. 

21 And concerning the "pillars, the 
height of one pillar was eighteen 
cubits ; and a “fillet of twelve cu- 
bits did compass it ; and the thick- 
ness thereof four fingers : it was 
hollow. 

22 And a chapiter of brass was 
upon it; and the height of one 
chapiter ims five cubits, with net- 
work and pomegranates upon the 
chapiters round about, all ^ brass. 
The second pillar also and the pome- 
granates rvere like unto these. 

23 And there were ninety and six 
pomegranates on a side ; and ° all 
the pomegranates upon the network 
were an hundred round about. 

24 H And pthe captain of the guard 

took Seraiah the chief priest, ’and 
Zephaniah the second priest, and 
the three keepers of the ^door: I 

25 He took also out of the city !

of them that ®were near the king’s 
person, which were found in the 
city; and the ® principal scribe of 
the host, who mustered the people 
of the land ; and threescore men of 
the people of the land, that were 
found in the midst of the city. 

26 So Nebuzar-adan the captain of 
the guard took them, and brought 
them to the king of Babylon to 
Riblah. 

27 And the king of Babylon smote 
them, and put them to death in 
Biblah in the land of Hamath. 
Thus Judah was carried away cap- 
tive out of his own land. 

28 ’^Tliis is the people whom Ne- 
buchadrezzar carried away captive : 
in the “seventh year ‘three thou- 
sand Jews and three and twenty : 

29 “In the eighteenth year of Ne- 
buchadrezzar he carried away cap- 
tive from Jerusalem eight hundred 
thirty and two ‘ persons : 

80 In the three and twentieth year 
of Nebuchadrezzar Nebuzar-adan 


the captain of the guard carried 
away captive of the Jews seven 
hundred forty and five persons : all 
the persons were four thousand and | 

six hundred. 

81 IF *And it came to pass in the ^ S62- 
seven and thirtieth year of the cap- * 2 ^ 8 , ^ 2 ", la 
tivity of Jehoiachin kin^ of Judah, 
in the twelfth month, in the five 
and twentieth day of the month, 
that Evil-merodach king of Baby- 
lon in the iirst year of his reign 
y lifted up the head of Jehoiachin ^Gen.4ai3, 
king of .Judah, and brought him 
forth out of prison, 

32 And spake ® kindly unto him, *Heb./ 7 oorf 
and set his throne above the throne Sf* 
of the kings that were with him in 
Babylon, 

88 And changed his prison gar- 
ments : * and he did continually eat ’ 2 Sam, 9. 13. 
bread before him all the days of his 
life. 

84 And for his diet, there was a 
continual diet given him of the 
king of Babylon, •'* every day a por- ' Hcb. the 
tion until tlie day of his death, all 
the days of his life. 
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CHAPTER I. 

1 Tlic miHerable {Mate of Jerusalem by reason 
of her sin. 12 She eAnnplaineth of her grief, 
18 and confesseth God's judgment to be rig/t- 
leous. 

H OW doth the city sit solitary, 
t/m( ivas full of people! '^Jiow 
is she become as a widow ! she that 
was great among the nations, and 
princess among the provinces, how 
is she become tributary ! 

2 She ” weepeth sore in the ^ night, 
and her tears are on her cheeks : 
"among all her lovers '^she hath 
none to comfort her : all her friends 
have dealt treacherously with her, 
they arc become her enemies. 

3 •'Judah is gone into captivity 
because of affliction, and ® because 
of great servitude : ‘‘ she dwelleth 
among the heathen, she findeth no 
rest : all her persecutors overtook 
her between the straits, 

4 The ways of Zion do mourn, 
because none come to the solemn 
feasts : all her gates are desolate : 
her priests sigh, her virgins are 
afflicted, and she is in bitterness. 

5 Her adversaries ‘are the chief, 
her enemies prosper ; for the Lord 
hath afflicted her ‘‘ for the multitude 
of her transgressions : her ‘ children 
are gone into captivity before the 
enemy. 

6 And from the daughter of Zion 
all her beauty is departed : her 

g rinces are become like harts that 
nd no pasture, and they are gone 
without strength before the pur- 
suer. 

7 Jerusalem remembered in the 


days of her affliction and of her mi- 
series all her ^pleasant things that 
she had in the days of old, when 
her people fell into the hand of the 
enemy, and none did help her : the 
adversaries saw her, and did mock 
at her sabbaths. 

8 ‘“Jerusalem hath gidevously sin- 
ned ; therefore she ^ is removed : all 
that honoured her despise her, be- 
cause “ they have seen her naked- 
ness : yea, she sigheth, and tunieth 
backward. 

9 Her filthiness is in her skirts ; 
she “ reinembereth not her last end ; 
therefore she came down wonder- 
fully : she had no comforter. O 
Lord, behold my affliction ; for the 
enemy hath magnified himself. 

10 The adversaiy hath spread out 
his hand upon ‘‘all her ^pleasant 
things ; for she hath seen that ’'the 
heathen entered into her sanctuaiy, 
whom thou didst command that ; 
" they should not enter into thy con- 
giegation. 

11 All her people sigh, *they seek 
bread ; they have given their plea- 
sant things for meat ®to relieve the 
soul ; see, O Lord, and consider ; 
for I am become vile. 

12 ^ •’/# it nothing to you, all ye 
that ‘ pass by ? behold, and see " if 
there be any sorrow like unto my 
sorrow, which is done unto me, 
wherewith the Lord hath afflicted 
me in tlie day of his fierce anger. 

^ 18 From above hath he sent fire 
into my bones, and it prevaileth j 
a^inst them : he hath * spread a I 
net for my feet, he hath turned 1 
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hath * given up into the hand of the 
enemy the walls of her palaces ; 
Pthey have made a noise in the 
house of the Lord, as in the day 
of a solemn feast. 

8 Tlie Lord hath purposed to 
destroy the wall of the daughter 
of Zion : ‘‘ he hath stretched out 
a line, he hath not withdrawn 
his hand from ^ destroying : there- 
fore he made the rampart and the 
wall to lament ; they languished 
together. 

9 Her gates are sunk into the 
ground ; he hath destroyed and 
' broken her bars ; " her king and 
her princes are among the Gen- 
tiles : ‘ the law is no more ; her 
"prophets also find no vision from 
the Lord. 

10 llie elders of the daughter of 
Zion * sit upon the ground, and 
keep silence : they have ^ cast up 
dust upon their heads ; they have 
* girded themselves with sackcloth : 
the virgins of Jerusalem hang down 
their heads to the ground. 

11 "Mine eyes do fail with tears, 
'’my bowels are troubled, "my liver 
is poured upon the earth, for the 
destruction of the daughter of my 
people ; because *' the children and 
the sucklings ^ swoon in tlie streets 
of the city. 

12 They say to their mothers, 
Where is corn and wine ? when 
they swooned as the wounded in 
the streets of the eity, when their 
soul was poured out into their mo- 
thers’ bosom. 

13 What thing shall I take to wit- 
ness for thee ? " what thing shall 
I liken to thee, O daughter of Je- 
rusalem ? what shall I equal to 
thee, that I may comfort thee, O 
virgin daughter of Zion? for thy 
breach Is great like the sea : who 
can heal thee ? 

14 Thy ^prophets have seen vain 
and foolish things for thee: and 
they have not * discovered thine 
iniquity, to turn away thy capti- 
vity ; but have seen for thee false 
burdens and causes of banishment. 


15 ‘‘All that pass ®bjr ‘clap their 
hands at thee; they hiss '‘and wag 
their head at the daughter of Jeru- 
salem, saying, Is this the city that 
men call ‘The perfection of beauty, 
liie joy of the whole earth ? 

10 "‘All thine enemies have open- 
ed their mouth against thee : they 
hiss and gnash the teeth : they 
say, "We have swallowed her up : 
certainly this is the day that we 
looked for; we have found, "we 
have seen it. 

17 Tlie Lord hath done that which 
he had >’ devised ; he hath fulfilled 
his word that he had commanded 
in the days of old : ** he hath thrown 

. down, and hath not pitied : and he 
hath caused thine enemy to rejoice 
over thee, he hath set up the horn 
of thine adversaries. 

18 Their heart cried unto the Lord, 
0 "wall of the daughter of Zion, 
‘ let tears run down like a river 
day and night : give thyself no 
rest ; let not the apple of thine eye 
cease. 

19 Arise, ” cry out in the night : in 
the beginning of the watches * pour 
out thine heart like water before 
the face of the Lord : lift up thy 
hands toward him for the life of 
thy young children, ^that faint for 
hunger * in the top of every street. 

20 If Behold, O Lord, and con- 
sider to whom thou hast done this. 
“Shall the women eat their fruit, 
and children " of a span long ? shall 
the priest and the prophet be slain 
in the sanctuary of the Lord ? 

21 "The young and the old lie 
on the ground in the streets : my 
virgins and my young men are 
fallen by the sword ; thou hast 
slain them in the day of thine 
anger ; thou hast killed, and not 
pitied. 

22 Thou hast chlled as in a so- 
lemn day "my terrors round about, 
so that in the day of the Lord’s 
anger none escaped nor remained : 
‘those that I have swaddled and 
brought up hath mine enemy con- 
sumed. 
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CHAPTER in. 

1 The faiihful hemtU thdr ecUamitieB. 32 By 
the m/erdee of God they nmrieh thdr hope. 
37 They aeknowledge God’s jusHee. 55 They 
pray for ddiveraavse, 64 and vengea/nce on 
thdr enemies. 

I AM the man timt hath seen 
affliction by the rod of his 
wrath. 

2 He hath led me, and brought me 
into darkness, but not into light. 

8 Surely against me is he turned ; 
he turneth his hand against me all 
the day. 

4 “My flesh and my skin hath 
he made old ; he hath broken my 
bones. 

5 He hath builded against me, 
and compassed me with gall and 
travel. 

6 ® He hath set me in dark places, 
as they that he dead of old. 

7 ^ He hath hedged me about, that 
I cannot get out: he hath made 
my chain heavy. 

8 Also “when I cry and shout, he 
shutteth out my prayer. 

9 He hath inclosed my ways with 
hewn stone, he hath made my 
paths crooked. 

10 ^He was unto me «« a bear 
lying in wait, and as a Uon in se- 
cret places. 

11 He hath turned aside my ways, 
and 8 pulled me in pieces : he hath 
made me desolate. 

12 He hath bent his bow, and ’■ set 
me as a mark for the arrow. 

18 He hath caused ‘ the * arrows of 
his quiver to enter into my reins. 

14 I was a ‘‘derision to all my 
people; and ‘their song all the 
day. 

15 “He hath filled me with * bit- 
terness, he hath made me drunken 
with wormwood. 

16 He hath also broken my teeth 
“with gravel stones, he hath ^co- 
vered me with ashes. 

17 And thou hast removed my soul 
far off from peace : I foigat ^pros- 
perity. 

18 “And I said. My strength and 
my hope is perished from the Lobd : 


19 * Remembering mine affliction I 
and my misery, ^ the wormwood 
and the gall. 

20 My soul hath them still in 
remembrance, and is ® humbled in 
me. 

21 This I ^recall to my mind, 
therefore have I hope. 

22 It is of the Lord’s mercies 
that we are not consumed, because 
his compassions fail not. 

28 They are new every morning : 
gi'eat is thy faithfulness. 

24 The Lord is my "portion, saith 
my soul; therefore wul I hope in 
him. 

25 The Lord is good unto them 
that ‘wait for him, to the soul that 
seeketh him. 

26 It is good that a man should 
both hope “ and quietly wait for the 
salvation of the Lord. 

27 'It is good for a man that he 
bear the yoke in his youth. 

28 ^He sitteth alone and keepeth 
silence, because he hath borne it 
upon him. 

29 “ He putteth his mouth in the 
dust ; if so be there may be hope. 

80 “ He giveth his cheek to him 
that smiteth him : he is filled full 
with reproach. 

81 ‘’For the Lord will not cast off 
for ever : 

32 But though he cause gi’ief, yet 
will he have compassion accord- 
ing to the multitude of his mer- 
cies. 

83 For “he doth not afflict ® will- 
ingly nor grieve the children of 
men. 

0 84 To crush under his feet all the 
prisoners of the earth, 
r 85 To turn aside the right of a 
man before the face of ®the most 
High, 

86 To subvert a man in his cause, 

® the Lord approveth not. 

87 II Who is he ^tltat saith, and 
it cometh to pass, when the Lord 
commandeth it not ? 

88 Out of the mouth of the most 

High proceedeth not ^evil and 
good ? ! 
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80 «Wherefore doth a living man 
“complain, ’'a man for the punish- 
ment of his sins ? 

40 Let us search and try our ways, 
and turn again to the Lord. 

41 ‘Let us lift up our heart with 
our hands unto God in the hea- 
vens. 

42 ‘‘We have transgressed and 
have rebelled : thou hast not par- 
doned. 

43 Thou hast covered with anger, 
and persecuted us : ‘ thou hast slain, 
thou hast not pitied. 

44 Thou hast covered thyself with 
a cloud, "'that our pmyer should 
not pass through. 

45 Tliou hast made us as the " off- 
scouring and refuse in the midst of 
the people. 

46 "All our enemies have opened 
their mouths against us. 

47 ^Fear and a snare is come 
upon us, ‘•desolation and destruc- 
tion. 

48 "Mine eye runneth down with 
rivers of water for the destruction 
of the daughter of my people. 

49 "Mine eye trickleth down, and 
ceaseth not, without any intermis- 
sion, 

50 Till the Lord ‘look down, and 
behold from heaven. 

51 Mine eye affecteth “mine heart 
* because of all the daughters of my 
city. 

52 Mine enemies chased me sore, 
like a bird, " without cause. 

58 They have cut off my life *in 
the dungeon, and ^ cast a stone up- 
on me. 

54 "Waters flowed over mine head ; 
then ‘I said, I am cut off. 

55 t •’I called upon thy name, O 
Lord, out of the low dungeon. 

56 “ Thou hast heard my voice : 
hide not thine ear at my breath- 
ing, at my cry. 

57 Thou *' drewest near in the 
day that I called upon thee : thou 
saidst, Fear not. 

58 0 Lord, thou hast ‘’pleaded 
the causes of my soul; ^thou hast 
redeemed my life. 


59 O Lord, thou hast seen my 
wrong : *judge thou my cause. 

60 Thou hast seen all their ven- 
geance and all their ‘‘imaginations 
against me. 

61 Thou hast heard their reproach, 

0 Lord, and all their imaginations 
against me ; 

62 The lips of those that rose 
up against me, and their device 
against me all the day. 

63 Behold their ‘ sitting down, and 
their rising up ; ‘‘I am their mu- 
sick. 

64 H ‘ Bender unto them a recom- 
pence, O Lord, according to the 
work of their hands. 

65 Give them “sorrow of heart, 
thy curse unto them. 

66 Persecute and destroy them in 
anger “ from under the " heavens of 
the Lord. 

CHAPTER IV. 

1 Zlou hnvaileth her pitiful e^fUe. 1.3 She eon- 

femth her sins. 21 Edom, is threatened. 22 

Zion is comforted. 

H OW is the gold become dim ! 

how is the most fine gold 
changed! the stones of the sanc- 
tuary are poured out * in the top 
of every street. 

2 The precious sons of Zion, com- 
parable to fine gold, how are they 
esteemed ‘’as earthen pitchers, the 
work of the hands of the potter ! 

3 Even the “ sea monsters draw out 
the breast, they give suck to their 
young ones : the daughter of my 
people is become cruel, ‘’like the 
ostriches in the wilderness. 

4 ’’ The tongue of the sucking child 
cleaveth to the roof of his mouth 
for thirst : ® the young children ask 
bread, and no man breaketh it unto 
them. 

5 They that did feed delicately are 
desolate in the streets : they that 
were brought up in scarlet ^em- 
brace dun^ills. 

6 For the * punishment of the ini- 
quity of the daughter of my people 
is g^^ter than the punishment of 
the sin of Sodom, that was *over- 
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thrown as in a moment, and no 
hands stayed on her. 

7 Her Nazarites were purer than 
snow, they were whiter than milk, 
they were more ruddy in body than 
rubies, their polishing was of sap- 
phire : 

8 Their visage is blacker than 
a coal ; they are not known in the 
streets : ‘ their skin cleaveth to theii* 
bones ; it is withered, it is become 
like a stick. 

9 They that he slain with the 
sword are better than they that^ be 
slain with hunger : for these ® pine 
away, stricken through for ward of 
the fruits of the field. 

10 ‘‘Tlie hands of the ‘pitiful 
women have sodden their own 
children : they were their “meat 
in the destruction of the daughter 
of my people. 

11 Tlie Loud hath accomplished 
his fury ; " he hath poured out his 
fierce anger, and “hath kindled a 
fire in Zion, and it hath devoured 
the foundations thereof. 

12 The kings of the earth, and 
all the inhabitants of the world, 
would not have believed that the 
adversary and the enemy should 
have entered into the gates of Je- 
rusalem. 

18 11 •' For the sins of her prophets, 
and the iniouities of her priests, 
‘‘that have shed the blood of the 
just in the midst of her, 

14 They have wandered as blind 
men in the streets, nhey have pol- 
luted themselves with blood, ^so 
that men could not touch their 
garments. 

15 They cried unto them. Depart 
ye ; Ht is ^ unclean ; depart, depart, 
touch not: when they fled away 
and wandered, they said among 
the heathen. They shall no more 
sojourn there. 

16 The * anger of the Lord hath 
divided them ; he will no more re- 
gard them : " they respected not ^e 
persons of the priests, they favour- 
ed not the elders, 

17 As for us, “our eyes as yet 


fhiled for our vain help : in our 
watching we have watened for a 
nation mat could not save us. 

18 ^They hunt our steps, that we 
caiuiot go in om* streets : our end 
is near, our days are fulfilled ; for 
'our end is come. 

19 Our persecutors are 'swifter 
than the eagles of the heaven : tliey 
pursued us upon the mountains, 
they laid wait for us in the wil- 
derness. 

20 The ’’breath of our nostrils, the 
anointed of the Lord, “was taken 
in their pits, of whom we said. 
Under his shadow we sliall live 
among the heathen. 

y^2l f •’Rejoice and be glad, 0 
naughter of Edom, that dwellest 
in the land of Uz ; “ the cup also 
shall pass through unto thee : thou 
shall be drunken, and shall make 
thyself naked. 

'^22 U ‘ “ The punishment of thine 
iniquity is accomplished, O daugh- 
ter of Zion ; he will no more cany 
thee away into captivity : " he will 
visit thine iniquity, O daughter of 
Edom ; he will * discover thy sins. 

CHAPTER V. 

A pUiftd complaitd of Zuni in prayer unto 
God. 

'REMEMBER, O Lord, what 
Xii is come upon us : consider, 
and behold ’’ our reproach. 

2 “Our inheritiince is turned to 
strangers, our houses to aliens. 

8 We are orphans and fatherless, 
our mothers are as widows. 

4 We have drunken our water 
for money ; our wood * is sold un- 
to us. 

5 •’'’Our necks are under persecu- 
tion : we labour, and have no rest. 

6 “We have given the hand Ho 
the Egyptians, and to the Assy- 
rians, to be satisfied with bread. 

7 ®Our fathers have sinned, and 
^are not; and we have borne their 
iniquities. 

8 ’ Servants have ruled over us : 
there is none that doth deliver us 
out of their hand. 
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9 We gat our bread with the peril 
of our lives because of the sword 
of the wilderness. 

10 Our •‘skin was black like an 
oven because of the ® terrible fa- 
mine. 

11 ’They ravished the women in 
Zion, ana the maids in the cities 
of Judah. 

12 Princes are hanged up by their 
hand : the faces of elders were not 
honoured. 

18 They took the young men "to 
grind, and the children fell under 
the wood. 

14 The elders have ceased from 
the ^te, the young men from their 
musick. 

15 The jojr of our heart is ceased ; 
our dance is turned into mourning. 


16 "'The crown is fallen from our 
head : woe unto us, that we have 
sinned ! 

17 For this ^our heart is faint; 
’ for these things our eyes are dim. 

18 Because of the mountain of 
Zion, which is desolate, the foxes 
walk upon it. 

19 Thou, O Lord, 'remainest for 
ever; “thy throne from generation 
to generation. 

20 ‘Wherefore dost thou forget us 
for ever, and forsake us *so long 
time ? 

21 "Turn thou us unto thee, O 
Lord, and we shall be turned ; re- 
new our days as of old. 

22 ‘But thou hast utterly reject- 
ed us ; thou art very wroth against 
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CHAPTER I. 

1 The time of Ezekiela prophecy at Chehar, 
4 His 'msion of four chervbhns, 15 of the 
four wh4^4il8y 2G and of the glory of God, 

N ow it came to pass in the thir- 
tieth year, in the fourth month, 
in the fifth day of the month, as 
I was among the ® captives “by the 
river of Chebar, that *’the heavens 
were opened, and I saw 'visions of 
God. 

2 In the fifth day of the month, 
which tvas the fifth year of ^king 
Jehoiachin’s captivity, 

3 The word of tlie Loud came 
expressly unto * Ezekiel tlie priest, 
the son of Buzi, in the land of the 
Chaldeans by the river Chebar ; 
and 'the hand of the Lord was 
there upon him. 

4 IT And I looked, and, behold, ‘^a 
whirlwind came ‘'out of the north, 
a great cloud, and a fire * infolding 
itself, and a brightness was about 
it, and out of the midst thereof as 
the colour of amber, out of the 
midst of the fire. 

5 ‘'Also out of the midst thereof 
came the likeness of four living 
creatures. And ‘this was their ap- 
pearance; they had ‘‘the likeness 
of a man. 

6 And every one had four faces, 
and every one had four wings. 

7 And their feet were "straight 
feet ; and the sole of their feet was 
like the sole of a calfs foot: and 
they sparkled ‘like the colour of 
burnished brass. 

8 “And they had the hands of a 
man under their wings on their four 


sides ; and they four had their faces 


and their wings. 

9 "Their wings were joined one 
to another ; 'they turned not when 
they went; they went every one 
straight forward. 

10 As for '’the likeness of their 
faces, they four ''had the face of 
a man, 'and the face of a lion, on 
the right side : “ and they four had 
the face of an ox on the left side ; 
‘ they four also liad the face of an 
eagle. 

11 Thus were their faces : and their 
wings ivere “stretched upward; two 
wings of every one were Joined one 
to another, and "two covered their 
bodies. 

12 And "they went syDiir one 

straight forward die spi- 

rit was to go, they went ; and * they 
turned not when they went. 

13 As for the likeness of the living 
creatures, their appearance was like 
burning coals of fire, * and like the 
appearance of lamps : it went up 
and down among the living crea- 
tures; and the fire was bright, and 
out of the fire went forth lightning. 

14 And the living creatures ‘’ran 
and returned “ as the appearance of 
a flash of lightning. 

15 IT Now as I beheld the living 
creatures, behold ‘‘one wheel upon 
the earth by the living creatures, 
with his four faces. 

16 ® The appearance of the wheels 
and their work was ^like unto the 
colour of a beryl: and they four 
had one likeness: and their aji- 
pearance and their work ims as it 
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were a wheel in the middle of a 
wheel. 

17 When they went, they went 
upon their four sides: ’^and they 
turned not when they went. 

18 As for their rings, they were 
so high that they were dreadful; 
and their ® rings were '’full of eyes 
round about them four. 

ID And ‘ when the living creatures 
went, the wheels went by them : 
and when the living creatures were 
lifted up from the earth, the wheels 
were lifted up. 

20 '‘Whithersoever the spirit was 
to go, they went, thither wae their 
spirit to go; and the wheels were 
lifted up over against them: 'for 
the spirit ^of the living creature 
was in the wheels. 

21 When those went, these went ; 
and when those stood, these stood ; 
and when those were lifted up from 
the earth, the wheels were lifted 
up over against them : for the spirit 
^of the living creature teas in the 
wheels. 

22 "And the likeness of the firma- 
ment upon the heads of the living 
creature was as the colour of the 


ter ’’lie crystal, stretched forth over 
thei. ' • ‘’bove. 


* ch. 10. .'5. 
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ch. 10. 1. 
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23 All. ‘ firmament were 

their wings simight, the one to- 
ward the other : eveiy one had two, 
which covered on this side, and 
eveiy one had two, which covered 
on that side, their bodies. 

24 "And when they went, I heard 
the noise of their wings, Plike the 
noise of great waters, as ^ tlie voice 
of the Almighty, the voice of 
speech, as the noise of an host: 
when they stood, they let down 
their wings. 

25 And there was a voice from 
the firmament that was over their 
heads, when they stood, and had 
let down their wings. 

26 f ■‘And above the firmament 
that ime over their heads was the 
likeness of a throne, "as the ap- 
pearance of a sapphire stone : and 
upon the likeness of the throne was 


the likeness as the appearance of a 
man above upon it. 

27 ‘And I saw as the colour of 
amber, as the appearance of fire 
round about within it, from the 
appearance of his loins even up- 
ward, and from the appearance of 
his loins even downward, I saw as 
it were the appearance of fire, and 
it had briLditiiess round about. 

28 "As me appearance of the bow 
that is in the cloud in the day of 
rain, so ims the appearance of the 
brightness round about. * This was 
the appearance of the likeness of 
the gloiy of the Lord. And when 
I saw it, ^1 fell upon my face, and 
I heard a voice of one that spake. 
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CHAPTER II. 


1 EzelieVH (tommiMiorh His imf/niction. 

0 The roll of hw heavy prophcjvy. 

^ AND he said unto me. Son of 
man, "stand upon thy feet, 
and I will speak unto thee. 

2 And '’ the spirit entered into me 
when he spake unto me, and set 
me upon my feet, that I heard him 
that spake unto me. 

3 And he said unto me. Son of 
man, I send thee to the children 
of Israel, to a rebellious ® nation 
that hath rebelled against me : "they 
and their fathers have transgress- 
ed against me, even unto this veiy 
day, 

4 ''For they are ® impudent chil- 
dren and stiffhearted. I do send 
thee unto them ; and thou shalt say 
unto them, Thus saith the Lord 
God. 

5 "And they, whether they will 
hear, or whether they will forbear, 
(for they are a rebellious house,) 
yet ‘shall know that there hath 
been a prophet among them. 

0 II And thou, son of man, *be not 
afraid of them, neither be afraid of 
their words, though ^'‘briers and 
thonis he, with thee, and thou dost 
dwell among scorpions: 'be not 
afraid of their words, nor be ^s- 
mayed at their looks, they 

he a rebellious house. v 
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7 ‘And thou shall speak my words 
unto them, “ whether they will hear, 
or whether they will forbear : for 
they are ® most rebellious. 

8 But thou, son of man, hear 
what I say unto thee; Be not 
thou rebellious like that rebellious 
house : open thy mouth, and " eat 
that I give thee. 

9 H And when I looked, behold, 
"an hand was sent unto me; and, 
lo, p a roll of a book was therein ; 

10 And he spread it before me; 
and it was written within and with- 
out : and there was written therein 
lamentations, and mourning, and 
woe. 

CHAPTER III. 

1 EzeJcid eateth the roll. 4 God eneoiirageth 
him. 15 God dieweih him the rule of jiro- 
pheinf. 22 God shulteth and opemth the pro- 
phet'^ rmnth. 

M oreover he said unto me. 
Son of man, eat that thou 
findest ; “ eat this roll, and go speak 
unto the house of Israel. 

2 So I opened my mouth, and he 
caused me to eat that roll. 

3 And he said unto me. Son of 
man, cause thy belly to eat, and 
fill thy bowels with this roll that 
I give thee. Then did I ‘’eat it; 
and it was in my mouth " as honey 
for sweetness. 

/ 4 H And he said unto me. Son of 
]man, go, get thee unto the house 
pf Israel, and speak with my words 
unto them. 

5 For thou art not sent to a peo- 
ple ^ of a strange speech and of an 
hard language, but to the house of 
Israel ; 

6 Not to many people ‘ of a strange 
speech and of an hard language, 
whose words thou canst not under- 
stand. ® Surely, had I sent thee to 
them, they would have hearkened 
unto thee. 

7 But the house of Israel will not 
hearken unto thee; "for they will 
not hearken unto me: ^for ^1 the 
house of Israel are ® impudent and 
hardhearted. 

8 Behold, I have made thy face 


strong against their faces, and thy 
forehead strong against their fore- 
heads. 

9 As an adamant harder than flint 
have I made thy forehead : ^ fear 
them not, neither be dismayed at 
their looks, though they be a rebel- 
lious house. 

10 Moreover he said unto me. Son 
of man, all my words that I shall 
speak unto thee receive in thine 
heart, and hear with thine ears. 

11 And go, get thee to them of 
the captivity, unto the children of 
thy people, and speak unto them, 
and tell them, ‘ Thus saith the Lord 
God ; whether they will hear, or 
whether they will forbear. 

12 Then ‘‘the spirit took me up, 
and I heard behind me a voice of 
a great loishing, saying. Blessed be 
the gloiy of the Loud from his 
place. 

13 I heard also the noise of the 
wings of the living creatures that 

touched one another, and the noise 
of the wheels over against them, 
and a noise of a great rushing. 

14 So ‘ the spirit lifted me up, and 
took me away, and I went Mn bit- 
terness, in the ‘heat of my spirit; 
but ’"the hand of the Lord was 
strong upon me. 

. 15 H Then I came to them of the 
^captivity at Tel-abib, that dwelt 
/by the river of Chebar, and " I sat 
where they sat, and remained there 
astonished among them seven days. 

IG And it came to pass at the end 
of seven days, that the word of the 
Loud came unto me, saying, 

17 “ Son of man, I have made thee 
Pa watchman unto tlie house of 
Israel: therefore hear the word at 
my mouth, and give them warning 
from me. 

18 When I say unto the wicked. 
Thou shalt surely die; and thou 
givest him not warning, nor speak- 
est to warn the wicked from his 
wicked way, to save his life; the 
same wicked man ^ shall die in his 
iniquity; but his blood will I re- 
quire at thine hand. 
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19 Yet if thou warn the wicked, 
and he turn not from his wicked- 
ness, nor from his wicked way, he 
shall die in his iniquity ; but thou 
hast delivered thy soul, 

20 Again, When a ® righteous man 
doth turn from his * righteousness, 
and commit iniquity, and I lay a 
stumbliiigblock before him, he shall 
die: because thou hast not given 
him warning, he shall die in his 
sin, and his righteousness which 
he hath done shall not be remem- 
bered ; but liis blood will I require 
at thine hand. 

21 Nevertheless if thou warn the 
righteous man, that the righteous 
sin not, and he doth not sin, he 
shall surely live, because he is 
warned ; also thou hast delivered 
thy soul. 

22 II ‘And the hand of the Lord 
was there upon me; and he said 
unto me, Arise, go forth "into the 
plain, and I will there talk with 
thee. 

28 Then I arose, and went forth 
into the plain : and, behold, * the 
glory of trie Lord stood there, as 
the glory which I ^ saw by the 
river of Chebar : * and I fell on my 
face. 

24 Then "the spirit entered into 
me, and set me upon my feet, and 
spake with me, and said unto 
me, Go, shut thyself within thine 
house. 

25 But thou, O son of man, be- 
hold, ‘’they shall put bands upon 
thee, and shall bind thee with 
them, and thou shalt not go out 
among tliem : 

2G And "I will make thy tongue 
cleave to the roof of thy mouth, 
that thou shalt be dumb, and shalt 
not be to them ’’a reprover: ‘‘fbr 
they are a rebellious house. 

27 ® But when I speak with thee, 
I will open thy mouth, and thou 
shalt say unto them, ^Thus saith 
the ^rd God; He that heareth, 
let him hear; and he that forbear- 
eth, let him forbear: Kfor they are 
a rebellious house. 


CHAPTER IV. 

1 Under the type of a meye is shewed the time 
from the d^ection of Jeroboam to the eap- 
tivUy. 0 By the provision of the siege, is 
shewed the heirdness of the famine. 

T hou also, son of man, take 
thee a tile, and lay it before 
thee, and pourtray upon it the city, 
even .Jerusalem : 

2 And lay siege against it, and 
build a fort against it, and cast a 
mount against it ; set the camp also 
against it, and set Shattering i*ams 
against it round about. 

8 Moreover take thou unto thee 
^an iron pan, and set it^r a wall 
of iron between thee and the city : 
and set thy face against it, and it 
shall be besieged, and thou shalt 
lay siege against it. "This shall he 
a sign to the house of Israel. 

4 Lie thou also upon thy left side, 
and lay the iniquity of the house 
of Israel upon it : according to the 
n umber of the days that thou shalt 
lie upon it thou shalt bear their 
iniquity. 

5 For I have laid upon thee the 
years of their iniquity, according 
to the number of the days, three 
hundred and ninety days : so shalt 
thou bear the iniquity of the house 
of Isiuel. 

0 And when thou hast accomplish- 
ed them, lie again on thy right side, 
and thou shalt bear the iniquity of 
the house of .Judah forty days: I 
have appointed thee ^each day for 
a year. 

7 Therefore thou shalt set thy face 
toward the siege of Jerusalem, and 
thine arm shml he uncovered, and 
thou shalt prophesy against it. 

8 "And, behold, I will lay bands 
upon thee, and thou shalt not turn 
thee ®from one side to another, till 
thou hast ended the days of thy 
siege. 

II Take thou also unto thee wheat, 
and barley, and beans, and lentiles, 
and millet, and “fitches, and put 
them in 'one vessel, and nnij^e thee 
bread thereof, according to the 
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The type of the prophet's hair. 
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number of the days that thou shalt 
lie upon thy side, three hundred and 
ninety days shalt thou eat thereof. 

10 And thy meat which thou shalt 
eat shall he by weight, twenty she- 
kels a day : from time to time shalt 
thou eat it. 

11 Thou shalt drink also water 
by measure, the sixth part of an 
hin : from time to time shalt thou 
drink. 

12 And thou shalt eat it as barley 
cakes, and thou shalt bake it with 
dung that cometh out of man, in 
their sight. 

18 And the Lord said, Even thus 
‘‘shall the children of Israel eat 
their defiled bread among the Gen- 
tiles, whither I will drive them. 

14 Tlien said I, ® Ah Lord God ! 
behold, my soul hath not been pol- 
luted : for from my youth up even 
till now have I not eaten of *^tha.t 
which dicth of itself, or is torn in 
pieces ; neither came there * abomi- 
nable flesh into my mouth. 

15 Then he said unto me, Lo, I 
have given thee cow’s dung for 
man’s dung, and thou shalt pre- 
pare thy bread therewith. 

if» Moreover he said unto me. Son 
of man, behold, I will break the 
‘‘staff of bread in Jerusalem: and 
they shall ‘eat bread by weight, 
and with care ; and they shall drink 
water by measure, an<i with aston- 
ishment : 

17 That they may want bread and 
water, and be astonied one with 
another, and ‘consume away for 
their iniquity. 

CHAPTER V. 

1 Under tU type of hair, 6 ig ghewed the fwdg- 

mmt of Jermaiem for their reheUion, 12 hy 

famine, g%mrd, and digpergion. 

A nd thou, son of man, take thee 
. a sharp knife, take thee a bar- 
ber’s razor, ‘and cause it to pass 
upon thine head and upon thy 
beard: then take thee balances to 
weigh, and divide the hair. 

2 ^ Thou shalt bum *witi fire a 
third part in the midst of ® the city, 


when ‘‘the days of the siege are 
fulfilled: and thou shalt take a 
third part, and smite about it with 
a knife : and a third part thou 
shalt scatter in the wind ; and I 
will draw out a sword after them. 

8 ®Thou shalt also take thereof a 
few in number, and bind them in 
thy ® skirts. 

4 Then take of them again, and 
^cast them into the midst of the 
fire, and bum them in the fire ; for 
thereof shall a fire come forth into 
all the house of Israel. 

5 H Thus saith the Lord God ; This 
is .Terusalem: I have set it in the 
midst of the nations and countries 
that are round about her. 

6 And she hath changed my judg- 
ments into wickedness more than 
the nations, and my statutes more 
than the countries that are round 
about her : for they have refused my 
judgments and my statutes, they 
have not walked in them. 

7 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God ; Because ye multiplied more 
than the nations that are round 
about you, and have not walked 
in my statutes, neither have kept 
my judgments, * neither have done 
according to the judgments of the 
nations that are round about you ; 

8 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God ; Behold, I, even I, am against 
thee, and will execute judgments 
in tlie midst of thee in the sight 
of the nations. 

9 ‘‘And I will do in thee that 
which I have not done, and where- 
unto I will not do any more the 
like, because of all tliine abomi- 
nations. 

10 Therefore the fathers ‘ shall eat 
the sons in the midst of thee, and 
the sons shall eat their fathers ; 
and I will execute judgments in 
thee, and the whole remnant of 
thee will I ‘‘scatter into all the 
winds. 

11 Wherefore, as I live, saith the 
Lord God; Surely, because thou 
hast ‘defiled my sanctuary with all 
thy ” detestable things, and with all 
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A remnant shall be blessed. 
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thine abominations, therefore will 
I also diminish thee ; "neither shall 
mine eye spare, neither will I have 
any pity. 

12 If ° A third pail of thee shall 
die with the pestilence, and with 
famine shall they be consumed in 
the midst of thee : and a third part 
shall fall by the sword round about 
thee; and '’I will scatter a third 
part into all the winds, and I will 
draw out a swoi’d after them. 

18 Thus shall mine anger ^be ac- 
comjilishcd, and I will “cause my 
fury to rest upon them, ‘ and I will 
be comforted : “ and they shall know 
that I the Lord have spoken it in 
my zeal, when I have accomplished 
my fury in them. 

14 Moreover will make thee 
waste, and a reproach among the 
nations that are round about thee, 

I in the sight of all that pass by. 

1.5 So it shall be a y reproach and 
a taunt, an instruction and an as- 
tonishment unto the nations that 
are round about thee, when I shall 
execute judgments in thee in anger 
and in fury and in ‘ furious rebukes. 
I the Lord have spoken it, 

10 When I shall " send upon them 
the evil arrows of famine, which 
shall be for their destruction, and 
which I will send to destroy you : 
and I will increase the famine upon 
you, and will break your ‘’staff of 
bread : 

17 So will I send upon you famine 
and “ evil beasts, and they shall be- 
reave thee; and ‘‘pestilence and 
blood shall pass through thee ; and 
I will bring the sword upon thee. 
I the Lord have spoken it. 

CHAPTER VI. 

1 TJui jtidjfwent of Imrael for their idolatry. 

8 A remnant, shall be blessed. 11 Ths faillt- 

fvl are exhorted to lament their calamities. 

A nd tlie word of the Lord came 
. unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, ‘ set tliy face toward 
the ’’mountains of Israel, and pro- 
phesy against them, 

8 And say, Ye mountains of Isra^ 


hear the word of the Lord God; 
Thus saith the Lord God to the 
mountains, and to tlie hiUs, to the 
rivers, and to the valleys ; Behold, 
I, even I, will bring a sword upon 
you, and *’1 will destroy your high 
places. 

4 And your altars shall be deso- 
late, and your “images shall be 
broken : and ^ I will cast down your 
slain men before your idols. 

5 And I will “lay the dead car- 
cases of the children of Israel be- 
fore their idols ; and I will scatter 
your bones round about your al- 
tars. 

6 In all your dwellingplaces the 
cities shall be laid waste, and the 
high places shall be desolate ; that 
your altars may be laid waste and 
made desolate, and your idols may 
be broken and cease, and your 
images may be cut down, and your 
works may be abolished. 

7 And the slain shall fall in the 
midst of you, and "ye shall know 
that I am the Lord. 

8 H ‘Yet will I leave a remnant, 
that ye may have some that shall 
escape the sword among the na- 
tions, when ye shall be scattered 
tluough the countries. 

9 And they that escape of you 
shall remember me among the na- 
tions whither they shall be carried 
captives, because ®I am broken with 
their whorish heart, which hath de- 
parted from me, and ‘'with their 
eyes, which go a whoring after 
their idols: and ‘they shall lothe 
themselves for the evils which the^ 
have committed in all their abomi- 
nations. 

10 And they shall know that I am 
the Lord, and that I have not said 
in vain that I would do this evil 
unto them. 

11 II Thus saith the Lord God; 
Smite ‘‘with thine hand, and stamp 
with thy foot, and say, Alas for all 
the evil abominations of the house 
of Israel ! ‘ for they shall fitll by the 
sword, by the famine, and by the 
pestilence. 
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12 He that is far off shall die of 
the pestilence ; and he that is near 
shall fall by the sword ; and he that 
remaineth and is besieged shall die 
by the famine : ” thus will I accom- 
plish my fury upon them. 

18 Then ” shall ye know that I am 
the Lord, when their slain men 
shall be among their idols round 
about their altars, “ upon every high 
hill. Pin all the tops of the moun- 
tains, and under every green tree, 
and under every thick oak, the 
place where they did offer sweet 
savour to all their idols. 

14 So will I ''stretch out my hand 
upon them, and make the land de- 
solate, yea, ®more desolate than the 
wilderness toward "Diblath, in all 
their habitations : and they shall 
know that I am the Lord. 

CHAPTER VII.

20 Tim 
enemies defile the sanetnary heeame of the 
Israelites' abominations. 23 Under the> t]/pe 
of a eltain is slmwed thrir miserable ceiptinily. 

M oreover the word of the 

Lord came unto me, saying, 

2 Also, thou son of man, thus 
saith the Lord God unto the land 
of Israel ; “An end, the end is 
come upon the four comers of the 
land. 

8 Now is the end come upon thee, 
and I will send mine anger upon 
thee, and ’’will judge thee accord- 
ing to thy ways, and will ® recom- 
fjense upon thee all thine abomina- 
tions. 

4 And “mine eve shall not spare 
thee, neither will I have pity : but 
I will recompense thy ways upon 
thee, and thine abominations shall 
be in the midst of thee; •’and ye 
shall know that I am the Lord. 

5 Thus saith the Lord God; An 
evil, an onl^ evil, behold, is come. 

6 An end is come, the end is come: 
it *w£itcheth for thee ; behold, it is 
come. 

7 • The momii^ is eome unto thee, 
O thou that dwellest in the land : 


^the time is come, the day of trou- 
ble is near, and not the * sounding 
again of the mountains. 

8 Now will I shortly «pour out 
my fury upon thee, and accomplish 
mine anger upon thee : ’’ and I will 
judge thee according to thy ways, 
and will recompense thee for all 
thine abominations. 

9 And ’mine eye shall not spare, 
neither will I have pity : I will re- 
compense ^ thee according to thy 
ways and thine abominations that 
are in the midst of thee; '‘and ye 
shall know that I am the Lord that 
smiteth. 

10 Behold the day, behold, it is 
come ; ' the morning is gone forth ; 
the rod hath blossomed, pride hath 
budded. 

11 ’“Violence is risen up into a rod 
of wickedness : none of them shall 
remain, nor of their * multitude, nor 
of any of ®their’s : "neither shall 
there he wailing for them. 

12 "The time is come, the day 
draweth near; let not the buyer 
rejoice, nor the seller mourn : for 
wrath is upon all the multitude 
thereof. . 

13 For the seller shall not ret m 
to that which is sold, *alth( agh 
they were yet alive: for the vision 
is touching the whole multitude 
thereof, lohich shall not return ; nei- 
ther shall any strengthen himself 
^in '*the iniquity of his life. 

14 They have blown tlie trumpet, 
even to make all ready ; but none 
goeth to the battle : for my wrath 
is upon all the multitude thereof. 

15 pTlie sword is without, and the 

E estilence and the famine within ; 

e that is in the field shall die with i 
the sword ; and he that is in the 
city, famine and pestilence shall de- 
vour him. 

16 II But ‘‘they that escape of them 
shall escape, and shall be on the 
mountains like doves of the valleys, 
all of them mourning, every one for 
his iniquity. 

17 All "hands shall be feeble, and 
all knees shall " be weak as water. 
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18 They shall also * gird themselves 
with sackcloth, and ‘horror shall 
cover them ; and shame shall be 
upon all faces, and baldness upon 
all their heads. 

19 They shall cast their silver in 
the streets, and their gold shall be 
“removed: their “silver and their 
gold shall not be able to deliver 
them in the day of the wrath of 
the Lord: they shall not satisfy 
their souls, neither fill their bowels : 
“because it is *the stumblingblock 
of their iniciuity. 

20 H As for the beauty of his or- 
nament, he set it in majesty : ^ but 
they made the images of their a- 
bomina tions and of their detestable 
things therein : therefore have I ‘set 
it far from them. 

21 And I will give it into the hands 
of the strangers for a prey, and to 
the wicked of the earth for a spoil ; 
and they shall pollute it. 

22 My face will I turn also from 
them, and they shall pollute iny 
secret place : for the “ robbers shall 
enter into it, and defile it. 

23 IF Make a chain: for Hhe land 
is full of bloody crimes, and the 
city is full of violence. 

24 Wherefore I will bring the 
worst of the heathen, and they 
shall possess their houses : I will 
also make tlie pomp of the strong 
to cease ; and ” their holy places 
shall be defiled. 

2.5 Destmetion cometh; and they 
shall seek peace, and there shall he 
none. 

20 “Mischief shall come upon mis- 
chief, and rumour shall be upon 
rumour; '’then shall they seek a 
vision of the prophet ; but the law 
shall perish from the priest, and 
counsel from the ancients. 

27 The king shall mourn, and the 

i irince shall be clothed with deso- 
ation, and the hands of the people 
of the land shall be troubled : I will 
do unto them after tlieir way, and 
“according to their deserts will I 
judge them; “and they shall know 
that I am the Lord. 


CHAPTER VIIL 

1 EztMd, in a vision of God at Jenmdem, 
5 is shewed the image of jealousy, 7 the cham- 
hers of imagery, 13 the mourners for Tam- 
mm, 15 the toorshippers towards the sum. 
18 God’s wrath for their idolatry. 

A nd it came to pass in the sixth 
. year, in the sixth tnonth, in 
the fifth day of the month, as I 
sat in mine house, and “the elders 
of Judah sat before me, that '’the 
hand of the Lord God fell there 
upon me. 

2 ‘ Then I beheld, and lo a like- 
ness as the appeamnee of fire : from 
the appearance of his loins even 
downward, fire ; and from his loins 
even upward, as the appearance 
of brightness, ‘'as the colour of 
amber. 

3 And he “put forth the form of 
an hand, and took me by a lock of 
mine head; and Hhc spirit lifted 
me up between the earth and the 
heaven, and ^brought me in the 
visions of God to Jerusalem, to the 
door of the inner gate that looketh 
toward the north; '’where was the 
seat of the image of jealousy, which 
'provoketh to jealousy. 

4 And, behold, the glory of the 
God of Israel was there, according 
to the vision that I '‘saw in the 
plain. 

.5 IT Then said he unto me, Son of 
man, lift up thine eyes now the 
way toward the north. So I lifted 
up mine eyes the way toward the 
north, and behold northward at the 
gate of the altar this image of jea- 
lousy in the entiy. 

c He said furthermore unto me, 
Son of man, seest thou what they 
do? eren the great abominations 
that the house of Israel committeth 
here, that I should go far off from 
niy sanctuary? but turn thee yet 
again, and thou shalt see greater 
abominations. 

7 IF And he brought me to the door 
of the court; and when I looked, 
behold a hole in the wall. 

8 Then said he unto me, Son of 
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14 Again the word of the Lobd 
came unto me, saying, 

15 Son of man, thy brethren, even 
thy brethren, the men of thy kin- 
dred, and all the house of Israel 
wholly,* they unto whom the in- 
habitants of Jerusalem have said, 
Oet you far from the Lord : unto 
us is this land given in possession. 

16 Therefore say. Thus saith the 
Lord God ; Although I have cast 
them far of!’ among the heathen, 
and although I have scattered them 
among the countries, * yet will I be 
to them as a little sanctuary in the 
countries where they shall come. 

17 Therefore say. Thus saith the 
Lord God ; " I will even gather you 
from the people, and assemble you 
out of the countries where ye have 
been scattered, and I will give you 
the land of Israel. 

18 And they shall come thither, 
and *they shall take away all the 
detestable things thereof and all the 
abominations thereof from thence. 

19 And ^1 will give them one 
heart, and I will put *a new spirit 
within you; and I will take “the 
stony heart out of their flesh, and 
will give them an heart of flesh : 

20 ^That they maj^ walk in my 
statutes, and keep mine ordinances, 
and do them : “ and they shall be 
my people, and I will be their 
God. 

21 But as for them whose heart 
walketh after the heart of their 
detestable things and their abomi- 
nations, I will recompense their 
way upon their own heads, saith 
the Lord God. 

22 U Then did the cherubims “ lift 
up their wings, and the wheels be- 
side them ; and the glory of the God 
of Ismel was over them above. 

28 And Hhe glory' of the Lord 
went up from the midst of the 
city, and stood «upon the moun- 
tain ‘‘which is on the east side of 
the city. 

24 ^ Afterwards ‘ the spirit took 
me up, and brought me in a vision 
by the Spirit of God into Chaldea,

4 Then shalt thou bring forth thy 
stuff by day in their sight, as stuff

5 "“Dig tliou through the wall in 
their sight, and carry out thereby. 

6 In their sight shalt thou bear 
it upon thy shoulders, and cariy 
it forth in the twilight: thou shaft 
cover thy face, that thou see not 
the ground: ^for I have set thee for 
a sign unto the house of Israel. 24 24 ' 

7 And I did so as I was com- 
manded: I brought forth my stuff 
by day, as stuff for captivity, and 
in the even I “digged through the *Heb.rfw«i 
wall with mine hand; I brought it 
forth in the twilight, and I bare it 
upon my shoulder in their sight. 

8 H And in the morning came 
die word of the Lord unto me, 
saying, 

9 Son of man, hath not the house 
of Israel, * the rebellious house, said 
unto thee, ^ What doest thou ? * a*. 
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$hewdh Zedekiah'a captivity. 
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10 Say thou unto them, Thus saith 
the Lord God; This » burden con- 
cerneth the prince in Jerusalem, 
and all the house of Israel that are 
among them. 

11 Say, **1 am your sign: like as 
I have done, so shall it be done 
unto them : * ‘ they shall remove and 
go into captivity. 

12 And ^the prince that is among 
them shall bear upon his shoulder 
in the twilight, and shall go forth: 
they shall dig through the wall to 
carry out thereby: he shall cover 
his face, that he see not the ground 
with his eyes. 

18 My 4iet also will I spread up- 
on him, and be shall be taken in 
my snare : and *" I will bring him 
to Babylon to the land of the 
Chaldeans ; yet shall he not see it, 
though he sliall die there.

6 “They have seen vanity and ly- 
ing divination, saying. The Lord 
saith : and the Lord hath not sent 
them : and they have made others 
to hope that they would confirm 
the word. 

7 Have ye not seen a vain vision, 
and have ye not spoken a lying 
divination, whereas ye say, The 
Lord saith it; albeit I have not 
spoken ? 

8 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God; Because yc have spoken va- 
nity, and seen lies, therefore, be- 
hold, I am against you, saith the 
Lord God. 

9 And mine hand shall be upon 
the prophets that see vanity, and 
that divine lies : they shall not be 
in the ® assembly of my people, ’’nei- 
ther shall they be wiltten in the 
writing of the house of Israel, * nei- 
ther shall they enter into the land 
of Israel; ‘‘and ye shall know that 
I am the Lord God. 

10 11 Because, even because they 
have seduced my people, saying, 
‘Peace ; and there was no peace ; 
and one built up ^a wall, and, lo, 
others ‘‘ daubed it with untempered 
morter : 

11 Say unto them which daub it 
with untempered morter, that it 
shall fall : ‘ there shall be an over- 
flowing shower ; and ye, O great 
hailstones, shall fall ; and a stormy 
wind shall rend it. 

12 Lo, when the wall is fallen, 
shall it not be said unto you. Where 
is the daubing wherewith ye have 
daubed it / 

18 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God ; I will even rend it with a

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stormy wind in my fury ; and there 
shall be an overflowing shower in 
mine anger, and great hailstones in 
my fury to consume it. 

14 So will I break down the wall 
that ye have daubed with untem- 
pered morter, and bring it down to 
the ground, so that the foundation 
thereof shall be discovered, and it 
shall fall, and ye shall be consumed 
in the midst thereof : "* and ye shall 
know that I am the Lord. 

15 Thus will I accomplish my 
wrath upon the wall, and upon 
them that have daubed it with un- 
teinpcred morter, and will say unto 
you. The wall is no more, neither 
they that daubed it ; 

10 To wit, the prophets of Israel 
which prophesy concerning Jeru- 
salem, and which ”see visions of 
peace for her, and there is no peace, 
saith the Lord God. 

17 ^ Likewise, thou son of man, 

” set thy face against the daughters ^ ^ 

of thy people, p which prophesy out pyer. 'z. 
of their own heart ; and prophesy 

thou against them, 

18 And say. Thus saith the Lord 
God; Woe to the women that sew 
pillows to all “armholes, and make *or,c»oiM. 
kerchiefs upon the head of every 
stature to hunt souls I Will ye ‘‘hunt “ 2 Pet. 2 . 14. 
the souls of my people, and will ye 

save the souls alive that come unto 
you? 

19 And will ye pollute me among 
my people 'for handfuls of barley 
and for pieces of bread, to slay the 
souls that should not die, and to 
save the souls alive that should not 
live, by your lying to my people 
that hear your lies ? 

20 Wherefore thus saith the Lord 
God; Behold, I am against your 
pillows, wherewith ye there nunt 
the souls “to make them fly, and 
I will tear them from your arms, 
and will let the souls go, even the 
souls that ye hunt to make them 

fly. 

21 Your kerchiefs also will I tearv 
and deliver my people out of your 
hand, and they shall be no more in 
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your hand to be hunted ; * and ye 
shall know that I am the Lord. 

22 Because with lies ye have 
made the heart of the righteous 
sad, whom I have not made sad ; 
and * strengthened the hands of the 
wicked, that he should not return 
from his wicked way, ®®by promis- 
ing him life : 

23 Therefore “ ye shall see no more 
vanity, nor divine divinations : for 
I will deliver my people out of 
your hand : * and ye shall know 
that I am the Lord. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

1 God amweretk idolaters aecording to their 
own heart. G lliey are exhorted to repent, 
for fear of jndgnients, hy nieam of seduced 
pnphets. 12 God's irrevocable sentence of 
famine, of noisonne beasts, 17 of the sword, 
10 and of j^cstilence. 22 A remnant shall be 
reserved for example of others. 

T hen “came certain of the eld- 
ers of Israel unto me, and sat 
before me. 

2 And the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

3 Son of man, these men have set 
up their idols in their heart, and 
put *’the stumblingblock of their 
iniquity before their face : ® should 
I be enquired of at all by them ? 

4 Therefore speak unto them, and 
say unto them, Thus saith the Lord 
God; Every man of the house of 
Isiael that setteth up his idols in 
his heart, and putteth the stum- 
blingblock of his iniquity before 
his face, and cometh to the pro- 
phet ; I the Lord will answer him 
that cometh according to the mul- 
titude of his idols ; 

5 That I may take the house of 
Israel in their own heart, because 
they are all estranged from me 
through their idols. 

6 f Therefore say unto the house 
of Israel, Thus saith the Lord God ; 
Repent, and turn ^yoursdves from 
your idols ; and turn awa^ your 
races from all your abominations. 

7 For every one of tiie house of 
Israel, or of the stranger that so- 


journeth in Israel, which separateth 
himself from me, and setteth up 
his idols in his heart, and putteth 
the stumblingblock of his iniquity 
before his face, and cometh to a 
prophet to enquire of him concern- 
ing me; I the Lord will answer 
him by myself : 

8 Aiid "^1 will set my face a^inst 
that man, and will make him a 
'’sign and a proverb, and I will 
cut him off from the midst of my 
people ; '^and ye shall know that I 
am the Lord. 

9 And if the prophet be deceived 
when he hath spoken a thing, I 
the Lord ''have deceived that pro- 
phet, and I will stretch out my 
hand upon him, and will destroy 
him from the midst of my people 
Israel. 

10 And they shall bear the pu- 
nishment of their iniquity : the 

E unishment of the prophet shall 
e even as the punishment of him 
that seeketh unto him ; 

11 That the house of Israel may 
^go no more astitiy from me, nei- 
ther be polluted any more with all 
their transgressions ; * but that they 
may be my people, and I may be 
their God, saith the Lord God. 

12 H The word of the Lord came 
again to me, saying, 

13 Son of man, when the land 
sinneth against me by trespassing 
grievously, then will I stretch out 
mine hand upon it, and will break 
the stall' of the bread thereof, and j 
will send famine upon it, and will j 
cut off' man and beast from it : 

14 ' Though these three men, Noah, 
Daniel, and Job, were in it, they 
should deliver hut their own souls 
“by their righteousness, saith the 
Lord God. 

15 H If I cause "noisome beasts 
to pass through the land, and they 
® spoil it, so that it be desolate, that 
no man may pass through because 
of the beasts : 

16 Though these three men were 
®in it, as I live, saith the Lord 
God, ^ey shall deliver neither sons 
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nor daughters ; they only shall be 
delivered, hut the .nd shall be 
desolate. 

17 If Or [f f’J bring a sword up- 
on that land, and say, Sword, go 
through the land ; so that 1 '* cut 
off man and beast from it : 

IS "Though these three men mere 
in it, as I live, saith the Lord God, 
they shall d(‘liver neither sons nor 
daughters, but they only shall be 
deli V (‘red themselves. 

1!) II Or //'] send "a pestilence into 
that land* and ' ixnir out my fury 
upon it in lilood, to cut off from 
it man and beast : 

20 “Though Noah, Daniel, and 
dob, were in it, as I live, saith the 
Jjord Gon, they shall deliver nei- 
ther son nor claiighter ; they shall 
hat deliver their own souls by their 
righteousness. 

21 For thus saith the Lord God ; 
“How much more when =‘1 send 
my four sore judgments upon Je- 
rusalem, the sword, and the famine, 
and the noisome bt'ast, and the pes- 
tilence, to cut off from it man and 
beast V 

22 H ^Yet, behold, therein shall lie 
left a remnant that shall be brought 
forth, hath sons and daughters : be- 
hold, they shall come forth unto 
you, and "ye shall sec their way 
and their doings : and ye shall be 
comforted eonciTning the evil that 
I have brought iiiion Jerusalem, 
even concerning all that I have 
brought upon it. 

23 And they shall comfort you, 
when ye see their ways and their 
doings : and ye shall know that I 
have not done “ without cause all 
that I have done in it, saith the 
Lord Gon.

4 Behold, “it is cast into the fire 
for fuel ; the fire devoureth both 
the ends of it, and the midst of 
it is burned. “ Is it meet for any 
work ? 

.<> Behold, when it was whole, it 
was nuxit for no work : how much 
less shall it be meet yet for any 
work, whtui the fire hath devoured 
it, and it is burned ? 

(i 1! Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God ; As the vine tree among the 
trees of the forest, which T have 
givt'ii to the fire for fuel, so will 
1 give the iidiabitants of Jerusa- 
lem. 

7 And ’1 w ill set my face against 
them ; ' they shall go out from one 
firt‘, and another fire shall devour 
them; ‘'and ye shall know that I 
am the Lord, when I set my fact; 
against them. 

8 And 1 will make the land deso- 
late, liccaiise they have * committed 
a ti'cspass, saith the Lord God. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

1 Under the similitude of a wretched hifant is 
sheired the nritural state of Jerusalem. 0 
Gods ext raordi nary lore towards her. 15 
Iler monstrous 'whoredom. 3.5 Her yrierons 
judfpnenf. 41 Ifer sin, matchinfi her mo- 
ther, and e.vceedimj her sisters, Sodom and 
Samaria^ calleth for judyments. 60 Mercy 
is promised, her in the end. 

A gain the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 

2 8on of man, “cause Jerusalem 
to know her abominations, 

3 And say. Thus saith the Lord 
God unto Jerusalem; Thy ® birth 
'’ and thy nativity is of the land of 
Canaan ; “ thy father was an Amor- 
ite, and thy mother an Hittite. 

4 And as for thy nativity, in the 
day thou wast born thy navel was 
not cut, neither wast thou washed 
in w'ater * to supple thee ; thou wast 
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not salted at all, nor swaddled at 
all. 

5 None eye pitied thee, to do any 
of these unto thee, to have com- 
passion upon thee ; but thou wast 
east out in the open field, to the 
lothin^ of thy person, in the day 
that thou wast horn. 

G H And when I jiassed by thee, 
and saw thee “ polluted in thine 
own blood, I said unto thee when 
thou wast in thy blood, Live ; yea, 
I said unto thee when thou wast in 
thy blood. Live. 

7 ‘ I have “caused thee to multiply 
as the bud of the field, and thou 
hast increased and waxen great, 
and thou art come to * excellent 
ornaments : thy breasts are fashion- 
ed, and thine hair is grown, where- 
as thou wast naked and bare. 

8 Now when I passed by thee, 
and looked ‘ .pon thee, behold, tliy 
time was the time of love ; *^and 1 
spread my skirt over thee, and co- 
vered thy nakedness : yea, 1 sware 
unto thee, and entered into a cove- 
nant with thee, saith the Lord God, 
and •'thou becainest mine. 

9 Then washed 1 thee with water ; 
yea, I throughly washed away thy 
Milood from thee, and I anointed 
thee with oil. 

10 I clothed thee also with broi- 
dered work, and shod thee with 
badgers’ skin, and I girded thee 
about with line linen, and I covered 
thee with silk. 

11 I decked thee also with orna- 
ments, and I ' put bracelets upon 
thy hands, 'and a chain on thy 
neck. 

12 And I put a jewel on thy “fore- 
head, and earrings in thine ears, 
and a beautiful crown upon thine 
head. 

18 Tlius wast tliou decked with 
gold and silver; and thy raiment 
was of fine linen, and silk, and 
broidered work ; ^ thou didst eat 
fine flour, and honey, and oil : and 
thou wast exceeding 'beautiful, and 
thou didst prosper into a kingdom. 

14 And “thy renown went forth 


among the heathen for thy beauty : 
for it teas perfect through my c.ome- 
liness, which I had put upon thee, 
saith the Lord God. 

l.*! II “But thou didst trust in 
thine own beauty, “and playedst 
the harlot because of thy renown, 
and ixniredst out thy fornications 
on every one tliat passed by ; his 
it was. 

i() ’’And of thy garments thou didst 
take, and deckedst thy high places 
with divers colours, and playedst 
the harlot thereupon : the Uhe thinys 
shall not come, neither shall it be 
so. 

17 Thou hast also taken thy fair 
jewels of my gold and of my sil- 
ver, Avhieh t had given thee, and 
madest to thvself imai^es "of men, 
and didst commit whoredom with 
them, 

18 And tookest thy broidered gar- 
ments, and coveredst them : and 
thou hast set mine oil and mine 
incense before them. 

19 ‘’My nu;at also which I gave 
thee, line flour, and oil, and ho- 
ney, wherewith I fed thee, thou hast 
even stit it before them for “a sweet 
savour: and thus it Avas, saith the 
Lortl God. 

20 ‘MoreoA er thou hast tjiken thy 
sons and thy daughters, Avhom thou 
hast borne unto me, and these hast 
thou sacrificed unto them Mo be 
devoured. Is this of thy Avhoredoms 
a small matter, 

21 That thou hast slain my chil- 
dren, and delivered them to cause 
thmn to pass through the fire for 
them ? 

22 And in all thine abominations 
and thy whoredoms thou hast not 
remeinbered the days of thy "youth, 
‘wlu'n thou Avast naked and bare, 
anil Avast polluted in thy blood. 

28 And it canu; to pass after all 
thy Avicked ness, (AA^oe,Avoe unto thee! 
saith the Lord God ;) 

24 That “thou hast also built unto 
thee an “eminent place, and 'hast 
made tliec an high place in every 
street. 
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25 Thou hast built thy high place 
^at every head of the way, and hast 
made thy beauty to be abhorred, 
and hast opened thy feet to every 
one that passed l)y, and multiplied 
thy whoredoms. 

26 Thou hast also committed for- 
nication with "the Egyptians thy 
neighbours, great of flesh ; and hast 
increased thy whoredoms, to pro- 
voke me to anger. 

27 Behold, therefore I have stretch- 
ed out my hand over thee, and have 
diminished thine ordinary food, and 
delivered thee unto the will of them 
that hate thee, “the ® daughters of 
the Philistines, which are ashamed 
of thy lewd way. 

28 *’Thou hast played the whore 
also with the Assyrians, because 
thou wast unsatiable ; yea, thou 
hast played the harlot with them, 
and yet coiildest not be satisfied. 

29 Thou hast moreover multiplied 
thy fornication in the land of Ca- 
naan “ unto Chaldea ; and yet thou 
wast not satisfied herewith. 

80 How weak is thine heart, saith 
the Lord Gon, seeing thou doest 
all these things, the work of an im- 
perious whorish woman ; 

81 •■‘In that ‘‘thou buildest thine 
eminent place in the head of every 
way, and makest thine high place 
in every street; and hast not been 
as an harlot, in that thou scornest 
hire; 

82 But as a wife that committeth 
adultery, ivhieh taketh strangers in- 
stead of her husband ! 

83 They give gifts to all whores : 
but ® thou givest thy gifts to all thy 
lovers, and ^hirest them, that they 
may come unto thee on every side 
for thy whoredom. 

84 And the contrary is in thee 
from other women in thy whore- 
doms, whereas none followeth thee 
to commit whoredoms : and in that 
thou givest a reward, and no re- 
ward is given unto thee, therefore 
thou art contrary. 

85 IT Wherefore, O harlot, hear the 
word of the Lord : 


86 Thus saith the Lord God ; Be- 
cause thy filthiness was poured 
out, and thy nakedness discovered 
through thy whoredoms with thy 
lovers, and with all the idols of thy 
abominations, and by ^the blood of 
thy children, which thou didst give 
unto them ; 

87 Behold, therefore •'I will gather 
all thy lovers, with whom thou hast 
taken pleasure, and all the7n that 
thou hast loved, with all them that 
thou hast hated ; I will even ga- 
ther them round about against thee, 
and will discover thy nakedness 
unto them, that they may see all 
thy nakedness. 

38 And I will judge thee, ^as ’’wo- 
men that break wedlock and ‘ shed 
blood are judged; and I will give 
thee blood in fury and jealousy. 

39 And I will also give thee into 
their hand, and they shall throw 
down ‘‘thine eminent place, and 
shall break down thy high places : 
'they shall strip thee also of thy 
clothes, and shall take thy fair 
jewels, and leave thee naked and 
bare. 

40 "‘Tliey shall also bring up a 
company against thee, "and they 
shall stone thee with stones, and 
thrust thee through with their 
swords. 

41 And they shall " bum thine 
houses with fire, and ^ execute 
judgments upon thee in the sight 
of many women: and I will cause 
thee to "cease from playing the 
harlot, and thou also shalt give no 
hire any more. 

42 So "^will I make m^ fury toward 
thee to rest, and my jealousy shall 
depart from thee, and t will be quiet, 
and will be no more angry. 

43 Because * thou hast not re- 
membered the days of thy youth, 
but hast fretted me in all these 
things; behold, therefore *I also 
will recompense thy way upon 
thine head, saith the Lord God ; 
and thou shalt not commit this 
lewdness above all thine abomina- 
tions. 
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44 H Behold, every one that useth 
proverbs shall use this proverb 
against thee, saying. As is the mo- 
ther, so is her daughter. 

45 Thou art thy mother’s daugh- 
ter, that lotheth her husband and 
her children ; and thou art the 
sister of thy sisters, which lothed 
their husbands and their children; 
"your mother was an Hittite, and 
your father an Amorite. 

40 And thine elder sister is Sa- 
maria, she and her daughters that 
dwell at thy left hand : and * ® thy 
younger sister, that dwelleth at 
thy right hand, is Sodom and her 
daughters. 

47 Yet hast thou not walked after 
their ways, nor done after their 
abominations : but, ^ as if that were 
a veiy little thing, ^thou wast cor- 
rupted more than they in all thy

48 As I live, saith the Lord God, 
* Sodom thy sister hath not done, 
she nor her daughters, as thou hast 
done, thou and thy daughters. 

49 Behold, this was the iniquity 
of thy sister Sodom, pride, " fulness 
of bread, and abundance of idleness 
was in her and in her daughters, 
neither did she strengthen the hand 
of the poor and needy. 

50 And they were haughty, and 
'’committed abomination before me : 
therefore "I took them away as I 
saw good. 

51 Neither hath Samaria commit- 
ted half of thy sins ; but thou hast 
multiplied thine abominations more 
than they, and ^hast justified thy 
sisters in all thine abominations 
which thou hast done. 

52 Thou also, which hast judged 
thy sisters, bear thine own shame 
for thy sins that thou hast com- 
mitted more abominable than they : 
they are more righteous than thou : 
yea, be thou confounded also, and 
bear thv shame, in that thou hast 
justified thy sisters. 

58 "When I shall bring again their 
captivity, ^the captivity of Sodom 
and her daughters, and the cap- 


tivity of Samaria and her daugh- 
ters, then will I bring again the 
captivity of thy captives in the 
midst of them : 

54 That thou mayest bear thine 
own shame, and mayest be con- 
founded in all that thou hast done, 
in that thou art ‘“'a comfort unto 
them. 

55 When thy sisters, Sodom and 
her daughters, shall return to their 
former estate, and Samaria and 
her daughters shall return to their 
former estate, then thou and thy 
daughters shall return to your 
former estate. 

50 For thy sister Sodom was not 
'‘mentioned by thy mouth in the 
day of thy ‘‘pride, 

57 Before thy wickedness w^as 
discovered, as at the time of thy 

reproach of the daughters of ^ Sy- 
ria, and all that are round about 
her, ‘the daughters of the Phi- 
listines, which ^despise thee round 
about. 

58 ‘‘Thou hast “borne thy lewd- 
ness and thine abominations, saith 
the Loud. 

59 For thus saith the Lord God ; 
I will even deal with thee as thou 
hast done, which hast ' despised 
"‘the oath in breaking the cove- 
nant. 

00 H Nevertheless I will "remem- 
ber my covenant with thee in the 
days of thy youth, and I will es- 
tiiblish unto thee " an everlasting 
covenant. 

61 Then ' thou shalt remember thy 
ways, and be ashamed, when thou 
shalt receive thy sisters, thine elder 
and thy younger : and I wilf give 
them unto thee for *' daughters, but 
not by thy covenant. 

62 “And I will establish my cove- 
nant with thee ; and thou shalt 
know that I am the Lord : 

68 That thou mayest ‘remember, 
and be confounded, " and never 
open thy mouth any more because 
of thy shame, when I am pacified 
toward thee for all that thou hast 
done, saith the Lord God. 
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CHAPTER XVII. 

1 Under the parcihle of two eagles awl a mne, 
11 is aJiewed God's judtftmnt upon Jeru- 
salem for revoUituj from liahylan to Egppt 
22 God jrromiseth to jjlatU tlw cedar of the, 
gospd. 

A nd the word of the Lord came 
. unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, put forth a riddle, 
and speak a parahle unto the house 
of Israel ; 

8 And say, Tlius saith the Lord 
God; “A great eagle with great 
wings, longwin^ed, full of feathers, 
which had divers colours, came 
unto Lehanon, and '’took the high- 
est branch of the cedar : 

4 He cropped off* the top of his 
young twigs, and carried it into a 
land of traffick ; he set it in a city 
of merchants. 

5 He took also of the seed of the 
land, and planted it in ® a fruitful 
field ; he placed if by great waters, 
and set it ^as a willow tree. 

c And it grew, aiul became a 
spreading vine of low stsiture, 
whose bmnches tunied toward him, 
and the roots thereof were under 
him : so it became a vine, and 
brought forth branches, and shot 
forth sprigs. 

7 There was also another great 
eagle with great wings and many 
feathers : and, behold, ^ this vine 
did bend her roots toward him, 
and shot forth her branches toward 
him, that he might water it by the 
furrows of her plantation. 

8 It was planted in a good ‘soil 
by great waters, that it might bring 
forth branches, and that it might 
bear Yruit, that it might be a goodly 
vine. 

9 Say thou. Thus saith the Lord 
God ; Shall it prosper ? ® shall he 
not pull up the roots thereof, and 
cut off the fruit thereof, that it 
wither? it shall wither in all the 
leaves of her spring, even with- 
out great power or many people to 
pluck it up by the roots thereof. 

10 Yea, behold, being planted, 
shall it prosper? •'shall it not ut- 


terly wither, when the east wind 
toucheth it? it shall wither in the 
furrows where it grew. 

11 U Moreover the word of the 
Lord came unto me, saying, 

12 Say now to • the rebellious 
house. Know ye not what these 
things mean ? tell them, Behold, 
•'the king of Babylon is come to 
Jerusalem, and hath taken the king 
thereof, and the princes thereof, 
and led them with him to Baby- 
lon ; 

i.s 'And hath taken of the king’s 
seed, and made a covenant with 
him, and hath ® taken an oath 
of him : he hath also taken the 
mighty of the land : 

14 That the kingdom might be 
"base, that it might not lift itself 
up, * hilt that by keeping of his co- 
venant it might stand. 

1.5 But "he rebelled against him 
in sending his ambassadors into 
Egypt, ’’that they might give him 
horses and much people. '• Shall he 
prosjier ? shall he escape that doeth 
such things? or shall he break the 
covenant, and be delivered ? 

10 As I live, saith the Lord God, 
surely ’^in the place where the king 
dwelfeth that made him king, whose 
oath he despised, and whose cove- 
nant he brake, even with him in the 
midst of Babylon he shall die. 

17 “Neither shall Pharaoh with his 
mighty army and gi*eat company 
niake for him in the war, Miy cast- 
ing up mounts, and building forts, 
to cut oft* many persons : 

18 Seeing he despised the oath 
by breaking the covenant, when, lo, 
he had "given his hand, and hath 
done all these things, he shall not 
escape. 

19 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God ; As I live, surely mine oath 
that he hath despised, and my co- 
venant that he hath broken, even 
it will I recompense upon his own 
head. 

20 And I will * spread my net 
upon him, and he shall be taken 
in my snare, and I will bring him 
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Lam. 5. 7. 
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to Babylon, and ^will plead with 
him there for his trespass that he 
hath trespassed against me. 

21 And 'all his fugitives with all 
his bands shall fall by the sword, 
and they that remain shall be scat- 
tered toward all winds : and ye 
shall know that I the Lord have 
spoken it. 

22 H Thus saith the Lord God ; 
I will also take of the highest 

branch of the high cedar, and will 
set it; I will crop off from the top 
of his young twigs *’a tender one, 
and will ' plant it upon an high 
mountain and eminent : 

28 “^In the mountain of the height 
of Israel will I plant it : and it 
shall bring forth boughs, and bear 
fruit, and be a. goodly cedar : and 
“ under it shall dwell all fowl of 
eveiy wing; in the shadow of the 
branches thereof shall they dwell. 

24 And all the trees of the field 
shall know that I the Loud ‘^have 
brought down the high tree, have 
exalted the low tree, have dried up 
the green tree, and have made the 
dry tree to flourish : ‘»T the Lord 
have spoken and have done it.

T he word of the Lord came 
unto me again, saying, 

2 What mean ye, that ye use this 

f roverb concerning the land of 
srael, saying. The ‘fathers have 
eaten sour grapes, and the chil- 
dren’s teeth are set on edge ? 

8 As I live, saith the Lord God, 
ye shall not have occasion any more 
to use this proverb in Israel. 

4 Behold, all souls are mine; as 
the soul of the father, so also the 
soul of the son is mine : ** the soul 
that sinneth, it shall die. 


5 II But if a man be just, and do 
® that which is lawful and right, 

6 ''And hath not eaten upon the 
mountains, neither hath lifted up 
his eyes to the idols of the house 
of Israel, (neither hath defiled his 
neighbour’s wife, neither hath come 
near to ‘a menstruous woman, 

7 And hath not ^oppressed any, 
hut hath restored to the debtor 
his ^pledge, hath spoiled none by 
violence, hath ‘‘given his bread to 
the hungry, and hath covered the 
naked with a garment ; 

8 He that hath not given forth 
upon ‘ usury, neither hath taken 
any increase, that liatli withdrawn 
his hand from inicjuity, ‘‘hath exe- 
cuted true judgment between man 
and man, 

9 Hath walked in my statutes, and 
hath kept my judgments, to deal 
truly; he is just, he shall surely 
'live, saith the Lord God. 

10 H If he beget a son that is a 
'‘robber, ’"a shedder of blood, and 
*that doeth the like to any one of 
these things, 

11 And that doeth not any of 
those duties, but even hath eaten 
upon the mountains, and defiled 
his neighbour’s wife, ! 

12 Hath oppressed the poor and 
needy, hath spoiled by violence, 
hath not restored the pledge, and 
hath lifted up his eyes to the idols, 
hath " committed abomination, 

13 Hath given forth upon usury, 
and hath taken increase : shall he 
then live ? he shall not live : he 
hath done all these abominations; 
he shall surely die; “his ® blood 
shall be upon him. 

14 H Now, lo, if he beget a son, 
that seeth all his father’s sins which 
he hath done, and considereth, and 
doeth not such like, 

15 ^That hath not eaten upon the 
mountains, neither hath lifted up 
his eyes to the idols of the house 
of Israel,(hath not defiled his neigh- 
bour’s wifo, ) 

16 Neither hath oppressed any, 
®hath not withholden the pledge. 
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neither hath spoiled by violence, 
hut hath given his bread to the 
hungry, and hath covered the naked 
with a garment, 

17 That hath taken off* his hand 
from the poor, that hath not re- 
ceived usury nor increase, hath ex- 
ecuted my judgments, hath walked 

, in my statutes ; he shall not die for 
the iniquity of his fatlier, he shall 
surely live. 

18 for his father, because he 
cruelly oppressed, spoiled his bro- 
ther by violence, and did that 
which is not good among his peo- 
ple, lo, even ‘‘he shall die in his 
iniquity. 

19 H Yet say ye, Why? *^doth not 
the son bear the iniquity of the 
father? When the son hath done 
that which is lawful and right, and 
hath kept all my statutes, and hath 
done them, he shall surely live. 

20 “The soul that sinneth, it shall 
die. ‘ The son shall not bear the 
iniquity of the father, neither shall 
the father bear the iniquity of the 
son : " the righteousness of the righ- 
teous shall be upon him, ’‘and the 
wickedness of the wicked shall be 
upon him. 

21 But ^if the wicked will turn 
from all his sins that he hath com- 
mitted, and keep all my statutes, 
and do that which is lawful and 
right, he shall surely live, he shall 
not die. 

22 “All his transgressions that he 
hath committed, they shall not be 
mentioned unto him: in his right- 
eousness that he hath done he shall 
live. 

28 “Have I any pleasure at all 
that the wicked should die ? saith 
the Lord God : and not that he 
should return from his ways, and 
live ? 

24 H But '’when the righteous tum- 
eth away from his righteousness, 
and committeth iniquity, and doeth 
according to all the abominations 
that the wicked man doeth, shall he 
live ? ® All his righteousness that he 
hath done shall not be mentioned: 


in his trespass that he hath tres- 
passed, and in his sin that he hath 
sinned, in them shall he die. 

25 H Yet ye say, ^The way of the 
Lord is not equ^l. Hear now, O 
house of Israel ; Is not my way 
equal ? are not your ways unequal ? 

26 ‘’When a righteous man tum- 
eth away from his righteousness, 
and committeth iniquity, and dieth 
in them ; for his iniquity that he 
hath done shall he die. 

27 Again, '^when the wicked man 
turnetli away from his wickedness 
that he hath committed, and doeth 
that which is lawful and right, he 
shall save his soul alive. 

28 Because he ® considereth, and 
turneth away from all his trans- 
gressions that he hath committed, 
he shall surely live, he shall not 
die. 

I 29 '‘Yet saith the house of Israel, 
The way of the Lord is not equal. 
0 liouse of Israel, are not my ways 
equal ? are not your ways unequal ? 

80 'Therefore I will judge you, O 
house of Israel, every one according 
to his ways, saith the Lord God. 
‘‘Repent, and turn ^yourselves from 
all your transgressions ; so iniquity 
shall not be your ruin. 

31 11 ' Cast away from you all your 
tmiisgressions, whereby ye have 
transgressed ; and make you a “new 
heart and a new spirit : for why will 
ye die, O house of Israel ? 

32 For "I have no pleasure in the 
death of him that dieth, saith the 
Lord God : wherefore turn ® your- 
selves^ and live ye. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

I A Imncntatwn for the princes of Israel, umder 

the fjiirahlc of lions' whelps taken in a pit, 

10 and for Jenisalenn, under the parable of 

a wasted vine. 

M oreover “take thou up a 
lamentation for the princes 
of Israel, 

2 And say. What is thy mother ? A 
lioness : she lay down among lions, 
she nourished her whelps among 
young lions. 
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8 And she brought up one of her 
whelps : ’’ it became a young lion, 
and it learned to catch the prey; 
it devoured men. 

4 The nations also heard of him ; 
he was taken in tlieir pit, and they 
brought him with chains unto the 
land of “Egypt. 

5 Now when she saw that she 
had waited, ami her hope was lost, 
then she took ** another of her 
whelps, and made him a young 
lion. 

6 “And he went up and down 
among the lions, ^he became a 
young lion, and learned to catch 
the prey, and devoured men. 

7 And he knew “their desolate 
palaces, and he laid waste their 
cities ; and the land was desolate, 
and the fulness thereof, by the noise 
[ of his roaring. 

8 «Then the nations set against 
him on every side from tlie pro- 
vinces, and spread their net over 
him : he was taken in their pit. 

9 ‘And they put him in ward “in 
chains, and brought him to the 
king of Babylon : they brought him 
into holds, that his voice should no 
more be heard upon ‘‘the mountains 
of Israel. 

10 If Thy mother is ‘like a vine ^in * 
thy blood, planted by the waters : 
she was "’fruitful and full of branches 
by reason of many waters. 

11 And she had strong rods for 
I the sceptres of them that bare rule, 
and her "stature was exalted among 
the thick branches, and she appear- 
ed in her height with the multitude 
of her branches. 

12 But she was plucked up in 
fury, she was cast down to the 
ground, and the “east wind dried 
up her fruit : her strong rods were 
broken and withered ; the fire con- 
sumed them. 

18 And now she is planted in the 
wilderness, in a dry and thirsty 
ground. 

14 •‘And fire is gone out of a rod 
of her branches, which hath de- 
voured her fruit, so that she hath 


no strong rod to he a sceptre to 
rule. ^Tnis is a lamentation, and 
shall be for a lamentation. 
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CHAPTER XX. 

1 God rifmeth to he conmdted hy the elders of 
Israel. 5 He sheroeth the story of their rdieU 
liom hi Egypt, 10 in the 'uMderness, 27 and 
in the, land. 33 He promiseth to gather them 
hy the gospel. 45 U ruler the ruime. of a forest 
lui sheweth the, destruction of Jerusalem. 

A nd it came to pass in the 
. seventh year, in the fifth 
month., the tenth day of the month, 
that " certain of the elders of Israel 
came to enquire of the Lord, and 
sat before me. 

2 Then came the word of the Lord 
unto me, saying, ! 

3 Son of man, speak unto the 
elders of Israel, and say unto them. 
Thus saith the Lord God ; Are ye 
come to enquire of me ? As I live, 
saith the Lord God, ‘T will not be 
enquired of by you. 

4 Wilt thou “ “judge them, son of 
man, wilt thou judge them? ‘’cause 
them to know tlie abominations of 
their fathers ; 

5 H And say unto them, Thus saith 
the Lord God ; In the day when 
“I chose Israel, and “lifted up mine 
hand unto the seed of the house 
of Jacob, and made myself ’known 
unto them in the land of Egypt, 
when I lifted up mine hand linto 
them, saying, ®I am the Lord your 
God; 

6 In the day that I lifted up mine 
hand unto them, ’’to bring them 
forth of the land of Egypt into a 
land that I had espied for them, 
flowing with milk and honey, ’which 
is the glory of all lands : 

7 Then said I unto them, ‘‘Cast ye 
away every man ‘the abominations 
of his eyes, and defile not your- 
selves with “ the idols of Egypt ; I 
am the Lord your God. 

8 But they rebelled against me, 
and would not hearken unto me : 
they did not every man cast awa^ 
the abominations of their eyes, nei- 
ther did they forsake the idols of 
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Egypt : then I said, I will " pour 
out my fury upon them, to accom- 
plish my anger against them in the 
midst of the land of Egypt. 

9 ^ But I wrought for my name’s 
sake, that it should not be polluted 
before the heathen, among whom 
they were., in whose sight I made 
myself known unto them, in bring- 
ing them forth out of the land of 
Egypt. 

10 H Wherefore I p caused them to 
go forth out of the land of Egypt, 
and brought them into the wilder- 
ness. 

11 ‘‘And I gave them iny statutes, 
and “shewed them my judgments, 

which if a man do, he shall even 
live in tiiem. 

12 Moreover also I gave them my 
“sabbatlis, to be a sign between me 
and them, that they might know 
that I mti the Loud that sanctify 
them. 

13 But the house of Israel ‘rebel- 
led against me in the wilderness : 
they walked not in my statutes, 
and they "despised my judgments, 
which ij a man do, he slnul even 
live in them ; and my sabbaths 
they greatly * polluted : then I said, 
I would pour out my fury upon 
them in the ^ wilderness, to con- 
sume them. 

14 *But I wrought for niy name’s 
sake, that it should not be polluted 
before the heathen, in whose sight 
I brought them out. 

15 Yet also “I lifted up my hand 
unto them in the wilderness, that 
I would not bring them into the 
land which I had given them., flow- 
ing with milk and honey, '’which i% 
the glory of all lands ; 

16 “Because they despised my 
Judgments, and walked not in my 
statutes, but polluted my sabbaths : 
for '‘their heart went after their 
idols. 

17 “Nevertlieless mine eye spared 
them from destroying them, neither 
did I make an end of them in the 
wilderness. 

18 But I said unto their children 


in the wilderness. Walk ye not in 
the statutes of your fathers, neither 
observe their judgments, nor deflle 
yourselves with their idols : 

19 I am the Loud your God; ^ walk 
in my statutes, and keep my judg- 
ments, and do them ; 

20 ^And hallow my sabbaths ; and 
they shall be a sign between me 
and you, that ye may know that I 
am the Lord your God. 

21 Notwithstanding ‘‘the children 
rebelled against me : they walked 
not in my statutes, neither kept 
my judgments to do them, ‘ which 
if a man do, he shall even live in 
them ; they polluted my sabbaths : 
then I said, would pour out my 
fuiy upon them, to accomplish my 
anger against them in the wilder- 
ness. 

22 ‘Nevertheless I withdrew mine 
hand, and “wrought for my name’s 
sake, that it should not be polluted 
in the sight of the heathen, in whose 
sight I brought them forth. 

23 1 lifted up mine hand unto 
them also in the wilderness, that 
"I would scatter them among the 
heathen, and disperse them through 
the countries ; 

24 “Because they had not executed 
iny judgments, but had despised 
my statutes, and had polluted my 
salibaths, and Ptheir eyes were after 
theii- fathers’ idols. 

25 Wherefore ‘*1 gave them also 
statutes that tvere not good, and 
judgments whereby they should not 
live; 

26 And I polluted them in their 
own gifts, in that they caused to 
pass through the Jire all that open- 
eth the womb, that I might make 
them desolate, to the end that they 
“might know that I am the Lord. 

27 IT Therefore, son of man, speak 
unto the house of Israel, and say 
unto them. Thus saith the Lord 
God ; Yet in this your fathers have 
‘blasphemed me, in that they have 

committed a trespass against me. 

2^ For when I had brought them 
into the land, for the which I lifted 
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up mine hand to give it to them, 
then "they saw every high hill, 
and all the thick trees, ^ and they 
offered there their sacrifices, and 
there they presented the provoca- 
tion of their offering : there also 
they made their * sweet savour, 
and poured our there their drink 
offerings. 

29 Then ®I said unto them. What 
18 the high place whereunto ye go ? 
And the name thereof is called 
Bamah unto this day. 

80 Wherefore say unto the house 
of Israel, Thus saith the Lord God ; 
Are ye polluted after the manner of 
your fathers ? and commit ye whore- 
dom after their abominations ? 

31 For when ye offer ^your gifts, 
when ye make your sons to pass 
through the fire, ye pollute your- 
selves with alhyour idols, even unto 
this day: and ’’shall T be enquired 
of by you, O house of Israel ? As 
I live, saith the Lord God, I will 
not be enquired of by you. 

32 And that "which cometh into 
your mind shall not be at all, that 
ye say. We will be as the heathen, 
as the families of the countries, to 
serve wood and stone. 

83 IF As I live, saith the Lord 
God, surely with a mighty hand, 
and ^with a stretehed out arm, and 
with fury poured out, will I rule 
over you : 

84 And I will bring you out from 
the people, and will gather you 
out of the countries wherein ye 
are scattered, with a mighty hand, 
and with a stretched out arm, and 
with fury poured out. 

85 And I will bring you into the 
wilderness of the people, and there 
"will I plead with you face to face. 

86 ^Like as I pleaded with your 
fathers in the wilderness of the 
land of Egypt, so will I plead with 
you, saith the Lord God. 

87 And I will cause you to "pass 
under the rod, and I will bring you 
into *the bond of the covenant : 

88 And will purge out from 
among you the rebels, and them 


that transgress against me : I will 
bring them fo. h out of the country 
where they sojourn, and 'they shall 
not enter into the land of Israel : 
‘‘and ye shall know that I am the 
Lord. 

89 As for you, O house of Israel, 
thus saith the Lord God ; ‘Go ye, 
serve ye every one his idols, and 
hereafter also, if ye will not hearken 
unto me : ‘‘but pollute ye my holy 
name no more with your gifts, and 
with your idols. 

40 ^'or ‘in mine holy mountain, in 

the mountain of the height of Is- 
rael, saith the Lord God, there shall 
all the house of Israel, all of them 
in the land, serve me: there “will 
I accept them, and there will I re- 
quire your offerings, and the * first- 
fruits of your oblations, with all 
your holy things. j 

41 I will accept you with your 
® " sweet savour, when I bi-ing you 
out from the people, and gather 
you out of the countries wherein 
ye have been scattered ; and I 
will be sanctified in you before the 
heathen. 

42 "And ye shall know that I am 
the Lord, ’’when I shall bring you 
into the land of Israel, into the 
country for the which I lifted up 
mine hand to give it to your fa- 
thers. 

48 And ** there shall ye remem- 
ber your ways, and all your doings, 
wherein ye have been defiled ; and 
^ye shall lothe yourselves in your 
own sight for all your evils that ye 
have committed. 

44 "And ye shall know that I am 
the Lord, when I have wrought 
with you ‘for my name’s sake, not 
according to your wicked ways, nor 
according to your corrupt doings, 
O ye house of Israel, saith the Lord 
God. 

45 IF Moreover the word of the 
Lord came unto me, saying, 

46 "Son of man, set thy face to- 
ward the south, and drop thy word 
toward the south, and prophesy 
against the forest of the south field ; 
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47 And say to the forest of the 
south, Hear the word of the Lord ; 
Thus saith the Lord God ; Behold, 

will kindle a fire in thee, and it 
shall devour ^ every gi*een tree in 
thee, and every dry tree : the flam- 
ing flame shall not be quenched, 
and all faces *from the south to the 
north shall be burned therein. 

48 And all flesh shall see that I 
the Lord have kindled it : it shall 
not be quenched. 

4y Then said I, Ah Lord God I 
they say of me, Doth he not speak 
parables ? 

CHAPTER XXI. 

1 EziJcid prophesuth agaimt Jermalem with 
a mgn of niglmuf. 8 The sharp and bright 
sirord, 18 agaimt Jerusalem, agaimt the. 
Iciugdom, 28 and against the Aimnonites. 

A ND the word of the Lord came

unto me, saying, 

2 “Son of man, set thy face toward 
Jerusalem, and ‘‘drop thy word to- 
ward the holy places, and prophesy 
against the land of Israel, 

8 And say to the land of Israel, 
Thus saith the Lord ; Behold, I am 
against thee, and will draw forth 
my sword out of his sheath, and 
will cut off from thee “ the righteous 
and the wicked. 

4 Seeing then that I will cut off 
from thee the righteous and the 
wicked, therefore shall my sword 
go forth out of his sheath against 
all flesh ‘‘from the south to the 
north : 

5 That all flesh may know that 
I the Lord have drawn forth my 
sword out of his sheath : it ® shall 
not return any more. 

6 ‘Sigh therefore, thou son of man, 
with the breaking of thy loins ; and 
with bitterness sigh before their 
eyes. 

7 And it shall be, when they say 
unto thee. Wherefore sighest thou? 
that thou shalt answer. For the 
tidings ; because it . cometh : and 
every heart shall melt, and 'all 
hands shall be feeble, and every 
spirit shall faint, and all knees 


® shall be weak as water: behold, 
it cometh, and shall be brought to 
pass, saith the Lord God. 

8 n Again the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 

9 Son of mail, prophesy, and say. 
Thus saith the Lord ; Say, ‘‘A 
sword, a sword is sharpened, and 
also furbished : 

10 It is sharpened to make a sore 
slaughter ; it is furbished that it 
may glitter : should we then make 
mirth ? ' it contemneth the rod of 
my son, afs every tree. 

11 And he hath given it to be 
furbished, that it may be handled : 
this sword is sharpened, and it is 
furbished, to give it into the hand 
of ‘ the slayer. 

12 Ciy and howl, son of man : for 
it shall be upon my people, it shall 
he upon all the prifires of Israel : 

^ terrors by reason of the sword shall 
be upon my people : ‘‘ smite there- 
fore upon thy thigh. 

1.3 ‘‘Because it ‘a trial, and what 
if the sword contemn even the rod ? 

it shall be no more, saith the Lord 
God. 

14 Thou therefore, son of man, 
prophesy, and "smite thine “hands 
together, and let the sword be 
doubled the third time, the sword 
of the slain : it is the sword of the 
great men that are slain, which en- 
tcreth into their "privy chambers. 

15 1 have set the ^ point of the 
sword against all their gates, that 
their heart may faint, and their 
ruins be multiplied : ah ! ^it is 
made bright, it is “wrapped up for 
the slaughter. 

10 ‘‘Go thee one way or other, 
either on the right hand, “or on the 
left, whithersoever thy face is set. 

17 I will also smite mine hands 
together, and "I will cause my fury 
to rest : I the Lord have said it. 

18 H The word of the Lord came 
unto me again, saying, 

19 Also, thou son of man, appoint 
thee two ways, that the sword of 
the king of ]^bylon may come : 
both twain shall come forth out of 
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one land : and choose thou a place, 
choose it at the head of the way to 
the city. 

20 Appoint a way, that the sword 
may come to ‘Rabbath of the Am- 
monites, and to Judah in Jerusalem 
the defenced. 

21 For the king of Babylon stood 
at the “parting of the way, at the 
head of the two ways, to use divi- 
nation : he made Ms “arrows bright, 
he consulted with * images, he look- 
ed in the liver. 

22 At his right hand was the di- 
vination for .Jerusalem, to appoint 

captains, to open the mouth in 
the slaughter, to “lift up the voice 
with shouting, *to appoint hatter- 
ing rams against the gates, to cast 
a mount, and to build a fort. 

28 And it shall be unto them as 
a false divination in their sight, ^to 
them that ^ have sworn oaths : but 
he will call to remembrance the ini- 
quity, that they may be taken. 

24 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God ; Because ye have made your 
iniquity to be remembered, in that 
your transgressions are discovered, 
so that in all your doings your sins 
do appear ; because, I say, that ye 
are come to remembrance, ye shall 
be taken with the hand. 

25 IT And thou, 'profane wicked 
prince of Israel, “whose day is come, 
when iniquity shall have an end, 

26 Thus saith the Lord God ; Re- 
move the diadem, and take off the 
crown : this shall not he the same : 
‘’exalt him that is low, and abase 
him that is high. 

27 will overturn, overturn, over- 
turn, it: “and it shall be no more, 
until he come whose right it is ; 
and I will give it him. 

28 IF And thou, son of man, pro- 
phesy and say. Thus saith the Lord 
God ^concerning the Ammonites, 
and concerning their reproach ; even 
say thou, *The sword, the sword is 
drawn : for the slaughter it is fur- 
bished, to consume because of the 
glittering : 

29 Wmles they ^see vanity unto 


thee, whiles they divine a lie unto 
thee, to bring tnee upon the necks 
of them that are slain, of the wick- 
ed, ‘'whose day is come, when their 
iniquity shall have an end. 

30 ““Phalli cause it to return into 
his sheath? ‘I will judge thee in 
the place where thou wast created, 
in the land of thy nativity. 

81 And I will ‘pour out mine in- 
dignation upon thee, I will '"blow 
against thee in the lire of my wrath, 
and deliver thee into the hand of 
“brutish men, and skilful to de- 
stroy. 

82 Thou shalt be for fuel to the 
fire ; thy blood shall be in the midst 
of the land ; "thou shalt be no 7imre 
remembered : for I the Loud have 
spoken it 

CHAPTER XXII. 

1 A eatalofiw of sim in Jcmmlem. 13 Clod 
mil hum> them as dross in his f urnace. 23 
TJm ijeneral corruption of projdiets, priests, 
princes, and pet)p)le, 

M oreover the word of the 

Loud came unto me, saying, 

2 Now, thou son of man, “wilt 
thou ‘‘judge, wilt thou judge ‘’the 
“bloody city? yea, thou shaft “shew 
her all her abominations. 

3 Then say thou. Thus saith the 
Lord God, The city sheddeth blood 
in the midst of it, that her time 
may come, and maketh idols against 
hereelf to defile herself. 

4 Thou art become guilty in thy 
blood that thou hast “ shed ; and 
hast defiled thyself in thine idols 
wdiich thou hast made ; and thou 
hast caused thy days to draw near, 
and art come even xmiio thy years: 
•‘therefore have I made thee a re- 
proach unto the heathen, and a 
mocking to all countries. 

5 Those that he near, and those 
that he far from thee, shall mock 
thee, which art ^infamous and much 
vexed. 

6 Behold, “the princes of Israel, 
every one were in thee to their 
® power to shed blood. 

7 In thee have they 'set light by 
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father and mother : in the midst of 
thee have they * dealt by “ oppres- 
sion with the stranger : in thee 
have they vexed the fatherless and 
the widow. 

8 Thou hast ''despised mine holy 
things, and hast ' profaned my sab- 
baths. 

9 In thee are ="‘mcn that carry 
tales to shed blood : ‘ and in thee 
they eat ii])on the mountains : in 
the midst of thee they commit lewd- 
ness. 

10 In thee have they “discovered 
their fathers’ nakedness : in thee 
have they humbled her that was 
" set apart for pollution. 

11 And ^one hath committed abo- 
mination "with his neighbour’s wife ; 
and “another ''hath “lewdly defiled 
his daughter in law ; and another 
in thee hath humbled his ‘‘sister, 
his father’s daughter. 

12 In thee ’^have they taken gifts 
to shed blood ; “ thou hast t^en 
usuiy and increase, and thou hast 
greedily gained of thy neighbours 
by extortion, and ‘hast forgotten 
me, saith the Lord God. 

18 H Behold, therefore I have "smit- 
ten mine hand at thy dishonest gain 
which thou hast made, and at thy 
blood which hath been in the midst 
of thee. 

14 * Can thine heart endure, or 
can thine hands be strong, in the 
days that I shall deal with thee ? 
‘‘I the Loud have spoken itj and 
will do it 

15 And *I will scatter thee among 
the heathen, and disperse thee in 
the countries, and "will consume 
thy filthiness out of thee. 

16 And thou ^ shalt take thine in- 
heritance in thyself in the sight of 
the heathen, and ‘’thou shalt know 
that I am the Lord. 

17 And the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 

18 Son of man, “ the house of Is- 
rael is to me become dross : all they 
are brass, and tin, and iron, and 
lead, in the midst of the furnace ; 
they are even the ^dross of silver. 


19 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God ; Because ye are all become 
dross, behold, therefore I will ga- 
ther you into the midst of Jerusa- 
lem. 

20 ^As they gather silver, and 
brass, and iron, and lead, and tin, 
into the midst of the furnace, to 
blow the fire upon it, to melt it; 
so will I gather you in mine anger 
and in my fuiy, and I will leave you 
there, and melt you. 

21 Yea, I will gather you, and 
‘‘blow upon you in the fire of my 
wrath, and ye shall be melted in 
the midst thereof. 

22 As silver is melted in the midst 
of the furnace, so shall ye be melted 
in the midst thereof; and ye shall 
know that I the Lord have "poured 
out my fury upon you. 

23 H And the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 

24 Son of man, say unto her. Thou 
art the land that is not cleansed, 
nor rained upon in the day of in- 
dignation. 

25 ^ There is a conspiracy of her 
prophets in the midst thereof, like 
a roaring lion ravening the prey ; 
they « have devoured souls ; '* they 
have taken the treasure and pre- 
cious things ; they have made her 
many widows in the midst there- 
of. 

26 ‘Her priests have ® violated my 
law, and have profaned mine holy 
things : they have put no ‘difference 
between the holy and profane, nei- 
ther have they shewed difference 
between the unclean and the clean, 
and have hid their eyes from my 
sabbaths, and I am profaned among 
them. 

27 Her “princes in the midst there- 
of are like wolves ravening the prey, 
to shed blood, and to destroy souls, 
to get dishonest gain. 

28 And "her prophets have daubed 
them with untempered morter, ® see- 
ing vanity, and divining lies unto 
them, saying. Thus saim the Lord 
God, when the Lord hath not 
spoken. 
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29 pThe people of the land have 
used ®oppres8ion, and exercised rob- 
bery, and have vexed the poor and 
needy: yea, they have ’oppressed 
the stranger ^wrongfully. 

80 ’^And I sought for a man among 
them, that should "make up the 
hedge, and * stand in the gap before 
me for the land, that I ^ould not 
destrov it : but I found none. 

81 Therefore have I "poured out 
mine indication upon them ; I have 
consumed them with the fire of my 
wrath : * their own way have I re- 
compensed upon their heads, saith 
the Lord God. 

CHAPTER XXIII. 

1 The v^oredoim of Aholah and Aholibah. 22 
Aholibah is to he plaffued hy her lovers. 3G 
Thcj prophet rcproveth the adidteries of them 
both, 45 and sheiveth their judgments. 

T he word of the Lord came 
again unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, there were "two 
women, the daughters of one mo- 
ther : 

8 And ‘’they committed whoredoms 
in Egypt; they committed whore- 
doms in “their youth : there were 
their breasts pressed, and there they 
bruised the teats of their virginity. 

4 And the names of them were 
Aholah the elder, and Aholibah her 
sister: and '‘they were mine, and 
they bare sons and daughters. Thus 
were their names ; Samaria is ^Aho- 
lah, and Jerusalem ® Aholibah. 

5 And Aholah played the harlot 
when she was mine ; and she doted 
on her lovers, on “the Assyrians her 
neighbours, 

QfVhich were clothed with blue, 
captains and rulers, all of them de- 
sirable young men, horsemen riding 
upon horses. 

7 Thus she “committed her whore- 
doms with them, with all them that 
were ^ the chosen men of Assyria, 
and with all on whom she doted : 
with all their idols she defiled her- 
self. 

8 Neither left she her whoredoms 
brought 'fhim Egypt : for in her 


vouth they lay with her, and they 
bruised the breasts of her virginity, 
and poured their whoredom upon 
her. 

9 Wherefore I have delivered her 
into the hand of her lovers, into 
the hand of the •'Assyrians, upon 
whom she doted. 

10 These ‘’discovered her naked- 
ness ; they took her sons and her 
daughters, and slew her with the 
sword : and she became ® famous 
among women ; for they had exe- 
cuted judgment upon her. 

11 And 'when her sister Aholibah 
saw this, ‘‘■‘she was more corrupt 
in her inordinate love than she, 
and in her whoredoms ^more than 
her sister in her whoredoms. 

12 She doted upon the ‘Assyrians 
her neighbours, captains and rulers 
clothed most gorgeously, horsemen 
riding upon horses, all of them de- 
sirable young men. 

18 Then I saw that she was de- 
filed, that they tooh both one way, 

14 And that she increased her 
whoredoms : for when she saw 
men pourtmyed upon the wall, the 
images of the Chaldeans pourtray- 
ed with vermilion, 

1.5 Girded with girdles upon their 
loins, exceeding in dyed attire upon 
their heads, all of them princes to 
look to, after the manner of the 
Babylonians of Chaldea, the land 
of their nativity : 

16 "And “ as soon as she saw them 
with her eyes, she doted upon them, 
and sent messengers unto them into 
Chaldea. 

17 And the “Babylonians came to 
her into the bed of love, and they 
defiled her with their whoredom, 
and she was polluted with them, 
and “her mind was ^alienated from 
them. 

18 So she discovered her whore- 
doms, and discovered her naked- 
ness : then •’my mind was alienated 
from her, like as my mind was 
alienated from her sister. 

19 Yet she multiplied her whore- 
doms, in calling to remembrance 
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the days of her youth, wherein 
she had played the harlot in tlie 
land of Egypt. 

20 For sme doted upon their para- 
mours, whose flesh is as the flesh 
of asses, and whose issue is like the 
issue of hoi*ses. 

21 Thus thou calledst to remem- 
brance the lewdness of thy youth, 
in bruising thy teats by the Egyp- 
tians for the paps of thy youth. 

22 II Therefore, O Aholibah, thus 
saith the Lord Gon ; “Behold, I will 
raise up tliy lovers against thee, 
from whom thy mind is alienated, 
and I will bring them against thee 
on every side ; 

28 The Babylonians, and all the 
Chaldeans, ‘Pekod, and Shoa, and 
Koa, and all the Assyrians with 
them : “ all of them desirable young 
men, captains and rulers, great lords 
and renowned, all of tliem riding 
upon horses, 

24 And they shall come against 
thee with chariots, wagons, and 
wheels, and with an assembly of 

E eople, ivhich shall set a^iiist thee 
uckler and shield and helmet round 
about : and I will set judgment be- 
fore them, and they shall judge thee 
according to their judgments. 

25 Ana I will set my jealousy 
against thee, and they shall deal 
furiously with thee : they shall take 
away thy nose and thine ears ; and 
thy remnant shall fall by the sword : 
they shall take thy sons and thy 
daughters ; and thy residue shall 
be devoured by the fire. 

26 *They shall also strip thee out 
of thy clothes, and take away thy 
‘fair jewels. 

27 Thus ’'will I make thy lewd- 
ness to cease from thee, and *thy 
whoredom brought from the land of 
80 that thou shalt not lift 
up thine eyes unto them, nor re- 
member Egypt any more. 

28 For thus sai^ the Lord God ; 
Behold, I will deliver thee into the 
hand of them “whom thou hatest, 
into the hand of them '’from whom 
thy mind is alienated : 


leople, irhich shall set a^iiist thee 
uickler and shield and helmet round 


29 And they shall deal with thee 
hatefully, and shall take away all 
tliy labour, and "shall leave thee 
naked and bare : and the naked- 
ness of thy whoredoms shall be dis- 
covered, both thy lewdness and thy 
whoredoms. 

30 I will do these things unto 
thee, because thou hast ^gone a 
whoring after the heathen, and be- 
cause thou art polluted with their 
idols. 

81 Thou hast walked in the way 
of thy sister; therefore will I give 
her ® cup into thine hand. 

82 Thus saith the Lord God ; Thou 
shalt drink of thy sister’s cup deep 
and large : ^ thou shalt be laughed 
to scorn and had in derision ; it 
containeth much. 

33 Thou shalt be filled with drunk- 
enness and sorrow, with the cup of 
astonishment and desolation, with 
the cup of thy sister Samaria. 

84 Thou shalt even drink it and 
suck it out, and thou shalt break the 
sherds thereof, and pluck off thine 
own breasts : for I have spoken it, 
saith the Lord God. 

35 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God ; Because thou '‘hast forgotten 
me, and ’ cast me behind thy back, 
therefore bear thou also thy lewd- 
ness and thy whoredoms. 

86 U The Lord said moreover 
unto me ; Son of man, wilt thou 
‘‘‘judge Aholah and Aholibah? yea, 
'declare unto them their abomina- 
tions ; 

87 That they have committed adul- 
tery, and “blood is in their hands, 
and with their idols have they 
committed adultery, and have also 
caused their sons, “ whom they bare 
unto me, to pass for them through 
the f re, to devour them. 

88 Moreover this they have done 
unto me : they have defiled my 
sanctuary in the same day, and 
" have profaned my sabbaths. 

89 For when they had slain their 
children to their idols, then they 
came the same day into my sanc- 
tuary to profane it ; and, lo, ^thus 
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have they done in the midst of 
mine house. 

40 And furthermore, that ye have 
sent for men *to come from far, 
‘‘unto whom a messenger was sent; 
and, lo, they came : for whom thou 
didst ^ wash thyself, * paintedst thy 
eyes, and deckedst thyself with or- 
naments, 

41 And satest upon a ® stately 
*bed, and a table prepared before 
it, " whereupon thou hast set mine 
incense and mine oil. 

42 And a voice of a multitude 
being at ease was with her : and 
with the men * of the common sort 
were brought ® Sabeans from the wil- 
derness, which put bracelets upon 
their hands, and beautiful crowns 
upon their heads. 

43 Tlien said I unto her that was 
old in adulteries, Will they now 
commit ® whoredoms with her, and 
she with them? 

44 Yet they went in unto her, as 
they go in unto a woman that play- 
eth the harlot : so went they in 
unto Aholah and unto Aholibah, 
the lewd women. 

45 H And the righteous men, they 
shall * judge them after the manner 
of adulteresses, and after the man- 
ner of women that shed blood ; 
because they are adulteresses, and 
y blood is in their hands. 

46 For thus saith the Lord God ; 
*I will bring up a company upon 
them, and will give them ^to be 
removed and spoiled. 

47 ‘And the company shall stone 
them with stones, and * dispatch 
them with their swords ; '’they shall 
, slay their sons and their daugh- 
ters, and burn up their houses with 
fire. 

48 Thus ‘’will I cause lewdness to 
cease out of the land, ^ that all wo- 
men may be taught not to do after 
your lewdness. 

49 And they shall recompense your 
lewdness upon you, and ye shall 
•bear the sms of your idols : ^and 
ye shafi know that I am the Lord 

Ck)D. 


CHAPTER XXIV. 

1 Under the parable of a boiling pot, 6 is shew- 
ed the irrevocable destruction of Jerusalem, 
16 By the sign of Ezekiel not nwurning for 
the death of his wife, 19 is shewed the ca- 
lamity of the Jews to be beyond all sorrow. 

A gain in the ninth year, in the 
. tenth month, in the tenth day 
of the month, the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, write thee the name 
of the day, even of this same day : 
the king of Babylon set himself 
against Jerusalem “this same day. 

8 '’And utter a parable unto the 
rebellious house, and say unto them, 
Thus saith the Lord God ; *’ Set on 
a pot, set it on, and also pour watea* 
into it : 

4 Gather the pieces thereof into 
it, even every good piece, the thigh, 
and the shoulder ; fill it with the 
choice bones. 

5 Take the choice of the flock, 
and ®buni also the bones under it, 
and make it boil well, and let them 
seethe the bones of it therein. 

6 H Wherefore thus saith the Lord 
God ; Woe to ^ the bloody city, to 
the pot whose scum is therein, and 
whose scum is not gone out of it I 
bring it out piece by piece ; let no 
“lot fall upon it. 

7 For her blood is in the midst of 
her; she set it upon the top of a 
rock ; ^she poured it not upon the 
ground, to cover it with dust ; 

8 That it might cause fury to come 
up to take vengeance ; ®I have set 
her blood upon the top of a rock, 
that it should not be covered. 

9 Tlierefore thus saith the Lord 
God; '’Woe to the bloody city! I 
will even make the pile for fire 
great. 

10 Heap on wood, kindle the fire, 
consume the flesh, and spice it well, 
and let the bones be burned. 

11 Then set it empty upon the 
coals thereof, that the brass of it 
may be hot, and may bum, and 
that ‘the filthiness of it may be 
molten in it, that the scum of it 
may be consumed.

12 She hath wearied herself with 
lies, and her great scum went not 
forth out of her : her scum shall be 
in the fire. 

18 In thy filthiness is lewdness : 
because I have purged thee, and 
thou wast not purged, thou shalt 
not be puiged from thy filthiness 
any more, ^ till I have caused my 
fury to rest upon thee. 

14 *I the Lord have spoken it: 
it shall come to pass, and I will do 
it; I will not go back, “neither will 
I spare, neither will I repent ; ac- 
cording to thy ways, and accord- 
ing to thy doings, shall they judge 
thee, saith the Lord God. 

. 15 U Also the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 

16 Son of man, behold, I take 
away from thee the desire of thine 
eyes with a stroke : yet neither 
shalt thou mourn nor weep, nei- 
ther shall thy tears *run down. 

17 ” Forbear to cry, "make no 
mourning for the dead, "bind the 
tire of thine head upon thee, and 
Pput on thy shoes upon thy feet, 
and •> cover not thy Mips, and eat 
not the bread of men. 

18 So I spake unto the people in 
the morning ; and at even my wife 
died ; and I did in the morning as 
I was commanded. 

19 IF And the people said unto me, 
'Wilt thou not tell us what these 
things are to us, that thou doest so? 

20 Then I answered them. The 
word of the Lord came unto me, 
saying, 

21 Speak unto the house of Israel, 
Thus saith the Lord God ; Behold, 
'I will profane my sanctuary, the 
excellency of your stren^h, ‘tlie de- 
sire of your eyes, and ®that which 
your soul pitieth ; " and your sons 
and your daughters whom ye have 
left shall fall by the sword. 

22 And ye shall do as I have done : 
* ye shall not cover your lips, nor 
eat the bread of men. 

28 And your tires shall he upon 
your heads, and your shoes up<Hi 
your feet : ^ye shall not mourn nor 


weep; but ‘ye shall pine away for 
your iniquities, and mourn one to- 
ward another. 

24 Thus “Ezekiel is unto you a 
sign : according to all tliat he hath 
done shall ye do: •’and when this 
cometh, "ye shall know that I am 
the Lord God. 

25 Also, tliou son of man, shall 
it not he in the day when I take 
from them ^ their stren^h, the joy 
of their glory, the desire of their 
eyes, and ®that whereupon they set 
tlieir minds, their sons and their 
daughters, 

20 That "he that escapeth in that 
day shall come unto thee, to cause 
thee to hear it with thine ears ? 

27 Mn that day shall thy mouth be 
opened to him which is escaped, 
and thou shalt speak, and be no 
more dumb : and « thou shalt be 
a sign unto them ; and they shall 
know that I am the Lord. 

CHAPTER XXV. 

1 6W’« vengeance, for tJteir imohncy agaimt 
the, Jews, upon the Ammonites; 0 upon Moat) 
and Seir; 12 upon Edom, 15 and upon the 
Philistines. 

T he word of the Lord came 
again unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, “ set thy face 
•’against the Ammonites, and pro- 
phesy against them ; 

3 And say unto the Ammonites, 
Hear the word of the Lord God ; 
Thus saith the Lord God ; ® Be- 
cause thou saidst. Aha, against my 
sanctuary, when it was profaned ; 
and against the land of Israel, when 
it was desolate ; and against the 
house of Judah, when they went 
into captivity ; 

4 Behold, therefore I will deliver 
thee to the *men of the east for 
a possession, and they shall set 
their palaces in thee, and make 
their dwellings in thee : they shall 
eat thy fruit, and they shall drink 
thy milk. 

5 And I will make ‘•Babbah "a 
stable for camels, and the Am- 
monites a couchin^lace for flocks : 
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^and ye shall know that I am the 
Lord. 

6 For thus saith the Lord God ; 
Because thou ®hast clapped thine 
® hands, and stamped with the ® feet, 
and •* rejoiced in ^ heart with all thy 
despite against the land of Israel ; 

7 Behold, therefore I will ’ stretch 
out mine hand upon thee, and will 
deliver thee for ® a spoil to the hea- 
then ; and I will cut thee off from 
the people, and I will cause thee to 
perish out of the countries : I will 
destroy thee ; and thou shalt know 
that I airi the Lord. 

8 IF Thus saith the Lord God ; Be- 
cause that Moab and * Seir do say, 
Behold, the house of Judah is like 
unto all the heathen ; 

9 Therefore, behold, I will open 
the ®side of Moab from the cities, 
from his cities which are on his 
frontiers, the glory of the coun- 
try, Beth-jeshimoth, Baal-meon, and 
Kiriathaim, 

10 “Unto the men of the east ^ with 
the Ammonites, and will give them 
in possession, that the Ammonites 
"may not be remembered among 
the nations. 

11 And I will execute judgments 
upon Moab; and they shall know 
that I am the Lord. 

12 IF Thus saith the Lord God ; 
° Because that Edom hath dealt 
against the house of Judah *by 
taking vengeance, and hath great- 
ly offended, and revenged himself 
upon them ; 

18 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God ; I will also stretch oiit mine 
hand upon Edom, and will cut off 
man and beast from it ; and I will 
make it desolate from Teman ; and 
®they of Dedan shall fall by the 
sword. 

14 And Pi will lay my vengeance 
upon Edom by the hand of my 
people Israel : and they shall do in 
Edom according to mine anger and 
according to my fury; and they 
shall know my vengeance, saith the 
Lord God. 

18 f Thus saith the Lord God; 


’Because "the Philistines have 
dealt by revenge, and have taken 
vengeance with a despiteful heart, 
to destroy it * for the old hatred ; 

10 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God; Behold, *I will stretch-out 
mine hand upon the Philistines, 
and I will cut off the ‘Cherethims, 
"and destroy the remnant of the 
^ sea coast. 

17 And I will ^ execute great * ven- 
geance upon them with furious re- 
bukes ; y and they shall know that 
I am the Lord, when I shall lay 
my vengeance upon them. 

CHAPTER XXVI. 

1 Tyriis, for imnlting cufaimt Jerusalem^ is 
threatened. 7 The poirer of Nebuchadrezzar 
against her. 15 The inouruimj and astonish- 
nient of the sexi at her fall. 

A nd it came to pass in the 
eleventh year, in the first day 
of the month, that the word of the 
Lord came unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, "because that Ty- 
rus hath said against Jerusalem, 
••Aha, she is broken that was the 
gates of the people : she is turned 
unto me : I shall be replenished, 
now she is laid waste : 

3 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God ; Behold, I am against thee, 
O Tyrus, and will cause many na- 
tions to come up against thee, as 
the sea causeth his waves to come 
up.

5 It shall be a place for the 
spreading of nets ‘‘in the midst of 
the sea : for I have spoken it, saith 
the Lord God : and it shall become 
a spoil to the nations. 

6 And her daughters which arc 
in the field shall be slain by the 
sword ; ® and they shall know that 
I am the Lord. 

7 IF For thus saith the Lord God ; 
Behold, I will bring upon Tyrus 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon,

8 He shall slay with the sword 
thy. daughters in the field : and he 
shall 8 make a fort against thee, and 
“ cast a mount against thee, and lift 
up the buckler against thee. 

9 And he shall set engines of war 
against thy walls, and with his axes 
he shall break down thy towers. 

10 By reason of the abundance 
of his horses their dust shall cover 
thee : thy walls shall shake at the 
noise of the horsemen, and of the 
wheels, and of the chariots, when 
he shall enter into thy gates, *as 
men enter into a city wherein is 
made a breach.

How art thou destroyed, that wast 
inhabited ®of seafanng men, the 
renowned city, which wast ‘strong 
in the sea, she and her inhabitants, 
which cause their terror to he on 
all that haunt it ! 

18 Now shall *the isles tremble in 
the day of thy fall; yea, the isles 
that are in the sea shall be trou- 
bled at thy departure. 

19 For thus saith the Lord God ; 

When I shall make thee a desolate 
city, like the cities that are not in- 
haiiited ; when I shall bring up the 
deep upon thee, and great waters 
shall cover thee ; 

20 Wlien I shall bring thee down 
"with them that descend into the 
pit, with the people of old time, 
and shall set thee in the low parts 
of the earth, in places desolate of 
old, with them that ^o down to the 
pit, that thou be not inhabited ; and 
I shall set glory * in the land of the 
living ; 

21 yf will make thee 'a terror, 
and thou shalt he no more : * though 
thou be sought for, yet shalt thou 
never be found again, saith the 
Lord God. 

CHAPTER XXVII.

have taken cedars from Lebanon to 
make masts for thee. 

6 Of the oaks of Bashan have 
they made thine oars ; * ’ the com- 
pany of the Ashurites have made 
thy benches of ivory, brought out 
of 'the isles of Chittim. 

7 Fine linen with broidered work 
from Egypt was that which thou 
spreadest forth to be thy sail ; * blue 
and purple from the isles of Elishah 
was that which covered thee. 

8 The inhab itants of Zidon and 
Arvad were tuy mariners : thy wise 
men, O Typus, that were in thee, 
were thy pilots. 

9 The ancients of ®Gebal and the 
wise men thereof were in thee thy 
® ® calkers : all the ships of the sea 
with their mariners were in thee to 
occupy thy merchandise. 

10 They of Persia and of Lud 
and of Phut were in thine army, 
thy men of war : they hanged the 
shield and helmet in thee ; they set 
forth thy comeliness. 

11 The men of Arvad with thine 
army were upon thy walls round 
about, and the Gammadims were 
in thy towers : they hanged their 
shields upon thy walls round a- 
bout; they have made *thy beauty 
perfect.

18 Damascus was thy merchant 
in the multitude of the wares of 
thy making, for the multitude of 
all riches ; in the wine of Helbon, 
and white wool. 

19 Dan also and Javan ^goin^ to 
and fro occupied in thy fairs : bright 
iron, cassia, and calamus, were in 
thy market. 

20 “Dedan was thy mercliant in 
® pi’ecious clothes for chariots. 

21 Arabia, and all the princes of 
^Kedar, “they occupied with thee 
in lambs, and rams, and goats : in 
these imre they thy merchants. 

22 The merchants of “ Sheba and 
Raamah, they were thy merchants : 
they occupied in thy fairs with chief 
of all spices, and with all precious 
stones, and gold. 

23 ^‘Hardn, and Canneh, and Eden, 
the merchants of ^ Sheba, Asshur, 
and Chilmad, were thy merchants. 

24 These were thy merchants in 
^ all sorts qf things, in blue ** clothes, 
and liroidered work, and in chests 
of rich apparel, bound with cords, 
and made of cedar, among thy mer- 
chandise. 

25 “The ships of Tarshish did 
sing of thee in thy market : and 
thou wast replenished, and made 
veiy glorious “in the midst of the 
seas. 

20 If Thy rowers have brought thee 
into gi'eat waters : ^ the east wind 
hath broken thee in the "midst of 
the seas. 

27 Thy 'riches, and thy fairs, thy

4 And the sword shall come upon 
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Eg^t, and great ‘pain shall be in 
Ethiopia, when the slain shall fall 
in Eg 3 ^t, and they ® shall take away 
her multitude, and ^ her foundations 
shall be broken down. 

5 Ethiopia, and ‘Libya, and Ly- 
dia, and ®all the mingled people, 
and Chub, and the ‘men of the 
land that is in league, shall fall 
with them by the sword. 

6 Thus saith the Lord ; They also 
that uphold Egypt shall fall ; and 
the pnde of her power shall come 
down: ®^from the tower of Syene 
shall they fall in it by the sword, 
saith the Lord God. 

7 ^Aiid they shall be desolate in 
the midst of the countries that are 
desolate, and her cities shall be in 
the midst of the cities tJmt are 
wasted. 

8 And they shall know that I am 
the Lord, when I have set a fire 
in E^pt, and when all her helpers 
shall be ® destroyed.

14 And I will make '> Pathros de- 
solate, and will set fire in ‘ Zoan,

15 And I will pour my fury upon 
‘ Sin, the strength of E^pt ; and ‘I 
will cut off’ the multitude of No. 

16 And I will " set fire in Egypt : 
Sin shall have great pain, and No 
shall be rent asunder, and Noph 
shall have distresses daily. 

17 The young men of ‘Avon and of 
‘ Pi-beseth shall fall by the sword : 
and these cities shall go into cap- 
tivity. 

18 *At Tehaphnehes also the day 
shall be “darkened, when I shall 
break there the yokes of Egypt :

19 Thus will 1 execute judgments 
in Eg 3 ^pt : and they shall know that 
I am the Lord. 

20 II And it came to pass in the 
eleventh year, in the first months 
in the seventh day of the month, 
that the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

21 Son of man, I have ^ broken 
the arm of Pharaoh king of Egypt ; 
and, lo, *it shall not be bound up 
to be healed, to put a roller to 
bind it, to make it strong to hold 
tlie sword. 

22 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God ; Behold, I am against Pha- 
raoh king of Egypt, and wiU “ break 
his arms, the strong, and that which 
was broken ; and I wiU cause the 
sword to fall out of his hand.

A nd it came to pass in the ele-

2 Son of man, speak unto Pha- 
raoh king of Egypt, and to his mul- 
titude ; “Whom art thou like in thy 
greatness ? 

8 If ’’Behold, the Ass)Tian tme a ce- 
dar in Lebanon ® with fair branches, 
and with a shadowing shroud, and 
of an high stature ; and his top was 
amom^ the thick boughs. 

4 'The waters ^made him great, 
the deep * set him up on high with 
her rivers running round about his 
plants, and sent out her ® little rivers 
unto all the trees of the field. 

5 Therefore ** his height was exalt- 
ed above all the trees of the field, 
and his boughs were multiplied, and 
his branches became long because 
of the multitude of waters, ® when 
he shot forth. 

6 All the “fowls of heaven made 
their nests in his boughs, and un- 
der his branches did all the beasts 
of the field bring forth their young, 
and under his shadow dwelt all 
great nations. 

7 Thus was he fair in his great- 
ness, in the length of his branches : 
for his root was by great waters. 

8 The cedars in the ^garden of 
God could not hide him : the fir 
trees were not like his boughs, and 
the chesnut trees were not lik^ 
hia branches ; nor any tree in the 


garden of God was like unto him 
in his beauty. 

9 I have made him fair by the 
multitude of his branches : so that 
all the trees of Eden, that were in 
the garden of God, envied him. 

10 If Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God ; Because thou hast lifted up 
thyself in height, and he hath shot 
up his top among the thick boughs, 
and ®his heart is lifted up in his 
height ; 

11 I have therefore delivered him 
into the hand of the mighty one of 
the heathen ; ® he shall surely deal 
with him : I have driven him out 
for his wic’ 3dness. 

12 And strangers, ’’ the terrible of 
the nations, have cut him off, and 
have left him : ’ upon the mountains 
and in all the valleys his branches 
are fallen, and his boughs are bro- 
ken l)y all the rivers of the land ; 
and all the people of the earth are 
gone down from his shadow, and 
have left him. 

18 Upon his ruin shall all the | 
fowls of the heaven remain, and 
all the beasts of the field shall be 
upon his branches : i 

14 To the end that none of all the 
ti’ces by the waters exalt themselves 
for their height, neither shoot up 
their top among the thick boughs, 
neither their trees * stand up in their i 
height, all that drink water : for I 
‘ they are all delivered unto death, 
“to the nether parts of the earth, i 
in the midst of tne children of men, 
with them that go down to the pit. 

15 Thus saith the Lord God ; In 
the day when he went down to 
the grave I caused a mourning : I 
covered the deep for him, and I 
restrained the fioods thereof, and 
the great waters were stayed : and 
I caused Lebanon ®to mourn for 
him, and all the trees of the field 
fainted for him.

18 f “To whom art thou thus like 
in glory and in greatness among 
the trees of Eden ? yet shalt thou 
be brought down with the trees of 
Eden unto the nether parts of the 
earth : * thou shalt lie in the midst 
of the uncircumcised with them that 
he slain by the sword. This is Pha- 
moh and all his multitude, saith the 
Lord God.

4 Then ^will I leave thee upon the 
land, I will cast thee forth upon 
the open field, and «will cause all 
the fowls of the heaven to remain 
upon thee, and I will fill the beasts 
of the whole earth with thee. 

5 And I will lay thv flesh '‘upon 
fhe mountains, and m the valleys 
with thj^ height. 

6 I will also water with thy blood

even to the mountains; and the 
rivers shall be full of thee. 

7 And when I shall ® put thee out, 
*1 will cover the heaven, and make 
the stars thereof dark ; I will cover 
the sun with a cloud, and the moon 
shall not give her light.

they borne their shame with them 
that go down to the pit. 

25 They have set her a bed in

4 Then “whosoever heareth the 
sound of the trumpet, and taketh 
not warning ; if the sword come, 
and take him away, "^his blood shall 
be u^n his own head. 

5 He heard the sound of the 
trumpet, and took not warning ; his 
blood shall be upon him. But he 
that taketh warning shall deliver 
his soul. 

6 But if the watchman see the 
sword come, and blow not the 
trumpet, and the people be not 
warned; if the sword come, and 
take any person from among them, 
“he is taken away in his iniquity; 
but his blood will I require at the 
watchman’s hand. 

7 H ^So thou, O son of man, I 
have set thee a watchman unto the 
house of Israel; therefore thou shalt 
hear the word at my mouth, and 
warn them from me. 

8 When I say unto the wicked, O 
wicked man, thou shalt surely die ;

wicked from his way, that wicked 
man shall die in his iniquity ; but 
his blood will I require at thine 
hand. 

9 Nevertheless, if thou warn the 
wicked of his way to turn from it ;

is not equal. 

18 "When the righteous turneth "cu. is. 26, 27 
from his righteousness, and com- 
mitteth iniquity, he shall even die 
thereby. 

19 But if the wicked turn from 
his wickedness, and do that which 
is lawful and right, he shall live 
thereby. 

20 H Yet ye say, * The way of the 
Lord is not equal. O ye house of 
Israel, I will judge you every one 
after his ways. 

21 IF And it came to pass in the 
twelfth year ^of our captivity, in 
the tenth month, in the fifth day 
of the month, ‘ that one that had 
escaped out of Jerusalem came un- 
to me, saying, * The city is smitten. I • 2 BSn. 25 . 4 .

80 H Also, thou son of man, the 
children of thy people still are talk- 
ing * against thee by the walls and in 
the doors of the houses, and * speak 
one to another, every one to his 
brother, saying, Come, I pray you, 
and hear what is the wora that 
cometh forth from the Lord. 

81 And ‘they come unto Aee 'as 
the people cometh, and 'they "sit 
before thee as my people, and they 
hear thy words, but they will not do 


them: *for with their mouth “they 
shew much love, but ’'their hea^ 
goeth after their covetousness. 

82 And, lo, thou art unto them as 
“a very lovely song of one that hath 
a pleasant voice, and can play well 
on an instrument : for they hear thy 
words, but they do them not. 

88 'And when this cometh to pass, 
(lo, it will come,) then “shall they 
know that a prophet hath been 
among them.

‘’Woe be to the shepherds of Israel 
that do feed themselves ! should not 
the shepherds feed the flocks ?

5 ‘‘And they were ‘scattered, ^be- 
cause there ts no shepherd: '"and 
they became meat to all the beasts 
of the fleld, when they were scat- 
tered. 

6 My sheep wandered through all 
the mountains, and upon every 
high hill: yea, my flock was scat- 
tered upon all the face of the earth, 
and none did search or seek after 
them. 

7 H Therefore, ye shepherds, hear 
the word of the Lord ; 

8 ..i^« I live, a^th the Lord Gon, 
surely because Atny flock beeame a 
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prey, and my flock ‘became meat 
to every beast of the field, because 
there was no shepherd, neither did 
my shepherds search for my flock, 
“but the shepherds fed themselves, 
and fed not my flock ; 

9 Therefore, O ye shepherds, hear 
the word of the Lord ; 

10 Thus saith the Lord God ; Be- 
hold, I am against the shepherds; 
and “ I will require my flock at their 
hand, and cause them to cease from 
feeding the flock ; neither shall the 
shepherds " feed themselves any 
more ; for I will deliver my flock 
from their mouth, that they may 
not be meat for them.

15 I will feed my flock, and I will 
cause them to lie down, saith the 
Lord God. 

16 ‘I will seek that which was 
lost, and bring again that which 
was driven away, and will bind up 
that which was broken, and wifi 
strengthen that which was sick:

24 For “ I will take you from among 
the heathen, and gather you out 
of all countries, and will bring you 
into your own land. 

25 IT ^Tlien will I sprinkle clean 
water upon you, and ye shall be 
clean : from all your filthiness, and 
from all your idols, will I cleanse 

you. 

2G A ‘‘new heart also will I give 
you, and a new spirit will I put 
within you : and 1 will take away 
the stony heart out of your flesh, 
and I will give you an heart of 
flesh. 

27 And I will put my ‘ spirit with- 
in you, and cause you to walk in 
my statutes, and ye shall keep my 
judgments, and do fhem. 

28 ‘‘And ye shall dwell in the land 
that I ^ve to your fathers; 'and 
ye shall be my people, and I will 
be your God. 

29 I will also "save you from all 
your uncleannesses; and “I will 
call for the corn, and will increase 
it, and " lay no famine upon you. 

80 pAnd I will multiply the fruit 
of the tree, and the increase of the 
field, that ye shall receive no more 
reproach of famine among the hea- 
then. 

81 Then ’shall ye remember your 
own evil ways, and your doings 
that were not good, and 'shtdl lothe

yourselves in your own sight for 
your iniquities and for your abo- 
minations. 

82 "Not for your sakes do I this, ' Deut. 9. 5.

83 Thus saith the Lord God; In 
the day that I shall have cleansed 
you from all your iniquities I will 
also cause gou to dwell in the 
cities, ‘and the wastes shall be ‘vor. lo. 
builded. 

34 And the desolate land shall be 
tilled, whereas it lay desolate in 
the sight of all that passed by. 

35 And they shall say. This land 
that was desolate is become like 

the garden of "Eden ; and the waste *• 

and desolate and ruined cities are jwi 2 . 3 ^‘ 
hemne fenced, and are inhabited. 

30 Then the heathen that are left 
round about you shall know that 
I the Lord build the ruined places, 
and plant that that w^as desolate: 

’‘1 the Lord have spoken it, and 
I will do 37. li. 

37 Tims saith the Lord God ; ^ I '' soo ch. u. 3 
will yet for this be enquired of by ^ 
the house of Israel, to do it for 

them ; I will “ increase them with ‘ ‘o- 

men like a flock. 

38 As the ® holy flock, as the flock 
of Jerusalem in her solemn feasts; 
so shall the waste cities be filled 
with flocks of men : and they shall 
know that I am the Lord.

25 ‘‘And they shall dwell in the 
land that I have given unto Jacob 
my servant, wherein your fathers 
have dwelt; and they shall dwell 
tlierein, even they, and their chil- 
dren, and their children’s children 
®for ever: and ^my servant David 
shall he their prince lor ever. 

20 Moreover I will make a ® cove- 
nant of peace with them ; it shall 
be an everlasting covenant with 
them : and I will place them, and 
■'multiply them, and will set my 
■ sanctuary in the midst of them for 
evermore. 

27 ■‘My tabernacle also shall be 
with them : yea, I will be ■ their God, ' 
and they shall be my people.

4 And ® I will turn thee back, and 

E ut hooks into thy jaws, and I will 
ring thee forth, and all thine army, 
horses and horsemen, 'all of them 
clothed with all sorts of armour^ 
even a ^eat company mth bucklers 
and shields, all of them handling 
swords : 


5 Persia, Ethiopia, and * Libya jfith 
them; all of them with shield^nd 
helmet : 

6 Gomer, and all his bands ; the 
house of ■'Togarmah of the north 
quarters, and all his bands : and 
many people with tliee. 

7 'Re thou prepared, and prepare 
for thyself, thou, and all thy com- 
pany that are assembled unto thee, 
and be thou a guard unto them. 

8 If ■‘After many days ■thou shalt 
be visited : in the latter years thou 
shalt come into the land that is 
brought back from the sword, “awe? 
is gathered out of many people, 
against " the mountains of Israel, 
which have been always waste : but 
it is brought forth out of the na- 
tions, and they shall "dwell safely 
all of them. 

9 Thou shalt ascend and come 
’’like a storm, thou shalt be ’like 
a cloud to cover the land, thou, 
and all thy bands, and many peo- 
ple with thee. 

10 Thus saith the Lord God ; It 
shall also come to pass, that at the 
same time shall things come into 
thy mind, and thou shalt ^ think an 
evil thought : 

11 And thou shalt say, I will go 
up to the land of unwalled villages ; 
I will '^go to them that are at rest, 
“ that dwell * safely, all of them 
dwelling without walls, and having 
neither bars nor gates, 

12 '^To take a spoil, and to take 
a prey ; to turn thine hand upon 
‘the desolate places that are now 
iidiabited, "and upon the people 
that are gathered out of the na- 
tions, which have gotten cattle and 
goods, that dwell in the * midst of 
the land. 

18 ’■Sheba, and ^Dedan, and the 
merchants “of Tarshish, with all 
“the young lions thereof, shall say 
unto thee. Art thou come to take 
a spoil ? hast thou gathered thy 
company to take a prey ? to cany 
away silver and gold, to take away 
cattle and goods, to take a great 
spoil ? 
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Therefore, son of man, pro- 
phei^ and say unto Gog, Thus saith 
the Lord God ; ’’ In that day when 
my people of Israel ® dwelleth safe- 
ly, snalt thou not know it / 

15 •‘And thou shalt come from thy 
place out of the north parts, thou, 
® and many people with thee, all of 
them riding upon horses, a great 
company, and a mighty army : 

16 ^And thou shalt come up against 
I my people of Israel, as a cloud to 

cover the land ; ® it shall be in the 
latter days, and I will bring thee 
against my land, •'that the heathen 
may know me, when I shall be 
sanctified in thee, O Gog, before 
their eyes. 

17 Thus saith the Lord God ; Art 
thou he of whom I have spoken in 
old time ® by my servants the pro- 
phets of Israel, which prophesied in 
those days many years that I would 
bring thee against them ? 

18 And it shall come to pass at the 
same time when Gog shall come 
against the land of Israel, saith the 
Lord God, that my fury shall come 
up in my face. 

19 For ‘ in my jealousy ^ and in 
the fire of my wrath have I spoken, 
‘Surely in tnat day there shall be 
a great shaking in the land of Is- 
rael ; 

20 So that “the fishes of the sea, 
and the fowls of the heaven, and 
the beasts of the field, and all 
creeping things that creep upon 
the earth, and all the men that 
are upon the face of the earth, 
shall shake at my presence, "and 
the mountains shall be thrown 
down, and the ® steep places shall 
fall, and every wall shaU fall to the 
ground. 

21 And I will "call for ^a sword 
against him throughout all my 
mountains, saith the Lord God : 
’every man’s sword shall be against 
his brother. 

22 And I will 'plead a^inst him 
with * pestilence and with blood ; 
and *I will rain upon him, and up- 
on his bands, and upon the many

people that are with him, an over- 
flowing rain, and "great hailstones, 
fire, and brimstone. 

28 Thus will I magnify nwself, “itev.*i6.”i.

I am the Lord. 


CHAPTER XXXIX. 

1 GoiVs judgment upon Gog^ 8 Israd*s 'tyvdory, 
11 Gogd burial in Ilamon-gog. 17 The feast 
of the fowls. 23 Israel, hainng hem plagued 
for their sins, shall he gathered again wifh 
elernal favour. 

T herefore, "thou son of 

man, prophesy against Gog, and 
say. Thus saith the Lord God ; 
Behold, I am against thee, O Gog, 
the chief prince of Meshech and 
Tubal : 

2 And I will turn thee back, and 
“leave but the sixth part of thee, 
‘’and will cause thee to come up 
from the north parts, and will 
bring thee upon the mountains of 
Israel : 

8 And I will smite thy bow out of 
thy left hand, and will cause thine 
arrows to fall out of thy right hand. 

4 “Thou shalt fall upon the moun- 
tains of Israel, thou, and all thy 
bands, and the people that is with 
thee : I will give thee unto the 
ravenous birds of eveiy ^sort, and 
to the beasts of the field ®to be 
devoured. 

5 Thou shalt fall upon ® the open 
field : for I have spoken ity saith 
the Lord God. 

6 “And I will send a fire on Ma- 
gog, and among them that dwell 
^carelessly in ^tne isles : and they 
shall know that I am the Lord. 

7 ®So will I make my holy name 
known in the midst of my people 
Israel ; and I will not let them 
^ pollute my holy name any more : 
‘and the heathen shall know that 
I am the Lord, the Holy One in 
Israel. 

8 IF ‘'Behold, it is come, and it is 
done, saith the Lord God; this is 
the day ‘whereof I have spoken. 
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9 And they that dwell in the 
cities of Israel shall go forth, and 
shall set on fire and burn the 
weapons, both the shields and the 
bucklers, the bows and the arrows, 
and the “handstaves, and the spears, 
and they shall ®bum them with fire 
seven years : 

10 So that they shall take no 

wood out of the field, neither cut 
down any out of the forests ; for 
they shall burn the weapons with 
fire : and they shall spoil those 

that spoiled them, and rob those 
that robbed them, saith the Lord 
God. 

11 H And it shall come to pass in 
that day, timt I will give unto Gog 
a place there of graves in Israel, 
the valley of the passengers on the 
east of the sea: and it shall stop 
the ^ noses of the passengers ; and 
there shall they buiy Gog and all 
his multitude ; and they shall call 
it The valley of ® Hamon-gog. 

12 And seven months shall the 
house of Israel be burying of them, 
"that they may cleanse the land. 

18 Yea, all the people of the land 
shall bury them ; and it shall be to 
them a renown the day that ”I shall 
be glorified, saith the Lord God. 

14 And they shall sever out '’men 
of continual employment, passing 
through the land to bury with the 
passengers those that remain upon 
the face of the earth, ‘‘to cleanse 
it : after the end of seven months 
shall they search. 

15 And the passengers that pass 
through the land, when any seeth 
a man's bone, then shall he ^set 
up a sign by it, till the buriers 
have buried it in the valley of 
Hamon-gog. 

16 And tdso the name of the city 
shall he ^ Hamonah. Thus shall 
they ‘•cleanse the land. 

17 IT And, thou son of man, thus 
saith the Lord God ; ' Speak ® un to 
eveiy feathered fowl, and to every 
beast of the field, 'Assemble your- 
selves, and come ; gather yourselves 
on every side to my * sacrifice that 


I do sacrifice for you, even a g|^at 
sacrifice ‘upon the mountains of 
Israel, that ye may eat flesh, and 
drink blood. 

18 "Ye shall eat the flesh of the 
mighty, and drink the blood of the 

f )rinces of the earth, of rams, of 
ambs, and of “goats, of bullocks, 
all of them *fatling8 of Bashan. 

19 And ye shall eat fat till ye 
be full, and drink blood till ye be 
drunken, of my sacrifice which I 
have sacrificed for you. 

20 •^Thus ye shall be filled at my 
table with horses and chariots, ‘with 
mighty men, and with all men of 
war, saith tlie Lord God. 

21 "And I will set my glory among 
the heathen, and all the heathen 
shall see my judgment that I have 
executed, and ’'my hand that I have 
laid upon them. 

22 ®So the house of Israel shall 
know that I am the Lord their 
God from that day and forward. 

23 H ‘'And the heathen shall know 
that the house of Israel went into 
captivity for their iniquity : because 
they trespassed against me, there- 
fore ‘ hid I my face from them, and 
‘gave them into the hand of their 
enemies : so fell they all by the 
sword. 

24 ‘’According to their unclean- 
ness and according to their trans- 
gressions have I done unto them, 
and hid my face from them. 

25 Therefore thus saith tlie Lord 
God ; ''Now will I bring again the 
captivity of Jacob, and nave mercy 
upon the 'whole house of Israel, 
and will be jealous for my holy 
name; 

26 After that they have borne 
their shame, and all their tres- 
passes whereby they have trespassed 
gainst me, when they ’dwelt safely 
in their land, and none made them 
afraid. 

27 “When I have brought them 
a^in from the people, and gather- 
ed them out of their enemies^lands, 
and " am sanctified in them in the 
sight of many nations ;

17 Then brought he me into “the 
outward court, and, lo, there were 
“chambers, and a pavement made 

court round about: "thirty 
®ch. 4 J 5 . 6. chambers were upon the pavement. 

18 And the pavement by the side 
of the gates over against the length 
of the gates was the lower pave- 
ment. 

19 Then he measured the breadth 
from the forefront of the lower gate 
unto the forefront of the inner court 

»Or,/m» ‘without, ail hundred cubits east- 

vHihmt. ward and northward. 

20 H And the gate of the outward 
» Hob. mime court ‘that lookcd toward the north, 
face wiw. jjg measured the length thereof, and 

the breadth thereof. 

21 And the little chambers thereof 
were three on this side and three 
on that side ; and the posts thereof 

* Or, gcdleriesy and the ^arches thereof were after 
or, porehet. measure of the first gate : the 

length thereof was fifty cubits, and 
the breadth five and twenty cubits. 

22 And their windows, and their 
arches, and their palm trees, were 
after the measure of the gate that 
looketh toward the east; and they 
went up unto it by seven steps ; 
and the arches thereof loere before 
them. 

28 And the gate of the inner court 
was over against the gate toward 
the north, and toward the east ; and 
he measured from gate to gate an 
hundred cubits. 

24 f After that he brought me 
toward the south, and b^old a 
gate toward the south : and he 
measured the posts thereof and the 
arches thereof according to these 
measures. 

25 And there were windows in it 
and in the arches thereof round 
about, like those windows : the 
length was fiftv cubits, and the 
breadth five and twenty cubits. 

26 And there were seven steps to 
go up to it, and the arches there- 
of were before them : and it had 
palm trees, one on this side, and 
another on that side, upon the posts 
thereof. 


27 And there was a gate in the 
inner court toward the south : and 
he measured from gate to gate to- 
ward the south an hundred cubits. 

28 And he brought me to the 
inner court by the south gate : 
and he measured the south gate 
according to these measures ; 

29 And the little chambers there- 
of, and the posts thereof, and the 
arches thereof, according to these 
measures : and there were windows 
in it and in the arches thereof 
round about : it was fifty cubits 
long, and five and twenty cubits 
broad. 

30 And the arches round about 
toere ’’five and twenty cubits long, 
and five cubits ‘broad. 

31 And the arches thereof were 
toward the utter court; and palm 
trees ivere upon the posts thereof: 
and the going up to it had eight 


32 H And he brought me into the 
inner court toward the east : and 
he measured the gate according to 
these measures. 

83 And the little chambers there- 
of, and the posts thereof, and the 
arches thereof, were according to 
these measures : and there were 
windows therein and in the arches 
thereof round about : it was fifty 
cubits long, and five and twenty 
cubits broad. 

34 And the arches thereof tvere 
toward the outward court ; and 
palm trees were upon the posts 
thereof, on this side, and on that 
side : and the going up to it had 
eight steps. 

85 H And he brought me to the 
north gate, and measured it ac- 
cording to these measures ; 

86 The little chambers thereof, the 
posts thereof, and the arches there- 
of, and the windows to it round 
about : the length was fifty cubits, 
and the breadth five and twenty 
cubits. 

87 And the posts thereof were 
toward the utter court ; and palm 
trees were upon the posts thereof, 
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on this side, and on that side : and 
the going up to it had eight steps. 

88 And the chambers and the 
entries thereof were by the posts 
of the gates, where they washed the 
burnt offering. 

89 H And in the porch of the 
gate were two tables on this side, 
and two tables on that side, to 
slay thereon the burnt offering and 
’the sin offering and "the trespass 
offering. 

40 And at the side without, ’‘as 
one goeth up to the entry of the 
nortli gate, tvere two tables ; and 
on the other side, which was at 
the porch of the gate, were two 
tables. 

41 Four tables were on this side, 
and four tables on that side, by the 
side of the ga te ; eight tables, where- 
upon they slew their sacrifices. 

42 And the four tables ivere of 
hewn stone for the burnt offering, 
of a cubit and an half long, and a 
cubit and an half broad, and one 
cubit high : whereupon also they 
laid the instruments wherewith 
they slew the burnt offering and 
the sacrifice. 

48 And within ivere ® hooks, an 
hand broad, fastened round about: 
and upon the tables was the flesh 
of the ofiering. 

44 II And without the inner gate 
were the chambers of “the singers 
in the inner court, which was at the 
side of the north ^te ; and tlieir 
prospect was toward the south : one 
at the side of the east gate having 
the prospect toward the north. 

45 And he said unto me, Tliis 
chamber, whose prospect is to- 
ward the south, is for the priests, 
Hhe keepers of the ‘charge of the 
house. 

46 And the chamber whose pro- 
spect is toward the north is for the 
priests, “the keepers of the charge 
of the altar : these are the sons of 
""Zadok among the sons of Levi, 
wWch come near to the Lord to 
minister unto him. 

47 So he measured the court, an 


hundred cubits long, and an hun- 
dred cubits broad, foursquare ; and 
the altar that teas before the house. 

48 H And he brought me to the 
porch of the house, and measured 
each post of the porch, five cubits 
on this side, and five cubits on 
that side : and the breadth of the 
gate was three cubits on this side, 
and three cubits on that side. 

49 ^The length of the porch was 
twenty cubits, and the breadth 
eleven cubits ; and he brought me 
by the steps whereby they went 
up to it : and there were * pillars 
by the posts, one on this side, and 
another on that side. 

CHAPTER XLT. 

The nwmiircs, parts, chambers, and ornaments 
of the temple. 

A fterward he brought me to 

_ the tenmle, and measured the 
posts, six cubits broad on the one 
side, and six cubits broad on the 
other side, which was the breadth of 
the tabernacle. 

2 And the breadth of the ® door 
was ten cubits ; and the sides of 
the door were five cubits on the 
one side, and five cubits on the 
other side : and he measured the 
length thereof, forty cubits : and 
the breadth, twenty cubits. 

3 Then went he inward, and mea- 
sured the post of the door, two 
cubits ; and the door, six cubits ; 
and the breadth of the door, seven 
cubits. 

4 So “he measured the length 
thereof, twenty cubits ; and the 
breadth, twenty cubits, before the 
temple : and he said unto me. This 
is the most \io\y place. 

5 After he measured the wall of the 
house, six cubits ; and the breadth 
of every side chamber, four cubits, 
round about the house on every 
side. 

6 ’’And the side chambers were 
three, ®one over another, and ‘thir- 
ty in order; and they entered into 
the wall which was of the house 
for the side chambers round about, 
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that they might *have hold, but 
they had not hold in the wall of 
the house. 

7 And there was an enlarging, 
and a winding about still upward to 
the side chambers : for the winding 
about of the house went still up- 
ward round about the house : there- 
fore the breadth of the house was 
still upward, and so increased /rom 
the lowest chaniher to the highest 
by the midst. 

8 I saw also the height of the 
house round about : the founda- 
tions of the side chambei*s were ** a 
full reed of six great cubits. 

9 The thickness of the wall, which 
was for the side chamber without, 
was five cubits : and that which 
was left was the place of the side 
chambers that were within. 

10 And between the chambers teas 
the wideness of twenty cubits round 
about the house on eveiy side. 

11 And the doors of the side cham- 
bers were toward the place that was 
left, one door toward the north, and 
another door toward the south : and 
the breadth of the place that was 
left was five cubits round about. 

12 Now the building that was 
before the separate place at the 
end toward the west was seventy 
cubits broad ; and the wall of the 
building was five cubits thick round 
about, and the length thereof ninety 
cubits. 

18 So he measured the house, an 
hundred cubits long ; and the sepa- 
rate place, and the building, with 
the walls thereof, an hundred cu- 
bits long ; 

14 Also the breadth of the face 
of the house, and of the separate 
place toward the east, an hundred 
cubits. 

15 And he measured the length of 

the building over against the sepa- 
rate place which was behind it, and 
the ‘galleries thereof on the one side 
and^ on the other side, an hundred 
cubits, with the inner temple, and 
the porches of the court ; I 

16 The door posts, and *the narrow 


windows, and the galleries round 
about on their three stories, over 
against the door, *cieled with wood 
round about, ’and from the ground 
up to the windows, and the win- 
dows ivere covered ; 

17 To that above the door, even 
unto the inner house, and without, 
and by all ^e wall round about 
within and without, by ‘measure. 

18 And it was made ^with Che- 
rubinis and palm trees, so that a 
palm tree was between a cherub 
and a cherub ; and every cherub 
had two faces ; 

19 «So that the face of a man was 
toward the palm tree on the one 
side, and the face of a young lion 
toward the palm tree on the other 
side : it was made through all the 
house round about. 

20 From the ^ound unto above 
the door tcere enerubims and palm 
trees made, and on the wall of the 
temple. 

21 The ’posts of the temple were 
squared, and the face of the sanc- 
tuary ; the appearance of the one as 
the appearance of the other. 

22 ‘‘The altar of wood was three 
cubits high, and the length thereof 
two cubits ; and the corners there- 
of, and the length thereof, and the 
walls thereof, were of wood : and 
he said unto me. This is Hhe table 
that is '‘before the Lord. 

23 'And the temple and the sanc- 
tuary had two doors. 

24 And the doors had two leaves 
apiece, two turning leaves ; two 
leaves for the one door, and two 
leaves for the other door. 

25 And there were made on them, 
on the doors of the temple, cheru- 
bims and palm trees, like as were 
made upon the walls ; and there 
were thick planks upon the face of 
the porch without. 

26 And there were “narrow win- 
dows and palm trees on the one 
side and on the other side, on the 
sides of the porch, and upon the 
side chambers of the house, and 
thick planks. 
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CHAPTER XLII. 

1 Tlte clunnhers for the priests. 13 fise 
thercA)/. 19 The mmstirejt of the mUwa/rd 
eomt. 

T hen he brought me forth into 
the utter court, the way toward 
the north : and he brought me into 
“ the chamber that was over apiinst 
the separate place, and which was 
before the building toward the 
north. 

2 Before the length of an hundred 
cubits teas the north door, and the 
breadth vjae fifty cubits. 

8 Over against the twenty cvdnts 
which trere for the inner court, and 
over against the pavement which 
was for the utter court, iceis gallery 
against gallery in three stories. 

4 And before the chambers was a 
walk of ten cubits breadth inward, 
a way of one cubit ; and their doors 
toward the north. 

5 Now the upper chambers were 
shorter : for the galleries ® were high- 
er than these, than the lower, and 
than the middlemost of the build- 
ing. 

6 For they were in three stories, 
but had not pillars as the pillars of 
the courts : therefore the huilding 
was straitened more than the low- 
est and the middlemost from the 
ground. 

7 And the wall that was without 
over against the chambers, toward 
the utter court on the forepart of 
the chambers, the length thereof 
was fifty cubits. 

8 For the length of the cham- 
bers that rmre in the utter court 
was fifty cubits : and, lo, before the 
temple were an hundred cubits. 

9 And * from under these chambers 
was ® the entry on the east side, " as 
one goeth into them from the utter 
court. 

10 The chambers were in the thick- 
1^88 of the wall of the court toward 
east, over against the separate 
place, and over against the build- 
ing. 

11 And *the way before them was 
like the appearance of the cham- 


bers which were toward the north, 
as long as they, onef as broad as 
they : and all their goings out were 
both according to their fashions, 
and according to their doors. 

12 And according to the doors of 
the chambers that were toward the 
south teas a door in the head of 
the way, even the way directly be- 
fore the wall toward the east, as 
one entereth into them. 

13 II Then said he unto me. The 
north chambers and the south cham- 
bers, which are before the separate 
place, they he holy chambers, where 
the priests that approach unto the 
Lord ‘’shall eat the most holy 
things ; there shall they lay the 
most holy things, and " the meat 
offering, and the sin offering, and 
the trespass offering ; for the place 
is holy. 

14 ^When the priests enter there- 
in, then shall they not go out of the 
holy jAace into the utter court, but 
there they shall lay their garments 
wherein they minister ; for they are 
holy; and shall put on other ^r- 
ments, and shall approach to tJiose 
things which are for the people. 

15 Now when he had made an end 
of measuring the inner house, he 
brought me forth toward the gate 
whose prospect is toward the east, 
and measured it round about. 

16 He measured the east ’’side 
with the measuring reed, five hun- 
dred reeds, with the measuring reed 
round about. 

17 He measured the north side, 
five hundred reeds, with the mea- 
suring reed round about. 

18 He measured the south side, 
five hundred reeds, with the mea- 
suring reed. 

19 H He turned about to the west 
side, and measured five hundred 
reeds with the measuring reed. 

20 He measured it by the four 
sides : * it had a wall round about, 
‘‘five hundred reeds long, and five 
hundred broad, to make a separa- 
tion between the sanctuary and the 
profane place.

CHAPTER XLIII. 

1 The retwming the glory of God into the 
temple. 7 The sin of lerad hindered God’s 
presence. 10 The, prophet exhortdih them to 
repentance, and ebservatum of the law of the 
house. 13 The me-aeures, 13 and the ordi- 
nances of the altar. 

A fterward he brought me 

to the gate, even the gate 
“ that looketh toward the east : 

2 ’’And, behold, the glory of the 
God of Israel came from the way 
of the east: and “his voice was 
like a noise of many waters : ^ and 
the earth shined with his glory. 

8 And it was “according to the 
appearance of the vision which I 
saw, even according to the vision 
that I saw ‘when I came 'to de- 
! stroy the cit^ : and the visions were 
like the vision that I saw «by the 
river Chebar; and I fell upon my 
face. 

4 •‘And the glory of the Lord 
came into the house by the way of 
the gate whose prospect is toward 
the east. 

5 ‘So the spirit took me up, and 
brought me into the inner court; 
and, behold, the glory of the Lord 
filled the house. 

6 And I heard Mm speaking unto 
me out of the house ; and ‘the man 
stood by me. 

7 II And he said unto me, Son of 
man, “the place of my throne, and 
“the place of the soles of my feet, 
“where I will dwell in the midst of 
the children of Israel for ever, and 
my holy name, shall the house of 
Israel ^ no more defile, neither they, 
nor their kings, by their whore- 
dom, nor by the carcases of their 
kings in their high places. 

8 'In their setting of their thres- 
hold by my thresholds, and their 

E ost by my posts, ‘and the wall 
etween me and them, they have 
even defiled my holy name by their 
abominations that they have com- 
mitted : wherefore I have consumed 
them in mine anger. 

9 Now let them put away their 
whoredom, and “ the carcases of 


their kings, far from me, *and I 
will dwell in the midst of them for 
ever. 

10 H Thou son of man, " shew the 
house to the house of Israel, that 
they may be ashamed of their ini- 
quities : and let them measure the 
‘pattern. 

11 And if they be ashamed of all 
that they have done, shew them 
the form of the house, and the 
fashion thereof, and the goings out 
thereof, and the comings in there- 
of, and all the forms thereof^ and 
all the ordinances thereof, and all 
the forms thereof, and all the laws 
thereof : and write it in their sight, 
that they may keep the whole 
form thereof, and all the ordinances 
thereof, and do them. 

12 This is the law of the house; 
Upon * the top of the mountain the 
whole limit thereof round about 
shall he most holy. Behold, this is 
the law of the house. 

18 H And these are the measures 
of the altar after the cubits : ^ The 
cubit is a cubit and an hand 
breadth ; even the ® bottom shall 
he a cubit, and the breadth a cu- 
bit, and the border thereof by the 
^edge thereof round about shall he 
a span : and this shall he the higher 
place of the altar. 

14 And from the bottom upon the 
^•oimd etwn to the lower settle shall 
he two cubits, and the breadth one 
cubit; and from the lesser settle 
even to the greater settle shall he 
four cubits, and the breadth one 
cubit. 

15 So ®the altar shall he four 
cubits ; and from ® the altar and 
upward shall he four horns. 

10 And the altar shall he twelve 
minis long, twelve broad, square in 
the four squares thereof. 

17^ And the settle shall he fourteen 
cubits long and fourteen broad in 
the four squares thereof ; and the 
border about it shall he half a cubit ; 
and the bottom thereof shall he a 
cubit about; and *his stairs shall 
look toward the east. 
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18 11 And he said unto me, Son 
of man, thus saith the Lord God ; 
These are the ordinances of the 
altar in the d^ when they shall 
make it, to ofmr burnt offerings 
thereon, and to “ sprinkle blood 
thereon. 

19 And thou shalt give to ’’the 
priests the Levites that be of the 
seed of Zadok, which approach 
unto me, to minister unto me, saith 
the Lord God, ®a young bullock 
for a sin offering. 

20 And thou shalt take of the 
blood thereof, and put U on the 
four horns of it, and on the four 
corners of the settle, and upon the 
border round about : thus shalt thou 
cleanse and purge it. 

21 Thou shalt take the bullock 
also of the sin offering,- and he 
^ shall bum it in the appointed 
place of the house, ® without the 
sanctuary. 

22 An(f on the second day thou 
shalt offer a kid of the goats with- 
out blemish for a sin offering ; and 
they shall cleanse the altar, as they 
did cleanse it with tlie bullock. 

28 When thou hast made an end 
of cleansing *V, thou shalt offer a 
young bullock without blemish, and 
a ram out of the flock without 
blemish. 

24 And thou shalt offer them be- 
fore the Lord, ^and the priests shall 
cast salt upon them, and they shall 
ofier them up /or a burnt offering 
unto the Lord. 

25 B Seven days shalt thou prepare 
eveiy day a goat /or a sin offering: 
they shall also prepare a young 
bullock, and a ram out of the flock, 
without blemish. 

26 Seven days shall they purge the 
altar and purify it ; and fliey shall 
“consecrate themselves. 

27 ‘‘And when these days are ex- 
pired, it shall be, that upon the 
eighth day, and so forward, the 
priests shall make your burnt of- 
ferings i^on the altar, and your 

peace offerings; and I will ‘accept 
you, saith the Lord God. 


CHAPTER XLIV. 

1 The. eoHt gate cmigned otUy to the prince. 
4 The prieeta repntved far polluting qf the 
mnctuary. 9 IdoUxtem wncapabk qf the 
prie^’a office. 15 The aona of Zadok are 
accepted thereto, 17 Ordinancea for the 
prieeta. 

T hen he brought me back the 
way of the gate of the outward 
sanctuary “ which looketh toward 
the east ; and it was shut. 

2 Then said the Lord unto me ; 
This gate shall be shut, it shall not 
be opened, and no man shall enter 
in by it; ‘’because the Lord, tlie 
God of Israel, hath entered in by 
it, therefore it shall be shut 
8 It is for the prince ; the prince, 
he shall sit in it to 'eat bread be- 
fore the Lord; ‘‘he shall enter by 
the way of the porch of that gate, 
and shall go out by the way of the 
same. 

4 H Then brought he me the way 
of the north gate before the house : 
and I looked, and, ' behold, the 
glory of the Lord filled the house 
of the Lord : ^and I fell upon my 
face. 

5 And the Lord said unto me, 
«Son of man, “mark well, and be- 
hold with thine eyes, and hear witli 
thine ears all that I say unto thee 
concerning all the ordinances of the 
house of me Lord, and all the laws 
thereof ; and mark well the enter- 
ing in of the house, with every 
going forth of the sanctuary. 

6 And thou shalt say to the ’’ rebel- 
lious, even to tlie house of Israel, 
Thus saith the Lord God; O ye 
house of Israel, ‘let it suffice you 
of all your abominations, 

7 ‘‘In that ye have brought into my 
sanctuary strangers, uncircum- 
cised in heart, and uncircumcised 
in flesh, to be in my sanctuary, 
to pollute it, even my house, when 
ye offer "my bread, ‘’the fat and 
the blood, and they have broken 
my covenant because of all your 
abominations. 

8 And ve have not ^kept the 
charge of mine holy things: but

0 IF Thus saith the Lord Goi) ; ‘‘No 
stranger, uncircuraciscd in heart, 
nor uncircumcised in flesh, shall en- 
ter into my sanctuary, of any stran- 

f er that is among the children of 
srael. 

10 "^Aiid the Levites that are gone 
away far from me, when Israel went 
astray, which went astray away from 
me after their idols ; they shall even 
bear their iniquity. 

II Yet they shall be ministers in 
my sanctuaiy, *hamng charge at the 
gates of the house, and minister- 
uig to the house : ‘ they shall slay 
the burnt offering and the sacri- 
fice for the people, and " they shall 
stand before them to minister unto 
them. 

12 Because they ministered unto 
them before their idols, and ’‘“caus- 
ed the house of Israel to fall into 
iniquity; therefore have I ‘‘lifted 
up mine hand against them, saith 
the Lord God, and they shall bear 
their iniquity. 

18 "And they shall not come near 
unto me, to do the office of a priest 
unto me, nor to come near to any 
of my holy things, in the most 
holy place: but they shall ‘bear 
their shame, and their abomina- 
tions which they have committed. 

14 But I will make them ’’keep- 
ers of the charge of the house, for 
all the service thereof, and for all 
that shall be done therein. 

15 IF *’ But the priests the Levites, 
‘’the sons of Zadok, that kept the 
charge of my sanctuary ‘when the 
children of Israel went astray from 
me, they shall come near to me to 
minister unto me, and they ^ shall 
stand before me to offer unto me 
“the fat and the blood, saith the 
Lord God : 

16 They shall enter into my sanc- 
tuary, and they shall come near to 
[ ’’ my table, to minister unto me, and 
they shall keep my chaise. 

17 IF And it shall come to pass, 
that when they enter in at the gates 


of the inner court, ’they shall be 
clothed with linen garments; and 
no wool shall come upon them, 
wliiles they minister in the gates 
of the inner court, and within. 

18 ‘‘The)^ shall have linen bonnets 
upon their heads, and shall have 
linen breeches upon their loins ; 
they shall not gird tlmmelves ““with 
any thing that causeth sweat. 

lb And when they go forth into 
the utter court, even into the utter 
court to the people, ’ they shall 
put off their garments wherein they 
ministered, and lay them in the 
holy chambers, and they shall put 
on other garments ; and they shall 
’"not sanctify the people with their 
garments. 

20 "Neither shall they shave their 
heads, nor suffer their locks to 
grow long ; they shall only poll their 
heads. 

21 ’’Neither shall any priest drink 
wine, when they enter into the in- 
ner court. 

22 Neither shall they take for 
their wives a ‘’widow, nor her that 
is ’put away: but they shall take 
maidens of the seed of the house 
of Israel, or a widow ®that had a 
priest before. 

23 And ‘‘ they shall teach my peo- 
ple the difference between the holy 
and jirofane, and cause them to dis- 
cern between the unclean and the 
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ing places. 
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1 ch. 42, 14. 


24 And ■■ in controversy they shall 
stand in judgment ; and they shall 
judge it according to my judg- 
ments : and they shall keep my 
laws and my statutes in all mine 
assemblies ; " and they shall hallow 
my sabbaths. 

25 And they shall come at no 
* dead person to defile themselves : 
but for father, or for mother, or for 
son, or for daughter, for brother, or 
for sister that hath had no husband, 
they may defile themselves. 

26 And " after he is cleansed, they 
shall reckon unto him seven days. 

^ 27 And in the day that he goeth 
into the sanctuary, “unto the inner 
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court, to minister in the sanctuary, 
^ he shall offer his sin offering, saith 
the Lord God. 

28 And it shall be unto them for 
an inheritance: I ‘am their inhe- 
ritance : and ye shall give them 
no possession in Israel : 1 am their 
possession. 

29 “They shall eat the meat offer- 
ing, and the sin offering, and the 
trespass offering; and '’every “de- 
dicated thing in Israel shall be 
thcir^s. 

80 And the ““first of all the first- 
fruits of all things, and every ob- 
lation of all, of every sort of your 
oblations, shall be the priest’s : ye 
"'shall also give unto the priest the 
first of your dough, “that he may 
cause the blessing to rest in thine 
house. 

81 The priests shall not eat of any 
thing that is 'dead of itself, or tonr, 
whether it be fowl or beast. 

CHAPTER XLV. 

1 The portion of land for the sanctuary, Qfor 
the city, 7 a/nd for the prince. 9 Ordinances 
for the prince. 

M oreover, ^when ye shall 
“divide by lot the land for 
inheritance, ye shall ’’ offer an obla- 
tion unto the Lord, ® an holy por- 
tion of the land : the lengtli shall 
he the length of five and twenty 
thousand reeds, and the breadth 
shall he ten thousand. This shall 
he holy in all the borders thereof 
round about. 

2 Of this there shall be for the 
sanctuary “five hundred in length, 
with five hundred in breadth, square 
round about ; and fifty cubits round 
about for the ® suburbs thereof. 

8 And of this measure shalt thou 
measure the length of five and 
twenty thousand, and the breadth 
of ten thousand: ^and in it shall 
be the sanctuary and the most holy 
place. 

^ *The holy portion of the land 
be for tne priests the ministers 
of the emnetuary, which shall come 
near to minister unto the Lord : 


and it shall be a place for their 
houses, and an holy place for the 
sanctuary. 

5 'And the five and twenty thou- 
sand of length, and the ten thou- 
sand of breadth, shall also the Le- 
vites, the ministers of the house, 
have for themselves, for a posses- 
sion for s twenty chambers. 

6 H ‘‘And ye shall appoint the 

E ossession of the city five thousand 
road, and five and twenty thou- 
sand long, over against the obla- 
tion of the holy portion: it shall be 
for the whole house of Israel. 

7 H ‘And a portion shall he for 
the prince on the one side and on 
the other side of the oblation of 
the holy portion, and of the posses- 
sion of the city, before the obla- 
tion of the holy portion, and before 
the possession of the city, from the 
west side westward, and from the 
east side eastward : and the length 
shall he over against one of the 
portions, from the west border unto 
the east border. 

8 In the land shall be his posses- 
sion in Israel : and ^ my princes 
shall no more oppress my people ; 
and the rest of the land shall they 
give to the house of Israel accord- 
ing to their tribes. 

9 H Thus saith the Lord God ; ‘Let 
it suffice you, O princes of Israel : 
“remove violence and spoil, and 
execute judgment and justice, take 
away your “ exactions from my peo- 
ple, saith the Lord God. 

10 Ye shall have just “balances, 
and a just ephah, and a just bath. 

11 The ephali and the bath shall 
be of one measure, that the bath 
may contain the tenth part of an 
homer, and the ephah the tenth 
part of an homer : the measure 
thereof shall be after the homer. 

12 And the " shekel shall he twen- . 
ty gerahs : twenty shekels, five and 
twenty shekels, fiiteen shekels, shall 
be your maneh. 

18 This is the oblation that ye 
shall offer; the sixth part of an 
ephah of an homer of wheat, and 
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‘ Ex. 12. 18. 
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“ Lev. 4. 14. 
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ye shall give the sixth part of an 
ephah of an homer of bailey : 

14 Concerning the ordinance of 
oil, the bath of oil, ye shall offer 
the tenth part of a bath out of the 
cor, which is an homer of ten baths ; 
for ten baths are an homer : 

15 And one ®lamb out of the flock, 
out of two hundred, out of the fat 
pastures of Israel ; for a meat ofler- 
mg, and for a burnt oflering, and 
for ’peace offerings, ^to make re- 
conciliation for them, saith the Lord 
God, 

10 All the people of the land ^ shall 

f ive this oblation ® for the prince in 
srael. 

17 And it shall be the prince’s part 
lo give burnt oflerings, and meat of- 
ferings, and drink offerings, in the 
feasts, and in the new moons, and 
in the sabbaths, in all solemnities 
of the house of 1 srael : he shall pre- 
pare the sin offering, and the meat 
offering, and the burnt offering, and 
the “ peace offerings, to make recon- 
ciliation for the house of Israel. 

18 Thus saith the Lord God ; In 
the first month., in the first day 
of the month, thou shalt take a 
young bullock without blemish, and 
1 cleanse the sanctuary : 

19 "^Aiid the priest sliall take of the 
blood of the sin offering, and put 
it upon the posts of the house, and 
upon the four corners of the settle 
of the altar, and upon the posts of 
the gate of the inner court. 

20 And so thou shalt do the se- 
venth day of the month "for every 
one that erreth, and for him that 
is simple : so shall ye reconcile the 
house. 

21 ‘In the first month, in the four- 
teenth day of the month, ye shall 
have tlie passover, a feast of seven 
days ; unleavened bread shall be 
eaten. 

22 And upon that day shall the 
prince prepare for himself and for 
all tlie people of the land "a bul- 
lock/or a sin offering. 

28 And 'seven days of the feast 
he shall prepare a burnt ofieiing 



to the Lord, seven bullocks and 
seven rams without blemish daily 
the seven days; ^and a kid of the 
goats daily /or a sin offering. ‘ 

24 ‘And he shall prepare a meat 29!6,ii,i6, 
offering of an ephah for a bullock, *S.«. 6 , 7 . 
and an ephah for a ram, and an 

hin of oil for an ephah. 

25 In the seventh month, in the 
fifteenth day of the month, shall 

he do the like in the “feast of the *lov, 23.34. 
seven days, according to the sin 
offering, according to the burnt 
offering, and according to the meat 
offering, and according to the oil. 

CHAPTER XLVI. 

1 Ordinances for the prince in his vxrrddp, 

1) a/nd for the people. 16 An order for the 
prince’s Inheritance. 19 The cowrts for hoU- 
imj and hahituj. 

T hus saith the Lord God ; The 
gate of the inner court that 
looketh toward the east shall be i 
shut the six working days; but on 
the sabbath it shall be opened, and 
in the day of the new moon it shall 
be opened. 

2 “And the prince shall enter by 
the way of the porch of that gate 
without, and shall stand by the 
post of the gate, and the priests 
shall prepare his burnt offering and 
his peace offerings, and he shall 
worship at the threshold of the 
gate : then he shall go forth ; but 
the gate shall not be shut until the 
evening. 

8 Likewise the people of the land 
shall worship at the door of this 
gate before the Lord in the sab- 
baths and in the new moons. 

4 And the burnt oflTering that the •’ ch- 17- 
prince shall offer unto the Lord in 
the sabbath day shall he six lambs 
without blemish, and a ram with- 
out blemish. 

5 ®And the meat offering shall he *ch.«.24. 
an ephali for a ram, and the meat ^ ’ 
offering for the lambs “as he shall 
be able to give, and an hin of oil 
to an ephah. 

^ 6 Ana in the day of the new moon 
it shall he a young bullock without 
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blemish, and six lambs, and a ram : 
they shall be without blemish. 

7 And he shall prepare a meat 
offering, an ephah for a bullock, 
and an ephah for a ram, and for 
the lambs according as his hand 
shall attain unto, and an hin of oil 
to an ephah. 

8 ^And when the prince shall en- 
ter, he shall go in by the way of 
the porch of mat gate, and he shall 
go forth by the way thereof. 

9 II But when the people of the 
land * shall come before the Lord 
in the solemn feasts, he that enter- 
eth in by the way of the north gate 
to worship shall go out by the way 
of the south gate ; and he that en- 
tereth by the way of the south 
gate shall go forth by the way of 
the north gate : he shall not return 
by the way of the gate whereby 
he came in, but shall go forth over 
against it. 

10 And the prince in the midst 
of them, when they go in, shall go 
in; and when they go forth, shall 
go forth. 

11 And in the feasts and in the 
solemnities Hhe meat offering shall 
be an ephah to a bullock, and an 
ephah to a ram, and to the lambs 
as he is able to give, and an hin of 
oil to an ephah. 

12 Now when the prince shall pre- 
pare a voluntaiy burnt offering or 
peace offerings voluntarily unto the 
Lord, shall then open him the 
gate that looketh toward the east, 
and he shall prepare his burnt of- 
fering and his peace offerings, as he 
did on the sabbath day; then he 
shall go forth; and after his going 
forth one shall shut the gate. 

18 ^ Thou shalt daily prepare a 
burnt offering unto the Lord <yf a 
lamb ® of the first year without ble- 
mish : thou shalt prepare it ® every 
morning. 

14 And thou shalt prepare a meat 
offering for it every morning, the 
sixth part of an ephah, and the 
third ^rt of an hin of oil, to temper 
with the fine fiour ; a meat offenng 


continually by a perpetual ordi- 
nance unto the Lord. 

15 Thus shall they prepare the 
lamb, and the meat oflering, and 
the oil, every morning for a con- 
tinual burnt offering. 

IG U Thus saith the Lord God ; If 
the prince give a gift unto any of 
his sons, the inheritance thereof 
shall be his sons’; it shall he then* 
possession by inheritance. 

17 But if he give a gift of his in- 
heritance to one of his servants, 
then it shall be his to Hhe year of 
liberty; after it shall return to the 
prince : but his inheritance shall be 
nis sons’ for them. 

18 Moreover ’‘the prince shall not 
take of the people’s inheritance by 
oppression, to thrust them out of 
their possession ; hut he shall give 
his sons inheritance out of his own 
possession : that my people be not 
scattered every man from his pos- 
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session. 


19 IT After he brought me through 
the entry, which was at the side 
of the gate, into the holy chambers 
of the priests, which looked toward 
the north ; and, behold, there wm a 
place on the two sides westward. 

20 Then said he unto me. This is 
the place where the priests shall 
’boil the trespass offering and the 
sin offering, where they shall “ bake 
•the meat offering; that they bear 
them not out into the utter court, 
*“ to sanctify the people. 

21 Then he brought me forth in- 
to the utter court, and caused me 
to pass by the four corners of the 
court ; and, behold, ® in every cor- 
ner of the court there was a court. 

22 In the four corners of the court 
there were courts “joined of forty 
mints long and thirty broad : these 
four ^ corners were of one measure. 

23 And there teas a row of huilding 
round about in them, round about 
them four, and it was made with 
boiling places under the rows round 
about. 

24 Then said he unto me. These 
are the places of them that boil.

CHAPTER XLVII. 

1 TJic vision of tfie holy tcatcrs. 6 The virtue 
of them. 13 Tlie horilcre of the land. 22 The 
division of it by lot. 

AFTERWARD he brought me 
I\ again unto the door of the 
house ; and, behold, " waters issued 
out from under the threshold of the 
house eastward : for the forefront of 
the house stood toward the east, and 
the waters came down from under 
from the ri^ht side of the house, at 
the south side of the altar. 

2 Then brought he me out of the 
way of the gate northward, and led 
me about the way without unto the 
utter gate by the way that looketh 
eastward ; and, behold, there ran 
out waters on the right side. 

8 And when '’the man that had 
the line in his hand went forth 
eastward, he measured a thousand 
cubits, and he brought me through 
the waters ; the “ waters were to the 
ancles. 

4 A^in he measured a thousand, 
and brought me through the wa- 
ters ; the waters ivere to the knees. 
Again he measured a thousand, and 
brought me through ; the waters 
tvere to the loins. 

5 Afterward he measured a thou- 
sand ; and it teas a river that 1 
could not pass over : for the waters 
were risen, "waters to swim in, a 
river that could not be passed over. 

0 H And he said unto me, Son of 
man, hast thou seen this .? Then he 
brought me, and caused me to re- 
turn to the brink of the river. 

7 Now when I had returned, be- 
hold, at the ‘bank of the river loere 
very many “ trees on the one side 
and on the other. 

8 Then said he unto me. These 
waters issue out toward the east 
country, and go down into the ® de- 
sert, and go into the sea : which 


being broueht forth into tlie sea, the 
waters shall be healed. 

9 And it shall come to pass, that 


every thing that liveth, which mov- 
eth, whithersoever the "rivers shall 
come, shall live : and there shall be 
a very great multitude of fish, be- 
cause these waters shall come thi- 
ther : for they shall be healed ; and 
every thing shall live whither the 
river cometh. 

10 And it shall come to pass, that 
the fishei*s shall stand upon it from 
En-gedi even unto En-eglaim ; they 
Shan be a place to spread forth 
nets ; their fish shall be according 
to tlieir kinds, as the fish ''of the 
great sea, exceeding many. 

11 But the miry places tnereof and 
the marishes thereof " shall not be 
healed ; they shall be given to salt. 

12 And “by the river upon the 
bank thereof, on this side and on 
that side, ‘shall grow all trees for 
meat, 'whose leaf shall not fade, 
neither shall the fruit thereof be 
consumed : it shall bring forth ®new 
fruit according to his months, be- 
cause their waters they issued out 
of the sanctuary: and the fruit 
thereof shall be for meat, and the 
leaf thereof ® for « medicine. 

13 H Thus saith the Lord God ; 
This shall he the border, whereby 
yc shall inherit the land according 
to the twelve tribes of Israel : '‘Jo- 
seph shall have two portions. 

14 And ye shall inherit it, one 
as well as another: concerning the 
which I lifted up mine hand to 
give it unto your fathers : and this 
land shall ''fall unto you for inhe- 
ritance. 

15 And this shall be the border 
of the land toward the north side, 
from the great sea, 'the way of 
Hethlon, as men go to “ Zedad ; 

16 “Hamath, “Berothah, Sibraim, 
which is between the border of 
Damascus and the border of Ha- 
math ; " Hazar-hatticon, which is by 
the coast of Hauran. 

17 And the border from the sea 
shall be p Hazar-enan, the border 
of Damascus, and the north north- 
ward, and the border of Hamath. 
And this is the north side.

And this is the east side. 

19 And the south side southward, 
from Tamar even to ‘‘the waters of 
® strife in Kadesh, the ‘river to the 
great sea. And this is ®the south 
side southward. 

20 The west side also shall be the 
great sea from the border, till a 
man come over against Hamath. 
This is the west side. 

21 So shall ye divide this land unto 
you according to the tribes of Israel. 

22 H And it shall come to pass, 
that ye shall divide it by lot for an 
inheritance unto you, "^and to the 
strangers that sojourn among you, 
which shall beget children among 
you : * and they shall be unto you 
as bom in the country among the 
children of Israel ; they shall have 
inheritance with you among the 
tribes of Israel. 

28 And it shall come to pass, that 
in what tribe the stranger sojoum- 
eth, there shall ye give him his in- 
heritance, saith the Lord God. 

CHAPTER XLVIII. 

1, 23 The portions of the twdve tribes, 8 qf the 
sanctuary, 16 of the dty and sidmrhs, 21 and 
of the pnnce, 30 The dimensions and gates 
of the city. 

N OW these are the names of the 
tribes. ‘From the north end 
to the coast of the way of Heth- 
lon, as one goeth to Hamath, Ha- 
zar-enan, the border of Damascus 
northward, to the coast of Hamath ; 
for these are his sides east and west ; 
®a portion for Dan. 

2 And by the border of Dan, from 
the east side unto the west side, a 
portion for Asher. 

8 And by the border of Asher, from 
the east side even unto the west 
side, Si portion for Naphtali. 

4 And by the border of Naphtali, 
from the east side unto the west 
side, a portion for Manasseh. 


5 And by the border of Manasseh, 
from the east side unto the west 
side, 0 . portion for Ephraim. 

6 And by the border of Ephraim, 
from the east side even unto the 
west side, a portion for Reuben. 

7 And by the border of Reuben, 
from the east side unto the west 
side, ^portion ybr Judah. 

8 ^ And by the border of Judah, 
from the east side unto the west 
side, shall be •’the offering which 
ye shall offer of five and twenty 
thousand reeds in breadth, and in 
length as one of the other parts, 
from the east side unto the west 
side : and the sanctuaiy shall be in 
the midst of it. 

9 The oblation that ye shall offer 
unto the Lord shall he of five and 
twenty thousand in length, and of 
ten thousand in breadth. 

10 And for them, even for the 
priests, shall be this holy oblation; 
toward the north five and twenty 
thousand in length, and toward the 
west ten thousand in breadth, and 
toward the east ten thousand in 
breadth, and toward the south five 
and twenty thousand in length : and 
the sanctuary of the Lord shall be 
in the midst thereof. 

11 °^It shall be for the priests that 
are sanctified of the sons of Za- 
dok ; which have kept my * charge, 
which went not astray when the 
children of Israel went astray, ‘•as 
the Levites went astray. 

12 And this oblation of the land 
that is offered shall be unto them 
a thing most holy by the border of 
the Levites. 

18 And over against the border 
of the priests the Levites shall have 
five and twenty thousand in length, 
and ten thousand in breadth : all 
the length shall he five and twenty 
thousand, and the breadth ten thou- 
sand. 

14 ®And they shall not sell of it, 
neither exchange, nor alienate the 
firstfruits of the land : for it is holy 
unto the Lord. 

15 IF ^And the five thousand, that 
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are left in the breadth over against 
the five and twenty thousand, shall 
be ‘'a profane jp/ace for the city, for 
dwelling, and for suburbs : and the 
city shsdl be in the midst thereof. 

16 And these shall he the mea- 
sures thereof; the north side four 
thousand and five hundred, and the 
south side four thousand and five 
hundred, and on the east side four 
thousand and five hundred, and the 
west side four thousand and five 
hundred. 

17 And the suburbs of the city 
shall be toward the north two hun- 
dred and fifty, and toward the 
south two hundred and fifty, and 
toward the east two hundred and 
fifty, and toward the west two hun- 
dred and fifty. 

18 And the residue in length over 
I against the oblation of the holy por- 
tion shall he ten thousand eastward, 
and ten thousand westward : and it 
shall be over against the oblation of 
the holy portion ; and the increase 
thereof shall be for food unto them 
that serve the city. 

19 ’'And they that serve the city 
shall serve it out of all the tribes 
of Israel. 

20 All the oblation shall he five 
and twenty thousand by five and 
twenty thousand : ye shall offer the 
holy oblation foursquare, with the 
possession of the city. 

21 H And the residue shall he for 
the prince, on the one side and on 
the other of the holy oblation, and 
of the possession of the city, over 
against the five and twenty thou- 
sand of the oblation toward the east 
border, and westward over against 
the five and twenty thousand to- 
ward the west border, over against 
the portions for the prince : and it 
shall be the holy oblation ; ''and the 
sanctuary of the house shall he in 
the midst thereof. 

22 Moreover from the possession 
of the Levites, and from the pos- 
session of the city, being in the 
midst of that which is the prince’s, 
between the border of Juaah and 


the border of Benjamin, shall be for 
the prince. 

28 As for the rest of the tribes, from 
the east side unto the west side, 
Benjamin shall have portion. 

24 And by the border of Benjamin, 
from the east side unto the west 
side, Simeon shall have sl portion. 

25 And by the border of Simeon, 
from the east side unto the west 
side, Issachar a portion. 

26 And by the border of Issa- 
char, from the east side unto the 
west side, Zebulun Sk portion. 

27 And by the border of Zebulun, 
from the east side unto the west 
side. Gad apoHion. 

28 And by the border of Gad, at 
the south side southward, the bor- 
der shall be even from Tamar unto 
' the waters of^ ® strife in Kadesh, 
and to the river toward the great 
sea. 

29 "’This is the land which ye 
shall divide by lot unto the tribes 
of Israel for inheritance, and these 
are their portions, saith the Lord 
God. 

30 H And these are the goings out 
of the city on the north side, four 
thousand and five hundred mea- 
sures. 

31 "And the gates of the cit^ shall 
he after the names of the tribes of 
Israel : thrife gates northward ; one 
gate of Reuben, one gate of Judah, 
one gate of Levi. 

32 And at the east side four thou- 
sand and five hundred; and three 
gates; and one gate of Joseph, one 
^te of Benjamin, one gate of Dan. 

83 And at the south side four thou- 
sand and five hundred measures : 
and three gates ; one gate of Si- 
meon, one gate of Issachar, one 
gate of Zebulun. 

84 At the west side four thousand 
and five hundred, with their three 
gates; one gate of Gad, one gate 
of Asher, one gate of Naphtali. 

85 It was round about eighteen 
thousand measures : ®and the name 
pf the city fi’om that day sImU 6e, 

*’The Lord is there. 
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CHAPTER I. 

1 JehoiaMm’a captivity. 3 Ashpenaz taJceth 
Daniel, HananiaJi, Miahad, a/nd AmriaJi. 
8 Th^ refuainy the king’s portion do proaper 
with pvlae and water. 17 Their enxeUeney 
in wisdom. 

I N the third year of the reign of 
Jehoiakim king of Judah “came 
Nebuchadnezzar King of Babylon 
unto Jerusalem, and besieged it. 

2 And the Lord gave Jehoiakim 
king of Judah into his hand, with 
‘‘part of the vessels of the house 
of God: which he carried ®into the 
land of Shinar to the house of his 
god ; ^ and he brought the vessels 
into the treasure house of his god. 

8 II And the king spake unto Ash- 
penaz the master of his eunuchs, 
that he should bring ♦ certain of the 
children of Israel, and of the king’s 
seed, and of the prills ; 

4 Children “ in whom woe no 
blemish, but well favoured, and 
skilful in all wisdom, and cunning 
in knowledge, and understanding 
science, and such as had ability 
in them to stand in the king’s pa- 
lace, and ^whom they might teach 
the learning and the tongue of the 
Chaldeans. 

5 And the king appointed them a 
daily provision of the king’s meat, 
and of ® the wine which he drank : 
so nourishing them three years, that 
at the end thereof they might ‘'stand 
before the king. 

6 Now among these were of the 
children of Judah, Daniel, Hana- 
niah, Mishael, and Azariah : 

7 ‘‘Unto whom the prince of the 


eunuchs gave names : ‘ for he gave 
unto Daniel the name of Belte^az- 
zar; and to Hananiah, of Shadri: Ii, 
and to Mishael, of Meshach ; and to 
Azariah, of Abed-nego. 

8 II But Daniel purpostc! in 
heart that he would not de‘:ie hini- 

the portion ol the king’s 
meat, nor ith the wine wi;i* ^ he 
drank : therefore he requested of 
(he prince of tlie eunuchs that he 
might not defile himself. 

9 Now ‘God had brought Daniel 
into favour and tender love with 
the prince of the eunuchs. 

10 And the prmce of the eunuchs 
said unto Daniel, I fear my lord the 
king, who hath appointed your meat 
and your drink : for why should he 
see your faces 'worse liking than 
the children which are of your ’sort ? 
then shall ye make me endanger my 
head to the king. 

11 Then said Daniel to ‘Melzar, 
whom the prince of the eunuchs 
had set over Daniel, Hananiah, Mi- 
shael, and Azariah, 

12 Prove thy servants, I beseech 
thee, ten days ; and let them give us 
’pulse "to eat, and water to (Rink. 

18 Then let our countenances be 
looked upon before thee, and the 
countenance of the children that 
eat of the portion of the king’s 
meat : and as thou seest, deal with 
thy servants. 

14 So he consented to them in this 
matter, and proved them ten days. 

15 And at the end of ten aays 
their countenances appeared fairer 
and fatter in flesh than all the 
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children which did eat the portion 
of the king’s meat. 

16 Thus Melzar took away the 
portion of their meat, and the wine 
that they should drink ; and gave 
them pulse. 

17 II As for these four children, 
“God gave them “knowledge and 
skill in all learning and wisdoin : 
and *Daniel had “understanding in 
all visions and dreams. 

18 Now at the end of the days 
that the king had said he should 
bring them in, then the prince of 

• the eunuchs brought them in before 
N ebiicliadnezzar. 

19 And the king communed v ith 

them ; and among them all was 
Ku'.'kI none like TV.niel. TTanauiah, 
Misliacl, and v tl-orefore 

p stood till y * >' iJi. k 

20'*Aju1 ) . dl S' . >.:s of wisdom 
and undeiKt - v.v: /. tbat the king 
enquired of tlicni, ’ found them 
ten times better than all the ma- 
gicians and astrologers that were in 
all his realm. 

21 ''And Daniel continued even un- 
to the first year of king Cyrus. 

CHAPTER II. 

1 Nehichadnesszar, forcfcttimj his dream, requir- 
eth it of the Chaldcam, hy promises and 
threatenvngSe 10 TIaty achwwledging their 
inability are judged to die, 14 Daniel db- 
tainidfig sonw respite findeth the dream, 19 
He hlesseth God. 24 He stayimj the decree is 
hrotufM to tim king. 31 The> dream, 36 The 
interpretation, 46 DanieVs advancement, 

A nd in the second year of 
the reign of Nebuchadnezzar 
Nebuchadnezzar dreamed dreams, 
“wherewith his spirit was troubled, 
and ‘‘his sleep brake from him. 

2 “Then the king commanded to 
call the magicians, and the astro- 
logers, and the sorcerers, and the 
Chaldeans, for to shew the king his 
dreams. So they came and stood 
before the king. 

8 And the king said unto them, 
I have dreamed a dream, and my 
spirit was troubled to know the 
dream. 


4 Then spake the Chaldeans to the 
king in Syriack, king, live for 
ever: tell thy servants the dream, 
and we will shew the interpreta- 
tion. 

5 The king answered and said to 
the Chaldeans, The thing is gone 
from me : if ye will not make 
known unto me the dream, with 
the interpretation thereof, ye shall 
be ““cut in pieces, and your houses 
shall be made a dunghill. 

6 ^But if ye shew the dream, and 

the interpretation thereof, ye shall 
recei'' ■ of me gifts and “rewards 
an<l honour: therefore shew 

m(' tile (li eatn, and the interpreta- 
tion siii'reof. 

7 lliev answered again and said, 
I.ct li.e king tell his servants the 
dream, and we will shew the inter- 
pretation of it. 

8 The king answered and said, 
I know of certainty that ye would 
^gain the time, because ye see the 
tiling is gone from me. 

9 But if ye will not make known 
unto me the dream, ^ there is hut 
one decree for you : for ye have 
prepared lying and corrupt words 
to speak before me, till the time 
be changed : therefore tell me the 
dream, and I shall know that ye can 
shew me the interpretation thereof. 

10 IT The Chaldeans answered be- 
fore the king, and said. There is 
not a man upon the earth that can 
shew the king’s matter : therefore 
there is no king, lord, nor ruler, that 
asked such things at any magician, 
or astrologer, or Chaldean. 

11 And It is a rare thing that the 
king requireth, and there is none 
other that can shew it before the 
king, ‘‘except the gods, whose dwell- 
ing is not with flesh. 

12 For this cause the king was 
angi'y and very furious, and com- 
manded to destroy all the wise men 
of Babylon. 

18 And the decree went forth that 
the wise men should be slain ; and 
they sought Daniel and his fellows 
to be slam. 
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14 IF Then Daniel 'answered with 
counsel and wisdom to Arioch the 
'‘captain of the king’s ^ard, which 
was gone forth to slay the wise men 
of Babylon ; 

15 He answered and said to Arioch 
the king’s captain, Why « the de- 
cree 80 nasty from the king ? Then 
Arioch made the thing known to 
Daniel 

16 Then Daniel went in, and de- 
sired of the king that he would 
give him time, and that he would 
shew the king the interpretetion. 

17 Then Daniel .’'ent to his house, 
and m^e the thing known to Ha- 
naniah, Mishael, and A/ariah, his 
companions : 

18 ‘That they would desire mer- 
cies ®of the God of heaven con- 
cerning this secret ; ® that Daniel 
and his fellows should not perish 
with the rest of the wise men of 
Babylon. 

19 IF Then was the secret reveal- 
ed unto Daniel ‘‘in a night vision. 
Then Daniel blessed the God of 
heaven. 

20 Daniel answered and said, 
‘Blessed be the name of God for 
ever and ever : "* for wisdom and 
might are his : 

21 And he changeth "the times 
and the seasons : " he removeth 
kings, and setteth up kings : p he 

f iveth wisdom unto the wise, and 
nowledge to them that know un- 
derstanding : 

22 ’He revealeth the deep and se- 
cret things : 'he knoweth what w in 
the darkness, and *the light dwell- 
eth with him. 

28 I thank thee, and praise thee, 
O thou God of my fathers, who 
hast given me wisdom and might, 
and hast made known unto me now 
what we * desired of thee ; for thou 
hast now made known unto us the 
king’s matter. 

24 f Therefore Daniel went in un- 
to Arioch, whom the king had or- 
dained to destroy the wise men of 
Babylon : he went and said thus 
unto him; Destroy not the wise 


men of Babylon : bring me in be- 
fore the king, and I will shew unto 
the king the interpretation. 

25 Then Arioch brought in Daniel 
before the king in haste, and said 
thus unto him, 'I have found a man 
of the 'captives of Judah, that will 
make known unto the king the in- 
terpretation. 

26 The king answered and said to 
Daniel, whose name was Belteshaz- 
zar, Art thou able to make known 
unto me the dream which I have 
seen, and the interpretation there- 
of? 

27 Daniel answers d tlic presence 
of the king, and sajid, I'he secret 
which tlie king hath demanded can- 
not the wise men, the astroJogen;, . 
the magicians, the sooth^a' ers, shew 
onto the king ; 

28 "But il e»’e is a God i.i neaven 
that revealeth secret^, and ‘ mr keth 
known the king NebiichadneZ.zar 
*what shall l»e in the latter days. 
Thy dream, and the visions of thy 
head upon thy bed, are these ; 

29 As for thee, O king, thy thoughts 
'came into thy mind upon thy bed, 
what should come to pass hereafter : 
^ and he that revealeth secrets mak- 
eth known to thee what shall come 
to pass. 

80 *But as for me, this secret is 
not revealed to me for any wisdom 
that I have more than any living, 
®but for their sakes that shall make 
known the interpretation to the 
king, "and that thou mightest know 
the thoughts of thy heart. 

81 IF Thou, O king, ^sawest, and 
behold a great image. This great 
image, whose brightness woe ex- 
cellent, stood before thee ; and the 
form thereof wa^ terrible. 

82 ‘’This image’s head was of fine 
gold, his breast and his arms of 
silver, his belly and his 'thighs of 
brass, 

88 His legs of iron, his feet part of 
iron and part of clay. 

84 Thou sawest till that a stone 
was cut out * "without hands, which 
smote the image upon his feet that 
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were of iron and clay, and brake 
them to pieces. 

85 Then was the iron, the clay, 
the brass, the silver, and the gold, 
broken to pieces together, and be- 
came ^like the chalF of the sum- 
mer threshingfloors ; and the wind 
carried them away, that ®no place 
was found for them : and the stone 
that smote the image ^became a 
great mountain, * and filled the 
whole earth. 

80 IF This is the dream; and we 
will tell the interpretation thereof 
before the king. 

87 •‘Thou, O king, art a king of 

kings: ‘for the God of heaven hatli 
given thee a kingdom, power, and 
strength, and glory. ! 

88 ‘'Arid wheresoever the childii n 
of men dwell, the beasts of the ^ic'd 
and the fowls of tlie heaven hath 
he given into thine hand, and hath 
made thee ruler over them all. ‘Thou 
art, this head of gold. 

89 And after thee shall arise '"an- 
other kingdom "inferior to thee, and 
another third kingdom of bmss, 
which shall bear rule over all the 
earth. 

40 And "the fourth kingdom shall 
be strong as iron : forasmuch as iron 
breaketh in pieces and subdueth all 
things: and as iron that breaketh 
all these, shall it break in pieces 
and bruise. 

41 And whereas thou sawest •’the 
feet and toes, part of potters’ clay, 
and part of iron, the kingdom shall 
be divided ; but there shall be in it 
of the strength of the iron, foras- 
much as thou sawest the iron mixed 
with miry clay. 

42 And ae the toes of the feet were 
part of iron, and part of clay, so the 
kingdom shall be partly strong, and 
partly “broken. 

48 And whereas thou sawest iron 
mixed with miry clay, they shall 
mingle themselves with the seed 
of men: but they shall not cleave 
*one to another, even as iron is not! 
mixed with clay. I j 

44 And in ^the days of these^kin^ 


^ shall the God of heaven set up 
a kingdom, 'which shall never be 
destroyed: and the “kingdom shall 
not be left to other people, *hut it 
shall break in pieces and consume 
all these kingdoms, and it shaU 
stand for ever. 

45 '^Forasmuch as thou sawest that 
the stone was cut out of the moun- 
tain “without hands, and that it 
brake in pieces the iron, the brass, 
tlie clay, the silver, and the gold; 
the OTeat God hath made known to 
the king what shall come to pass 
* hereafter : and the dream is cer- 
tain, and the interpretation thereof 
sure. 

46 IF "Then the king Nebuchadnez- 
zar fell upon his face, and worship- 
ped Daniel, and commanded that 
they should offer an oblation "and 
sweet odours unto him. 

47 The king answered unto Daniel, 
and said. Of a truth it is, that your 
God is a God of gods, and a Lord 
of kings, y and a revealer of se- 
crets, seeing thou couldest reveal 
this secret. 

48 Then the king made Daniel a 
gi’eut man, “and ^ve him many 
great gifts, and made him ruler over 
the whole province of Babylon, and 
" chief of the governors over all the 
wise men of Babylon. 

49 Tlien Daniel requested of the 
king, ‘ and he set Shadrach, Me- 
shach, and Abed-nego, over the af- 
fairs of the province of Babylon : 
but Daniel ^sat in the gate of the 
king. 

CHAPTER III. 

1 Ndmchudnessa/r dediealeth a golden image in 
Dura. 8 Shadrach, Meehach, and Abed-nego 
are accused for not worshipping the image. 
13 Tltey, heituj threatened, make a good con- 
fesskm. 19 Qod ddivereth them out of the 
finuu; 26 Nebuichadneaiar seeing the mi- 
raeti hb.'tseth Ood. 

VrEllDCHADNEZZAR the king 
i -lA made an image of gold, whose 
height was threescore cubits, and 
' the breadth thereof six cubits : he 
set it up in the plain of Dura, in the 
province of Babylon. 
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2 Then Nebuchadnezzar the king 
sent to gather together the princes, 
the governors, and the captains, the 
judges, the treasurers, tiie counsel- 
lors, the sheriffs, and all the rul- 
ers of the provinces, to come to 
the dedication of the image which 
Nebuchadnezzar the king had set 
up. 

8 Then the princes, the governors, 
and captains, the judges, the trea- 
surers, the counsellors, the sheriffs, 
and all the rulers of the provinces, 
were gathered together unto the 
dedication of the image that Ne- 
buchadnezzar the king had set up ; 
and they stood before the image 
that Nebuchadnezzar had set up. 

4 Then an herald cried “aloud,* To 
you Mt is commanded, *0 people, 
nations, and languages, 

5 That at what time ye hear the 
sound of the cornet, flute, harp, 
sackbut, psalteiy, dulcimer, and 
all kinds of musick, ye fall down 
and worship the golden image that 
Nebuchadnezzar the king hath set 
up: 

6 And whoso falleth not down and 
worshippeth shall the same hour 
^ be cast into the midst of a burn- 
ing fiery furnace. 

7 Therefore at that time, when all 
the people heard the sound of the 
comet, flute, harp, sackbut, psal- 
tery, and all kinds of musick, all 
the people, the nations, and the 
lanmiages, fell down and worship- 
ped the golden image that Nebu- 
chadnezzar the king had set up. 

8 H Wherefore at that time certain 
Chaldeans ® came near, and accused 
the Jews. 

• 9 They spake and said to the king 
Nebucnadnezzar, '*0 king, live for 
ever. 

10 Thou, O king, hast made a de- 
cree, that every man that shall hear 
the sound of the comet, flute, harp, 
sackbut, psaltery, and dulcimer, and 
all kinds of musick, shall fall down 
and worship the golden image : 

11 And whoso falleth not down 
and worshippeth, that he should be 


cast into the midst of a burning 
fiery furnace. 

12 “There are certain Jews whom 
thou hast set over the affairs of the 
province of Babylon, Shadrach, Me- 
shach, and Abed-nego ; these men, 
O king, “have not regarded thee: 
they serve not thy gods, nor wor- 
ship the golden image which thou 
hast set up. 

18 H Then Nebuchadnezzar in his 
rage and fury commanded to bring 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego. 
Then they brought these men be- 
fore the king. 

14 Nebuchadnezzar spake and said 
unto them. Is it “true, O Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, do not 
ye serve my gods, nor worship the 
golden image which I have set up ? 

15 Now if ye be ready that at what 
time ye hear the sound of the cor- 
net, flute, harp, sackbut, psaltery, 
and dulcimer, and all kinds of mu- 
sick, ye fall down and worship the 
image which I have made; Uvell : 
but if ye worship not, ye shall be 
cast the same hour into the midst 
of a burning fiery furnace ; ® and 
who is that God that shall deliver 
you out of my hands ? 

16 Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
nego, answered and said to the 
king, O Nebuchadnezzar, '“we are 
not careful to answer thee in this 
matter. 

17 If it be so, our God whom we 
serve is able to deliver us from the 
burning fiery furnace, and he will 
deliver ns out of thine hand, O 
king. 

18 But if not, be it known unto 
thee, O king, that we will not serve 
thy gods, nor worship the golden 
image which thou hast set up. 

19 II Then was Nebuchadnezzar 
^full of fury, and the form of his 
visage was changed against Sha- 
dra^, Meshach, and Abed-nego : 
therefore he spake, and commanded 
that they should heat the furnace 
one seven times more than it was 
wont to be heated. 

20 And he commanded the ^most 
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mighty men that were in his army 
to bind Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abed-nego, and to cast them into 
the burning fiery furnace. 

21 Then ^ese men were bound in 
their * coats, their hosen, and their 
* hats, and their other gaments, and 
were cast into the midst of the 
burning fiery funiace. 

22 Therefore because the king’s 
^commandment was urgent, and the 
furnace exceeding hot, the Aflame 
of the fire slew those men that took 
up Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
nego. 

28 And these three men, Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, fell down 
bound into the midst of the burn- 
ing fiery furnace. 

24 Then Nebuchadnezzar the king 
was astonied, and rose up in haste, 
and spake, and said unto his “coun- 
sellors, Did not wc cast three men 
bound into the midst of the fire ? 
They answered and said unto the 
king. True, O king. 

25 He answered and said, Lo, I 
see four men loose, ‘ walking in the 
midst of the fire, and ^ they have no 
hurt ; and the form of the fourth is 
like ‘'the Son of God. 

26 H Then Nebuchadnezzar came 
near to the “mouth of the burning 
fiery furnace, and spake, and said, 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, 
ye servants of the most high God, 
come forth, and come hither. Then 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-ne- 
go, came forth of the midst of the 
fire. 

27 And the princes, governors, and 
captains, and the king’s counsellors, 
being gathered together, saw these 
men, ‘upon whose bodies the fire 
had no power, nor was an hair of 
their head singed, neither were their 
coats changed, nor the smell of fire 
had passed on them. 

28 Then Nebuchadnezzar spake, 
and said, Blessed he the God of 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, 
who hath sent his angel, and deli- 
vered his servants that “trusted in 
him, and have changed the king’s 
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word, and yielded their bodies, that 
they might not serve nor worship 

any god, except their own God. ^ ° * 

29 "Therefore “I make a decree, "ch. 6 . 26 . 
That everjr people, nation, and Ian- 
guage, which speak “any thing amiss hy me, 
agamst the God of Shadra^, Me- 
shach, and Abed-nego, shall be 
°^cut in pieces, and their houses "ch. 2 . 6 . 
shall be made a dunghill : ^because 
there is no other God that can de- >’ch.6. 27. 
liver after this sort. 

80 Then the king “promoted Sha- ’’Chaid.wjad 
dmcli, Meshach, and Abed-nego, in 
the province of Babylon. 

CHAPTER IV.

you. 

2 “I thought it good to shew the ''Chaid./<ir( 
signs and wonders ’’that the high "me. 

God hath wrought toward me. “ ch. 3 . 26 . 

3 *How great are his si^s I and ‘“ch.e. 27 . 
how mighty are his wonders ! his 
kingdom is ^ an everlasting king- 
dom, and his dominion is from ge- Ve. M.' 
neration to generation. 

4 U I Nebuchadnezzar was at rest 
in mine house, and flourishing in 
my palace : 

5 1 saw a dream which made me 
afraid, ® and the thoughts upon my 
bed arid the visions of my head 
^troubled me. 

6 Therefore made I a decree to 
bring in all the wise men of Ba- 
bylon before me, that they might 
make known unto me the interpre- 
tation of the dream. 

7 'Then came in the magicians, 
the astrologers, the Chaldeans, and 
the soothsayers : and I told the 
dream before them; but they did 
not make known unto me the inter- 
pretation thereof. 

8 IT But at the last Daniel came in 
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before me, whose name ime Belte- 
shazzar, according to the name of 
n^ god, ‘ and in whom U the spirit 
of the holy gods : and before him I 
told the dream, saying^ 

9 O Belteshazzar, '‘master of the 
magicians, because I know that the 
spirit of the holy gods is in thee, 
and no secret troubleth thee, tell 
me the visions of my dream that 
I have seen, and the interpretation 
thereof. 

10 Thus were the visions of mine 
head in my bed ; saw, and be- 
hold 'a tree in the midst of the 
earth, and the height thereof was 
great. 

11 The tree grew, and was strong, 
and the height thereof reached unto 
heaven, and the sight thereof to the 
end of all the earth : 

12 The leaves thereof were fair, 
and tlie fruit thereof much, and in 
it was meat for all : ™ the beasts of 
the field had shadow under it, and 
the fowls of the heaven dwelt in 
the boughs thereof, and all flesh was 
fed of it. 

18 I saw in the visions of my 
head upon my bed, and, behold, 
” a watcher and ® an holy one came 
down from heaven ; 

14 He cried “aloud, and said thus, 
pHew down the tree, and cut off* 
his branches, shake off* his leaves, 
and scatter his fruit : let the beasts 
get away from under it, and the 
fowls from his branches : 

15 Nevertheless leave the stump of 
his roots in the earth, even witli 
a band of iron and brass, in the 
tender grass of the field ; and let 
it be wet with the dew of heaven, 
and let his portion he with the 
beasts in the grass of the earth : 

16 Let his heart be changed from 
man’s, and let a beast’s heart be 
given unto him ; and let seven 'times 
pass over him. 

17 This matter is by the decree 
of the watchers, and the demand by 
the word of the holy ones : to the 
intent 'that the living may know 
* that the most High ruleth in the 
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kingdom of men, and giveth it to 
whomsoever he will, and setteth up 
over it the basest of men. . 

18 This dream I king Nebuchad- 
nezzar have seen. Now thou, O Bel- 
teshazzar, declare the interpreta- 
tion thereof, "forasmuch as all the "Gen. 41.8,16. 
wise men of* my kingdom are not 
able to make known unto me the 
interpretation : but thou art able ; 

*for the spirit of the holy gods is ''rm. 8 . 
in thee. 

10 f Then Daniel, ^ whose name '^er-s. 
was Belteshazzar, was astonied for 
one hour, and his thoughts trou- 
bled him. The king spake, and said, 
Belteshazzar, let not the dream, or 
the interpretation thereof, trouble ! 

thee. Belteshazzar answered and 
said. My lord, ' the dream be to them 
that hate thee, and the interpreta- ’ ’ 

tion thereof to thine enemies. 

20 "The tree that thou sawest, "ver. 10, 11, 12. 
which grew, and was strong, whose 

height reached unto the heaven, 
and the sight thereof to all the 
earth ; 

21 Whose leaves were fair, and the 
fruit thereof much, and in it was 
meat for all; under which the beasts 
of the field dwelt, and upon whose 
branches the fowls of the heaven 
had their habitation : 

22 ^It is thou, O king, that art *'cii.2.38. 
grown and become strong: for thy 
greatness is grown, and reacheth 

unto heaven, ®and thy dominion to ‘Jer. 27. 6,7,8. 
the end of the earth. 

28 ''And whereas the king saw “vor.is. 
a watcher and an holy one com- 
ing down from heaven, and saying. 

Hew the tree down, and destroy 
it ; yet leave the stump of the roots 
thereof in the earth, even with a 
band of iron and brass, in the ten- 
der grass of the field ; and let it be 
wet with the dew of heaven, "and *0^6.21. 
let his portion he with the beasts 
of the field, till seven times pass 
over him ; 

24 This is the interoretation, O 
king, and this is the decree of the 
most High, which is come upon my 
lord the king : 
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25 That they shall 'drive thee from 
men, and thy dwelling shall be with 
the beasts of the field, and they 
shall make thee no eat gmiss as 
oxen, and they shall wet thee with 
the dew of heaven, and seven times 
shall pass over thee, ** till thou know 
that the most High ruleth in^ the 
kingdom of men, and 'giveth it to 
whomsoever he will. 

26 And whereas they command- 
ed to leave the stump of the tree 
roots ; thy kingdom shall be sure 
unto thee, after that thou shalt 
have known that the ‘'heavens do 
rule. 

27 Wherefore, O king, let my 
counsel be acceptable unto thee, 
and ‘break off thy sins by righ- 
teousness, and thine iniquities by 
shewing mercy to the poor; "if it 
may be * " a lengthening of thy tran- 
quillity. 

28 H All this came upon the king 
N ebuchadnezzar. 

20 At the end of twelve months 
he walked ®in the palace of the 
kingdom of Babylon. 

80 The king "spake, and said. Is 
not this great Banylon, that I have 
built for the house of the kingdom 
by the might of my power, and for 

' tne honour of my majesty ? 

81 •’Wliile the word was in the 
king’s mouth, there fell ^a voice 
from heaven, saying, O king Nebu- 
chadnezzar, to thee it is spoken; The 
kingdom is departed from thee. 

82 And ' they shall drive thee from 
men, and thy dwelling shall be with 
the beasts of the field : they shall 
make thee to eat OTass as oxen, and 
seven times shall pass over thee, 
until thou know that the most High 
ruleth in the kingdom of men, and 
giveth it to whomsoever he will. 

88^ The same hour was the thing 
fulfilled upon Nebuchadnezzar : and 
he was driven from men, and did 
eat grass as oxen, and his body 
was wet with the dew of heaven, 
till his hairs were grown like eagles’ 
feathers, and his nails like birds’ 
daws. 


84 And *at the end of the days 
I Nebuchadnezzar lifted up mine 
eyes unto heaven, and mine under- 
standing returned unto me, and I 
blessed the most High, and I praised 
and honoured him ‘that liveth for 
ever, whose dominion w “an ever- 
lasting dominion, and his kingdom 
is from generation to generation : 

85 And * all the inh^itants of the 
earth are reputed as nothing : and 
yhe doeth according to his will in 
the army of heaven, and among the 
inhabitants of the earth : and ' none 
can stay his hand, or say unto him, 
“What doest thou ? 

36 At the same time my reason 
returned unto me; ‘'and for the 
glory of my kingdom, mine honour 
and brightness returned unto me ; 
and my counsellors and my lords 
sought unto me ; and I was esta- 
blished in my kingdom, and excel- 
lent majesty was “added unto me. 

87 Now I Nebuchadnezzar praise 
and extol and honour the King of 
heaven, ‘‘all whose works are truth, 
and his ways judgment: “and those 
that walk in pride he is able to 
abase. 

CHAPTER V. 

1 Bdaliazmr's impiinis feast r> A handwrit- 
imj, unhmmu to the 'nuigiciam, trovbleth the i 
10 At the coTninendation of the q'men I 
l>mM is hrought. 17 He, reproving the hiifig 
of pride amd idolatry, 25 rcadeth ami im 
terpreteth th£ ivriting.

B elshazzar the king “made 

a CTeat feast to a thousand of 
his lords, and drank wine before 
the thousand. I 

2 Belshazzar, whiles he tasted 
the wine, commanded to bring the 
golden and silver vessels ’’ which his 
* father Nebuchadnezzar had Haken 
out of the temple which was in 
Jerusalem ; that the king, and his 


{ miices, his wives, and his concu- 
)ines, might drink therein. 

8 Then they brought the golden 
vessels that were te^en out of the 
temple of the house of God whidi 
tvas at Jerusalem ; and the king, 
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and his princes, his wives, and his 
concubines, draidi: in them. 

4 They drank wine, ® and praised 
the gods of gold, and of silver, of 
brass, of iron, of wood, and of stone. 

5 H ^In the same hour came forth 
fingers of a man’s hand, and wrote 
over against the candlestick upon 
the plaister of the wall of the king’s 
palace : and the king saw the part 
of the hand that wrote. 

6 Then the king’s ® countenance 
’ was changed, and his thoughts 
troubled him, so that the joints 
of his loins were loosed, and his 
® knees smote one against another. 

7 ^The king cried “aloud to bring 
in «the astrologere, the Chaldeans, 
and the soothsayers. And the king 
^ake, and said to the wise men of 
Babylon, Whosoever shall read this 
writing, and shew me the interpre- 
tation thereof, shall be clothed with 

scarlet, and have a chain of gold 
about his neck, ’“and shall be the 
third ruler in the kingdom. 

8 Then came in all the king’s wise 
men: ‘but they could not read the 
writing, nor make known to the 
king the interpretation thereof. 

9 Then was king Belshazzar greats 
ly troubled, and his “ countenance 
was changed in him, and his lords 
were astonied. 

10 H Now the queCn by reason of 
the words of the king and his lords 
came into the banquet house : and 
the queen spake and said, ‘ O king, 
live for ever: let not thy thoughts 
trouble thee, nor let t% counte- 
nance be changed ; 

11 “There is a man in thy king- 
dom, in whom is the spirit of the 
holy gods ; and in the days of thy 
“father light and understanding and 
wisdom, like the wisdom of the 

f ods, was found in him ; whom the 
ing Nebuchadnezzar thy “father, 
the king, I say, thy father, made 
“master of the magicians, astrolo- 
gers, Chaldeans, ana soothsayers ; 

12 “ Forasmuch as an excellent 
spirit, and knowledge, and under- 
standing, “interpreting of dreams. 


and shewing of hard sentences, and 
® dissolving of * doubts, were found 
in the same Daniel, ^whom the 
king named Belteshazzar : now let 
Daniel be called, and he will shew 
the interpretation. 

18 Then was Daniel brought in | 
before the king. And the king 
spake and said unto Daniel, Art I 
thou that Daniel, which art of the 
children of the captivity of Judah, 
whom the king my ^father brought 
out of Jewry ? 

14 I have even heard of thee, that 
'’the spirit of the gods is in thee, 
and that light anti understanding 
and excellent wisdom is found in 
thee. 

1,5 And now ’'the wise men, the 
astrologers, have been brought in 
before me, that tliey should read 
this writing, and make known unto 
me the interpretation thereof: but 
they could not shew the interpreta- 
tion of the thing : 

16 And I have heard of thee, that 
thou canst “make interpretations, 
and dissolve doubts : “ now if thou 
canst read tJie writing, and make 
known to me the interpretation 
thereof, thou shalt be clothed with 
scarlet, and have a chain of gold 
about thy neck, and shalt be the 
third ruler in the kingdom. 

17 H Then Daniel answered and , 
said before the king. Let thy gifts I 
be to thyself, and give thy ® rewards 
to another; yet I will read the 
writing unto the king, and make 
known to him the interpretation. 

18 O thou king, ‘the most high 
God gave Nebudiadnezzar thy hi- 
ther a kingdom, and majesty, and 
glory, and honour : 

19 And for the majesty that he 
gave him, "all people, nations, and 
languages, trembled and feared be- 
fore him : whom he would he slew ; 
and whom he would he kept alive ; 
and whom he would he set up ; and 
whom he would he put down. 

20 *But when his heart was lift- 
ed up, and his mind hardened ’’ in 
pride, he was “deposed from his! 
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kingly throne, and they took his 
glory from him : 

21 And he was ^ driven from the 
sons of men; and *his heart was 
made like the beasts, and his dwell- 
ing was with the wild asses : they 
fed him with grass like oxen, ana 
his body was wet with the dew of 
heaven ; * till he knew that the most 
high God ruled in the kingdom of 
men, and that he appointeth over 
it whomsoever he will. 

22 And thou his son, Belshaz- 
zar, “hast not humbled thine heart, 
though thou kiiewest all this ; 

28 •'But hast lifted up thyself 
against' the Lord of heaven ; and 
they have brought the vessels of 
his house before thee, and thou, 
and thy lords, thy wives, and thy 
concubines, have drunk wine in 
them ; and thou hast praised the 
gods of silver, and gold, of brass, 
iron, wood, and stone, ® which see 
not, nor hear, nor know: and the 
God in whose hand thy breath is, 
•^and whose are all thy ways, hast 
thou not glorified : 

24 Then was the part of the hand 
sent from him ; and this writing 
was written. 

25 H And this is the writing that 
was written, MENE, MENE, TE- 
KEL, UPHARSIN. 

26 This is the interpretation of the 
thing : MENE ; God hath numbered 
thy kingdom, and finished it. 

^ 27 TEKEL ; ® Thou art weighed 
in the balances, and art found 
wanting. 

28 PERES; Thy kingdom is di- 
vided, and given to the 'Medes 
and ‘'Persians. 

29 Then commanded Belshazzar, 
and they clothed Daniel with scar- 
let, and put a chain of gold about 
his neck, and made a proclamation 
concerning him, *' that he should be 
the third ruler in the kingdom. 

80 IF 'In that night was Belshazzar 
the king of the_ Chaldeans slain. 

81 ’'And Darius the Median took 
tihe kingdom, ^being ^ about three- 
score and two years old. 
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CHAPTER VI. 


1 DmM is made chief of the premdemts. 4 They 
conspiring against him obtain an idolatrom 
decree. 10 Danid, accused of the breath 
thereof, is east into the lions’ den. 18 Danid 
is saved. 24 His adversa/ries devoured, 25 
and God magnified by a decree. 

I T pleased Darius to set “over 
the kingdom an hundred and 
twenty princes, which should be 
over the whole kingdom ; 

2 And over these three presidents ; 
of whom Daniel was first : that the 
princes might give accounts unto' 
them, and the king should have no! 
damage. 

8 Then this Daniel was preferred 
above tlie presidents and princes, 
’’because an excellent spirit tvas in 
him ; and the king thought to set 
him over the whole realm. 

4 II ® Then tlie presidents and princes 
sought to find occasion against Da- 
niel concerning the kingdom ; but ! 
they could find none occasion nor 
fault ; forasmuch as he v)as faith- 
ful, neither was there any error or 
fault found in him. 

5 Then said these men, We shall 
not find any occasion against this 
Daniel, except we find it against 
him concerning the law of his God. 

6 Tlien these presidents and princes 
“ assembled together to the king, 
and said thus unto him, ‘‘King 
Darius, live for ever. 

7 All the presidents of the king- 
dom, the governors, and the princes, 
the counsellors, and the captains, i 
have consulted together to establish 
a royal statute, and to make a firm 
^ decree, that whosoever shall ask ! 
a petition of any God or man fori 
thirty days, save of thee, O king, he , 
shall be cast into the den of lions. 

8 Now, O king, establish the de- 
cree, and sign the writing, that it 
be not changed, according to the 
® law of the Medes and Persians, 
which ‘altereth not 
9 Wherefore king Darius signed 
the writing and the decree. 

10 IF Now when Daniel knew that 
the writing was signed, he went 
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His adversaries are devoured. 


He is cast irUo the lions' den. DANIEL, VI. 
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into his house; and his windows 
being open in his chamber Ho- 
ward Jerusalem, he kneeled upon 
his knees ® three times a day, and 
prayed, and gave thanks before his 
Goc I, as he did aforetime. 

11 Then these men assembled, and 
found Daniel prayings and making 
supplication before his God. 

12 ** Then they came near, and 
spake before the king concerning 
the king’s decree ; Hast thou not 
signed a decree, that every man 
that shall ask a petition of any 
God or man within thirty days, 
save of thee, O king, shall be cast 
into the den of lions? The king 
answered and said. The thing is 
true, ‘according to the law of the 
Medes and Persians, which alter- 
eth not. 

13 Then answered they and said 
before the king, That Daniel, •‘which 
is of the children of the captivity 
of Judah, •regardeth not thee, O 
king, nor the decree that thou hast 
signed, but maketh his petition 
three times a day. 

14 Then the king, when he heard 
these words, "‘was sore displeased 
with himself, and set his heart on 
Daniel to deliver him : and he la- 
boured till the going down of the 
sun to deliver him. 


1.5 Then these men assembled unto

the king, and said unto the king, 
Know, O king, that "the law of 
the Medes and Persians That no 
decree nor statute which the king 
establisheth may be changed. 

16 Then the king commanded, and 
they brought Daniel, and cast him 
into the den of lions, ^oiv the 
king spake and said unto Daniel, 
Thy God whom thou servest con- 
tinually, he will deliver thee. 

17 "And a stone was brought, and 
laid upon the mouth of the den ; 
••and the king sealed it with his 
own signet, and with the signet of 
his lords; that the purpose might 
not be changed concerning Daniel. 

18 IT Then the king went to his 
palace, and passed me night fast- 


ing: neither were * instruments of 
musick brought before him : ’ and 
his sleep went from him. 

19 Then the king arose very early 
ill the morning, and went in haste 
unto the den of lions. 

20 And when he came to the den, 
he cried with a lamentable voice 
unto Daniel : and the king spake 
and said to Daniel, O Daniel, ser- 
vant of the living God, ■■ is thy God, 
whom thou servest continually, able 
to deliver thee from the lions ? 

21 Then said Daniel unto the king, 
" O king, live for ever. 

22 *My God hath sent his angel, 
and hath "shut the lions’ mouths, 
that they have not hurt mo : foras- 
much as before him innocency was 
found in me ; and also before thee, 
O king, have I done no hurt. 

23 Then was the king exceeding 
glad for him, and commanded that 
they should take Daniel up out of 
the den. So Daniel was taken up 
out of the den, and no manner of 
hurt was found upon him, * because 
he believed in his God. 

24 H And the king commanded, 
^ and they brought those men which 
had accused Daniel, and they cast 
them into the den of lions, them, 
“ their children, and their wives ; 
and the lions had the masteiy of 
them, and brake all their bones in 
pieces or ever they came at the 
bottom of the den. 

25 IF “Then king Darius wrote unto 
all people, nations, and languages, 
that dwell in all the earth ; Peace 
be multiplied unto you. 

26 •‘I make a decree. That in 
every dominion of my kingdom men 
“tremble and fear before the God 
of Daniel : “• for he is the living 
God, and stedfast for ever, and his 
kingdom that which shall not be 
“destroyed, and his dominion shall 
be even unto the end. 

27 He delivereth and rescueth, 
Hnd he worketh signs and wonders 
in heaven and in earth, who hath 
delivered Daniel from the ® power 
of the lions. 
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28 So this Daniel prospered in the 
reign of Darius, ^and in the reign 
of ^Cyrus the Persian. 

CHAPTER VIL 

1 Daniel’s msion of fonr he/tats. 9 Of God's 
kingdom. 1 !> The interjyrdxdion theTegf. 

I N the first year of Belshazzar 
king of Babylon “Daniel “had 
a dream and ‘'visions of his head 
upon his bed : then he wrote the 
dream, and told the sum of the 
^ matters. 

2 Daniel spake and said, I saw 
in my vision by night, and, be- 
hold, the four winds of the heaven 
strove upon the great sea. 

8 And four great beasts ° came up 
from the sea, diverse one from an- 
other. 

4 The first was '‘like a lion, and 
had eagle’s wings : I beheld till the 
wings thereof were plucked, * and it 
was lifted up from the earth, and 
made stand upon the feet as a man, 
and a man’s heart was given to it. 

5 ®And behold another beast, a se- 
cond, like to a bear, and ®it mised 
up itself on one side, and it had 
three ribs in the mouth of it be- 
tween the teeth of it : and they said 
thus unto it. Arise, devour much 
flesh. 

6 After this T beheld, and lo an- 
other, like a leopard, which had 
upon the back of it four wings 
of a fowl; the beast had also ‘^four 
heads; and dominion was given to 
I it. 

7 After this I saw in the night 
visions, and behold ^ a fourth beast, 
dreadful and terrible, and strong 
exceedingly ; and it had great iron 
teeth: it devoured and brake in 
pieces, and stamped the residue 
with the feet of it : and it teas di- 
verse from all the beasts that loere 
before it ; ** and it had ten horns. 

8 I considered the horns, and, be- 
hold, 'tliere came up among them 
another little horn, before whom 
there were three of the first horns 

E lucked up by the roots: and, be- 
old, in mis horn loere eyes like 


the eyes ‘'of man, ‘and a mouth 
speaking great things. 

9 IF ’"I beheld till the thrones 
Were cast down, and “the Ancient 
jof days did sit, “whose garment 
was white as snow, and me hair 
of his head like the pure wool : his 
throne was like the fieiy flame, ^and 
his wheels as burning fire. 

10 ‘‘A fiery stream issued and came 
forth from before him : thousand 
thousands ministered unto him, and 
ten thousand times ten thousand 
stood before him : * the judgment 
was set, and the books were opened. 

11 I beheld then because of the 
voice of the great words which the 
horn spake : ‘I beheld even till the 
beast was slain, and his body de- 
stroyed, and given to the burning 
flame. 

12 As concerning the rest of the 
beasts, they had their dominion 
taken away: yet “their lives were 
prolonged for a season and time. 

13 I saw in the night visions, and, 
behold, ''one like the Son of man 
came with the clouds of heaven, 
and came to * the Ancient of days, 
and they brought him near before 
him. 

14 ^And there was given him do- 
minion, and glory, and a kingdom, 
that all 'people, nations, and lan- 
guages, should serve him : his do- 
minion is “ an everlasting dominion, 
which shall not pass away, and his 
kingdom that which shall not be 
destroyed. 

i.i 11 I Daniel ‘'was grieved in my 
spirit in the midst of my ’body, and 
the visions of my head troubled me. 

16 I came near unto one of them 
that stood by, and asked him the 
truth of all tHis. So he told me, and 
made me know the interpretation 
of the things. 

17 '’These great beasts, which are 
four, are four kings, which shall 
arise out of the earth. 

18 But ‘‘tlie saints of the *most 
High shall take the kingdom, and 
possess the kingdom for ever, even 
for ever and ever. 
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19 Then I would know the truth 
of *the fourth beast, which was 
diverse *from all the others, ex- 
ceeding dreadful, whose teeth were 
of iron, and his nails of brass ; 
which devoured, brake in pieces, 
and stamped the residue with his 
feet; 

20 And of the ten horns that were 
in his head, and of the other which 
came up, and before whom three 
fell; even of that horn that had 
eyes, and a mouth that spake very 
great things, whose look was more 
stout than his fellows. 

21 I beheld, ^and the same horn 
made war with the saints, and pre- 
vailed against them ; 

22 8 Until the Ancient of days 
came, ‘‘and judgment was given to 
the saints of the most High ; and 
the time came that the saints pos- 
sessed the kingdom. 

28 Thus he said. The fourth beast 
shall be ‘the fourth kingdom upon 
earth, which shall he diverse from 
all kingdoms, and shall devour the 
whole earth, and shall tread it down, 
and break it in pieces. 

24 ‘‘And the ten horns out of this 
kingdom are ten kings that shall 
arise : and another shall rise after 
them ; and he shall be diverse from 
tlie first, and he shall subdue three 
kings. 

25 ‘And he shall speak great words 
against the most High, and shall 
"‘wear out the saints of the most 
High, and “think to change tin 
and laws : and “ they shall be f 
into his hand “until a tiing* 
times and the dividing of ti/> 

20 •’But the judgment 
and they shall take kwp 
minion, to consume 
it unto the end. | 

27 And the 'kingdom 
nion, and the greatness 
dom under the vhole 
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19 O Lord, hear ; O Lord, forgive ; 
O Lord, hearken and do ; defer not, 
‘for thine own sake, O my God : for 
thy city and thv people are called 
by thy name. 

/ 20 H "’And whiles I was speaking, 
land praying, and confessing my sin 
rand the sin of my people Israel, 
and presenting my supplication be- 
fore the Lord my God for the holy 
mountain of my God ; 

21 Yea, whiles I was speaking 
in prayer, even the man "Gabriel, 
whom 1 had seen in the vision at 
the beginning, being caused to fly 
‘swiftly, "touched me ^ about the 
time of the evening oblation. 

22 And he informed me, and talk- 
ed with me, and said, O Daniel, I 
am now come forth ®to give thee 
skill and understanding. 

28 At the beginning of thy sup- 
plications the ^commandment came 
forth, and 'll am come to shew 
thee; 'for thou art “greatly beloved: 
therefore “understand the matter, 
and consider the vision. 

24 * Seventy weeks are determined 
upon thy people and upon thy holy 
city, ®to finish the transgression, and 
Ho make an end of sins, *and to make 
reconciliation for iniquity, "and to 
bring in everlasting righteousness, 
and to seal up tlie vision and * pro- 
phecy, * and to anoint the most Holy. 

25 ^Know therefore and under- 
stand, that ‘ from the going forth of 
the commandment "to restore and 
to build Jerusalem unto “the Mes- 
siah ’’ the Prince shall he seven 
weeks, and threescore and two 
weeks : the street ‘ shall be built 
again, and the "wall, "even *in 
troublous times. 

26 And after threescore and two 
weeks '‘shall Messiah be cut off*, 
*®but not for himself: "and 'the 
people of the prince that shall 
come * shall destroy the city ‘‘and 
the sanctuary ; ‘ and the ena there- 
of shall be with a flood, and unto 


the end of the war ‘desolations aie 
determined. 

27 And he shall confirm “the co- 
venant with “ many for one week : 
and in the midst of the week he 
shall cause the sacrifice and the 
oblation to cease, "and for the over- 
spreading of "abominations he shall 
make it desolate, "even until the 
consummation, and that determined 
shall be poured ® upon the desolate. 
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CHAPTER X. 

1 Daniel havivig hwmbled himself se^eth a vision. 
10 Being trovhled with fear he is comforted 
hy the angd. 

I N the third year of Cyrus king 
of Persia a thing was revealed 
unto Daniel, “ whose name was call- 
ed Belteshazzar ; and the thing 
teas true, "but the time appointed 
was "long: and ‘‘he understood the 
thing, and had understanding of the 
vision. 

2 In those days I Daniel was 
mourning three Hull weeks. 

8 I ate no "pleasant bread, neither 
came flesh nor wine in my mouth, 
"neither did I anoint myself at all, 
till three whole weeks were fulfilled. 

4 And in the four and twentieth 
day of the first month, as I was 
the side of the great river, which it 
'Hiddekel ; 

5 Then * I lifted up mine eyes, 
and looked, and ‘’behold "a cer- 
tain man clothed in linen, whose 
loins were ‘girded with ‘‘fine gold 
of Uphaz : 

6 His body also was ‘like the 
beryl, and his face “as the appear- 
ance of lightning, " and his eyes as 
lamps of fire, and his arms "and 
his feet like in colour to polished 
brass, »* and the voice of his words 
like the voice of a multitude. 

7 And I Daniel ‘‘alone saw the 
vision : for the men that were with 
me saw not the vision; but a great 
Quaking fell upon them, so that 
they fled to hide themselves. 
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and have dominion ; his dominion 
shall he a great dominion. 

6 And in the end of years they 
• shall join themselves together ; for 
the king’s daughter of the south 
shall come to the king of the north 
to make ® an agreement : but she 
shall not retain the power of the 
arm ; neither shall he stand, nor 
his arm : but she shall be given up, 
and they that brought her, and *■ he 
that begat her, and he that strength- 
ened her in these times. 

7 But out of a branch of her roots 
shall one stand up ®in his estate, 
which shall come with an army, 
and shall enter into the fortress of 
the king of the north, and shall deal 
against them, and shall prevail : 

8 And shall also caiTy captives 
into Egypt their gods, with their 
princes, and with “their precious 
vessels of silver and of gold ; and 
he shall continue more years than 
the king of the north. 

9 So the king of the south shall 
come into his kingdom, and shall 
return into his own land. 

10 But his sons ^ shall be stirred 
up, and shall assemble a multi- 
tude of great forces : and one shall 
certainly come, ''and overflow, and 
pass through : “ then shall he re- 
turn, and be stirred up, ^even to his 
fortress. 

11 And the king of the south shall 
be moved with choler, and shall 
come forth and fight with him, even 
with the king of the north : and 
he shall set forth a great multi- 
tude ; but the multitude shall be 
given into his hand. 

12 And when he hath taken away 
the multitude, his heart shall be 
lifted up ; and he shall cast down 
many ten thousands : but he shall 
not be strengthened by it. 

18 For the king of the north shall 
return, and shall set forth a mul- 
titude greater than the former, and 
sh^ certainly come * after certain 
years with a great army and with 
much riches. 

14 And in those times there tdin-ll 


many stand up against the king of 
the south: also *me robbers of thy 
people shall exalt themselves to es- 
tablish the vision; but they shall 
fall. 

15 So the king of the north shall 
come, and cast up a mount, and 
take “ the most fenced cities : and 
the arms of the south shall not with- 
stand, neither ^his chosen people, 
neither shall there be any strength 
to withstand. 

16 But he that cometh against him 
‘shall do according to his own will, 
and none shall stand before him : 
and he shall stand in the glorious 
land, which by his hand shall be 
consumed. 

17 He shall also ‘set his face to 
enter with the strength of his whole 
kingdom, and 'upright ones with 
him ; thus shall he do : and he 
shall give him the daughter of wo- 
men, “ corrupting her : but she shall 
not stand on his side, “neither be 
for him. 

18 After this shall he turn his face 
unto the isles, and shall take many ; 
but a prince “for his own behalf 
shall cause “the reproach offered 
by him to cease; without his own 
reproach he shall cause it to turn 
upon him. 

19 Then he shall turn his face to- 
ward the fort of his own land : but 
he shall stumble and fall, "and not 
be found. 

20 Then shall stand up “in his 
estate '* a raiser of taxes in the glory 
of the kingdom : but within few 
days he shall be destroyed, neither 
in ® anger, nor in battle. 

21 And ® in his estate " shall stand 
up a vile person, to whom they 
shall not give the honour of the 
kingdom : but he shall come in 
peaceably, and obtain the kingdom 
by flatteries. 

22 PAnd with the arms of a flood 
shall they be overflown from before 
him, and shall be broken ; ’yea, also 
the prince of the covenant 

28 And after the league made with 
him 'he shall work deceitfully : for 
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and of the north. 


DANIEL, XL 


An impime tyranny set up. 
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he shall come up, and shall become 
stroi^ with a small people. 

24 He shall enter “peaceably even 


upon the fattest places of the pro- 
vince ; and he snail do that which 
his fathers have not done, nor his 
fathers’ fathers ; he shall scatter 
amon^ them the prey, and spoil, 
and riches: yea^ and he shall “fore- 
cast his devices against the strong 
holds, even for a time. 

25 And he shall stir up his power 
and his courage against the king of 
the south with a great army; and 
the king of the south shall be stir- 
red up to battle with a very OTeat 
and mighty army ; but he shall not 
stand : for they shall forecast de- 
vices against him. 

26 Yea, they that feed of the por- 
tion of his meat shall destroy him, 
and his army shall “overflow: and 
many shall fall down slain. 

27 And both these kings’ ‘hearts 
shall he to do mischief, and they 
shall speak lies at one table ; but it 
shall not prosper : for ‘ yet the end 
shall he at the time appointed. 

28 Then shall he return into his 
land with ^eat riches ; and " his 
heart shall he against the holy cove- 
nant ; and he shall do exploits, and 
return to his own land. 

29 At the time appointed he shall 
return, and come toward the south ; 
*but it shall not be as the former, 
^ or as the latter. 

80 IT “For the ships of Chittim 
shall come against him : therefore 
he shall be grieved, and return, 
and have indignation "against the 
holy covenant : so shall he do ; he 
shall even return, and have intel- 
ligence with them that forsake the 
holy covenant. 

81 And arms shall stand on his 
part, '’and they shall pollute the 
sanctuary of strength, and shall 
take away the daily sacrifice, and 
they shall place the abomination 
that “maketn desolate. 

82 And such as do wickedly against 
the covenant shall he ‘corrupt by 
flatteries: but the people that do 


know their God shall be strong, I 
and do eocploits. 

88 “ And they that understand 
among the people shall instruct 
many : ** yet they shall fall by the 
sword, and by flame, by captivity, 
and by spoil, many days. 

84 Now when they shall fall, they 
shall be holpen with a little help: 
but many shall cleave to them with 
flatteries. 

35 And some of them of under- 
standing shall fall, ®to tiy “them, 
and to purge, and to make them 
white, ^even to the time of the end: 

® because it is yet for a time ap- 
pointed. 

86 And the king shall do accord- 
ing to his will ; and he shall ' exalt 
himself, and ma^ify himself above 
every god, and shall speak marvel- 
lous things '‘against the God of gods, 
and shall prosper ' till the indigna- 
tion be accomplished : for that that 
is determined shall be done. 

87 Neither shall he regard the 
God of his fathers, nor the desire 
of women, “ nor regard any god : 
for he shall magnify himself above 
all. 

88 “But ‘in his estate shall he 
honour the God of ‘ ® forces : and 
a god whom his fathers knew not 
shall he honour with gold, and sil- 
ver, and with precious stones, and 
^ pleasant things. 

89 Thus shaU he do in the “most 
strong holds with a strange god, 
whom he shall acknowle(%e and 
increase with glory : and he shall 
cause them to rule over many, and 
shall divide the land for “gain. 

40 "And at the time of the end 
shall the king of the south push at 
him : and the king of the north shall 
come against him Plike a whirlwind, 
with chariots, '*and with horsemen, 
and with many ships ; and he shall 
enter into the countries, ^and shall 
overflow and pass over. 

41 He shall enter also into the 
** glorious land, and many coutdries 
shall be overthrown : but these shall 
escape out of his hand, 'even Edom, 
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and Moab, and the chief of the chil- 
dren of Ammon. 

42 He shall ‘stretch forth his hand 
also upon the countries : and the 
land of Egypt shall not escape. 

48 But he shall have power over 
the treasures of gold and of silver, 
and over all the precious thinp of 
Egypt ; and the Libyans and the 
Euiiopians ehall be ‘ at his steps. 

44 But tidings out of the east and 
out of the north shall trouble him : 
therefore he shall go forth with 
great fury to destroy, and utterly to 
make away many. 

45 And he shall plant the taber- 
nacles of his palace between the 
seas in "the glorious holy moun- 
tain ; * yet he shall come to his end, 
and none shall help him. 

CHAPTER XII, 

1 Micho/d slioll deliver hrcbcl from tJieir trovhlcu. 

5 Danid in infortned of the times. 

A nd at that time shall “Michael 
. stand up, the great prince 
which standetn for the children of 
thy people ; and there shall be a 
time of trouble, such as never was 
since there was a nation even to 
that same time : and at that time 
thy people ® shall be delivered, every 
one that shall be found ‘^written in 
the book. 

2 And many of them that sleep 
in the dust of the earth shall a- 
wake, * some to everlasting life, and 
some to shame ^and everlasting con- 
tempt. 

8 And Kthey that be ®wise shall 
^ shine as the brightness of the fir- 
mament ; * and they that turn many 
to righteousness ‘‘as the stars for 
ever and ever. 

4 ‘But thou, O Daniel, “shut up 
the words, and seal the book, even 
to "the time of the end : many shall 


run to and fro, and knowledge shall 
be increased. 

5 IF Then I Daniel looked, and, 
behold, there stood other two, the 
one on this side of the ‘bank of 
the river, and the other on that side 
of the bank “ of the river. 

6 And one said to ‘’the man clothed 
in linen, which was ‘upon the wa- 
ters of the river, How long shall it 
he to the end of these wonders ? 

7 And I heard the man clothed in 
linen, which was upon the waters 
of the river, when he ^held up his 
right hand and his left hand unto 
heaven, and sware by him 'that 
liveth for ever ‘that it shall be for 
a time, times, and ‘an half; "and 
when he shall have accomplished 
to scatter the power of "the holy 
people, all these things shall be 
finished. 

8 And I heard, but I understood 
not: then said I, O my Lord, what 
shall he the end of these things ? 

9 And he said. Go thy way, Da- 
niel : for the words are closed up 
and sealed ^till the time of the end. 

10 “Many shall be purified, and 
made white, and tried; ‘but the 
wicked shall do wickedly : and 
none of the wicked shall under- 
stand; but ’’the wise shall under- 
stand. 

11 And from the time '‘that the 
daily sacrifice shall be taken away, 
and ® the abomination that * maketh 
desolate set up, there shall be a 
thousand two hundred and ninety 
days. 

12 Blessed is he that waiteth, and 
cometh to the thousand three hun- 
dred and five and thirty days. 

18 But *‘go thou thy way till the 
end be : ^ ® for thou shalt rest, ^and 
stand in thy lot at the end of the 
days. 
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CHAPTER I. 

1 Hoeea, to shew God’s jtidgment /or spiritual 
whoredom, tukeJth Qomer, 4 and hath hy her 
Jezred, 6 Lo-ruhomah, U and Lo-ammi. 10 
The restoration of Judah and Israel. 

T he word of the Lord that 
came unto Hosea, the son of 
Beeri, in the days of Uzziah, Jo- 
tham, Ahaz, and Hezekiah, kings 
of Judah, and in the days of Je- 
roboam the son of Joash, king of 
Israel. 

2 The beginning of the word of 
the Lord by Hosea. And the Lord 
said to Hosea, “Go, take unto thee 
a wife of whoredoms and children 
of whoredoms: for •’the land hath 
committed great whoredom, depart- 
ing from the Lord. 

8 So he went and took Gomer the 
daughter of Diblaim ; which con- 
ceived, and bare him a son. 

4 And the Lord said unto him. 
Call his name Jezreel; for yet a 
little while., “and I will “avenge the 
blood of Jezreel upon the house of 
Jehu, ^and will cause to cease the 
kingdom of the house of Israel. 

5 “And it shall come to pass at 
that day, that I will break the bow 
of Israel in the valley of Jezreel. 

6 H And she conceived again, and 
bare a daughter. And Chd said 
unto him, Call her name •‘Lo-ruha- 
mah: 4br ^I will no more have 
mercy upon the house of Israel; 
®but I will utterly take them away. 

7 «But I will have mercy upon 
the house of Judah, and will save 
them by the Lord their God, and 
**will not save them by bow, nor 
by sword, nor by battle, by horses, 
nor by horsemen. 

8 H Now when she had weaned 


Lo-ruhamah, she conceived, and 
bare a son. 

9 Then said God, Call his name 
® Lo-ammi : for ye are not my peo- 
ple, and I will not be your Goa. 

10 H Yet 'the number of the chil- 
dren of Israel shall be as the sand 
of the sea, which cannot be mea- 
sured nor numbered ; •' and it shall 
come to pass, that “in the place 
where it was said unto them, •Ye 
are not my people, there it shall be 
said unto them, Ye are “the sons 
of the living God. 

11 "Then shall the children of 
Judah and the children of Israel 
be gathered together, and appoint 
themselves one head, and they shall 
come up out of the land : for great 
shall he the day of J ezreel. 

CHAPTER II.

S AY ye unto your brethren, *Am- 
mi ; and to your sisters, ®Ru- 
hamah. 

2 Plead with your mother, plead :

put away her •’whoredoms out of 
her sight, and her adulteries from 
between her breasts ; 

8 Lest 'I strip her naked, and 
set her as in the day that she was 
^born, and make her “as a wilder- 
ness, and set her like a diy land, 
and slay her with thirst 
4 And I will not have mercy upon 
her children ; for they he the * cnil- 
dren of whoredoms. 

5 •‘For their mother hath played 
the harlot : she that conceived them 
hath done shamefully : for she said. 
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I will go after my lovers, ‘that give 
me my bread and my water, my 
wool and my flax, mine oil and my 
* drink. 

6 II Therefore, behold, ‘‘I will hedge 
up thy way with thorns, and “make 
a wall, that she shall not find her 
paths. 

7 And she shall follow after her 
lovers, but she shall not oveiiake 
them ; and she shall seek them, 
but shall not find them: then shall 
she say, 'I will go and return to 
my “first husband; for then was it 
better with me than now. 

8 For she did not "know that "I 
gave her corn, and *wine, and oil, 
and multiplied her silver and gold, 
® vMch they prepared for Baal. 

9 Therefore will I return, and 
•‘take away my com in the time 
thereof, and my wine in the sea- 
son thereof, and will “recover my 
wool and my flax given to cover her 
nakedness. 

10 And now ‘•will I discover her 
Hewdness in the sight of her lovers, 
and none shall deliver her out of 
mine hand. 

11 *^1 will also cause all her mirth 
to cease, her "feast days, her new 
moons, and her sabbaths, and all 
her solemn feasts. 

12 And I will “destroy her vines 
and her fig trees, ‘ whereof she hath 
said, These are my rewards that my 
lovers have given me : and " I will 
make them a forest, and the beasts 
of the field shall eat them. 

18 And I will visit upon her the 
days of Baalim, wherein she burned 
incense to them, and she * decked 
herself with her earrings and her 
jewels, and she went after her 
lovers, and forgat me, saith the 
Lord. 

14 H Tlierefore, behold, I will allure 
her, and ^ bring her into the wil- 
derness, and speak comfortably 
unto her.

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15 And I will give her her vine- 
yards from thence, and “the vfdley 
of Achor for a door of hope ; and

16 And it shall be at that day, 
saith the Lord, that thou shalt 
call me “Ishi; and shalt call me 
no more “ Baali. 

17 For *I will take away the names 
of Baalim out of her mouth, and 
they shall no more be remembered 
by their name. 

18 And in that day will I make 
a ‘‘ covenant for them with the 
beasts of the field, and with the 
fowls of heaven, and with the 
creeping things of the ground : 
and ®I will break the bow and the 
sword and the battle out of the 
earth, and will make them to 4ie 
down safely. 

19 And I will betroth thee unto 
me for ever; yea, I will betroth 
thee unto me in righteousness, and 
in judgment, and in lovingkindness, 
and in mercies. 

20 I will even betroth thee unto 
me in faithfulness : and « thou shalt 
know the Lord. 

21 And it shall come to pass in 
that day, ‘‘I will hear, saith the 
Lord, I will hear the heavens, and 
they shall hear the earth ; 

22 And the earth shall hear the 
corn, and the wine, and the oil ;

8 And I said unto her. Thou shalt 
“abide for me many days; thou 
shalt not play the harlot, and thou 
shalt not be for another man: so 
will I also he for thee. 

4 For the children of Israel shall 
abide many days ^without a king, 
and without a prince, and without 
a sacrifice, and without ^ an image, 
and without an “ ephod, and ivithout 
Heraphim : 

5 Afterward shall the children of 
Israel return, and ®seek the Lord 
their God, and ’‘David their king; 
and shall fear the Lord and his 
goodness in the ’ latter days. 

CHAPTER IV. 

1 God*» j^iidgmcntH ogaimt the dm of the 
people, 6 and of the prmts, 12 and agaimt 
their idolatry. 15 Judah is exhorted to take 
vjarnhig hy Israel's calamity. 

H ear the word of the Lord, 
ye children of Israel : for the 
Lord hath a “controversy with the 
inhabitants of the land, because 
there is no truth, nor mercy, nor 
’’ knowledge of God in the land. 

2 By swearing, and lying, and 
killing, and stealing, and commit- 
ting adultery, they break out, and 
* blood toucheth blood. 

3 Therefore “ shall the land mourn, 
and ^ every one that dwelleth there- 
in shall languish, with the beasts 
of the field, and with the fowls of 
heaven ; yea, the fishes of the sea 
also shall be taken away. 

4 Yet let no man strive, nor re- 
prove another: for thy people are 
as they ® that strive with the priest. 

5 Therefore shalt thou fall Mn the 
day, and the prophet also shall fall 
with thee in the night, and I will 
® destroy thy mother. 

6 IT « My people are ® destroyed for 
lack of knowledge: because thou 
hast rejected knowledge, I will also 
reject thee, that thou shalt be no 
priest to me : seeing thou hast for- 


gotten the law of thy God, I will 
also forget thy children. 

7 *'As they were increased, so they 
sinned a^inst me : ’ therefore will I 
change their glory into shame. 

8 Tliey eat up the sin of my peo- 
ple, and they ®set their heart on 
their inimiity. 

9 And there shall be, ^ like people, 
like priest : and I will ® punish them 
for their ways, and ^reward them 
their doings. 

10 For 'they shall eat, and not 


enough : 


wine 


10 For 'they shall eat, and not 
have enough : they shall commit 
whoredom, and shall not increase : 
because they have left off to take 
heed to the Lord. 

11 Whoredom and wine and new 
wine "* take away the heart. 

12 H My people ask counsel at their 
"stocks, and their staff declareth 
unto them : for "the spirit of whore- 
doms hath caused them to err, and 
they have gone a whoring from un- 
der their God. 

18 J'They sacrifice upon the tops 
of the mountains, and burn incense 
upon the hills, under oaks and pop- 
lars and elms, because the shadow 
thereof is good : therefore your 
daughters shall commit whoredom, 
and your spouses shall commit 
adultery. 

14 " I will not punish your daugh- 
ters when they commit whoredom, 
nor your spouses when they com- 
mit adultery: for themselves are 
separated with whores, and they 
sacrifice with harlots : therefore the 
people that ''doth not understand 
shall ®fall. 

15 H Though thou, Israel, play the 
harlot, yet let not Judah offend ; 
“and come not ye unto Gilgal, nei- 
ther go ye up to *Beth-aven, "nor 
swear. The Lord liveth. 

16 For Israel “slideth back as a 
backsliding heifer: now the Lord 
will feed tliem as a lamb in a large 
place. 

17 Ephraim is joined to idols : ^let 
him alone. 

18 Their drink ^ is sour : they have 
committed whoredom continually : 
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*her ®rulei*8 with shame do love, 
Give V0. 

19 ‘The wind hath bound her up 
in her wiiig.s, and '’they shall be 
ashamed because of their sacrifices. 

CHArTER V. 

1 God’s jiultjmcnts a^/aimt the jirksts, the pe^le, 
and the princes of Israd, for their manifold 
sins, 15 imtil they repent. 

H ear ye this, O priests; and 
hearken, ye house of Israel; 
and give yc ear, O house of the 
king; for judgment is toward you, 
because ‘ye have been a snare on 
Mizpah, and a net spread upon 
Tabor. 

2 And the revolters are '* profound 
to make slaughter, "though I have 
been '* a rebuker of them all. 

8 ®I know Ephraim, and Israel 
is not hid from me : for now, O 
Ephraim, ‘'thou committest whore- 
dom, and Ismel is defiled. 

4 “^"They will not frame their 
doings to turn unto their God : 
for ‘the spirit of whoredoms is in 
the midst of them, and they have 
not known the Lord. 

5 And Hhe jiride of Israel doth 
testily to his face : therefore shall 
Israel and Ephraim fall in' their 
iniquity ; Judah also shall fall with 
them. 

0 ®They shall go with their flocks 
and with their herds to seek the 
Lord ; but they shall not find Mm; 
he hath withdrawn himself from 
them. 

7 They have '’dealt treacherously 
against the Lord : for they have be- 
gotten strange children : now shall 
‘a month devour them with their 
portions. 

8 '‘ Blow ye the cornet in Gibeah, 
and the trumpet in Ramah : ' cry 
aloud at Beth-aven, ” after thee, 0 
Benjamin. 

9 fiphraim shall be desolate in the 
day of rebuke : among the tribes 
of Israel have I made known that 
which shall surely be. 

10 The princes of Judah were like 
them that ® remove the bound : there- 


fore I will pour out my wrath upon 
them like water. 

11 Ephraim is ^ oppressed and 
broken in judgment, because he 
willingly walked after ’the com- 
mandment. 

12 Therefore will I he unto Eph- 
raim as a moth, and to the house of 
Judah "^as ® rottenness. 

13 When Ephraim saw his sick- 
ness, and Judah saw his ‘wound, 
then went Ephraim *to the Assy- 
rian, " and sent " to king Jareb : yet 
could he not heal you, nor cure 
you of your wound. 

14 For *1 ivill he unto Ephraim as 
a lion, and as a young lion to the 
house of J udah : ^ I, ei^en I, will tear 
and go away; I will take away, and 
none shall rescue him. 

l.'j H I will go and return to my 
place. Hill ‘they acknowledge their 
oficnce, and seek my face : ‘ in 
their affliction they will seek me 
early. 

CHAPTER VI. 

1 An ej:hortation to rqientance. 4 A comjilaint 
of their untowardness and iniquity. 

C OME, and let us return unto 
the Lord : for ‘ he hath torn, 
and '' he will heal us ; he hath smit- 
ten, and he will bind us up. 

2 ‘After two days will he re- 
vive us: in the third day he will 
raise us up, and we shall live in 
his sight. 

3 ''Then shall we know, if we 
follow on to know the Lord: his 
going forth is prepared ®as the 
morning; and ^he shall come unto 
ip •''as the rain, as the latter and 
former rain unto the earth, 
p 4 H O Ephraim, what shall I do 
junto thee? O Judah, what shall I 
ido unto thee? for your ® goodness 
\is 'as a morning cloud, and as the 
yearly dew it goeth away. 

*5 Therefore have I hewed them 
’’ by the prophets ; I have slain them 
by 'the words of my mouth: *and 
judgments are as the light that 
goeth forth. 

6 For I desired ® mercy, and “not

God, * we know thee. 

8 Ismel hath cast off the thing 
that is good : the enemy shall pur- 
sue him. 

4 ^They have set up kings, but not 
by me : they have made princes, and 
I knew it not: i^of their silver and 
their gold have they made them 
idols, that they may be cut off. 

5 U Thy calf, O Samaria, hath cast 
thee off; mine anger is kindled 
against them : '* how long mil it he 
ere they attain to iiinocency ? 

0 For from Israel teas it also : the 
workman made it; therefore it is 
I not God : but the calf of Samaria 
shall be broken in pieces. 

7 For ‘they have sown the wind, 
and they shall reap the whirl- 
wind : it hath no ^ stalk : the bud 
shall yield no meal : if so be it 
yield, '‘the strangers shall swallow 
it up. 

8 * Israel is swallowed up : now 
shall they be among the Gentiles 
'"as a vessel wherein is no plea- 
sure. 

9 For "they arc gone up to Assy- 
ria, " a wild ass alone by himself : 
Ephraim hath hired ^ lovers. 

10 Yea, though they have hired 
among the nations, now ‘‘will I ga- 
ther them, and they shall ^sorrow 
®a little for the burden of '‘the king 
of princes. 

11 Because Ephraim hath made 
’manv altars to sin, altars shall be 
unto Ihim to sin. 

12 I have written to him * the great 
things of my law, hut they were 
counted as a stmnge thing. 

13 “ “ They sacrifice flesh for the 
sacrifices of mine offerings, and eat 
it ; 'hut the Lord accepteth them 
not; ‘'now will he remember their 
iniquity, and visit their sins ; * they 
shall return to Egypt. 

14 “For Israel liath forgotten '’his 
Maker, and “buildeth temples; 
and Judah hath multiplied fenced 
cities : but ^ I will semi a fire upon 
his cities, and it shall devour the 
palaces thereof. 


CHAPTER IX. 

The distress and captivity ef Isroid for their 
sins and idolatry. 

R ejoice not, O Israel, for joy, 
as other people : for thou * hast 
gone a whoring from thy God, thou 
hast loved a '’reward ®upon every 
cornfloor. 

2 “The floor and the ^winepress 
shall not feed them, and the new 
wine shall fail in her. 

3 They shall not dwell in ‘'the 
Lord’s land; “but Ephraim shall 
return to Egypt, and '’they shall eat 
unclean things « in Assyria.

a What will ye do in ^ the solemn 
day, and in the day of the feast of 
the Lord ? 

G For, lo, they are gone because of 
destruction : ” Egypt shall gather 
them up, Memphis shall buiy them : 
“ '■ the pleasant places for their silver, 
"nettles shall possess them : thorns 
shall he in their tabernacles. 

7 Tlie days of visitation are come, 
the days of recompence are come ; 
Israel shall know it : the prophet is 
a fool, ‘’the ^spiritual man is mad, 
for the multitude of thine iniquity, 
and the great hatred. 

8 The ‘‘ watchman of Ephraim was 
with my God : hut the prophet is a 
snare of a fowler in all his ways, 
and hatred ®in the house of his 
God. 

9 '^They have deeply corrupted 
themselves, as in the days of “Gi- 
beah: therefore he will remember 
their iniquity, he will visit their 
sins. 

10 I found Israel like grapes in 
the wilderness ; I saw your fathers 
as "the firstripe in the fig tree 
‘at her first time: hut they went 
to y Baal-peor, and • separated them- 
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selves ‘unto that shame ; ’’and their 
abominations were according as 
they loved. 

11 Ae for Ephraim, their glory 
shall fly away like a bird, irom 
the . birth, and from the womb, and 
from the conception. 

12 "Though they bring up their 
children, yet ‘will I bereave them, 
that there shall not he a man left: 
yea, "woe also to them when I 'de- 
part from them ! 

18 Ephraim, «as I saw Tyrus, is 
planted in a pleasant place : ’’ but 
Ephraim shall bring forth his chil- 
dren to the murderer. 

14 Give them, O Lord : what wilt 
thou give? give them ‘a * miscar- 
rying womb and dry breasts. 

15 All their wickedness w in Gil- 
gal: for there I hated them: ‘for 
the wickedness of their doings I 
will drive them out of mine house, 

I will love them no more : ® all their 
princes are revolters. 

16 Ephraim is smitten, their root is 
dried up, they shall bear no fruit: 
yea, "though they bring forth, yet 
will I slay even ® the beloved fruit 
of their womb. 

17 My God will cast them away, lu 

because they did not hearken unto chas 
him : and they shall be " wanderers be j 
among the nations. they 

CHAPTER X. 

lerad ie rqaroved <md threatened for their that 
impietp and idolatry. 

I SRAEL is empty vine, he upoi 
bringeth forth fruit unto him- Eph 


ing falsely in making a covenant: 
thus judgment springeth up 'as 
hemlock in the furrows of the 
field. 

5 The inhabitants of Samaria shall 
fear because of * the calves of** Beth- 
aven : for the people thereof shall 
mourn over it, and *the priests 
thereof that rejoiced on it, ’ for the 
glory thereof, because it is depart- 
ed from it. 

6 It shall be also carried unto As- 
^ria^or a present to '‘king Jareb : 
Ephraim shall receive shame, and 
Israel shall be ashamed ’ of his own 
counsel. 

7 '^As for Samaria, her king is cut 
off* as the foam upon ® the water. 

8 "The high places also of Aven, 
"the sin of Israel, shall be de- 
stroyed: Pthe thorn and the thistle 
shall come up on their altars ; •* and 
they shall say to the mountains, 
Cover us; and to the hills, Fall 
on us. 

9 ' O Israel, thou hast sinned from 
the days of Gibeah: there they 
stood : " the battle in Gibeah a^inst 
the children of iniquity did not 
overtake them. 

10 '-It is in my desire that I should 
chastise them ; and " the people shall 
be gathered against them, ‘when 
they shall bind themselves in their 
two furrows. 

11 And Ephraim is as heifer

4 I drew them with cords of a 
man, with bands of love: and «I 
was to them as they that ®take off 
the yoke on their jaws, and ’’ I laid 
meat unto them. 

5 H ‘He shall not return into the 
land of Egypt, but the Assyrian 
shall be his king, ■‘because they 
refused to return. 

6 And the sword shall abide on 
his cities, and shall consume his 
branches, and devour them, ‘be- 
cause of their o wn counsels. 

7 And my people are bent to 
“ backsliding from me : “ though 

they called them to the most High, 
* none at all would exalt him. 

8 " How shall I give thee up, 
Ephraim ? how shall I deliver thee, 
Israel? how shall I make thee as 
‘’Admah? how shall I set thee as 
Zeboim? ‘‘mine heart is turned 
within me, my repentings are kin- 
dled together. 

9 I win not execute the fierceness 
of mine anger, I will not return to 
destroy Ephraim: "^for I am Cod, 
and not man ; the Holy One in the 
midst of thee : and I will not enter 
into the city. 

10 They shall walk after the Lokd :

4 Yea, he had power over the 
angel, and prevailed : he wept, and 
made supjnication unto him: he 
found him in "Beth-el, and tliere 
he spake with us ; 

5 Even the Lord God of hosts ; 
the Lord is his ■* memorial. 

6 ‘ Therefore turn thuii to thy God : 
keep mercy and judgment, and 
‘‘ wait on thy God continually. 

7 1 He w ®a merchant, Hhe ba- 
lances of deceit are in his hand : 
he loveth to * oppress. 

8 And Ephraim said, "’Yet I am 
become ri^ I have found me out 
substance : ^ in all my labours they 
shall find none iniquity in me ^ that 
were sin. i 

9 And " I that am the Lord thy I 
God from the land of Egypt "will 
yet make thee to dwell in taberna- 
cles, as in the days of the solemn 
feast 
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2 Take with you words, and turn 
to the Lord: say unto him, Take 
away all iniquity, and ‘receive m 
graciously: so will we render the 
^ calves of our lips. 

8 ‘•Asshur shall not save us; *we 
will not ride upon horses: ^neither 
will we say any more to the work 
of our hands. Ye are our gods: 
*for in thee the fatherless findeth 
mercy. 

4 H I will heal ^ their backsliding, 
I will love them ‘freely: for mine 
anger is turned away from him. 

5 I will be as ‘‘the dew unto Is- 
rael : he shall ® grow as the lily, and 
^ cast forth his roots as Lebanon. 

6 His branches ‘shall spread, and 


‘his beauty shall be as the olive 
tree, and °‘his smell as Lebanon. 

7 “They that dwell under his sha- 
dow shall return ; they shall revive 
as the com, and *ctow as the vine : 
the ‘scent thereof shall he as the 
wine of Lebanon. 

8 Ephraim shall say^ “What have 
I to do any more with idols? **I 
have heard mm, and observed him : 
I am like a green fir tree. ’From 
me is thy fruit found. 

9 "^Who is wise, and he shall un- 
derstand these things ? prudent, and 
he shall know them ? for * the ways 
of the Lord are right, and the just 
shall walk in them : but the trans- 
gressors shall fall therein.

®the new wine is ‘dried up, the 
oil languisheth. 


11 “Be ye ashamed, O ve hus- 
bandmen ; howl, O ye vinedressers, 
for the wheat and for the barley; 
because the harvest of the field is 
perished. 

12 " The vine is dried up, and the 
fig tree languisheth; the pomegra- 
nate tree, the palm tree also, and 
the apple tree, even all the trees 
of the field, are withered : because 
pjoy is withered away from the sons 
of men. 

18 '•Gird yourselves, and lament, 
ye priests : howl, ye ministers of 
the altar: come, lie all night in 
sackcloth, ye ministers of my God : 
for the meat offering and the drink 
ofiering is withholden from the 
house of your God. 

14 H "Sanctify ye a fast, call ‘a 
* solemn assembly, gather the elders 
atid “ all the inhabitants of the land 
into the house of the Lord your 
God, and cry unto the Lord, 

15 *Alas for the day ! for ’’the day 
of the Lord is at hand, and as a 
destruction from the Almighty shall 
it come. 

10 Is not the meat cut off* before 
our eyes, yea, Moy and gladness 
from the house of our God ? 

17 The ® seed is rotten under their 
clods, the gamers are laid desolate, 
the bams are broken down ; for the 
corn is withered. 

18 How do ‘the beasts groan I the 
herds of cattle are perplexed, be- 
cause they have no pasture ; yea, 
the flocks of sheep are made deso- 
late. 

19 O Lord, ‘’to thee will I cir: 
for “the fire hath devoured the 
‘pastures of the wilderness, and 
the flame hath burned all the trees 
of the field. 
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20 The beasts of the field ** cry also 
unto thee ; for ® the rivers of waters 
are dried up, and the fire hath de- 
voured the pastures of the wilder*’ 
ness. 

CHAPTER II. 

1 He sheiioeth mtto Zion tlie terr0)lene88 of 
Qod'e jtulgntetU. 12 He exhorteth to repent- 
ance, 16 preecribdh a fast, 18 promised a 
hleminy Uteremi. 21 He comfortetJt, Zion with 
present, ^ ami future hlesskigs. 

*T)LOW ye the ® trumpet in Zion, 
If and *' sound an alann in my 
holy mountain : let all the inhabit- 
ants of the land tremble : for “ the 
day of the Lord cometli, for it is 
nigh at hand ; 

2 ‘‘A day of darkness and of gloom- 
iness, a day of clouds and of thick 
darkness, as the morning spread 
upon the mountains : “ a great peo- 
ple and a strong; Hhere hath not 
been ever the like, neither shall be 
any more after it, even to the years 
^ of many generations. 

8 “A tire devoureth before them ; 
and behind them a flame burnetii : 
the land is as •' the garden of Eden 
before them, ‘and behind them a 
desolate wilderness; yea, and no- 
thing shall escape them. 

4 ‘‘ The appearance of them is as 
the appearance of horses ; and as 
horsemen, so shall they run. 

6 ‘Like the noise of chariots on 
the tops of mountains shah they 
leap, like the noise of a flame of 
fire that devoureth the stubble, “ as ' 
a strong people set in battle array. 

6 Bemre their face the people 
shall be much pained: "all faces 
shall gather * blackness. 

7 They shall run like mighty men ; 
they shall climb the wall like men 
of war ; and they shall march every 
one on his ways, and they shall 
not break their ranks : 

8 Neither shall one thrust another ; 
they shall walk every one in his 
path : and when they fall upon the 
“sword, they shall not be wounded. 

9 They slml run to and fro in the 
city; they shall run upon the wall, 
they shall climb up upon tlie houses ; 


they shall " enter in at the windows 
plike a thief. 

10 ^The earth shall quake before 
thorn ; the heavens shall tremble : 
Hhe sun and the moon shall be 
dark, and the stars shall withdraw 
their shining : 

11 “And the Lord shall utter his 
voice before * his army : for his camp 
is very great : " for he is strong that 
executeth his word: for the *day 
of the Lord is great and very ter- 
rible ; and ^ who can abide it ? 

12 H Therefore also now, saith the 
Lord, "turn ye even to me with 
all your heart, and with fiisting, 
and with weeping, and with moum- 
ing: 

18 And “rend your heart, and not 
*’your garments, and turn unto the 
Lord your God : for he is ® gracious 
and merciful, slow to anger, and 
of great kindness, and repenteth 
him of the evil. 

14 ^Who knoweth if he will re- 



turn and repent, and leave “ a bless-^ 
ing behind him ; even ^a meat offer- 
ing and a drink offering unto the 
Lord your God ? 

15 IF “Blow the trumpet in Zion, 
‘‘sanctify a fast, caU a solemn as- 
sembly : 

16 Gather the people, ‘ sanctify the 
congregation, '“assemble the elders, 

' gather the children, and those that 
suck the breasts: “let the bride- 
groom go forth of his chamber, and 
the briae out of her closet. 

17 Let the priests, the ministers of 
the Lord, weep "between the porch 
an^ thie altar, and let them say, 
"Spare thy peopl^ O Lord, and 
give not thine heritage to reproadi, 
that the heathen should *nue over 
them: p wherefore should they say 
among the people. Where is their 
God? 

18 IF Then will the Lord ’be jea- 
lous for his land, ''and pity his 
people. 

19 Yea, the Lord will answer and 
say unto his peo{de, Behold, 1 will 
send you “com, and wine, and oil, 
and ye shall be satisfied therewith : 
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and I will no more make you a 
reproach among the heathen : 

20 But *I will remove far off from 
you "the northern armv, and will 
drive him into a land barren and 
desolate, with his face "toward the 
east sea, and his hinder part ^ to- 
ward the utmost sea, and nis stink 
shall come up, and his ill savour 
shall come up, because “he hath 
done great things. 

21 IF Fear not, O land; be glad 
and rejoice : for the Lord will do 
great things. 

22 Be not afraid, *ye beasts of 
the field: for "the pastures of the 
wilderness do spring, for the tree 
beareth her fruit, the fig tree and 
the vine do yield their strength. 

28 Be glad then, ye children of 
Zion, and rejoice in the Lord your 
God: for he hath given you “the 
former rain * moderately, and he 
“will cause to come down for you 
‘‘the rain, the former rain, and the 
latter rain in the first month. 

24 And the floors shall be full of 
wheat, and the fats shall overflow 
with wine and oil. 

25 And I will restore to you the 
years “that the locust hath eaten, 
the cankerworm, and the cater- 
piller, and the palmerworm, ^my 
great army which I sent among 
you. 

26 And ye shall «eat in plenty, 
and be satisfied, and praise the 
name of the Lord your God, that 
hath dealt wondrously with you : 
and my people shall never be 
ashamed. 

27 ‘‘And ye shall know that I am 
4n the midst of Israel, and that '"I 
am the Lord your God, and none 
else : and my people shall never be 
ashamed. 

28 IF ‘And it shall come to pass 
afterward, that I “ will pour out my 
spirit upon all flesh; "and your 
sons ana “your daughters shall pro- 
phesy, your old men shall dream 
dreams, your young men shall see 
visions : 

29 And also upon ‘‘the servants 


and upon the handmaids in those 
days will I pour out my spirit. 

80 And ’I will shew wonders in 
the heavens and in the earth, blood, 
and fire, and pillars of smoke. 

8f ^The sun shall be turned into 
darkness, and the moon into blood, 
"before the great and the terrible 
day of the Lord come. 

82 And it shall come to pass, that 
‘whosoever shall call on the name 
of the Lord shall be delivered : for 
“in mount Zion and in Jerusalem 
shall be deliverance, as the Lord 
hath said, and in "the remnant 
whom the Lord shall call. 

CHAPTER III. 

1 God's jiulgmmts agaimt the enemies of his 
people. 9 God imll be knoimi in his judg- 
ment. IH His blessing upon the chu/rch. 

F or, behold, ‘in those days, 
and in that time, when I shall 
bring again the captivity of Judah 
and J enisalem, 

2 ‘‘I will also gather all nations, 
and will bring them down into “the 
valley of Jenoshaphat, and ^will 
plead with them there for my peo- 
ple and for my heritage Israel, 
whom they have scattered among 
the nations, and parted my land. 

8 And they have “cast lots for 
my people; and have given a boy 
for an harlot, and sold a girl for 
wine, that they might drink. 

4 Yea, and what have ye to do 
with me, Tyre, and Zidon, and 
all the coasts of Palestine? «will 
ye render me a recompence ? and 
if ye recompense me, swiftly and 
speedily will I return your recom- 
pence upon your own head ; 

5 Because ye have taken my silver 
and my gold, and have carried into 
your temples my goodly “pleasant 
thiims : 

6 The children also of Judah and 
the children of Jerusalem have ye 
sold unto “the Grecians, that ye 
might remove them far from their 
border. 

7 Behold, ‘‘I will raise them out 
of the place whither ye have sold 
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them, and will return your recom- 
pence upon your own head : 

8 And I will sell your sons and 
your daughters into the hand of 
the children of Judah, and they 
shall sell them to the 'Sabean^ to 
a people ‘‘far off: for the Lord 
hath spoken it. 

9 IT ‘Proclaim ye this among the 
Gentiles; “Prepare war, wake up 
the mighty men, let all the men 
of war draw near ; let them come 
up : 

10 " Beat your plowshares into 
swords, and your “ pruninghooks 
into Spear'S : " let the weak say, I 
am strong. 

11 "Assemble yourselves, and come, 
all ye heathen, and gather your- 
selves together round about: thi- 
ther ^ cause Pthy mighty ones to 
come down, O Lord. 

12 Let the heathen be wakened, 
••and come up to the valley of Je- 
hoshaphat: for there will I sit to 
■■judge all the heathen round about. 

18 “Put ye in the sickle, for ‘the 
harvest is ripe : come, get you 
down; for the "press is full, the 
fats overflow; for their wickedness 
is great. 

14 Multitudes, multitudes in ■‘the 
valley of ® decision : for ^ the day of 
the Lord is near in the valley of 
decision. 

15 The “sun and the moon shall 


be darkened, and the stars shall 
withdraw their shining. 

16 The Lord also shall *roar out 
of Zion, and utter his voice from 
Jerusalem; and ‘■the heavens and 
the earth shall shake : " but the 
Lord will he the “hope of his peo- 
ple, and the strength of the chil- 
dren of Israel. 

17 So ‘‘shall ye know that I am 
the Lord your God dwelling in 
Zion, “ my holy mountain : then 
shall Jerusalem be *holy, and there 
shall no 'strangers pass through 
her any more. 

18 H And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that the mountains shall 
« drop down new wine, and the 
hills shall flow with milk, ‘■and all 
the rivers of Judah shall ^flow 
with waters, and ‘a fountain shall 
come forth of the house of the 
Lord, and shall water ‘‘the valley 
of Shittim. 

19 ‘E^pt shall be a desolation, 
and ’"Edfom shall be a desolate 
wilderness, for the violence against 
the children of Judah, because they 
have shed innocent blood in their 
land. 

20 But Judah shall ® dwell “for 
ever, and Jerusalem from genera- 
tion to generation. 

21 For I will “ cleanse their blood 
tlmt I have not cleansed : *■ * for the 
Lord dwelleth in Zion. 
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CHAPTER I. 

1 Amos eheweth God’s jiulgrmnt upon Syria, 
6 ttpon the Philistines, 9 upon Tyrus, 11 
vpon Edom, 13 upon Ammon. 

T he words of Amos, “who was 
among the herdmen of ^ Tekoa, 
which he saw concerning Israel ® in 
the days of Uzziah king of Judah, 
and in the days of ‘‘Jeroboam the 
son of Joash king of Ismel, two 
years, before the ” earthquake. 

2 And he said. The Lord will 
^roar from Zion, and utter his voice 
from Jerusalem ; and the habita- 
tions of the shepherds shall mourn, 
and the top of ‘'Carmel shall wi- 
ther. 

8 Thus saith the Lord ; For three 
transgressions of ‘‘Damascus, “and 
for four, I will not turn away the 
punishment thereof; ‘because they 
have threshed Gilead with thresh- 
ing instruments of iron : 

4 ‘‘ But I will send a fire into the 
house of Hazael, which shall de- 
vour the palaces of Ben-hadad. 

5 I will break also the ‘bar of Da- 
mascus, and cut off* the inhabitant 
from *• the plain of Aven, and him 
that holdeth the sceptre from “the 
house of Eden : and “ the people of 
Syria shall go into captivuy "unto 
Kir, saith the Lord. 

6 H Thus saith the Lord; For 
three transgressions of ® Gaza, and 
for four, I will not turn away the 
punishment thereof; because they 
“carried away captive the whole 
captivity, ^to deliver them up to 

7 ’But I will send a fire on the 
wall of Gaza, which shall devour 
the palaces thereof : 


8 And I will cut off* the inhabitant 
■^from Ashdod, and him that hold- 
eth the sceptre from Ashkelon, and 
I will "turn mine hand against 
Ekron : and * the remnant of the 
Philistines shall perish, saith the 
Lord God. 

9 H Thus saith the Lord ; For 
three transgressions of " Tyrus, and 
for four, I will not turn away the 
punishment thereof ; * because they 
delivered up the whole captivity to 
Edom, and remembered not * the 
brotherly covenant : 

10 But I will send a fire on the 
wall of Tyrus, which shall devour 
the palaces thereof. 

11 II Tims saith the Lord ; For 
three transgressions of * Edom, and 
for four, I will not turn away the 
punishment thereof ; because he did 
pursue “his brother ’'with the sword, 
and “did cast off* all pity, “and his 
anger did tear perpetually, and he 
kept his wrath for ever : 

12 But ‘‘I will send a fire upon 
Teman, which shall devour the pa- 
laces of Bozrah. 

18 H Thus saith the Lord; For 
three transgressions of “the chil- 
dren of Ammon, and for four, I 
will not turn away the punishment 
thereof; because they have rip- 
ped up the women with child of 
Gilead, "that they might enlarge 
their border : 

14 But I will kindle a fire in the 
wall of ‘‘Eabbah, and it shall de- 
vour the^ palaces thereof, ‘ with 
shouting in the day of battle, with 
a tempest in the day of the whirl- 
wind: 

15 And ‘‘their king shall go into 
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captivity, he and his princes toge- 
ther, saith the Lord. 

CHAPTER 11. 

1 Ood*$ wrath against Moah, 4 npon Judah, 
6 and upon Israel. 9 God complaincth (d 
their utdhanld^diu^. 

T hus saith the Lord; For 
three transgressions of “ Moab, 
and for four, I will not turn away 
the punishment thereof ; because he 
’’burned the bones of the king of 
Edom into lime : 

2 But I will send a fire upon 
Moah, and it shall devour the pa- 
laces of * Kirioth : and Moab shall 
die with tumult, ^with shouting, 
and with the sound of the trum- 
pet : 

8 And I will cut off "the iud^e 
from the midst thereof, and will 
slay all the princes thereof with 
him, saith the Lord. 

4 IF Thus saith the Lord ; For 
three transgressions of Judah, and 
for four, I will not turn away the 
punishment thereof; ^because they 
nave despised the law of the Lord, 
and have not kept his command- 
ments, and « their lies caused them 
to err, ‘‘after the which their fa- 
thers have walked : 

5 ‘But I will send a fire upon 
Judah, and it shall devour the pa- 
laces of Jerusalem. 

6 IF Thus saith the Lord ; For 
three transgressions of Israel, and 
for four, I will not turn away the 
punishment thereof ; because ^ they 
sold the righteous for silver, ana 
the poor for a pair of shoes ; 

7 That pant after the dust of the 
earth on the head of the poor, and 
‘turn aside the way of the meek; 
“and a man and his father will go 
in unto the same ‘maid, “to pro- 
fane my holy name : 

8 And they lay themselves down 
upon clothes "laid to pledge ^by 
every altar, and they drink the 
wine of * the condemned in the 
house of their god. 

« ir Yet destroyed I the ‘‘Amor^ 
ite before them, ^ whose height was 


like the height of the cedars, and 
he was strong as the oaks; yet I 
“ destroyed his fruit from above, and 
his roots from beneath. 

10 Also *I brought you up from 
the land of Egypt, and “led you' 
forty years through the wilderness, 
to possess the land of the Amor- 
ite. 

11 And I raised up of your sons 
for prophets, and of your young 
men for * Nazarites. Is it not even 
thus, O ye children of Israel ? saith 
the Lord. 

12 But ye gave the Nazarites wine 
to drink ; and commanded the pro- 
phets, ^ saying. Prophesy not. 

13 * Behold, ®I am pressed under 
you, as a cart is pressed that is 
full of sheaves. 

14 “Tlierefore the flight shall pe- 
rish from the swift, and the strong 
shall not strengthen his force, nei- 
ther shall the mighty deliver ‘him- 
self : 

1.5 Neither shall he stand that 
handleth the bow ; and he that is 
swift of foot shall not deliver him- 
self: “neither shall he that rideth 
the horse deliver himself. 

16 And he that is ‘courageous 
among the mighty shall flee away 
naked in that day, saith the Lord. 

CHAPTER III. 

1 The, mvfmiiy of Ood’s judgment against /«- 

rael 9 The publication of it, with the eemsei 

thereof. 

H ear this word that the Lord 
hath spoken against you, O 
children of Israel, against the whole 
family which I brought up from the 
land Of Egypt, saying, 

2 “You only have I known of all 
the families of the earth : ’’ there- 
fore I will ‘punish you for all your I 
iniquities. 

8 Can two walk together, except 
they be agreed ? 

4 Will a lion roar in the forest, 
when he hath no prey? will a 
young lion ® cry out of his den, if 
he have taken nothing? 

5 Can a birdfall in a snare Upon’ 
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the earth, where no gin is for him ? 
shall one take up a snare fiH)m the 
earth, and have taken nothing at 
all? 

6 Shall a trumpet be blown in 
the city, and the people “not be 
afraid ? “ shall there be evil in a 
city, ®and the Lord hath not done 
U? 

7 Surely the Lord God will do 
nothing, but ‘‘he revealeth his se- 
cret unto his servants the prophets. 

8 ®The lion hath roared, who will 
not fear? the Lord God hath spo- 
ken, ^ who can but prophesy ? 

9 IT Publish in the palaces at Ash- 
dod, and in die palaces in the 
land of Egypt, and say. Assemble 
yourselves upon the mountains of 
Samaria, and behold the great tu- 
mults in the midst thereof, and 
the * oppressed in the midst there- 
of 

10 For they ®know not to do 
right, saith the Lord, who store 
up violence and ® robbery in their 
palaces. 

11 Tlierefore thus saith the Lord 
God; **An adversary there shall be 
even round about the land ; and 
he shall bring down thy strength 
from thee, and thy palaces shall be 
spoiled. 

12 Thus saith the Lord; As the 
shepherd ®taketh out of the mouth 
of the lion two legs, or a piece 
of an ear; so shall the children of 
Israel be taken out that dwell in 
Samaria in the comer of a bed, 
and in Damascus in a couch. 

18 Hear ye, and testify in the 
house of Jacob, saith the Lord 
God, the God of hosts, 

14 That in the day that I ahnll 
“visit the trans^essions of Israel 
upon him I will also visit the al- 
tf^ of Beth-el: and the horns of 
the altar shall be cut off, and &11 
to the ground. 

U And I will smite Hhe winter 
house with ^the summer house ; 
Bind * the houses of ivory sh ^j 
h^ish, and the great houses shaU 
have an end, saiw the Lobd^ 


CHAPTER IV. 


1 He rcprovUh Igrael for oppremon, i/or 
idolatry, 6 a/nd for their incorrigibleness. 

H ear this word, ye ®ki»e of 
Bashan, that are in the moun- 
tain of Samaria, which oppress the 
poor, which crush the needy, which 
say to their masters. Bring, and let 
us drink. 

2 “The Lord God hath sworn by 
his holiness, that, lo, the days shall 
come upon you, that he wall take 
you away 'with hooks, and your 
posterity with fishhooks. 

8 And "^ye shall go out at the 
breaches, every cow at tJtat whiedi is 
before her; and ®ye shall cast them 
into the palace, saitli the Lord. 

4 H 'Come to Beth-el, and trans- 
gress ; at ^Gilgal multiply trans- 

f ression; and « bring your sacri- 
ces eveiy morning, “aW your tithes 
after ® three years : 

5 ‘And * offer a sacrifice of thanks- 
giving with leaven, and proclaim 
and publish the free offerings : ‘ for 
“this liketh you, O ye children of 
Israel, saith the Lord God. 

6 H And I also have given you 
cleanness of teeth in all your ci- 
ties, and want of bread in all your 
places : " yet have ye not returned 
unto me, saith the Lord. 

7 And also I have withholden tlie 
rain from you, when there were yet 
three months to the harvest : and I 
caused it to rain upon one city, and 
caused it not to rain upon another 
city: one piece was rained upon, 
and the piece whereupon it rained 
not withered. 

8 So two or three cities wandered 
unto one city, to drink water; but 
they were not satisfied: “yet have 
ye not returned unto me, saith the 
Lord. 

9 ®I have smitten you with blast- 
ing and mildew: “when your gar- 
dens and your vineyards and your 
fig trees and your olive trees in- 
creased, I* the palmerworm devour- 
ed them: yet have ye not returned 
unto me, saith the Lord. 
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10 I have sent among you the 
pestilence after the manner of 
Egypt: your young men have I 
slain with the sword, ’and have 
taken away your horses; and I 
have made the stink of your camps 
to come up unto your nostrils : 'yet 
have ye not returned unto me, saith 
the Lord. 

11 I have overthrown eorne of 
you, as God overthrew * Sodom and 
Gomorrah, ‘and ye were as a fire- 
brand plucked out of the burning : 
” yet have ye not returned unto me, 
saith the Lord. 

12 Therefore thus will I do unto 
thee, O Israel : and because I will 
do this unto thee, * prepare to meet 
thy God, O Israel. 

18 For, lo, he that formeth the 
mountains, and createth the ^wind, 
^and declareth unto man what is 
his thought, * that maketh the 
morning darkness, ‘and treadeth 
upon the high places of the earth, 
•’The Lord, The God of hosts, is 
his name. 

CHAPTER V. 

1 A lamentation for l»rad. \ An exhortation 
to repe'iUanee. 21 God rejecteth their hypo- 
criticat service. 

H ear ye this word which I 
‘take up against you, even a 
lamentation, O house of Israel. 

2 The virgin of Israel is fallen; 
she shall no more rise : she is for- 
saken upon her land ; there is none 
to raise her up. 

8 For thus saith the Lord God; 
The city that went out by a thou- 
sand snail leave an hundred, and 
that which went forth by an hun- 
dred shall leave ten, to the house 
of Israel. 

4 % For thus saith the Lord unto 
the house of Israel, •’Seek ye me, 
” and ye shall live : 

^ 5 But seek not *• Beth-el, nor enter 
into Gilgal, and pass not to * ]^er- 
sheba: for Gilgal shall surely go 
into captivity, and 'Beth-el shall 
come to nought 

6 'Seek the Lord, and ye shall 


live; lest he break out like fire in 
the house of Joseph, and devour 
it and there be none to quench it 
in Beth-eL 

7 Ye who •* turn jud^ent to worm- 
wood, and leave on righteousness 
in the earth, 

8 Seek Mm that maketh the • seven 
stars and Orion, and tumeth the 
shadow of death into the morning, 
•‘and maketh the day dark with 
night: that •calleth for the waters 
of the sea, and poureth them out 
upon the face of the earth : “ The 
Lord is his name : 

9 That strengtheneth the ’spoil- 
ed against the strong, so that the 
spoiled shall come against the for- 
tress. 

10 "They hate him that rebuketh 
in the gate, and they "abhor him 
that speaketh uprightly. 

11 Forasmuch therefore as your 
treading is upon the poor, and ye 
take from him burdens of wheat: 
pye have built houses of hewn 
stone, but ye shall not dwell in 
them; ye have planted ’pleasant 
vineyards, but ye shall not drink 
wine of them. 

12 For I know your manifold 
transgressions and your mighty 
sins : they affiiot the just, they 
take ^a bribe, and they 'turn aside 
the poor in the gate from their 
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18 Therefore ‘the prudent shall 
keep silence in that time ; for it is 
an evil time. 

14 Seek good, and not evil, that 
ye may live : and so the Lord, the 
God of hosts, shall be with you, 
‘as ye have spoken. 

15 " Hate the evil, and love the j 
good, and establish judgment in the 
gate: *it may be that the Lord 
G od of hosts will be gracious unto 
the remnant of Joseph. 

16 Therefore the Lord, the God 
of hosts, the Lord, saith thus; 
Wailing shall be in all streets ; and 
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they shall say in all the high- 
ways, Alas! alas! and they shall 
call the husbandman to mourning, 
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and ^such as are skilful of lamen- 
tation to wailing. 

17 And in all vineyards shall he 
wailing: for *I will pass through 
thee, saith the Loud. 

18 ‘Woe unto you that desire the 
day of the Lord! to what end is 
it for you ? ’’ the day of the Lord 
is darlmess, and not light. 

19 "As if a man did flee from a 
lion, and a bear met him ; or went 
into the house, and leaned his hand 
on the wall, and a serpent bit him. 

20 Shall not the day of the Lord 
be darkness, and not light? even 
very dark, and no brightness in 
it? 

21 IT ^ I hate, I despise your feast 
days, and "I will not “smell in your 
solemn assemblies. 

22 'Though ye offer me burnt of- 
ferings and your meat offerings, I 
will not accept them : neither will I 
regard the ® peace offerings of your 
fat beasts. 

28 Take thou away from me the 
noise of thy songs; for I will not 
hear the melody of thy viols. 

24 »But let judgment *run down 
as^ waters, and righteousness as a 
mighty stream. 

25 ‘‘Have ye offered unto me sacri- 
fices and offerings in the wilderness 
forty years, O house of Israel ? 

26 But ye have borne ® the taber- 
nacle ^ ‘ of your Moloch and Chiun 
your images, the star of your god, 
which ye made to yourselves. 

27 Therefore will I cause you to 
go into captivity ‘‘bevond Damas- 
cus, saith the Lord, ‘whose name 
is The God of hosts. 


CHAPTER VI. 

1 The tDcmtonnm o/Jarad, 7 shall be plagued 
with desolation, 12 and their incorrigible- 
ness. 

W OE ‘to them that *are at 
ease in Zion, and trust in 
the mountain of Samaria, which are 
hamed chief of the nations, to 
^hom the house of Israel came I 
* "Pass ye unto ^Calneh, and see ; 
and from thence go ye to "Hamath 


the great: then go down to 'Gath 
of the Philistines: *he they better 
than these kingdoms ? or their bor- 
der neater than your border ? 

8 Ye that ‘•put far away the ‘evil 
day, ‘‘and cause ‘the “seat of vio- 
lence to come near ; 

4 That lie upon beds of ivory, 
and “stretch themselves upon their 
couches, and eat the lambs out of 
the flock, and the calves out of the 
midst of the stall ; 

5 “That "chant to the sound of 
the viol, and invent to themselves 
instruments of musick, “like Da- 
vid; 

6 That drink ®wine in bowls, and 
anoint themselves with the chief 
ointments : "but they are not griev- 
ed for the “affliction of Joseph. 

7 H Therefore now shall they go 
captive with the first that go cap- 
tive, and the banquet of them that 
stretched themselves shall be re- 
moved. 

8 **The Lord God hath sworn by 
himself, saith the Lord the God 
of hosts, I abhor ’ the excellency of 
Jacob, and hate his palaces : there- 
fore will I deliver up the city with 
all ' that is therein. 

9 And it shall come to pass, if 
there remain ten men in one house, 
that they shall die. 

10 And a man’s uncle shall take 
him up, and he that bumeth him, 
to bring out the bones out of the 
house, and shall say unto him that 
is by the sides of the house, Is 
there yet any with thee? and he 
shall say. No. Then shall he say, 
■^Hold thy tongue : "for “we may 
not make mention of the name of 
the Lord. 

11 For, behold, ‘the Lord com- 
mandeth, "and he will smite the 
great house with “breaches, and the 
little house with clefts. 

12 H Shall horses run upon the 
rock ? will one plow there with 
oxen? for *ye have turned judg- 
ment into gall, and the fruit of 
righteousness into hemlock : 

18 Ye which rejoice in a thing of 
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nought, which say, Have we not 
taken to us horns by our own 
strength ? 

14 But, behold, n will raise up 
against you a nation, O house of 
Israel, saith the Lord the God of 
hosts ; and they shall afflict you 
from the 'entering in of Hemath 
unto the “river of tne wilderness. 

CHAPTER VII.

7 By the wall of a plwmbline is signified the 
r^exiion of Israel, 10 Amaziah complaincth 
of Amos, 14 Amos sheweth his calling, 16

T hus hath the Lord God shew- 
ed unto me ; and, behold, he 
formed “grasshoppers in the begin- 
ning of the shooting up of the latter 
growth; and, lo, it was the latter 
growth after the king’s mowings. 

2 And it came to pass, that when 
they had made an end of eating the 

E 'ass of the land, then I said, O 
ord God, foi^ive, I beseech thee : 
“^by whom shall Jacob arise? for 
he is small. 

8 ’’ The Lord repented for this : It 
shall not be, saith the Lord. 

4 H Thus hath the Lord God 
shewed unto me : and, behold, the 
Lord God called to contend by 
fire, and it devoured the great deep, 
and did eat up a part. 

5 Then said I, O Lord God, cease, 

I beseech thee : “ by whom shall 
Jacob arise ? for he is small. 

6 The Lord repented for this: 
This also shall not be, saith the 
Lord God. 

7 H Thus he shewed me : and, be- 
hold, the Lord stood upon a wall 
made by a plumbline, with a plumb- 
line in his hand. 

8 And the Lord said unto me, 
Amos, what seest thou ? And I 
said, A plumbline. Then said the 
Lord, B^old, '*1 will set a plumb- 
line in the midst of my people Is- 
rael : *1 will not again pass by them 
imy more : 

9 'And the high places of Isaac 


shall be desolate, and the sanctu- 
aries of Israel shall be laid waste ; 
and *I will rise a^inst the house 
of Jeroboam with me sword. 

10 II Then Amaziah ’'the priest of 
Beth-el sent to ‘ Jeroboamv king of 
Israel, saying, Amos hath conspir- 
ed against thee in the midst of the 
house of Israel : the land is not 
able to bear all his words. 

11 For thus Amos saith, Jeroboam 
shall die by the sword, and Israel 
shall surely be led away captive 
out of their own land. 

12 Also Amaziah said unto Amos, 

0 thou seer, go, flee thee away into 
the land of Judah, and there eat 
bread, and prophesy there : 

13 But ’'prophesy not again any 
more at Beth-el: ’for it is the 
king’s “chapel, and it is the “king’s 
court. 

14 f Then answered Amos, and 
said to Amaziah, I tms n® prophet, 
neither was I “a prophet’s son; 
“but I was an herdman, and a ga- 
therer of * sycomore fruit : 

15 And the Lord took me “as 

1 followed the flock, and the Lord 
said unto me. Go, prophesy unto my 
people Israel. 

16 IT Now therefore hear thou the 
word of the Lord : Thou sayest. 
Prophesy not against Israel, and 
° drop not thy word against the 
house of Isaac. 

17 *’ Therefore thus saith the Lord ; 
‘‘Thy wife shall be an harlot in the 
city, and thy sons and thy daugh- 
ters shall fall by the sword, and thy 
land shall be divided by line ; and 
thou shalt die in a pofluted land: 
and Israel shall surety go into cap- 
tivity forth of his land.

I SAW the Lord standing upon 
the altar : and he said, Smite 
the ‘lintel of the door, that the 
posts may shake ; and ‘ ‘ cut them 
in the head, all of them ; and I 
will slay the last of them with 
the sword : ’’ he that fleeth of them 
shall not flee away, and he that 
escapeth of them shall not be de- 
livered. 

2 ® Though they dig into hell, 
thence shall mine hand take them ; 
‘‘though they climb up to heaven, 
thence will I bring them down : 

8 And though they hide them- 
selves in the top of Carmel, I will 
search and take them out thence; 
and though they be hid from my 
sight in the bottom of the sea, 
thence will I command the serpent, 
and he shall bite them : 

4 And though they go into cap- 
tivity before their enemies, “thence 
will I command the sword, and it 
shall slay them : and ^ I will set 
mine eyes upon them for evil, and 
not for good. 

5 And the Lord God of hosts ie 
he that toucheth the land, and it 
shall 'melt, ‘“and all that dwell 
therein shall mourn : and it shall 
rise up wholly like a flood ; and 
shall be drowned, as by the flood 
of Egypt 

elt iehe that buildeth his ‘“sto- 
ries in the heaven, and hath found- 
ed his ’’troop in the earth; he that 
calleth for the waters of the sea. 
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and poureth them out upon the 
face of the earth: ‘The Lord is 
his name. 

7 A.re ye not as children of the 
Ethiopians unto me, O children of 
Israel? saitli the Lord. Have not 
I brought up Israel out of the land 
of Egypt? and the “Philistines 
from ”Caphtor, and the Syrians 
from "Kir? 

8 Behold, Pthe eyes of the Lord 
God are upon the sinful kingdom, 
and I will destroy it from off the 
face of the earth ; saving that I 
will not utterly destroy the house 
of Jacob, saith the Lord. 

9 For, lo, I will command, and I 
will *sift the house of Israel among 
all nations, like as com is sifted in 
a sieve, yet shall not the least *grain 
fall upon the earth. 

10 All the sinners of my people 
shall die by the sword, which 
say. The evil shall not overtake nor 
prevent us. 

11 II *In that dav will I raise up 
the tabernacle oi David that is 
fallen, and * close up the breaches 


thereof; and I will raise up his 
ruins, and I will build it as in the 
days of old ; 

12 *That they may possess the 
remnant of Edom, and of all the 
heathen, * which are called by my 
name, saith the Lord that doeth 
this. 

18 Behold, 'the days come, saith 
the Lord, that the plowman shall 
overtake the reaper, and the treater 
of grapes him that *soweth seed; 
y and the mountains shall drop 
* sweet wine, and all the hills shall 
melt. 

14 'And I will bring again the 
captivity of my people of Israel, 
and 'they shall Duild the waste 
cities, and inhabit them; and they 
shall plant vinevards, and drink 
the wine thereof ; they shall also 
make gardens, and eat the fruit of 
them. 

15 And I will plant them upon 
their land, and they shall no more 
be pulled up out of their land 
whidb I have given them, saith the 
Lord thy God. 
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1 TJie destruction of Edom, .S for their pride, 
10 and for tluAr wrong unto Jaeoh. 17 The 
salvation and victory of Jofioh. 

T he vision of Obadiah. Thus 
saith the Lord God “concern- 
ing Edom; *’We have heard a 
rumour from the Lord, and an 
ambassador is sent among the hea- 
then, Arise ye, and let us rise up 
against her in battle. 

2 Behold, I have made thee small 
among the heathen : thou art great- 
ly despised. 

8 IF The pride of thine heart hath 
deceived thee, thou that dwellest 
in the clefts ®of the rock, whose 
habitation is high ; that saith in 
his heart. Who shall bring me down 
to the ground ? 

4 “Though thou exalt thyself as 
the eagle, and though thou ^set 
thy nest among the stars, thence 
will I bring thee down, saith the 
Lord. 

5 If « thieves came to thee, if rob- 
bers by night, (how art thou cut 
off!) would they not have stolen 
till they had enough ? if the grape- 
gatherers came to thee, would they 
not leave some grapes ? 

6 How are the things of Esau 
searched out! how are his hidden 
things sought up ! 

7 All the men of thy confede- 
racy have brought thee even to the 
border : ’ ‘ the men that were at 
peace with thee have deceived 
thee, and prevailed against thee ; 
*they that eat thy bread have laid 
a Wound under thee : there is none 
understanding * in him. 

8 'Shall I not in that day, saith 
the Lord, even destroy the wise 


I inen out of Edom, and understand- 
ing out of the mount of Esau ? 

9 And thy “ mighty men, O ” Te- j 
man, shall be dismayed, to the end ‘ 
that every one of the mount of Esau 
may be cut off bj^ slaughter. 

10 IF For thy “violence against thy 
brother Jacob shame shall cover 
thee, and ’’thou shalt be cut off 
for ever. 

11 In the day that thou stoodest 
on the other side, in the day that 
tlie strangers ** carried away captive 
his forces, and foreigners entered 
into his gates, and ’’cast lots upon 
Jerusalem, even thou wast as one 
of them. 

12 But ®thou shouldest not have 
■■ looked on " the day of thy brother 
in the day that he became a stran- 
ger ; neither shouldest thou have 
‘rejoiced over the children of Judah 
in the day of their destruction ; nei- 
ther shouldest thou have ^spoken 
proudly in the day of distress. 

18 Thou shouldest not have enter- 
ed into the gate of my people in 
the day of their calamity ; yea, thou 
shouldest not have looKed on their 
affliction in the day of their calami^, 
nor have laid hands on their ® sub- 
stance in the day of their calamity ; 

14 Neither shouldest thou have 
stood in the crossway, to cut off 
those of his that did escape ; nei- 
ther shouldest thou have “delivered 
up those of his that did remain in 
the day of distress. 

15 "For the day of the Lord is 
near upon all the heathen : ’‘as thou 
hast done, it shall be done unto 
thee : thy reward shall return upon 
thine own head. 
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16 ’^For as ye have drunk up- 
on my holy mountain, bo shall all 
the heathen drink continually, yea, 
they shall drink, and they shall 
® swallow down, and they shall be 
as though they had not been. 

17 IT *But upon mount Zion “ shall 
be ® deliverance, and * there shall be 
holiness ; and the house of Jacob 
shall possess their possessions. 

18 And the house of Jacob ’’ shall 
be a fire, and the house of Joseph 
a flame, and the house of Esau for 
stubble, and they shall kindle in 
them, and devour them ; and there 
shall not be any remaining of the 
house of Esau ; for the Lord hath 
spoken it. 


19 And they of the south ° shall 
possess the mount of Esau; •‘and 
they of the plain the Philistines : 
and they shall possess the fields 
of Ephraim, and the fields of Sa- 
maria : and Benjamin ihall poBsess 
Gilead. 

20 And the captivity of this host 
of the children of Israel shall pos- 
Bess that of the Canaanites, even 
* unto Zarephath ; and the capti- 
vity of Jerusalem, ® which is in Se- 
pharad, ^ shall possess the cities of 
the south. 

21 And * saviours shall come up 
on mount Zion to judge the mount 
of Esau ; and the ^ kingdom shall 
be the Lord’s. 
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CHAPTER I. 

1 Jonah, sent to Ninei^eh, fleeth to TarahisJt. 
4 He is hewrayed by a tempest, 11 thromi 
into the sea, 17 a,iiid swallowm by afsh. 

N OW the word of the Lord 
came unto ““Jonah the son 
of Amittai, saying, 

2 Arise, go to Jfineveh, that '‘great 
city, and cry against it; for "their 
wickedness is come up before me. 

8 But Jonah rose up to fiee unto 
Tarshish from the presence of the 
Lord, and went down to ®Jowa; 
and he found a ship going to Tar- 
shish : so he paid the fare thereof, 
and went down into it, to go with 
them unto Tarshish ^from me pre- 
sence of the Lord. 

4 IT But *the Lord “sent out a 
great wind into the sea, and there 
was a mighty tempest in the sea, 
so that the ship was Mike to be 
broken. 

a Then the mariners were afraid. 


and cried every man unto his god, 
and *' cast forth the wares that were 
in the ship into the sea, to lighten 
it of them. But Jonah was gone 
down ‘into the sides of the ^ip; 
and he lay, and was fast asleep. 

G So the shipmaster came to him, 
and said unto him. What meanest 
thou, O sleeper? arise, '‘call upon 
thy God, 'if so be that God will 
think upon us, that we perish not. ^ 

7 And they said every one to his 
fellow. Come, and let us “cast lots, 
that we may know for whose cause 
this evil is upon us. So they cast 
lots, and the lot fell upon Jonah. 

8 Then said they unto him, "Tell 
uSj we pray thee, for whose cause 
this evil is upon us ; What is thine 
occupation? and whence comest 
thou ? what is thy country ? and of 
what people art mou ? 

9 And he said unto them, I am an 
Hebrew; and 1 fear “the Lonii, the 
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God of heaven, “ which hath made 
the sea and the dry land. 

10 Then were the men *exceed- 
ingly afraid, and said unto him, 
hast thou done this ? For the 
men knew that he fled from the 

E resence of the Lord, because he 
ad told them. 

11 IF Then said they unto him, 
What shall we do unto thee, that 
the sea ® may be calm unto us ? for 
the sea wrought, and was tem- 
pestuous. 

12 And he said unto them, ^Take 
me up, and cast me forth into the 
sea ; so shall the sea be calm unto 
you: for I know that for my sake 
this OTeat tempest is upon you. 

18 Nevertheless the men ® rowed 
hard to bring it to the land ; *• but 
the V could not : for the sea wrought, 
and was tempestuous against them. 

14 Wherefore they cried unto the 
Lord, and said. We beseech thee, 
O Lord, we beseech thee, let us 
not perish for this man’s life, and 
" lay not upon us innocent blood : 
for thou, O Lord, "hast done as it 
pleased thee. 

15 So they took up Jonah, and 
cast him forth into the sea : * and 
the sea ceased from her raging. 

16 Then the men "feared the Lord 
exceedingly, and * offered a sacrifice 
unto the Lord, and made vows. 

17 IF Now the Lord had pr^ared 
a great fish to swallow up Jonah. 
And 'Jonah was in the ® belly 
of the fish three days and three 
nights. 

CHAPTER II. 

1 The prayer of Jonah. 10 He is ddivered 
from thefsh. 

T hen Jonah prayed unto the 
Lord his God out of the fish’s 
belly, 

2 And said, I "cried ®by reason 
of mine affliction unto the Lord, 
’’and he heard me ; out of the belly 
of ’hell cried I, and thou heardest 
I my voice. 

8 "For thou hadst cast me into 
I the deep, in the * midst of the 
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seas ; and the floods compassed me 
about : ^ all thy billows and thy 
waves passed over me. 

4 "Then I said, I am cast out of 
thy sight ; yet I will look again 
Howard thy holy temple. 

5 The ^waters compassed me about, 
even to the soul : the depth closed 
me round about, the weeds were 
wrapped about my head. 

G I went down to the ’bottoms of 
the mountains ; the earth with her 
bars was about me for ever : yet 
hast thou brought up my life ‘’from 
’ corruption, O Lord my God. 

7 When my soul fainted within 
me I remembered the Lord : ‘ and 
my prayer came in unto thee, into 
thine holy temple. 

8 They that observe lying vani- 
ties forsake their own mercy. 

9 But I will ‘sacrifice unto thee 
with the voice of thanksgiving; I 
will pay that that I have vowed. 

Salvation is of the Lord. 

10 11 And the Lord spake unto 
the fish, and it vomited out Jonah 
upon the dry land. 

CHAPTER III. 

1 Jonah, seitt at/ain, preaefteth to the Ninevitee. 

6 Upon their repentance, 10 God repenteOi. 

A nd the word of the Lord came 
_ unto Jonah the second time, 
saying, 

2 Arise, go unto Nineveh, that 
great city, and preach unto it the 
preaching that I bid thee. 

8 So Jonah arose, and went unto 
Nineveh, according to the word of 
the Lord. Now Nineveh was an 
* exceeding great city of three days’ 
journey. pb.86?6.& ' 

4 And Jonah began to enter into 
the city a day’s journey, and ‘he "See Deut. 
cried, and sai^ Yet forty days, and 
Nineveh shall be overthrown. 

5 IF So the people of Nineveh ’’ be- 
lieved God, and proclaimed a fast, ® 
and put on sa^cloth, from the 
greatest of them even to the least 
of them. 

6 For word came unto the king 
of Nineveh, and he arose from his 
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Joel 2. 13. 


® 1 Kin. 19. 4. 


throne, and he laid his robe from 
him, and covered him with sack- 
cloth, ®and sat in ashes. 

7 **And he caused it to be pro- 
claimed and * published through 
Nineveh by the decree of the king 
and his ''nobles, saying. Let nei- 
ther mail nor beast, herd nor flock, 
taste any thing: let them not feed, 
nor drink water : 

8 But let man and beast be cover- 
ed with sackcloth, and cry migh- 
tily unto God : yea, “ let them turn 
every one from his evil way, and 
from ^the violence that is in their 
hands. 

9 «Who can tell if God will turn 
and repent, and turn away from his 
fierce anger, that we perish not ? 

10 H ''And God saw their works, 
that they turned from their evil 
way ; and God repented of the evil, 
that he had said that he would do 
unto them ; and he did it not. 

CHAPTER IV. 

1 Jonah, repining aJt God's mercy, 4 is r^roved 
by the type of a gourd. 

B ut it displeased Jonah ex- 
ceedingly, and he was very 
angry. 

2 And he prayed unto the Lord, 
and said, I pray thee, O Lord, was 
not this my saying, when I was yet 
in my country? Therefore I “fled 
before unto Tarshish: for I knew 
that thou art a '’gracious God, and 
merciful, slow to anger, and of 
great kindness, and repentest thee 
of the evil. 

8 “Therefore now, O Lord, take, 
I beseech thee, my life from me ; 


for ^ it is better for me to die than 
to live. 

4 f Then said the Lord, *Doest 
thou well to be angry ? 

5 So Jonah went out of the city, 
and sat on the east side of the 
city, and there made him a booth, 
and sat under it in the shadow, 
till he might see what would be- 
come of the city. 

6 And the Lord God prepared a 

gourd, and made it to come up 

over Jonah, that it might be a 
shadow over his head, to deliver 
him from his grief. So Jonah ®was 
exceeding glad of the gourd. 

7 But God prepared a worm when 
the morning rose the next day, and 
it smote the gourd that it withered. 

8 And it came to pass, when the 
sun did arise, that God prepared a 
* vehement east wind ; and the sun 
beat upon the head of Jonah, that 
he fainted, and wished in himself 
to die, and said, “JiJ is better for me 
to die than to live. 

9 And God said to Jonah, ^Doest 
thou well to be angiy for the 
gourd? And he said, "I do well 
to be angry, even unto death. 

10 Then said the Lord, Thou hast 
®had pity on the gourd, for the 
which thou hast not laboured, nei- 
ther madest it grow ; which ® came 
up in a night, and perished in a 
night : 

11 And should not I spare Nine- 
veh, Hhat great city, wnerein are 
more than sixscore thousand per- 
sons 8 that cannot discern between 
their right hand and their left hand ; 
and also much ''cattle ? 
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CHAPTER I. 

1 Micah sheweth the wrath of God against 
Jacob for idolatry, 10 He exhorteth to 
mowming. 

T he word of the Lord that 
came to “ Micah the Morasthite 
in the days of Jotham, Ahaz, and 
Hezekiah, kings of Judah, ’’which 
he saw concerning Samaria and Je- 
rusalem. 

2 ® Hear, all ye people ; “ hearken, 
O -earth, and * all that therein is : 
and let the Lord God •’be witness 
against you, the Lord from *hi8 
holy temple. 

8 For, nehold, Hhe Lord cometh 
forth out of his * place, and will 
come down, and tread upon the 
’’ high places of the earth. 

4 And ‘the mountains shall be 
molten under him, and the valleys 
shall be cleft, as wax before the 
fire, and as the waters that are 
poured down * a steep place. 

^ 5 For the transgression of Jacob 
is all this, and for the sins of 
the house of Israel. What is the 
transgression of Jacob? is it not 
Samaria? and what are the high 
places of Judah? are they not Je- 
rusalem ? 

6 Therefore I will make Samaria 
’'as an heap of the field, and as 
plantings of a vineyard ; and I will 
pour down the stones thereof into 
the valley, and I will ’discover the 
foundations thereof. 

7 And all the graven images there- 
of shall be beaten to pieces, and

10 H Declare ye it not at Gath, 
weep ye not at all : in the house 
of * Aphrah “ roll thyself in the 
dust. 

11 Pass ye away, ®thou “inhabit- 
ant of Saphir, having thy ‘shame 
naked: the inhabitant of ^Zaanan 
came not forth in the mourning of 
“ Beth-ezel ; he shall receive of you 
his standing. 

12 For the inhabitant of Maroth 
” waited carefully for good : but 
'‘evil came down from the Lord 
unto the gate of Jerusalem. 

18 O thou inhabitant of * Lachish, 
bind the chariot to the swift beast : 
she is the beginning of the sin to 
the daughter of Zion : for the trans- 
gressions of Israel were found in 
thee. 

14 Therefore shalt thou ^give 

E resents Ho Moresheth-^th : the 
ouses of ®*Achzib shall be a lie 
to the kings of Israel. 

15 Yet will I bring an heir unto 
thee, O inhabitant of ‘Mareshah: 
*he shall come unto ’’Adullam the 
glory of Israel. 

16 Make thee *bald, and poll thee 
for thy delicate children ; enlaige 
thy baldness as the eagle ; for 
they are gone into captivity from 
thee. 
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the sun shall go down over the 
prophets, and the shall be dark 
over them. 

7 Then shall the seers be ashamed, 
and the diviners confounded ; ^ea,

9 Hear this, I pray you, \i 
of the house of Jacob, ana 


they shall all cover their * lips ; 
there is no answer of God. 

8 IF But truly I am full of power 
by the spirit of the Lord, and of 
judgment, and of might, *to declare 
unto Jacob his transgression, and 
to Israel his sin. 

e heads 
princes 

of 'the house of Israel, that abhor 
judgment, and pervert all equity. 

10 “They build up Zion with 
"’blood, and Jerusalem with ini- 
quity. 

11 "The heads thereof judge for 
reward, and ^the priests thereof 
teach for hire, and the prophets 
thereof divine for money : ’ yet will 
they lean upon the Lord, ^and say. 
Is not the Lord among us ? none 
evil can come upon us.

thy chariots : 

11 And I will cut off the cities of 
thy land, and throw down all thy ‘ 
strong holds : 

12 And I will cut off* witchcrafts 
out of thine hand; and thou shalt

18 ‘Thy graven images also will ’Zech. 13.2.

out of the midst of thee; ‘and thou 
shalt ‘no more worship the work *i8Bi.2.8.

14 And I will pluck up thy groves 

out of the midst of thee : so will I 
destroy thy ^ cities. ‘ o. menUee.

H ear ye now what the Lord 
saith; Arise, contend thou 
“before the mountains, and let the •ot,wak.

2 ‘Hear ye, O mountains, ‘‘the 
Lord’s controversy, and ye strong ' t..* z®’ 
foundations of the earth: for “the 
Lord hath a controversy with his 
people, and he will plead with Is- 
rael. 

8 O my people, ^ what have I done 
unto thee? and wherein have I 
wearied thee? testify against me. ; 

4 “For I brotight thee up out of 
the land of Ig^t, and redeeraid: 
thee out of iko home of servantet 
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and I sent before thee Moses, Aa- 
ron, and Miriam. 

5 0 my people, remember now 
what 'Balak king of Moab con- 
sulted, and what Balaam the son of 
Beor answered him from «Shittim 
unto Gilgal; that ye may know 
‘‘ the righteousness oi the Lord. 

6 11 Wherewith shall I come before 
the Lord, and bow myself before 
the high God ? shall I come before 
him with burnt offerings, with calves 
“ of ^ear old ? 

7 * Will the Lord be pleased with 
thousands of rams, or with ten 
thousands of ^ rivers of oil ? ' shall 
I give my firstborn for my trans- 
gression, the fruit of my ^ body for 
me sin of my soul ? 

8 He hath “shewed thee, O man, 
what is good; and what doth the 
Lord reci^uire of thee, but "to do 
justly, and to love mercy, and to 
* walk humbly with thy God ? 

9 The Lord’s voice crieth unto 
the city, and ^the man of wisdom 
shall see thy name : hear ye the 
rod, and who hath appointed it. 

10 IT ®Are there yet the treasures 
of wickedness in the house of the 
wicked, . and the ^ scant measure 
® that is abominable ? 

11 ® Shall I count them pure with 
p the wicked balances, and with the 
: bag of deceitful weights ? 

■ 12 For the rich men thereof are 
full of violence, and the inhabit- 
ants thereof have spoken lies, and 

their tongue is deceitful in their 
mouth. 

18 Therefore also will I 'make 

sick in smiting thee, in making 
thee desolate because of thy sins. 

14 ■ Thou shalt eat, but not be sa- 
tisfied; and thy casting down shall 
be in the midst of thee ; and thou 
shalt take hold, but shalt not deli- 
ver; and that which thou deliverest 
will I give up to the sword. 

18 Thou shalt * sow, but thou shalt 
reap; thou shalt tread the 
lolives, but thou shalt not anoint 
tihee with oil; and sweet wine, but 
not drink wine. 


16 IT For • the statutes of " Omri 
are "kept, and all the works of the 
house of ^Ahab, and ye walk in 
their counsels ; that 1 should make 
thee ‘a ® desolation, and the inhabit- 
ants thereof an hissing: therefore 
ye shall bear the "reproach of my 
people. 

CHAPTER VII.

W OE is me ! for I am as * when 
they have gathered the sum- 
mer fruits, as "the grapegleanings 
of the vintage : there is no cluster 
to eat: *’my soul desired the first- 
ripe fruit. 

2 The “®good tnan is perished out 
of the earth : and there is none up- 
right among men: they all lie in 
wait for blood; ®they hunt every 
man his brother with a net. 

8 H That they may do evil with 
both hands earnestly, ®the prince 
asketh, ‘^and the judge asleeth for 
a reward; and the great man, he 
uttereth®hi8 mischievous desire: so 
they wrap it up. 

4 The best of them * w as a brier : 
the most upright is sharper than a 
thorn hedge : the day of thy watch- 
men and thy visitation cometh ; 
now shall be their perplexity. 

5 II Trust ve not in a friend, put 
ye not confidence in a guide : keep 
the doors of thy mouth from her 
that lieth in thy bosom. 

6 For ‘the son dishonoureth the 
father, the daughter riseth up a- 
^iiist her mother, the daughter in 
law against her mother in law; a 
man’s enemies are the men of his 
own house. 

7 Therefore ^ I will look unto the 
Lord ; I will wait fw the God of my 
salvation : my God will hear me. 

8 H ‘Rejoice not a^inst me, O 
mine enemy: “when! fall, I shall 
arise ; when I sit in darkness, " the 
Lord dudl be a light unto me. 
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9 *I wUl bear the indignation of 
the Lobd, because I have sinned 
against him, until he plead my 
cause, and execute jud^ent for 
me : **he will brine me forth to the 
light, and 1 shall behold his right- 
eousness. 

10 “Then she that is mine enemy 
shall see it, and ^ shame shall cover 
her which said unto me, Where is 
the Lord thv God? "mine eyes 
shall behold her: now ^ shall she 
be trodden down *as the mire of 
the streets. 

11 In the day that thy “walls are 
to be built, in that day shall the 
decree be far removed. 

12 In that day also ^ he shall come 
even to thee from Assyria, *and 
from the fortified cities, and from 
the fortress even to the river, and 
from sea to sea, and from moun- 
tain to mountain. 

18 ® Notwithstanding the land shall 
be desolate because of them that 
dwell therein, ^for the fruit of their 
doings. 

14 ^ ®Feed thy people with thy 
rod, the flock ^ of thine heritage, 
which dwell solitarily in * the wood, 
in the midst of Carmel : let them 


feed in Bashan and Gilead^ as in 
the days of old. 

15 “Accordii^ to the days of thy 
coming out df the land of Egypt 
will I shew unto him marv^ous 
things. 

16 IF The nations '’shall see and 
be confounded at all their might: 
" they shall lay their hand upon thmr 
mouth, their ears shall be deaf 

17 They shall lick the "'dust like 
a serpent, "they shall move out of 
their holes like * worms of the 
earth: Hhey shall be afraid of the 
Lord our God, and shall fear be- 
cause of thee. 

18 •'Who is a God like unto thee, 
that '‘pardoneth iniquity, and pass- 
eth by the transgression of 'the 
remnant of his heritage? '‘he re- 
taiueth not his anger for ever, be- 
cause he delighteth in mercy. 

19 He will turn again, he will 
have compassion upon us ; he will 
subdue our iniquities^ and thou 
wilt cast all their ::^ins into the 
depths of the sea. 

20 ' Tliou wilt perform the truth to 
Jacob, and the mercy to Abraham, 
“which thou hast sworn unto our 
fatliers from the days of old.

2 “God is ** jealous, and ®the Lord 
revengeth; the Lord revengeth, 
and “ is furious ; the Lord will take 
vengeance on his adversaries, and 
he reserveth wrath for his enemies. 

8 The Lord is ‘‘slow to anger, 
and “great in power, and will not 
at all acquit the wicked: Hhe Lord 
Imth his way in the whirlwind and 
in the storm, and the clouds are 
the dust of his feet. 

4 «He rebuketh the sea, and 
maketh it dry, and drieth up all 
the rivers: ^Bashan languisheth, 
and Carmel, and the flower of Le- 
banon languisheth. 

5 ‘The mountains quake at him, 
and ‘‘the hills melt, and ‘the earth 
is burned at his presence, yea, the 
world, and all that dwell therein. 

6 Who can stand before his indig- 
nation? and “who can * abide m 
the fierceness of his anger? "his 
fury is poured out like fire, and the 
rocks are thrown down by him. 

7 “The Lord is good, a 'strong 
hold in the day of trouble; and 
**he knoweth them that trust in 


him. 


10 For while they he folden toge- 
ther thorns, "and while they 
are drunken as drunkards, *they 
shall be devoured as stubble fully 
diy. 

11 There is one come out of thee, 
y that imagineth evil against the 
Lord, “ a wicked counsellor. 

12 Thus saith the Lord ; “Though 
they he quiet, and likewise many, , 
yet thus * shall they be * cut down, I 
when he shall ^ass through. 
Though I have afflicted thee, I 
will afflict thee no more. 

18 For now will I ** break his yoke 
from off* thee, and will burst thy 
bonds in sunder. 

14 And the Lord hath given a 
commandment concerning thee, that 
no more of thy name be sown : 
out of the house of thy gods will 
I cut off the graven image and the | 
molten image: “I will make thy 
grave ; for th^ou art vile. 

15 Behold ‘‘upon the mountains 
the feet of him that bringeth good 
tidings, that publisheth peace I O 


8 But with an overrunning flood 
he will make an utter end of the 
place thereof, and darkness shall 
pursue his enemies. 

9 'What do ye imagine against 
the Lord? “he will make an utter 
caad : affliction shall not rise up tiie 
see^dtime. 


Judah, 'keep thy solemn feasts, per- 
form thy vows: for '“the wicRed 
shall no more pass through thee ; 
^he is utterly cut off. 

CHAPTER IL 

The fearfvi and victorious orrMes of God 
against Nineveh. 

H e ^ * that dasheth in pieces 
is come up before thy face : 
keep the munition, watch the way, i 
make thy loins strong, fortify thy 
power m^htily. 

2 “For the Lord hath turned away 
' the excellency of Jacob, as the ex- 
cellency of Israd : for ^ the emptiers j 
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have emptied them out, and marred 
their vine branches. 

8 The shield of his mighty men is 
made "red, the valiant men are *in 
scarlet: the chariots shall be with 

flaming torches in the day of his 
preparation, and the fir trees shall 
be terribly shaken. 

4 The chariots shall rage in the 
streets, they shall justle one against 
another in the broad ways: Hhey 
shall seem like torches, they shall 
run like the lightnings. 

5 He shall recount his ® worthies : 
they shall stumble in their walk; 
they shall make haste to the wall 
thereof, and the ® defence shall be 
prepared. 

6 The gates of the rivers shall 
be opened, and the palace shall be 
^ dissolved. 

7 And ® Huzzab shall be ® led away 
captive, she shall be brought up, 
and her maids shall lead her as 
with the voice of ^ doves, tabering 
upon their breasts. 

8 But Nineveh is ®of old like a 
pool of water: yet they shall flee 
away. Stand, stand, shall they cry ; 
but none shall ® look back. 

9 Take ye the spoil of silver, take 
the spoil of gold : * for there is none 
end of the store and glory out of 
all the ® pleasant furniture. 

10 She is empty, and void, and 
waste : and the lieart melteth, and 
*' the knees smite together, ‘ and 
much pain is in all loins, and ‘‘the 
faces of them all gather black- 
ness. 

11 Where is the dwelling of ‘the 
lions, and the feedin^lace of the 
young lions, where the lion, even 
the old lion, walked, and the lion’s 
whelpjand none made them afraid ? 

12 lion did tear in pieces 
enough for his whelps, and stran- 
gled for his lionesses, and filled 
his holes with prey, and his dens 
with ravin. 

18 “Behold, I am against thee, 
saith the Lord of hosts, and I will 
bum her chariots in the smoke, 
and the sword shall devour fliy 


young lions : and I will cut off* thy 
prey from the earth, and the voice 
of “thy messengers shall no more 
be heard. 

CHAPTER III. 

The miMrcible rtdn of Nin&fdi. 

W OE to the “‘bloody city! it 
is all full of lies and robbery ; 
the prey departeth not ; 

2 The noise of a whip, and ‘’the 
noise of the rattling of the wheels, 
and of the pransing horses, and of 
the jumping chariots. 

3 The horseman lifteth up both 
“the bright sword and the flitter- 
ing spear : and there is a multitude 
of slain, and a great number of 
carcases ; and there is none end of 
their corpses; they stumble upon 
their corpses : 

4 Because of the multitude of 
the whoredoms of the wellfavoured 
harlot, “the mistress of witchcrafts, 
that selleth nations through her 
whoredoms, and families through 
her witchcrafts. 

5 ** Behold, I am against thee, saith 
the Lord of hosts; and “I will 
discover thy skirts upon thy face, 
^aiid I will shew the nations thy 
nakedness, and the kingdoms thy 
shame. 

c And I will cast abominable filth 
upon thee, and « make thee vile, and 
will set thee as ‘‘ a gazingstock. 

7 And it shall come to pass, that 
all they that look upon thee ‘ shall I 
flee from thee, and say, Nineveh 
is laid waste; ‘‘who will bemoan 
her? whence shall I seek comfort- 
ers for thee ? 

8 ‘Art thou better than ^“popu- 
lous “ No, that was situate among 
the rivers, that had the waters 
round about it, whose rampart was 
the sea, and her wall was from the 
sea? 

9 Ethiopia and Egypt were her 
strength, and it was infinite; Put 
and Lubim were ‘thy helpers. 

10 Yet was she carried away, she 
went into captivity: “her young 
children also were dashed in pieces 
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"at the top of all the streets: and 
they Pcast lots for her honourable 
men, and all her great men were 
bound in chains. 

11 Thou also shalt be ‘•drunken: 
thou shalt be hid, thou also shalt 
seek strength because of the enemy. 

12 All thy strong holds shall he 
like "fig trees with the firstripe figs : 
if they be shaken, they shall even 
fall into the mouth of the eater. 

18 Behold, ‘thy people in the 
midst of thee are women : the gates 
of thy land shall be set wide open 
unto thine enemies : the fire shall 
devour thy ‘bars. 

14 Draw thee waters for the siege, 
" fortify thy strong holds : go into 
clay, and tread the morter, make 
strong the brickkiln. 

15 There shall the fire devour 
thee ; the sword shall cut thee ofi‘, 
it shall eat thee up like *the canker- 
worm : make thyself many as the 


cankerworm, make thyself many as 
the locusts. 

16 Thou hast multiplied thy mer- 
chants above the stars of heaven : 
the cankerworm *spoileth, and fieeth 
away. 

17 ^ Thy crowned are as the lo- 
custs, and thy captains as the great 
grdsshoppers, which camp in the 
hedges in the cold day, hut when 
the sun ariseth they flee away, and 
their place is not known where they 
are. 

18 'Thy shepherds slumber, O 
"^king of Assyria: thy ® nobles shall 
dwell in the dust : thy people is 

scattered upon the mountains, and 
no man gathereth them. 

19 There is no * healing of thy 
bruise ; thy wound is grievous : 
^ all that hear the bruit of thee 
shall clap the hands over thee : for 
upon whom hath not thy wicked- 
ness passed continually ?

CHAPTER I. 

1 Unto Uabahhik, complainhig of the iniquity 
of thi land, 5 u elmmd the fearful vengeance 
by the, Chaldeam. 12 He eoniplaitieth that 
vengeancA^ should he executed by them who 
are far worse, 

T he burden which Habakkuk 
the prophet did see. 

2 O Loud, liow long shall I cry, 
‘and thou wilt not hear! even cry 
out unto thee of violence, and thou 
wilt not save ! 

8 Why dost thou shew me iniquity, 
and cause me to behold grievance ? 
for spoiling and violence are be- 
fore me : and there are that raise 
ujj strife and contention. 

4 Therefore the law is slacked, and 
judgment doth never go forth : for 
the^ wicked doth compass about the 
righteous ; therefore ^ wrong judg- 
ment proceedeth. 

5 IF "Behold ye among the heathen, 
and regard, and wonder marvel- 
lously : for / will work a work in 
your days, whldi ye will not be- 
lieve, though it bo told you. 

6 For, lo, ***1 raise up the Chal- 
deans, that bitter and hasty na- 
tion, which shall march through 
the ^breadth of the land, to pos- 
sess the dwellingplaces that are not 
their’s. 

7 T^ey are terrible and dreadful : 
“their judgment and their dignity 
shall proceed of themselves. 

8 Their horses also are swifter 
than the leopards, and are more 
“fierce than the "evening wolves: 
and their horsemen shall spread 
: themselves, and their horsemen 
shall come from far; 'they shall fly 
las the eagle that hasteth to eat. 


9 They shall come all for violence : 

their faces shall sup up as the 

east wind, and they shall gather 
the captivity as the sand. 

10 And they shall scoff* at the 
kings, and the princes shall be a 
scorn unto them : they shall deride 
every strong hold ; for they shall 
heap dust, and take it. 

11 Then shall his mind chaise, 
and he shall pass over, and offend, 
'^inmuting this his power unto his 
god 

12 IF ^Art thou not from everlast- 
ing, O Loud my Qod, mine Holyl 
One ? we shall not die. O Lord, 

‘ thou hast ordained them for judg- ' 
ment ; and, O * mighty God, thou 
hast ® established them for correc- 
tion. 

18 ^Thou art of purer eyes than to 
behold evil, and canst not look on 
“iniquity; ‘wherefore lookest thou 
upon them that deal treacherously, 
and boldest thy tongue when the 
wicked devoureth the man that is 
more righteous than he ? 

14 And makest men as the fishes , 
of the sea, as the 'creeping things, 
that have no ruler over them ? 

15 They “take up all of them 
with the angle, they catch them in 
their net, and gather them in their 
® drag : therefore they rejoice and 
are dad. 

16 Therefore “they sacrifice unto 
their net, and bum incense unto 
their drag; because by them their 
portion is fat, and their meat ** plen- 
teous. 

17 Shall they therefore empty their 
net, and not spare continually to 
slay the nations ? 
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CHAPTER II. 

1 Unto Habdkkttk, waiUng for an answer, is 
shewed that he mnst wait hy faith. 5 The 
judgmmt upon the CJuddean for unsatiable- 
ness, 9 for covetousness, 12 for crtidty, 15 for 
dnmhenness, 18 and for idolatry. 

I WILL ‘stand upon my watch, 
and set me upon the “tower, 
and will watch to see what he will 
say “unto me, and what I shall an- 
swer * ® when I am reproved. 

2 And the Lonn answered me, 
and said, ‘Write the vision, and 
make it plain upon tables, that he 
may run that readeth it. 

8 For '‘the vision is yet for an 
appointed time, but at the end it 
sWl speak, and not lie : though it 
tarry, wait for it; because it will 
* surely come, it will not tarry. 

4 Behold, his soul which is lifted 
up is not upright in him : but the 
^just shall live by his faith. 

5 il “Yea also, because he trans- 
gresseth by wine, he is a proud 
man, neither keepeth at home, who 
enlargeth his desire «as hell, and 
is as death, and cannot be satisfied, 
but rathereth unto him all nations, 
and heapeth unto him all people ; 

6 Shall not all these ‘‘take up a 
parable against him, and a taunting 
proverb against him, and say, ’^Woe 
to him that increaseth that which is 
not his 1 how long ? and to him that 
ladeth himself with thick clay 1 
7 Shall they not rise up suddenly 
that shall bite thee, and awake that 
shall vex thee, and thou shalt be for 
booties unto them ? 

8 ‘Because jhou hast spoiled many 
nations, all the remnant of the peo- 
ple shall spoil thee ; because of 
men’s “blood, and/or the violence 
of the land, of the city, and of all 
that dwell therein. 

9 IT Woe to him that ‘“coveteth 
an evil covetoijisness to his house, 
that he may ” ^et his nest on’ high, 
that he may be delivered from me 
‘power of evil 1 

10 Thou hast consulted shame to 
thy house by cutting off many peo- 
ple, and hast sinned against thy soul. 


11 For the stone shall cry out of 
the wall, and the “beam out of the 
timber shall * answer it. 

12 U Woe to him that buildeth a 
town with blood, and stablisheth 
a city by iniquity 1 

18 Behold, is it not of the Lord 
of hosts ‘that the people shall 
labour in the very fire, and the 
people shall weary themselves ®for 
very vanity ? 

14 For the earth shall be filled 
“with the p knowledge of the glory 
of the Lord, as the waters cover 
the sea. 

15 U Woe unto him that giveth his 
neighbour drink, that puttest thy 
'* bottle to him, and makest him 
drunken also, that thou mayest 
■^look on their nakedness ! 

16 Thou art filled ^ with shame I 
for glory : ‘ drink thou also, and let 
thy foreskin be uncovered : the cup 
of the Lord’s right hand shall be 
turned unto thee, and shameful 
spewing shall be on thy glo^. 

17 For the violence of Lebanon 
shall cover thee, and the spoil of 
beasts, which made them afraid, 
‘because of men’s blood, and for 
the violence of the land, of the 
city, and of all that dwell therein. 

18 H "What profiteth the graven 
image that the maker thereof hath 
graven it; the molten image, and a 
‘teacher of lies, that “the maker of 
his work trusteth therein, to make 
y dumb idols ? 

19 Woe unto him that saith to the 
wood. Awake; to the dumb stone. 
Arise, it shall teach I Behold, it is 
laid over with gold and silver, * and 
there is no breath at all in the midst 
of it. 

20 But ‘the Lord is in his holy 
temple : ® “ let all the earth keep 
silence before him. 

CHAPTER III. 

1 HabcddeuJc in his proper trembleOi at God’s 
mcyesty. 17 The coi\fidence of his faith. 

A PRAYER of Habakkuk the 
prophet ‘“upon Shigionoth. 

2 0 Lord, I have heard “thy 
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JoBh. 3. 16. 
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speech, and was afraid : O Lord, 
*“ revive thy work in the midst of 
the years, in the midst of the years 
make known ; in wrath remember 
mercy. 

8 Uod came from ®Teman, "and 
the Holy One from mount Paran. 
Selah. His gloiy covered the hea- 
vens, and the earth was full of his 
praise. 

4 And his brightness was as the 
light; he had ^ horns coming out 
of his hand : and there was the 
hiding of his power. 

.5 ‘'Before him went the pestilence, 
and "‘'burning coals went forth at 
his feet. 

6 He stood, and measured the 
earth : he beheld, and drove asunder 
the nations; ^and the •'everlasting 
mountains were scattered, the per- 
petual hills did bow : his ways are 
everlasting. 

7 I saw the tents of “ Cushan in 
affliction : and the curtains of the 
land of Midian did tremble. 

8 Was the Lord displeased against 
the rivers V was thine anger against 
the rivers? was thy wrath against 
the sea, ’'that thou didst ride upon 
thine horses and "thy chariots of 
salvation ? 

9 Thy bow was made quite naked, 
according to the oaths of the tribes, 
even thy word. Selah. ® ’ Thou didst 
cleave the earth with rivers. 

10 '‘The mountains saw thee, and 
they trembled : the overflowing of 
the water passed by ; the deep ut- 
tered his voice, and ‘lifted up his 
hands on high. 

11 “The sun and moon stood still 
in their habitation : * at the light of 


thine “arrows they went, and at the 
shining of thy glittering spear. 

12 Thou didst march through the 
land in indignation, " thou didst 
thresh the heathen in anger. 

18 Thou wentest forth for the sal- 
vation of thy people, even for sal- 
vation with thine anointed; Pthou 
woundedst the^ head out of the 
house of the wicked, “by discover- 
ing the foundation unto the neck. I 
Selah. 

14 Thou didst strike through with 
his staves the head of his villages : 
they “came out as a whirlwind to 
scatter me : their rejoicing was as 
to devour the poor secretly. 

15 ‘‘Thou didst walk through the 
sea with thine horses, through the 
* heap of great waters. 

16 When I heard, "my belly trem- 
bled ; my lips quivered at the voice : 
rottenness entered into my bones, 
and I trembled in myself, that I 
might rest in the day of trouble : 
when he cometh up unto the people, 
he will " invade them with his troops. 

17 H Although the fig tree shall 
not blossom, neither sliall fruit 

in the vines ; the labour of the olive 
shall “fail, and the fields shall yield 
no meat ; the flock shall be cut off’ 
from the fold, and there shall he no 
herd in the stalls : 

18 "Yet I will ‘rejoice in the Lord, 
I will joy in the God of my sal- 
vation. 

19 The Lord God is "my strength, 
and he will make my feet like 
"hinds’ feet, and he will make me 
to ^ walk upon mine high places. 
To the chief singer on my ” stringed 
instruments. 
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T he word of the Lord which 
came unto Zephaniah the son 
of Cushi, the son of Gedaliah, the 
son of Amariah, the son of Hiz- 
kiah, in the days of Josiah the son 
of Amon, king of Judah. 

2 ®I will utterly consume all things 
from off * the land, saith the Lord. 

8 “I will consume man and beast ; 
I will consume the fowls of the 
heaven, and the fishes of the sea, 
and the * stumblingblocks with the 
wicked; and I will cut off man 
from off the land, saith the Lord. 

4 1 will also stretch out mine hand 
upon Judah, and upon all the in- 
habitants of Jerusalem ; and ®I will 
cut off the remnant of Baal from 
this place, and the name of ’‘the 
Chemarims with the priests ; 

5 And them ®that worship the 
host of heaven upon the housetops ; 
'and them that worship and *that 
swear ®by the Lord, and that swear 
‘‘by Malcham; 

6 And ‘them that are turned back 
from the Lord ; and those that 
‘‘have not sought the Lord, nor 
enquired for him. 

7 ‘Hold thy peace at the presence 
of the Lord God : “ for the day of 
the Lord is at hand : for " the Lord 
hath prepared a sacrifice, he hath 
•bid his ^ests. 

8 And it shall come to pass in the 
dav of the Lord’s sacrifice, that I 
'punish "the princes, and the 
khiiff’s children, and all such as are 
clotned with strange apparel. 

: » In the same day also will I 
punieib: oil those that leap on the 


threshold, which fill their masters’ 
houses with violence and deceit. 

10 And it shall come to pass in 
that day, saith the Lord, that there 
shall he the noise of a cry from 
Pthe fish gate, and an howling from 
the second, and a great crashing 
from the hills. 

11 '•Howl, ye inhabitants of Mak- 
tesh, for all the merchant people 
are cut down; all they that bear 
silver are cut off. 

12 And it shall come to pass at 
that time, that I will searcn Jeru- 
salem with candles, and punish the 
men that are ® ^ settled on their 
lees : “that say in their heart. The 
Lord will not do good, neither will 
he do evil. 

18 Therefore their goods shall be- 
come a booty, and their houses a 
desolation: they shall also build 
houses, but ‘not inhabit them; and 
they shall plant vineyards, but "not 
drink the wine thereof. 

14 “The great day of the Lord 
is near, it is near, and hasteth 
greatly, even the voice of the day 
of the Lord : the mighty man shall 
cry there bitterfy. 

15 ^That day Is a day of wrath, a 
day of trouble and distress, a day 
of wasteness and desolation, a day 
of darkness and gloominess, a day 
of clouds and thicK darkness, 

16 A day of ‘the trumpet and 
alarm against the fenced cities, and 
against the high towers. 

17 And I will bring distress upon 
men, that they shall " walk like 
blind men, because they have sin- 
ned against the Lord: and ’’their 
blood shall be poured out as dust, 
and their flesh "as the dung. 

18 ‘‘Neither their silver nor their 
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gold shall be able to deliver them 
in the day of the Lord’s wrath ; 
but the whole land shall be ® de- 
voured by the fire of his jealousy : 
for ^he shall mal^e even a speedy 
riddance of all them that dwell in 
the land. 

CHAPTER II. 

1 An exhortation to repentance. 4 Th^, judg- 
ment of the Philistines, 8 of Moab and 

Ammon, 12 of Ethiopia and Assyria. 

* ^ ATHER yourselves together, 
yea, gather together, O nation 
®not desired ; 

2 Before the decree bring forth, 
before the day pass *’as the chaff, be- 
fore 'the fierce anger of the Lord 
come upon you, before the day of 
I the Lord’s anger come upon you. 

8 ^ Seek ye the Lord, 'all ye meek 
of the earth, which have wrought 
his judgment ; seek righteousness, 
seeK meekness : 4t may be ye shall 
be hid in the day of the Lord’s 
anger. 

4 II For *Gaza shall be forsaken, 
and Aslikelon a desolation : tliey 
shall drive out Ashdod ** at the 
noon day, and Ekron shall be root- 
ed up. 

5 Woe unto the inhabitants of ‘ the 
sea coast, the nation of the Che- 
rethites! the word of the Lord is 
against you ; O Canaan, the land 
of the Philistines, I will even de- 
stroy thee, that there shall be no 
inhabitant. 

6 And the sea coast shall be dwell- 
ings and cottages for shepherds, 
' and folds for flocks. 

7 And the coast shall be for “the 
remnant of the house of Judah ; 
they shall feed thereupon: in the 
houses of Aslikelon shall they lie 
down in the evening : ® for the Lord 
their God shall “visit them, and 
'turn away their captivity. 

8 U **1 have heard the reproach 
of Moab, and ‘‘the revilings of the 
children of Ammon, whereby they 
have reproached my people, and 
'magnified themselves against their 
border. 


9 Therefore tis I live, saith the 
Lord of hosts, the God of Israel, 
Surely 'Moab shall be as Sodom, 
and Hhe children of Ammon as 
Gomorrah, '^even the breeding of 
nettles, and saltpits, and a per- 
petual desolation : * the residue of 
my people shall spoil them, and the 
remnant of my people shall possess 
them. 

10 This shall they have ^for their 
pride, because they have reproach- 
ed and magnified themselves against 
the people of the Lord of hosts. \ 

11 The Lord imll be terrible unto 
them: for he will “famish all the 
gods of the earth ; * and men shall 
worship him, every one from his 

E lace, even all ‘the isles of the 
eathen. 

12 II ‘'Ye Ethiopians also, ye shall 
he slain by ' my sword. 

18 And he will stretch out his 
hand against the north, and ‘‘de- 
stroy Assyria ; and will make Ni- 
neveh a desolation, and dry like a 
wilderness. 

14 And 'flocks shall lie down in 
the midst of her, all ^the beasts of 
the nations: both the cormorant 
and the bittern shall lodge in the 
* upper lintels of it ; their voice shall 
sing in the windows ; desolation 
shall he in the thresholds : ® for he 
shall uncover the ‘‘cedar work. 

15 This is the rejoicing city ‘that 
dwelt carelessly, ^ that said in her 
heart, I am, and there is none be- 
side me : how is she become a 
desolation, a place for beasts to lie 
down in ! every one that passeth 
by her ‘shall hiss, and “wag his 
hand. 

CHAPTER III. 

1 A sharp reproof of Jerusalem for divers sins. 
8 An ejnhortation to vxtUfor tho restoration 
of Israel, 14 and to rejoice for their salvation 
hy God. 

W OE to “'her that is filthy 
and polluted, to the oppress- 
ing city I 

2 She ‘obeyed not the voice; 
she ‘‘received not “correction; she 
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trusted not in the Lord ; she drew 
not near to her God. 

8 “Her princes within her are roar- 
ing lions ; her judges are ** evening 
wolves ; they gnaw not the bones 
till the morrow. 

4 Her “ prophets are light and trea- 
cherous persons : her priests have 
polluted the sanctuary, they have' 
done ^violence to the law. 

5 *The just Lord ’"w in the midst 
thereof ; he will not do iniquity : 
“every morning doth he bring his 
judgment to light, he faileth not; 
but 'the unjust knoweth no shame. 

6 I have cut oft’ the nations : their 
“ towers are desolate ; I made their 
streets waste, that none passeth by : 
their cities are destroyed, so tliat 
there is no man, that there is none 
inhabitant. 

7 ‘‘I said, Surely thou wilt fear 
me, thou wilt receive instruction ; 
so their dwelling should not be cut 
off, howsoever 1 punished them : 
but they rose early, and ‘ corrupted 
all their doings. 

8 H Therefore “wait ye upon me, 
saith the Lord, until the day that 
I rise up to the prey : for my deter- 
mination is to "gather the nations, 
that I may assemble the kingdoms, 
to pour upon them mine indigna- 
tion, even all my fierce anger; for 
all the earth "shall be devoured 
with the fire of my jealousy. 

9 For then will I turn to the peo- 
ple Pa pure Manguage, that they 
may all call upon the name of the 
Lord, to serve him with one ® con- 
sent. 

10 “From beyond the rivers of 
Ethiopia my suppliants, even the 
daughter of my dispersed, shall 
bring mine offering. 

11 In that day shalt thou not be 
ashamed for all thy doings, wherein 
thou hast transgressed against me : 
for then I will take away out of the 
midst of thee them that rejoice in 
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CHAPTER I. 

1 Haggm reproveth the people for neglee^ng 
the hvUding (f the house. 7 Be indteth them 
to the huUding. 12 He promiseth God’e eu- 
aistanee to tiwm hdng forward. 

I N “the second ^ear of Darius the 
king, in the sixth month, in the 
first day of the month, came the 
word of the Lord *by Hag^i the 
prophet unto ‘’Zeruboabel tne son 
of Shealtiel, * governor of Judah, 
and to “Joshua the son of Jose- 
dech, the high priest, saying, 

2 Thus speaKeth the Lord of 
hosts, saying. This people say. The 
time is not come, the time that the 
Lord’s house should be built. 

8 Then came the word of the Lord 
•by Hag^i the prophet, saying, 

4 *l8 it time for you, O ye, to 
dwell in your cieled houses, and 
this house lie waste ? 

5 Now therefore thus saith the 
Lord of hosts; Consider your 
ways. 

6 Ye have sown much, and bring 
in little ; ye eat, but ye have not 
enough; ye drink, but ye are not 
filled with drink ; ye clothe you, 
but there is none warm; and *he 
that earneth wages eameth wages 
to put it into a bag ® with holes. 

7 H Thus saith the Lord of hosts ; 
Consider your ways. 

8 Go up to the mountain, and 
bring wood, and build the house ; 
and I will take pleasure in it, and 
I will be glorified, saith the Lord. 

^ 9 ‘Ye looked for much, and, lo, 
tt came to little ; and when ye 
brought it home, ‘I did ®blow up- 
on it Why? saith the Lord of 
hosts. Because of mine house that 
is waste, and ye run every man unto 
his own house. 

10 Therefore “ the heaven over you 
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’ oh. 8. 17. 


is stayed from dew, and the earth

11 And I “called for a drought 
upon the land, and upon the moun- “ i Kin. 17. 1. 
tains, and upon the com, and upon * 

the new wine, and upon the oil, 
and upon tAaf which the ground 
bringeth forth, and upon men, and 
upon cattle, and “upon all ^e la- •oh.s.17.

12 IF pThen Zembbabel the son of 
Shealtiel, and Joshua the son of 
Josedech, the high priest, with all 
the remnant of the people, ob^ed 
the voice of the Lord their God, 
and the words of Ha^i.i the pro- 
phet, as the Lord their Gk)d had 
sent him, and the people did fear 
before the Lord. 

18 Then spake Haggai the Lord’s 
messenger in the Lord’s message 
unto the people, saying, ’lam with I ’Matt ss. so. 
you, saith the Lord. ^ "• 

14 And 'the Lord stirred up the 
spirit of Zembbabel the son of 
Shealtiel, 'governor of Judah, and 'ch.2.21. 
the spirit of Joshua the son of 
Josedech, the high priest, and the 

spirit of all the remnant of the 
people; ‘and they came and did 'Em 5.1^8. 
work in the house of the Lord of 
hosts, their God, 

15 In the four and twentieth day 
of the sixth month, in the secona 
year of Darius the king. 

CHAPTER II. 

1 Be eneourageth the people to the work, hy 
promise of greater glory to the second temple 
than was in the first.

4 Yet now ®be strong, O Zerub- 
babel, saith the Lord; and be 
strong, O Joshua, son of Josedech, 
the high priest; and be strong, all 
ye people of the land, saith the 
Lord, and work: for I am with 
you, saith the Lord of hosts : 

5 "^According to the word that I 
covenanted with you when ye came 
out of Egypt, so ® my spirit remain- 
eth among you : fear ye not. 

6 For thus saith the Lord of 
' hosts ; ^ Yet once, it is a little while, 

and “'I will shake the heavens, and 
the earth, and the sea, and the dry 
land; 

7 And I will shake all nations, 

** and the desire of all nations shall 
come : and I will fill this house with 
glory, saith the Lord of hosts. 

8 The silver is mine, and the gold 
is mine, saith the Lord of hosts. 

9 ‘The glory of this latter house 
shall be greater than of the former, 
saith the Lord of hosts : and in this 
place will I give ‘‘peace, saith the 
Lord of hosts. 

10 IT In the four and twentieth day 
of the ninth months in the second 
year of Darius, came the word of 
the Lord by Haggai the prophet, 
saying, 

11 Thus saith the Lord of hosts ; 
‘Ask now the priests concerning the 
law, saying, 

12 If one bear holy flesh in the 
skirt of his garment, and with his 
skirt do touch bread, or pottage, 
or wine, or oil, or any meat, shall 
it be holy? And the priests an- 
swered and said. No. 

18 Then said Haggai, If om that 
tf "unclean by a dead body touch 
any of these, i^hall it be unclean ? 


And the priests answered and said. 
It shall be unclean. 

14 Then answered Haggai, and 
said, "So 28 this people, and so is 
this nation before me, saith the 
Lord; and so is every work of 
their hands; and that which they 
offer there is unclean. 

15 And now, I pray you, "consider 
from this day and upward, from 
before a stone was laid upon a 
stone in the temple of the Lord : 

16 Since those days were, “when 
one came to an heap of twenty 
measures, there were Imt ten : when 
one came to the pressfat for to draw 
out fifty vessels out of the press, 
there were hut twenty. 

17 ’I smote you with blasting and 
with mildew and with hail ’'in all 
the labours of your hands; “yet ye 
turned not to me, saith the Lord. 

18 Consider now from this day' 
and upward, from the four and 
twentieth day of the ninth montn, 
even from ‘the day that tlie fouh- 
dation of the Lord’s temple was 
laid, consider it. 

19 "Is the seed yet in the barn? 
yea, as yet the vine, and the fig 
tree, and the pomegranate, and the 
olive tree, hath not brought forth: 
from this day will I bless you. 

20 H And again the word of the 
Lord came unto Haggai in the 
four and twentieth OMy of the 
month, saying, 

21 Speak to Zerubbabel, “ governor 
of Judah, saying, ^1 will shake the 
heavens and the earth ; 

22 And ‘I will overthrow the 
throne of kingdoms, and I will de- 
stroy the strength of the kingdoms 
of the heathen; and "I will over- 
throw the chariots, and those that 
ride in them; and the horses and 
their riders shall come down, every 
one by the sword of his brother. 

28 In that day, saith the Lord of 
hosts, will I take thee, O Zerubba- 
bel, my servant, the son of Sheal- 
tiel, saith the Lord, ’’and will make 
thee as a signet : for "I have chosen 
thee, saitii me Lord of hosts. 
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CHAPTER I. 

1 Zechariah e^horteth to repentaifice, 7 Th^ 
vision of the horses, 12 At the prayer of 
the angel cowfortoible promises are made to 
Jermaieni. 18 The vision of the four horns, 
and the four carpenters.

^ Earn 6. 1. 
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I N the eighth month, “in the se- 
cond year of Darius, came the 
word of the Lord unto Zechariah, 
the son of Berechiah, the son of 
Iddo the prophet, saying, 

2 The Lord hath been ®8ore dis- 
pleased with your fathers. 

8 Therefore say thou unto them. 
Thus saith the Lord of hosts ; Turn 
®ye unto me, saith the Lord of 
hosts, and I will turn unto you, 
saith the Lord of hosts. 

4 Be ye not as your fathers, ^ unto 
whom the former prophets have 
cried, saying. Thus saith the Lord 
of hosts; ®Turn ye now from your 
evil ways, and from your evil do- 
ings: but they did not hear, nor 
hearken unto me, saith the Lord. 

5 Your fathers, where are they? 
and the prophets, do they live for 
ever? 

6 But ^my words and my statutes, 
which I commanded my servants 
the prophets, did they not ^take 
hold of your fathers ? and they re- 
turned and said, *Like as the Lord 
of hosts thought to do unto us, ac- 
cording to our ways, and accord- 
ing to our doings, so hath he dealt 
with us. 

7 ^ Upon the four and twentieth 
day of the eleventh month, which 
is the month Sebat, in the second 
year of Darius, came the word of 
the Lord unto Zechariah, the son 
of Berechiah, the son of Iddo the 
prophet, saying, 

8 I saw by night, and behold 
man riding upon a red horse, and 


he stood among the myrtle trees 
that were in the bottom; and be- 
hind him were there ‘red horses, 
* speckled, and white. 

9 Then said I, O my lord, what 
are these ? And the angel that talk- 
ed with me said unto me, I will 
shew thee what these he. 

10 And the man that stood among 
the myrtle trees answered and said, 
‘‘These are they whom the Lord 
hath sent to walk to and fro through 
the earth. 

11 ‘And they answered the angel 
of the Lord mat stood among me 
myrtle trees, and said. We have 
walked to and fro through the 
earth, and, behold, all the earth 
sitteth still, and is at rest. 

12 H Then the angel of the Lord 
answered and said, ”0 Lord of 
hosts, how long wilt thou not have 
mercy on Jerusalem and on the 
cities of Judah, against which thou 
hast had indignation “these three- 
score and ten years ? 

18 And the Lord answered the an- 
gel that talked with me with “good 
words and comfortable words. 

14 So the angel that communed 
with me said unto me. Cry thou, 
saying. Thus saith the Lord of 
hosts; I am ’’jealous for Jerusalem 
and for Zion with a great jealousy. 

15 And I am very sore displeased 
with the heathen that are at ease : 
for was but a little displeased, 
and they helped forward the af- 
fliction. 

16 Therefore thus saith the Lord ; 
'I am returned to Jerusalem with 
mercies: my house shall be built 
in it, saith the Lord of hosts, and 
*a line shall be stretched forth up- 
on Jerusalem. 
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Lord of hosts ; My cities through 
“prosperity shall yet be spread 
abroad; *and the Lord shall yet 
comfort Zion, and " shall yet choose 
Jerusalem. 

18 f Then lifted I up mine eyes, 
and saw, and behold four horns. 

19 And I said unto the angel that 
talked with me. What he these? 
And he answered me, * These are 
the horns which have scattered Ju- 
dah, Israel, and Jerusalem. 

20 And the Lord shewed me four 
carpenters. 

21 Then said I, What come these 
to do ? And he spake, saying. These 
are the horns wliich have scatter- j 
ed Judah, so that no man did lift- 
up his head: but these are come 
to fray them, to cast out the horns 
of the Gentiles, which ^ lifted up 
their horn over the land of Judah 
to scatter it.

6 IT Ho, ho, come forth^ and flee 
'from the land of the north, saith 
the Lord: for I have ‘spread you 
alHoad as the four winds of the 
heaven, saith the Lord. 


7 •‘Deliver thyself, O Zion, that 
dwellest with the daughter of Ba- 
bylon. 

8 For thus saith the Lord of 
hosts ; After the glory hath he sent 
me unto the nations which spoiled 
you: for he that ‘toucheth you 
toucheth the apple of his eye. 

9 For, behold, I will •‘shake mine 
hand upon them, and they shall 
be a spoil to their servants : and 
•ye shall know that the Lord of 
hosts hath sent me. 

10 II Sing and rejoice, O daugh- 
ter of Zion: for, lo, I come, and 
I “will dwell in the midst of thee, 
saith the Lord. 

11 “And many nations shall be 
Joined to the Lord •’in that day, 
and shall be my people: and I 
will dwell in the midst of thee, and 
nhou shaft know that the Lord of 
hosts hath sent me unto thee. 

12 And the Lord shall "inherit 
Judah his portion in the holy land, 
and ‘shall choose Jerusalem again. 

13 "Be silent, O all flesh, before 
the Lord : for he is raised up * out 
of “his holy habitation. 

CHAPTER III.

the angel. 

4 And he answered and spake 
unto those that stood before him, 
saying. Take away the filthy ^r- 
ments from him. And unto him 
he said. Behold, I have caused 
thine iniemity to pass from thee, 
‘and I will clothe tnee with change 
ctf raiment. 
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5 And I saidj Let them set a fair 
’'mitre upon his head. So they set 
a fair mitre upon his head, and 
clothed him with garments. And 
the angel of the Lord stood by. 

6 And the angel of the Lord pro- 
tested unto Joshua, saying, 

7 Thus saith the Lord of hosts ; If 
thou wilt walk in my ways, and if 
thou wilt 'keep my * charge, then 
thou shalt also ‘‘judge my house, 
and sWlt also keep my courts, 
and I will give thee ’ places to walk 
among these that ‘ stand by. 

8 Hear now, O Joshua the high 
priest, thou, and thy fellows that sit 
before thee : for they are "“^men won- 
dered at : for, behold, I will bring 
forth "my servant the “BRANCH. 

9 For behold the stone that I 
have laid before Joshua; ^upon 
one stone shall be ** seven eyes: 
behold, I will engrave the graving 
thereof, saith the Lord of hosts, 
and *^1 will remove the iniquity of 
that land in one day. 

10 "In that day, saith the Lord 
of hosts, shall ye call every man 
his neighbour ‘ under the vine and 
under the fig tree. 

CHAPTER IV. 

1 By the golden candleMick is foreshewed the 

good success of ZenMoM's ftmnd<dion. 11 

By the two olive trees the tivo atiointed ones. 

AND ‘the angel that talked with 
jt\. me came again, and waked 
me, ‘'as a man that is wakened out 
of his sleep, 

2 And said unto me. What seest 
thou? And I said, I have looked, 
and behold “a candlestick all of 
gold, ® with a bowl upon the top of 
it, and his seven lamps thereon, and 
® seven pipes to the seven lamps, 
which are upon the top thereof: 

8 “And two olive trees by it, one 
upon the right side of the bowl, 
and the other upon the left side 
thereof. 

4 So I answered and spake to the 
angel that talked with me, saying, 
What are these, nw lord ? 

5 Then the angel that talked with 


me answered and said unto me, 
Knowest thou not what these be? 
And 1 said. No, my lord. 

6 Then he answered and spake 
unto me, saying. This is the word 
of the Lord unto Zerubbabel, say- 
ing, ^Not by * might, nor by power, 
but by my spirit, saith the Lord 
of hosts. 

7 Who art thou, «0 great moun- 
tain ? before Zerubbabel thou shalt 
become a plain : and he shall bring 
forth ‘‘the headstone thereof ^wim 
shoutings, cryingy Grace, grace un- 
to it. 

8 Moreover the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 

9 The hands of Zerubbabel ‘‘have 
laid the foundation of this house; 
his hands ‘shall also finish it; and 
“thou shalt know that the "Lord 
of hosts hath sent me unto you. 

10 For who hath despised the day 
of “ small things ? ^ for they shall 1 
rejoice, and shall see the ® plum- 
met in the hand^f Zerubbabel with 
those seven ; ^ they are the eyes of 
the Lord, which run to and fro 
through the whole earth. 

11 H Then answered I, and said 
unto him. What are these ‘‘two 
olive trees upon the right side of 
the candlestick and upon the left 
side thereof? 

12 And I answered again, and said 
unto him. What be these two olive 
branches which ® through the two 
golden pipes ® empty the golden oU 
out of themselves? 

18 And he answered me and said, 
Knowest thou not what these bef 
And I said, No, my lord. 

14 Then said he, 'These are the 
two ® anointed ones, "that stand by 
‘the Lord of the whole earth, 

CHAPTER V.

T hen I tamed, and lifted up 
mine eyes, and looked, and 
behold a flying *roll.

8 Then said he unto me. This is 
the ^ curse that goeth forth over the 
face of the whole earth : for * every 
one that stealeth shall be cut off 
as on this side according to it ; 
and every one that sweareth shall 
be cut off* as on that side according 
to it. 

4 I will bring it forth, saith the 
Lord of hosts, and it shall enter 
into the house of the thief, and 
into the house of ®him that swear- 
eth falsely by my name : and it 
shall remain * in the midst of his 
house, and ‘‘shall consume it with 
the timber thereof and the stones 
thereof. 

n IT Then the angel that talked 
with me went forth, and said unto 
me.

6 And I said, What is it? And 
he said, This is an ephah that go- 
eth forth. He said moreover. This 
is their resemblance through all the 
earth. 

7 And, behold, there was lifted 
up a ® talent of lead : and this is a 
woman that sitteth in the midst of 
the ephah.

8 Then cried he upon me, and 
spake unto me, saying, Behold, 
these that go toward the north 
country have quieted my ‘ spirit in 
the north country. 

9 H And the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 

10 Take of them of the captivity, 
even of Heldai, of Tobijah, and of 
Jedaiah, which are come from Ba- 
bylon, and come thou the same 
day, and go into the house of Jo- 
siah the son of Zephaniah ; 

11 Then take silver and gold, and 
make '‘crowns, and set them upon 
the head of Joshua the son of Jo- 
sedech, the high priest ; 

12 And speak unto him, saying. 
Thus speaketh the Lord of hosts. 
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saying, Behold ‘ the man whose 
name is The “BRANCH; and he 
shall ‘grow up out of his plaee, 
“ and he shall build the temple of 
the Lord : 

18 Even he shall build the temple 
of the Lord ; and he ° shall bear the 
glory, and shall sit and rule upon 
his throne ; and ‘’he shall be a priest 
upon his throne : and the counsel of 
peace shall be between them both. 

14 And the crowns shall be to 
Helera, and to Tobyah, and to 
Jedaiah, and to Hen the son of 
Zephaniah, ’for a memorial in the 
temple of the Lord. 

15 And Hhey that are far off 
shall come and build in the temple 
of the Lord, and 'ye shall know 
that the Lord of hosts hath sent 
me unto you. And thh shall come 
to pass, if ye will diligen^ obey 
the voice of the Lord your God. 

CHAPTER VII.

AND it came to pass in the fourth 
J\. year of king.

2 When they had sent unto the 
house of God Sherezer and Re- 
gem-melech, and their men, ® to pray 
before the Lord, 

s And to “speak unto the priests 
which were in the house of the 
Lord of hosts, and to the prophets, 
saying. Should I weep in Hhe fifth 
month, separating myself, as I have 
done these so many years ? • 

4 U Tlien came the word of the 
Lord of hosts unto me, say ing , 

5 Speak unto all the people of 
the land, and to the priests, saving. 
When ye “fasted anS mourned fe 
the fifth ** and seventh months • even 
those seventy years, did ye at all 
fast 'unto even to me ? 

6 And when ye did eat, and when 
ye did drink, 'did not ye eat far 
yos^tves, and drink/or yourselves/ 


7 * Should ye not hear the words 
which the Lord hath cried ‘by the 
former prophets, when Jeru^em 
was inhabited and in prosperity, 
and the cities thereof round about 
her, when men inhabited * the south 
and the plain ? 

8 IT And the word of the Lord 
came unto Zechariah, saying, 

9 Thus speaketh the Lord of hosts, 
saying, ^'Execute true judgment, 
and shew mercy and compassions 
every man to his brother : 

10 And ‘oppress not the widow, 
nor the fatherless, the stranger, nor 
the poor; ‘‘and let none of you 
imagine evil against his brother in 
your heart 

11 But they refused to hearken, 
and pulled away the shoulder, 
and * “ stopped their ears, that they 
should not hear. 

12 Yea, they made their “hearts 
ae an adamant stone, “lest they 
should hear the law, and the words 
which the Lord of hosts hath 
sent in his spirit 'by the former 
prophets: p therefore came a great 
wrath from the Lord of hosts. 

18 Therefore it is come to pass, 
that as he cried, and they would not 
hear; so ’they cried, and I would 
not hear, saith the Lord of hosts : 

14 But "I scattered them with a 
whirlwind among all the nations 
“whom they knew not. Thus Hhe 
land was desolate after them, that 
no man passed through nor re- 
turned : for they laid " the * pleasant 
land desolate. 

CHAPTER VIII.

AGAIN the word of the Lord 
-/A. of hosts came to me, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lord of hosts ; 
*1 was jealous for Zion with great 
jealousy, and I was jealous for her 
withgreat fury. 

8 !mns saith the Lord; '’1 am ' 
returned unto .Zion, and “will dwdl 
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in the midst of Jerusalem : and Je- 
rusalem ’‘shall be called a city of 
tinith; and *the mountain of the 
Lord of hosts Hhe holy mountain. 

. 4 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
'There shall yet old mmi and old | 
women dwell in the streets of Je- 
rusalem, and every man with his 
staff in Ills hand ® for very a^e. 

5 And the streets of the city shall 
be full of boys and girls playing 
in the streets thereof. 

6 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
If it be ® marvellous in the eyes of 
the remnant of tliis people in these 
days, ‘‘should it also be marvellous 
in mine eyes? saith the Lord of 
hosts. 

7 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
Behold, ‘I will save my people 
from the east country, and from 
*the west country ; 

8 And I will bring them, and 
they shall dwell in the midst of 
Jerusalem: '‘and they shall be my 
people, and I will be their God, 
‘in truth and in righteousness. 

9 II Thus saith the Lord of hosts ; 
® Let your hands be strong, ye that 
hear in these days these words by 
the mouth of " the prophets, which 
were in "the day that the founda- 
tion of the house of the Lord of 
hosts was laid, that the temple 
might be built. 

10 For before these days 'there 
was no Phire for man, nor any 
hire for beast; ’neither was there 
any peace to him that went out or 
came in because of the affliction: 
for I set all men every one against 
his neighbour. 

11 But now I will not he unto the 
residue of this people as in the for- 
mer days, saith the Lord of hosts. 

12 'For the seed shall be 'pro- 
sperous ; the vine shall mve her 
fruit, and "the ground shall mve 
her increase, and Hhe heavens imall 
give their dew; and I will cause 
the remnant of this people to pos- 
sess all these things. 

18 And it ifflall come to pass, thai 
8s ye were "a curse among 


heathen, O house of Judah, and 
house of Israel ; so will I save you, 
and ‘‘ye shall be a blessing: fear 
not, but 'let your hands be strong. 

14 For thus saith the Lord of 
hosts; *As I thought to punish 
you, when your fawers provoked 
me to wrath, saith the Lord of 
hosts, ‘ and I repented not : 

15 So again have I thought in 
these days to do well unto Jeru- 
salem and to the house of Judah : 
fear ye not. 

16 il These are the things that ye 
shall do ; '* Speak ye every man the 
truth to his neighbour; 'execute 
the judgment of truth and peace 
in your gates : 

17 "And let none of you imagine 
evil in your hearts against his 
neighbour ; and 'love no false oath : 
for all these are things that I hate, 
saith the Lord. 

18 H And the word of the Lord 
of hosts came unto me, saying, 

19 Thus saith the Lord of hosts ; 
"The fast of the fourth months ‘and 
the fast of the fifth, 'and the fast 
of the seventh, ‘‘ and the fast of the 
tenth, shall be to the house of Ju- 
dah ‘Joy and gladness, and cheerful 
'feasts; ‘‘therefore love the truth 
and peace. 

20 Thus saith the Lord of hosts ; 
It shall yet come to pass, that there 
shall come people, and the inhabit- 
ants of many cities : 

21 And the inhabitants of one city 
shall go to another, saying, ‘Let us 

f o ^'speedily 'to pray before the 
iORD, and to seek the Lord of 
hosts : I will go also. 

22 Yea, “many people and strong 
nations shall come to seek the 
Lord of hosts in Jerusalem, and 
to pray before the Lord. 

28 Thus saith the Lord of hosts ; 
In those days it shall eome to pass, 
that ten men shall “take hold out 
of all lai^miges of the nations, even 
shall takyhold of the skirt of him 
that is af Jew, saying, We will go 
with you : for we have heard ''that 
God ill with you. 
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CHAPTER IX.

T he ‘burden of the word of the 
Lord in the land of Hadrach, 
and '’Damascus shall he the rest 
thereof: when ®the eyes of man, 
as of all the tribes of Israel, shall 
he toward the Lord.

4 Behold, ‘the Lord will cast her 
out, and he will smite ‘‘her power 
in the sea; and she shall be de- 
voured with fire. 

5 ‘Ashkelon shall sec it, and fear ; 
Gaza also shall see it, and be very 
sorrowful, and Ekron; for her ex- 
pectation shall be ashamed; and 
the king shall perish from Gaza, and 
A.shkelon shall not be inhabited. 

6 And a bastard shall dwell "‘in 
Ashdod, and I will cut off the pride 
of the Philistines. 

7 And I will take away his ® blood 
out of his mouth, and his abomi- 
nations from between his teeth : 
but he that remaineth, even he, 
shall he for our God, and he shall 
be as a governor in Judah, and 
Ekron as a Jebusite. 

8 And "I will encamp about mine 
house because of the army, be- 
cause of him that passeth by, and 
because of him that returneth : and 
“no oppressor shall pass through 
them any more : for now ^ have I 
seen with mine eyes. 

9 J ^Rejoice greatly, O daughter 
of Zion ; shout, O daughter of Je- 
rusalem : behold, thy King cometh 
unto ^ee: he is just, and ^having 
salvation; lowly, and riding upon 
an ass, and upon a colt the foal of 
an ass. 

10 And I ‘will cut off the chariot 
from Ephraim, and the horse frmn 


Jerusalem, and the battle bow shall 
be cut off: and he shall speak 
* peace unto the heathen: and his 
dominion shall he " from sea even to 
sea, and from the river even to thes 
ends of the earth. 

11 As for thee also, ®by the blood 
of thy covenant I have sent forth 
thy “ prisoners out of the pit where- 
in is no water. 

12 II Turn you to the strong hold, 
yye prisoners of hope: even to day 
do I declare that ‘I will render 
double unto thee ; 

18 When I have bent J udah for me, 
filled the bow with Ephraim, and 
raised up thy sons, O Zion, against 
thy sons, O Greece, and made thee 
as the sword of a mighty man. 

14 And the Lord shall be seen 
over them, and ‘ his arrow shall 
go forth as the lightning: and the 
Lord God shall blow the trumpet, 
and shall go ‘‘with whirlwinds of 
the south. 

15 The Lord of hosts shall defend 
them ; and they shall devour, and 
“ subdue with sling stones ; and they 
shall drink, and make a noise as 
through wine; and they ^ shall be 
filled like bowls, and as 'the cor- 
ners of the altar. 

16 And the Lord their God shall 
save them in that day as the flock 
of his people : for ^they shall he as 
the stones of a crown, ' lifted up as 
an ensign upon his land. 

17 For ^how great is his goodness, 
and how great is his beauty I « com 
shall make the young men ® cheer- 
ful, and new wine the maids.

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they 'comfort in vain; therefore 
they went their way as a flock, 
they “were troubled, 'because there 
was no shepherd. 

8 Mine anger was kindled a^inst 
the shepherds, >and I “punished 
the goats: for the Lord of hosts 
’'hath visited his flock the house 
of Judah, and ‘ hath made them as 
his goodly horse in the battle. 

4 Out of him came forth ’‘the 
comer, out of him ’the nail, out 
of him the battle bow, out of him 
every oppressor together. 

5 IT And they shall be as mighty 
mew, which "‘tread down their ene- 
mies in the mire of the streets in 
the battle : and they shall fight, | 
because the Lord u with them, ' 
and Hhe riders on horses shall be 
confounded. 

6 And I will strengthen the house 
of Judah, and I will save the house 
of Joseph, and "I will bring them 
again to place them ; for 1 " have 
mercy upon them : and they shall 
be as though I had not cast them 
off*: for I am the Lord their God, 
and p will hear them. 

7 And they of Ephraim shall be 
like a mighty man, and their ’ heart 
shall rejoice as through wine : yea, 
their children shall see it, and be 
glad; their heart shall rejoice In 
the Lord. 

8 I will ^hiss for them, and gather 
them ; for I have redeemed them : 
"and they shall increase as they 
have increased. 

9 And *I will sow them among the 
people: and they shall "remember 
me in far countries ; and they shall 
live with their children, and turn 
again. 

10 * I will bring them again also 
out of the land of Egypt, and ga- 
ther them out of Assyria; and I 
will bring them into the land of 
Gilead and Lebanon; and ^ place 
shall not be found for them. 

11 *And he shall pass through the 
sea with affliction, and shall smite 
the waves in the sea, and all the 
deeps of the river shall dry up; 


and "the pride of Assyria shall be 
brought down, and ’’ the sceptre of 
l^ypt shall depart away. 

12 And I will strengthen them in 
the Lord ; and ' they shall walk up 
and down in his name, saith the 
Lord.

® Feed the flock of the slaughter ; 

5 Whose possessors slay them, and 
^hold tliemselves not guilty: and 
they that sell them “say. Blessed 
be the Lord; for 1 am rich: and 
their own shepherds pity them not. 

6 For I will no more pity the in- 
habitants of the land, saith the 
Lord: but, lo, I will 'deliver the 
men every one into his neighbour’s 
hand, and into the hand of his 
king : and they shall smite the 
land, and out of their hand 1 will 
not deliver them. 

7 And I will 'feed the flock of 
slaughter, ^even you, * O poor of the 
flock.

18 The family of the house of Levi 
apart, and their wives apart ; the 
family ® of Shimei apart, and their 
wives apart ; 

14 All the families that remain, 
every family apart, and their wives 
apart.

6 H A son ®honoureth his father, 
and a servant his master: Mf then 
I fte a father, where is mine ho- 
nour ? and if I a master, where 
is my fear ? saith the Lord of hosts 
unto you, O priests, that despise 
my name. »And ye say, Wherein 
have we despised thy name ? 

7 *Ye oflTer ** polluted bread upon 
mine altar; and ye say, Wherein 
liave we polluted thee? In ti^t 
ye say, ‘The table of the Lord is 
contemptible. 


8 And ‘‘ if ye offer the blilid * for 
sacrifice, is it not evil? and if ye 
offer the lame and sick, is it not 
evil? offer it now unto thy gover- 
nor; will he be pleased with thee, 
or ‘accept thy person? saith the 
Lord of hosts. 

9 And now, I pray you, beseech 
® God that he will be gracious unto 
us : “this hath been * by your means :

11 For pfrom the rising of the 
sun even unto the going down 
of the same my name shall he 
great among the Gentiles; "and 
in every place * incense shall he 
offered unto my name, and a pure 
offering: *for my name shall he 

E ’eat among the neathen, saith the 
ORD of hosts. 

12 H But ye have profaned it, 
in that ye say, "The table of the 
Lord is polluted ; and the fruit 
thereof, even his meat, is con- 
temptible. 

18 Ye said also. Behold, what 
a weariness is it I ®and ye have 
snuffed at it, saith the Lord of 
hosts; and ye brought that which 
was tom, and the fame, and the 
sick; thus ye brought an offering: 
* should I accept this of your hand ? 
saith the Lord. 

14 But cursed he ^the deceiver, 
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•which hath in his flock a male, 
and voweth, and sacrificeth unto 
the Lord a corrupt thing : for ‘I 
am a great King, saith the Lord 
of hosts, and my name is dread- 
fid among the heathen. 

CHAPTER II,

5 ®My covenant was with him of 
life and peace; and I gave them 
to him ^for the fear wherewith he 
feared me, and was afraid before 
my name. 

6 “The law of truth was in his 
mouth, and iniquity was not found 
in his lips: he walked with me in 
peace and equity, and did 'turn 
many away from iniquity. 

7 *For the priest’s lips should 
keep knowledge, and they should 
seek the law at his mouth : for he 
is the messenger of the Lord of 
hosts. 

8 But ye are departed out of the 
way; ye ‘have caused many to 

stumble at the law ; ye have cor- 
rupted the covenant of Levi, saith 
the Lord of hosts. 

9 Therefore ‘ have I also made you 
contemptible and base before all 
the people, according as ye have i 


not kept my ways, but ••have been 
partial in the law. 

10 “Have we not all one father? 
“hath not one Gk)d created us ? why 
do we deal treacherously every man 
against his brother, by profaning 
the covenant of our fathers ? 

11 IT Judah hath dealt treacher- 
ously, and an abomination is com- 
mitted in Israel and in Jerusalem; 
for Judah hath profaned the holi- 
ness of the Lord which he * loved, 
°and hath married the daughter of 
a strange god. 

12 The Lord will cut off the man 
that doeth this, • the master and the 
scholar, out of the tabernacles of 
Jacob, and him that offereth an 
offering unto the Lord of hosts. 

18 And this have ye done again, 
covering the altar of the Lord 
with tears, with weeping, and with 
crying out, insomuch ttiat he re- 
gardeth not the offering any more, 
or receiveth it with good will at 
your hand. 

14 If Yet ye say, Wherefore ? Be- 
cause the Lord hath been witness 
between thee^and ‘‘the wife of thy 
youth, against whom thou hast dealt 
treacherously ; yet is she thy com- 
panion, and the wife of thy cove- 
nant. 

15 And * did not he make one ? Yet 
had he the “residue of the spirit. 
And wherefore one ? That he might 
seek ' * a godly seed. Therefore take 
heed to your spirit, and let none 
deal ® treacherously against the wife 
of his youth. 

16 For "the Lord, the God of Is- 
rael, saith ® that he hateth • putting 
away : for one covereth violence 
with his garment, saith the Lord 
of hosts: therefore take heed to 
your spirit, that ye deal not trea- 
cherously. 

17 IT * Ye have wearied the Lord 
with your words. Yet ye say. Where- 
in have we wearied him f When ye 
say, Eveiy one that doeth evil is 

f ood in the ^ht of the Lord, and 
e del^teth m them ; or, 
is the (^d of judgment ?

8 IT Will a man rob God ? Yet 
ye have robbed me.

8 Ye €tre cursed with a curse : for 
ye haTe robbed me, even this whole 
nation. 


10 * Bring ye all the tithes into * the 
storehouse, that there may be meat 
in mine house, and prove me now 
herewith, saith the Lord of hosts, 
if I will not open you the "win- 
dows of heaven, and ®*pour you out 
a blessing, that there ahall not he 
room enough to receive it. 

11 And I will rebuke ^ the devourer

• 2 King* \ ND Josias held the “feast of the 
2c^.’3s.i, passover in Jerusalem unto his 
&C- ’ Lord, and offered the passover the four- 

teenth day of the first month ; 

2 Having set the priests according to 
their daily courses, being arrayed in long 
garments, in the temple of the Lord. 

3 And he spake unto the Levites, 
the holy ministers of Israel, that they 
should hallow themselves unto the Lor^ 
to set the holy ark of the Lord in the 
house that king Solomon the son of 
David had built : 

4 And said. Ye shall no more bear the 
ark upon your shoulders: now there- 
fore serve the Lord your God, and min- 
ister unto his people Israel, and prepare 
you after your families and kindreds, 

5 According as David the king of 
Israel prescribed, and according to the 
magnificence of Solomon his son; and 
standing in the temple according to the 
several dignity of the families of you the 
Levites, who minister in the presence of 
your brethren the children of Israel, 

6 Offer the passover in order, and 
make ready the sacrifices for your bre- 
thren, and keep the passover accord- 
ing to the commandment of the Lord, 
which was given unto Moses. 

7 And unto the people that was found 
there Josias gave thirty thousand lambs 
and kids, and three thousand calves: 
these things were given of the king’s 
allowance, according as he promised, to 
the people, to the priests, and to the 
Levites. 

8 And Helkias, Zacharias, and II Sy- 

8Ch».jw.8. governors of the temple, gave 

to the priests for the passover two 
thousand and six hundred sheep, and 
three hundred calves. 

9 And Jeconias, and Samaias, and Na- 

l^s brother, and Assabias, ati4 


Ochiel, and Joram, captains over thou- Before 
sands, gave to the Levites for the pass- 
over five thousand sheep, and II seven iTb^i 
hundred calves. 

10 And when these things were done, schrlsa-s. 
the priests and Levites, having the un- 
leavened bread, stood in very comely 
order according to the kindreds, 

11 And according to the several dig- 
nities of the fathers, before the people, 
to offer to the Lord, as it is written in 

the book of Moses ; and thus did they d 2 chr. 8.5. 
in the morning. 

1 2 And they “ roasted the passover *»*»• 

with fire, as appertaineth : as for the ' ^ 

sacrifices, they sod them in brass pots 

and pans II with a good savour, h or, nuh 

13 And set them before all the peo- 

pie : and afterward they prepared for 2chr.36.13. 
themselves, and for the priests their 
brethren, the sons of Aaron. 

14 For the priests offered the fat un- 
til night : and the Levites prepared for 
themselves, and the priests their bre- 
thren, the sons of Aaron. 

1.5 I'he holy singers also, the sons of 
Asaph, u'^ere in their order, according 
to the appointment ‘‘of David, to wit, 0 2Chr.85. 
Asaph, Zacharias, and Jeduthun, who 
was of the king’s retinue. • 2 chr. ss. 

16 Moreover the porters were at eve- ]^***^’* 
ry gate ; it was not lawful for any to go 

from his ordinary service : for their bre- 
thren the Levites prepared for them. 

17 Thus were the things that belong- 
ed to the sacrifices of the Lord accom- 
plished in that day, that they might 
hold the passover, 

18 And offer sacrifices upon the altar 
of the Lord, according to the command- 
ment of king Josias. 

19 So the children of Israel which 
were present held the passover at that 
time, and the feast of sweet bread se- 
ven days. 

20 And such a passover was not kept 

in Israel since the time of the prophet 
Samuel. ; - -

24 As tor the things that came to pass 
in his time, they were written in for- 
mer times, concerning those that sinned, 

n Or, iffere and II did wickedly against the Lord j 
a]i j,eople and kingdoms, and 
)! o,. how they grieved him II exceedingly, so 
M^ords of the Lord rose up 
against Israel. 

hroa. 25 “^Now after all these acts of Josias 
' t i«!' It to pass, that Pharaoh the king 

of Egypt came to raise war at Carcha- 
mis upon Euphrates: and Josias went 
out against him. 

26 But the king of Egypt sent to 
him, saying, What have 1 to do with 
thee, O king of Judea? 

27 I am not sent out from the Lord 
God against thee ; for my war is ujwn 
Euphrates : and now the Lord is with 
me, yea, the Lord is with me hasting 
me forward: depart from me, and he 
not against the Lord. 

28 Howbeit Josias did not turn back 
his chariot from him, but undertook to 
fight with him, not regarding the words 
of the prophet Jeremy spoken by the 
mouth of the Lord : 

29 But joined battle with him in the 
plain of Magiddo, and the princes came 
against king Josias. 

30 Then said the king unto his ser- 
vants, Carry me away out of the battle ; 
for I am very weak. And immediately 
his servants took him away out of the 
battle. 

31 Then gat he up upon his second 
chariot; and being brought back to 
Jerusalem died, and was buried in his 
father’s sepulchre. 

82 And in all Jewry they mourned 
for Josia^ yea, Jeremy the prophet la- 
mented for Josias, and the chief men 
with the women made lamentation for 
him unto this day : and this was given 
out fitw an ordinance to.be done con- 
tinually in all the nation of Israel.

S3 These things are written in the 
book of the stories of the kings of Ju- cir. 6io. 
dah, and every one of the acts that 
Josias did, and his glory, and his un- 
derstanding in the law of the Lord, and 
the things that he had done before, and 
the things now recited, are reported 
in the book of the kings of Israel and 
Judea. 

34 »And the people took Joachaz the 
son of Josias, and made him king in- 

stead of Josias his father, when he was 2 Chr. 36.i. 
twenty and three years old. 

35 And he reigned in Judea and in 
Jerusalem three months : and then the 
king of Egypt deposed him from reign- 
ing in Jerusalem. 

36 And he set a tax upon the land 
of an hundred talents of silver and one 
talent of gold. 

37 The king of Egypt also made king 
Joacim his brother king of Judea and 
Jerusalem. 

38 And he bound Joacim and the no- 
bles : but Zaraces his brother he appre- 
hended, and brought him out of Egypt. 

39 Five and twenty years old was cir. eio. 
’’Joacim when he was made king in the 

land of Judea and Jerusalem; and he Jehoidkim^ 
did evil before the Loi'd. 

40 Wherefore against him Nabucho- 
donosor the king of Babylon came up, cir.eoe. 
and bound him with a chain of brass, 

and carried him into Babylon. 

41 Nabuchodonosor also took ,of the 
holy vessels of the Lord, and carried 
them away, and set them in his own 
temple at Babylon. 

42 But those things that are record- 
ed of him, and of his uncleanness and 
impiety, are written in the chronicles 
of the kings. 

43 And Joacim his son reigned in his 
stead; he was made king being eigh- 
teen years old ; 

44 And reigned but three months 
and ten days in Jerusalem ; and did 
evil before the Lord. 

45 So after a year Nabuchodonosor 
sent and caused him to be brought into 
Babylon with the holy vessels of the 
Lord ; 

46 And made Zedechias king of Ju- 
dea and Jerusalem, when he was one 
and twenty years old ; and he reigned

49 The governors also of the people 
and of the priests did many things 
against the laws, and passed all the 
pollutions of all nations, and defiled 
the temple of the Lord, which was 
sanctified in Jerusalem. 

50 Nevertheless the God of their 
fathers sent by his messenger to call 

' them back, because he spared them 
and his tabernacle also. 

51 But they had his messengers in 
derision ; and, look, when the Lord 
spake unto them, they made a sport 
of his prophets : 

52 So far forth, that he, being wroth 
with his people for their great ungod- 
liness, commanded the kings of the 
Chaldees to come up against them ; 

53 Who slew their young men with 
the sword, yea, even within the com- 
pass of their holy temple, and spared 
neither young man nor maid, old man 
nor child, among them ; for he deliver- 
ed all into their hands. 

54 And they took all the holy ves- 
sels of the Lord, both great and small, 
with the vessels of the ark of God, and 
the king’s treasures, and carried them 
away into Babylon.

burnt it, and brake down the walls of 
Jerusalem, and set fire upon her towers : 

56 And as for her gloi’ious things, 
they never ceased till they had con- 
sumed and brought them all to nought : 
and the people that were not slain with 
the sword he carried unto Babylon : 

57 Who became servants to him and 
his children, till the Persians reigned, 
^ the ‘‘word of the Lord spoken 
by the mouth of Jeremy : 

58 Until the land had enjoyed her

I N the “first year of Cyrus king of dr. sss. 

the Persians, that the word of the 22 , 

Lord might be accomplished, that he *• 
had promised by the mouth of Jeremy ; 

2 The Lord raised, up the spirit of 
Cyrus the king of the Persians, and 
he made proclamation through all his 
kingdom, and also by writing, 

3 Saying, Thus saith Cyrus king of 
the Persians ; The Lord of Israel, the 
most high Lord, hath made me king 
of the whole world, 

4 And commanded me to build him 
an house at Jerusalem in Jewry. 

5 If therefore there be any of you 
that are of his people, let the Lord, 
even his Lord, be with him, and let 
him go up to Jerusalem that is in Ju- 
dea, and build the house of the Lord 
of Israel: for II he is the Lord that n or, / a«. 
dwelleth in Jerusalem. 

6 Whosoever then dwell in the places 
about, let them help him, those, I say, 
that are his neighbours, with gold, and 
with silver, 

7 With gifts, with horses, and with 
cattle, and other things, which have 
been set forth by vow, for the temple 
of the Lord at Jerusalem. 

8 Then the chief of the families 
of Judea and of the tribe of Benjamin 
stood up ; the priests also, and the Le- 
vites, and all they whose mind the Lord 
had moved to go up, and to build an 
house for the Lord at Jerusalem, 

9 And they that dwelt round about 
them, and helped them in all things 
with silver and gold, with t horses and tud.. 
cattle, and wdth very many free gifts 
of a great number whose minds were 
stirred up thereto. 

10 King Cyrus also brought forth the 
holy vessels, which Nabuchodonosor had 
carried away from Jerusalem, and had 
set up in his temple of idols. 

11 Now when Cyrus king of the 
Persians had brought them forth, he + cr.

IE*™ 4. 7 . 16 ^But in the time of Artaxerxes 

king of the Persians Belemus, and Mi- 
fBaimmu$, thridatcs, und Tabellius, and tRathu- 
LJw/woa mus, and Beeltethmus, and tSemellius 
the secretary, with others that were in 
tifttotAe commission with them, dwelling in Sa- 
id'S 9 . maria and other places, wrote unto him 
against them that dwelt in Judea and 
Jerusalem these letters following ; 

17 To king Artaxerxes our lord. Thy 
servants, Rathumus the storywriter, 
and Semellius the scribe, and the rest 
of their council, and the judges that 
are in Celosyria and Phenice. 

18 Be it now known to the lord the 
king, that the Je-svs that are come up 
from you to us, being come into Jeru- 
salem, that rebellious and wicked city, 
do build the marketplaces, and repair 
the walls of it, and do lay the founda- 
tion of the temple. 

19 Now if this city and the walls 
thereof be made up again, they will 
not only refuse to give tribute, but 
also rebel against kings. 

20 And forasmuch as the things per- 
taining to the temple are now in hand, 
we think it meet not to neglect such 
a matter, 

21 But to speak unto our lord the 
king, to the intent that, if it be thy 
pleasure, it may be sought out in the 
books of thy fathers : 

22 And thou shalt find in the chro- 
nicles what is written concerning these 
things, and slialt understand that that 
city was rebellious, troubling both kings 
and cities : 

28 And that the Jews were rebel- 
lious, and raised always wars therein ; 
for the which cause even this city was 
made desolate. 

24 Wherefore now we do declare 
unto thee, O lord the king, that if t-big 


city be built again, and the walls there- Christ 
of set up anew, thou shalt from hence- dr. 
forth have no passage into Celosyria 
and Phenice. 

25 Then the king wrote back again 
to Rathumus the storywriter, to Beel- 
tethmus, to Semellius the scribe, and 
to the rest that were in commission, 
and dwellers in Samaria and Syria and 
Phenice, after this manner ; 

26 I have read the epistle which ye 
have sent unto me: therefore I com- 
manded to make diligent search, and it 
hath been found that that city was from 
the beginning practising against kings ; 

27 And the men therein were given 
to rebellion and war : and that mighty 
kings and fierce were in Jerusalem, 
who reigned and exacted tributes in 
Celosyria and Phenice. 

28 Now therefore I have command- 
ed to hinder those men from building 
the city, and heed to be taken that 
there be no more done in it ; 

29 And that those wicked workers 
proceed no further to the annoyance 
of kings. 

30 Then king Artaxerxes his letters 
being read, Rathumus, and Semellius 
the scribe, and the rest that were in 
commission with them, removing in 
haste toward Jerusalem with a troop 

of horsemen and II a multitude of peo- II Or, a preat 
pie in battle array, began to hinder the 
builders ; and the building of the tem- 
ple in Jerusalem ceased until the second 
year of the reign of Darius king of the cir. 520 . 
Persians. 

CHAP. III. 

4 T/ircc strive to excel each other in wise speeches. 9 They 
refer ikemsehcs to the judgment of the king, 18 The 
Jirsl declarelh the strength t)f wine, 

N ow when Darius reigned, he 
made a gi'eat feast unto all his 
subjects, and unto all his houshold, 
and unto all the princes of Media and 
Persia, 

2 And to all the governors and cap- 
tains and lieutenants that were under 
him, from India unto Ethiopia, of an 
hundred twenty and seven provinces. 

3 And when they had eaten and 
drunken, and being satisfied were gone 
home, then Darius the king went into 
his bedchamber, and slept, and soon 
after awaked. 
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4 Then three young men, that were 
of the guard that kept the king’s body, 
spake one to another ; 

5 Let every one of us speak a sen- 
tence: he that shall overcome, and 
whose sentence shall seem wiser than 
the others, unto him shall the king Da- 
rius give great gifts, and great things 
in token of victory : 

6 As, to be clothed in purple, to 
drink in gold, and to sleep upon gold, 
and a chariot with bridles of gold, and 
an headtire of fine linen, and a chain 
about his neck : 

7 And he shall sit next to Darius 
because of his wisdom, and shall be 
called Darius his cousin. 

8 And then every one wrote his sen- 
tence, sealed it, and laid it under king 
Darius his pillow ; 

9 And said that, when the king is 
risen, some will give him the writings ; 
and of whose side the king and the 
three princes of Persia shall judge that 
his sentence is the wisest, to him shall 
the victory be given, as was appointed. 

10 The first wrote. Wine is the 
strongest. 

11 The second wrote. The king is 
strongest. 

12 The third wrote. Women are 
strongest: but above all things Truth 
beareth away the victory. 

13 If Now when the king was risen 
up, they took their writings, and de- 
livered them unto him, and so he read 
them : 

14 And sending forth he called all 
the princes of Persia and Media, and 
the governors, and the captains, and 
the lieutenants, and the chief officers ; 

« Or, 15 And sat him down in the II royal 
seat of judgment; and the writings 
were read before them. 

16 And he said. Call the young men, 
and they shall declare their own sen- 
tences. So they were called, and came in. 

17 And he said unto them. Declare 
unto us your mind concerning the writ- 
ings. Then began the first, who had 
spoken of the strength of wine ; 

18 And he said thus, O ye men, how 
exceeding strong is wine ! it causeth all 
men to err that drink it : 

19 It maketh the mind of the king 
and of the fatherless child to be all one ; 


of the bondman and of the freeman, of 
the poor man and of the rich : 

20 It tumeth also every thought into 
jollity and mirth, so that a man remem- 
bereth neither sorrow nor debt : 

21 And it maketh every heart rich, 
so that a man remembereth neither 
king nor governor; and it maketh to 
speak all things by talents : 

22 And when they are in their cups, 
they forget their love both to friends 
and brethren, and a little after draw 
out swords: 

23 But when they are from the 
wine, they remember not what they 
have done. 

24 O ye men, is not wine the strong- 
est, that enforceth to do thus ? And 
when he had so spoken, he held his 
peace. 

CHAP. IV. 

1 The second declareth the power of a king. 1 3 The third 
the force of womens 33 and of truth. 41 The third is 
judged to he wisest, 47 and ohtainelh letters of the king 
to huild Jcru,mlent. 58 He praisetk God, and skeweik 
his brethren what he had done. 

T hen the second, that had spoken 
of the strength of the king, began 
to say, 

2 O ye men, do not men excel in 
strength, that II bear rule over sea and 
land, and all things in them ? 

3 But yet the king is more mighty : 
for he is lord of all these things, and 
hath dominion over them; and what- 
soever he commandeth them they do. 

4 If he bid them make war the one 
against the other, they do it : if he send 
them out against the enemies, they go, 
and break down mountains, walls, and 
towers. 

5 They slay and are slain, and trans- 
gress not the king’s commandment; if 
they get the victory, they bring all to 
the king, as well the spoil, as all things 
else. 

6 Likewise for those that are no sol- 
diers, and have not to do with wars, but 
use husbandry, when they have reaped 
again that which they had sown, they 
bring it to the king, and cornel one 
another to pay tribute unto the King. 

7 And yet he is but one man : if he 
command to kill, they kill ; if he com- 
mand to spare, they spare ; 

8 If he command to smite, they smite ; 
if he command to make desolate, they

make desolate ; if he command to build, 
they build ; 

9 If he command to cut down, they 
cut down ; if he command to plant, 
they plant. 

10 So all his people and his armies 
obey him : furthermore he lieth down, 
he eateth and drinketh, and taketh his 
rest : 

11 And these keep watch round about 
II Or, (wn. him, neither II may any one depart, and 

do his own business, neither disobey 
they him in any thing. 

12 O ye men, how should not the king 
be mightiest, when in such sort he is 
obeyed ? And he held his tongue. 

13 If Then the third, who had spoken 
of women, and of the truth, (this was 
Zorobabel) began to speak. 

14 O ye men, it is not the great king, 
nor the multitude of men, neither is it 

Heb. wine, that texcelleth; who is it then 
€fforee. Tulcth them, or hath the lordship 

over them ? are they not women ? 

15 Women have borne the king and 
all the people that bear rule by sea and 
land. 

16 Even of them came they : and they 
nourished them up that planted the vine- 
yards, from whence the wine cometh. 

17 These also make garments for men ; 
these bring glory unto men ; and with- 
out women cannot men be. 

18 Yea, and if men have gathered 
together gold and silver, or any other 
goodly thing, do they not love a woman 
which is comely in favour and beauty ? 

19 And letting all those things go, 
do they not gape, and even with open 
mouth fix their eyes fast on her ; and 
have not all men more desire unto her 
than unto silver or gold, or any goodly 
thing whatsoever? 

•Gen. 2 . 24. 20 “ A man leaveth his own father 

that brought him up, and his own 
country, and cleaveth unto his wife. 

21 He sticketh not to spend his life 
with his wife, and remembereth neither 
father, nor mother, nor country. 

22 By this also ye must know that 
women have dominion over you : do ye 
not labour and toil, and give and bring 
all to the woman ? 

28 Ye^ a man taketh his sword, and 
goeth his way to rob and to steal, to 
sail upon the sea and upon rivers ; 
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24 And looketh upon a lion, and 
goeth in the darkness; and when he 
hath stolen, spoiled, and robbed, he 
bringeth it to his love. 

25 Wherefore a man loveth his wife 
better than father or mother. 

26 Yea, many there be that have 

II run out of their wits for women, and iior.pfwn 
become servants for their sakes. d^jn^rate. 

27 Many also have perished, have 
erred, and sinned, for women. 

28 And now do ye not believe me ? is 
not the king great in his power? do 
not all regions fear to touch him ? 

29 Yet did I see him and Apame the 

king’s concubine, the daughter of the 
admirable II Bartacus, sitting at the right n 
hand of the king, n! rap!'-!’. 

30 And taking the crown from the 
king’s head, and setting it upon her 
own head; she also struck the king 
Avith her left hand. 

31 And yet II for all this the king gaped II Or, fiercal, 
and gazed upon her with open mouth : 

if she laughed upon him, he laughed 
also : but if she took any displeasure at 
him, the king w'as fain to flatter, that 
she might II be reconciled to him again, n 

32 O ye men, how can it be but wo- 
men should be strong, seeing they do 
thus ? 

33 Then the king and the princes 
looked one upon another: so he began 
to speak of the truth. 

34 O ye men, are not women strong? 
great is the earth, high is the heaven, 
swift is the sun in his course, for he 
compasseth the heavens round about, 
and fetcheth his course again to his 
own place in one day. 

35 Is he not great that maketh these 
things ? therefore great is the truth, 
and stronger than all things. 

36 All the earth II calleth upon the « 
truth, and the heaven blesseth it: all the truths 
works shake and tremble at it, and Athamwiu*. 
with it is no unrighteous thing. 

37 Wine is wicked, the king is wic- 
ked, women are wicked, all the chil- 
dren of men are wicked, and such are 
all their wicked works; and there is 
no truth in them; in their unrighte- 
ousness also they s^U perish. 

38 As for the truth, it endureth, and 
is always strong; it liveth and con- 
quereth for evermore. 
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39 With her there is no accepting 
of persons or rewards; hut she doeth 
the things that are just, and refraineth 
from all unjust and wicked things; and 
all men do M'ell like of her works. 

40 Neither in her judgment is any un- 
righteousness; and she is the strength, 
kingdom, power, and majesty, of all 
ages. Blessed be the God of truth. 

41 And with that he held his peace. 
And all the people then shouted, and 
said. Great is Truth, and mighty above 
all things. 

42 Then said the king unto him. Ask 
what thou wilt more than is appoint-

j which Cyrus set apart, when he vowed 

j to destroy Babylon, and to send them 

I again thither. 

I 45 Thou also hast vowed to build up 

j temple, ’’ which the Edomites burn- 

1 ■ ■ ■ ed when Judea was made desolate by 

I the Chaldees. 

I 46 And now, O lord the king, this is 

i that which I require, and which I de- 

sire of thee, and this is the princely 
liberality proceeding from thyself : I 
desire therefore that thou make good 
i the vow, the performance whereof with 

I thine own mouth thou hast vowed to 

! the King of heaven. 

I 47 Then Darius the king stood up, 

I and kissed him, and wrote letters for 

him unto all the treasurers and lieute- 
nants and captains and governors, that 
they should safely convey on their M'^ay 
both him, and all those that go up with 
him to build Jerusalem. 

48 He wrote letters also unto the 
lieutenants that were in Celosyria and 

j Phenice, and unto them in Libanus, that 

they should bring cedar wood from Li- 
banus unto Jerusalem, and that they 
should build the city with him. 

49 Moreover he wrote for all the 
Jews that went out of his realm up 
into Jewry, concerning their freedom, 


that no oflScer, no ruler, no lieutenant, 
nor II treasurer, should forcibly enter n or, 
into their doors ; *teward. 

50 And that all the country which 
they hold should be free without tri- 
bute ; and that the Edomites should 
give over the villages of the Jews 
which then they held : 

51 Yea, that there should be yearly 
given twenty talents to the building of 
the temple, until the time that it were 
built ; 

52 And other ten talents yearly, to 
maintain the burnt offerings upon the 
altar every day, as they had a com- 
mandment to offer seventeen : 

53 And that all they that W'ent from 
Babylon to build the city should have 
free liberty, as well they as their pos- 
terity, and all the priests that went 
away. 

54 He wrote also concerning the 
charges, and the priests’ vestments 
wherein they minister; 

55 And likewise for the charges of 
the Levites, to be given them until 
the day that the house were finished, 
and Jerusalem builded up. 

56 And he commanded to give to all 
thcat kept the city II pensions and wages, ii or. 

57 He sent aM^ay also all the vessels C”"* 
from Babylon, that Cyrus had set apart; 
and all that Cyrus had given in com- 
mandment, the same charged he also 

to be done, and sent unto Jerusalem. 

58 Now when this young man was 
gone forth, he lifted up his face to hea- 
ven toward Jerusalem, and praised the 
King of heaven, 

59 And said. From thee cometh victo- 
ry, from thee cometh wisdom, and thine 
is the glory, and I am thy servant. 

60 Blessed art thou, who hast given 
me wisdom : for to thee I give thanks, 

O Lord of our fathers. 

61 And so he took the letters, and 
went out, and came unto Babylon, and 
told it all his brethren. 

62 And they praised the God of their 
fathers, because he had given them free- 
dom and liberty 

63 To go up, and to build Jerusa- 
lem, and the temple which is called by 
his name; and they feasted with in- 
struments of musick and gladness seven 
days.

35 All the ministers of the temple, 
and the sons of the servants of Solomon, 
were three hundred seventy and two. 

86 These came up from Therme- 
leth and Thelersas, Charaathalar lead- 
ing them, and Aalar ; 

87 Neither could they shew their fa- 
milies, nor their stock, how they were 
of Israel : the sons of ‘ Ladan, the son 
of 'Ban, the sons of ^Necodan, six 
hundred fifty and two. 

88 And of the priests that usurped 


the office of the priesthood, and were chrTst 
not found : the sons of ’’Obdia, the sons cir. m. 
of ‘Accoz, the sons of Addu^ who mar- '■ ao6<>M, 
ried Augia one of the daughters of Ber- 
zelus, and M’^as named after his name. 

39 And when the description of the 
kindred of these men was sought in 
the register, and was not found, they 
were removed from executing the of- 
fice of the priesthood : 

40 For unto them said II Nehemias n Nehemias^ 
and Atharias, that they should not be Atharias : 
partakers of the holy things, till there 

arose up an high priest clothed with 
t doctrine and truth. t Hek 

41 So of Israel, from them of twelve 
years old and upward, they w'ere all in 
number forty thousand, beside menser- 
vants add -womenservants two thou- 
sand three hundred and sixty. 

42 Their ‘menservants and hand-*^_ 
maids were seven thousand three hun- 
dred forty and seven : the singing men 
and singing women, two hundred forty 
and five : 

43 “Four hundred thirty and five "‘Ezmi 
camels, seven thousand thirty and six 
horse.s, two hundred forty and five 
mules, five thousand five hundred 
twenty and five II beasts used to the « 
yoke. 

44 And certain of the chief of their 
families, when they came to the tem- 
ple of God that is in Jerusalem, vowed 
to set up the house again in his own 
place according to their ability, 

45 And to give into the holy trea- 
sury of the works a thousand pounds 
of gold, five thousand of silver, and an 
hundred priestly vestments. 

46 And so dwelt the priests and the 
Levites and the people in Jerusalem, 
and in the country, the singers also 
and the porters ; and all Israel in their 
villages. 

47 But when the seventh month was sss- 
at hand, and when the children of Is- 
rael Avere every man in his own place, 
they came all together with one con- 
sent into the open place of the first 

II gate which is toward the east. ii or. 

48 Then stood up Jesus the son of east ffoie^ 
Josedec, and his brethren the priests, 

and Zorobabel the son of Sidathiel, and 
his brethren, and made ready the altar 
of the God of Israel,

49 To offer burnt sacrifices upon it, 
according as it is expressly commanded 
in the book of Moses the man of God. 

50 And there were gathered unto 
them out of the other nations of the 
land, and they erected the altar upon 
his own place, because all the nations 
of the land were at enmity with them, 
and oppressed them ; and they offered 
sacrifices according to the time, and 
burnt offerings to the Lord both morn- 
ing and evening. 

51 Also they held the feast of taber- 
nacles, as it is commanded in the law, 
and offered sacrifices daily, as was meet : 

52 And after that, the II continual ob- 

lations, and the sacrifice of the sab- 
baths, and of the new moons, and of 
all holy feasts. * 

53 And all they that had tmade any 
vow to God began to offer sacrifices to 
God from the first day of the seventh 
month, although the temple of the Lord 
was not yet built. 

54 And they gave unto the masons 
and carpenters money, meat, and drink, 
with cheerfulness. 

55 Unto them of Zidon also and Tyre 
they gave carrs, that they should bring 
cedar trees from Libanus, which should 
be brought by floats to the haven of 
Joppe, according as it was commanded 
them by Cyrus king of the Persians. 

56 And in the second year and se- 
cond month after his coming to the 
temple of God at Jerusalem began Zo- 
robabel the son of Salathiel, and Jesus 
the son of Josedec, and their brethren, 
and the priests, and the Levites, and 
all they that were come unto Jerusa- 
lem out of the captivity : 

57 And they laid the foundation of 
the house of God in the first day of 
the second month, in the second year 
after they were come to Jewry and 
Jerusalem. 

58 "And they appointed the Levites 
from twenty years old over the works 
of the Lord. Then stood up Jesus, and 
his sons and brethren, and Cadmiel his 
brother, and the sons of Madiabun, 
with the sons of Joda the son of Eli- 
^un, with their sons and brethren, all 
Levites, with one accord II setters for- 
ward of the business, labouring to ad*- 
vance the works in the house of God. 


So the workmen built the tenjple of ch^t 
the Lord. dr. m. 

59 And the priests stood arrayed in 
their vestments with musical instru- 
ments and trumpets; and the Levites 
the sons of Asaph had cymbals, 

60 Singing songs of thanksgiving, and 
praising the Lord, II according as David « or, after 
the king of Israel had ordained. 

61 And they sung with loud voices 
songs to the praise of the Lord, because 
his mercy and glory is for ever in all 
Israel. 

62 And all the people sounded trum- 
pets, and shouted with a loud voice, 
singing songs of thanksgiving unto the 
Lord tor the rearing up of the house 
of the Lord. 

63 "Also of the priests and Levites, "Ezra 3 . 12 , 
and of the chief of their families, the 
ancients who had seen the former house 

came to the building of this with weep- 
ing and great crying. 

64 But many unth trumpets and joy 
shouted \vith loud voice, 

65 Insomuch that the trumpets might 
not be II heard for the weeping of the 11 or, 
people : yet the multitude sounded 
marvellously, so that it was heard afar 
off. 

66 p Wherefore when the enemies of p Ezra 4 . 1 , 
the tribe of Judah and Benjamin heard 

it, they came to know what that noise 
of trumpets should mean. 

67 And they perceived that they that 
were of the captivity did build the tem- 
ple unto the Lord God of Israel. 

68 So they went to Zorobabel and 
Jesus, and to the chief of the families, 
and said unto them, We will build to- 
gether with you. 

69 For we likewise, as ye, do obey your 

Lord, and do sacrifice unto him from 
the days of II Azbazareth the king of the 
Assyrians, who brought us hither • Ezra 4. 2. 

70 Then Zorobabel and Jesus and 
the chief of the families of Israel said 
unto them. It is not for us and you to 
build together an house unto the Lord 
our God. 

71 We ourselves alone will build 
unto the Lord of Israel, according as 
Cyrus the king of the Persians hath 
commanded us. 

72 But the heathen of the land lying 
heavy upon the inhabitants of Judea, 
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and holding them strait, hindered their 
building ; 

7.^ And by their secret plots, and po- 
pular persuasions and commotions, they 
hindered the finishing of the building 
all the time that king Cyrus lived : so 
they were hindered from building for 
the space of two years, 11 until the reign j 
of Darius. 

CHAP. VI. 

I The prophets stir up the people to build the temple. 8 
Darius is solicited to hinder it: 27 but he doth further 
it hif all means, 32 and ihrcaleneth those that shall 
hinder it. 

N ow “in the second year of the 
reign of Darius Aggeus and Za- 
charias the son of llAddo, the prophets, 
prophesied unto the Jews in Jewry and 
Jerusalem in the name of the Lord God 
of Israel, 11 which was upon th6m. 

2 Then stood up Zorobabel the son 
of Salathiel, and Jesus the son of Jo- 
sedec, and began to build the house of 
the Lord at Jerusalem, the prophets of 
the Lord being with them, and helping 
them. 

3 '’At the same time came unto them 
II Sisinties the governor of Syria and 
Phenice, with II Sathrabuzanes and his 
companions, and said unto them, 

4 By whose appointment do ye build 
this house and this roof, and perform 
all the other things ? and who are the 
workmen that perform these things ? 

5 Nevertheless the elders of the Jews 
obtained favour, because the Lord had 
visited the captivity ; 

6 And they were not hindered from 
building, until such time as significa- 
tion was given unto Oarius concerning 
them, and an answer received. 

7 The copy of the letters which Si- 
sinnes, governor of Syria and Phenice, 
and Sathrabuzanes, with their compa- 
nions, rulers in Syria and Phenice, 
wrote and sent unto Darius; To king 
Darius, greeting : 

8 Let all things be known unto our 
lord the king, that being come into the 
country of Judea, and entered into the 
city of Jerusalem, we found in the city 
of Jerusalem the ancients of the Jews 
that were of the captivity 

9 Building an house unto the Lord, 
great and new, of hewn and costly 
stones, and the timber already laid up- 
on the walls. 


10 And those works are done with 
great speed, and the work goeth on 
prosperously in their hands, and with 
all glory and diligence is it made. 

11 Then asked we these elders, say- 
ing, By whose commandment build ye 
this house, and lay the foundations of 
these works? 

12 Therefore to the intent that we 
might give knowledge unto thee by 
writing, we demanded of them who 
were the chief doers, and we required 
of them the names in writing of their 
principal men. 

13 So they gave us this answer. We 
are the servants of the Lord which 
made heaven and earth. 

14 And as for this house, it was build- 
ed many years ago by a king of Israel 
great and strong, and was finished. 

1,5 But when our fathers provoked 
God unto wrath, and sinned against the 
Lord of Israel which is in heaven, he 
gave them over into the power of Na- 
buchodonosor king of Babylon, of the 
Chaldees ; 

16 Who pulled down the house, and 
burned it, and carried aAvay the people 
captives unto Babylon. 

17 But in the first year that king 
Cyrus reigned over the country of Ba- 
bylon Cyrus the king wrote to build 
up this house. 

18 And the holy vessels of gold and 
of silver, that Nabuchodonosor had car- 
ried aw ay out of the house at Jerusa- 
lem, and had set them in his OAvn tem- 
ple, those Cyrus the king brought forth 
again out of the temple at Babylon, and 
they were delivered to II Zorobabel and 
to Sanabassarus the ruler, 

1 9 With commandment that he should 
carry away the same vessels, and put 
them in the temple at Jerusalem ; and 
that the temple of the Lord should be 
built in his place. 

20 Then the same Sanabassarus, be- 
ing come hither, laid the foundations of 
the house of the Lord at Jerusalem ; 
and from that time to this being still a 
building, it is not yet fully ended. 

21 Now therefore, if it seem good un- 
to the king, let search be made among 
the II records of king Cyrus : 

22 And if it be found that the build- 
ing of the house of the Lord at Jerusa- 
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! CH^T hath been done with the consent 
vir. 510 , of king Cyrus, and if our lord the king 
be so minded, let him signify unto us 
thereof. 

e Ezr» 6 . 1 , 23 ® Thcu Commanded king Darius to 

seek among the records at Babylon : 
and so at Ecbatana the palace, which 
is in the country of Media, there was 
B Or, place, found a lli oll whcreiii these things were 
recorded. 

24 In the first year of the reign of 
Cyrus king Cyrus commanded that the 
house of the Lord at Jerusalem should 
be built again, where they do sacrifice 
Muth continual fire : 

25 Whose height shall be sixty cubits, 
and the breadth sixty cubits, with three 
rows of hewn stones, and one row of 
new wood of that country; and the 
expences thereof to be given out of the 
house of king Cyrus : 

26 And that the holy vessels of the 
house of the Lord, both of gold and 
silver, that Nabuchodonosor took out 
of the house at Jerusalem, and brought 
to Babylon, should be restored to the 
house at Jerusalem, and be set in the 
place where they were before. 

27 And also he commanded that Si- 
sinnes the governor of Syria and Phe- 
nice, and Sathrabuzanes, and their com- 
panions, and those which were appointed 
rulers in Syria and Phenice, should be 
careful not to meddle with the place, 
but suffer Zorobabel, the servant of the 
Lord, and governor of Judea, and the 
elders of the Jews, to build the house 
of the Lord in that place. 

28 I have commanded also to have it 
built up whole again; and that they 
look diligently to help those that be of 
the captivity of the Jews, till the house 
of the Lord be finished : 

29 And out of the tribute of Celo- 
syria and Phenice a portion carefully 
to be given these men for the sacrifices 
of the Lord, l/iaf is, to Zorobabel the 
governor, for bullocks, and rams, and 
lambs ; 

30 And also corn, salt, wine, and oil, 
and that continually every year with- 
out further question, according as the 
priests that be in Jerusalem shall sig- 
nify to be daily spent : 

That II offerings may be made to 
the most high God for the king and for 


his children, and that they may pray ohejst i 
for their lives. dr. &io. 

32 And he commanded that whoso- ' 

ever should transgress, yea, or make 

light of any thing afore spoken or writ- 
ten, out of his own house should a tree 
be taken, and he thereon be hanged, 
and all his goods seized for the king. ' 

33 The Lord therefore, whose name 

is there called upon, utterly destroy i 

every king and nation, that stretcheth 
out his hand to hinder or endamage I 

that house of the Lord in Jerusalem. I 

34 I Darius the king have ordained | 

that according unto these things it be i 

done with diligence.

stood arrayed in their vestments, accord- ; 

ing to their t kindreds, in the service i 

of the Lord God of Israel, according to e«»6.i», • 
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the book of Moses : and the porters at 
every gate. 

10 And the children of Israel II that 
were of the captivity held the passover 
the fourteenth day of the first month, 
after that the priests and the Levites 
were sanctified. 

11 They that were of the captivity 
were not all sanctified together : but the 
Levites were all sanctified together. 

12 And so they offered the pass- 
over for all them of the captivity, and 
for their brethren the priests, and for 
themselves. 

13 And the children of Israel that 
came out of the captivity did eat, even 
all they that had separated themselves 
from the abominations of the people of 
the land, and sought the Lord. 

14 And they kept the feast of unlea- 
vened bread seven days, making merry 
before the Lord,

A nd after these things, when Ar- 
taxerxes the king of the Persians 
reigned, came Esdras the son of Saraias, 
the son of “Ezerias, the son of Helchiah, 
the son of Salum, 

2 The son of Sadduc, the son of A- 
chitob, the son of Araarias, the son of 
Ezias, the son of ® Meremoth, the son 
of Zaraias, the son of Savias, the son 
of Boccas, the son of Abisum, the son 
of Phinees, the son of Eleazar, the son 
of Aaron t the chief priest. 

3 This Esdras went up from Babylon, 
as a scribe, being very ready in the law 
of Moses, that was given by the God 
of Israel. 

4 And the king did him honour: for 
he found grace in his sight in ^1 his 
requests. 

5 There went up with him also 
certain of the children of Israel, of 
the priests, of the Levites, of the holy 
singers, porters, and II ministers of the 
temple, unto Jerusalem, 

6 In II the seventh year of the reign 


of Artaxei*xes, in the fifth month, this 
was the king’s seventh year ; for they dr. 437 . 
went from Babylon in the first day of 
the first month, and came to Jerusalem, 
according to the II prosperous journey n or. 
which the Lord gave them. 

7 For Esdi'as had very great skill, 
so that he omitted nothing of the law 
and commandments of the Lord, but 
taught all Israel the ordinances and 
judgments. 

8 Now the copy of the II commission, u or, dmfw. 
which was written from Artaxeraes the 

king, and came to Esdras the priest 
and reader of the law of the Lord, is 
this that folio we th ; 

9 King Artaxerxes unto Esdras the 
priest and reader of the law of the 
Lord sendeth greeting: 

10 Having determined to deal gra- 
ciously, I have given order, that such 
of the nation of the Jews, and of the 
priests and Levites, being within our 
realm, as are willing and desirous, should 
go with thee unto Jerusalem. 

11 As many therefore as have a mind 
thereunto, let them depart with thee, 
as it hath seemed good both to me and 
my seven friends the counsellors ; 

12 That they may look unto the af- 
fairs of Judea and Jerusalem, agree- 
ably to that which is in the law of the 
Lord ; 

1 3 And carry the gifts unto the Lord 
of Israel to Jerusalem, which I and my 
friends have vowed, and all the gold 
and silver that in the country of Ba- 
bylon can be II found, to the Lord in iior.iw* 
Jerusalem, 

14 With that also which is given of 
the people for the temple of the Lord 
their God at Jerusalem: and that silver 
and gold may be collected for bullocks, 
rams, and lambs, and things thereunto 
appertaining ; 

15 To the end that they may offer 
sacrifices unto the Lord upon the altar 
of the Lord their God, which is in Je- 
rusalem.

53 And again we besought our Lord 
as touching these things, and found 
him favourable unto us. 

54 Then I separated twelve of the 
chief of the priests, ‘ Esebrias, and As- 
sanias, and ten men of their brethren 
with them : 

55 And I weighed them the gold, 
and the silver, and the holy vessels of 
the house of our Lord, which the king, 
and his council, and the princes, and 
all Israel, had given. 

56 And when I had weighed it, I 
delivered unto them six hundred and 
fifty talents of silver, and* silver ves- 
sels of an hundi’ed talents, and an hun- 
dred talents of gold, 

57 And twenty golden vessels, and 
+ twelve vessels of brass, even of fine 
brass, glittering like gold. 

68 And I said unto them. Both ye 
are holy unto the Lord, and the vessels 
are holy, and the gold and the silver is 


a vow unto the Lord, the Lord of our 
fathers. 

59 Watch ye, and ke^ them till ye 
deliver them to the chief of the priests 
and Levites, and to the j)rincipal men 
of the families of Israel, in Jerusalem, 
into the chambers of the house of our 
God. 

60 So the priests and the Levites, 
who had received the silver and the 
gold and the vessels, brought them 
unto Jerusalem, into the temple of the 
Lord. 

61 And from the river Theras we 
departed the twelfth day of the first 
month, and came to Jerusalem by the 
mighty hand of our Lord, which was 
with us: and from the II beginning of 
our journey the Lord delivered us 
from every enemy, and so we came to 
Jerusalem. 

62 And when we had been there 
three days, the gold and silver that was 
weighed was delivered in the house of 
our Lord on the fourth day II unto Mar- 
moth the priest the son of Iri. 

63 And with him was Eleazar the 
son of Pliinees, and with them were 
Josabad the son of Jesu and II Moeth 
the son of Sabban, Levites : all was de- 
livered them by number and weight. 

64 And all the weight of them was 
written up the same hour. 

65 Moreover they that were come 
out of the captivity offered sacrifice un- 
to the Lord God of Israel, even twelve 
bullocks for all Israel, fourscore and 
sixteen rams, 

66 t Threescore and twelve lambs, 
goats for a peace offering, twelve ; all 
of them a sacrifice to the Lord. 

67 And they delivered the king’s 
commandments unto the king’s stew- 
ards, and to the governors of Celosyria 
and Phenice; and they honoured the 
people and the temple of God. 

68 Now when these things were done, 
the rulers came unto me, and said, 

69 The nation of Israel, the princes, 
the priests and Levites, have not put 
away from them the strange people of 
the land, nor the pollutions of the Gen- 
tiles, to wiU of the Canaanites, Hittites, 
Pheresites, Jebnsites, and the Moabites, 
Egyptians, and Edomites. 

70 "* For both they and their sons '

72 So all they that were then moved 
at the word of the Lord God of Israel 
assembled unto me, whilst I mourned 
for the iniquity : but I sat still full of 
heaviness until the evening sacrifice. 

73 Then rising up from the fast with 
my clothes and the holy garment rent, 
and bowing my knees, and stretching 
forth my hands unto the Lord, 

74 I said, O Lord, I am confounded 
and ashamed before thy face ; 

n Or. Aare 7.5 Foi* oui’ siiis II are multiplied above 
our heads, and our ignorances have 
reached up unto heaven. 

76 For ever since the time of our 
fathers we have been and are in great 
sin, even unto this day. 

77 And for our sins and our fathers’ 
we with our brethren and our kings 
and our priests were given up unto the 
kings of the earth, to the sword, and 
to captivity, and for a prey with shame, 
unto this day. 

78 And now in some measure hath 
mercy been shewed unto us from thee, 
O Lord, that there should be left us a 
root and a name in the place of thy 
sanctuary ; 

79 And to discover unto us a light 
in the house of the Lord our God, and 
^ S>ve us tfood in the time of our 
servitude. 

80 Yea, when we were in bondage, 
we were not forsaken of our Lord ; but 
he made us gracious before the kings 
of Persia, so that they gave us food ; 

81 Yea, and honoured the temple of 
our Lord, and raised up the desolate 
Sion, that they have given us a sure 
abiding in Jewiy and Jerusalem. 

82 And now, O Lord, what shall we 
say, having these things ? for we have 
transgressed thy commandments, which 
thou gavest by the hand of thy ser- 
vants the prophets, saying. 


83 That the land, which ye enter ^ 

into to possess as an heritage, is a 457. I 
land polluted with the pollutions of the | 

strangers of the land, and they have 

filled it wdth their uncleanness. 

84 Therefore now shall ye not join 
your daughters unto their sons, nei- 
ther shall ye take their daughters unto 
your sons.

his confession, weeping, and lying flat 

upon the ground before the temple, 
there gathered unto him from Jeru- 
salem a very great multitude of men 
and women and children ; for there was 
great weeping among the multitude. 

92 Then Jechonias the son of Jeelus, 

one of the sons of Israel, called out, and 
said, O Esdras, we have sinned against 
the Lord God, we have married strange 
women of the nations of the land, and 
now is all Israel II aloft. wor.

HEN Esdras rising from the court 
' JL of the temple went to the cham- 

ber of Joanan the son of Eliasib, 

2 And remained there, and did eat 
no meat nor drink water, mourning 
for the great iniquities of the multi- 
tude. 

3 And there was a proclamation in 
all Jewry and Jerusalem to all them 
that were of the captivity, that they 
should be gathered together at Jeru- 
salem : 

4 And that whosoever met not there 
within two or three days, according 
as the elders that bare rule appointed, 
their cattle should be seized to the use 

II utterly of the temjde, and himself II cast out 
28 . from them that were of the captivity. 

5 And in three days were all they 
of the tribe of Judah and Benjamin ga- 
thered together at Jerusalem the twen- 
tieth day of the ninth month. 

6 And all the multitude sat trem- 
bling in the broad court of the temple 
because of the present foul weather. 

7 So Esdras arose up, and said unto 
them* Ye have transgressed the law in 
marrying strange wives, thereby to in- 
crease the sins of Israel. 

8 And now by confessing give glory 
unto the Lord God of our fathers, 

9 And do his will, and separate your- 
selves from the heathen of the land, 
and from the strange women. 

10 Then cried the whole multitude, 
, and said with a loud voice, Like as 

thou hast spoken, so will we do. 

11 But forasmuch as the people are 
many, and it is foul weather, so that 
we cannot stand without, and this is 
not a work of a day or two, seeing our 
sin in these things is spread far : 

12 Therefore let the rulers of the 
iiOr,t<mA multitude II stay, and let all them of 

our habitations that have strange wives 
come at the time appointed, 

IS And with them the rulers and 


judges of every place, till we turn away 
the wrath of the Lord from us for this 
matter. 

14 Then Jonathan the son of Azael 
and Ezechias the son of Theocanus ac- 
cordingly took this matter upon them : 
and Mosollam and Levis and Sabba- 
theus helped them. 

15 And they that were of the capti- 
vity did according to all these things. 

16 And Esdras the priest chose unto 
him the principal men of their fami- 
lies, all by name : and in the first day 
of the tenth month they sat together 
to examine the matter.

7 And unto him thou gavest com- 
mandment to love thy way : which he 
transgressed, and immediately thou ap- 
pointedst death in him and in his gene- 
rations, of whom came nations, tribes, 
people, and kindreds, out of number.

ments.

24 And we pass away out of the world 
as grasshojraers, and our life is astonish- 
ment and fear, and we are not worthy 
to obtain mercy. 

25 What will he then do unto his 
name whereby we are called ? of these 
things have I asked. 
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26 Then answered he me, and said, * 
The more thou searchest, the more 
thou shalt marvel ; for the world hast- 

eth fast to pass away, 

27 And cannot comprehend the things 
that are promised to the righteous in 

time to come : for “this world is full of ® > Joim & 
unrighteousness and infirmities. ***’ 

28 But as concerning the things 
whereof thou askest me, I will tell 
thee ; for the evil is sown, but the de- 
struction thereof is not yet come. 

29 If therefore that which is sown 
be not turned upside down, and if the 
place where the evil is sown pass not 
away, then cannot it come that is sown 
with good. 

30 For the grain of evil seed hath been 

sown in the heart of Adam from the 
beginning, and how much ungodliness 
hath it brought up unto this time? and 
how much shall it yet bring forth until 
the II time of threshing come ? •' 

31 Ponder now by thyself, how great 
fruit of wickedness the grain of evil 
seed hath bi’ought forth. 

32 And when the ears shall be cut 
down, which are without number, how 
great a floor shall they fill ? 

33 Then I answered and said, How, 
and when shall these things come to 
pass ? wherefore are our years few and 
evil ? 

34 And he answered me, saying. Do 
not thou hasten above the most High- 
est : for thy haste is in vain to be above 
him, for thou hast much exceeded. 

35 Did not the souls also of the righ- 
teous ask question of these things in 
their chambers, saying, How long shall 
I heme on this fashion? when cometh 
the fruit of the floor of our reward ? 

36 And unto these things II Uriel the 
archangel gave them answer, and said, 

Even when the number of seeds is 
filled in you : for he hath weighed the 
world in the balance. 

87 By measure hath he measured the 
times, and by number hath he number- 
ed the times; and he doth not move 
nor stir them, until the said measure 
be fulfilled. 

38 Then answered I and said, O Lord 
that bearest rule, even we all are full 
of impiety. 

39 And for our sakes peradventure it 
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is that the floors of the righteous are 
not filled, because of the sins of them 
that dwell upon the earth. 

40 So he answered me, and said, Go 
thy way to a woman with child, and 
ask of her when she hath fulfilled her 
nine months, if her womb may keep 
the birth any longer within her. 

41 Then said I, No, Lord, that can 
she not. And he said unto me, In the 
grave the chambers of souls are like 
the womb of a woman : 

42 For like as a woman that travail- 
eth maketh haste to escape the neces- 
sity of the travail: even so do these 
places haste to deliver those things that 
are committed unto them. 

43 From the beginning, look, what 
thou desirest to see, it shall be shewed 
thee. 

44 Then answered I and said, If I 
have found favour in thy sight, and if 
it be possible, and if I be meet there- 
fore, 

45 Shew me then whether there be 
more to come than is past, or more 
past than is to come. 

46 What is past I know, but what is 
for to come I know not. 

47 And he said unto me, Stand up 
upon the right side, and I shall ex- 
pound the similitude unto thee. 

48 So I stood, and saw, and, behold, 
an hot burning oven passed by before 
me: and it happened, that when the 
flame was gone by I looked, and, be- 
hold, the smoke remained still. 

49 After this there passed by before 
me a watery cloud, and sent down 
much rain with a storm; and when 
the stormy rain was past, the drops 
remained still. 

50 Then said he unto me. Consider 
with thyself ; as the rain is more than 
the drops, and as the fire is greater 
than the smoke ; but the drops and the 

vor, smoke remain behind: so the llquan- 
tity which is past did more exceed. 

51 Then I prayed, and said. May I 
live, thinkest thou, until that time ? or 
II what shall happen in those days ? 

Muntoript 52 He answered me, and said, As for 
the tokens whereof thou askest me, 1 
may tell thee of them in part : but as 
touching thv life, I am not sent to 
shew thee : tor I do not know it. 


CHAP. V. 

1 The eigne of the timee to come, 23 He aekelh why God, 
chooeing but one people, did caet them off, 30 He ie 
taught, that God"e Judgmente are uneearchable, 46 and 
that God doeth not oil at once, 

N evertheless as concerning 

the tokens, behold, the days shau 
come, that they which dwell upon earth 
II shall be taken in a great number, and ii or, ,hau 
the way of truth shall be hidden, and 
the land shall be barren of faith. 

2 But “ iniquity shall be increased ‘Mat. 24 . 12 . 
above that which now thou seest, or 
that thou hast heard long ago. 

3 And the land, ilthat thou seest iior,Mo4 
now to have root, shalt thou see wast- ett upon 
ed suddenly. mdueu. 

4 But if the most High grant thee 
to live, thou shalt see after the third 
trumpet that the sun shall suddenly 
shine again in the night, and the moon 
thrice in the day : 

5 And blood shall drop out of wood, 
and the stone shall give his voice, and 
the people shall be troubled : 

6 And even he shall rule, whom they 
look not for that dwell upon the earth, 
and the fowls shall take their flight 
away together : 

7 And the Sodomitish sea shall cast 
out fish, and make a noise in the night, 
w^hich many have not known : but they 
shall all hear the voice thereof. 

8 There shall be a confusion also in 
many places, and the fire shall be oft 
II sent out again, and the wild beasts iior.,/ait«t 
shall change their places, and men- 
struous women shall bring forth mon- 
sters : 

9 And salt waters shall be found in 
the sweet, and all friends shall destroy 
one another; then shall wit hide itself, 
and understanding withdraw itself into 
his secret chamber, 

10 And shall be sought of many, and 
yet not be found : then shall unright- 
eousness and incontinency be multi- 
plied upon earth. 

11 One land also shall ask another, 
and say. Is righteousness that maketh 
a man righteous gone through thee? 

And it shall say. No. 

12 At the same time shall men hope, 
but nothing obtain ; they shall labour, 
but their ways shall not II prosper. 

13 To shew thee such tokens I have 
leave ; and if thou wilt pray again, and 
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weep as now, and fast seven days, thou 
shalt hear yet greater things. 

14 Then I awaked, and an extreme 
fearfulness went through all my body, 
and my mind was troubled, so that it 
fainted. 

15 So the angel that was come to 
talk with me held me, comforted me, 
and set me up upon my feet. 

16 And in the second night it came 
to pass, that Salathiel the captain of 
the people came unto me, saying, Where 
hast thou been ? and why is thy coun- 
tenance so heavy? 

17 Knowest thou not that Israel is 
committed unto thee in the land of 
their captivity ? 

18 Up then, and eat bread, and for- 
sake us not, as the shepherd that leaveth 
his flock in the hands of cruel wolves. 

19 Then said I unto him. Go thy 
ways from me, and come not nigh me. 
And he heard what I said, and went 
from me. 

20 And so I fasted seven days, mourn- 
ing and weeping, like as Uriel the angel 
commanded me. 

21 And after seven days so it was, 
that the thoughts of my heart were 
very grievous unto me again, 

22 And my soul recovered the spirit 
of understanding, and I began to talk 
with the most High again, 

23 And said, O Lord that bearest 
rule, of every wood of the earth, and 
of all the trees thereof, thou hast cho- 
sen thee one only vine ; 

24 And of all lands of the whole world 
thou hast chosen thee one pit : and of 
all the flowers thereof one lily : 

25 And of all the depths of the sea 
thou hast filled thee one river : and of 
all builded cities thou hast hallowed 
Sion unto thyself; 

26 And of all the fowls that are cre- 
ated thou hast named thee one dove : 
and of all the cattle that are made 
thou hast provided thee one sheep : 

27 And among all the multitudes of 
people thou hast gotten thee one peo- 
ple : and unto this people, whom thou 
lovedst, thou gavest a law that is ap- 
proved of all. 

^ 28 And now, O Lord, why hast thou 
given this one people over unto many ? 
tor, over, and llupoH the one root hast thou pre- 


pared others, and why hast thou scatter- 
ed thy only one people among many ? 

29 And they which did gainsay thy 
promises, and believed not thy cove- 
nants, have trodden them down. 

80 If thou didst so much hate thy 
people, yet shouldest thou punish them 
with thine own hands. 

31 Now when I had spoken these 
words, the angel that came to me the 
night afore was sent unto me, 

32 And said unto me, Hear me, and 
I will instruct thee ; hearken to the 
thing that 1 say, and I shall tell thee 
more. 

33 And I said. Speak on, my Lord. 

Then said he unto me. Thou art sore 
troubled in mind for Israel’s sake ; 

’’ lovest thou that people better than “ ch. s. 47. 
he that made them ? 

34 And I said. No, Lord : but of very 
grief have I spoken : for my reins pain 
me every hour, while I labour to com- 
prehend the way of the most High, and 
to seek out part of his judgment. 

35 And he said unto me. Thou canst 
not. And I said. Wherefore, Lord ? 
Mdiereunto was I born then ? or why 
was not my mother’s womb then my 
grave, that I might not have seen the 
travail of Jacob, and the wearisome 
toil of the stock of Israel ? 

36 And he said unto me, Number 
me the things that are not yet come, 
gather me together the drops that are 
scattered abroad, make me the flowers 
green again that are withered, 

37 Open me the places that are clos- 
ed, and bring me forth the winds that 
in them are shut up, shew me the im- 
age of a voice : and then I will declare 
to thee the thing that thou labourest 
to know. 

38 And I said, O Lord that bearest 
rule, who may know these things, but 

he 'that hath not his dwelling with « Dan. 2 . 11 , 
men ? 

39 As for me, I am unwise : how 
may I then speak of these things 
whereof thou askest me ? 

40 Then said he unto me. Like as 
thou canst do none of these things 
that I have spoken of, even so canst 
thou not find out my judgment, or in 
the end the love that I have promised 
unto my people. 
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41 And I said, Behold, O Lord, yet 
art thou nigh unto them that be re- 
served till the end: and what shall 
they do that have been before me, or 
we that be now, or they that shall 
come after us ? 

42 And he said unto me, I will liken 
my judgment unto a ring : like as there 
is no slackness of the last, even so there 
is no swiftness of the first. 

43 So 1 answered and said, Couldest 
thou not make those that have been 
made, and be now, and that are for to 
come, at once ; that thou mightest shew 
thy judgment the sooner ? 

44 Then answered he me, and said, 
The creature may not haste above the 
maker; neither may the world hold them 
at once that shall be created therein. 

45 And I said, As thou hast said unto 
thy servant, that thou, which givest life 
to all, hast given life at once to the 
creature that thou hast created, and 
the creature bare it : even so it might 
now also bear them that now be pre- 
sent at once. 

46 And he said unto me. Ask the 
womb of a woman, and say unto her. 
If thou bringest forth children, why 
dost thou it not together, but one after 
another? pray her therefore to bring 
forth ten children at once. 

47 And I said. She cannot : but must 
do it by distance of time. 

48 Then said he unto me, Even so 
have I given the womb of the earth to 
those that be sown in it in their times. 

49 For like as a young child may not 
bring forth the things that belo^ to 
the aged, even so have I disposea the 
world which I created. 

50 And I asked, and said. Seeing 
thou hast now given me the way, I will 
proceed to speak before thee : for our 
mother, of whom thou hast told me 
that she is young, draweth now nigh 
unto age. 

51 He answered me, and said, Ask a 
woman that beareth children, and she 
shall tell thee. 

52 Say unto her. Wherefore are not 
they whom thou hast now brought 
forth like those that were before, but 
less of stature ? 

58 And she shall answer thee, They 
that be bom in the strength of youth 
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are of one fashion, and they that are 
born in the time of age, when the 
womb faileth, are otherwise. 

54 Consider thou therefore also, how 
that ye are less of stature than those 
that were before you. 

55 And so are they that come after 
you less than ye, as the creatures which 
now begin to be old, and have passed 
over the strength of youth. 

56 Then said I, Lord, I beseech thee, 
if I have found favour in thy sight, 
shew thy servant by whom thou visit- 
est thy creature. 

CHAP. VI. 

1 God*s purpose is eternal. 8 The next world shall follow 
this immediately. 13 What shall fall out at the last^ 

31 He is promised more knowledge, 38 and reckoneth 
up the works of the creation, 57 and complaineth that 
they have no part in the world for whom it was made., 

A nd he said unto me, In the begin- 
ning, when the II earth was made, » or, 
before the borders of the world stood, **^*** “’■'*• 
or ever the winds blew, 

2 Before it thundered and lighten- 
ed, or ever the foundations of paradise 
were laid, 

3 Before the fair flowers were seen, 
or ever the moveable powers were esta- 
blished, before the innumerable multi- 
tude of angels were gathered together, 

4 Or ever the heights of the air were 
lifted up, before the measures of the fir- 
mament were named, or ever the chim- 
neys in Sion were hot, 

5 And ere the present years were 
sought out, and or ever the inventions 
of them that now sin were turned, be- i 

fore they were sealed that have gather- j 

ed faith for a treasure : j 

6 Then did I consider these things, 
and they all were made through me 
alone, and through none other : by me 
also they shall be ended, and by none j 

other. j 

7 Then answered I and said. What | 

shall be the parting asunder of the ; 

times ? or when shall be the end of 
the first, and the beginning of it that 
folio weth ? 

8 And he said unto me. From Abra- 
ham unto Isaac, when Jacob and Esau 
were born of him, ‘Jacob’s hand held ‘Oen-aj. ] 
II first the heel of Esau. for. 

9 For Esau is the end of the world, 
and Jacob is the beginning of it that 
foUoweth. 

D8 
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10 The hand of man is betwixt the 
heel and the hand : other question, Es- 
dras, ask thou not. 

11 I answered then and said, O Lord 
that bearest rule, if I have found fa- 
vour in thy sight, 

12 I beseech thee, shew thy servant 
the end of thy tokens, whereof thou 
shewedst me part the last night. 

18 So he answered and said unto 
me. Stand up upon thy feet, and hear 
a mighty sounding voice. 

14 And it shall be as it were a gi*eat 
II Or, II motion; but the place where thou 

nrOiqmki. gjgjj gJjaP j|ot mOVCd. 

15 And therefore when it speaketh 
be not afraid : for the word is of the 
end, and the foundation of the earth is 
understood. 

16 And why ? because the speech of 
these things trembleth and is moved: 
for it knoweth that the end of these 
things must be changed. 

17 And it happened, that when I 
had heard it I stood up upon my feet, 
and hearkened, and, behold, there was 
a voice that spake, and the sound of it 
was like the sound of many waters. 

18 And it said. Behold, the days come, 
that I will begin to draw nigh, and to 
visit them that dwell upon the earth, 

19 And will begin to make inquisi- 
tion of them, what they be that have 
hurt unjustly with their unrighteous- 
ness, and when the affliction of Sion 
shall be fulfilled ; 

20 And when the world, that shall 
lOr.fMfo* begin to vanish away, shall be II finish- 
ed, then will I shew these tokens : the 
books shall be opened before the firma- 
ment, and they shall see all together : 

21 And the children of a year old shall 
speak with their voices, the women 
with child shall bring forth untimely 
children of three or four months old, 
and they shall live, and be raised up. 

22 And suddenly shall the sown places 
appear unsown, the full storehouses 
shall suddenly be found empty ; 

M Cor. 15. 23 And '•the trumpet shall give a 

sound, which when every man heareth, 
they shall be suddenly afraid. 

24 At^ that time shall friends fight 
one against another like enemies, and 
1«e earth shall stand in fear with those 
that dwell therein, the springs of the 
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fountains shall stand still, and in three 
hours they shall not run. 

25 Whosoever remaineth from all 
these that 1 have told thee shall es- 
cape, and see my salvation, and the end 
of your world. 

26 And the men that are received 
shall see it, who have not tasted death 
from their birth : and the heart of the 
inhabitants shall be changed, and turn- 
ed into another meaning. 

27 For evil shall be put out, and de- 
ceit shall be quenched. 

28 As for faith, it shall flourish, corrupt 
tion shall be overcome, and the truth, 
which hath been so long without fruit, 
shall be declared. 

29 And when he talked with me, be- 
hold, I looked by little and little upon 
him before whom I stood. 

.80 And these words said he unto me ; 

I am come to shew thee the time of 
the night to come. 

31 If thou wilt pray yet more, and 
fast seven days again, I shall tell thee 
greater things II by day than I have iiseech. is. 
heard. 

32 For thy voice is heard before the 
most High : for the Mighty hath seen 
thy righteous dealing, he hath seen also 
thy chastity, which thou hast had ever 
since thy youth. 

33 And therefore hath he sent me 
to shew thee all these things, and to 
say unto thee. Be of good comfort, and 
fear not. 

34 And hasten not with the times 
that are past, to think vain things, that 
thou mayest not hasten from the latter 
times. 

35 And it came to pass after this, 
that I wept again, and fasted seven 
days in like manner, that I might ful- 
fil the three weeks which he told me. 

36 And in the eighth night was my 
heart vexed within me again, and I be- 
gan to speak before the most High. 

87 For my spirit was ^eatly set on 
fire, and my soul was in distress. 

38 And I said, O Lord, thou spakest 
from the beginning of the creation, 
even the first day, and saidst thus; 

'Let heaven and earth be made; and 
thy word was a perfect work. 

39 And then was the spirit, and dark- 
ness and silence were on every side; 
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the sound of man’s voice was not yet 
formed. 

d Gen. 1.3. 40 ^ Then commandedst thou a fair 

light to come forth of thy treasures, 
that thy work might appear.

44 For immediately there was great 
and innumerable fruit, and many and 

I divers pleasures for the taste, and flow- 

ers of unchangeable colour, and odours 
of wonderful smell: and this was done 
j the third day. 

i *Gen.i.i4. 45 « Upon thc fourth day thou com- 
mandedst that the sun should shine, 
and the moon give her light, and the 
stars should be in order: 

46 And gavest them a charge to do 
service unto man, that was to be made. 

*“*■ ■ 47 Upon the fifth day thou saidst 

• Gen. 1.20. unto the seventh paii;, ‘where the wa- 

ters were gathered, that it should bring 
forth living creatures, fowls and fishes : 
and so it came to pass. 

48 For the dumb water and without 
life brought forth living things at the 
commandment of God, that all people 
might praise thy wondrous works. 

49 Then didst thou ordain two living 
creatures, the one thou calledst II Enoch, 
and the other Leviathan ; 

50 And didst separate the one from 
the other : for the seventh part, name- 
ly, where the water was gathered toge- 
ther, might not hold them both. 

51 Unto Enoch thou gavest one part, 
which was dried up the third day, that 
he should dwell in the same part, where- 
in are a thousand hills : 

68 But unto Leviathan thou gavest 
the seventh part, namely, the moist; 

, and hast kept him to be devoured of 
whom thou wilt, and when. 


53 "^Utou the sixth day thou gavest '‘cien.i.24. 
commanoment unto the earth, that be- 
fore thee it should bring forth beasts, 
cattle, and creeping things : 

54 ‘And after these, Adam also, whom • o*o. i.ae. 
thou madest lord of all thy creatures: 

of him come we all, and the people also 
whom thou hast chosen. 

55 All this have I spoken before thee, 

O Lord, because thou madest the world 
for our sakes. 

56 As for the other people, which 
also come of Adam, thou nast said that 
they are nothing, but be like unto spit- 
tle : and hast likened the abundance of 
them unto a drop that falleth from a 
vessel. 

57 And now, O Lord, behold, these 
heathen, which have ever been reputed 
as nothing, have begun to be lords over 
us, and to devour us. 

58 But we thy people, whom thou 
hast called thy firstborn, thy only be- 
gotten, and thy fervent lover, are given 
into their hands. 

59 If the world now be made for our 
sakes, why do we not possess an inhe- 
ritance with the world ? how long shall 
this endure ? 

CHAP. VII. 

4 The way is narrow, 12 When it was made narrow. 28 
All shall diey and rise again. 33 Christ shall sit in 
judgment. 4() God hath not made paradise in vain, 

6’2 and is merciful. 

A nd when I had made an end of 
speaking these words, there was 
sent unto me the angel which had been 
sent unto me the nights afore : 

2 And he said unto me. Up, Esdras, 
and hear the words that I am come to 
tell thee. 

3 And I said. Speak on, my God. 

Then said he unto me. The sea is set 
in a wide place, that it might be deep 
and great. 

4 But put the case the entrance were 
narrow, and like a river; 

5 Who then could go into the sea to 
look upon it, and to rule it ? if he went 
not through the narrow, how could he 
come into the broad? 

6 There is also another thing ; A city 
is builded, and set upon a broad field, 
and is full of all good things : 

7 The entrance thereof is narrow, and ,| ^ 

is set in a II dangerous place to fall, like 


j 
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as if there were a fire on the right hand, 
and on the left a deep water: 

8 And one only path between them 
both, even between the fire and the 
water, so small that there could but 
one man go there at once. 

9 If this city now were given unto 
a man for an inheritance, if he^ never 
shall pass the danger set before it, how 
shall he receive this inheritance ? 

10 And I said, It is so. Lord. Then 
said ho unto me. Even so also is Israel’s 
portion. 

11 Because for their sakes I made 
the world: and when Adam transgress- 
ed my statutes, then was decreed that 
now is done. 

12 Then were the entrances of this 
world made narrow, full of sorrow and 
travail ; they are but few and evil, full 
of perils, and very painful. 

II Or, IS For the entrances of the II elder 

world were wide and sure, and brought 
immortal fruit. 

14 If then they that live labour not 
to enter these strait and vain things, 
they can never receive those that are 
laid up for them. 

15 Now therefore why disquietest 
thou thyself, seeing thou art but a cor- 
ruptible man ? and why art thou mov- 
ed, whereas thou art but mortal ? 

16 Why hast thou not considered in 
thy mind this thing that is to come, 
rather than that which is present ? 

17 Then answered I and said, O Lord 
that bearest rule, thou hast ordained 

• in thy “law, that the righteous should 

inherit these things, but that the un- 
godly should perish. 

18 Nevertheless the righteous shall 
suffer strait things, and hope for wide: 
for they that have done wickedly have 
suffered the strait things, and yet shall 
not see the wide. 

19 And he said unto me. There is no 
judge above God, and none that hath 
understanding above the Highest. 

20 For there be many that perish in 
this life, because they despise the law 

God that is set before them. 

God hath given strait com- 
mandment to such as came, what they 
should do to live, even as they came, 
and what they should observe to avoid 
punishment. 
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22 Nevertheless they were not obe- 
dient unto him ; but spake against hinn , 
and imagined vain things ; 

23 And deceived themselves by their 
wicked deeds ; and said of the most 
High, that he is not ; and knew not 
his ways: 

24 But his law have they despised, 
and denied his covenants; in his sta- 
tutes have they not been faithful, and 
have not performed his works. 

25 And therefore, Esdras, for the 
empty are empty things, and for the 
full ai’c the full things. 

26 Behold, the time shall come, that 
these tokens which I have told thee shall 
come to pass, and the bride shall appear, 
and she coming forth shall be seen, that 
now is withdrawn from the earth. 

27 And whosoever is delivered from 
the foresaid evils shall see my wonders. 

28 For my son Jesus shall be reveal- 
ed with those that be with him, and 
they that remain shall rejoice within 
four hundred years. 

29 After these years shall my son 
Christ die, and all men that have life. 

.30 And the world shall be turned 
into the old silence seven days, like as 
in the II former judgments: so that no 

111 • beginning* 

man shall remain. 

31 And after seven days the world, 
that yet awaketh not, shall be raised 
up, and that shall die that is corrupt. 

32 And the earth shall restore those 
that are asleep in her, and so shall the 
dust those that dwell in silence, and the 
secret places shall deliver those souls 
that were committed unto them. 

33 And the most High shall appear 
upon the seat of judgment, and misery 
shall pass away, and the long suffering 
shall have an end : 

34 But judgment only shall remain, 
truth shall stand, and faith shall wax 
strong : 

35 And the work shall follow, and 
the reward shall be shewed, and the 
good deeds shall be of force, and wick- 
ed deeds shall bear no rule. 

36 Then said I, '’Abraham prayed first 

for the Sodomites, and ® Moses for the c Ex. 32.11. 
fathers that sinned in the wilderness : ^ ®’ 

87 ^And Jesus after him for Israel in ii’or,^«*or. 
the time of II Achan : 

38 And “Samuel and 'David for the n. 
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• destruction: and * Solomon for them 
that should come to the sanctuary;

Is! 42 ^ 4 s. ceived rain ; and for the dead, that he 
might live : 

« 2 King. 19. 40 And ‘Ezechias for the people in 

the time of Sennacherib : and many 
for many. 

41 Even so now, seeing corruption is 
grown up, and wickedness increased, 
and the righteous have prayed for the 
ungodly ; wherefore shall it not be so 
now also ? 

42 He answered me, and said, This 
present life is not the end where much 
glory doth abide ; therefore have they 
prayed for the weak. 

4>3 But the day of doom shall be the 
end of this time, and the beginning of 
the immortality for to come, wherein 
corruption is past, 

44 Intemperance is at an end, infide- 
lity is cut off, righteousness is grown, 
and truth is sprung up. 

45 Then shall no man be able to save 
him that is destroyed, nor to oppress 
him that hath gotten the victory. 

46 I answered then and said, This is 
my first and last saying, that it had 
been better not to have given the earth 
unto Adam : or else, when it was giv- 
en him, to have restrained him from 
sinning. 

47 For what profit is it for men 
now in this present time to live in 
heaviness, and after death to look for 
punishment ? 

48 O thou Adam, what hast thou 

kuom.s. 10 . done ? for though it was '‘thou that 

sinned, thou art not fallen alone, but 
we all that come of thee. 

49 For what profit is it unto us, if 
there be promised us an immortal time, 
whereas we have done the works that 
bring death ? 

50 And that there is promised us an 
everlasting hope, whereas ourselves be- 
ing most wicked are made vain ? 

51 And that there are laid up for us 
dwellings of health and safety, whereas 
we have lived wickedly ? 

52 And that the glory of the most 

• High is kept to defend them which 
have led II a wary life, whereas we have 
walked in the most wicked ways of all? 

58 And that there should be shewed 
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a paradise, whose fruit endureth for 
ever, wherein is II security and medi- ii or, 
cine, since we shall not enter into it ? 

54 (For we have walked in unplea- 
sant places.) 

55 And that the faces of them which 
have used abstinence shall shine above 
the stars, whereas our faces shall be 
blacker than darkness ? 

56 For while we lived and commit- 
ted iniquity, we considered not that we 
should begin to suffer for it after death. 

57 Then answered he me, and said. 

This is the II condition of the battle, iior, 
which man that is bom upon the earth 
shall fight ; 

58 That, if he be overcome, he shall 
suffer as thou hast said; but if he get 
the victory, he shall receive the thing 
that I say. 

59 For this is the life whereof Moses 
spake unto the people while he lived, 
saying, ' Choose thee life, that thou >d«i.so. 19. 
mayest live. 

60 Nevertheless they believed not 
him, nor yet the prophets after him, no 
nor me which have spoken unto them, 

61 That there should not be such 
heaviness in their destruction, as shall 
be joy over them that are persuaded to 
salvation. 

.62 I answered then, and said, I know. 

Lord, that the most High is called mer- 
ciful, in that he hath mercy upon them 
which are not yet come into the world, 

6.3 And upon those also that turn to 
his law; 

64 And that ""he is patient, and long ® Rom. 2. 4. 
sufi'ereth those that have sinned, as his 
creatures ; 

65 And that he is bountiful, for he 
is ready to give where it needeth ; 

66 And that he is of great mercy, for 
he multiplieth more and more mercies 
to them that are present, and that are 
past, and also to them which are to 
come. 

67 For if he shall not multiply his 
mercies, the world would not continue 
with them that inherit therein. 

68 And he pardoneth ; " for if he did » p». iso. s. 
not so of his goodness, that they which 

have committed iniquities might be 
eased of them, the ten thousandth part 
of men should not remain living. 

69 And being judge, if he should not 
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It Or, forgive them that are II cured with his 
word, and put out the multitude of 
II Or, II contentions, 

70 There should be very few left 
peradventure in an innumerable mul- 
titude. 

CHAP. VIII. 

1 Many created, hut few saved, f) He asketh why God 
desiroyeih his own work, 26 and prayeth God to look 
upon the people which only serve htm, 41 God 
swereth, that all seed cotneth not to ^ood, 52 and that 
glory is prepared for hint and such like, 

A nd he answered me, saying, The 
most High hath made this world 
for many, but the world to come for 
few. 

2 I will tell thee a similitude, Es- 
dras; As when thou askest the earth, 
it shall say unto thee, that it giveth 
much niould whereof earthen vessels 
are made, but little dust that gold com- 
eth of; even so is the coui*se of this 
present world. 

3 “There be many created, but few 
shall be saved. 

4 So answered I and said. Swallow 
then down, O my soul, understanding, 
and devour wisdom. 

5 For thou hast agreed to give ear, 
and art willing to prophesy : for thou 
hast no longer space than only to live. 

6 O Lord, if thou suffer not thy ser- 
vant, that we may pray before thee, 
n Or, and II thou give us seed unto our heart, 
iofiMvt. culture to our understanding, that 
there may come fruit of it; how shall 
each man live that is corrupt, who 
beareth the place of a man? 

7 For thou art alone, and we all one 
workmanship of thine hands, like as 
thou hast said. 

1^6^ 8 For II when the body is fashioned 

faMmuA. HOW in the mother’s womb, and thou 
givest it members, thy creature is pre- 
served in fire and water, and nine 
months doth thy workmanship endure 
thy creature which is created in her. 

9 But that which keepeth and is 
kept shall both be preserved : and 
when the time cometh, the womb pre- 
served delivereth up the things that 
grew in it. 

10 b or thou hast commanded out of 
the parts of the body, that is to say, 
out^ of the breasts, milk to be given, 
wnicli is the fruit of the hreusts^ 

11 That the thing wWch is fashioned 
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may be nourished for a time, till thou 
disposest it to thy mercy. 

12 Thou broughtest it up with thy 
righteousness, and nurturedst it in thy 
law, and reformedst it with thy judg- 
ment. 

13 And thou shalt mortify it as thy 
creature, and quicken it as thy work. 

14 If therefore thou shalt destroy 

him which with so great labour was •» Jot lo. s. 
fashioned, it is an easy thing to be or- I*! 
dained by thy commandment, that the 
thing which was made might be pre- 
served. 

15 Now therefore. Lord, I will speak; 
touching man in general, thou know- 
est best ; but touching thy people, for 
whose sake I am sorry ; 

16 And for thine inheritance, for 
whose cause I mourn ; and for Israel, 
for whom I am heavy; and for Jacob, 
for whose sake I am troubled ; 

17 Therefore will I begin to pray be- 
fore thee for myself and for them : for 
I see the falls of us that dwell in the land. 

18 But I have heard the swiftness of 

the judge which is to come. ' 

19 Therefore hear my voice, and un- 
derstand my words, and I shall speak 
before thee. This is the beginning of 
the words of Esdras, before he was 
taken up: and I said, 

20 O Lord, thou that dwellest in ever- 
lastingness, which beholdest from above 
things in the heaven and in the air ; 

21 Whose throne is inestimable ; 
whose glory may not be comprehend- 
ed; before whom the hosts of angels 
stand with trembling, 

22 'Whose service is conversant in 
wind and fire ; whose word is true, and * ' ' ” 
sayings constant ; whose commandment 

is strong, and ordinance fearful ; 

28 Whose look drieth up the depths, 
and indignation maketh the mountains 
to melt away; which the truth wit- 
nesseth : 

24 O hear the prayer of thjr ser- 
vant, and give ear to the petition of 
thy creature. 

25 For while I live I will speak, and 

so long as 1 have understanding I will 
answer. ^ • 

26 O look not upon the sins of thy 
people ; hut on them which serve thee 
m truth. 
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II Or, 
be willing. 


27 Regard not the wicked inventions 
of the heathen, but the desire of those 
that keep thy testimonies in afflictions. 

28 Think not upon those that have 
walked feignedly before thee : but re- 
member them, which according to thy 
will have known thy fear. 

29 Let it not be thy will to destroy 
them which have lived like beasts ; but 
to look upon them that have clearly 
taught thy law. 

30 Take thou no indignation at them 
which are deemed worse than beasts; 
but love them that alway put their 
trust in thy righteousness and glory. 

II Or, 31 For we and our fathers II do lan- 

ore nek. of such diseases : but because of us 

sinners thou shalt be called merciful. 

II Or, 32 For if thou II hast a desire to have 

bewiiung. ypon ^s, thou shalt be called 

merciful, to us namely, that have no 
works of righteousness. 

33 For the just, which have many 
good works laid up with thee, shall out 
of their own deeds receive reward. 

34 For what is man, that thou should- 
est take displeasure at him? or what 
is a corruptible generation, that thou 
shouldest be so bitter toward it ? 

8 4 ^"®* 35 ** For in truth there is no man 

2 'cii^. 6. 36. among them that be born, but he hath 
dealt wickedly; and among the faith- 
ful there is none which hath not done 
amiss. 

36 For in this, O Lord, thy righteous- 
ness and thy goodness shall be declared, 
if thou be merciful unto them which 
II Or, have not the II coniidence of good works. 
^tanee. Then answered he me, and said. 

Some things hast thou spoken aright, 
and according unto thy words it shall be. 

38 For indeed I will not think on the 
disposition of them which have sinned 
before death, before judgment, before 
destruction : 

• Gen. 4.4. 39 But *I will rojoice over the dis- 

position of the righteous, and I wdll re- 
member also their pilgrimage, and the 
salvation, and the reward, that they 
shall have. 

40 Like as I have spoken now, so 
shall it come to pass. 

41 For as the husbandman soweth 
much seed upon the ground, and plant- 
eth many trees, and yet the thing that 
is sown good in his season cometh not 
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II Or, 
subetanae.

up, neither doth all that is planted take 
root : even so is it of them that are 
sown in the world ; they shall not all 
be saved. 

42 I answered then and said. If I 
have found grace, let me speak. 

43 Like as the husbandman’s seed 
perisheth, if it come not up, and receive 
not thy rain in due season ; or if there 
come too much rain, and corrupt it : 

44 Even so perisheth man also, which 
is formed with thy hands, and is called 
thine own image, because thou art like 
unto him, for whose sake thou hast 
made all things, and likened him unto 
the husbandman’s seed. 

45 Be not wroth with us, but spare 
thy people, and have mercy upon thine 
own inheritance : for thou art merciful 
unto thy creature. 

46 Then answered he me, and said. 

Things present are for the present, and 
things to come for such as be/ to come. 

47 For ^thou coinest far fehort that ^ch. s. 33, 
thou shouldest be able to loye my crea- 
ture more than I : but I have ofttimes 
drawn nigh unto thee, and unto it, but 
never to the unrighteous. 

48 In this also thou art marvellous 
before the most High : 

49 In that thou hast humbled thy- 
self, as it becometh thee, and hast not 
judged thyself worthy to be much glo- 
rified among the righteous. 

50 For many great miseries shall be 
done to them that in the latter time 
shall dwell in the world, because they 
have walked in great pride. 

51 But understand thou for thyself, 
and seek out the glory for such as be 
like thee. 

52 For unto you is paradise opened, 
the tree of life is planted, the time to 
come is prepared, plenteousness is made 
ready, a city is builded, and rest is allow- 
ed, yea, perfect goodness and wisdom. 

53 The root of evil is sealed up from 

you, weakness and the moth is hid from 
you, and corruption is fled into II hell to 11 or, 
be forgotten ; tkegm*. 

54e Sorrows are passed, and in the end 
is shewed the treasure of immortality. 

55 And therefore ask thou no more 
questions concerning the multitude of 
them that perish. 

56 For when they had taken liberty. 
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they despised the most High, thought 
scorn of his law, and forsook his ways. 

57 Moreover they have trodden down 
his righteous, 

*r«. 14 . 1 . 58 And * said in their heart, that 

there is no God; yea, and that know- 
ing they must die. 

59 For as the things aforesaid shall 
receive you, so thirst and pain are pre- 
pared for them : for it was not his will 
that men should come to nought : 

60 But they which be created have 
defiled the name of him that made 
them, and were unthankful unto him 
which prepared life for them. 

61 And therefore is my judgment 
now at hand. 

62 These things have I not shewed 
unto all men, but unto thee, and a few 
like thee. Then answered I and said, 

63 Behold, O Lord, now hast thou 
shewed me the multitude of the won- 
ders, which thou wilt begin to do in 
the last times : but at what time, thou 
hast not slewed me. 

CHAP. IX. 

7 fVho shall he saved » and who noL 19 All the world is 
now corrttpUd : 22 pet God doth save a few. 33 He 
vomplaittel/i .hat those perish which keep God*s law: 
and sceth a woman lamenting in af cla. 

H e answered me then, and said, 
Measure thou the time diligently 
in itself; and when thou seest part of 
the signs past, which I have told thee 
before, 

2 Then shalt thou understand, that 
it is the veiy same time, wherein the 
Highest will begin to visit the world 
which he made. 

3 Therefore when there shall be seen 
• Mat. 24. 7. "earthquakes and uproars of the peo- 
ple in the world : 

4 Then shalt thou well understand, 
that the most High spake of those 
things from the days that were before 
thee, even from the beginning. 

5 For like as all that is made in the 
world hath a beginning and an end, 
and the end is manifest : 

6 Even so the times also of the High- 
est have plain beginnings in wonders 
and poweiTul works, and endings in 
eflrects and signs. 

7 And every one that shall be saved, 
and shall be able to escape by his works, 
and by faith, whereby ye have believed, 
8 Shall be preserved from the said 


perils, and shall see my salvation in 
my land, and within my borders: for 

I have sanctified them for me from the 
beginning. 

9 Then II shall they be in pitiful case, n or. 
which now have abused my ways : and 
they that have cast them away despite- 
fully shall dwell in torments. 

10 For such as in their life have receiv- 
ed benefits, and have not known me ; 

11 And tliey that have lothed my law, 
while they had yet liberty, and, when 
as yet place of repentance was open unto 
them, understood not, but despised it ; 

12 The same must know it after 
death by pain. 

13 And therefore be thou not curious 
how the ungodly shall be punished, and 
when : but enquire how the righteous 
shall be saved, whose the world is, and 
for u'hom the world is created. 

14 Then answered I and said, 

15 I have said before, and now do 
speak, and will speak it also hereafter, 
that there be many more of them which 
perish, than of them which shall be 
saved : 

16 Like as a wave is greater than a 
drop. 

17 And he answered me, saying. Like 
as the field is, so is also the seed ; as the 
flowers be, such are the colours also; 
such as the workman is, such also is 
the work ; and as the husbandman is 
himself, so is his husbandry also : for it 
was the time of the world. 

18 II And now when I prepared the 
world, which was not yet made, even

behold, there was peril because of the 
devices that were come into it. un- “ 

21 And I saw, and spared it greatly,

22 Let the multitude perish then, 
which was bom in vain; and let my 

II grape be kept, and my pi wt ; for with # Or, yrain. 
great labour nave I made it perfect. 
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»• Ex. 19.

Cometh. 


23 Nevertheless, if thou wilt cease 
yet seven days more, (but thou shalt 
not fast in them, 

24 But go into a field of flowers, where 
no house is builded, and eat only the 
flowers of the field ; taste no flesh, drink 
no wine, but eat flowers only ;) 

. 25 And pray unto the Highest con- 
tinually, then will I come and talk 
with thee. 

26 So I went my way into the field 
which is called Ardath, like as he com- 
manded me ; and there I sat among the 
flowers, and did eat of the herbs of 
the field, and the meat of the same 
satisfied me. 

27 After seven days I sat upon the 
grass, and my heart was vexed within 
me, like as before : 

28 And I opened my mouth, and be-

32 But our fathers, which received 
the law, kept it not, and observed not 
thy ordinances: and though the fruit 
of thy law did not perish, neither could 
it, for it was thine ; 

33 Yet they that received it perished, 
because they kept not the thing that 
was sown in them. 

34 And, lo, it is a custom, when the 
ground hath received seed, or the sea 
a ship, or any vessel meat or drink, 
that, that being perished wherein it 
was sown or cast into, 

85 That thing also which was sown, 
or cast therein, or received, doth perish, 
and remaineth not with us ; but with 
us it hath not happened so. 

86 For M'^e that have received the law 
perish by sin, and our heart also which 
received it. 

87 Notwithstanding the law perish- 
eth not, but remaineth in his force.

44 And those thirty years I did no- ' 
thing else day and night, and every hour, 
but make my prayer to the Highest. 

45 After thirty years God heard me 
thine handmaid, looked upon my mi- 
sery, considered my trouble, and gave 
me a son : and I was very glad of him, 
so was my husband also, and all my 
neighbours : and we gave great honour 
unto the Almighty. 

46 And I nourished him with great 
travail.

47 And whereas she told thee that 
j she nourished him with labour: that 

j was the dwelling in Jerusalem. 

I 48 But whereas she said unto thee, 

j That my son coming into his marriage 

chamber happened to have a fall, and 
died: this was the destruction that 
to Jerusalem. 


49 And, behold, thou sawest her like- 
ness, and because she mourned for her 
son, thou begannest to comfort her: 
and of these things which have chanc- 
ed, these are to be opened unto thee. 

50 For now the most High seeth that 
thou art grieved unfeignedly, and suf- 
ferest from thy whole heart for her, 
so hath he shewed thee the brightness 
of her glory, and the comeliness of her 
beauty : 

51 And therefore I bade thee remain 
in the field where no house was builded : 

52 For I knew that the Highest would 
shew this unto thee. 

53 Therefore I commanded thee to 
go into the field, where no foundation 
of any building was. 

54 For in the place wherein the 
Highest beginneth to shew his city, 
there can no man’s building be able ’ 
to stand. 

55 And therefore fear not, let not 
thine heart be affrighted, but go thy 
way in, and see the beauty and great- 
ness of the building, as much as thine 
eyes be able to see : 

56 And then shalt thou hear as much 
as thine cars may comprehend. 

57 For thou art blessed above many 
other, and H art called with the High- iior, art 
est ; and so are but few. 

58 But to morrow at night thou 
shalt remain here ; 

59 And so shall the Highest shew 
thee visions of the II high things, which « or, 
the most High will do unto them that **'’^*' 
dwell upon earth in the last days. So 

I slept that night and another, like as 
he commanded me. 

CHAP. XL 

1 He seeth in his dream an eagle coming out of the sea, 

37 and a lion out of a wood talking to the eagle, 

T hen saw I a dream, and, be- 
hold, there came up from the sea 
an eagle, which had twelve feathered 
wings, and three heads. 

2 And I saw, and, behold, she spread 
her wings over all the earth, and all 
the winds of the air blew on her, and 
were gathered together. 

3 And I beheld, and out of her fea- 
thers there grew other contrary fear- 
thers; and they became little feathers 
and small. 

4 But her heads were at rest: the 
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head in the midst was greater than the 
t otM. other, yet rested t it with the residue. 

5 Moreover I beheld, and, lo, the ea- 
gle flew with her feathers, and reigned 
upon earth, and over them that dwelt 
tnerein. 

6 And I saw that all things under 
heaven were subject unto her, and no 
Tnnn spake against her, no, not one 
creature upon earth. 

7 And I beheld, and, lo, the eagle 
rose upon her talons, and spake to her 
feathers, saying, 

8 Watch not all at once : sleep every 
one in his own place, and watch by 
course : 

9 But let the heads be preserved for 
the last. 

10 And I beheld, and, lo, the voice 
went not out of her heads, but from 
the midst of her body. 

11 And I numbered her contrary fea- 
thers, and, behold, there were eight of 
them. 

12 And I looked, and, behold, on the 
right side there arose one feather, and 
reigned over all the earth ; 

13 And so it was, that when it reign- 
ed, the end of it came, and the place 
thereof appeared no more : so the next 
following stood up, and reigned, and 
had a great time ; 

14 And it happened, that when it 
reigned, the end of it came also, like as 
the first, so that it appeared no more. 

15 Then came there a voice unto it, 
and said, 

16 Hear thou that hast borne rule 
over the earth so long ; this I say unto 
thee, before thou beginnest to appear 
no more, 

17 There shall none after thee attain 
unto thy time, neither unto the half 
thereof. 

18 Then arose the third, and reigned 
as the other before, and appeared no 
more also. 

19 So went it with all the residue one 
after another, as that every one reign- 
ed, and then appeared no more. 

20 Then I beheld, and, lo, in pro- 
cess of time the feathers that followed 
stcH^ up upon the right side, that they 
nught rule also ; and some of them 
ruled, but M'ithin a while they appear- 
ed no more : 
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21 For some of them were set up, 
but ruled not. 

22 After this I looked, and, behold, 
the twelve feathers appeared no more, 
nor the two little feathers : 

23 And there was no more upon the 
eagle’s body, but three heads that rest- 
ed, and six little wings. 

24 Then saw I also that two little 
feathers divided themselves from the 
six, and remained under the head that 
was upon the right side: for the four 
continued in their place. 

25 And I beheld, and, lo, the feathers 
that were under the wing thought to 
set up themselves, and to have the 
rule. 

26 And I beheld, and, lo, there was 
one set up, but shortly it appeared no 
more. 

27 And the second was sooner away 
than the first. 

28 And I beheld, and, lo, the two 
that remained thought also in them- 
selves to reign ; 

29 And when they so thought, be- 
hold, there awaked one of the heads 
that were at rest, namely, it that was 
in the midst ; for that was greater than 
the two other heads. 

30 And then I saw that the two other 
heads were joined with it. 

31 And, behold, the head was turned 
with them that were with it, and did 
eat up the two feathers under the wing 
that would have reigned. 

32 But this head put the whole earth 
in fear, and bare rule in it over all those 
that dwelt upon the earth with much 
oppression ; and it had the governance 
of the world more than all the wings 
that had been. 

33 And after this I beheld, and, lo, the 
head that was in the midst suddenly 
appeared no more, like as the wings. 

34 But there remained the two heads, 
which also in like sort ruled upon the 
earth, and over those that dwelt therein. 

35 And I beheld, and, lo, the head 
upon the right side devoured it that 
was upon the left side. 

36 Then I heard a voice, which said 
unto me, Look before thee, and con- 
sider the thing that thou seest. 

37 And I beheld, and lo as it were 
a roaring lion chased out of the wood: 
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and I saw that he sent out a man’s 
voice unto the eagle, and said, 

38 Hear thou, I will talk with thee, 
and the Highest shall say unto thee, 

39 Art not thou it that remainest of 
the four beasts, whom I made to reign 
in my world, that the end of their times 
might come through them ? 

40 And the fourth came, and over- 
came all the beasts that were past, and 
had power over the world with great 
fearfulness, and over the whole compass 
of the earth with much wicked oppres- 
sion ; and so long time dwelt he upon 
the earth with deceit. 

41 For the earth hast thou not judg- 
ed with truth. 

42 For thou hast afflicted the meek, 
thou hast hurt the peaceable, thou hast 
loved liars, and destroyed the dwellings 
of them that brought forth finiit, and 
hast cast down the walls of such as did 
thee no harm. 

43 Therefore is thy wrongful deal- 
ing come up unto the Highest, and thy 
pride unto the Mighty. 

44 The Highest also hath looked 
upon the proud times, and, behold, they 
are ended, and his abominations are 
fulfilled. 

45 And therefore appear no more, 
thou eagle, nor thy horrible wings, nor 
thy wicked feathers, nor thy malicious 
heads, nor thy hurtful claws, nor all 
thy vain body : 

46 That all the earth may be refresh- 
ed, and may return, being delivered 
from thy violence, and that she may 
hope for the judgment and mercy of 
him that made her. 

CHAP. XII. 

3 The eagle, which he saw, is ilesiroyed, 10 The vision 

is in/erprelcd. 37 He is hid to wrilc his visions, 39 

and to fast, that he may see more, 4(i He doth comfort 

those that were grieved for his absence, 

A nd it came to pass, whiles the lion 
. spake these words unto the eagle, 
I saw, 

2 And, behold, the head that remain- 
ed and the four wings appeared no 
more, and the two went unto it, and 
set themselves up to reign, and their 
kingdom was small, and full of uproar. 

3 And I saw, and, behold, they ap- 
peared no more, and the whole body of 
f^he eagle was burnt, so that the earth 
was in great fear : then awaked I out 


of the trouble and trance of my mind, 
and from great fear, and said unto my 
spirit, 

4 Lo, this hast thou done unto me, 
in that thou searchest out the ways of 
the Highest. 

5 Lo, yet am I weary in my mind, 
and very weak in my spirit ; and little 
strength is there in me, for the great 
fear wherewith I was affrighted this 
night. 

6 Therefore will I now beseech the 
Highest, that he mil comfort me unto 
the end. 

7 And I said. Lord that bearest rule, 
if I have found grace before thy sight, 
and if I am justified with thee before 
many others, and if my prayer indeed 
be come up before thy face ; 

8 Comfort me then, and shew me thy 
servant the interpretation and plain dif- 
ference of this fearful vision, that thou 
mayest perfectly comfort my soul. 

9 For thou hast judged me worthy to 
shew me the last times, 

10 And he said unto me. This is the 
intei’protation of the vision : 

11 The eagle, whom thou sawest 
come up from the sea, is the kingdom 
which was seen in the "vision of thy ‘Dm. 7 , 7 . 
brother Daniel. 

12 But it was not expounded unto 
him, therefore now I declare it unto 
thee. 

13 Behold, the days will come, that 
there shall rise up a kingdom upon 
earth, and it shall be feared above all 
the kingdoms that were before it. 

14 In the same shall twelve kings 
reign, one after another: 

15 Whereof the second shall begin to 
reign, and shall have more time than 
any of the twelve. 

16 And this do the twelve wings sig- 
nify, which thou sawest. 

17 As for the voice which thou heard- 
est speak, and that thou sawest not to 
go out from the heads, but from the 
midst of the body thereof, this is the 
interpretation : 

18 That after the time of that king- 
dom there shall arise great strivings, and 
it shall stand in peril of falling : never- 
theless it shall not then fall, but shall 
be restored again to his beginning. 

19 And whereas thou sawest the eight 
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small under feathers sticking to her 
wings, this is the interpretation : 

20 That in him there shall arise eight 
kings, whose times shall be but small, 
and their years swift. 

21 And two of them shall perish, the 
middle time approaching : four shall be 
kept until their end begin to approach : 
but two shall be kept unto the end. 

22 And whereas thou sawest three 
heads resting, this is the interpretation : 

23 In his last days shall the most 
High raise up three kingdoms, and re- 
new many things therein, and they shall 
have the dominion of the earth, 

24 And of those that dwell therein, 
with much oppression, above aU those 
that were before them : therefore are 
they called the heads of the eagle. 

25 For these are they that shall ac- 
complish his wickedness, and that shall 
finish his last end. 

26 And whereas thou sawest that the 
great head appeared no more, it sig- 
nifieth that one of them shall die upon 
his bed, and yet with pain. 

27 For the two that remain shall be 
slain with the sword. 

28 For the sword of the one shall 
devour the other ; but at the last shall 
he fall through the sword himself. 

29 And whereas thou sawest two 
feathers under the wings passing over 
the head that is on the right side ; 

30 It signifieth that these are they, 
whom the Highest hath kept unto their 
end : this is the small kingdom and full 
of trouble, as thou sawest. 

31 And the lion, whom thou sawest 
rising up out of the wood, and roaring, 
and peaking to the eagle, and rebuking 
her for her unrighteousness with all 
the words which thou hast heard ; 

^ anointed, which the 
Highest hath kept for them and for 
their wickedness unto the end: he shall 
reprove them, and shall upbraid them 
with their cruelty. 

38 For he shall set them before him 
alive in judgment, and shall rebuke 
them, and con*ect them. 

84 For the rest of my people shall 
he deliver with mercy, those that have 
Men preserved upon my borders, and 
he shall make them joyful until the 
coming of the day of judgment, where- 
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I of I have spoken unto thee from the 
beginning. 

35 This is the dream that thou saw- 
est, and these are the interpretations. 

86 Thou only hast been meet to know 
this secret of the Highest. 

37 Therefore write all these things 
that thou hast seen in a book, and hide 
them : 

38 And teach them to the wise of the 
people, whose hearts thou knowest may 
comprehend and keep these secrets. 

39 But wait thou here thyself yet 
seven days more, that it may be shewed 
thee, whatsoever it pleaseth the High- 
est to declare unto thee. And with that 
he went his way. 

40 And it came to pass, when all the 
people saw that the seven days were 
past, and I not come again into the 
city, they gathered them all together, 
from the least unto the greatest, and 
came unto me, and said, 

41 What have we offended thee ? and 
what evil have we done against thee, 
that thou forsakest us, and sittest here 
in this place ? 

42 For of all the II prophets thou only ^or, peoph. 
art left us, as a cluster of the vintage, 

and as a candle in a dark place, and 
as a haven or ship preserved from the 
tempest. 

43 Are not the evils which are come 
to us sufficient ? 

44 If thou shalt forsake us, how much 
better had it been for us, if we also had 
been burned in the midst of Sion ? 

45 For we are not better than they 
that died there. And they wept with 
a loud voice. Then answered I them, 
and said, 

46 Be of good comfort, O Israel ; and 
be not heavy, thou house of Jacob : 

47 For the Highest hath you in re- 
membrance, and the Mighty hath not 
forgotten you in temptation. 

48 As for me, I have not forsaken 
you, neither am I departed from you : 
but am come into this place, to pray 
for the desolation of Sion, and that I 
might seek mercy for the low estate 
of your sanctuary. 

49 And now go your way home every 
man, and after these days will I come 
unto you. 

50 So the people went their way 
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into the city, like as I commanded 
them : 

51 But I remained still in the field 
seven days, as the angel commanded 
me ; and did eat only in those days of 
the fiowers of the field, and had my 
meat of the herbs. 

CHAP. XIII. 

1 He neeih in his dream a man coming out of the sea, 25 
The declaration qf his dream. 54 He is praised, and 
promised to see more. 

A nd it came to pass after seven days, 

. I dreamed a dream by night ; 
li a certain 2 And, lo, there arose II a wind from 
the sea, that it moved all the waves 
niu..’ thereof. 

3 And I beheld, and, lo, that man 
iio/ott*. waxed strong with the II thousands of 
heaven : and when he turned his coun- 
tenance to look, all the things trembled 
that were seen under him. 

4 And whensoever the voice went 
out of his mouth, all they burned that 
heard his voice, like as the earth fail- 
eth when it feeletli the fire. 

5 And after this I beheld, and, lo, 
there was gathered together a multi- 
tude of men, out of number, from the 
four winds of the heaven, to subdue the 
man that came out of the sea. 

6 But I beheld, and, lo, he had grav- 
ed himself a great mountain, and flew 
up upon it. 

7 But I would have seen the region 
or place whereout the hill was graven, 
and I could not. 

8 And after this I beheld, and, lo, 
all they which were gathered together 
to subdue him were sore afraid, and 
yet durst fight. 

9 And, lo, as he saw the violence of 
the multitude that came, he neither 
lifted up his hand, nor held sword, nor 
any instrument of war : 

10 But only I saw that he sent out 
of his mouth as it had been a blast 
of fire, and out of his lips a flaming 
breath, and out of his tongue he cast 
out sparks and tempests. 

11 And they were all mixed together; 
the blast of fire, the flaming breath, 
and the great tempest ; and fell with 
violence upon the multitude which was 
prepared to fight, and burned them up 
every one, so that upon a sudden of an 
ionumerable multitude nothing was to 
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be perceived, but only dust and smell of 
smoke : when I saw this I was afraid. 

12 Afterward saw I the same man 
come down from the mountain, and 
call unto him another peaceable mul- 
titude. 

13 And there came much people un- 
to him, whereof some were glad, some 
were sorry, some of them were bound, 

and other some brought II of them that n Jimiuii, qf 
were offered : then was I sick through 
great fear, and I awaked, and said, 

14 Thou hast shewed thy servant these 
wonders from the beginning, and hast 
counted me worthy that thou should- 
est receive my prayer : 

1,5 Shew me now yet the interpreta- 
tion of this dream. 

16 For as I conceive in mine under- 
standing, woe unto them that shall be 
left in those days ! and much more woe 
unto them that are not left behind ! 

17 For they that were not left were 
in heaviness. 

18 Now understand I the things that 
are laid up in the latter days, which 
shall happen unto them, and to those 
that are left behind. 

19 Therefore are they come into 
great perils and many necessities, like 
as these dreams declare. 

20 Yet is it easier for him that is 

in danger to come into II these things, iior.iw, 
than to pass away as a cloud out of 
the world, and not to see the things 
that happen in the last days. And he 
answered unto me, and said, 

21 The interpretation of the vision 
shall I shew thee, and I will open unto 
thee the thing that thou hast required. 

22 Whereas thou hast spoken of 
them that are left behind, this is the 
interpretation : 

23 He that shall endure the peril in 
that time hath kept himself : they that 
be fallen into danger are such as have 
works, and faith toward the Almighty. 

24 Know this therefore, that they 
which be left behind are more blessed 
than they that be dead. 

25 This is the meaning of the vision : 
Whereas thou sawest a man coming up 
from the midst of the sea : 

26 The same is he whom God the 
Highest hath kept a great season, 
which by his own self shall deliver his 
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creature ; and he shall order them that 
are left behind. 

27 And whereas thou sawest, that 
out of his mouth there came as a blast 
of wind, and fire, and storm ; 

28 And that he held neither sword, 
nor any instrument of war, but that 
the rushing in of him destroyed the 
whole multitude that came to subdue 
him ; this is the interpretation : 

29 Behold, the days come, when the 
most High will begin to deliver them 
that are upon the earth. 

80 And he shall come to the astonish- 
ment of them that dwell on the earth. 

31 And one shall undertake to fight 
against another, one city against an- 
• other, one place against another, “one 

people against another, and one i*ealm 
against another. 

.32 And the time shall be when these 
things shall come to pass, and the signs 
shall happen which 1 shewed thee be- 
fore, and then shall my Son be de- 
clared, whom thou sawest as a man 
ascending. 

33 And when all the people hear his 
voice, every man shall in their own 
land leave the battle they have one 
against another. 

34 And an innumerable multitude 
shall be gathered together, as thou saw- 
est them, willing to come, and to over- 
come him by fighting. 

35 But he shall stand upon the top 
of the mount Sion. 

36 And Sion shall come, and shall be 
shewed to all men, being prepared and 
builded, like as thou sawest the hill 
graven without hands. 

37 And this my Son shall rebuke 
the wicked inventions of those nations, 
which tor their wicked life are fallen 
into the tempest ; 

.38 And shall lay before them their 
evil thoughts, and the torments where- 
with they shall begin to be tormented, 
which are like unto a flame ; and he 
shall destroy them without labour by 
the law which is like unto fire. 

39 And whereas thou sawest that he 
gathered another peaceable multitude 
unto him ; 

40 Those are the ten tribes, which 
tyei'e carried away prisoners out of 
their own land in the time of Osea the 
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king, whom Salmanasar the king of *> 2 Kings 
Assyria led away captive, and he car- 
ried them over the waters, and so came 
they into another land. 

41 But they took this counsel among 
themselves, that they would leave the 
multitude of the heathen, and go forth 
into a further country, where never 
mankind dwelt, 

42 That they might there keep their 
statutes, which they never kept in their 
own land. 

43 And they entered into Euphrates 
by the nan’ow passages of the river. 

44 For the most High then shewed 
“signs for them, and held still the flood, 'Ex. 14 . 21 . 
till they were passed over. 

45 For through that country there 
was a great way to go, namely, of a 
year and a half : and the same region 

is called II Arsareth. 11 Or, 

46 Then dwelt they there until the 
latter time ; and now when they shall 
begin to come, 

47 The Highest shall stay the springs 
of the stream again, that they may go 
through : therefore sawest thou the 
multitude with peace. 

48 But those that be left behind of 
thy people are they that are found 
within my borders. 

49 Now when he destroy eth the mul- 
titude of the nations that are gather- 
ed together, he shall defend his people 
that remain. 

50 And then shall he shew them great 
wonders. 

51 Then said I, O Lord that bearest 
rule, shew me this : Wherefore have I 
seen the man coming up from the midst 
of the sea ? 

52 And he said unto me. Like as 
thou canst neither seek out nor know 
the things that are in the deep of the 
sea: even so can no man upon earth 
see my Son, or those that be with him, 
but in the day time. 

53 This is the interpretation of the 
dream which thou sawest, and where- 
by thou only art here lightened. 

54 For thou hast forsaken thine own 
M^ay, and applied thy diligence unto my 
law, and sought it. 

55 Thy life hast thou ordered in wis- 
dom, and hast called understanding thy 
mother. 
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56 And therefore have I shewed thee 
the treasures of the Highest : after other 
three days I will speak other things un- 
to thee, and declare unto thee mighty 
and wondrous things. 

57 Then went I forth into the field, 
giving praise and thanks gi*eatly unto 
the most High because of his wonders, 
which he did in time ; 

58 And because he governeth the 
same, and such things as fall in their 
seasons : and there I sat three days. 

CHAP. XIV. 

1 A voice out of a hush calleth Esdras, 10 and tclleth him 
that the world waxcth old, 22 He desirethf because the 
law was burnt, to write all again, 24 and is bid to get 
swift writers, 3<) He and they are Jilled with under^ 

^ standing : 45 but he is charged not to publish all that 

is written, 

A nd it came to pass upon the third 
. day, 1 sat under an oak, and, be- 
hold, there came a voice out of a bush 
over against me, and said, Esdras, Es- 
dras. 

2 And I said, Here am I, Lord. And 
I stood up upon my feet. 

• Ex. 3. 2 , 3 Then said he unto me, “ In the bush 

I did manifestly reveal myself unto 
Moses, and talked with him, when my 
people served in Egypt : 

4 And I sent him, and led my people 
out of Egypt, and brought him up to 
the mount of Sinai, where I held him 
by me a long season, 

5 And told him many wondrous 
things, and shewed him the secrets of 
the times, and the end ; and command- 
ed him, saying, 

6 These words shalt thou declare, 
and these shalt thou hide. 

7 And now I say unto thee, 

8 That thou lay up in thy heart the 
signs that I have shewed, and the 
dreams that thou hast seen, and the in- 
terpretations which thou hast heard : 

9 For thou shalt be taken away from 
all, and from henceforth thou shalt re- 
II Or, main with my li Son, and with such as 
ownw/. thee, until the times be ended. 

10 For the world hath lost his youth, 
and the times begin to wax old. 

11 For the world is divided into 
twelve parts, and the ten parts of it are 
gone already, and half of a tenth part : 

12 And there remaineth that which 
is after the half of the tenth part. 

IS Now therefore set thine house in 


order, and reprove thy people, comfort 
such of them as be in trouble, and now 
renounce corruption, 

14 Let go from thee mortal thoughts, 
cast away the burdens of man, put off 
now the weak nature, 

15 And set aside the thoughts that 
are most heavy unto thee, and haste 
thee to flee from these times. 

16 For *’yet greater evils than those «* Mat 24.8. 
which thou hast seen happen shall be 

done hereafter. 

17 For look how much the world 
shall be weaker through age, so much 
the more shall evils increase upon them 
that dwell therein. 

18 For the truth is fled far away, 
and leasing is hard at hand: for now 
hasteth the vision to come, which thou 
hast seen. 

19 Then answered I before thee, and 
said, 

20 Behold, Lord, I will go, as thou 
hast commanded me, and reprove the 
people which are present : but they that 
shall be born afterward, who shall ad- 
monish them ? thus the world is set in 
darkness, and they that dwell therein 
arc without light. 

21 For thy law is burnt, therefore no 

man knoweth the things that are done I 

of thee, or the works that shall begin. 

22 But if I have found grace before 
thee, send the Holy Ghost into me, and 

I shall write all that hath been done in j 

the world since the beginning, which 

were written in thy law, that men may 
find thy path, and that they which will 
live in the latter days may live. 1 

23 And he answered me, saying. Go j 

thy way, gather the people together, 

and say unto them, that they seek thee 
not for forty days. 

24 But look thou prepare thee many 

II box trees, and take with thee Sarea, 11 or, 
Dabria, Selemia, II Ecanus, and Asiel, 
these five which are ready to write 

, ^ \\ Or, Banm, 

swiftly ; 

25 And come hither, and I shall 
light a candle of understanding in thine 
heart, which shall not be put out, till 
the things be performed which thou 
shalt begin to write. 

26 And when thou hast done, some 
things shalt thou publish, and some 
things shalt thou shew secretly to the 
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wise : to morrow this hour shalt thou 
b^n to write. 

27 Then went I forth, as he com- 
manded, and gathered all the people 
together, and said, 

28 Hear these words, O Israel. 

• G«i. 47. 4. 29 ' Our fathers at the beginning were 

strangers in Egypt, from whence they 
were delivered : 

4 Aott 7 . 6S. 30 ‘‘And received the law of life, which 

they kept not, which ye also have trans- 
gressed after them. 

31 Then was the land, even the land 
of Sion, parted among you by lot : but 
your fathers, and ye yourselves, have 
done unrighteousness, and have not 
kept the ways which the Highest com- 
manded you. 

32 And forasmuch as he is a right- 
eous judge, he took from you in time 
the thing that he had given you. 

33 And now are ye here, and your 
brethren among you. 

34 Therefore if so be that ye will sub- 
due your own understanding, and re- 
form your hearts, ye shall be kept alive, 
and after death ye shall obtain mercy. 

35 For after death shall the judg- 
ment come, when w'^e shall live again : 
and then shall the names of the right- 
eous be manifest, and the works of the 
ungodly shall be declared.

CHAP. XVI. 

1 Babylon and other places are threatened with plagues 
that cannot be avoided, 2.S and with desolation. The 
sepmnts of the Lord must look for troubles: 51 and not 
hide their sins, 7'^* but leave them, and they shall be 
delivered. 

W OE be unto thee, Babylon, and 
Asia ! woe be unto thee, Egypt, 
and Syria! 

2 Gird up yourselves with cloths of 
sack and hair, bewail your children, 
and be sorry; for your destruction is 
at hand. 

3 A sword is sent upon you, and who 
may turn it back ? 

4 A fire is sent among you, and who 
mayqueni^it? 
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5 Plagues are sent unto you, and what 
is he that may drive them away ? 

6 May any man drive away an hun- 
gry lion in the wood ? or may any one 
quench the fire in stubble, when it hath 
begun to burn ? 

7 May one turn again the arrow that 
is shot of a strong archer ? 

8 The mighty Lord sendeth the 
plagues, and who is he that can drive 
them away? 

9 A fire shall go forth from his wrath, 
and who is he that may quench it ? 

10 He shall cast lightnings, and who 
shall not fear? he shall thunder, and 
who shall not be afraid ? 

11 The Lord shall threaten, and who 
shall not be utterly beaten to powder 
at his presence ? 

12 The earth quaketh, and the foun- 
dations thereof ; the sea ariseth up with 
waves from the deep, and the waves of 
it are troubled, and the fishes thereof 
also, before the Lord, and before the 
glory of his power : 

13 For strong is his right hand that 
bendeth the bow, his arrows that he 
shooteth are sharp, and shall not miss, 
when they begin to be shot into the 
ends of the world. 

14> Behold, the plagues are sent, and 
shall not return again, until they come 
upon the earth. 

15 The fire is kindled, and shall not 
be put out, till it consume the founda- 
tion of the earth. 

16 Like as an arrow which is shot 
of a mighty archer retumeth not back- 
ward : even so the plagues that shall be 
sent upon earth shall not return again. 

17 Woe is me ! woe is me ! who wiU 
deliver me in those days ? 

18 The beginning of sorrows and 
great mournings ; the beginning of fa- 
mine and great death; the beginning 
of wars, and the powers shall stand in 
fear ; the beginning of evils ! what shall 
I do when these evils shall come ? 

19 Behold, famine and plague, tribu- 
lation and anguish, are sent as scourges 
for amendment. 

20 But for all these things they shall 
not turn from their wickedness, nor be 
alway mindful of the scourges. 

21 Behold, victuals shall be so good 
cheap upon earth, that they shall think 
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themselves to be in good case, and even 
then shall llevils grow upon earth, sword, fl or, 
famine, and great confusion. 

22 For many of them that dwell 
upon earth shall perish of famine ; and 
the other, that escape the hunger, shall 
the sword destroy. 

23 And the dead shall be cast out as 
dung, and there shall be no man to 
comfort them : for the earth shall be 
wasted, and the cities shall be cast 
down. 

24 There shall be no man left to till 
the earth, and to sow it. 

25 The trees shall give fruit, and who 
shall gather them ? 

26 The grapes shall ripen, and who 
shall tread them? for all places shall 
be desolate of men : 

27 So that one man shall desire to see 
another, and to hear his voice. 

28 For of a city there shall be ten 
left, and two of the field, which shall 
hide themselves in the thick groves, 
and in the clefts of the rocks. 

29 “As in an orchard of olives upon • i»ai. i7. e. 
every tree there are left three or itour 
olives ; 

30 Or as when a vineyard is gather- 
ed, there are left some clusters of them 
that diligently seek through the vine- 
yard : 

31 Even so in those days there shall 
be three or four left by them that search 
their houses with the sword. 

32 And the earth shall be laid waste, 
and the fields thereof shall wax old, 
and her ways and all her paths shall 
grow full of thorns, because no man 
shall travel therethrough. 

33 The virgins shall mourn, having no 
bridegrooms; the women shall mourn, 
having no husbands ; their daughters 
shall mourn, having no helpers. 

34 In the Avars shall their bridegrooms 
be destroyed, and their husbands shall 
perish of famine. 

35 Hear now these things, and under- 
stand them, ye servants of the Lord. 

36 Behold the word of the Lord, re- 
ceive it : believe not the gods of whom 
the Lord spake. 

37 Behold, the plagues draw nigh, 
and are not slack. 

38 As when a woman Avith child in 
the ninth month bringeth forth her 
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son, within two or three hours of her 
birth great pains compass her womb, 
which pains, when the child cometh 
forth, they slack not a moment : 

89 Even so shall not the plagues be 
slack to come upon the earth, and the 
world shall mourn, and sorrows shall 
come upon it on every side. 

40 O my people, hear my word : make 
you ready to the battle, and in those 
evils be even as pilgrims upon the earth, 
bseeicor. 41 '’He that selleth, let him be as he 
7 . 29 , 80 , 81 . fleeth away : and he that buyeth, 

as one that will lose : 

42 He that occupieth merchandise, 
as he that hath no profit by it : and he 
that buildeth, as he that shall not dwell 
therein : 

43 He that soweth, as if he should 
not reap : so also he that planteth the 
vineyard, as he that shall not gather 
the grapes: 

44 They that marry, as they that 
shall get no children ; and they that 
marry not, as the widowers. 

45 And therefore they that labour 
labour in vain : 

46 For strangers shall reap their 
fruits, and spoil their goods, overthrow 
their houses, and take their children 

g Or, /or. captives, for II in captivity and famine 
shall they get children. 

47 And they that occupy their mer- 
chandise with robbery, the more they 
deck their cities, their houses, their 
possessions, and their own persons : 

48 The more will I be angry with 
them for their sin, saith the Lord. 

49 Like as a whore envieth a right 
honest and virtuous woman : 

50 So shall righteousness hate iniqui- 
ty, when she decketh herself, and shall 
accuse her to her face, when he cometh 
that shall defend him that diligently 
searcheth out every sin upon earth. 

51 And therefore be ye not like there- 
unto, nor to the works thereof. 

52 For yet a little, and iniquity shall 
be taken away out of the earth, and 
righteousness shall reign among you. 

53 Let not the sinner say that he 
hath not sinned: for God shall burn 
oo^ of fire upon his head, which saith 
before the Lord God and his glory, I 
have not sinned. 

54 Behold, the Lord knoweth all 


the works of men, their imaginations, ‘i<ukei6.ts. 
their thoughts, and their hearts : * 

55 Which spake but the word. Let 

the earth be made ; ^ and it was made : <> oen. 1 . 1 . 
Let the heaven be made ; and it was 
created. 

56 In his word were the stars made, 

and he knoweth the * number of them. • p ». 147. 4. 

57 He searcheth the deep, and the 
treasures thereof; he hath measured 
the sea, and what it containeth. 

58 He hath shut the sea in the midst 
of the waters, and with his word hath 
he hanged the earth upon the waters. 

59 He spreadeth out the heavens 

like a vault; ^upon the waters hath he ^p». 24.2. 
founded it. 

60 In the desert hath he made springs 
of water, and pools upon the tops of 
the mountains, that the floods might 
pour down from the high rocks to wa- 
ter the earth. 

61 ®He made man, and put his heart eG«n.a. 7 . 
in the midst of the body, and gave him 
breath, life, and understanding. 

62 Yea, and the Spirit of Almighty 
God, which made all things, and search- 
eth out all hidden things in the secrets 
of the earth, 

63 Surely he knoM'^eth your inventions, 
and what ye think in your hearts, even 
them that sin, and would hide their sin. 

64 Therefore hath the Lord exactly 
searched out all your works, and he 
will put you all to shame. 

65 And when your sins are brought 
forth, ye shall be ashamed before men, 
and your own sins shall be your ac- 
cusers in that day. 

66 What will ye do? or how will 
ye hide your sins before God and his 
angels? 

67 Behold, God himself is the judge, 
fear him : leave oflf from your sins, 
and forget your iniquities, to meddle 
no more with them for ever : so shall 
God lead you forth, and deliver you 
from all trouble. 

68 For, behold, the burning wrath 
of a great multitude is kindled over 
you, and they shall take away certain 

of you, and reed you, II being idle, with 11 or, 
thi^ oBfered unto idols. 

69 And they that consent unto them 
shall be had in derision and in reproach, 
and tarodden under foot. 
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70 For there shall be in every place, 
and in the next cities, a great insurrec- 
tion ^on those that fear the Lord. 

71 They shall be like mad men, spar- 
ing none, but still spoiling and destroy- 
ing those that fear the Lord. 

72 For they shall waste and take 
away their goods, and cast them out of 
their houses. 

73 Then shall they be known, who 
are my chosen ; and they shall be tried 
as the gold in the fire. 

74 Hear, O ye my beloved, saith the 
Lord: behold, the days of trouble are 
at hand, but I will deliver you from 
the same. 


75 Be ye not afraid, neither doubt; 
for God is your guide, 

76 And the guide of them who keep 
my commandments and precepts, saith 
the Lord God : let not your sins weigh 
you down, and let not your iniquities 
lift up themselves. 

77 Woe be unto them that are bound 
with their sins, and covered with their 
iniquities, like as a field is covered over 
with bushes, and the path thereof co- 
vered with thorns, that no man may 
travel through ! 

78 It is II left undressed, and is cast 
into the fire to be consumed there- 
with.

3 I Tobit have walked all the days 
of my life in the way of truth and jus- 
tice, and I did many almsdeeds to my 
brethren, and my nation, who came 
with me to Nineve, into the land of 
the Assyrians. 

4 And when I was in mine own coun- 
try, in the land of Israel, being but 
. young, '’all the tribe of Nephthaii my 
father fell from the house of Jerusalem, 
which was chosen out of all the tribes 
of Israel, that all the tribes should sa- 
crifice there, where the temple of the 
habitation of the most High was con- 
secrated and built for all ages. 

5 Now all the tribes which together 
revolted, and the house of my father 
' Nephthaii, sacrificed II unto the heifer 
Bail. 

6 But I alone went often to Jerusa- 
lem at the feasts, **a8 it was ordained 


unto all the people of Israel by an 
everlasting decree, 'having the first- 
fruits and tenths of increase, with that 
which was first shorn ; and them gave 
I at the altar to the priests the chil- 
dren of Aaron. 

7 The first tenth part of all increase 
I gave to the sons of II Aaron, who mi- 
nistered «et Jerusalem: ^another tenth 
part I sold away, and went, and spent 
it every year at Jerusalem : 

8 And the third I gave unto them to 
whom it was meet, as Debora my father’s 
mother had commanded me, because I 
was left an orphan by my father. 

9 Furthermore, when I was come to 

I the age of a man, I married Anna of 
mine « own kindred, and of her I begat 
Tobias. 

10 And when we were carried away 
captives to Nineve, all my brethren and 
those that were of my kindred did eat 
of the bread of the Gentiles. 

11 But I kept t myself from eating ; 

12 Because I remembered God with 
all my heart. 

13 And the most High gave me grace 
and favour before Enemessar, so that 
I was his t purveyor. 

14 And I went into Media, and left 
in trust with Gabael, the brother of 
Gabrias, II at Rages a city of Media ten 
talents of silver. 

15 Now when Enemessar was dead, 
Sennacherib his son reigned in his

A fter these things Tobias went 
his way, praising God that he had 
given him a prosperous journey, and 
blessed Raguel and Edna his wife, and 
went on his way till they drew near 
unto Nineve. 

2 Then Raphael said to Tobias, Thou 
knowest, brother, how thou didst leave 
thy father : 

3 Let us haste before thy wife, and 
prepare the house. 

4 And take in thine hand the gall of 
the fish. So they went their way, and 
the dog went after them. 

5 Now Anna sat looking about to- 
ward the M'^ay for her son. 

6 And when she espied him coming, 
she said to his father. Behold, thy son 
cometh, and the man that went with 
him. 

7 Then said Raphael, I know, Tobias, 
that thy father will open his eyes. 

8 Therefore anoint thou his eyes with 
the gall, and being pricked therewith, 
he shall rub, and the whiteness shall 
fall away, and he shall see thee. 

9 Then Anna ran forth, and fell upon 
the neck of her son, and said unto him. 

Seeing I have seen thee, my son, from 
henceforth 1 am content to die. And 
they Avept both. 

10 Tobit also went forth toward the 
door, and stumbled :* but his son ran 
unto him, 

11 And took hold of his father : and 
he strake of the gall on his father’s eyes, 
saying. Be of good hope, my father. 

12 And AA^hen his eyes began to smai’t, 
he rubbed them ; 

18 And the whiteness pilled away 
from the comers of his eyes; and Avhen 
he saw his son, he fell upon Ms neck. 

14 And he Avept, and said, Blessed 
art thou, O God, and blessed is thy name 
for ever ; and blessed are all thine holy 
angels : 

15 For thou hast scourged, and hast 
taken pity on me : for, beholi I see my 
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son Tobias. And his son went in rejoic- 
ing, and told his father the great things 
that had happened to him in Media. 

16 Then Tobit went out to meet his 
daughter in law at the gate of Nineve, 
rejoicing, and praising God: and they 
which saw him go marvelled, because 
he had received his sight. 

17 But Tobit gave thanks before them, 
because God had mercy on him. And 
when he came near to Sara his daugh- 
ter in law, he blessed her, saying. Thou 
art welcome, daughter : God be blessed, 
which hath brought thee unto us, and 
blessed be thy father and thy mother. 
And there was joy among all his bre- 
thren which were at Nineve. 

!i .TiiniuR, 18 And Achiacharus, II and Nasbas his 
brother’s son, came : 

*"• 19 And Tobias’ wedding was kept 

seven days with great joy. 

CHAP. XII. 

5 Tobit offcrcth half to the angel for his pains, 6 But he 
calletk them both aside, afid cxhorielh them, 15 and 
telleih them that he was an angel, 21 and was seen no 
more. 

T hen Tobit called his son Tobias, 
and said unto him. My son, see 
that the man have his wages, which 
went with thee, and thou must give 
him more. 

2 And Tobias said unto him, O father, 
it is no harm to me to give him half of 
those things which I have brought : 

3 For he hath brought me again to 
thee in safety, and made whole ray 
wife, and brought me the money, and 
likewise healed thee. 

4 Then the old man said. It is due 
unto him. 

5 So he called the angel, and he said 
unto him. Take half of all that ye have 
brought, and go away in safety. 

6 Then he took them both apart, and 
said unto them, Bless God, praise him, 
and magnify him, and praise him for 
the things which he hath done unto 
you in the sight of all that live. It is 
good to praise God, and exalt his name, 
iior.B** and II honourably to shew forth the 
works of God; therefore be not slack 
to praise him. 

7 It is good to keep close the secret 
of a king, but it is honourable to reveal 
•iFet.3.18. the works of God. ‘Do that which is 
good, and no evil shall touch you. 

8 Prayer is good with fasting and 


alms and righteousness. "A little with •>?«. 37 .J 6 . 
righteousness is better than much with 
unrighteousness. It is better to give 
alms than to lay up gold : 

9 ® For alms doth deliver from death, ® d*- 
and shall purge away all sin. Those 
that exercise alms and righteousness 
shall be filled with life : 

10 But they that sin are enemies to 
their own life. 

11 Surely I will keep close nothing 
from you. For I said. It was good to 
keep close the secret of a king, but 
that it was honourable to reveal the 
works of God. 

12 Now therefore, when thou didst 
pray, and Sara thy daughter in law, I 
did bring the remembrance of your 
prayers before the Holy One : and when 
thou didst bury the dead, I was with 
thee likewise. 

13 And when thou didst not delay to 

rise up, and leave thy dinner, t to go + Gr. to go 
and cover the dead, thy good deed was 
not hid from me ; but I was with thee. 

14 And now God hath sent me to heal 
thee and Sara thy daughter in law. 

15 I am Raphael, one of the seven 
holy angels, which present the prayers 
of the saints, and which go in and out 
before the glory of the Holy One. 

16 Then they were both troubled, and 
fell upon their faces : for they feared. 

17 But he said unto them. Fear not, 
for it shall go well with you; praise 
God therefore. 

18 For not of any favour of mine, 
but by the will of our God I came; 
wherefore praise him for ever. 

19 ‘‘All these days I did appear unto 

you; but I did neither eat nor drink, judg!i 3 .i 6 . 
but ye did see a vision. 

20 Now therefore give God thanks: 
for I go up to him that sent me ; but 
write all things which ai’e done in a 
book. 

21 And when they arose, they saw 
him no more. 

22 Then they confessed the great 
and wonderful works of God, and how 
the angel of the Lord had appeared 
unto them. 

CHAP. XIII. 

The thanksgiving unto God, which Tobit wrote, 

T hen Tobit wrote a prayer of re- 
joicing, and said, Blessed be God 

H 
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that liveth for ever, and blessed be his 
kingdom. 

• Dout.32. 2 “For he doth scourge, and hath 
2 . 6. mercy : he leadeth down to hell, and 

Wit. 16. 13 . bringeth up again: neither is there any 
that can avoid his hand. 

3 Confess him before the Gentiles, ye 
children of Israel : for he hath scatter- 
ed us among them. 

4 There declare his greatness, and 
extol him before all the living: for he 
is our Lord, and he is the God our 
Father for ever. 

5 And he will scourge us for our 
iniquities, and will have mercy a^in, 

bDmj.30.3. •• jjnd will gather us out of all nations, 
among whom he hath scattered us. 

6 If ye turn to him with your whole 
heart, and with your whole mind, and 
deal uprightly before him, then will he 
turn unto you, and will not hide his 
face from you. Therefore see what he 
will do with you, and confess him with 
your whole mouth, and praise the Lord 
of might, and extol the everlasting 
King. In the land of my captivity do 
I praise him, and declare his might and 
majesty to a sinful nation. O ye sin- 
ners, turn and do justice before him: 

•Jonah 3.9. ® who Can tell if he will accept you, 
and have mercy on you ? 

7 I will extol my God, and my soul 
shall praise the King of heaven, and 
shall rejoice in his greatness. 

8 Let all men speak, and let all praise 
him for his righteousness. 

u or.fce 9 o Jerusalem, the holy city, II he will 

n^nX**^* scourge thee for thy children’s works, 

Mumi.*’''' will have mercy again on the sons 
of the righteous. 

10 Give praise to the Lord, for he is 
good : and praise the everlasting King, 
that his tabernacle may be builded in 
again with joy, and II let him make 
joyful there in thee those that are cap- 
tives, and love in thee for ever those 
that are miserable. 

6 r«. 72.10, 11 ‘•Many nations shall come from 

far to the name of the Lord God with 
gfts in their hands, even gifts to the 
King of heaven; all generations shall 
praise thee with great joy. 

12 Cursed are all they which hate 
thee, and blessed shall all be which 
love thee for ever. 

IS Rejoice and be glad for the chil- 
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dren of the just : for they shall be ga^ 
thered together, and shall bless the 
Lord of the just. 

14 ®0 blessed are they which love thee, ® r*. 122 . e, 
for they shall rejoice in thy II peace : 11 or, 
blessed are ^ they which have been sor- 
rowful for all thy scourges; for they 

shall rejoice for thee, when they have 
seen ali thy glory, and shall be glad 
for ever. 

15 Let my soul bless God the great 
King. 

16 For Jerusalem shall be built up 
with sapphires, and emeralds, and pre- 
cious stone : thy walls and towers and 
battlements with pure gold. 

17 And the streets of Jerusalem shall 
be paved with beryl and carbuncle and 
stones of Ophir. 

18 And all her streets shall say. Alle- 
luia; and they shall praise him, saying, 

Blessed be God, which hath extolled it 
for ever. 

CHAP. XIV. 

3 Tohit give/h instructions to his son, 8 speciaHt/ to leave 

Nincci\ 11 He and his wife die, and are buried, 12 

Tobias removeth to F4cbatane, 14 and there died, c^ler 

he had heard of the destruction ofNinevc. 

O Tobit made an end of praising 
God. 

2 And he was eight and fifty years 
old when he lost his sight, which was 
restored to him after eight years ; and 
he gave alms, and he II increased in the n or, su 
fear of the Lord God, and praised him. 

.3 And when he was very aged, he 
called his son, and the six sons of his 
son, and said to him, My son, take thy 
childi'en; for, behold, I am aged, and 
am ready to depart out of this life. 

4 Go into Media, my son, for I surely 
believe those things which “Jonas the •JoniJis.4. 
prophet spake of Nineve, that it shall 

be overthrown ; and that for a time 
peace shall rather be in Media; and 
that our brethren shall lie scattered in 
the earth from that good land: and 
Jerusalem shall be desolate, and the 
house of God in it shall be burned, and 
shall be desolate for a time ; 

5 •’And that again God will have "Eiras-a. 
mercy on them, and bring them again ^ 

into the land, where they shall build 
a temple, but not like to the first, un- 
til the time of that age be fulfilled; 
and afterward they shall return from 
alt places of their captivity, and build 
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up Jerusalem gloriously, and the house 
II /or ever of God shall be built in it II for ever 
with a glorious building, as the pro- 
“py- phets have spoken thereof. 

6 And all nations shall turn, and 
fear the Lord God truly, and shall bury 
their idols. 

7 So shall all nations praise the Lord, 
and his people shall confess God, and 
the Lord shall exalt his people ; and 
all those which love the Lord God in 
truth and justice shall rejoice, shewing 
mercy to our brethren. 

8 And now, my son, depart out of Ni- 
neve, because that those things which 
the prophet Jonas spake shall surely 
come to pass. 

9 But keep thou the law and the 
commandments, and shew thyself mer- 
ciful and just, that it may go well with 
thee. 

10 And bury me decently, and thy 
mother with me ; but tarry no longer at 
Nincve. Remember, my son, how Araan 
handled Achiacharus that brought him 
up, how out of light he brought him 
into darkness, and how he rewarded 

II Or. him again ; yet Achiacharus was II sav- 
preurved. othcr liad his reward: for 
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he went down into darkness. II Manas- 11 .Tuniut 
ses gave alms, and escaped the snares 
of death II which they had set for him : ii JV'"*. 
but Aman fell into the snare, and pe- 
rished. 

11 Wherefore now, my son, consider 
what alms doeth, and how righteous- 
ness doth deliver. When he had said 
these things, he gave up the ghost in 
the bed, being an hundred and eight 

and fifty years old ; and II he buried him ii or./Aey. 
honourably. 

12 And when Anna his mother was 
dead, he buried her with his father. 

But Tobias departed with his wife and 
children to Ecbatane to Raguel his fa- 
ther in law, 

13 Where he became old with honour, 
and lie buried his father and mother ^ 
in law honourably, and he II inherited « or, 
their substance, and his father Tobit’s. ro**et$»d. 

14 And he died at Ecbatane in Me- 
dia, being an hundred and seven and 
twenty years old. 

15 But before he died he heard of 
the destruction of Nineve, wdiicli was 
taken by Nabuchodonosor and Assue- 
rus : and before his death he rejoiced 
over Nineve. 
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CHAP. I. 

2 Arphaxad doth fortify Ecbatane. 5 Nahvchodonosor 
maketh war against him, 7 cifid craveth aid, 12 He 
threateneth those that would not aid him, 1.5 aiid killeth 
Arphaxad, l6 and rcturneth to Nineve. 

I N the twelfth year of the reign of 
Nabuchodonosor, who reigned in 
Nineve, the great city; in the days of 
Arphaxad, which reigned over the 
Medes in Ecbatane, 

2 And built in Ecbatane walls round 
about of stones hewn three cubits 
broad and six cubits long, and made 
the height of the wall seventy cubits, 
and the breadth thereof fifty cubits : 

3 And set the towers thereof upon 
the gates of it, an hundred cubits high, 
and the breadth thereof in the foundar- 
tion threescore cubits : 

4 And he made the gates thereof, 
even gates that were raised to the height 
of seventy cubits, and the breadth of 
them was forty cubits, for the going 
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forth of his mighty armies, and for the 
setting in array of his footmen : 

5 Even in those days king Nabucho- 
donosor made war with king Arphaxad 
in the great plain, which is the plain in 
the borders of Ragau. 

6 And there came unto him all they 
that dwelt in the hill country, and all 
that dwelt by Euphrates, and Tigris, 
and Hydaspes, and the plain of Ari- 
och the king of the Elymeans, and very 
many nations of the sons of Chelod, 
assembled themselves to the battle. 

7 Then Nabuchodonosor king of the 
Assyrians sent unto all that dwelt in 
Persia, and to all that dwelt westward, 
and to those that dwelt in Cilicia, and 
Damascus, and Libanus, and Antili- 
banus, and to all that dwelt upon the 
sea coast, 

8 And to those among the nations 
that were of Carmel, and Galaad, and 

at 
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the higher Galilee, and the gi’eat plain 
of Esdrelom, 

9 And to all that were in Samaria 
and the cities thereof, and beyond Jor- 
dan unto Jerusalem, and Betane, and 
Chellus, and Kades, and the river of 
Egypt, and Taphnes, and Ramesse, and 
all the land of Gesem, 

10 Until ye come beyond Tunis and 
Memphis, and to all the inhabitants of 
Egypt, until ye come to the borders of 
Ethiopia. 

11 But all the inhabitants of the land 
made light of the commandment of Na- 
buchodonosor king of the Assyrians, nei- 
ther Avent they with him to the battle ; 
for they were not afraid of him : yea, 
he was before them as one man, and 

« they sent away his ambassadors from 
them without effect, and with disgrace. 

12 Therefore Nabuchodonosor was 
very angry with all this country, and 
8 ware by his throne and kingdom, that 
he would surely be avenged upon all 
those coasts of Cilicia, and Damascus, 
and Syria, and that he would slay with 
the sword all the inhabitants of the 
land of Moab, and the children of Am- 
mon, and all Judea, and all that were 
in Egypt, till ye come to the borders 
of the two seas. 

13 Then he marched in battle array 
with his power against king Arphaxad 
in the seventeenth year, and he pre- 
vailed in his battle : for he overthrew 
all the power of Arphaxad, and all his 
horsemen, and all his chariots, 

14 And became lord of his cities, 
and came unto Ecbatane, and took the 
towers, and spoiled the streets there- 
of, and turned the beauty thereof into 
shame. 

15 He took also Arphaxad in the 
mountains of Ragau, and smote him 
through with his darts, and destroyed 
him utterly that day. 

16 So he returned afterward to Ni- 
neve, both he and all his company of 
sundry nations, being a very great mul- 
titude of men of war, and there he took 
his ease, and banqueted, both he and his 
army, an hundred and twenty days. 

CHAP. II. 

4, Holqfer>u» is appointed general, 1 1 and charged to spare 
wi/f ifo/ vifld. 15 His army and provision, 

S3 TAe p/acfs which he won and wasted as he went. 
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A nd in the eighteenth year, 

two and twentieth day of the first 
month, there was talk in the house of 
Nabuchodonosor king of the Assyrians, 
that he should, as he said, avenge him- 
self on all the earth. 

2 So he called unto him all his offi- 
cers, and all his nobles, and communi- 
cated with them his secret counsel, and 
“ concluded the afflicting of the whole • i sam. 20 . 
earth out of his own mouth. 

3 Then they decreed to destroy all 
flesh, that did not obey the command- 
ment of his mouth. 

4 And when he had ended his counsel, 
Nabuchodonosor king of the Assyrians 
called Holofernes the chief captain of 
his army, which was t next unto him, + or. Mtmd 
and said unto him, 

5 Thus saith the great king, the lord 
of the whole earth. Behold, thou shalt 
go forth from my presence, and take 
with thee men that trust in their own 
strength, of footmen an hundred and ; 

twenty thousand ; and the number of 
horses with their riders twelve thousand. 

6 And thou shalt go against all the 
west country, because they disobeyed 
my commandment. 

7 And thou shalt declare unto them, 
that they prepare for me II earth and 11 After tJw 
water : for I will go forth in my wrath the king* of 
against them, and will cover the whole 
face of the earth with the feet of mine 
armv, and 1 will give them for a spoil be given, to 
unto them: 

8 So that their slain shall fill their val- wereioM«of 
leys and brooks, and the river shall he Herodotus, 
filled with their dead, till it overflow : 

9 And I will lead them captives to 
the utmost parts of all the earth. 

10 Thou therefore shalt go forth, and 
take beforehand for me all their coasts : 
and if they will yield themselves unto 
thee, thou shalt reserve them for me 
till the day of their punishment. 

11 But concerning them that rebel, 
let not thine eye spare them ; but put 
them to the slaughter, and spoil them 
wheresoever thou goest. 

12 For as I live, and by the power of 
my kingdom, whatsoever I have spok- 
en, that will I do by mine hand. 

13 And take thou heed that thou 
transgress none of the commandments 
of thy lord, hut accomplish them fully, 
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as I have commanded thee, and defer 
not to do them. 

14 Then Holofemes went forth from 
the presence of his lord, and called all 
the governors and captains, and the 
officers of the anny of Assur ; 

15 And he mustered the chosen men 
for the battle, as his lord had command- 
ed him, unto an hundred and twenty 
thousand, and twelve thousand archers 
on horseback ; 

16 And he ranged them, as a great 
army is ordered for the war. 

17 And he took camels and asses for 
their carriages, a very great number; 
and sheep and oxen and goats without 
number for their provision : 

18 And plenty of victual for every 
man of the army, and very much gold 
and silver out of the king’s house. 

19 Then he went forth and all his 
power to go before king Nabuchodo- 
nosor in the voyage, and to cover all 
the face of the earth westward with 
their chariots, and horsemen, and their 
chosen footmen. 

20 A great number also of sundry 
countries came with them like locusts, 
and like the sand of the earth : for the 
multitude was without number. 

21 And they went forth of Nineve 
three days’ journey toward the plain of 
Bectileth, and pitched from Bectileth 
near the mountain which is at the left 
hand of the upper Cilicia. 

22 Then he took all his army, his foot- 
men, and horsemen, and chariots, and 
went from thence into the hill country ; 

23 And destroyed Phud and Lud, and 
spoiled all the children of Rasses, and 
the children of Ismael, which were to- 
ward the vdlderness at the south of the 
land of the Chellians. 

24 Then he went over Euphrates, 
and went through Mesopotamia, and 
destroyed all the high cities that were 
upon the river Arbonai, till ye come 
to the sea. 

25 And he took the borders of Cilicia, 
and killed all that resisted him, and 
came to the borders of Japheth, which 
were toward the south, over against 
Arabia. 

26 He compassed also all the children 
of Median, and burned up their taber- 
nacles, and spoiled their sheepcotes. 
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27 Then he went down into the plain 
of Damascus in the time of wheat 
harvest, and burnt up all their fields, 
and destroyed their flocks and herds, 
also he spoiled their cities, and utterly 
wasted their countries, and smote all 
their young men with the edge of the 
sword. 

28 Therefore the fear and dread of 
him fell upon all the inhabitants of the 
sea coasts, which were in Sidon and 
Tyrus, and them that dwelt in Sur and 
Ocina, and all that dwelt in Jemnaan ; 
and they that dwelt in Azotus and As- 
calon feared him greatly. 

CHAP. III. 

1 Tlietf of the sea coasts inireat for peace. 7 Holqfernes 
is received there : 8 i/et he deslroi/cth their cods, that 
Iheif mi^ht worship only Nabuchodonosor, f) He cometh 
near to Judea. 

S o they sent ambassadors unto him 
to treat of peace, saying, 

2 Behold, we tne servants of Nabucho- 
donosor the great king lie before thee ; 
use us as shall be good in thy sight. 

3 Behold, our houses, and all our 
places, and all our fields of wheat, and 
flocks, and herds, and all the lodges of 
our tents, lie before thy face ; use them 
as it pleaseth thee. 

4 Behold, even our cities and the 
inhabitants thereof are thy servants; 
come and deal with them as seemeth 
good unto thee. 

5 So the men came to Holofemes, and 
declared unto him after this manner. 

6 Then came he down toward the 
sea coast, both he and his army, and set 
garrisons in the high cities, and took 
out of them chosen men for aid. 

7 So they and all the country round 
about received them with garlands, with 
dances, and with timbrels. 

8 Yet he did cast down their fron- 
tiers, and cut down their groves; for 
he had decreed to destroy all the gods 
of the land, that all nations should wor- 
ship Nabuchodonosor only, and that all 
tongues and tribes should call upon 
him as god. 

9 Also he came over against 11 Esdra- 

elon near unto llJudea, over against the 
t great strait of Judea. 

10 And he pitched between Geba cto. 37 . 17 . 
and Scythopolis, and there he tarried 
a whole month, that he might gather 
together all the carriages of his army. 
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CHAP. IV. 


8 The Jews are afraid of Holqfernes, 5 and fortify the 
hills* 6 They of Belhulia take charge oj the passages* 
9 All Israel fall to fasting and prayer* 

N ow the children of Israel, that 
dwelt in Judea, heard all that 
Holofemes the chief captain ot Nabu- 
chodonosor king of the Assyrians had 
done to the nations, and after what 
manner he had spoiled all their tem- 
ples, and brought them to nought. 

2 Therefore they were exceedingly 
afraid of him, and were troubled for 
Jerusalem, and for the temple of the 
Lord their God : 

3 For they were newly returned from 
ij Or, <mt qf the captivity, and all the people II of Ju- 
dea were lately gathered together : and 
the vessels, and the altar, and the house, 
were sanctified after the profanation. 

4 Therefore they sent into all the 
coasts of Samaria, and the villages, and 
to Bethoron, and Belmen, and Jericho, 
and to Choba, and Esora, and to the 
valley of Salem : 

5 And possessed themselves before- 
hand of all the tops of the high moun- 
tains, and fortified the villages that 
were in them, and laid up victuals for 
the provision of war: for their fields 
were of late reaped. 

6 Also Joacim the high priest, which 
was in those days in Jerusalem, wrote 
to them that dwelt in Bethulia, and 
Betomestham, which is over against 
II Esdraelon toward the II open country, 
a or*^Li. to Dothaim, 

7 Charging them to keep the passages 
of the hill country : for by them there 
was an entrance into Judea, and it was 
easy to stop them that would come up, 
because the passage was strait, II for two 
men at the most. 

8 And the children of Israel did as 
Joacim the high priest had commanded 
^ith the II ancients of all the peo- 
ple of Israel, which dwelt at Jerusalem. 

9 Then^ every man of Israel cried 
to God with great fervency, and with 
great vehemency did they humble their 
souls ; 

10 Both they, and their wives, and 
their children, and their cattle, and 
every stranger and hireling, and their 
servwts bought with money, put sack- 
cloth upon their loins. 
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11 Thus every man and woman, and 
the little children, and the inhabitants 
of Jerusalem, fell before the temple, and 
cast ashes upon their heads, and spread 
out their sackcloth before the face of 
the Lord ; also they put sackcloth about 
the altar, 

12 And cried to the God of Israel 
all with one consent earnestly, that he 
would not give their children for a 
prey, and their wives for a spoil, and 
the cities of their inheritance to de- 
struction, and the sanctuary to profa- 
nation and reproach, and for the na^ 
tions to rejoice at. 

13 So God heard their prayers, and 
looked upon their afflictions: for the 
people fasted many days in all Judea 
and Jerusalem before the sanctuary of 
the Lord Almighty. 

14 And Joacim the high priest, and 
all the priests that stood before the 
Lord, and they which ministered unto 
the Lord, had their loins girt with 
sackcloth, and offered the daily burnt 
offerings, with the vows and free gifts 
of the people, 

15 And had ashes on their mitres, 
and cried unto the Lord with all their 
power, that he would look upon all the 
house of Israel graciously. 

CHAP. V. 

5 Avhior tclleth Holqfernes what the Jews are, 8 and what 
their God had done for the^n; 21 and adviseth not to 
meddle with them* 22 All that heard him were offended 
at hhn. 

T hen was it declared to Holofernes, 
the chief captain of the army of 
Assur, that the children of Israel had 
prepared for war, and had shut up the 
passages of the hill country, and had 
fortified t all the tops of the high hills, t or. 
and had laid impediments in the cham- ““ 
paign countries : 

2 Wherewith he was very angry, and 
called all the princes of Moab, and the 
captains of Ammon, and all the gover- 
nors of the sea coas^ 

3 And he said unto them. Tell me 
now, ye sons of Chanaan, who this peo- 
ple is, that dweUeth in the hill country, 
and what are the cities that they in- 
habit, and what is the multitude of 
their army, and wherein is their power 
and strength, and what king is set over 
them, or captain of their army ; 

4 And why have they determined not 
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to come and meet me, more than all 
the inhabitants of the west. 

^c|i.6.s. 5 “Then said Achior, the captain of 

all the sons of Ammon, Let my lord 
now hear a word from the mouth of 
thy servant, and I Mali declare unto thee 
the truth concerning this people, which 
dwelleth near thee, and inhabiteth the 
hill countries: and there shall no lie 
come out of the mouth of thy servant. 

6 This people are descended of the 
Chaldeans : 

|•Gcn. n. 7 •’And they sojourned heretofore in 
Mesopotamia, because they would not 
follow the gods of their fathers, which 
M^ere in the land of Chaldea. 

II Or, reent 8 For they II left the way of their 
oui«f. ancestors, and M'^orshipped the God of 
heaven, the God whom they knew : so 
they cast them out from the face of 
their gods, and they fled into Mesopo- 
tamia, and sojourned there many days, 
coen. 12 . 1 . 9 Then ® their God commanded them 

to depart from the place where they 
sqiourned, and to go into the land of 
Chanaan : where they dwelt, and were 
increased with gold and silver, and 
with very much cattle. 

10 But when a famine covered all the 
d Gen. 46. 6. land of Chanaan, ^ they went down into 
Egypt, and sojourned there, while they 
e Ex. 1 . 7. were nourished, * and became there a 
great multitude, so that one could not 
number their nation.

their God was cast to the ground, and 
their cities were taken by the enemies. 

19 But *now are they returned to'Ezrai. i, 
their God, and are come up from the 
places where they were scattered, and 

have possessed Jerusalem, where their

20 Nom'^ therefore, my lord and go- 
vernor, if there be any error in this 

{ leople, and they sin against their God, 
et us consider that this shall be their 
ruin, and let us go up, and we shall 
overcome them. 

21 But if there be no iniquity in their 
nation, let my lord now pass by, lest 
their Lord defend them, and their God 
be for them, and M’^e become a reproach 
before all the world. 

22 And Avhen Achior had finished 
these sayings, all the people standing 
round about the tent murmured, and 
the chief men of Holofernes, and all 
that dM’^elt by the sea side, and in Moab, 
spake that he should kill him. 

23 For, say they, we will not be afraid 
of the face of the children of Israel : for, 
lo, it is a people that have no strength 
nor power t for a strong battle. + 

24 Now therefore, lord Holofernes, “ 
we will go up, and they shall be a prey 
to be devoured of all thine army. 

CHAP. VI. 

3 Holofcnies despiseih God, 7 He threateneih Achior, 
and sendcili him array, 14 The Bethulians receive and 
hear him, 1 8 Theif fall lo prayer, and comfort Achior, 

A nd when the tumult of men that 
M'^ere about the council was ceas- 
ed, Holofernes the chief captain of the 
army of Assur said unto Achior and all 
the Moabites before all the company of 
other nations, 

2 And who art thou, Achior, and the 
hirelings of Ephraim, that thou hast 
prophesied among us as to day, and 
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hast said, that we should not make war 
with the people of Israel, because their 
God will defend them? and who is God 
but Nabuchodonosor ? 

8 He will send his power, and will 
destroy them from the face of the earth, 
and their God shall not deliver them : 
but we his servants will destroy them 
as one man ; for they are not able to 
sustain the power of our horses. 

4 For w'ith them we will tread them 
under foot, and their mountains shall 
be drunken with their blood, and their 
fields shall be filled with their dead 
bodies, and their footsteps shall not be 
able to stand before us, for they shall 
utterly perish, saith king Nabuchodo- 
nosor, lord of all the earth : for he said. 
None of my words shall be in vain. 

5 And thou, Achior, an hireling of 
Ammon, which hast spoken these words 
in the day of thine iniquity, shalt see 
my face no more from this day, until 
I take vengeance of this nation that 
came out of Egypt. 

6 And then shall the sword of mine 
army, and the multitude of them that 
serve me, pass through thy sides, and 
thou shalt fall among their slain, when 
I return. 

7 Now therefore my servants shall 
bring thee back into the hill country, 
and shall set thee in one of the cities 
of the passages : 

8 And thou shalt not perish, till thou 
be destroyed with them. 

9 And if thou persuade thyself in 
thy mind that they shall not be taken, 
let not thy countenance fall: I have 
spoken it, and none of my words shall 
be in vain. 

10 Then Holofemes commanded his 
servants, that waited in his tent, to take 
Achior, and bring him to Bethulia, and 
deliver him into the hands of the chil- 
dren of Israel. 

11 So his servants took him, and 
brought him out of the camp into the 
plain, and they went from the midst 
of the plain into the hill countiw, and 
^me unto the fountains that were un- 
der Bethulia. 

12 ^d when the men of the city 
saw them, they took up their weapons, 
and went out of the city to the top of 
the hiU: and every man that used a 
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sling kept them from coming up by cast- 
ing of stones against them. 

13 Nevertheless having gotten privily 
under the hill, they bound Achior, and 
cast him down, and left him at the foot 
of the hill, and returned to their lord. 

14 But the Israelites descended from 
their city, and came unto him, and loos- 
ed him, and brought him into Bethulia, 
and presented him to the governors of 
the city : 

15 Which were in those days Ozias 
the son of Micha, of the tribe of Simeon, 
and Chabris the son of Gothoniel, and 
Charmis the son of Melchiel. 

16 And they called together all the 
ancients of the city, and all their youth 
ran together, and their women, to the 
assembly, and they set Achior in the 
midst of all their people. Then Ozias 
asked him of that which was done. 

17 And he answered and declared 
unto them the words of the council of 
Holofemes, and all the words that he 
had spoken in the midst of the princes 
of Assur, and whatsoever Holofemes 
had spoken proudly against the house 
of Israel. 

18 Then the people fell down and 
worshipped God, and cried unto God, 
saying, 

19 O Lord God of heaven, behold their 
pride, and pity the low estate of our 
nation, and look upon the face of those 
that are sanctified unto thee this day. 

20 Then they comforted Achior, and 
praised him gi’eatly. 

21 And Ozias took him out of the as- 
sembly unto his house, and made a feast 
to the elders; and they called on the 
God of Israel all that night for help. 

CHAP. VII. 

1 Holofemes hesicgeih Bethulia, 7 and sloppcih the water 

from tkefu, 22 They faint, and murmur against the 

governors, SO who promise to yield within foe days. 

T he next day Holofemes com- 
manded all his army, and all his 
people which were come to take his 
part, that they should I’emove their 
camp against Bethulia, to take afore- 
hand the ascents of the hill country, 
and to war against the children 

of Israel. 

2 Then their strong men removed 
their camps in that day, and the army 
of the men of war was an hundred and 
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seventy thousand footmen, and twelve 
thousand horsemen, beside the baggage, 
and other men that were afoot among 
them, a very great multitude. 

3 And they camped in the valley near 
unto Bethulia, by the fountain, and they 

II /rod* spread themselves in breadth Hover Do- 

thaim even to Belmaim, and in length 
t Or. Bean from BethuHa unto t Cyamon, which is 
^ over against Esdraelom. 

4 Now the children t)f Israel, when 
they saw the multitude of them, were 
greatly troubled, and said every one to 

•Num.a2.4. his neighbour, "Now will these men lick 
up the face of the earth; for neither 
the high mountains, nor the valleys, nor 
the hills, are able to bear their weight. 

5 Then every man took up his wea- 
pons of war, and when they had kindled 
fires upon their towers, they remained 
and watched all that night. 

6 But in the second day Holofernes 
brought forth all his horsemen in the 
sight of the children of Israel which 
were in Bethulia, 

7 And viewed the passages up to the 
city, and came to the fountains of their 
waters, and took them, and set garri- 
sons of men of war over them, and he 
himself removed toward his people. 

8 Then came unto him all the chief 
of the children of Esau, and all the go- 
vernors of the people of Moab, and the 
captains of the sea coast, and said, 

9 Let our lord now hear a word, 
that there be not an overthrow in thine 
army. 

10 For this people of the children of 
Israel do not trust in their spears, but 
in the height of the mountains wherein 
they dwell, because it is not easy to come 
up to the tops of their mountains. 

11 Now therefore, my lord, fight not 
against them in battle array, and there 
shall not so much as one man of thy 
people perish. 

12 Remain in thy camp, and keep 
all the men of thine army, and let thy 
servants get into their hands the foun- 
tain of water, which issueth forth of 
the foot of the mountain : 

13 For all the inhabitants of Bethulia 
have their water thence ; so shall thirst 
kill them, and they shall give up their 
city, and we and our people shall go up 
to the tops of the mountains that are 
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near, and will camp upon them, to watch 
that none go out of the city. 

14 So they and their wives and 
their children shall be consumed with 
famine, and before the sword come 
against them, they shall be overthrown 
in the streets where they dwell. 

15 Thus shalt thou render them an 
evil reward ; because they rebelled, and 
met not thy person peaceably. 

16 And these words pleased Holo- 
fernes and all his servants, and he ap- 
pointed to do as they had spoken. 

17 So the camp of the children of 
Ammon departed, and with them five 
thousand of the Assyrians, and they 
pitched in the valley, and took the wa- 
ters, and the fountains of the waters of 
the children of Israel. 

18 Then the children of Esau went 
up with the children of Ammon, and 
camped in the hill country over against 
Dothaim : and they sent some of them 
toward the south, and toward the east, 
over against Ekrebel, which is near un- 
to Chusi, that is upon the brook Moch- 
mur; and the rest of the army of the 
Assyrians camped in the plain, and co- 
vered the face of the whole land ; and 
their tents and caiTiages were pitched 
to a very great multitude. 

19 Then the children of Israel cried 
unto the Lord their God, because their 
heart failed, for all their enemies had 
compassed them round about, and there 
was no way to escape out from among 
them. 

20 Thus all the company of Assur 
remained about them, both their foot- 
men, chariots, and horsemen, four and 
thirty days, so that aU their vessels 
of water failed all the inhabitants of 
Bethulia. 

21 And the II cisterns were emptied, iior,;>«,. 
and they had not water to drink their 

fill for one day ; for they gave them 
drink by measure. 

22 Tlxerefore their young children 
were out of heart, and their women 
and young men fainted for thirst, and 
fell down in the streets of the city, and 
by the passages of the gate^ and there 
was no longer any strength in them. 

23 Then all the perale assembled to 
Ozias, and to the cniei of the city, both 
young men, and women, and children. 
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and cried with a loud voice, and said 
before all the elders, 

i»E«. S. 21 . S4 God be ’’judge between us and 
you : for ye have done us great injury, 
in that ye have not required peace of 
the children of Assur. 

25 For now we have no helper : but 
God hath sold us into their hands, that 
we should be thrown down before them 
with thirst and great destruction. 

26 Now therefore call them unto you, 
and deliver the whole city for a spoil 
to the people of Holofernes, and to all 
his army. 

27 For it is better for us to be made 
a spoil unto them, than to die for thirst : 
for we will be his servants, that our 
souls may live, and not see the death 
of our infants before our eyes, nor our 
wives nor our children to die. 

28 We take to witness against you 
the heaven and the earth, and our God 
and Lord of our fathers, which punish- 
eth us according to our sins and the 

iior.frrf /ie sins of our fathers, II that he do not ac- 
cording as we have said this day. 

29 Then there was gi'cat wecming 
with one consent in the midst oi the 
assembly ; and they cried unto the 
Lord God with a loud voice. 

30 Then said Ozias to them. Brethren, 
be of good courage, let us yet endure 
five days, in the which space the Lord 
our God may turn his mercy toward 
us ; for he will not forsake us utterly. 

81 And if these days pass, and there 
come no help unto us, I will do accord- 
ing to your word. 

82 And he dispersed the people, every 
one to their own charge ; and they went 
unto the walls and towers of their city, 
and sent the women and children into 
their houses : and they were very low 
brought in the city. 

CHAP. VIII. 

1 The stale and behaviour of Judith a widow. 12 She 

btameth the governors for their promise to yield, 1 7 and 

advtseth them to tmst in God. 28 They excuse their 

promtte. 32 She promiseth to do something for them. 

N OW at that time Judith heard 
thereof, which was the daughter 
of Merari, the son of Ox, the son of Jo- 
seph, the son of Oziel, the son of Elcia, 
the son of Ananias, the son of Gedeon, 
the son of Raphaim, the son of Acitho, 
the son of Elm, the son of Eliab, the. 
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son of Nathanael, the son of II Samael, ii <>«•»„ , 
the son of Salasadai, the son of Israel. ^ 

2 And Manasses was her husband, of 
her tribe and kindred, who died in the 
barley harvest. 

3 For as he stood overseeing them 
that bound sheaves in the field, the 
heat came upon his head, and he fell 
on his bed, and died in the city of Be- 
thulia : and they buried him with his 
fathers in the* field between Dothaim 
and Balamo. 

4 So Judith was a widow in her house 
three years and four months. 

5 And she made her a tent upon the 
top of her house, and put on sackcloth 
upon her loins, and ware her widow’s 
apparel. 

6 And she fasted all the days of her 
widowhood, save the eves of the sab- 
baths, and the sabbaths, and the eves 
of the new moons, and the new moons, 
and the feasts and solemn days of the 
house of Israel. 

7 She was also of a goodly counte- 
nance, and very beautiful to behold: 
and her husband Manasses had left her 
gold, and silver, and menservants, and 
maidservants, and cattle, and lands ; 

II and she remained upon them. 

8 And there was none that gave her 
an ill word ; for she feared God greatly. 

9 Now when she heard the evil words 
of the people against the governor, that 
they fainted for lack of water ; for Ju- 
dith had heard “ all the words that • ^ so. 
Ozias had spoken unto them, and that 

he had sworn to deliver the city unto 
the Assyrians after five days ; 

10 Then she sent her waitingwoman, 
that had the government of all things 
that she had, to call Ozias and Chabris 
and Charmis, the ancients of the city. 

11 And they came unto her, and she 
said unto them. Hear me now, O ye go- 
vernors of the inhabitants of Betnulia : 
for your words that ye have spoken be- 
fore the people this day are not right, 
touching this oath which ye made and 
pronounced between God and you, and 
have promised to deliver the city to 
our enemies, unless within these days 
the Lord turn to help you. 

12 And now who are ye that have 
tempted God this day, and stand instead 
of God among the children of men ? ^ 
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IS And now try tlje Lord Almighty, 
but ye shall never know any thing. 
bicor. 2 . 14 •’For ye cannot find the depth of 
the heart of man, neither can ye per- 
ceive the things that he thinketh: 
then how can ye search out God, that 
e 1 Cor, 2 . hath made all these things, and “ know 
his mind, or comprehend his purpose ? 
Nay, my brethren, provoke not the 
Lord our God to anger. 

15 For if he will not help us within 
these five days, he hath power* to de- 
fend us when he will, even eveiy day, 
or to destroy us before our enemies. 
\QT,mgagf 16 Do not II bind the counsels of the 
«* Num. 28 . Lord our God ; for ^ God is not as man, 
that he may be threatened; neither is I 
he as the son of man, that he should 
be wavering, 

17 Therefore let us wait for salva- 
tion of him, and call upon him to help 
us, and he will hear our voice, if it 
please him. 

18 For there arose none in our age, 
neither is there any now in these days, 

iior./oiwi. neither tribe, nor family, nor II people, 
nor city, among us, which worship gods 
• judg. 2 . made with hands, ‘as hath been afore- 
time. 

19 For the which cause our fathers 
were given to the sword, and for a spoil, 
and had a great fall before our enemies. 

20 But we know none other god, 
therefore we trust that he will not de- 
spise us, nor any of our nation. 

21 For if we be taken so, all Judea 
shall lie waste, and our sanctuary shall 
be spoiled ; and he will require the pro- 
fanation thereof at our mouth. 

BOr./eor. 22 And the II slaughter of our bre- 
thren, and the captivity of the country, 
and the desolation of our inheritance, 
will he turn upon our heads among the 
Gentiles, wheresoever we shall be in 
bondage; and we shall be an offence 
and a reproach to all them that pos- 
sess us. 

23 For our servitude shall not be di- 
rected to favour: but the Lord our God 
shall turn it to dishonour. 

24 Now therefore, O brethren, let us 
shew an example to our brethren, be- 

* cause their hearts depend upon us, and 
the sanctuary, and the house, and the 
altar, rest upon us. 

25 Moreover let us give thanks to 


the Lord our God, which trieth us, 
even as he did our fathers. 

26 Remember what things he did to 
'Abraham, and how he tried Isaac, and » Gen. 22 , 1 . 
what happened to * Jacob in Mesopo- *oen.28.7. 
tamia of Syria, when he kept the sheep 

of Laban his mother’s brother. 

27 For he hath not tried us in the 
fire, as he did them, for the examina- 
tion of their hearts, neither hath he 
taken vengeance on us: but the Lord 
doth scourge them that come near unto 
him, to admonish them. 

28 Then said Ozias to her. All that 
thou hast spoken hast thou spoken with 
a good heart, and there is none that 
may gainsay thy words. 

29 For this is not the first day where- 
in thy wisdom is manifested ; but from 
the beginning of thy days all the peo- 
ple have known thy understanding, be- 
cause the disposition of thine heart is 
good. 

30 But the people were very thirsty, 
and compelled us to do unto them as we 
have spoken, and to bring an oath upon 
ourselves, which we will not break. 

31 Therefore now pray thou for us, 
because thou art a godly woman, and 
the Lord will send us rain to fill our 
cisterns, and we shall faint no more. 

32 Then said Judith unto them, Hear 
me, and I will do a thing, which shall 
go throughout all generations to the 
children of our nation. 

33 Ye shall stand this night in the 
gate, and I will go forth with my wait- 
ingwoman: and within the days that 
ye have promised to deliver the city to 
our enemies the Lord will visit Israel 
by mine hand. 

34 But enquire not ye of mine act: 
for I will not declare it unto you, till 
the things be finished that I do. 

35 Then said Ozias and the princes 
unto her. Go in peace, and the Lord 
God be before thee, to take vengeance 
on our enemies. 

36 So they returned from the tent, 
and went to their wards. 

CHAP. IX. 

1 Judith humhleth herself^ 2 and prayeth God to prosper 

her purpose against the enemies of his sanctuary. 

T hen Judith fell u^n her face, 
and put ashes upon ner head, and 
uncovered the sackcloth wherewith she

3 Wherefore thou gavest their rulers 
to be slain, so that they dyed their bed 
in blood, being deceived, and smotest 
the servants with their lords, and the 
lords upon their thrones ; 

4 And hast given their wives for a 
prey, and their daughters to be cap- 
tives, and all their spoils to be divided 
among thy dear children ; which were 
moved with thy zeal, and abhorred the 
pollution of their blood, and called upon 
thee for aid: O God, O ray God, hear 
me also a widow. 

5 For thou hast wrought not only 
those things, but also the things which 
fell out before, and which ensued after ; 
thou hast thought upon the things which 
are now, and which are to come. 

6 Yea, what things thou didst de- 
termine were ready at hand, and said, 
Lo, we are here : for all thy ways are 
prepared, and thy judgments are in thy 
iqreknowledge. 

7 For, behold, the Assyrians are mul- 
tiplied in their power ; they are exalted 
with horse and man ; they glory in the 
stren^h of their footmen; they trust 
in shield, and spear, and bow, and sling ; 
and know not that thou art the Lord 
that breakest the battles: the Lord is 
thy name. 

8 Throw down their strength in thy 
power, and bring do^vn their force in 
thy wmth: for they have pui^sed to 
defile thy sanctuary, and to pollute the 
tabernacle where thy glorious name 
x^teth, and to cast down with sword 
the horn of thy altar. 

9 Behold their pride, and send thy 
wnm upon their heads : give into mine

4 Then said Judith unto him, As thy 
soul liveth, my lord, thine handmaid 
shall not spend those things that I have, 
before the Lord work by mine hand 
the things that he hath determined. 

5 Then the servants of Holofemes 
brought her into the tent, and she slept 
till midnight, and she arose when it 
was toward the morning watch, 

6 And sent to Holofemes, saying, Let 
my lord now command that thine hand- 
maid may go forth unto prayer. 

7 Then Holofemes commanded his 
guard that they should not stay her: 
thus she abode in the camp three days, 
and went out in the night into the val- 
ley of Bethulia, and washed herself in 
a fountain of v'ater by the camp. 

8 And when she came out, she be- 
sought the Lord God of Israel to direct 
her way to the raising up of the chil- 
dren of her people. 

9 So she came in clean, and remained 
in the tent, until she did eat her meat 
at evening. 

10 And in the fourth day Holofemes 
made a feast to his own servants only, 
and called none of the officers to the 
banquet. 

11 Then said he to Bagoas the eunuch, 
who had charge over all that ho had. 
Go now, and persuade this Hebrew wo- 
man which is with thee, that she come 
mxto us, and eat and drink with us. 

la For, lo, it will be a shame for our 
pewon, if we shall let such a woman 
not having had her company; for 
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if we draw her not unto us, she will 
laugh us to scorn. 

13 Then went Bagoas from the nre- 
sence of Holofemes, and came to her, 
and he said. Let not this fair damsel 
fear to come to my lord, and to be ho- 
noured in his presence, and drink wine, 
and be merry with us, and be made 
this day as one of the daughters of the 
Assyrians, which serve in the house of 
N abuchodonosor. 

14 Then said Judith unto him. Who 
am I now, that I should gainsay my 
lord? surely whatsoever pleaseth him 

1 will do speedily, and it shall be my 
joy unto the day of my death. 

15 So she arose, and decked herself 
with her apparel and all her woman’s 
attire, and her maid went and laid soft 
skins on the ground for her over against 
Holofemes, which she had received of 
Bagoas for her daily use, that she might 
sit and eat upon them. 

16 Now when Judith came in and sat 
down, Holofemes his heart was ravish- 
ed with her, and his mind was moved, 
and he desired greatly her company; 
for he waited a time to deceive her, 
from the day that he had seen her. 

17 Then said Holofemes unto her. 

Drink now, and be merry with us. 

18 So Judith said, I will drink now, 
my lord, because my life is magnified 
in me this day more than all the days 
since I was bom. 

19 Then she took and ate and drank 
before him what her maid had prepared. 

20 And Holofemes took great delight 
in her, and drank much more wine than 
he had drunk at any time in one day 
since he was born. 

CHAP. XIII.

17 They saw it, and commend her, 

N ow when the evening was come, 
his servants made haste to depart, 
and Bagoas shut his tent without, and 
dismissed the waiters from the presence 
of his lord; and they went to their 
beds: for they were aU weary, because 
the feast had been long. 

2 And Judith was mfr alone in the 
tent, and Holofemes lying along upon 
his bed : for he was filled with “ wine. * 

8 Now Judith had commanded her ^ ’

and to wait for her coming forth, as she 
did daily: for she said she would go 
forth to her prayers, and she spake to 
jBagoas according to the same purpose. 

4 So all went forth, and none was 
left in the bedchamber, neither little 
nor great.

, 9 And tumbled his body down from 
the' bed, and pulled down the canopy 
from the pillars; and anon after she 
went forth, and gave Holofernes his 
head to her maid ; 

, 10 And she put it in her hag of meat: 
80 they twain went together according 
to their custom unto prayer : and when 
they passed the camp, they compassed 
the valley, and went up the mountain of 
Bethulia, and came to the gates thereof. 

11 Then said Judith afar off to the 
watchmen at the gate. Open, open now 
the gate: God, even our God, is with 
us, to shew his power yet in Jerusalem, 
and his forces against the enemy, as he 
hath even done this day. 

12 Now when the men of her city 
heard her voice, they made haste to go 
4own to the gate of their city, and they 
tsalled the elders of the city. 

18 And then they ran all together, 
both small and great, for it was strange 
unto them that she was come : so they 
opened the gate, and received them, 
and made a fire for a light, and stood 
round about them. 

14 Then she said to them with a loud 
voice, Praise, praise God, praise God, 
I for he hath not taken away his 
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mercy from the house of Israel, but 
hath destroyed our enemies by mine 
hands this night. 

15 So she took the head out of the 
bag, and shewed it, and said unto, 
them. Behold the head of Holofernes, 
the chief captain of the army of Assur, 
and behold the canopy, wherein he did 
lie in his drunkenness; and the Lord 
hath smitten him by the hand of a 
woman.

17 Then all the people were won- 
derfully astonished, and bowed them- 
selves, and worshipped God, and said 
with one accord.

18 Then said Ozias unto her, O daugh- 
ter, blessed art thou of the most high 
God above all the women upon the 
earth; and blessed be the Lord God, 
which hath created the heavens and 
the earth, which hath directed thee to 
the cutting off of the head of the chief 
of our enemies.

5 Mardocheus rememberelh and expoundeth hU dream qf 
the river and the two dragons. 

T hen Mardocheus said, God hath 
done these things. 

6 For I remember ‘a dream which I 
saw concerning these matters, and no- 
thing thereof hath failed. 

6 A little fountain became a river, 
and there was light, and the sun, and 
much water: this river is Esther, whom 
the king married, and made queen : 

7 And the two dragons are I and 
Aman. 

8 And the nations were those that 
were assembled to destroy the name 
of the Jews : 

9 And my nation is this Israel, which 
cried to God, and were saved : for the 


Lord hath saved his people, and the 
Lord hath delivered us from all those 
evils, and God hath wrought signs and 
great wonders, which have not been 
done among the Gentiles. 

10 Therefore hath he made two lots, 

one for the people of God, and another 
for all the Gentiles. ^ 

11 And these two lots came at the 
hour, and time, and day of judgment, 
before God among all nations. 

12 So God remembered his people, 
and justified his inheritance. 

13 Therefore those days shall be unto 
them in the month Adar, the fourteenth 
and fifteenth day of the same month, 
with an assembly, and joy, and with 
gladness before God, according to the 
generations for ever among his people. 
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CHAP. XI. 

9 The stock and quality of Mardocheus. 6 He dreatMth 
qf two dragons coming jorth tojigld, 10 and qf a little 
Jauntain, which became a great water, 

I N the fourth year of the reign of 
Ptolemeus and Cleopatra, Dositheus, 
who said he was a priest and Levite, 
and Ptolemeus his son, brought this 
epistle of Phurim, which they said was 
the same, and that Lysimachus the son 
of Ptolemeus, that was in Jerusalem, 
had interpreted it. 

2 In the second year of the reign of 
Artaxerxes the great, in the first day of 
the month Nisan, Mardocheus the son 
of Jairus, the son of Semei, the son of 
Cisai, of the tribe of Benjamin, had a 
dream ; 

3 Who was a Jew, and dwelt in the 
city of Susa, a great man, being a ser- 
vitor in the king’s court. 

4 He was also one of the captives, 
which Nabuchodonosor the king of 
Babylon carried from Jerusalem with 
Jechonias king of Judea ; and this was 
his dream : 

5 Behold a noise of a tumult, with 
thunder, and earthquakes, and uproar 
in the land : 

6 And, behold, two great dragons 
came forth ready to fight, and their 
cry was great. 

7 And at their cry all nations were 
prepared to battle, that they might 
fight against the righteous people. 

8 And lo a day of darkness and ob- 
scurity, tribulation and anguish, afflic- 
tion and great uproar, upon earth. 

9 And the whole righteous nation 
was troubled, fearing their own evils, 
and were ready to perish. 

10 Then they cried unto God, and 
upon their cry, as it were from a little 
fountain, was made a great flood, even 
much water. 

11 The light and the sun rose up, and 
the lowly were exalted, and devoured 
the glorious. 

12 Now when Mardocheus, who had 
seen this dream, and what God had 
determined to do, was awake, he bare 
this dream in min^ and until night by 
all means was desirous to know it. 


CHAP. XII. 

8 The coHspira<ytqf the two eunuchs is discovered by Mai 
doeheus. S/or which he is entertained by the king, an 
Ttwordtda ^ 


A nd Mardocheus took his rest in 
the court with Gabatha and Thar- 
ra, the two eunuchs of the king, and 
keepers of the palace. 

2 ‘‘And he heard their devices, and ‘Eahs-si. 
searched out their purposes, and learn- * 
ed that they were about to lay hands 
upon Artaxerxes the king; and so he 
certified the king of them. 

3 Then the king examined the two 
eunuchs, and after that they had con- 
fessed it, they were strangled. 

4 And the king made a record of 
these things, and Mardocheus also 
wrote thereof. 

5 So the king commanded Mardo- 
cheus to serve in the court, and for 
this he rewarded him. 

6 Howbeit Aman the son of Ama- 
dathus the Agagite, who was in great 
honour with the king, sought to molest 
Mardocheus and his people because of 
the two eunuchs of the king. 


CHAP. XIII. 

1 The copy qf the king*s letters to destroy the Jews, 8 The 
prayer of Mardocheus for them, 

T he copy of the letters was this: 

The great king Artaxerxes writ- nl*Sp!*6. 
eth these things to the princes and go- 
vernors that are under him from India 
unto Ethiopia, in an hundred and seven 
and twenty provinces. 

2 After that I became lord over many 
nations, and had dominion over the 
whole world, not lifted up vrtth pre- 
sumption of my authority, but carrying 
myself alway with equity and mildness, 

I purposed to settle my subjects con- 
tinually in a quiet life, and making my 
kingdom II peaceable, and open for pas- ii or, mUd. 
sage to the utmost coasts, to renew 
peace, which is desired of all men. 

3 Now when I asked my counsellors 
how this might be brought to pass, A- 
man, that excelled in wisdom among 
us, and was approved for his constant 
good will and stedfast fidelity, and had 
the honour of the second place in the 
kingdom, 

4 Declared unto us, that in all na- 
tions throughout the world there was 
scattered a certain ‘malicious people, 
that had laws contrwy to all nations, 
and continually dei^ised the command- 
ments of kings, so as the uniting of out 
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kingdoms, honourably intended by us,

this people alone is continually in op- 
position unto all men, differing in the 
strange manner of their laws, and evil 
affected to our state, working all the 
mischief they can, that our kingdom 
may not be firmly established : 

6 Therefore have we commanded, 
that all they that are signified in \yrit- 
ing unto you by Aman, who is ordained

from u». giiall all, with their wives and children, 
be utterly destroyed by the sword of 
their enemies, without all mercy and 
pity, the fourteenth day of the twelfth 
month Adar of this present year : 

7 That they, who of old and now 
also are malicious, may in one day with 
violence go into the grave, and so ever 
hereafter cause our affairs to be well 
settled, and without trouble. 

8 Then Mardocheus thought upon 
all the works of the Lord, and made 
his prayer unto him, 

9 Saying, O Lord, Lord, the King 
Almighty: for the whole world is in 
thy power, and if thou hast appointed 
to save Israel, there is no man that can 
gainsay thee: 

10 For thou hast made heaven and 
earth, and all the wondrous things un- 
der the heaven. 

11 Thou art Lord of all things, and 
there is no man that can resist thee, 
which art the Lord. 

12 Thou knowest all things, and thou 
knowest. Lord, that it was neither in 
contempt nor pride, nor for any desire 
of glory, that I did not bow down to 
proud Aman. 

13 For I could have been content 
with good will for the salvation of Is- 
rael to kiss the soles of his feet. 

14 But I did this, that I might not 
prefer the glory of man ab^e the 
glory of God: neither will I worship 
any but thee, O God, neither will I do 
it in pride. 

• 15 And now, O Lord God and King, 

spare thy people : for their eyes are 
upon us to bring us to nought ; yea, 
they desire to destroy the inheritance, 
that hath been thine from the begin- 
ning. 


16 Despise not the portion, which 
thou hast delivered out of Egypt for 
thine own self. 

17 Hear my prayer, and be merciful 
unto thine inheritance: turn our sor- 
row into joy, that we may live, O Lord, 

and praise thy name ; and II destroy not ii or.amt, 
the mouths of them that praise thee, 

O Lord. 

18 All Israel in like manner cried 
most t earnestly unto the Lord, because t or. 
their death was before their eyes. 

CHAP. XIV. 

The praifcr of queen Esther for herself and her people. 

Q ueen Esther also, being in fear 
of death, resorted unto the Lord: 

2 And laid away her glorious appa- 
rel, and put on the garments of anguish 
and mourning : and instead of precious 
ointments, she covered her head with 
ashes and dung, and she humbled her 
body greatly, and all the places of her 
joy she filled with her torn hair. 

3 And she prayed unto the Lord 
God of Israel, saying, O my Lord, thou 
only ai*t our King: help me, desolate 
woman, which have no helper but 
thee : 

4 " For my danger is in mine hand. • i swa. ss. 
5 From my youth up I have heard is. 14. 
in the tribe of my family, that thou, 

O Lord, tookest Israel from among all 
people, and our fathers from aU their 
predecessors, for a perpetual inherit- 
ance, and thou hast performed what- 
soever thou didst promise them. 

6 And now we have sinned before 
thee : therefore hast thou given us into 
the hands of our enemies, 

7 Because we worshipped their gods : 

O Lord, thou art righteous. 

8 Nevertheless it satisfieth them not, 
that we are in bitter captivity: but 
they have stricken hands with their 
idols, 

9 That they will abolish the thing 
that thou Avith thy mouth hast ordain- 
ed, and destroy thine inheritance, and 
stop the mouth of them that praise 
thee, and quench the glory of thy 
house, and of thine altar, 

10 And open the mouths of the hea- 
then to set forth the praises of the 
t idols, and to magnify a fleshly king t 
for ever. ** 

11 G Lord, give not thy sceptre unto 
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f Or. be not* them that the nothing, and let them 
not laugh at our fall ; but turn their 
device upon themselves, and make him 
an example, that hath begun this a- 
gainst us. 

12 Remember, O Lord, make thyself 
known in time of our affliction, and 

ior,god$. givc me boldness, O King of the II na- 
tions, and Lord of all power. 

13 Give me eloquent speech in my 
mouth before the lion : turn his heart 
to hate him that fighteth against us, 
that there may be an end of him, and 
of all that are likeminded to him : 

14 But deliver us with thine hand, 
and help me that am desolate, and 
which have no other help but thee. 

15 Thou knowest all tilings, O Lord ; 
thou knowest that I hate the glory 
of the unrighteous, and abhor the bed 

tGr.tfwrx of the uncircumcised, and of tall the 
heathen. 

16 Thou knowest my necessity: for 
tGr.jprWe. I abhor the sign of my thigh estate, 

which is upon mine head in the days 
wherein I shew myself, and that I ab- 
hor it as a menstruous rag, and that 
tGr.jutot. I wear it not when I am t private by 

17 And that thine handmaid hath 
not eaten at Aman’s table, and that I 
have not greatly esteemed the king’s 
feast, nor drunk the wine of the drink 
offerings. 

18 Neither had thine handmaid any 

the day t that I was brought 
hither to this present, but in thee, O 
Lord God of Abraham. 

19 0 thou mighty God above all, hear 
the voice of the forlorn, and deliver us 
out of the hands of the mischievous, 
and deliver me out of my fear. 

CHAP. XV.

A nd upon the third day, M^hen she 
had ended her prayer, she laid 
away her mourning garments, and put 
on her glorious apparel.

8 Then God changed the spirit of w! ^ 
the king into mildness, who t in a fear + Or. in an 
leaped from his throne, and took her 

in his arms, till she came to herself 
again, and comforted her with loving 
words, and said unto her, 

•9 Esther, what is the matter ? I am 
thy brother, be of good cheer : 

10 Thou shalt not die, though our 
commandment be II generffl : come near. II Otyatwell 

11 And so he held up his golden seep- 
tre, and laid it upon her neck, 

12 And embraced her, and said, Speak 
unto me. 

13 Then said she unto him, I saw 
thee, my lord, as an angel of God, and 
my heart was troubled for fear of thy 
majesty. 

14 For wonderful art thou, lord, and 
thy countenance is full of grace. 

15 And as she was speaking, II she 

fell down for faintness. ina«eoon. 

16 Then the king was troubled, and 
all his servants comforted her. 

CHAP. XVI. 

1 The letter of Ariaxerxes, 10 wherein he taxeth Aman, 

1 7 and revoketh the decree procured by Aman to destroy 

the Jen% 22 and commandeth the day of their deliver^ 

ance to be kept holy. 

T he great king Artaxerxes unto Joseph. 

the princes and governors of an 
hundred and seven and twenty pro- 
vinces from India unto Ethiopia, and * 
unto all II our faithful subjects, greeting. n Or, well 
2 Many, the more often they are h^ 
noured with the great bounty of t their 
gracious princes, the more proud they 
are waxen, 


ESTHER, XV, XVI. 
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3 And endeavour to hurt not our 
subjects only, but not being able to 
bear abundance, do take in hand to 
practise also against those that do them 
good: 

4 And take not only thankfulness 
away from among men, but also lifted 

II Or, medy, up with the glorious words of II lewd 
II Or, that persons, II that were never good, they 
think to escape the justice of God, that 
seeth all things, and hateth evil. 

11 Or, onr 5 Oftentimes also fair speech II of 
those, that are put in trust to manage 
manage the their friends’ affairs, hath caused many 
that are in authority to be partakers 
of innocent blood, and hath enwrapped 
them in remediless calamities : 

6 Beguiling with the falsehood and 
deceit of their lewd disposition the in- 
nocency and goodness of princes. 

7 Now ye may see this, as we have 
declared, not so much by ancient histo- 
ries, as ye may, if ye search what hath 
been wickedly done of late through the 
pestilent behaviour of them that are 
unworthily placed in authority. 

8 And we must take care for the 
time to come, that our kingdom may 
be quiet and peaceable for all men, 

9 Both by changing our purposes, and 
always judging things that are evident 
with more equal proceeding. 

10 For Aman, a Macedonian, the son 
of Amadatha, being indeed a stranger 
from the Persian blood, and far distant 
from our goodness, and as a stranger 
received of us, 

11 Had so far forth obtained the fa- 
vour that we shew toward every nation, 
as that he was called our father, and 
was continually honoured of all men, 
as the next person unto the king. 

12 But he, not bearing his great dig- 
nity, went about to deprive us of our 
kingdom and life : 

13 Having by manifold and cunning 
deceits sought of us the destniction, 
as well of Mardocheus, who saved our 
life, and continually procured our good, 
as also of blameless Esther, partaker 
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of our kingdom, with their whole nar- 
tion. 

14 For by these means he thought, 
finding us destitute of friends, to have 
translated the kingdom of the Persians 
to the Macedonians. 

15 But we find that the Jews, whom 
this wicked wretch hath delivered to 
utter destruction, are no evildoers, but 
live by most just laws : 

16 And that they be children of the 
most high and most mighty living God, 

who hath II ordered the kingdom both II Or, prai- 
unto US and to our progenitors in the 
most excellent manner. 

17 Wherefore ye shall do well not to 
put in execution the letters sent unto 
you by Aman the son of Amadatha. 

18 For he, that was the worker of 
these things, is hanged at the gates of 
Susa with all his family ; God, who rul- 
cth all things, speedily rendering venge- 
ance to him according to his deserts. 

19 Therefore ye shall publish the 
copy of this letter in all places, that 
the Jews may freely live after their 
own laws. 

20 And ye shall aid them, that even ^ 
the same day, being the thirteenth day 

of the twelfth month Adar, they may 
be avenged on them, who in the time 
of their afiliction shall set upon them. 

21 For Almighty God hath turned 
to joy unto them the day, wherein the 
chosen people should have perished. 

22 Ye shall therefore among your 
solemn feasts keep it an high day with 
all feasting : 

23 That both now and hereafter there 
may be safety to us, and the well af- 
fected Persians ; but to those which do 
conspire against us a memorial of de- 
struction. 

24 Therefore every city and country 
whatsoever, which shall not do accord- 
ing to these things, shall be destroyed 
without mercy with fire and sword, 
and shall be made not only unpassable 
for men, but also most hateful to wild 
beasts and fowls for ever.

the Lord of all, it maketh thee to be 
gracious unto all. 

17 For when men wiU not believe 
lOr.iwt:^ that thou art of a II full power, thou 

shewest thy strength, and among them 
that know it thou makest their bold- 
ness manifest. 

18 But thou, mastering thy power, 
judgest with equity, and orderest us 
with great favour: for thou mayest 
use power when thou wilt. 

19 But by such works hast thou 
taug^ thy people that the just man 


should be merciful, and hast made thy 
children to be of a good hope that thou 
givest repentance for sins.

mies of thy children, and the condemn- 

ed||B death, with such deliberation, giv- 
in^hem time and place, whereby they 
might be delivered from their malice : 

21 With how great circumspection 
didst thou judge thine own sons, unto 
whose fathers thou hast sworn, and 
made covenants of good promises ?

15 But it is not possible to escape 
thine hand. 

16 ‘‘For the ungodly, ‘that denied 
to know thee, were scourged by the 
strength of thine arm: with strange 
rains, hails, and showers, were they 
persecuted, that they could not avoid, 
and through fire were they consumed. 

17 For, which is most to be wondered 
at, ‘‘the fire had more force in the wa- 
ter, that quencheth aU things : for the 
world ‘fignteth for the righteous. 

18 For sometime the flame was miti- 
gated, that it might not bum up the 
beasts that were sent against the un- 
godly; but themselves might <eee and 
p«Poeive that they were persecuted 
with tile judgment of God. 

19 And at another time it burnetii

21 For thy "II sustenance declared thy “Jadg. 6.4 
sweetness unto thy children, and serv- 

ing to the appetite of the eater, II tern- n or, mu 
pered itself to every man’s liking. tempered. 

22 “But snow and ice endured the "<*. 19.21 
fire, and melted not, that they might 
know that fire burning in the hail, and 
sparkling in the rain, did desti'oy the 
fruits of the enemies. 

23 But this again did even forget his 
own strength, that the righteous might 
be nourished. 

24 For Pthe creature that serveth •’«*•>»• «■ 
thee, who art the Maker, increaseth 

his strength against the unrighteous 
for their punishment, and abateth his 
strength for the benefit of such as put 
their trust in thee. 

25 Therefore even then was it altered 
into all II fashions, and was obedient to 
thy grace, that nourisheth all things, 
according to the desire II of them that iior,<if 
had need : 

26 That thy children, O Lord, whom 

thou lovest, might know, that ‘‘it is not '«i><mt.8.s 
the growing of fruits that nourisheth 
man: but that it is thy word, which 
preserveth them that put their trast 
in thee. 

27 For that which was not destroyed 

of the fire, being warmed with a little 'Ex.16.3i 
sunbeam, soon melted away : 

28 That it might be known, that 

•we must prevent the sun to give thee 'Pt-ss. u 
thanks, and at the dayspring pray unto 
thee. 

29 For the hope of the unthankful 
shall melt away as the winter’s hoar 
frost, and shall run away as unprofit- 
able water.

7 ^As for the illusions of art magick, 

& ».■ il. ■ they were put down, and their vaunt- 
ing in wisdom was reproved with dis- 
grace. 

8 For they, that promised to drive 
away terrors and troubles from a sick 
soul, were sick themselves of fear, wor- 
thy to be laughed at. 

9 For though no terrible thing did fear 
them ; yet being scared with beasts that 
passed by, and hissing of serpents, 

11^ ^ 10 They died for fear, II denying that 

22^1^ they saw the air, which could of no 
side be avoided. 

11 For wickedness, condemned by 
her own witness, is very timorous, and 
being pressed with conscience, always 
forecasteth grievous things. 

12 For fear is nothing else but a be- 
traying of the succours which reason 
ofFereth. 

13 And the expectation from within, 
being less, counteth the ignorance more 
than the cause which bringeth the tor- 
ment.

14 But they sleeping the same sleep 
that night, II which was indeed intoler- 
abl^ and which came upon them out

but yet were they unto themselves 

more grievous than the darkness.

4 For they were worthy to be de- 
prived of light, and imprisoned in dark- 
ness, who had kept thy sons shut up, 
by whom the II uncewrrupt light of the 
law was to be given unto the world.

being cast forth, and saved, to reprove

7 So of thy people was accepted both 
the salvation of the righteous, and de- 
struction of the enemies. 

8 For wherewith thou didst punish 
our adversaries, by the same thou didst 
glorify us, whom thou hadst called.

10 But on the other side there sound- 
ed an ill according cry of the enemies, 
and a lamentable noise was carried a- 
broad for children that were bewailed. 

• E*. n. 5. 11 • The master and the servant were 

**’*'^®' punished after one manner; and like 

as the king, so suffered the common 
person. 

12 So they all together had innumer- 
able dead with one kind of death ; nei- 
ther were the living sufficient to bury 
them ; for in one moment the noblest 
offspring of them was destroyed. 

13 For whereas they would not be- 
lieve any thing by reason of the en- 
chantments ; upon the destruction of 
the firstborn, tney acknowledged this 
people to be the sons of God. 

14 For while all things were in quiet 
silence, and that night was in the midst 
of her swift course, 

15 Thine Almighty word leaped down 
from heaven out of thy royal throne, 
as a fierce man of war into the midst 
of a land of destruction, 

16 And brought thine unfeigned com- 
mandment as a sharp sword, and stand- 
ing up filled all things with death ; and 
it touched the heaven, but it stood upon 
the earth. 

K Or, 17 Then suddenly II visions of horrible 

dreams troubled them sore, and terrors 
came upon them unlooked for. 
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18 And one thrown here, and another 
there, half dead, shewed the cause of 
his death. 

19 For the dreams that troubled 
them did foreshew this, lest they should 
perish, and not know why they were 
afflicted. 

20 Yea, the tasting of death touched 
the righteous also, and there was a de- 
struction of the multitude in the wil- •< Num. is. 
demess: but the wrath endured not 

long. 

21 For then the blameless man made 
haste, and stood forth to defend them ; 
and bringing the shield of his proper 
ministry, even prayer, and the propi- 
tiation of incense, set himself against 
the wrath, and so brought the calamity 
to an end, declaring that he was thy 
servant. 

22 So he overcame the destroyer, 
not with strength of body, nor force of 
arms, but with a word subdued he him 
that punished, alleging the oaths and 
covenants made with the fathers. 

23 For when the dead were now fall- 
en down by heaps one upon another, 
standing between, he stayed the wrath, 
and II parted the way to the living. « 

24 ’ For in the long garment was the * e*. 28 . e, 
whole world, and in the four rows of 

the stones was the glory of the fathers 
graven, and thy Majesty upon the dia- 
dem of his head. 

25 Unto these the destroyer gave 
place, and was afraid of them: for it 
was enough that they only tasted of 
the wrath. 

CHAP XIX. 

1 Why God shewed no mercy to the Egyptians, 5 and how 

wonderfully he dealt with his people. 14* The Egyp^ 

tians were worse than the Sodomites, 18 The wo^ei^ 

fill agreement if the creatures to serve God^s people, 

A s for the ungodly, wrath came 
upon them without mercy unto 
the end: for he knew before what they 
would do ; 

2 How that having given them leave 
to depart, and sent them hastily away, 

’ they would repent and pursue them. "e*. 14 . 6, 
3 For whilst they were yet mourning 
and making lamentation at the graves 
of the dead, they added another foolish 
device, and pursued them as fugitives, 
whom they had II intreated to be gone. » or. 

4 For the destiny, whereof they were 
worthy, drew them unto this end, and 
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made them forget the things that had 
already happened, that they might ful- 
fil the punisnment which was wanting 
to their torments : 

i»E«.u.28, 5 '’And that thy people might pass a 

***• wonderful way : but they might find a 
strange death. 

• Swell. 16 . 6 For 'the whole creature in his 

24. 28 . proper kind was fashioned again anew, 
serving the peculiar commandments 
that were given unto them, that thy 
children might be kept without hurt : 

7 Ao namely, a cloud shadowing the 
camp; and where water stood before, 
dry land appeared ; and out of the 
Red sea a way without impediment ; 
and out of the violent stream a green 
field: 

8 Wherethrough all the people went 
that were defended with thy hand, see- 
ing thy marvellous strange wonders. 

9 For they went at large like horses, 
and leaped like lambs, praising thee, O 
Lord, who hadst delivered them. 

10 For they were yet mindful of the 
things that were done while they so- 
journed in the strange land, how the 

II Or, /tor. gi*ound brought forth II flies instead of 
cattle, and how the river cast up a mul- 
titude of frogs instead of fishes. 

4^.16.18. 11 But ^afterwards they saw a new 

generation of fowls, when, being led 
with their appetite, they asked delicate 
meats. 

12 For quails came up unto them 
from the sea for their II contentment. 

13 And punishments came upon the 
sinners not without former signs by 
the force of thunders : for they suffer- 
ed justly according to their own wick- 
edness, insomuch as they used a more 
hard and hateful behaviour toward 
strangers. 


14 For the Sodomites did not re- 
ceive those, whom they knew not when 
they came: but these brought friends 
into bondage, that had well deserved 
of them. 

15 And not only so, but peradventure 
some respect shall be had of those, be- 
cause they used strangers not friendly : 

16 But these very grievously afflict- 
ed them, whom they had received with 
feastings, and were already made par- 
takers of the same laws with them. 

17 Therefore even with blindness 

were these stricken, as 'those were at •Oen.ip.ii. 
the doors of the righteous man : when, 
being compassed about with horrible 
great darkness, every one sought the 
passage of his own doors. 

18 For the elements were changed 

t in themselves by a kind of harmony, t or. by 
like as in a psaltery notes change the 
name of the tune, and yet are always 
sounds; which may well be perceived 
by the sight of the things tWt have 
been done. 

19 For earthly things were turned 
into watery, and the things, that before 
swam in the water, now went upon the 
ground. 

20 ^The fire had power in the water, J«. i7- 
forgetting his own virtue : and the wa- 
ter forgat his own quenching nature. 

21 On the other side, the flames 
wasted not the flesh of the corrupti- 
ble living things, though they walked 
therein; « neither melted they the icy «ch.i 6 . 22 . 
kind of heavenly meat, that was of na- 
ture apt to melt. 

22 For in all things, O Lord, thou 
didst mapiify thy people, and glorify 
them, neither didst thou lightly regard 
them: but didst assist them m every 
time and place.

A Prologue made by an umsertain Author. 

T his Jesus was the son of Sirach, 
and grandchild to Jesus of the 
same name with him ; this man there- 
fore lived in the latter times, after the 
people had been led away captive, and 
called home again, and almost after all 
the prophets. Now his grandfather Je- 
sus, as he himself witnesseth, was a man 
of great diligence and wisdom among 
the Hebrews, who did not only gather 
the grave and short sentences of wise 
men, that had been before him, but 
himself also uttered some of his own, 
full of much understanding and wis- 
dom. When as therefore the first Je- 
sus died, leaving this book almost II per- 
fected, Sirach his son receiving it after 
him left it to his own son Jesus, who, 
having gotten it into his hands, com- 
piled it all orderly into one volume, and 
called it Wisdom, intituling it both by 
his own name, his father’s name, and 
his grandfather’s; alluring the hearer 
by the very name of Wisdom to have a 
greater love to the study of this book. 
It containeth therefore wise sayings, 
dark sentences, and parables, and cer- 
tain particular ancient godly stories of 
men that pleased God ; also his prayer 
and song ; moreover, what benefits God 
had vouchsafed his people, and what 
plagues he had heaped upon their ene- 
mies. This Jesus did imitate Solomon, 
and was no less famous for wisdom and 
learning, both being indeed a man of 
great learning, and so reputed also. 

The Prologue oftlw Wisdom Jesus the 
Son of Sirach. 

W HEREAS many and great things 
have been delivered unto us by 
the law and the prophets, and by others 
that have followed their steps, for the 
which things Israel ought to be com- 
mended for learning and wisdom ; and 
whereof not only the readers must 
needs become skilful themselves, but 
also they that desire to learn be able to 


profit them which are II without, both ii or, 
by speaking and writing : my grand- 
father Jesus, when he had much given 
himself to the reading of the law, and 
the prophets, and other books of our 
fathers, and had gotten therein good 
judgment, was drawn on also himself 
to write something pertaining to learn- 
ing and wisdom ; to the intent that 
those which are desirous to learn, and 
are addicted to these things, might pro- 
fit much more in living according to 
the law. Wherefore let me intreat you 
to read it with favour and attention, 
and to pardon us, wherein we may seem 
to come short of some words, which 
we have laboured to interpret. For the 
same things uttered in Hebrew, and 
translated into another tongue, have 
not the same force in them : and not 
only these things, but the law itselfj 
and the t prophets, and the rest of the t cr. 
books, have no small II difference, when 
they are spoken in their own language. 

For in the eight and thirtieth year com- dr. las. 
ing into Egypt, when Euergetes was 
king, and continuing there some time, 

I found a II book of no small learn- ii or, help 
ing : therefore I thought it most neces- 
sary for me to bestow some diligence 
•and travail to inteimret it ; using great 
watchfulness and skill in that space to 
bring the book to an end, and set it 
forth for them also, which in a strange 
country are willing to leaim, being pre- 
pared before in manners to live mer 
the law.

8 Behold, we are yet this day in our 
captivity, where thou hast scattered us, 
for a reproach and a curse, and to be 
subject to payments, according to all 
the iniquities of our fathers, which de- 
parted from the Lord our God. 

9 Hear, Israel, the commandments of 
life : give ear to understand wisdom. 

10 How happeneth it, Israel, that thou 
art in thine enemies’ land, that thou art 
waxen old in a strange country, that 
thou art defiled with the dead, 

11 That thou art “counted with them «p*. 28 . i. 
that go down into the grave ? 

12 Thou hast forsaken the fountain 
of wisdom. 

Is '•For if thou hadst walked in the ^p».8i.i 8, 
way of God, thou shouldest have dwell- 
ed in peace for ever. 

14 Learn where is wisdom, where is 
strength, where is understanding ; that 
thou mayest know also where is length 
of days, and life, whera is the light of 
the eyes, and peace. 

15 'Who hath found out her place? 'Job 28 . 12 , 
or who hath come into her treasures ? 

16 Where are the princes of the 
heathen become, and such as ruled the 
beasts upon the earth ; 

17 They that had their pastime with 
the fowls of the air, aim they that 
hoarded up silver and gold, wherein 
men trust, and made no end thmr 
getting? 
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18 For they that wrought in silver, 
and were so careful, and whose works 
are unsearchable, 

19 They are vanished and gone down 
to the grave, and others are come up 
in their steads. 

20 Young men have seen light, and 
dwelt upon the earth : but the way of 
knowledge have they not known, 

21 Nor understood the paths thereof, 
nor laid hold of it : their children were 
far off from that way. 

22 It hath not been heard of in 
rjer. 49. 7. Chanaan, ^neither hath it been seen in 

Theman. 

23 The Agarenes that seek wisdom 
upon earth, the merchants of Meran 

II Or. and of Theman, the II authors of fables, 
expomdtrt. searchers out of understanding; 
none of these have known the way of 
wisdom, or remember her paths. 

24 O Israel, how great is the house 
of God ! and how large is the place of 
his possession ! 

25 Great, and hath none end ; high, 
and unmeasurable. 

26 There were the giants famous 
from the beginning, that were of so 
gi'eat stature, and so expert in war. 

27 Those did not the Lord choose, 
neither gave he the way of knowledge 
unto them : 

28 But they were destroyed, be- 
cause they had no wisdom, and perished 
through their own foolishness. 

29 »Who hath gone up into heaven, 
liim, io. and taken her, and brought her down 

from the clouds ? 

30 Who hath gone over the sea, and 
found her, and will bring her for pure 
gold? 

81 No man khoweth her way, nor 
thinketh of her path. 

32 But he that knoweth all things 
knoweth her, and hath found her out 
with his understanding: he that pre- 
pared the earth for evermore hath 
filled it with fourfooted beasts : 

S 3 He that sendeth forth light, and 
it goeth, calleth it aguint and it obey- 
eth him with fear. 

34 The stars shined in their 'W'atches, 
*>vt.w. 4 . and rejoiced: when ’‘he calleth them, 
they sav, Here we be; and so with 
they shewed light unto 
him Imit made them. 


35 This is our God, and there shall 
none other be accounted of in compa- 
rison of him. 

36 He hath found out all the way 
of knowledge, and hath given it unto 
Jacob his servant, and to Israel his 
beloved. 

37 ‘Afterward did he shew himself 3 '- 
upon earth, and conversed with men. 

CHAP. IV. 

1 The hook of commandments is that wisdom which was 
commended in the former chapter. 25 2'he Jews are 
moved to j^otience, and to hope for the deliverance. 

T his is the book of the command- 
ments of God, and the law that 
endureth for ever : all they that keep 
it shall come to life ; but such as leave 
it shall die. 

2 Turn thee, O Jacob, and take hold 
of it ; walk t in the presence of the + pr- *> 
light thereof, that thou mayest be 
laminated. 

3 Give not thine honour to another, 
nor the things that are profitable unto 
thee to a strange nation. 

4 O Israel, happy are we ; for things 
that are pleasing to God are made 
known unto us. 

5 Be of good cheer, my people, the 
memorial of Israel. 

6 "Ye were sold to the nations, not 
for [your] destruction ; but because ye 
moved God to wrath, ye were delivered 
unto the enemies. 

7 For ye provoked him that made 
you by '* sacrificing unto deyils, and not ‘’Deu.s2.17. 
to God. 

8 Ye have forgotten the everlasting 
God, that brought you up ; and ye have 
gi’ieved Jerusalem, that nursed you. 

9 For when she saw the wrath of 
God coming upon you, she said. Hear- 
ken, O ye that dwell about Sion : God 
hath brought upon me great mourning; 

10 For I saw the captivity of my 
sons and daughters, which the Ever- 
lasting brought upon them. 

11 With joy did I nourish them; 
but sent them away with weeping and 
mourning. 

12 Let no man rejoice over me, a 
widow, and forsaken of many, who for 
the sins of my children am left deso- 
late; because they departed from the 
law of God. 

13 They knew not lus statutes, nor 
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walked in the ways of his commaini- 
iiOr,«/Ai» ments, nor trod in the paths Hof dis- 
cipline in his righteousness. 

14 Let them that dwell about Sion 
come, and remember ye the captivity 
of my sons and daughters, which the 
Everlasting hath brought upon them. 

• D«it.28. 15 For 'he hath brought a nation 

upon them from far, a shameless na- 
tion, and of a strange language, who 
neither reverenced old man, nor pitied 
child. 

16 These have carried away the dear 
beloved children of the widow, and 
left her that was alone desolate with- 
out daughters. 

17 But what can I help you ? 

18 For he that brought these plagues 
upon you will deliver you from the 
hands of your enemies. 

19 Go your way, O my children, go 
your M'ay : for I am left desolate. 

20 I have put off the clothing of 
II Or, II peace, and put upon me the sackcloth 

of my prayer ; I will cry unto the Ever- 
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II Or, 

proiperity* 


ii or.intt# lasting 11^ in my days. 

<#.vrffen. 21 Be of good cheer, O my children, 
4^3 cry unto the Lord, and he shall deliver 
you from the power and hand of the 
enemies. 

22 For my hope is in the Everlast- 
ing, that he will save you ; and joy 
is come unto me from the Holy One, 
because of the mercy Avhich shall soon 
come unto you from the Everlasting 
our Saviour. 

23 For I sent you out with mourn- 
ing and weeping: but God will give 
you to me again with joy and gladness 
for ever. 

24 Like as now the neighbours of 
Sion have seen your captivity ; so shall 
they see shortly your salvation from 
our God, which shall come upon you 
with great glory, and brightness of the 
Everlasting. 

25 My children, suffer patiently the 
wrath that is come upon you from God : 
for thine enemy hath persecuted thee ; 
But shortly thou shalt see his destruc- 
tion, and shalt tread upon his neck. 

26 II My delicate ones have gone rough 
ways, and were taken away as a flock 
caught of the enemies. 

27 Be of good comfort, O my chil- 
dren, and cry unto God: for ye shall 
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be remembered of him that brought 
these things upon you. 

28 For as it was your mind to go 
astray from God: so, being returned, 
seek'him ten times more. 

29 For he that hath brought these 
plagues upon you shall bring you ever- 
lasting joy again with your salvation. 

30 Take a good heart, O Jerusalem: 
for he that gave thee that name wiU 
comfort thee. 

31 Miserable are they that afflicted 
thee, and rejoiced at thy fall. 

32 Miserable are the cities which thy 
children served: miserable is she that 
received thy sons. 

33 For as she rejoiced at thy ruin, 
and was glad of thy fall : so shall she 
be grieved for her own desolation. 

34 For I will take away the rejoicing 
of her great multitude, and her pride 
shall be turned into mourning. ’ 

35 For fire shall come upon her from 
the Everlasting, long to endure; and 
she shall be inhabited of devils for a 
great time. 

36 'O Jerusalem, look about thee to- •<*. 5. 5. 
ward the east, and behold the joy that 
cometh unto thee from God. 

37 Lo, thy sons come, whom thou 
sentest away, they come gathered to- 
gether from the east to the west by 
the word of the Holy One, rejoicing 
in the glory of God. 

CHAP. V. 

1 Jerusalem is moved to rejoice, 5 and to behold their 
return out ef captivity with glory, 

P UT off, O Jerusalem, the garment 
of thy mourning and affliction, 
and put on the comeliness of the glory 
that cometh from God for ever. 

2 Cast about thee a double garment 
of the righteousness which cometh from 
God; and set a diadem on thine head 
of the glory of the Everlasting. 

3 For God will shew thy brightness 
unto eveiy country under heaven. 

4 For thy name shall be called of God 
for ever The peace of righteousness, 
and The glory of God’s worship. 

5 Arise, O Jerusalem, and stand on 
high, and “look about towurd the east, *• »«• 
and behold thy children gathered from 
the west unto the east by the word of 
the Holy One, rejoicing in the remem- 
brance of God. 
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6 For they departed from thee on 
foot, and were led away of their ene- 
mies: but God bringeth them unto 
thee exalted with glory, as children of 
the kingdom. 

b iMi. 40. 4. 7 For God hath appointed that every 

high hill, and banks of long continu- 
ance, should be cast down, and valleys 
filled up, to make even the ground, 
that Israel may go safely in the glory 
of God. 

8 Moreover even the woods and every 
sweetsmelling tree shall overshadow Is- 
rael by the commandment of God. 

9 For God shall lead Israel with joy 
in the light of his glory with the mer- 
cy and righteousness that cometh from 
him. 

THE EPISTLE OF JEREMY. 

CHAP. VI. 

1 The cause of the captivitjj is their sin, 3 The place 
whereto they were carried is Babylon : the vanity 
whose idols and idolatry are set forth at large in this 
chapter, 

A copy of an epistle, which Jeremy sent 
unto them which were to be led 
captives into Babylon by the king 
of the Babylonians, to certify them, 
as it was commanded him of God. 

B ecause of the sins which ye have 
committed before God, ye shall be 
led away captives into Babylon by Na- 
buchodonosor king of the Babylonians. 

3 So when ye be come unto Baby- 
lon, ye shall remain there many years, 
and for a long season, namely, seven ge- 
nerations : and after that I will bring 
you away peaceably from thence. 

4 “Now shall ye see in Babylon 
I Bui. 44 . 8 , gods of silver, and of gold, and of wood, 
MO.* 46. borne upon shoulders, which cause the 
wi 1 id.i 3 . 10 . nations to fear. 

2 Mac. 2. 2. g Beware therefore that ye in no 
wise be like to strangers, neither be ye 
afraid of them, when ye see the mul- 
titude before them and behind them, 
worshipping them. 

6 But say ye in your hearts, O Lord, 
we must worship thee. 

7 For mine angel is with you, and I 
myself caring for your souls. 

8 As for their tongue, it is polished by 
the workman, and they themsdves are 
bPi.i8A.i8. gilded and laid over with silver; '*yet 
are they but false, and cannot speak. 


9 And taking gold, as it were for a 
virgin that loveth to go gay, they make 
crowns for the heads of their gods. 

10 Sometimes also the priests convey 
ft’om their gods gold and silver, and 
bestow it upon themselves. 

11 Yea, they will give thereof to the 
II common harlots, and deck them as 

men with garments, [being] gods of thetnaelve, 
silver, and gods of gold, and wood. 

12 Yet cannot these gods save them- 
selves from rust and moths, though they 
be covered with purple raiment. . 

13 They wipe their faces because of 
the dust of the temple, when there is 
much upon them. 

14 And he that cannot put to death 
one that offendeth him holdeth a scep- 
tre, as though he were a judge of the 
country. 

15 He hath also in his right hand a 
dagger and an ax : but cannot deliver 
himself from war and thieves. 

16 Whereby they are known not to 
be gods : therefore fear them not. 

17 For like as a vessel that a man 
useth is nothing worth when it is bro- 
ken ; even so it is with their gods : 
when they be set up in the temple, 
their eyes be full of dust through the 
feet of them that come in. 

18 And as the II doors are made sure ii Or, courts, 
on every side upon him that oflendeth 

the king, as being committed to suffer 
death: even so the priests make fast 
their temples with doors, with locks, 
and bars, lest tJieir gods be spoiled with 
robbers. 

19 They light them candles, yea, more 
than for themselves, whereof they can- 
not see one. 

20 They are as one of the beams of 
the temple, yet they say their hearts 

are t gnawed upon by things creeping + Qt. udced. 
out of the earth; and when they eat 
them and their clothes, they feel it not. 

21 Their faces are blacked through 
the smoke that cometh out of the 
temple. 

22 Upon their bodies and heads sit 
bats, swallows, and birds, and the cats 
also. 

23 By this ye may know that they 
are no gods : therefore fear them not. 

24 Notwithstanding the gold that is 
about them to make them beautiful,

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except they wipe off the rust, they will 
not shine : for neither when they were 
molten did they feel it. 

25 The things wherein there is no 
breath are bought for II a most high price. 

26 “ They are borne upon shoulders, 
having no feet, whereby they declare 
unto men that they be nothing worth. 

27 They also that serve them are 
ashamed : for if they fall to the ground 
at any time, they cannot rise up again 
of themselves : neither, if one set them 
upright, can they move of themselves : 
neither, if they be bowed down, can 
they make themselves straight : but 
they set II gifts before them, as unto 
dead men. 

28 As for the things that are sacri- 
ficed unto them, their priests sell and 

g Or, »pend. j| abusc ; in like manner their wives lay 
up part thereof in salt; but unto the 
poor and impotent they give nothing 
of it. 

29 Menstruous women and women in 
d Lev. 12 . 4. childbed ^ eat their sacrifices : by these 

things ye may know that they are no 
gods : fear them not. 

30 For how can they be called gods ? 
because women set meat before the 
gods of silver, gold, and wood. 

31 And the priests sit in their tem- 

E les, having their clothes rent, and their 
eads and beards shaven, and nothing 
upon their heads. 

32 They roar and cry before their 
gods, as men do at the feast when one 
is dead. 

33 The priests also take off their 
garments, and clothe their wives and 
children. 

34 Whether it be evil that one doeth 
unto them, or good, they are not able 
to recompense it: they can neither set 
up a king, nor put him do^vn. 

35 In like manner, they can neither 
give riches nor money : though a man 
make a vow unto them, and keep it 
not, they will not require it. 

36 They can save no man from 
death, neither deliver the weak from 
the mighty. 

87 They cannot restore a blind man 
to his sight, nor help any man in his 
distress. 

88 They can shew no mercy to the 
widow, nor do good to the fatherless. 
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39 Their gods of wood, and which 
are overlaid with gold and silver, are 
like the stones that be hewn out of 
the mountain : they that worship them 
shall be confounded. 

40 How should a man then think and 
say that they are gods, when even the 
Chaldeans themselves dishonour them ? 

41 Who if they shall see one dumb 
that cannot speak, they II bring him, 

and intreat Bel that he may speak, as tfpon Bel, 
though he were able to understand. 

42 Yet they cannot understand this 
themselves, and leave them: for they 

have no II knowledge. ii or, «»»,. 

43 The women also with cords about 
them, sitting in the ways, burn bran 
for perfume : but if any of them, drawn 
by some that passeth by, lie with him, 
she reproacheth her fellow, that she 
was not thought as worthy as herself, 
nor her cord broken. 

44 Whatsoever is done among them 
is false : how may it then be mought 
or said that they are gods ? 

45 'They are made of carpenters •i»Bi.44. 12 , 
and goldsmiths: they can be nothing 

else than the workmen will have them 
to be. 

46 And they themselves that made 
them can never continue long; how 
should then the things that are made 
of them be gods ? 

47 For they left lies and reproaches 
to them that come after. 

48 For when there cometh any war 
or plague upon them, the priests con- 
sult with themselves, where they may 
be hidden with them. 

49 How then cannot men perceive 
that they be no gods, which can nei- 
ther save themselves from war, nor 
from plague ? 

50 'Tor seeing they be but of wood, 
and overlaid with silver and ^Id, it 
shall be known hereafter that they are 
false : 

51 And it shall manifestly appear to 
all nations and kings that they are no 
gods, but the works of men’s hands, 
and that there is no work of God in 
them. 

52 Who then may not know that 
they are no gods ? 

58 For neither can they set up a king . 
in the land, nor give rain unto men. 
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54 ) Neither can they judge their own 
cause, nor redress a wrong, being un- 
able : for they are as crows between 
heaven and earth. 

55 Whereupon when fire falleth upon 
the house of gods of wood, or laid over 
with gold or silver, their priests will 
flee away, and escape ; but they them- 
selves shall be burned asunder like 
beams. 

56 Moreover tSiey cannot withstand 
any king or enemies ; how can it then 
be thought or said that they be gods ? 

57 Neither are those gods of wood, 
and laid over with silver or gold, able 
to escape either from thieves or robbers. 

58 Whose gold, and silver, and gar- 
ments wherewith they are clothed, they 
that are strong do take, and go away 
withal: neither are they able to help 
themselves. 

59 Therefore it is better to be a king 
that sheweth his power, or else a pro- 
fitable vessel in an house, which the 
owner shall have use of, than such false 
gods ; or to be a door in an house, to 
keep such things safe as be therein, 
than such false gods ; or a pillar of wood 
in a palace, than such false gods. 

60 For sun, moon, and stars, being 
bright, and sent to do their ofiices, are 
obedient. 

61 In like manner the lightning when 
it breaketh forth is easy to be seen ; 

« Or, and II after the same manner the wind 

bloweth in every country. 

62 And when God commandeth the 
clouds to go over the whole world, they 
do as they are bidden. 


63 And the fire sent from above to 
consume hills and woods doeth as it is 
commanded: but these are like unto 
them neither in shew nor power. 

64 Wherefore it is neither to be sup- 
posed nor said that they are gods, seeing 
they are able neither to judge causes, 
nor to do good unto men. 

65 Knowing therefore that they are 
no gods, fear them not. 

66 For they can neither curse nor 
bless kings : 

67 Neither can they shew signs in the 
heavens among the heathen, nor shine 
as the sun, nor give light as the moon. 

68 The beasts are better than they: 
for they can get under a covert, and 
help themselves. 

69 It is then by no means manifest 
unto us that they are gods : therefore 
fear them not. 

70 For as a scarecrow in a garden 
of cucumbers keepeth nothing : so are 
their gods of wood, and laid over with 
silver and gold. 

71 And likewise their gods of wood, 
and laid over with silver and gold, are 
like to a white thorn in an orchard, 
that every bird sitteth upon; as also 
to a dead body, that is cast into the 
dark. 

72 And ye shall know them to be no 

gods by the II bright purple that rotteth iior.pwy* 
upon them : and they themselves after- ^.*^**’ 
ward shall be eaten, and shall be a re- 
proach in the country. 

73 Better therefore is the just man 
that hath none idols : for he shall be 
far from reproach.

2 Azarias his prayer and confession in the Jlatne, 24 
fvhercfviih the Chaldeans about the onen were consumed, 
but the three children within it were not hurt. 28 The 
song of the three children in the oven, 

A nd they walked in the midst of 
the fire, praising God, and bless- 
ing the Lord. 

2 Then Azarias stood up, and prayed 
on this manner; and opening his mouth 
in the midst of the fire said, 

3 Blessed art thou, O Lord God of 
our fathers : thy name is worthy to he 
praised and glorified for evermore : 
»Dan.9.u. 4 * For thou art righteous in all the 

things that thou hast done to us : yea, 
true are all thy works, thy ways are 
b Pi. 26 . 10 . right, and all thy judgments truth. 

5 In all the things that thou hast 
brought upon us, and upon the holy 
city of our fathers, even Jerusalem, thou 
hast executed true judgment: for ac- 
cording to truth and judgment didst 
thou bring all these things upon us be- 
cause of our sins. 

6 For we have sinned and committed 
iniquity, departing from thee. 

7 In all things have we trespassed, 
and not obeyed thy commandments, 
nor kept them, neither done as thou 
hast commanded us, that it might go 
well with us. 

8 Wherefore all that thou hast brought 
upon us, and every thing that thou hast 
done to us, thou hast done in true judg- 
ment. 

9 And thou didst deliver us into the 
hands of lawless enemies, most hate- 
ful forsakers qf God, and to an unjust 
king, and the most wicked in all the 
world. 

10 And now we cannot open our 
mouths, we are become a shame and 
reproach to thy servants, and to them 
that worship thee. 

11 Yet deliver us not up wholly, for 
thy name’s sake, neither disannul thou 
thy covenant : 


12 And cause not thy mercy to de- 
part from us, for thy beloved Abra- 
ham’s sake, for thy servant Isaac’s sake, 
and for thy holy Israel’s sake ; 

13 To whom thou hast spoken and 
promised, “ that thou wouldest multi- * a*®- 22. 
ply their seed as the stars of heaven, ^ 
and as the sand that lieth upon the 
seashore. 

14 ^For we, O Lord, are become less '»B»r.2.i5. 
than any nation, and be kept under 

this day in all the world because of 
our sins. 

15 Neither is there at this time 
prince, or prophet, or leader, or burnt 
offering, or sacrifice, or oblation, or in- 
cense, or place to sacrifice before thee, 
and to find mercy. 

16 ® Nevertheless in a contrite heart • Bar. 2 . la. 
and an humble spirit let us be accepted. 

17 Like as in the burnt offerings of 
rams and bullocks, and like as in ten 
thousands of fat lambs : 'so let our sa- f Ps.6i. 17 . 
crifice be in thy sight this day, and 
grant that we may wholly go after 

thee; for «they shall not be confound- gp«. 25.2,3. 
ed that put their trust in thee. 

18 And now we follow thee with all 
our heart, we fear thee, and seek thy 
face. 

19 Put us not to shame: but deal 
with us after thy lovingkindnesi^ and 
according to the multitude of thy mer- 
cies. 

20 Deliver us also according to thy 
marvellous works, and give glory to 
thy name, O Lord: and let all them 
that do thy servants hurt be ashamed ; 

21 And let them be confounded II in 11 or^byth, 

• all their power and might, and let their 

strength be broken ; 

22 And let them know that thou art 
Lord, the only God, and glorious over 
the whole World. 

23 And the king’s servants, that put 
them in, ceased not to make the oven

hot with II rosin, pitch, tow, and small 
wood ; 

24 So that the flame streamed forth 
above the furnace forty and nine cubits. 

25 And it passed through, and burn- 
ed those Chaldeans it found about the 
furnace. 

26 But the angel of the Lord came 
down into the oven together with A- 
zarias and his fellows, and smote the 
flame of the fire out of the oven ; 

27 And made the midst of the fur- 
nace as it had been a II moist whist- 
ling wind, so that the fire touched 
them not at all, neither hurt nor trou- 
bled them. 

28 Then the three, as out of one 
mouth, praised, glorified, and blessed, 
God in the furnace, saying, 

29 Blessed art thou, O Lord God of 
our fathers : and to be praised and ex- 
alted above all for ever. 

30 And blessed is thy glorious and 
holy name : and to be praised and ex- 
alted above all for ever. 

31 Blessed art thou in the temple of 
thine holy glory: and to be praised 
and glorified above all for ever. 

32 Blessed art thou that beholdest 
the depths, and sittest upon the che- 
rubims : and to be praised and exalt- 
ed above all for ever. 

S3 Blessed art thou on the glorious 
throne of thy kingdom : and to be prais- 
ed and glorified above all for ever. 

34 Blessed art thou in the firmament 
of heaven : and above all to be praised 
and glorified for ever. 

35 O all ye works of the Lord, bless 
ye the Lord : praise and II exalt him 
above all for ever. 

86 * O ye heavens, bless ye the Lord : 
praise and exalt him above all for ever. 

37 “O ye angels of the Lord, bless 
ye the Lord : praise and exalt him 
above all for ever. 

38 ' O all ye waters that be above the 
heaven, bless ye the Lord : praise and 
exalt him above all for ever. % 

89 O all ye powers of the Lord, 
bless ye the Lord: praise and exalt 
him above all for ever.

neither the Narration of t Bel and the Dragon. + or. Strs 

Drapon^ 

8 And the two elders saw her going 
in every day, and walking ; so that their 
lust was inflamed toward her. 

9 And they perverted their own mind, 
and turned away their eyes, that they 
might not look, unto heaven, nor re- 
member just judgments. 

10 And albeit they both were wound- 
ed with her love, yet durst not one 
shew another his grief. 

H For they were ashamed to declare 
their lust, that they desired to have to 
do with her. 

12 Yet they watched diligently from 
day to day to see her. 

13 And the one said to the other. Let 
us now go home ; for it is dinner time. 

14 So when they were gone out, they 
parted the one from the other, and turn- 
ing back again they came to the same 
place; and after that they had asked 
one another the cause, they acknow- 
ledg|id their lust ; then appointed they 
a time both together, when they might 
find her alone. 

15 And it fell out, as they watched a 
fit time, she went in t as before with fot.mtm- 
two maids only, and she was desirous 
to wash herself in the garden : for it 
was hot. 


16 Two Judges hide themselves in the garden of Susanna 
to have their pleasure of her: 2S which when they could 
not obtain, they accuse and cause her to be condemned 
for adultery : 46 but Daniel examineth the matter again, 
and findeOi the two judges false, 

T here dwelt a man in Babylon, 
called Joacim : 

2 And he took a wife, whose name 
was Susanna, the daughter of Chelcias, 
a very fair woman, and one that feared 
the Lord. 

3 Her parents also were righteous, 
and taught their daughter according to 
the law of Moses. 

4 Now Joacim was a great rich man, 
and had a fair garden joining unto his 
house ; and to him resorted the Jews ; 
because he was more honourable than 
all others. 

5 The same year were appointed 
two of the ancients of the people to be 
jud^s, such as the Lord spake of, that 
wickedness came from Babylon from 
ancient judges, who seemed to govern 
the J^ple< 

6 These kept much at Joacim’s house : 
and all that had any suits in law came 
unto them. 

7 Now when the people departed 
away at noon, Susanna went into her 
huBDond’s garden to walk. 
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16 And there was no body there save 
the two elders, that had hid themselves, 
and watched her. 

17 Then she said to her maids. Bring 
me oil and washing halls, and shut the 
garden doors, that I may wash me. 

18 And they did as she bade them, 
and shut the garden doors, and went 

n or,»w» out themselves at 11 privy doors to fetch 
the things that she had commanded 
them: but they saw not the elders, 
because they were hid. 

19 Now when the maids were gone 
forth, the two elders rose up, and ran 
unto her, saying, 

20 Behold, the garden doors are shut, 
that no man can see us, and we are in 
love with thee ; therefore consent unto 
us, and lie with us. 

21 If thou wilt not, we will bear wit- 
ness against thee, that a young man 
was with thee : and therefore thou didst 
send away thy maids from thee. 

22 Then Susanna sighed, and said, I 
am straitened on every side : for if I do 
this thing, it is death unto me : and if 
I do it nol^ I cannot escape your hands. 

23 It is better for me to fall into your 
hands, and not do it, than to sin in the 
sight of the Lord. 

24 With that Susanna cried with a 
loud voice : and the two elders cried 
out against her. 

25 Then ran the one, and opened the 
garden door. 

26 So when the servants of the house 
heard the cry in the garden, they rush- 
ed in at a privy door, to see what was 
done unto her. 

27 But when the elders had declared 
their matter, the servants were greatly 
ashamed : for there was never such a 
report made of Susanna. 

28 And it came to pass the next day, 
when the peojple were assembled to her 
husband Joacim, the two elders came 
also full of mischievous imagination 
against Susanna to put her to death ; 

29 And said before the people. Send 
for Susanna, the daughter of Chelcias, 
Joacim’s wife. And so they sent. 

50 So she came with her father and 
mother, her children, and all her kin- 
dred. 

51 Now Susanna was a very delicate 
womfm, and beauteous to behold. 


82 And these wicked men command- 
ed to uncover her face, (for she was 
covered) that they might be filled with 
her beauty. 

33 Therefore her friends and all that 
‘saw her wept. 

84 Then the two elders stood up in 
the midst of the people, and laid their 
hands upon her head. 

35 And she weeping looked up to- 
ward heaven : for her heart trusted in 
the Lord. 

36 And the elders said. As we walked 
in the garden alone, this woman came 
in with two maids, and shut the garden 
doors, and sent the maids away. 

37 Then a young man, who there was 
hid, came unto her, and lay with her. 

38 Then we that stood in a corner 
of the garden, seeing this wickedness, 
ran unto them. 

39 And when we saw them together, 
the man we could not hold : for he was 
stronger than we, and opened the door, 
and leaped out. 

40 But having taken this woman, we 
asked who the young fiian was, but she 
would not tell us : these things do we 
testify. 

41 Then the assembly believed them, 
as those that were the elders and judges 
of the people : so they condemned her 
to death. 

42 Then Susanna cried out with a 
loud voice, and said, O everlasting God, 
that knowest the secrets, and knowest 
all things before they be : 

43 Thou knowest that they have 
borne false witness against me, and, 
behold, I must die; whereas I never 
did such things as these men have ma- 
liciously invented against me. 

44 And the Lord heard her voice. 

45 Therefore when she was led to be 

E ut to death, the Lord raised up the 
oly spirit of a young youth, whose 
name was Daniel : 

46 Who cried with a loud voice, “ I “Matt. 27 . 
am clear from the blood of this wo- 
man. 

47 Then all the people turned them 
toward him, and said. What mean these 
words that thou hast spoken ? 

48 So he standing in the midst of 
them said. Are ye such fools, ye sons 
of Israel, that without examination or 
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knowledge of the truth ye have con- 
demned a daughter of Israel ? 

49 Return again to the place of 
judgment: for they have borne false 
witness against her. 

60 Wherefore all the people turned 
again in haste, and the elders said unto 
him, Come, sit down among us, and 
shew it us, seeing God hath given thee 
the honour of an elder. 

51 Then said Daniel unto them. Put 
these two aside one far from another, 
and I will examine them. 

52 So when they were put asunder 
one from another, he called one of 
them, and said unto him, O thou that 
art waxen old in wickedness, now thy 
sins which thou hast committed afore- 
time are come to light : 

53 For thou hast pronounced false 
judgment, and hast condemned the in- 
nocent, and hast let the guilty go free ; 

» E*. 23. 7. albeit the Lord saith, ’’ The innocent 
and righteous shalt thou not slay. 

54 Now then, if thou hast seen her, 
tell me, Under what tree sawest thou 
them companying together? Who an- 

i-or.imMifc swered. Under a tmastick tree. 

55 And Daniel said. Very well ; thou 
hast lied against thine own head; for 
even now the angel of God hath re- 
ceived the sentence of God to cut thee 
in two. 

56 So he put him aside, and com- 
manded to bring the other, and said 
unto him, O thou seed of Chanaan, and 


not of Juda, beauty hath deceived thee^ 
and lust hath perverted thine heart. 

57 Thus have ye dealt with the 
daughters of Israel, and they for fear 
companied with you : but the daughter 
of Juda would not abide your wicked- 
ness. 

58 Now therefore tell me. Under 

what tree didst thou take them com- 
panying together ? Who answered, Un- 
der an li holm tree. n or. and 

59 Then said Daniel unto him. Well ; 
thou hast also lied against thine own 
head: for the angel of God waiteth 
with the sword to cut thee in two, 
that he may destroy you. 

60 With that all the assembly cried 
out with a loud voice, and praised God, 
who saveth them that trust in him. 

61 And they arose against the two 
elders, for Daniel had convicted them 
of false witness by their own mouth : 

62 And according to the law of Mo- 
ses 'they did unto them in such sort 'DMi.i9.ia, 
as they maliciously intended to do to ^'*'’**-*‘ 
their neighbour : and they put them to 
death. Thus the innocent blood was 

saved the same day. 

63 Therefore Chelcias and his wife 
praised God for their daughter Susanna, 
with Joacim her husband, and all the 
kindred, because there was no disho- 
nesty found in her. 

64 From that day forth was Daniel 
had in great reputation in the sight of 
the people.

19 The fraud of BeVs priests is discovered Daniel, 27 
and inc dragon slain, which was worshipped, 33 Daniel 
is preserved in the lions* den, 42 The king doth ac^ 
knowledge the God qf Daniel, and casieih his enemies 
into the same den. 

A nd king Astyages was gathered 
to his fathers, and Cyrus of Persia 
received his kingdom. 

2 And Daniel il conversed with the 
king, and was honoured above all his 
friends. 

3 Now the Babylonians had an idol, 
called Bel, and there were spent upon 
hiin every day twelve great measures 
of fine flour, and forty sheep, and six 
vessels of wine. 

4 And the king worshipped it, and 
went daily to adore it : but Daniel wor- 
shipped his own God. And the king 
said unto him. Why dost not thou wor- 
ship Bel? 

5 Who answered and said. Because 
I may not worship idols made with 
hands, but the living God, who hath 
created the heaven and the earth, and 
hath sovereignty over all flesh. 

6 Then said the king unto him, Think- 
est thou not that Bel is a living God ? 
seest thou not how much he eateth and 
drinketh every day? 

7 Then Daniel smiled, and said, O 
king, be not deceived: for this is but 
clay within, and brass without, and did 
never “ eat or drink any thing. 

8 So the king was wroth, and called 
for his priests, and said unto them. If 
ye tell me not who this is that devour- 
eth these expences, ye shall die. 

9 But if ye can certify me that Bel 
devoureth them, then Daniel shall die ; 
for he hath spoken blasphemy against 
Bel. And Daniel said unto the king. 
Let it be according to thy word. 

10 Now the priests of Bel were three- 
score and ten, beside their wives and 
d^^en. And the king went with Da- 
^oi^ into the temple of Bel. 

il So Bel’s priests said, Lo, we go 


out : but thou, O king, set on the meat, 
and make ready the wine, and shut the 
door fast, and seal it with thine own 
signet ; 

12 And to morrow when thou com- 
est in, if thou findest not that Bel 
hath eaten up all, we will suffer death : 
or else Daniel, that speaketh falsely 
against us. 

13 And they little regarded it : for 
under the table they had made a privy 
entrance, whereby they entered in con- 
tinually, and consumed those things. 

14 So when they were gone forth, the 
king set meats before Bel. Now Daniel 
had commanded his servants to bring 
ashes, and those they strewed through- 
out all the temple in the presence of 
the king alone : then went they out, 
and shut the door, and sealed it with 
the king’s signet, and so departed. 

15 Now in the night came the priests 
with their wives and children, as they 
were wont to do, and did eat and drink 
up all. 

16 In the morning betime the king 
arose, and Daniel with him. 

17 And the king said, Daniel, are the 
seals whole? And he said. Yea, O king, 
they be whole. 

18 And as soon as he had opened the 
door, the king looked upon the table, 
and cried with a loud voice, Great art 
thou, O Bel, and with thee is no deceit 
at all. 

19 Then laughed Daniel, and held the 
king that he should not go in, and said. 
Behold now the pavement, and mark 
well whose footsteps are these. 

20 And the king said, I see the foot- 
steps of men, women, and children.

lo, he liveth, he eateth and drinketh ; 
thou canst not say that he is no living 
god : therefore worship him. 

! 26 Then said DanM unto the king, 

' I will worship the Lord my God : for 

he is the living God. 

26 But give me leave, O king, and I 
I shall slay this dragon without sword 

! or staff. The king said, I give thee 

' leave. 

I 27 Then Daniel took pitch, and fat, 

i and hair, and did seethe them together, 

and made lumps thereof : this he put in 
the dragon’s mouth, and so the dragon 
iior,seMd burst in sunder: and Daniel said, II Lo, 
worthip, these are the gods ye worship. 

28 When they of Babylon heard that, 
they took great indignation, and con- 
spired against the king, saying. The 
king is become a Jew, and he hath de- 
stroyed Bel, he hath slain the dragon, 
and put the priests to death. 

29 So they came to the king, and 
said, Deliver us Daniel, or else we will 
destroy thee and thine house. 

30 Now when the king saw that they

81 Who cast him into the lions’ den : 
where he was six days. 

32 And in the den there were seven 
iior, lions, and they had given them every 
tmkam. day II two carcases, and two sheep: 






which then were not given to them, to 
the intent they might devour Daniel 

38 Now there was in Jewry a pro- 
phet, called Habbacu(^ who had II made n or, ma 
pottle, and had broken bread in a 
bowl, and was going into the field, for 
to bring it to the reapers. 

34 But the angel of the Lord said 
unto Habbacuc, Go, carry the dinner 
that thou hast into Babylon untO' Da- 
niel, who is in the lions’ den. 

35 And Habbacuc said. Lord, 1 never 
saw Babylon ; neither do I know where 
the den is. 

36 Then the angel of the Lord took 

him by the crown, and 'bare him by ®Ezdt.8.8.

39 So Daniel arose, and did eat : and 
the angel of the Lord set Habbacuc in 
his own place again immediately. 

40 Upon the seventh day the king 
went to bewail Daniel: and when he 
came to the den, he looked in, and, be- 
hold, Daniel was sitting. 

41 Then cried the king with a loud 
voice, saying. Great art thou, O Lord 
God of Daniel, and there is none other 
beside thee. 

42 'And he drew him out, '^and cast ‘Jw. 37 . 17 . 
those that were the cause of his 
struction into the den : and they were 
devoured in a moment before his face.

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THE FIRST BOOK 

OF THE 

MACCABEES. 


CHAP. I. 

14 Antiochux gave leave to set up the Jashions of the Gew- 
tiles in Jerusalem, 22 and spoiled it, and the temple in 
it, 57 and set up therein the abomination of desolaiiott, 
63 and slew those that did circumcise their children. 

A nd it happened, after that Alex- 
ander son of Philip, the Mace- 
donian, who came out of the land of 
II Chettiim, had smitten Darius king of 
the Persians and Modes, that he reign- 
ed in his stead, the first over Greece, 

2 And made many wars, and w'on 
many strong holds, and slew the kings 
of the earth, 

3 And went through to the ends of 
the earth, and took spoils of many na- 
tions, insomuch that the earth was quiet 
before him ; whereupon II he was ex- 
alted, and his heart was lifted up. 

4 And he gathered a mighty strong 
host, and ruled over countries, and na- 
tions, and likings, who became tribu- 
taries unto him. 

5 And after these things he fell sick, 
and perceived t that he should die. 

6 Wherefore he called his servants, 
such as were honourable, and had been 
brought up with him from his youth, 
and parted his kingdom among them, 
while he was yet alive. 

7 So Alexander reigned twelve years, 
and then died. 

8 And his servants bare rule every 
one in his place. 

9 And after his death they all put 
crowns upon themselves; so did their 
sons after them many years : and evils 
were multiplied in the earth. 

10 And there came out of them a 
^cked root, Antiochus surnamed E- 
piphanes, son of Antiochus the king, 
who had been an hostage at Rome, and 
he reigned in the hundred and thirty 
year of the kingdom of 

the Qreeks. 

II those days went there out 
of Israel wicked men, who persuaded 
many, saying, Let us go and make a 
oove^nt with the heathen that are 
round about us : for since we departed 


from them twe have had much sor- 
row. 

12 So this device pleased them well. 

13 Then certain of the people were 
so forward herein, that they went to 
the king, who gave them licence to do 
after the ordinances of the heathen : 

14 Whereupon “they II built a place 
of exercise at Jerusalem according to 
the customs of the heathen : 

15 And ‘’made themselves uncircum- 
ciscd, and forsook the holy covenant, 
and joined themselves to the heathen, 
and ' were sold to do mischief. 

16 Now when the kingdom was es- 
tablished before Antiochus, he thought 
to reign over Egypt, that he might 
have the dominion of two realms. 

17 Wherefore he entered into Egypt 
^with a great multitude, with chariots, 
and elephants, and horsemen, and a 
great navy, 

18 And made war against Ptolemee 
king of Egypt : but Ptolemee was a- 
fraid of him, and fled ; and many were 
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wounded to death. 

19 Thus they got the strong cities 
in the land of Egypt, and he took the 
spoils thereof. 

20 And after that Antiochus had 
smitten Egypt, he returned again in 
the hundred forty and third year, and 
“went up against Israel and Jerusalem • Dm. a. 12. 
with a great multitude, 

21 And 'entered proudly into the fDan.ii.8i. 
sanctuary, and took away the golden 

altar, and the candlestick of light, and 
all the vessels thereof, 

22 And the table of the shewbread, 

and the pouring vessels, and the vials, 
and the censers of gol^ and the veil, 
and the crowns, and the golden orna- 
ments that were before the temple, Hall 
which he pulled off. uathingt. 

28 He took also the silver and the 
gold, and the t precious vessels: also 
he took the hidden treasures which he 
found. 

24 And when he had taken all away, 
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CHRIST went into his own land, having 
170. made a great massacre, and spoken 
very proudly. 

25 Therefore there was great mourn- 
ing in Israel, in every place where they 
were; 

26 So that the princes and elders 
mourned, the virgins and young men 
were m^e feeble, and the beauty of 
women was changed. 

27 Every bridegroom took up lamen- 
tation, and she that sat in the marriage 
chamber was in heaviness. 

28 The land also was moved for the 
inhabitants thereof, and all the house 
of Jacob was covered with confusion. 

168 . 29 And after two years fully expired 

*2 Msc. «. s the king sent his chief collector of tri- 
bute unto the cities of Juda,who came 
unto Jerusalem with a great multitude, 

30 'And spake peaceable words unto 
them, but all was deceit : for when 
they had given him credence, he fell 
suddenly upon the city, and smote it 
very sore, and destroyed much people 
of Israel. 

31 And when he had taken the spoils 
of the city, he set it on fire, and pulled 
down the) houses and walls thereof on 
every side. 

32 But the women and children took 
they captive, and possessed the cattle. 

33 Then builded they the city of Da- 
vid with a great and strong wall, and 
with mighty towers, and made it a 
i^trong hold for them.

45 And forbid burnt ofFerin^ and 
sacrifice, and drink offerings, in the 
temple ; and that they should profane 
the sabbaths and festival days : 

46 And pollute the sanctuary and 
holy people : 

47 Set up altars, and groves, and cha- 
pels of idols, and sacrifice swine’s flesh, 
and unclean beasts : 

48 That they should also leave their 
children uncircumcised, and make their 
souls abominable with all manner of 
uncleanness and profanation : 

49 To the end they might forget the 
law, and change all the ordinances. 

50 And •whosoever would not do '2Hms.6.9. 
according to the commandment of the 

king, he said^ he should die. 

51 In the selfsame manner -wrote he 

to his whole kingdom, and •^ appoint- ^ 2 s. 
ed overaeers over all the people, conot- ^ 
manding the cities of Juda to sacrifice, 
city by city.

and saveth Israel. 

12 Then the strangers lifted up their 
eyes, and saw them coming over against 
them. 

13 Wherefore they went out of the 
camp to battle; but they that were 
with Judas sounded their trumpets. 

14 So they joined battle, and the 
heathen being discomfited fled into the 
plain. 

15 Howbeit all the hindmost of them 
were slain with the sword: for they 

+ Gr. pursued them unto t Gazera, and unto 
Auaremoth. piams of Idumoa, and Azotus, and 

Jamnia, so that there were slain of 
them upon a three thousand men. 

16 This done, Judas returned again 
with his host from pursuing them, 

17 And said to the people, Be not 
^edy of the spoils, inasmuch as there 
is a battle before us, 

18 And Gorgias and his host are 
here by us in the mountain : but stand 
ye now against our enemies, and over- 
come them, and after this ye may boldly 
t^e the ^moils. 

19 As ScuSma was yet speaking these

words, there appeared a part of them 
looking out of the mountain : cir. lee. 

20 Who when they perceived that 
the Jews had put their host to flight, 
and were burning the tents ; for the 
smoke that was seen declared what 
was done : 

21 When therefore they perceived 
these things, they were sore afraid and 
seeing also the host of Judas in the 
plain ready to fight, 

22 They fled every one into the land 
of strangers. 

23 Then Judas returned to spoil the 
tents, where they got much gmd, and 
silver, and blue silk, and purple of the 
sea, and great riches. 

24 After this they went home, and 
sung a song of thanksgiving, and prais- 
ed the Lord in heaven : ® because II it is « r»- iss- 1- 
good, because his mercy endureth for 

ever. 

25 Thus Israel had a great deliver- 
ance that day. 

26 Now all the strangers that had 
escaped came and told Lysias what had 
happened : 

27 Who, when he heard thereof, was 
confounded and discouraged, because 
neither such things as he would were 
done unto Israel, nor such things as 
the king commanded him were come 
to pass. 

28 The next year therefore follow- 
ing Lysias ^thered together threescore 
thousand choice men of fooU and five 
thousand horsemen, that he might sub- 
due them. 

29 So they came into Idumea, and 
pitched their tents at Bethsura, and Ju- 
das met them with ten thousand mem. 

30 And when he saw that mighty 
army, he prayed and said, Blessed art 
thou, O Saviour of Israel, ^ who didst “ i S""- 
quell the violence of the mighty man 

by the hand of thy servant David, and 
gavest the host of II strangers into the n or, 
hands of * Jonathan the son of Saul, 
and his armourbearer ; **• 

31 Shut up this armv in the hand of 
thy people Israel, and let them be con- 
founded in their power and horsemen : 

32 Make them to be of no courage, 
and cause the boldness of their stren^h 
to tfall away, and let them quake at 
their destruction :

S ut to flight, and the manliness of Ju- 
as’ soldiers, and how they were ready 
either to live or die valiantly, he went 
into Antiochia, and gathered together 
a company of strangers, and having 
made his army greater than it was, he 
purposed to come again into Judea. 

36 Then said Judas and his brethren. 
Behold, our enemies are discomfited : 
flOr,r«fiair. let US go up to cleaiise and II dedicate 
the sanctuary. 

37 Upon this all the host assembled 
themselves together, and went up into 
mount Sion. 

38 And when they saw the sanctuary 
desolate, and the altar profaned, and 
the gates burned up, and shrubs grow- 
ing in the courts as in a forest, or in 
one of the mountains, yea, and the 
priests’ chambers pulled down ; 

. 39 They rent their clothes, and made 

great lamentation, and cast ashes upon 
their heads, 

40 And fell down flat to the ground 
upon their faces, and blew an alarm 
with the trumpets, and cried toward 
heaven. 

41 Then Judas appointed certain men 
fch. 1 . 84 . to fight against those that were in the 
fortress, until he had cleansed the sanc- 
tuary. 

42 So he chose priests of blameless 
conversation, such as had pleasure in 
the law: 

48 Who cleansed the sanctuary, and 
bare out the defiled stones into an un- 
clean place. 

44 And when as they consulted what 
to do with the altar of burnt offerings, 
which was profaned; 

45 They thought it best to pidl it 
down, lest it should be a reproach to 
• them, because the heathen had defiled 
it : wherefore they pulled it down, 

46 And laid up the stones in the

47 Then they took whole stones ’*ac- »ex. 20 . 2 s. 
cording to the law, and built a new jSSJ’efsi!' 
altar according to the former ; 

48 And made up the sanctuary, and 
the things that were within the temple, 
and hallowed the courts. 

49 They made also new holy vessels, 
and into the temple they brought the 
candlestick, and the altar of burnt of- 
ferings, and of incense, and the table. 

50 And upon the altar they burned 
incense, and the lamps that were upon 
the candlestick they lighted, that they 
might give light in the temple. 

51 Furthermore they set the loaves 

upon the table, and II spread out the iot,>pTcad 
veils, and finished all the works which hangings, 
they had begun to make. 

52 Now on the five and twentieth 
day of the ninth month, which is called 
the month Casleu, in the hundred forty 
and eighth year, they rose up betimes 
in the morning, 

53 And offered sacrifice according to 
the law upon the new altar of burnt 
offerings, which they had made. 

54 Look, at what time and what day 
the heathen had profaned it, even in 
that was it dedicated with songs, and 
citherns, and harps, and cymbals. 

55 Then all the people fell upon 
their faces, worshipping and praising 
the God of heaven, who had given 
them good success. 

56 And so they kept the dedication of 
the altar eight days, and offered burnt 
offerings with gladness, and sacrificed 

the sacrifice of II deliverance and praise, n or, jteacs 

57 They decked also the forefront of 

the temple with crowns of gold, and 
with shields; and the gates and the 
chambers they II renewed, and II hanged 
doors upon them. 11 Or, moA 

58 Thus was there very ^eat glad- 
ness among the people for fliat the re- 
proach of the heathen was put away. 

59 Moreover Judas and nis brethren 
with the whole congr^ation of Israel 
ordained, that the days of the dedica- 
ti<Hi of the altar should be kept in their 
season from year to year by the space

9 Then the heathen that were at 
Galaad assembled themselves together 
against the Israelites that were in their 
quarters, to destroy them ; but they fled

47 Then they of the city shut them 
out, and stopped up the gates with 
stones. 

48 Whereupon Judas sent unto them 
in peaceable manner, saying, Let us 
pass through your land to go into our 
own country, and none shall do you 
any hurt; we will only pass through 
on foot : howbeit they would not open 
unto him. 

49 Wherefore Judas commanded a 
proclamation to be made throughout 
the host, that every man should pitch 
his tent in the place where he was. 

50 So the soldiers pitched, and as- 
saulted the city all that day and all 
that night, till at the length the city 
was delivered into his hands ; 

51 Who then slew all the males with 
the edge of the sword, and rased the 
city, and took the spoils thereof, and 
passed through the city over them that 
were slain. 

52 After this went they over Jordan 
into the great plain before Bethsan. 

53 And Judas gathered together those 
that II came behind, and II exhorted the 
people all the way through, till they 
came into the land of Judea. 

54 So they went up to mount Sion 
with joy and gladness, where they of- 
fered II burnt offerings, because not one 
of them were slain until they had re- 
turned in peace. 

55 Now what time as Judas and Jo- 
nathan were in the land of Galaad, 
and Simorn his brother in Galilee be- 
fore Ptolemais, 

56 Joseph the son of Zacharias, and 
Azarias, captains of the garrisons, heard 
of the valiant acts and warlike deeds 
which they had done. 

57 Wherefore they said. Let us also 
get us a name, and go fight against the 
heathen that are round about us. 

58 So when they had given charge 
unto the ‘garrison that was with them, 
they went toward Jamnia. 

59 Then came Gorgias and his men 
out of the city t to fight against them.' 

60 And so it was, that Joseph and 
Azarias were put to flight, pursued 
unto the borders of JudeaV and there 
were slain that day of the people of 
Znuel about two thousand men. 

61 Thus was there a great overthrow 


among the children of Israel, because ci^TSt 
they were not obedient unto Judas and dr. 164. 
his brethren, but thought to do some 
valiant act. 

62 Moreover these men came not of 
the seed of those, by whose hand deli- 
verance was given unto Israel. 

63 Howbeit the man Judas and his 
brethren were greatly renowned in 
the sight of all Israel, and of all the 
heathen, wheresoever their name was 
heard of; 

64 Insomuch as the people assembled 
unto them with joyful acclamations. 

65 Afterward went Judas forth with 
his brethren, and fought against the 
children of Esau in the land toward 
the south, where he smote Hebron, 
and the t towns thereof, and pulled t or. 
down the fortress of it, and burned 
the towers thereof round about. 

66 From thence he removed to go 

into the land of tthe Philistines, and +or. 
passed through Samaria. tT^gen. 

67 At that time certain priests, de- 
sirous to shew their valour, were slain 
in battle, for that they went out to 
fight unadvisedly. 

68 So Judas turned to Azotus in the 
land of the Philistines, and when he 
had pulled down their altars, and burn- 
ed their carved images with fire, and 
spoiled their cities, he returned into 
the land of Judea. 

CHAP. VI. 

8 Anfiochus dicth, 12 and vonfcsscth that he is plagfted 
for the wrong done to Jerusalem. 20 Judas hesxegeth 
those in the lower at Jerusalem. 28 They procure An^ 
tiochus the younger to come into Judea. 51 iJe besiegeth 
Sion, ()0 and makelh peace with Israel; 62 yet ewer- 
ihroweth the wall of Sion. 

A bout that time king Antiochus 
. travelling through the high coun- 
tries heard say, that Elymais in the 
country of Persia was a city greatly 
renowned for riches, silver, and gold ; 

2 And that there was in it a very 
rich temple, wherein were 11 coverings iior,.Aie/*. 
of gold, and breastplates, and II shields, n or, 
which Alexander, «on of Philip, the 
Macedonian king, who reigned first 
among the Grecians, had left there. 

3 Wherefore he came and sought to 
take the city, and to spoil it ; but he 
was not able, because they of the city, 
having had warning thereof, 

4 Rose up against him in battle : so 
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CH^T departed thence vidth great 

dr. 164. heaviness, and returned to Babylon. 

5 Moreover there came one who 
brought him tidings into Persia, that 
the armies, which went against the 
land of Judea, were put to flight : 

6 And that Lysias, who went forth 
first with a great power, was driven 
away of the Jews ; and that they were 
made strong by the armour, and pow- 
er, and store of spoils, which they had 
gotten of the armies, whom they had 
destroyed : 

7 Also that they had pulled down 
• di. 1 . .54. * the abomination, which he had set up 

upon the altar in Jerusalem, and that 
they had compassed about the sanc- 
tuary with high walls, as before, and 
his city Bethsura. 

8 Now when the king heard these 
words, he was astonished and sore 
moved : whereupon he laid him down 
upon his bed, and fell sick for grief, 
because it had not befallen him as he 
looked for. 

9 And there he continued many days : 
for his grief was ever more and more, 
and he made account that he should die. 

10 Wherefore he called for all his 
friends, and said unto them. The sleep 
is gone from mine eyes, and my heart 
faileth for very care. 

11 And I thought with myself. Into 
what tribulation am I come, and how 
great a flood of misery is it, wherein 
now I am ! for I was bountiful and be- 
loved in my power. 

12 But now I remember the evils 
bch. 1 . 21 , that I did at Jerusalem, and that •’I 

took all the vessels of gold and silver 
«cii. 1.57. that were therein, and 'sent to de- 
sti’oy the inhabitants of Judea with- 
out a cause. 

13 I perceive therefore that for this 
cause these troubles are come upon 
me, and, behold, I perish through great 
grief in a strange land. 

14 Then called he for Philip, one of 
his friends, whom he made ruler over 
all his realm, 

15 And gave him the crown, and his

his son snoula bring up his son Antiochus, and I 
I. nourish him up for the kingdom. 

Antiochus died there in 
the hundred forty and ninth year. 


17 Now when Lysias knew that the claisi 
king was dead, he set up Antiochus his dr. i64. 
son, whom he had brought up being 
young, to reign in his stead, and his 
name he called Eupator. 

18 About this time they that were in ^r. les. 
the tower shut up the Israelites round 
about the sanctuary, and sought al- 
ways their hurt, and the strengthen- 
ing of the heathen. 

19 Wherefore Judas, purposing to 
destroy them, called all the people to- 
gether to besiege them. 

20 So they came together, and be- ics. 
sieged them in the hundred and fif- 
tieth year, and he made mounts for 
shot against them, and other engines. 

21 Howbeit certain of them that 
were besieged got forth, unto whom 
some ungodly men of Israel joined 
themselves : 

22 And they went unto the king, 
and said, How long will it be ere thou 
execute judgment, and avenge our 
brethren ? 

23 We have been willing to serve thy 
father, and to do as he would have us, 
and to obey his commandments ; 

24 For which cause they of our na- 
tion besiege the tower, and are alien- 
ated from us : moreover ** as many of <*■ *• 22 , 
us as they could light on they slew, ’ 
and spoiled our inheritance. 

2.5 Neither have they stretched out 
their hand against us only, but also 
against all their borders. 

26 And, behold, this day are they 
besieging the tower at Jerusalem, to 

take it : the sanctuary also and * Beth- • <*• *• 61 . 
sura have they fortified. 

27 Wherefore if thou dost not pre- 
vent them quickly, they will do greater 
things than these, neither shalt thou be 
able to rule them. 

28 Now when the king heard this, 
he was angry, and gathered tc^ether 
all his friends, and the captains of his 
army, and those that had cnarge of the 
horse. 

29 There came also unto him from 
other kingdoms, and from isles of the 
sea, bands of hired soldiers. 

80 So that the number of his army 
was an hundred thousand footmen, and 
twenty thousand horsemen, and two and 
thirty el^hants exercised in battle.

SI These went through Idumea, and 
pitched against Bethsura, which they 
assaulted many days, making engines 
of war; but they of Bethsura came out, 
and burned them with fire, and fought 
valiantly. 

82 Upon this Judas removed from 
the tower, and pitched in Bathzacha- 
rias, over against the king’s camp. 

33 Then the king rising very early 
marched fiercely with his host toward 
Bathzacharias, where .his armies made 
them ready to battle, and sounded the 
trumpets. 

34 And to the end they might pro- 
voke the elephants to fight, they shew- 
ed them the blood of grapes and mul- 
berries. 

35 Moreover they divided the beasts 
among the armies, and for every ele- 
phant they appointed a thousand men, 
armed with coats of mail, and with hel- 
mets of brass on their heads ; and be- 
side this, for every beast were ordained 
five hundred horsemen of the best. 

36 These were ready at every occa- 
sion; wheresoever the beast was, and 
whithersoever the beast went, they 
went also, neither departed they from 
him. 

87 And upon the beasts were there 
strong towers of wood, which covered 
every one of them, and were girt fast 
unto them with devices : there were 
also upon eveiy one two and thirty 
strong men, that fought upon them, 
beside the Indian that ruled him. 

38 As for the remnant of the horse- 
men, they set them on this side and 
that side at the two parts of the host, 
II giving them signs what to do, and 
being harnessed all over amidst the 
ranks. 

39 Now when the sun shone upon 
the shields of gold and brass, the moun- 
tains glistered therewith, and shined 
like lamps of fire. 

40 So part of the king’s army being 
spread upon the^ high mountains, and 
part on the valleys below, they march- 
ed on safely and in order. 

41 Wherefore all that heard the noise 
of their multitude, and the marching 
of the company, and the rattling of 
the haimess, were moved : for the army 
was yfoaey great and mighty. 


42 Then Judas and his host drew 
near, and entered into battle, and there 
were slain of the king’s army six hun- 
dred men. 

43 If 'Eleazar also, surnarned Sava- 
ran, perceiving that one of the beasts, 
armed with royal harness, was higher 
than all the rest, and supposing that 
the king was upon him, 

44 Put himself in jeopardy, to the 
end he might deliver his people, and 
get him a perpetual name ; 

45 Wherefore he ran upon him 
courageously through the midst of the 
battle, slaying on the right hand and 
on the left, 11 so that they were divided 
from him on both sides. 

46 Whicli done, he crept under the 
elephant, and thrust him under, and 
slew him : whereupon the elephant fell 
down upon him, and there he died.

50 So the king took Bethsura, and 
set a garrison there to keep it. 

51 As for the sanctuary, he besieged 
it many days ; and 11 set there artillery 
with engines and instruments to cast 
fire and stones, and pieces to cast darts 
and slings. 

52 Whereupon 11 they also made en- 
gines against their engines, and held 
them battle a long season. 

53 Yet at the last, their vessels being 
without victuals, (for that it was the 
seventh year, and they in Judea, that 
were delivered from the Gentiles, had 
eaten up the residue of the store ;) 

54 There were but a few left in the 
sanctuary, because the famine did so 
prevail against them, that they were 
foin to disperse themselves, every man 
to his own place.

3 And what they had done in the 
country of Spain, for the winning of.

4 And that by their policy and pa- 
tience they had conquered II all the 
mace, though it were very far from 
them ; and the kings also that came 
a^inst them from the uttermost part 
of the earth, till they had discomfited 
^em, and given them a great over- 
throw, so that the rest did give tbam 
tribute every year :

their servants unto this day ; 

11 toflw told him besides, how they 
destroyed and brought under their do- 
minion all other kingdoms and isles 
that at any time resisted them ; 

12 But with their friends and such 
as relied upon them they kept amity : 
and that they had conquered kingdoms 
both far and nigh, insomuch as aU that 
heard of their name were afraid of 
them : 

13 Also that, whom they would help 
to a kingdom, those reign ; and whom 
again they wodld, they displace : final- 
ly, that they were greatly exalted ; 

14 Yet for all this none of them wore 
a crown, or was clothed in purple, to 
be magnified thereby : 

15 Moreover how they had made 
for themselves a senate house, wherein 
three hundred and twenty men sat in 
council daily, consulting alway for the 
people, to the end they might be well 
ordered : 

16 And that they committed their 
government to one man every ye«r, 
who ruled ovor all their country, and 
that all were obedient to that one, mid

17 In consideration of these things, 
Judas chose Eupolemus the son of John, 
the sm of Accos, and Jason the son of 
Eleazar, and sent them to Rome, to 
make a league of amity and confede- 
racy with them, 

18 And to intreat them that they would 
take the yoke from them ; for they saw 
that the kingdom of the Grecians did 
oppress Israel with servitude. 

19 They went therefore to Rome, 
which was a very great journey, and 
came into the senate, where they spake 
and said, 

20 Judas Maccabeus with his bre- 
thren, and the people of the Jews, have 
sent us unto you, to make a confede- 
racy and peace with you, and that we 
might be registered your confederates 
and friends. 

21 So that matter pleased the Ro- 
mans well. 

22 And this is the copy of the epi- 
stle which the senate wrote back again 
in tables of brass, and sent to Jeru- 
salem, that there they might have by 
them a memorial of peace and con- 
federacy : 

28 Good success be to the Romans, 
and to the people of the Jews, by sea 
and by land for ever : the sword also 
and enemy be far from them.

26 Neither shall they give any thing 
unto them that make war upon them, 
or aid them with victuals, weapons, 
money, or ships, as it hath seemed good 
unto the Romans ; but they shall keep 
their covenants -without taking any 
thing therefore. 

27 In the same manner also, if war 
come first upon the nation of the Jews, 
the Romans shall help them with all 
their heart, according as the time shall 
be aprointed them : 

as Neither shall victuals be given to 
them that take part against them, or 
weapons, or money, or ships, as it hath 
seemed good to the Rmnans; but they 


shall keep their covenants, and that ch^t 
without deceit. dr. lei. 

29 According to these articles did 
the Romans make a covenant with the 
people of the Jews. 

30 Howbeit if hereafter the one party 
or the other shall think meet to add or 
diminish any thing, they may do it at 
their pleasures, and whatsoever they 
shall add or take away shall be ratified.

15 Now when king Alexander had 
heard what pi’omises Demetrius had 
sent unto Jonathan : when also it was 
told him of the battles and noble acts 
which he and his brethren had done, and 
of the pains that they had endured, 

16 He said. Shall we find such an- 
other man? now therefore we will make 
him our friend and confederate. 

17 Upon this he wrote a letter, and 
sent it unto him, according to these 
words, saying, 

18 King Alexander to his brother 
Jonathan sendeth greeting : 

19 We have heard of thee, that thou 
art a man of great power, and meet to 
be our friend. 

20 Wherefore now this day we or- 
dain thee to be the high priest of thy 
nation, and to be called the king’s 
friend; (and therewithal he sent him 
a purple robe and a crown of gold:) 
and require thee to take our part, and 
keep friendship with us. 

21 So in the seventh month of the 
hundred and sixtieth year, at the feast 
of the tabernacles, Jonathan put on the 
holy robe, and gathered together forces, 
and provided much armour. 

22 Whereof when Demetrius heard, 
he was very sorry, and said, 

23 What have we done, that Alex- 
ander hath prevented us in making 
amity with the Jews to strengthen 
himself? 

24 I also will write unto them words 
of encouragement, auA promise them 
dignities and gifts, that I may have 
their aid. 

25 He sent unto them therefore to 
this effect : King Demetrius unto the 
people of the Jews sendeth greeting : 

26 Whereas ye have kept covenants 
with us, and continued in our friend- 
ship, not joining yourselves with our 
enemies, we have heard hereof, and 
are glad. 

27 Wherefore now continue ye still 
to be faithful unto us, and we will well 
recompense you for the things ye do in 
our benalf, 

^ 88 And will grant you many inunu- 
mties, and give you rewards. 

29 .^d now do 1 free you, and for 


your sake I release all the Jews, from ch^t 
tributes, and from the customs of salt, cir. las. 
and from crown taxes, 

80 And from that which appertaineth 
unto me to receive for the third part of 
the seed, and the half of the fruit of the 
trees, I release it from this day forth, so 
that they shall not be taken of the land 
of Judea, nor of the three governments 
which are added thereunto out of the 
country of Samaria and Galilee, from 
this day forth for evermore. 

31 Let Jerusalem also be holy and 
free, with the borders thereof, both 
from tenths and tributes. 

32 And as for the tower which is at 
Jerusalem, I yield up my authority over 
it, and give it to the high priest, that 
he may set in it such men as he shall 
choose to keep it. 

33 Moreover I freely set at liberty 
every one of the Jews, that were car- 
ried captives out of the land of Judea 
into any part of my kingdom, and I 
will that all my officers remit the tri- 
butes even of their cattle. 

34 Furthermore I will that all the 
feasts, and sabbaths, and new moons, 
and solemn days, and the three days 
before the feast, and the three days 
after the feast, shall be all days of im- 
munity and freedom for all the Jews 
in my realm. 

35 Also no man shall have authority 
to meddle with theniy or to molest any 
of them in any matter. 

36 I will further, that there be en- 
rolled among the king’s forces about 
thirty thousand men of the Jews, unto 
whom pay shall be given, as belongeth 
to all the king’s forces. 

37 And of them smne shall be placed 
in the king’s strong holds, of whom also 
some shall be set over the affairs of the 
kingdom, which are of trust ; and I will 
that their overseers and governors be 

of themselves, and that they t live after t or. 
their own laws, even as the king hath 
commanded in the land of Judea. 

38 And conceniing the three govern- 
ments that are added to Judea from the 
country of Samaria, let them be joined 
with Judea, that they may be reckon- 
ed to be under one, nor bound to obey 
other authority than the high priest’s. 

39 As for Ptolemais, and the land 
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CHRIST pertaining thereto, I give it as a free 
dr. 153. gift to the sanctuary at Jerusalem for 
nor.flfttr the necessai’y expences II of the sanc- 

40 Moreover I give every year fif- 
teen thousand shekels of silver out of 
the king’s accounts from the places 
appertaining. 

41 And all the overplus, which the 
officers payed not in as in fonner time, 
from henceforth shall be given toward 
the works of the temple. 

42 And beside this, the five thousand 
shekels of silver, which they took from 
the uses of the temple out of the ac- 
counts year by year, even those things 
shall be released, because they apper- 
tain to the priests that minister. 

43 And whosoever they be that flee 
unto the temple at Jerusalem, or be 
within the liberties thereof, being in- 
debted unto the king, or for any other 
matter, let them be at liberty, and all 
that they have in my realm. 

44 For the building also and repair- 
ing of the works of the sanctuary ex- 
pences shall be given of the king’s 
accounts. 

45 Yea, and for the building of the 
walls of Jerusalem, and the fortifying 
thereof round about, expences shall be 
«ven out of the king’s accounts, as also 
for the building of the walls in Judea. 

46 Now when Jonathan and the 
people heal’d these words, they gave no 
credit unto them, nor received them, 
because they remembered the great 
evil that he had done in Israel ; for he 
had afflicted them very sore. 

47 But with Alexander they were well 
pleased, because he was the first that 
entreated of true peace with them, and 
they were confederate with him always. 

cir. 150. 48 Then gathered king Alexander

49 And after the two kings had join- 
ed battle, Demetrius’ host fled : but 
Alexander followed after him, and pre- 
vailed against them. 

50 And he continued the battle very 
soi*e until the sun went down ; and 
that day was Demetrius slain. 

51 Afterward Alexander sent ambas- 
sadors to Ptolemee king of Eflrvnt with 
a message to this effect ; 


52 Forasmuch as I am^ come again ch^t I 
to my realm, and am set in the throne dr. iso, | 
of my progenitors, and have gotten the 
dominion, and overthrown Demetrius, 

and recovered our country ; 

53 For after I had joined battle with 
him, both he and his host was discom- 
fited by us, so that we sit in the throne 
of his kingdom : 

54 Now therefore let us make a league 
of amity together, and give me now thy 
daughter to wife : and I will be thy son 
in law, and will give both thee and her 
gifts according to thy dignity. 

55 Then Ptolemee the king gave an- 
swer, saying, Happy be the day where- 
in thou didst return into the land of 
thy fathers, and satest in the throne 
of their kingdom. 

56 And now will I do to thee, as 
thou hast written: meet me therefore 
at Ptolemais, that we may see one an- 
other ; for I will marry my daughter to 
thee according to thy desire. 

57 So Ptolemee went out of Egypt 
with his daughter Cleopatra, and they 
came unto Ptolemais in the hundred 
threescore and second year : 

58 Where king Alexander meeting 
him, he gave unto him his daughter 
Cleopatra, and celebrated her marriage 
at Ptolemais with great glory, as the 
manner of kings is. 

59 Now king Alexander had written 
unto Jonathan, that he should come 
and meet him. 

60 Who thereupon went honourably 
to Ptolemais, where he met the two 
kings, and gave them and their friends 
silver and gold, and many presents, and 
found favour in their sight. 

61 At that time certain pestilent fel- 
lows of Israel, men of a wicked life, 
assembled themselves against him, to 
accuse him: but the king would not 
hear them. 

62 Yea more than that, the king com- 
manded to take off his garments, and 
clothe him in purple : and they did so. 

63 Also he made him sit by himself, 
and said unto his princes. Go with him 
into the midst ot the city, and make 
proclamation, that no man complain 
against him of any matter, and that 
po man trouble him for any manner 
of cause. 
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64 Now when his accusers saw that 
he was honoured according to the pro- 
clamation, and clothed in purple, they 
fled all away. 

65 So the king honoured him, and 
wrote him among his chief friends, and 
made him a duke, and II partaker of his 
dominion. 

66 Afterward Jonathan returned to 
Jerusalem with peace and gladness. 

67 Furthermore in the hundred three- 
score and fifth year came Demetrius 
son of Demetrius qut of Crete into the 
land of his fathers : 

68 Whereof when king Alexander 
heard tell, he was right sorry, and re- 
turned into Antioch. 

69 Then Demetrius made Apollonius 
the governor of Celosyria his general, 
who gathered together a great host, 
and camped in Jamnia, and sent unto 
Jonathan the high priest, saying, 

70 Thou alone liftest up thyself 
against us, and I am laughed to scorn 
for thy sake, and reproached ; and why 
dost thou vaunt thy power against us 
in the mountains ? 

71 Now therefore, if thou trustest in 
thine own strength, come down to us 
into the plain field, and there let us 
try the matter together : for with me 
is the power of the cities. 

72 Ask and learn who I am, and the 
rest that take our part, and they shall 
tell thee that thy foot is not able to 
stand before our face ; for thy fathers 
have been twice put to flight in their 
own land. 

78 Wherefore now thou shaft not be 
able to abide the horsemen and so great 
a power in the plain, where is neither 
stone nor flint, nor place to flee unto. 

74 So when Jonathan heard these 
words of Apollonius, he was moved in his 
mind, anjd choosing ten thousand men 
he went out of Jerusalem, where Simon 
his brother met him for to help him. 

75 And he pitched his tents against 
Jop]^ : but they of Joppe shut him out 
of the city, because Apollonius had a 
garrison mere. 

76 Then Jonathan laid siege unto it :

81 But the people stood still, as Jona- 
than had commanded them : and so the

(for the horsemen were spent,) who 
were discomfited by him, and fled. 

83 The horsemen also, being scat- 
tered in the field, fled to Azotus, and 
went into Beth-dagon, their idol’s tem- 
ple, for safety. 

84 But Jonathan set fire on Azotus, 
and the cities round about it, and took 
their spoils ; and the temple of Dagon, 
with them that were fled into it, he 
burned with fire. 

85 Thus there were burned and slain 
with the sword well nigh eight thou- 
sand men. 

86 And from thence Jonathan re- 
moved his host, and camped against As- 
calon, where the men oi the city came 
forth, and met him with great pomp. 

87 After this returned Jonathan and 
his host unto Jerusalem, having many 
spoils. 

88 Now when king Alexander heard 
these things, he honoured Jonathan yet 
more, 

89 And sent him a buckle of gold, 
as the use is to be given to such as are 
of the king’s blood : he gave him also 
Accaron with the borders thereof in 
possession.

Lasthenes sendeth greeting : 

33 We are determined to do good 
to the people of the Jews, who are 
our friends, and keep covenants with 
us, because of their good will toward 
us. 

84 II Wherefore we have ratified unto 
them the borders of Judea, with the 
three governments of Apherema and 
Lydda and Ramathem, that are added 
unto Judea from the country of Sama- 
c oh.

for they fought against Israel. 

42 So Demetrius sent unto Jonathan, 
saying, I will not only do this for thee 
and thy people, but I will greatly ho- 
nour thee and thy nation, if opportu- 
nity serve. 

43 Now therefore thou shalt do well, 
if thou send me men to help me ; for 
all my forces are gone from me. 

44 Upon this Jonathan sent him three 
thousand strong men unto Antioch : and 
when they came to the king, the king 
was very glad of their coming. 

45 Howbeit they that were of the 
city gathered themselves together into 
the midst of the city, to the number of 
an hundred and twenty thousand men, 
and would have slain the king. 

46 Wherefore the king fled into the 
court, but they of the city kept the pas- 
sages of the city, and began to fight.

8 So they went unto Rome, and en- 
tered into the senate, and said, Jona- 
than the high priest, and the people of 
the Jews, sent us unto you, to the end 
ye should renew the friendship, which 
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CHRIST y® them, and league, as in 

• former time. 

4 Upon this the Romans gave them 
letters unto the governors of every 
place, that they should bring them into 
the land of Judea peaceably. 

5 And this is the copy of the letters 
which Jonathan wrote ‘to the Lacede- 
monians : 

6 Jonathan the high priest, and the 
elders of the nation, and the priests, 
and the other people of the Jews, unto 
the Lacedemonians their brethren send 
greeting : 

7 There were letters sent in times 
past unto Onias the high priest from 

niAretu, II Darius, who reigned then among you, 
Antiq. lib. to Signify that ye are our brethren, as 
13. cap. 8. copy here underwritten doth spe- 
cify. 

8 At which time Onias entreated the 
ambassador that was sent honourably, 
and received the letters, wherein de- 

iiop. Hn- claration was made of the II league and 
Antiq. friendship. 

9 Therefore we also, albeit we need 
none of these things, for that we have 
the holy books of scripture in our hands 
to comfort us, 

10 Have nevertheless attempted to 
send unto you for the renewing of bro- 
therhood and friendship, lest we should 
become strangers unto you altogether ; 
for there is a long time passed since ye 
sent unto us. 

11 We therefore at all times without 
ceasing, both in our feasts, and other 
convenient days, do remember you in 
the sacrifices which we offer, and in our 
prayers, as reason is, and as it becometh 
us to think upon our brethren ; 

12 And we are right glad of your 
honour. 

18 As for ourselves, we have had great 
troubles and wars on every side, iforso- 
much as the kings that are round about 
us have fought against us. 

14 Howbeit we would not be trouble- 
some unto you, nor to others of our con- 
federates and friends, in these wars : 

15 For we have help from heaven

sendeth some to annoy Judea. 

dr. 140. Tiyi'OREOVER Antiochus son of 
iri Demetrius the king sent letters 
from the isles of the sea unto Simon 
the priest and prince of the Jews, and 
to all the people ; 

2 The contents whereof were these : 
King Antiochus to Simon the high 
priest and prince of his nation, and to 
the people of the Jews, greeting : 

3 Forasmuch as certain pestilent men 
have usurped the kingdom of our fa^ 
thers, and my purpose is to challenge it 
again, that I may restore it to the old 
estate, and to that end have gathered 
a multitude of foreign soldiers together, 
and prepared ships of war ; 

4 My meaning also being to go through 
the country, that I may be avenged of 
them that have destroyed it, and made 
many cities in the kingdom desolate : 

5 Now therefore I confirm unto thee 
all the oblations which the kings before 
me granted thee, and whatsoever gifts 
besides they granted. 

6 I give thee leave also to coin money 
for thy country with thine own stamp. 

7 And as concerning Jerusalem and 
the sanctuary, let them be free; and 
all the armour that thou hast made, 
and fortresses that thou hast built, and 
keepest in thine hands, let them remain 
unto thee. 

8 And if any thing be, or shall be, 
owing to the King, let it be forgiven 
thee from this time forth for ever- 
more. 

9 Furthermore, when we have obtain- 
ed our kingdom, we will honour thee, 
and thy nation, and thy temple, with 
great honour, so that your honour shall 
be known throughout the world. 

dr. 139. IQ jjj hundred threescore and 
fourteenth year went Antiochus into 
the land of his fathers: at which time 
all the forces came together unto him, 
so that few were left with Tryphon. 

11 Wber^OTe being pursued by king 


13 Then camped Antiochus against 
Dora, having with him an hundi’ed and 
twenty thousand men of war, and eight 
thousand horsemen. 

14 And when he had compassed the 
city round about, and joined ships close 
to the town on the sea side, he vexed 
the city by land and by sea, neither 
suffered he any to go out or in. 

15 In the mean season came Nume- 
nius and his company from Rome, hav- 
ing letters to the kings and countries ; 
wherein were written these things : 

16 Lucius, consul of the Romans unto 
king Ptolemee, greeting : 

17 The Jews’ ambass^ors, our friends 
and confederates, came unto us to re- 
new the old friendship and league, be- 
ing sent from Simon the high priest, 
and from the people of the Jews : 

18 “And they brought a shield of gold “ch. u. 24 . 
of a thousand pound. 

19 We thought it good therefore to 
write unto the kings and countries, 
that they should do them no harm, nor 
fight against them, their cities, or coun- 
tries, nor yet aid their enemies against 
them. 

20 It seemed also good to us to re- 
ceive the shield of them. 

21 If therefore there be any pestilent 
fellows, that have fled from their coun- 
try unto you, deliver them unto Simon 
the high priest, that he may punish 
them according to their own law. 

22 The same things wrote he like- 
wise unto Demetrius the king, and At- 
tains, to II Ariarathes, and Arsaces, 11 or. 

23 And to all the countries, and to 
IlSampsames, and the Lacedemonians, 11 Or, Samp^ 
and to Delus, and Myndus, and Sicyon, 

and Caria, and Samos, and Pamphylia, 
and Lycia, and Halicarnassus, and Rho- 
dus, and II Phaselis, and Cos, and Side, 19^^. 
and Aradus, and Gortyna, and Cnidus, 
and Cyprus, and Cyrene. 

24 And the copy hereof they wrote 
to Simon the high priest. 

25 So Antiochus the king camped 
against Dora the second day, t assault- 
ing it continually, and making engines, 
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I Before by which means he shut up Tryphon, 
158 . that he could neither go out nor in. 

' 26 At that time Simon sent him two 

thousand chosen men to aid him; sil- 
ver also, and gold, and much armour. 

27 Nevertheless he would not receive 
them, but brake all the covenants which 
he had made with him afore, and be- 
came strange unto him. 

28 Furthermore he sent unto him 
Athenobius, one of his friends, to com- 
mune with him, and say. Ye withhold 
Joppe and Gazara, with the tower that 
is in Jerusalem, which are cities of my 
realm. 

29 The borders thereof ye have wast- 
ed, and done great hurt in the land, 
and got the dominion of many places 
within my kingdom. 

so Now therefore deliver the cities 
which ye have taken, and the tributes 
of the places, whereof ye have got- 
iior,««wp< ten dominion II without the borders of 
Judea: 

31 Or else give me for them five hun- 
dred talents of silver ; and for the harm 
that ye have done, and the tributes of 
the cities, other five hundred talents :

32 So Athenobius the king’s friend 
came to Jerusalem : and when he saw 
the glory of Simon, and the cupboard 
of gold and silver plate, and his great 
attendance, he was astonished, and told 
him the king’s message. 

33 Then answered Simon, and said 
unto him. We have neither taken other 
men’s land, nor holden that which ap- 
pertaineth to others, but the inherit- 
ance of our fathers, which our enemies 
had wrongfully in possession a certain 
time. 

34 Wherefore we, having opportunity, 
hold the inheritance of our fathers. 

35 And whereas thou demandest Jop- 
w and Gazara, albeit they did great 
harm unto the people in our country, 
J®t will we give an hundred talents for 
wem. Hereunto Athenobius answered 
him not a word ; 

86 But returned in a rage to the king, 
and made report unto him of these 
gp^lms, ^d of the glory of Simon, 
ox ftll th&t 110 hfid 86011 ; w]i 0 r 0 - 
upon the king was exceeding wroth. 


37 In the mean time fled Tryphon ch^t

HEN came up John “from Ga- ««*. is. 53 . 
zara, and told Simon his father 
what Cendebeus had done. 

2 Wherefore Simon called his two 
eldest sons, Judas and John, and said 

unto them, ’’ I, and my brethren, and i*- 2« 

my father’s house, have ever from our 
youth unto this day fought against the 
enemies of Israel ; and ' things have * <*• 3. 0 . 
prospered so well in our hands, that * 
we have delivered Israel oftentimes. 

3 But now I am old, and ye, by God’s 
mercy, are of a sufficient age : be ye 
instead of me and my brother, and go 
and fight for our nation, and the hmp 
from heaven be with you. 

4 So he chose out of the country 
twenty thousand men of war with 
horsemen, who went out against Cen- 
debeus, and rested that night at Mo- 
din. 

5 And when as they rose in the 
morning, and went into the plain, be- 
hold, a mighty great host both of foot- 
men and horsemen came against them : 
howbeit there was a water brook be- 
twixt them. 

6 So he and his people pitched over 
against them : and when he saw that 
the people were afraid to go over the

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CHRIST water broek, he went first over himseli^ 
dr. 189. and then the men seeing him passed 
through after him. 

7 That donCi he divided his men, and 
set the horsemen in the midst of the 
footmen : for the enemies* horsemen 
were very many. 

8 Then sounded they with the holy 
trumpets: whereupon Cendebeus and 
his host were put to flight, so that many 
of them were slain, and the remnant 
gat them to the strong hold. 

9 At that time was Judas John’s bro- 
ther wounded; hut John still followed 
after them, until he came to Cedron, 
which Cen^bem had built. 

II Or, wiMh 10 II So they fled even unto the towers 
in the fields of Azotus; wherefore he 
burned it with fire : so that there were 
iowers in slain of them about two thousand men. 
Afterward he returned into the land of 
Judea in peace. 

dr. isk 11 Moreover in the plain of Jericho 
was Ptolemeus the son of Abubus made 
captain, and he had abundance of silver 
and gold : 

12 For he was the high priest’s son 
in law. 

13 Wherefore his heart being lifted 
up, he thought to get the country to 
himself, and thereupon consulted de- 
ceitfully against Simon and his sons to 
destroy them. 

14 Now Simon was visiting the cities 
that were in the country, and taking 
care for the good ordering of them ; at 
which time he came down himself to 
Jericho with his sons, Mattathias and 
Judas, in the hundred threescore and 
seventeenth year, in the eleventh month, 
called Sabat: 

15 Where the son of Abubus receiv- 


ing them deceitfully into a little hold, cheist 
caUed Docus, which he had built, made . clr. 13 5* 
them a great banquet : howbeit he had 
hid men there. 

16 So when Simon and his sons had 
drunk largely, Ptolemee and his men 
rose up, and took their weapons, and 
came upon Simon into the banqueting 
place, and slew him, and his two sons, 
and certain of his servants. 

17 In which doing he committed a 
great treachery, and recompensed evil 
for good. 

18 Then Ptolemee wrote these things, 
and sent to the king, that he should send 
him an host to aid him, and he would 
deliver him the country and cities. 

19 He sent others also to Gazara to 
kill John : and unto the t tribunes he t o r, 
sent letters to come unto him, that he thousands. 
might give them silver, and gold, and 
rewards. 

20 And others he sent to take Jerusa- 
lem, and the mountain of the temple. 

21 Now one had run afore to Gazara, 
and told John that his father and bre- 
thren were slain, and, quoth he, Ptolemee 
hath sent to slay thee also. 

22 Hereof when he heard, he was 
sore astonished: so he laid hands on 
them that were come to destroy him, 
and slew them ; for he knew that they 
sought to make him away. 

23 As concerning the rest of the 
acts of John, and his wars, and wor- 
thy deeds which he did, and the build- 
ing of the walls which he made, and 
his doings, 

24 Behold, these are written in the 
chronicles of his priesthood, from the 
time he was made high priest after his 
father.

CHAP. I. 

1 A letter of the Jews from Jerusalem to them of Egypts to 
thank God for the death of Antiochus, 19 Of the fire 
that was hid in the pit. si The prayer of Neemias. 

dr. 144. fTlHE brethren, the Jews that be at 
A Jerusalem and in the land of Ju- 
dea, wish unto the brethren, the Jews 
that are throughout Egypt, health and 
peace: 

2 God be gracious unto you, and re- 
member his covenant that he made 
with Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, his 
faithful servants; 

3 And give you all an heart to serve 
him, and to do his will, with a good 
courage and a willing mind ; 

4 And open your hearts in his law and 
commandments, and send you peace, 

5 And hear your prayers, and be at 
one with you, and never forsake you 

j in time of trouble. 

6 And now we be here praying for 
vou. 

w 

cir. 144. 7 What time as Demetrius reigned, 

in the hundred threescore and ninth 
year, we the Jews wrote unto you in the 
extremity of trouble that came upon 
us in those years, from the time mat 
• ch.4.7. ‘Jason and his company revolted from 
the holy land And kingdom, 

8 And burned the porch, and shed 
innocent blood: then we prayed unto 
the Lord, and were heard ; we offered 
I also sacrifices and fine flour, and lighted 

i the lamps, and set forth the loaves. 

I 9 Ana now see that ye keep the feast 

I b uv.2s. of tabernacles in the month Casleu. 
i ^ 10 In the hundred fourscore and 

i eighth year, the people that were at 

Jerusalem and in Judea, and the coun- 
cil, and Judas, sent greeting and health 
unto Aristobulus, king Ptolemeus* mas-

ter, who was of the stock of the an- 
ointed priests, and to the Jews that 
were in Egypt : 

11 Insomuch as God hath delivered 
us from great perils, we thank him 
highly, as having been in battle against 
a king. 

12 For he cast them out that fought 
within the holy city. 

13 For when the leader was come 
into Persia, and the army with him 
that seemed invincible, they were slain 
in the temple of Nanea by the deceit 
of Nanea’s priests. 

14 For Antiochus, as though he would 
marry her, came into the place, and his 
friends that were with him, to receive 
money in name of a dowry. 

15 Which when the priests of Nanea 
had set forth, and he was entered with 
a small company into the compass of 
the temple, they shut the temple as soon 
as Antiochus was come in : 

16 And opening a privy door of the 
roof, they threw stones Uke thunder- 
bolts, and struck down the captain, 
hewed them in pieces, smote off their 
heads, and cast them to those that were 
without. 

17 Blessed be our God in all things, 
who hath delivered up the ungodly. 

18 Therefore whereas we are now 

purposed ' to keep the purification of « i Mac. 4. 
the temple upon the five and twentieth ch.' 2 .i 6 . 
day of the mmth ^Casleu, we thought it oLev. 28 . 24 , 
necessary to certify you thereof, that.Ni^fw. 1 . 
ye also might keep iU thejmst of the 

tabernacles, and of the fire, which was 

given us when Neemias offered sacrifice, 
after that he had huilded the temple 
and the altar. 

19 For when our fathers were led 
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into Persia, the priests that were then 
devout took the fire of the altar pri- 
vily, and hid it in an hollow place of 
a pit without water, where they kept 
it sure, so that the place was unknown 
to all men. 

20 Now after many years, when it 
pleased God, Neemias, being sent from 
the king of Persia, did send of the pos- 
terity of those priests that had hid it 
to the fire : but when they told us they 
found no fire, but thick water ; 

21 Then commanded he them to draw 
it up, and to bring it; and when the 
sacrifices were laid on, Neemias com- 
manded the priests to sprinkle the wood 
and the things laid thereupon with the 
water. 

22 When this was done, and the time 
came that the sun shone, which afore 
wiis hid in the cloud, there was a great 
fire kindled, so that every man mar- 
velled. 

23 And the priests made a prayer 
whilst the sacrifice was consuming, I 
say^ both the priests, and all the rest, 
Jonathan beginning, and the rest an- 
swering thereunto, as Neemias did. 

24 And the prayer was after this 
manner ; O Lord, Lord God, Creator of 
all thin^ who art fearful and strong, 
and ri^teous, and merciful, and the 
only and gracious King, 

25 The only giver of all things, the 
only just, almighty, and everlasting, 
thou that deliverest Israel from all 
trouble, and didst choose the fathers, 
and sanctify them : 

26 Receive the sacrifice for thy whole 
people Israel, and preserve thine own 
poition, and sanctify it. 

27 Gather those together that are 
scattered from us, deliver them that 
serve among the heathen, look upon 
them that are despised and abhorred, 
and let the heathen know that thou 
art our God. 

28 Punish them that oppress us, and 
with pride do us wrong. 

29 Plant thy people again in thy holy 
P^ce, ' as Moses hath spoken. 

‘ so And the priests sung psalms of 
thankimving. 

SI nW when the sacrifice was con- 
sumed, Neemias omnmanded the water 
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that was left to be poured on the great 
stones. 

82 When this was done, there was kin- 
dled a flame : but it was consumed by 
the light that shined from the altar. 

33 ^ when this matter was known, 

it was told the king of Persia, that in 
the place, where the priests that were 
led away had hid the fire, there ap- 
peared water, and that II Neemias h^ 1^’ 
purified the sacrifices therewith. company, 

34 Then the king, inclosing the place, 
made it holy, after he had tried the 
matter. 

35 And the king took many gifts, and 
bestowed thereof on those whom he 
would gratify. 

36 And Neemias called this thing 
Naphthar, which is as much as to say, 
a cleansing: but many men call it 
Nephi. 

CHAP. II. 

1 What Jeremy the prophet did, 5 Horn he hid the taber-* 
nacle, the ark, and the altar, IS What Neemias and Ju» 
das wrote, 20 What Jason wrote in Jive books : 25 aful 
how those were abridged by the author of this book, 

I T is also found in the records, that 
Jeremy the prophet commanded 
them that were carried away to take 
of the fire, * as it hath been signified : •€>>. 1 . 1 &. 

2 And how that the prophet, having 
given them the law, charged them not 
to forget the commandments of the 
Lord, and that they should not err in 
their minds, when they see images of » bu. e. 4. 
silver and gold, with their ornaments. 

3 And with other such speeches ex- 
horted he them, that the law should 
not depart from their hearts. 

4 It was also contained in the same 
writing, that the prophet, being warn- 
ed of God, commanded the taltemacle 
and the ark to go with him, as he went 
forth into * the mountain, where Mo- < oeut. 
ses climbed up, and saw the heritage 
of God. 

5 And' when Jeremy came thither, he 
found an hollow cave, wherein he laid 
the tabernacle, and the ark, and the al- 
tar of incense^ and so stopped the door. 

6 And some of those that followed 
him came to mark the way, but they 
could not find it. 

7 Which when Jeremy perceived, he 
blamed them, wying. As for that place, 
it shall be unknown until the time that 
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God gather his people again together, 
and receive them unto mercy. 

8 Then shall the Lord shew them 
these things, and the glory of the Lord 

<« E». 34. 6. shall appear, and the cloud also, ** as it 
• 1 King* was shewed under Moses, and * as when 
Solomon desired that the place might 
be honourably sanctified. 

9 It was also declared, that he being

ed the burnt offerings. 

I Lev. 10 . 16 , 11 And ‘Moses said. Because the sin 
ofiTering was not to be eaten, it was 
consumed. 

12 So Solomon kept those eight days. 

13 The same things also were report- 
ed in the writings and commentaries 
of Neemias ; and how he founding a li- 
brary gathered together the acts of the 
kings, and the prophets, and of David, 
and the epistles oi the kings concern- 
ing the holy gifts. 

14 In like manner also Judas gather- 

nor./gtfoiK ed together all those things that il were 
rfuniw reason of the war we had, and 

they remain with us. 

15 Wherefore if ye have need thereof, 
send some to fetch them unto you.

22 And recovered again the temple 
renowned all the world over, and freed 
the city, and upheld the laws which 
were going down, the Lord being gra- 
cious unto them with all favour : 

23 All these things^ I say, being declar- 
ed by Jason of Gyrene in five books, we 
will assay to abridge in one volume. 

24 For considering the infinite num- 
ber, and the difilculty which they find 
that desire to look into the narrations 
of the story, for the variety of the 
matter, 

25 We have been careful, that they 
that will read may have delight, and 
that they that are desirous to commit 
to memory might have ease, and that 
all into whose hands it comes might 
have profit. 

26 Therefore to us, that have taken 
upon us this painful labour of abridg- 
ing, it was not easy, but a matter of 
sweat and watching ; 

27 Even as it is no ease unto him 
that prepareth a banquet, and seek- 

eth the benefit of others : yet II for the ii or, to «/«- 
pleasuring of many we wiU undertake 
gladly this great pains ; 

28 Leaving to the author the ex- 
act handling of every particular, and 
labouring to follow the rules of an 
abridgement. 

29 For as the master builder of a 
new house must care for the whole 
building; but he that undertaketh to 
set it out, and paint it, must seek out 
fit things for the adorning thereof: 
even so I think it is with us. 

30 To stand upon every point, and 
go over things at large, and to be cu- 
rious in particulars, belongeth to the 
first author of the story: 

31 But to use brevity, and avoid much 
labouring of the work, is to be granted 
to him that will make an abridgement. 

32 Here then will we b^in the stoi^ : 
only adding thus much to that which 
hath been said, that it is a ibolish thing 
to m^e a long prolc^ue, and to be 
short in the story itself. 
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CHAP. III. 

1 Of the honour done to the temple by the kings of the 
Gentiles, 4 Simon uttereth what treasures are in the 
temple, 7 Heliodorus is sent to take them away. S4 He 
is stricken qf God, and healed at the prayer of Onias, 

N ow when the holy city was in- 
habited with all peace, and the 
laws were kept very well, because of 
the godliness of Onias the high priest, 
and his hatred of wickedness, 

2 It came to pass that even the kings 
themselves did honour the place, and 
magnify the temple with their best 
gifts; 

3 Insomuch that Seleucus king of 
Asia of his own revenues bare all the 
costs belonging to the service of the 
sacrifices. 

4 But one Simon of the tribe of Ben- 
jamin, who was made governor of the 
temple, fell out with the high priest 
about ^sorder in the city. 

5 And when he could not overcome 
Onias, he gat him to Apollonius the son 
of Thraseas, who then was governor of 
Celosyria and Phenice, 

6 And told him that the treasury in 
Jerusalem was full of infinite sums of 
money, so that the multitude of their 
riches, which did not pertain to the 
account of the sacrifices, was innumer- 
able, and that it was possible to bring 
all into the king’s hand. 

^ 7 Now when Apollonius came to the 
king, and had shewed him of the mo- 
ney whereof he was told, the king chose 
out Heliodorus his treasurer, and sent 
him with a commandment to bring him 
the foresaid money. 

8 So forthwith Heliodorus took his 
journey, under a colour of visiting the 
cities of Celosyria and Phenice, but in- 
deed to fulfil the king’s purpose. 

9 And when he was oome to Jerusa- 
lem, and had been courteously received 
of the high priest of the city, he told 
him what intelligence was given of 
the money, and declared wherefore he 
came, and asked if these things were 
so indeed. 

10 Then the high priest told him that 
t^re was such money laid up for the re- 
lief of widows and fatherless children : 

11 And that some of it belonjrod to

4 Wherefore every man prayed that 
that ^parition might turn to good. 

5 Now when there was gone forth a 
false rumour, as though Antiochus had 
been dead, Jason took at the least a 
thousand men, and suddenly made an 
assault upon the city ; and they that 
were upon the walls being put back, 
and the city at length taken, Menelaus 
fled into the castle : 

6 But Jason slew his own citizens 
without mercy, not considering that to

23 But he began to consider discreet- 
ly, and as became his age, and the ex- 
cellency of his ancient years, and the 
honour of his gray head, whereunto he 
was come, and his most honest educa- 
tion from a child, or rather the holy law 
made and given by God: therefore he 
answered accordingly, and willed them 
straigi^tways to send him to the grave.

31 And thus this man died, leaving 
his death for an example of a noble 
courage, and a memorial of virtue, not 
only unto young men, but unto all his 
nation. 

CHAP. VII. 

The cwistancy and cruel death of seven brethren and their 
mother in one daxfy because they would not eat swine*s 
fiesh at the king's commandment. 

I T came to pass also, that seven bre- 
thren with their mother were taken, 
and compelled by the king against the 
law to taste swine’s flesh, and were tor- 
mented with scourges and whips. 

2 But one of them that spake first 
said thus. What wouldest thou ask or 
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CHRIST 1®®™ ready to die, ra- 

dr. 167. ther than to transgress the laws of our 
fathers. 

8 Then the king, being in a rage, 
commanded pans and caldi’ons to be 
made hot : 

4 Which forthwith being heated, he 
commanded to cut out the tongue of 
him that spake first, and to cut off the 
utmost parts of his body, the rest of his 
brethren and his mother looking on. 

5 Now when he Avas thus maimed in 
all his members, he commanded him 
being yet alive to be brought to the 
fire, and to be fried in the pan : and as 
the vapour of the pan was for a good 
space dispersed, they exhorted one an- 
other with the mother to die manfully, 
saying thus, 

6 The Lord God looketh upon us, and 
• Deut. 32. in truth hath comfort in us, as " Moses 

in his song, which witnessed to their 
faces, declared, saying. And he shall be 
comforted in his servants. 

7 So when the first was dead after 
this manner, they brought the second 
to make him a mocking stock: and 
when they had pulled off the skin of 
his head with the hair, they asked him. 
Wilt thou eat, before thou be punish- 
ed throughout every member of thy 
body? 

8 But he answered in his own lan- 
guage, and said, No. Wherefore he also 
received the next torment in order, as 
the former did. 

9 And when he was at the last gasp, 
he said. Thou like a fury takest us out 
of this present life, but the King of the 
world shall raise us up, who have died 
for his laws, unto everlasting life. 

10 After him was the third made a 
mocking stock: and when he was re- 
quired, he put out his tongue, and that 
right soon, holding forth his hands 
manfully, 

11 And said courageously. These I 
had from heaven ; and for his laws I 
despise them ; and from him I hope to 
receive them again. 

12 Insomuch that the king, and they 
that were with him, marvelled at the 
young man’s courage, for that he no- 
thing regai’ded the pains. 

18 Now when this man was dead

they tormented and mangled the fourth I 

in like manner. dr. ler. j 

14 So when he was ready to die he i 

said thus. It is good, being put to death 

by men, to look for hope from God 
to be raised up again by him : as for 
thee, thou shalt have no resurrection 
to life. 

15 Afterward they brought the fifth 
also, and mangled him. 

16 Then looked he unto the king, and 
said, Thou hast power over men, thou 
art corruptible, thou doest what thou 
wilt; yet think not that our nation is 
forsaken of God ; 

17 But abide a while, and behold his 
great power, how he will torment thee 
and thy seed. 

18 After him also they brought the 
sixth, who being ready to die said. Be 
not deceived without cause: for we 
suffer these things for ourselves, having 
sinned against our God : therefore mar- 
vellous things are done unto us. 

19 But think not thou, that takest in 
hand to strive against God, that thou 
shalt escape unpunished. 

20 But the mother was marvellous 
above all, and worthy of honourable 
memory : for when she saw her seven 
sons slain within the space of one day, 
she bare it with a good courage, be- 
cause of the hope that she had in the 
Lord. 

21 Yea, she exhorted every one of 
them in her own language, filled with 
courageous spirits ; and stirring up her 
womanish thoughts with a manly sto- 
mach, she said unto them, 

22 I cannot tell how ye came into my 
womb; for I neither gave you breath 
nor life, neither was it I that formed 
the members of every one of you ; 

23 But doubtless the Creator of the 
world, who formed the generation of 
man, and found out the beginning of 
all things, will also of his own mercy 
give you breath and life again, as ye 
now regard not your own selves for his 
laws’ sake. 

24 Now Antiochus, thinking himself 
despised, and suspecting it to be a re- 
proachful speech, whilst the youngest 
was yet alive, did not only exnort him 
by words, but also assured him with 
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CHRIST oaths, that he would make him both a 
dr. 167. rich and a happy man, if he would turn 
from the laws of his fathers ; and that 
also he would take him for his friend, 
and trust him with affairs. 

25 But when the young man would 
in no case hearken unto him, the king 
called his mother, and exhorted her 
that she would counsel the young man 
to save his life. 

26 And when he had exhorted her 
with many words, she promised him 
that she would counsel her son. 

27 But she bowing herself toward 
him, laughing the cruel tyrant to scorn, 
spake in her country language on this 
manner; O my son, have pity upon 
me that hare thee nine months in my 
womb, and gave thee suck three years, 
and nourished thee, and brought thee 
up unto this age, and endured the trou- 
bles of education. 

28 I beseech thee, my son, look upon 
the heaven and the earth, and all that 

bEom.4.17. is therein, and consider that ‘’God made 
them of things that were not; and so 
was mankind made likewise. 

29 Fear not this tormentor, but, be- 
ing worthy of thy brethren, take thy 
death, that I may receive thee again in 
mercy with thy brethren. 

80 Whiles she was yet speaking these 
words, the young man said, Whom wait 
ye for ? I will not obey the king’s com- 
mandment: but I vrill obey the com- 
mandment of the law that was given 
unto our fathers by Moses. 

81 And thou, that hast been the au- 
thor of all mischief against the He- 

i brews, shalt not escape the hands of 

I God. 

I 82 For we suffer because of our sins. 

88 And though the living Lord be 
angry with us a little while for our 
; chastening and correction, yet shall he 

I ' be at one again with his servants. 

34 But thou, O godless man, and of 
I all other most wicked, be not lifted up 

without a cause, nor puffed up with 
uncertain hopes, lifting up thy hand 
Against the servants of God : 

85 For thou hast not yet escaped the 
judgment of Almighty God, who seeth 
all things. 

86 For our brethren, who now have 


suffered a short pain, are dead under ch^t 
G od’s covenant of everlasting life : but or. le?. 
thou, through the judgment of God, 
shalt receive just punishment for thy 
pride. 

37 But I, as my brethren, offer up 
my body and life for the laws of our 
fathers, beseeching God that he would 
speedily be merciful unto our nation ; 

and that ‘thou by torments and plagues <iMac.6.i3. 
mayest confess, that he alone is God; 

38 And that in me and my brethren 
the wrath of the Almighty, which is 
justly brought upon all our nation, may 
cease. 

39 Then the king, being in a rage, 
handled him worse than all the rest, 
and took it grievously that he was 
mocked. 

40 So this man died undefiled, and 
put his whole trust in the Lord. 

41 Last of all after the sons the mo- 
ther died. 

42 Let this be enough now to have 
spoken concerning the idolatrous feasts, 
and the extreme tortures. 

CHAP. VIII. 

1 Judas gatlierelh an host. 9 Nicanor is sent against 
him : who presumeth to make much money of his prU 
soners. l6 Judas encourageth his men, and pulteth 
Nicanor to flight, 28 and aividcth the spoils. 30 Other 
enemies are also defeated, 35 and Nicanor feet h with 
griff to Antioch, 

HEN Judas Maccabeus, and they cir.isc. 
that were with him, went privily 
into the towns, and called their kins- 
folks together, and took unto them all 
such as continued in the Jews’ reli- 
gion, and assembled about six thousand 
men. 

2 And they called upon the Lord, 
that he would look upon the people 
that was trodden down of all ; and also 
pity the temple profaned of ungodly 
men; 

8 And that he would have compassion 
upon the city, sore defaced, and ready 
to be made even with the ground ; and 
hear the blood that cried unto him, 

4 And remember the wicked slaugh- 
ter of harmless infants, and the blas- 
phemies committed against his name; 
and that he would shew his hatred 
against the wicked. 

5 Now when Maccabeus had his com- 
pany about him, he could not be with- 
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c HEIST stood by the heathen : for the wrath of 
cir. 166 , the Lord was turned into mercy. 

6 Therefore he came at unawares, 
and burnt up towns and cities, and got 
into his hands the most commodious 
places, and overcame and put to flight 
no small number of his enemies. 

7 But specially took he advantage of 
the night for such privy attempts, in- 
somuch that the bruit of his manliness 
was spread every where. 

8 So when Philip saw that this man 
increased by little and little, and that 
things prospered with him still more 
and more, he wrote unto Ptolemeus, the 
governor of Celosyria and Phenice, to 
yield more aid to the king’s aflairs. 

9 Then forthwith choosing Nicanor 
the son of Patroclus, one of his special 
friends, he sent him with no fewer than 
twenty thousand of all nations under 
him, to root out the whole generation 
of the Jews; and with him he joined 
also Gorgias a captain, who in matters 
of war had great experience. 

10 So Nicanor undertook to make so 

«iMac.3.4i. much money of “the captive Jews, as 
ver.25,s4. defray the tribute of two thou- 

sand talents, which the king was to pay 
to the Romans. 

11 Wherefore immediately he sent to 
the cities upon the sea coast, proclaim- 
ing a sale of the captive Jews, and pro- 
mising that they should have fourscore 
and ten bodies for one talent, not ex- 
pecting the vengeance that was to fol- 
low upon him from the Almighty God. 

12 Now when word was brought unto 
Judas of Nicanor’s coming, and he had 
imparted unto those that were with him 
that the army was at hand, 

>>iMac.3.s6. 13 ’’They that were fearful, and dis- 

trusted the justice of God, fled, and 
conveyed themselves away. 

14 Others sold all that they had left, 
and withal besought the Lord to de- 
Hver them, being sold by the wicked 
Nicanor before they met together: 

15 And if not for their own sake s, yet 
for . the covenants he had made with 
their fathers, and for his holy and glo- 

. rious name’s sake, by which they were 
called. 

16 So Maccabeus called his men toge- 
ther unto the number of six tbrnia^T^^^ 


Apocrypha. 

and exhorted them “not to be stricken chbist 
with terror of the enemy, nor to fear dr. les. 
the great multitude ofthe heathen, who ei Mac. 4.8. 
came wrongfully against them ; but to 
fight manfully, 

17 And to set before their eyes the 
injury that they had unjustly done to 
the holy place, and the cruel handling 
of the city, whereof they made a mock- 
ery, and also the taking away of the 
government of their forefathers : 

18 For they, said he, trult in their 
weapons and boldness; but our confi- 
dence is in tlie Almighty God, who at a 
beck can cast down both them that come 
against us, and also all the world. 

19 Moreover he recounted unto them 
what helps their forefathers had found, 

and ^ how they were delivered, when un- ''imm. 7.41. 
der Sennacherib an hundred fourscore ^ 
and five thousand perished. 

20 And he told them of the battle 
that they had in Babylon with the Ga- 
latians, how they came but eight thou- 
sand in all to the business, with four 
thousand Macedonians, and that the 
Macedonians being perplexed, the eight 
thousand destroyed an hundred and 
twenty thousand because of the help 
that they had from heaven, and so re- 
ceived a great booty. 

21 Thus when he had made them bold 
with these words, and ready to die for 
the laws and the country, he divided 
his army into four parts ; 

22 And joined with himself his own 
brethren, leaders of each band, to wit, 

Simon, and Joseph, and Jonathan, giv- 
ing each one fifteen hundred men. 

23 Also he appointed Eleazar to read 
the holy book : and when he had given 
them this watchword, The help of God ; 
himself leading the first band, he joined 
battle with Nicanor. 

24 And by the help of the Almigh^ 
they slew above nine thousand of their 
enemies, and wounded and maimed the 
most part of Nicanor’s host, and so put 
all to flight ; 

25 And took “their money that came •w.io.ii, 
to buy them, and pursued them far ; 

but lacking time they returned : 

26 For it was the day before the 
sabbath, and therefore they would no 
longer pursue them.

30 Moreover of those that were with 
Timotheus and Bacchides, who fought 
against them, they slew above twenty 
thousand, and very easily got high and 
strong holds, and divided among them- 
selves many spoils more, and made the 

Or, lamed. || maimed, orphans, widows, yea, and the 
aged also, equal in spoils with them- 
selves. 

31 And when they had gathered their 
armour together, they laid them up all 
carefully in convenient places, and the 
remnant of the spoils they brought to 
Jerusalem. 

32 They slew also Philarches, that 
wicked person, who was with Timo- 
theus, and had annoyed the Jews many 
ways. 

33 Furthermore at such time as they 
kept the feast for the victory in their 
country they burnt Callisthenes, that 
had set fire upon the holy gates, who 
had fled into a little house; and so he 
received a reward meet for his wick- 
edness. 

34 As for that most ungracious Ni- 
canor, who had brought a thousand 

vw. 2 «. merchants ^ to buy the Jews, 

35 He was through the help of the 
Lord brought down by them, of whom 
he made least account ; and putting off 
his glorious apparel, and discharging his 
company, he came like a fugitive ser- 
vant through the midland unto Antioch, 
having very great dishonour, for that 
his host was destroyed.

1 Antiochus is chased from PersejwUs, 5 He is stricken 
with a sore disease, 1 4 and proniiseth to become a Jew, 

28 He dieth miserably. 

A bout that time came Antiochus cir. 164. 

. II with dishonour “out of the coun- ii or, 
try of Persia. 

2 For he had entered the dty called i.&c- 
Persepolis, and went about to rob the 
temple, and to hold the city ; where- 
upon the multitude running to defend 
themselves with their weapons put them 
to flight ; and so it happened, that An- 
tiochus being put to flight of the inha- 
bitants returned with shame. 

3 Now when he came to Ecbatane, 
news was brought him what had hap- 
pened unto Nicanor and Timotheus. 

4 Then swelling with anger, he 
thought to avenge upon the Jews the 
disgrace done unto him by those that 
made him flee. Therefore commanded 
he his chariotman to drive without ceas- 
ing, and to dispatch the journey, the 
judgment of God now following him. 

For he had spoken proudly in this sort. 

That he would come to Jerusalem, and 
make it a common buryingplace of the 
Jews. 

5 But the Lord Almighty, the God 
of Israel, smote him with an incurable 
and invisible plague : for as soon as he 
had spoken these words, ‘‘ a pain of the » i Mac. o. 
bowels that was remediless came upon 
him, and sore torments of the inner 
parts; 

6 And that most justly : for he had 
tormented other men’s bowels with 
many and strange torments. 

7 Howbeit he nothing at all ceased 
from his bragging, but still was filled 
with pride, breathing out fire in his 
rage against the Jews, and commanding 
to haste the journey; but it came to 
pass that he fell down from his chariot, 
carried violently ; so that having a sore 
fall, all the members of his body were 
much pained. 

8 And thus he that a little afore 
thought he might command the waves

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cH^T proud was he beyond 

dr. 164. the condition of man) and weigh the 
high mountains in a balance, was now 
cast on the ground, and carried in an 
horselitter, shewing forth unto all the 
manifest power of God. 

• Actii 2 . 9 So that 'the worms rose up out of 
the body of this wicked man, and whiles 
he lived in sorrow and pain, his flesh 
fell away, and the filthiness of his smell 
was noisome to all his army. 

10 And the man, that thought a little 
afore he could reach to the stars of hea^ 
ven, no man could endure to carry for 
his intolerable stink. 

11 Here therefore, being plagued, he 
began to leave off his great pride, and 
to come to the knowledge of himself hy 
the scourge of God, his pain increasing 
every moment. 

12 And when he himself could not 
abide his own smell, he said these words. 
It is meet to be subject unto God, and 
that a man that is mortal should not 
proudly think of himself, as if he were 
God. 

13 This wicked person vowed also 
unto the Lord, who now no more would 
have mercy upon him, saying thus, 

14 That the holy city (to the which 
he was going in haste, to lay it even 
with the ground, and to make it a 
common buryingplace,) he would set 
at liberty : 

15 And as touching the Jews, whom he 
had judged not worthy so much as to 
be buried, but to be cast out with their 
children to be devoured of the fowls 
and wild beasts, he would make them 

“ ^ aU equals to the citizens of II Athens : 

16 And the holy temple, which before 
he had spoiled, he would garnish with 
goodly gifts, and restore all the holy 

e.^^Mac. many more, and ‘‘out of 

10 . 39,40. his own revenue defray the charges be- 
longing to the sacrifices ; 

17 Yea, and that also he would be- 

himself, and go through 
all the world that was inhabited and 
declare the power of God. 

18 But for all this his pains would 
. not cease ; for the just judgment of God 

was coine upon him : therefore despair- 
mg of his health, he wrote unto the 
Jews the letter underwritten, contain^ 


ing the form of a supplication, after oHmSi 
this manner ; dr. is*. 

19 Antiochus, king and governor, to 
the good Jews his citizens wisheth much 
joy, health, and prosperity: 

20 If ye and your children fare well, 
and your affairs be to your content- 
ment, I give very great thanks to God, 
having my hope in heaven. 

21 As for me, I was weak, or else I 
would have remembered kindly your 
honour and good will. Returning out of 
Persia, and being taken with a grievous 
disease, I thought it necessary to care 
for the common safety of all ; 

22 Not distrusting mine health, but 
having great hope to escape this sick- 
ness. 

23 But considering that even my 
father, at what time he led an army 
into the high countries, appointed a 
successor, 

24 To the "end that, if any thing 
fell out contrary to expectation, or if 
any tidings were brought that were 
grievous, they of the land, knowing to 
whom II the state was left, might not be II Or, com- 
troubled: 

25 Again, considering how that the 
princes that are borderers and neigh- 
bours unto my kingdom wait for op- 
poitunities, and expect what shall be 
the event, I have appointed my son 
Antiochus king, whom I often com- 
mitted and commended unto many of 
you, when I went im into the high 
provinces ; to whom I have written as 
Iblloweth : 

26 Therefore I pray and request you 
to remember the benefits that 1 have 
done unto you generally, and in ^cial, 
and that every man will be still faith- 
ful to me and my son. 

27 For I am persuaded that he II un- MOn 
derstanding my mind will favourably 
and graciously yield to your desires. 

28 Thus the murderer and blasphemer 
having suffered most grievously, as he 
entreated other men, so died he a mi- 
serable death in a strange country in 
the mount ains . 

29 And Philip* that was brought up 
with him, carried away his body, who

36 Others likewise ascending after 
them, whiles they were busied with 
them that w^e within, burnt the tow- 
ers, and kin^ng fires burnt the blas- 
phemers alive ; and others broke open 
the gates, and, having received in the 
rest of the anny, took the city, 

37 And killed Timotheus, that was 
hid in a certain pit, and Chereas his 
brother, with Apollophanes. 

38 When this was done, they praised 
the Lord with psalms and t^nksgiv- 
ing, who had done so great things for 
Israel, and given them the victory.

T^r OT long after this, Lysias the king’s 
-L V t protector and cousin, who also + 
managed the affairs, took sore displea- 
sure for the things that were done. 

2 ‘And when he had gathered about Mac,4. 
fourscore thousand with all the horse- 
men, he came against the Jews, think- 
ing to make the city an habitation of 

the II Gentiles, n or, 

3 And to make a gain of the temple, 
as of the other chapels of the heathen, 
and to set the high priesthood to sale 
every year : 

4 Not at all considering the power of 
God, but puffed up with his ten thou- 
sands of footmen, and his thousands of 
horsemen, and his fourscore elephants. 

5 So he came to Judea, and drew near 
to Bethsura, which was a strong town, 
but distant from Jerusalem about five 
furlongs, and he laid sore siege imto it. 

6 Now when II they that were with nivaoeoiww 
Maccabeus heard that he besieged the 
holds, they and all the people with la- 
mentation and tears besought the Lord 

that he would send a good angel to de- 
liver IsraeL

^ there appeared before them on horse- 
back one in white clothing, shaking his 
armour of gold. . 

9 Then they praised the merciful God 
all together, and took heart, insomuch 
that they were ready n^ only to fight 
with men, but with most cruel beasts, 
and t<y[)ierce through walls of iron. 

10 Tnus they marched forward in 
their armour, having an helper from 
heaven: for the Lord was merciful 
unto them. 

11 And giving a charge upon their 

enemies like lions, they slew eleven 
thousand and sixteen hundred 

horsemen, and put all the other to 
flight. 

12 Many of them also being wounded 
escaped naked ; and Lysias himself fled 
away shamefully, and so escaped. 

13 Who, as he was a man of under- 
standing, casting with himself what loss 
he had had, and considering that the 
Hebrew^s could not be overcome, be- 
cause the Almighty God helped them, 
he sent unto them, 

14 And persuaded them to agree to 
all reasonable conditions, and promised 
° that he would persuade the king that 
he must needs be a friend unto them. 

15 Then Maccabeus consented to all 
that Lysias desired, being careful of the 
common good ; and whatsoever Macca- 
beus wrote unto Lysias concerning the 
Jews, the king granted it. 

16 For there were letters written unto 
the Jews from Lysias to this effect: Ly- 
sias unto the people of the Jews send- 
eth greeting: 

17 John and Absalon, who were sent 
from you, delivered me the petition 
subscribed, and made request for the 
performance of the contents thereof. 

18 Therefore what things soever were 
meet to be reported to tlm king, I have 
declared them, and he hath granted as 
much as might be. 

19 If then ye will keep yourselves 


loyal to the state, hereafter also will I christ 
endeavour to be a means of your good. dr. les. 

20 But of the particulars 1 have given 
order both to these, and the other that 
came from me, to commune with you. 

21 Fare ye well. The hundred and 
eight and fortieth year, the four and 
twentieth day of the month II Diosco- n O'. 
rinthius. 

22 Now the king’s letter contained 
these words : King Antiochus unto his 
brother Lysias sendeth greeting : 

23 Since our father is translated unto 
the gods, our will ii^ that they that are 
in our realm live quietly, that every one 
may attend upon his own affairs. 

24 We understand also that the Je^vs 
would not consent to our father, for 
to be brought unto the custom of the 
Gentiles, but had rather keep their own 
manner of living : for the which cause 
they require of us, that we should suf- 
fer them to live after their own laws. 

25 Wherefore our mind is, that this 
nation shall be in rest, and we have 
determined to restore them their tem- 
ple, that they may live according to the 
customs of their forefathers. 

26 Thou shalt do well therefore to send 

I unto them, and II grant them peace, that n or, 
when they are certified of our mind, 
they may be of good comfort, and ever 
go cheerfully about their own affairs. 

27 And the letter of the king unto 
the nation of the Jews was after this 
manner : King Antiochus sendeth greet- 
ing unto the council, and the rest of 
the Jews: 

28 If ye fare well, we have our de- 
sire ; we are also in good health. 

29 Menelaus declared unto us, that 
your desire was to return home, and 
to follow your own business: 

30 Wherefore they that will depart 
shall have safe conduct till the thirtieth 
day of Xanthicus with security. 

31 And the Jews shall use their own 
kind of meats and laws, as before ; and 
none of them any manner of ways shall 
be molested for things ignorantly done. 

32 I have sent also Menelaus, that he 
may comfort you. 

S3 Fare ye well. In the hundred 
forty and eighth year, and the fifteenth 
day of the month II Xanthicus. “ or, 4 »«, 
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I Bafim 84 The Romans also sent unto them 
mT a letter containinj^ these words : Quin- 
n Or, tus Memmius and. Titus Manlius, II am- 
bassadors of the Romans, send greeting 
unto the people of the Jews. 

S5 Whatsoever Lysias the king’s cou- 
sin hath granted, therewith we also are 
well pleased. 

86 But touching such things as he 
fudged to be referred to the king, af- 
ter ye have advised thereof, send one 
forthwith, that we may declare as it 
is convenient for you : for we are now 
going to Antioch. 

87 Therefore send some with speed, 
that we may know what is your mind. 

38 Farewell. This hundred and eight 
and fortieth year, the fifteenth day of 
the month Xanthicus.

10 Now when they were gone from 
thence nine fii^’longs in their journey 
toward Timotheus, no fewer than five 
thousand men on foot and five hundred 
horsemen of the Arabians set upon him. 

11 Whereupon there was a very sore 
battle; but Judas’ side by the help of 
God got the victory; so that the No- 
mades of Arabia, being overcome, be- 
sought Judas for peace, promising both 
to give him cattle, and to pleasure him 
otherwise. 

12 Then Judas, thinking indeed that 

they would be profitable in many things, 
granted them peace: whereupon they 
shook hands, and so they II departed to Ji or. went 
their tents. *> 

13 He went also about to make a 
bridge to a certain strong city, which *»«'«• 
was fenced about with walls, and in- 
habited by people of divers countries ; 
and the name of it was Caspis. 

14 But they that were within it put 
such trust in the strength of the walls 
and provision of victuius, that they be- 
haved themselves rudely toward them 
that were with Judas, railing and blas- 
pheming, and uttering such words as 
were not to be spoken. 

15 Wherefore Judas with his com- 
pany, calling, upon the great Lord of

engines of war did cast down Jericho 
in the time of Joshua, gave a fierce 
assault against the walls,

Carnal^ for the town was hard to besiege, and 
uneasy to come unto, by reason of the 
straitness of all the places. 

22 But when Judas his first band 
came in sight, the enemies, being smit- 
ten with fear and terror through the 
appearing of him that seeth all things, 
fled amain, one running this way, ano- 
ther that way, so as that they were often 
hurt of their own men, and wounded 
with the points of their own swords. 

28 Judas also was very earnest in 
pursuing them, killing those wicked 
wretches, of whom he slew about thirty 
thousand men. 

24 Moreover Timotheus himself fell 
into the hands of Dositheus and Sosi- 
pater, whom he besought with much 
craft to let him go with his life, because 
he had many of the Jews’ parents, and 
the brethren of some of them, who, if 
they put him to deatb^ should not be 
regarded. 

25 So when he had assured them with 
many words that he would restore them 
without hurt, according to the agree- 
ment, they let him go for the saving of 
their brethren.

9^d beside that, he told them 
a dream worthy to be believed, as if it 
had been so indeed, which did not a 
little rejoice them. 

12 And this was his vision : That 
Opias, who had been high priest, a 
virtuous and a good man, reverend in 
conversation, gentle in condition, well 
spoken also, and exercised from a child 
in all points of virtue, holding up his 
hands prhyed for the whole body of the 
Jews. 

IS This done, in like manner there 
appeared a man with gray hairs, and 
exceeding glorious, who was of a won- 
derful and excellent majesty. 

14 Then Onias answered, saying. This 
is a lover of the brethren, who pray- 
eth much for the people, and for the 
holy city, to wiU Jeremias the prophet 
of God. 

15 Whereupon Jeremias holding forth 
his right hand gave to Judas a sword 
of gold, and in giving it spake thus, 

16 Take this holy sword, a mft from 
God, with the which thou shalt wound 
the adversaries. 

17 Thus being well comforted by the 
words of Judas, which were very good, 
and able to stir them up to valour, and 
to encourage the hearts of the young 
men, they determined not to pitch camp, 
but courageously to set upon them, and 
manfully to try the matter by conflict, 
becau^jthe city and the sanctuary and 
the tie^le were in danger. 

18 For the care that they took for 
their wives, and their children, their 
brethren, and kinsfolks, was in least ac- 
count udth them ; but the gi'eatest and 
piipcipal fear was for the holy temple. 

19 Also they that were in the city 
^k\ not the least care, being troubl^ 
for the conflict abroad.

24 And through the might of thine 
arm let those be stricken with terror, 
that come against thy holy people to 
blaspheme. And he ended thus. 

25 Then Nicanor and they that were 
with him came forward with trumpets 
and songs. 

26 But Judas and his company en- 
countered the enemies with invocation 
and jirayer. 

27 So that fighting with their hands, 
and praying unto God with their 
hearts, they slew no less than thirty 
and five thousand men : for through 
the appearance of God they were great- 
ly cheered. 

28 Now when the battle was done, 
returning again with joy, they knew 
that '’Nicanor lay dead in his harness. 

29 Then they made a great shout 
and a noise, praising the Almighty in 
their own language.
